To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of South Carolina :

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


During the past fiscal year the operation of funding the public debt 
under the provisions of the Act of December 22, 1873, “to reduce the 
volume of the public debt,” has gone steadily forward, and the follow- 
ing bonds, certificates of stock, coupons and interest orders have been, 
surrendered to the Treasury and cancelled, and consolidation bonds and 
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certificates of stock equal to 50 per cent. of their par value and amount 
of interest have been issued in lieu thereof, viz. :

The result of the investigation by a Committee of the General Assem- 
bly, at its last session, having shown that a very large amount of coupons 
maturing between July, 1867, and October 1st, 1871, had been funded, 
although the records of the Treasury prove that they had been previously 
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paid, and that probably many more of such coupons were illegally out- 
standing, I have deemed it my official duty to decline to countersign any 
consolidation bonds or stock to be used in funding any coupons matur- 
ing prior to October 1st, 1871, unless such coupons were attached to the 
bonds on which they were originally issued; and none such have been 
funded since I have been placed in charge of this office, although fre- 
quently presented. > 


INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Since the passage of the Act of March 26, 1875, repealing that por- 
tion of the law requiring insurance companies organized under charters 
granted by other States to deposit a certain amount of South Carolina 
State bonds or United States bonds in this office, as security to 
policy holders, before commencing business in this State, the most of 
the bonds previously deposited have been withdrawn, and the number 
of companies doing business in the State has been largely increased. 
As the only safeguard now existing for policy holders of this State 
against paying their money to unsafe or worthless companies consists in 
that clause of the present law which authorizes the Comptroller General 
to withhold license from such companies as he may deem unsafe, but 
confers upon him no authority to make such examination of companies 
as would enable him to determine, with reasonable accuracy, as to the 
matter of their solvency, I respectfully recommend that the present 
law be so amended as to authorize the Comptroller General to exercise 
the same supervision of all insurance companies doing business in the 
State or applying for admission as is exercised by the Insurance Com- 
missioners of other States, to wit: The employment of an expert to 
examine into the condition of any such companies as he may have any 
reason to doubt the solvency and security of, and to refuse to license 
any company which may be found to have less than $200,000 of unim- 
paired paid up capital; the companies so examined to pay the expense 
of such examination. 


TAXES. ` 


For the very satisfactory and complete manner in which the various 
County Auditors have.performed their duties for the past year, and for 
. their fall, accurate, prompt and complete returns, they are entitled to 
much credit. 

The same meed of praise is due to the various County Treasurers in 
the State for the efficient and thorough collection of all taxes charged 
against them and the satisfactory transfer and disbursement of the 
same. 
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With the desire to present, in this report, a complete statement of the 
number, kind and value of all articles assessed, with the amount of taxes 
due thereon, I have carefully examined the forms used by my prede- 
cessor, and, believing them substantially correct, have deemed it proper 
to conform to his system; hence, your particular attention is invited to 
the various tables hereto annexed.

Exhibits the entire value of all taxable property in the State, includ- 
ing railroads, which are embodied in personalty, showing a total of 
$145,143,023. 

This amount is charged with a levy of 10 1-5 mills, in accordance 
with the Act of March 14, to raise supplies for the fiscal year 1874. 

To this sum is to be added the sum of $39,492.59.9, as the twenty (20) 
per cent. penalty, delinquent list, charged against all County Treasurers, 
and the sum of $6,221.70 overpaid by the Treasurers of the Counties 
noted to the State Treasurer, showing the total tax charged to be 
$1,155,201.68.9.

Or 7 7-10 per cent. of the total tax charged; whereas Table C shows a 
better collection than either of the two preceding years—-a record which, 
I think, excels any State in the Union, and is not equalled by the Gene- 
ral Government in its revenue service, viz.:

Or a fraction less than 4-5 of one per cent. of the total tax charged. 

In other words, the total tax of $1,555,201.68.9, as charged by the 
several Auditors against the various County Treasurers in the State, has 
all been accounted for or turned over to the State Treasurer, save the 
small sum above noted, and the affidavits of each Treasurer now on file 
in this office show one of the following reasons why the tax reported is 
nulla bona, viz.: 

1. That a sufficient amount of personal property could not be found 
on which to make a levy. 

2, That a sufficient amount of property was found, but could not be 
sold for want of bidders. 

In the above noted Table C, you will notice a column headed State 
Tax carried to Duplicate of 1875, which I deem proper to explain. It 
has been the custom of this office to require all of the officers to account 
for every item of tax charged as required by law; but if the Courts 
interfere by injunction or otherwise, I am powerless to act; and in the 
column above referred to, some seventy-five thousand dollars is now 
enjoined by orders of the United States Court, and generally on railroad 
- property, whose owners are seeking to evade all kinds of taxes.

With the exception of the South Carolina Road, the above companies 
are indebted to the State and the Counties through which they run for 
all taxes against them from 1868 to date, and no disposition is shown 
by the officers of either to pay the amount due; and I ean but repeat 
the remarks of my predecessor, when he asks that you will devise such 
measures as will require all railroads to assist in the payment of the 
expenses of the State that grants them a franchise, protects their rights, 
and upon whom they depend for support. 
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TABLE D 


Exhibits the settlement made by County Auditors with their Treasurers 
for all County, special and poll taxes charged to each. This table is ` 
incomplete in two instances, viz.: 

1. In Chesterfield, on account of a loss by the Treasurer of all 
vouchers for moneys paid out by that officer. 

2. In Sumter, by an order of his Honor Judge Shaw, a copy of 
which is on file in this office, restraining the County Auditor from 
receiving from the Treasurer certain County witness, juror and consta- 
ble tickets,.as noted in the blank settlement sheets furnished by this 
office. 


TABLE E 


Is the consolidated abstracts of real property furnished to this office 
by all of the County Auditors, and the value of the mom as equalized 
by the several County Boards of Equalization. 

In the last fiseal year there was forfeited to the State for State tax 
alone some $1,597,107 taxable value of realty. If the Auditors have 
reported this property as directed from this office, it is not included. in 
the above table; but you will notice, by comparison with last year's re- 
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ports, that the realty exceeds that of 1874 by $382,913, showing the 
total taxable real property for 1875 to be $88,177,218. 


TABLE F 


Is the consolidated abstracts of personal property as reported equalized 
by County Boards, and shows an increase in this over last year of 
$2,846,936, making the sum of all personal property $46,791,006. 


TABLE G 


Is the taxable value of all railroad property as equalized by the State 
Board of Equalization, but showing a decrease of value of $1,528,666. 
This decrease is accounted for thus: The United States Court have de- 
cided that the Richmond and Atlanta Air Line Road is exempt from 
taxation under its charter received from this State; hence the above cor- 
poration is not included in taxable railroad property :

The General Assembly must not expect to realize a collection on the 
full amount above given, for County Treasurers’ commissions, abate- 
ments, deductions, forfeited lands and nulla bona taxes make sad inroads 
on the County Treasurers' settlement sheet, and often materially lessen 
your calculations. 

The records of this office show that for the past three years you have 
collected on the amount of property reported as follows, viz.: 

For 1872, (78) seventy-eight per cent.; for 1873, (80) eighty per cent.; 
and for 1874, (852) eighty-five and a half per cent. of taxes assessed, or 
, one-half of one per cent. more than was estimated by my predecessor in 

his report last year. : 

While most of the County Auditors are constantly improving in their 
duties, and their duplicates more accurate than in former years, still I do 
not think you will realize for 1875 over eighty-five (85) per cent. of the 
amount above reported, from this fact, that the necessary delay to be ex- 
pected in the collection of the next tax will swell your mulla bona col- 
umn to double the amount as shown this year, and consequently reduce 
collections in proportion. 


TABLE H 
Shows the amount of acres and lots of land, with the buildings thereon, 


forfeited to the State for the State and County taxes, and costs on the 
same, for the fiscal year 1874. 
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Referring to the reports from this office for this and previous years, 
you will find that there was forfeited in 1872, $32,858.45.4; 1873, $86,- 
231.85.8; 1874, $36,414.61.4. Total for past three years, $155,504.92.1. 

In the meantime there has been redeemed by application of original 
owners to this office and taxes paid on same, $6,540.47.1; consequently, 
the net amount of taxes, costs and penalties on lands now forfeited to 
the State for the fiscal years 1872, 73 and ’74 are $148,964.45. This 
sum does not cover the amounts reported for other and previous years, 
for the records of this office in these accounts are not correct, but so 
irregular and often erroneous as to make them valueless. 


TABLES I AND K 


. Represent the average values of certain articles of personal property, 
and all real estate returned for taxation for 1872, ’73, '74 and "75. 

These tables (I and K) are made, not so much for their essential worth, 
but with the view to gratify the minds of the curious, who may seek 
statistics in proof of excessive values and assessments in matters of 
taxation. : 

I respectfully ask that the General Assembly will amend Section 96 of 
the Act approved March 19th, 1874, entitled * An Act to reduce all Acts 
and parts of Acts providing for the assessment and taxation of property 

‘into one Act, and to amend the same." 

The Section referred to contemplates that the State Treasurer shall 
send by mail a duplicate receipt with the original for any sum of money 
received from a County Treasurer, and that the County Treasurer shall, 
on receipt of the duplicate, forward same to this office. 

These duplicates are often miscarried or lost in the transmittal by 
mail, causing delays and often great inconveniences in the settlements 
of County Treasurers’ accounts. | 

I now ask that the State Treasurer be required to send the duplicate: 
receipt to this office, and on the day he receives any deposit from any 
source. : 

Your attention is also invited to the Act approved March 24, 1875, 
entitled “An Act regulating the manner of payment of all claims 
against the several Counties in this State." Section 1 of said Act reads 
as follows: “That on and after the passage of this Act, no claims, of 
any class or description, which are payable by the Treasurer of any 
County in this State shall be paid by the County Treasurer of any 
County until such claims shall have first been examined, approved and 
allowed by the Board of County Commissioners of such County," &e. 
¡The same Section contemplates the payment of all claims dtt by 
County Treasurers to be only on the checks drawn by the County Com- 
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missioners, and Section 2 forbids the Treasurer from paying claims of 
any class or description except as above. 

The Section further authorizes County Auditors to receive these 
checks as a credit to the Treasurer, in settlement of his County account, 
for County disbursements, &e. 

You will see at once that the Act referred to virtually ens 
the County School Commissioner into a Clerk, depriving him of the 
power to disburse the poll and district school tax and State appro- 
priation for sehools,—for which purpose his office was created,—and re- 
quires this office, in settlement with County Treasurers, to accept of the 
County Auditor's receipt for checks given him by the County Treasurer 
as the Treasurer's voucher for payments made on County account. 

These checks cover the payments made by the County Treasurer on 
account of the apportionment of publie school funds by the State 
Superintendent of Education, and I do not know of any law that re- 
quires that officer to notify me of any action of his in the premises. 

The result of the above will be to increase the credits of County 
Treasurers’ accounts to the extent of the entire school fund of the State, 
without a corresponding debit. 

If the General Assembly will so amend the Act as to give the Super- 
intendent of Education the settlement of this fund, or authorize that 
officer to notify this office of the amount of his warrants drawn on the 
State Treasurer in favor of any County Treasurer, the sum apportioned 
would be accounted for. 


SAVANNAH AND CHARLESTON RAILROAD. 


The Savannah and Charleston Railroad Company having failed to pay . 
the interest on its debt due April, 1874, within six months thereafter, it 
became the duty of my predecessor in office, Hon. Solomon L. Hoge, to 
take immediate possession of said road, with all its appurtenances, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Act of the General Assembly entitled 
“ An Act to enable the Savannah and Charleston Railroad Company to 
complete their road," which became a law March 6, 1869; but, out of 
respect to what had been an administrative order or decree of the late 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas for the County of Charleston, he 
presented his petition to the present Judge of the said Court, prayiug 
that his Honor would rescind so much of said order or decree as placed 
said road in the possession of Charles T. Mitchell, as Receiver, and 
thus enable the petitioner to take possession thereof. 

The cause not having been determined during the incumbeney of my 
predecessor, on my election as Comptroller General, I adopted the proceed- 
ings he had instituted, and directed that my name be entered in the case. 
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On April 2, 1875, it was ordered and adjudged by the Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas for the County of Charleston that the petition 
be dismissed, and the prayer thereof be refused, and the rule discharged. 

I immediately appealed to the Supreme Court of the State from this 
order and judgment; and on June 5, 1875, that Court sustained my 
appeal by an order of judgment, as follows: 


“On hearing the petition filed in the said case, it is ordered that the 
judgment of the Circuit Court dismissing the same be reversed. 

* It is also ordered and adjudged that the said Thomas C. Dunn, as 
Comptroller General of the State, by virtue of the power under the Act 
of 1869, referred to in the pleadings, is authorized to take possession of 
the said Savannah and Charleston Railroad, with all its appurtenances, 
and hold and administer the same according to the power conferred by 
the said Act. 

-* The assets of the road to be subject to the direction of the Court, and 
the order now made to be in no wise regarded as affecting the lien ob- 
tained by any c:editor of the said road established in the principal 
cause, or in any way affecting the rights of creditors. 

“The petition is remanded to the Circuit Court for such orders as may 
be necessary to give effect to the judgment of’this Court." 


This order of judgment was filed in the Circuit Court for the County 
of Charleston on June 7, 1875. 

The jury of that Court declining to take any action except in open 
Court, ray counsel, on June 14, 1875, being the first day of the Court, 
moved for an order to carry out the decree of the Supreme Court. 

On various pretexts, the decision of the motion was postponed, from 
time to time, until June 19, 1875. 

In the meantime, a writ of error had been sued out and an appeal to 
the Supreme Court of the United States perfected, or alleged to have 
been perfeeted, on behalf of a suing creditor of said railroad company, 
on the pretense that the aforesaid Act of March 6, 1869, impaired the 
obligation of the contract to which he had become entitled as the holder. 
of certain bonds of the said company, issued under the Act of Decem- 
ber 20, 1856, and guaranteed by the State. j 

The Circuit Court considered itself estopped by this writ of error 
and appeal and refused the.motion submitted by my counsel. 

An appeal from this action was taken by my counsel to the Supreme 
Court of the State, but that Court dismissed the appeal. 

The case is now before the Supreme Court of the United States, with 
a motion on the part of my counsel that the writ of error be dismisse . 
The motion was heard by the Court on the 15th inst., and will probably 
be decided before the expiration of the present month. |

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The case is one of large importance to the State. The debt of the 
company may be stated as follows:

As the lien of the 7 per cent. mortgage bonds, by the provisions of the 
Act of March 6, 1869, has been made a first lien on the road, and as the 
payment of the 6 per cent. mortgage bonds and (be V per cent. bonds has 
been guaranteed by the State, it is necessary that the road, if sold, shall 
produce a sum not less than $1,469,450 in cash or its equivalent, in 
order to relieve the State of liability. As the Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas for the County of Charleston ordered the sale of the road 
last spring for $1,500,000, on a credit of twenty years, without any ad- 
ditional security, it is questionable whether more than $1,469,450 would 
be obtained for it in cash or its equivalent at the present time or at the 
end of the year; while the constant and unusual depreciation in the 
value of the road renders it*doubtful whether even that sum could be 
procured for it at any remote future period. I shall therefore continue 
to use my best efforts to obtain possession of the road at as early a period 
as possible, principally for the protection of the interests of the State as 
the guarantor of so large an amount of the bonds of the company, but 
inclusively for the protection of the interests of the stockholders of the 
company, of whom the State is one to the amount of $270,000. 

In concluding this report, I beg leave to bear testimony, to the ability 
and industry of the Chief Clerk of the Auditor’s Department, Mr. J. 8. 
Fillebrown, and Bookkeeper J. L. Little. Prompt and correct in the per- 
formance of all their duties, they have not hesitated to devote a great 
deal of time beyond the regular office hours to the laborious work of the 
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office. I deem it but an act of simple justice to them to call the atten- 
tion of your honorable bodies to the fact that in the reduction of salaries 
last winter the pay of these gentlemen was placed considerably below 
the amount allowed by the Constitution to the Chief Clerk of the 
Treasury Department, and far below what their business experience and 
capacity would command in commercial circles, and respectfully recom- 
mend that their respective salaries be increased to an amount at least 
equal to that now paid the Chief Clerk of the Treasury.

Statement No. 9 is an exhibit of the expenditure of the Treasurer’s 
Contingent Fund. 

Statement No. 10 is an exhibit of the expenditure of the twenty-five 
hundred dollars appropriated to execute the law to reduce the volume 
of the public debt. 

Statement No. 11 is an exhibit of the expenditure of the five hundred 
dollars appropriated to publish monthly statements. 

Statement No. 12 is an exhibit of bonds and stocks funded in accord- 
ance with the law to reduce the volume of the public debt. 

Statement No. 13 is an exhibit of the public debt of the State. 


DEBTORS AND CREDITORS, 


There is a large number of accounts in the debtors’ and creditors’ 
statement which might very properly be closed. The attention of the 
General Assembly was called to the subject last year, and legislation 
begun to remedy the mischief, but not completed. It is hoped that 
authority will be given this year to close out these obsolete accounts, 


4 
SPECIFIC LEVIES. 


Statement No. 3. shows how the receipts from the taxes of 1874-75 
have been expended during that fiscal year, and the balance remaining 
therefrom; and Statement No. 6 shows the receipts from all sources and 
the expenditures and balances therefrom. The letter and apirit of the 
law establishing specific tax levies and making appropriations in ac- 
cordance therewith have been both carefully observed and the object 
of the law fully attained. 

The law, however, is capable of two constructions—a liberal and a 
strict construction. I have heretofore given it a liberal construction in 
executing it,—that is, temporarily borrowing from one object that had a 
balance to its credit, and that was not required at the time, to pay 
another object that had not at the time a balance to its credit, but for 
the payment of which there was an urgent demand. 

If it is desired, however, that a strict construction should be placed 
upon the Act, and that I should not pay any object unless it has an ac- 
tual cash balance to its credit, I would respectfully suggest that it be so 
enacted in the Tax Act. 


DEFICIENCIES, 


Statement No. 8 is an actual exhibit of the “deficiencies,” or the 
balances of “Unpaid Appropriations” of the preceding fiscal year, 
ending October 31, 1875. A 

The appropriations for the fiscal year above mentioned were $1,310- 
152.06. The amount of receipts during that period applicable to the 
payment of these appropriations were $1,128,385.76, leaving a deficit of 
$181,776.30. Of the amount received, however, $127,724.03 is in the 
“South Carolina Bank and Trust Company,” which failed July 2, 1875. 
The actual “ deficiency,” therefore, is $309,500.33. 


MONTHLY STATEMENTS. 


Monthly Statements of “Receipts and Expenditures” and “Credit 
Balances” have been published from March 1st, in accordance with the 
Act approved March 5, 1875, which was enacted as requested 
in my last Report. The appropriation of five hundred dollars 
was entirely inadequate to meet the expenses of such publication, and 
they would have ceased on the 1st of August, leaving the statements for 
the remaining three months of the fiscal year unpublished, if I had not 
requested the proprietors of the newspapers to publish them, promising 
to present their claims for publication to the consideration of the General 
Assembly. I took the liberty of doing this, as I believed it was in 
accordance with the spirit of the law, and would meet the approval of

the General Assembly, on account of the satisfaction to the public that 
such statements afforded. 

I would request an appropriation of $1,500 to meet the expenses of 
such publication during the present fiscal year and pay the balance due 
on last year. Statement No. 11 shows how the amount appropriated has 
been expended. 


FUNDING BONDS. 


Statement No. 12 shows the amount of the old bonds and stocks 
exchanged for consolidation bonds and stocks during the fiscal year 
ending October 31, 1875. It will be observed that $5,233,343.60 of 
bonds and stocks have been exchanged during the fiscal year just ended, 
which, with $1,987,169.05 exchanged during the fiscal year which ended 
October 31, 1874, make a total of $7,220,512.65 exchanged. 

The progress of the exchange was very seriously affected by the 
failure of-the “South Carolina Bank and Trust Company,” as we were 
unable to pay the past due interest upon the bonds exchanged after 
August on account of the loss of the interest money in that bank. 
$500,000 of eonsolidation bonds and stocks has been issued since the 
suspension of the payment of interest up to the present time, upon which 
the interest from July 1st, 1874, to July 1st, 1875, inclusive, is due, 
amounting to $50,000. 

The entire balance of the fund collected for the payment of the interest 
due July 1st, 1874, amounting to $42,205.29, as well as $64,624.01, the 
balance of the amount collected for the payment of the interest due 
January and July, 1875, are on deposit in the “South Carolina Bank 
and Trust Company." 

If it should be determined not to levy a tax to supply this amount, T 
would then take the liberty of suggesting that after the amount of 
$30,000 required to pay the past due interest for 1875 upon the bonds 
issued since the suspension of the payment of interest has been provided 
for as a deficiency, the law be changed, authorizing parties presenting 
old bonds and stocks to be exchanged to fund the interest to July 1st, 
1875, instead of January 1st, 1874, as the law now stands. "The first 
coupon would then fall due January 1st, 1876, and would be payable 
out of the taxes to be collected for the present fiscal year. 

When I entered upon the duties of my office as Treasurer, December 
1st, 1872, I found upon the records a “bond account” of $1,456,500 
among the “debtors” of the State, and a “cash account” of $609,- 
009.77 among the “creditors” of the State. I found, upon inquiry, . 
that these were a part of the bonds in possession of H. H. Kimpton, Esq., 
late Financial Agent of the State in New York, and hypothecated by 
him for money advanced to the State as loans by different parties in New 
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York and elsewhere, which, with the balance allowed him as “ commis- 
sion” by the Financial Board at the time of their settlement with him, 
November 16, 1872, constituted the “cash account.” 

The entire amount of bonds hypothecated in New York was $1,848,300, 
and the amount of money advanced théreon $547,522.50. Among the 
$1,848,300 of bonds are included the bonds ($200,000) purchased for the 
Sinking Fund, and the bonds ($191,800) purchased on account of the 
Agricultural College. These bonds were placed in Mr. Kimpton’s pos- 
session, and were hypothecated by him with the $1,456,500 above referred 
to for loans to the State. 

These facts were presented to the Legislature during the session of 
1872-73 (see House Journal, 1872-73, pp. 306-8,) and an opportunity of 
redeeming the bonds by the payment of the loan was offered by the parties 
' who held them, at my earnest solicitation. The Legislature declined, 
however, to take any action in the premises, and $1,300,300 of the bonds 
were sold by June Ist, 1874, the period at which the “funding” commenced ; 
$326,000 in 1875, and the balance, $202,000, has been consolidated, and 
is now held by the Yonkers Savings Bank for a loan of $60,000, with in- 
terest from date at 7 per cent. per annum, which they are anxious that 
the State should redeem. I have been in constant communication with 
these parties during the past three years, watching the interests of the 
State, and have received reports from Mr. Kimpton to March 17, 1875, 
and from all the parties to October 31, 1875, giving a full statement of 
the condition of the “loans.” I present Mr. Kimpton’s reports as an 
appendix; it is confirmed by the separate reports of each of the parties 
referred to. 

I shall make the necessary entries on my records, in accordance with 
these facts. 

I would, call attention to the fact that the principal of the following 
old bonds and stocks, authorized to be exchanged, is past due:

The Fire Loan Stock matured in 1870; the Fire Loan Bonds in 1868, 
and the State Capitol Bonds in 1871. 

'These bonds and stock have been presented several times for con- 
solidation or exchange, and, as they were not paid at maturity, the 
holders claim interest to January 1st, 1874,—the period up to which 
interest on the other bonds and stock presented for exchange is allowed. 
The demand appears to me to be equitable; but, acting under the advice 
of the Attorney General, I have hitherto declined to allow it, unless 
expressly authorized by the Legislature or the Supreme Court. 
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I have the honor to request an appropriation of $5,000, during the 
present fiscal year, for the execution of this law and the payment of the 
balance of the expenses incurred during the last fiscal year. Statement 
No. 10 shows the manner in which the appropriation of $2,500 made 
during the last fiscal year has been expended ; it was inadequate to meet 
the necessary expenses, and I was, therefore, compelled either to suspend 
the law or become personally responsible for the excess. I adopted the 
latter alternative. 

Tt will be seen from Statement No. 13 that there remains a balance of 
$4,064,450.50 of the old bonds and stock to be exchanged, with interest 
from July 1st; 1871, to January 1st, 1874. 


THE FAILURE OF THE “ SOUTH CAROLINA BANK AND TRUST COMPANY.” 


he “ South Carolina Bank and Trust Company” failed July 2, 1875. 
The failure was entirely unexpected, and, in my judgment, entirely un- 
necessary. A large amount of the funds of the State had been deposited 
in this bank since its organization. After a careful observation, however, | 
of the manner in which the operations of the bank were conducted, I 
lost all confidence in the capacity and integrity of its President, who 
became the sole owner of all the stock of the bank, and therefore the 
sole manager of its affairs. 

I communicated this opinion to the Legislature last winter, and stated 
that it was my special reason for reducing the balance in this bank, 
which had been the sole depository of State funds during the preceding 
fiscal year, previous to increasing the number of depositories. 

The President of the bank had himself furnished the information 
upon which I based my opinion of the unsoundness of the bank. Froma 
list of the “assets and liabilities” of the bank thus furnished, I saw 
that the “ liabilities,’ exclusive of the capital stock, exceeded the 
market value of the “assets” by about $50,000. 

The amount of deposit of State funds at this time, January, 1875, 
was about $11,000. The Board of Deposit, consisting of the Governor, 
Comptroller General and Treasurer, which has the designation of de- 
positories, and the regulation of the amount therein, authorized the de- 
posits to be increased to $200,000 in April, and when the bank failed, 
July 2, 1875, there was $205,753.79 on deposit, $5,000 having been made 
as a special deposit for the payment of interest on the public debt in 
New York. 

When this failure was therefore announced, I felt that there could be 
but one possible cause of a real failure, viz, the liquidation of the 
liabilities of the bank and the criminally imprudent investment of the 
money received, which would be shown by an increase of “ assets.” 
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As soon as I was furnished with a statement of the “changes in 
assets and liabilities between January 9th and July 2, 1875,” I saw that 
the “liabilities” had been paid to the extent of $181,585.48 and the 
“ assets" had been increased only to the extent of $10,260.90. These 
sums could not account for the disposal of $347,951.72—the amount of 
the increase of the State Treasurer’s deposit during the period referred ` 
to, and the amount of “cash on hand” January 9, 1875, and receipts 
from other sources. The difference was attempted to be accounted for, 
partially, by charging for the retirement of a large amount of the stock 
of the bank and a large amount of money alleged to have been ex- 
pended in bribing the Legislature, under the head of “ Legislative 
Expenses.” ' 

The subsequent developments, however, proved that these expenditures, 
which would be criminal, if true, could.not possibly account for the 
expenditure of the money received since 9th January, 1875, as they took 
place, according to the books of the bank themselves, prior to that 
period. 

As soon as the failure was announced, 1 conferred with the Attorney 
General, in order that he might protect the interests of the State. The 
matter was immediately taken before Judge Carpenter, of this Circuit, 
and Hon. T. C. Dunn, Comptroller General, appointed Receiver. 

I have since called the attention of the Attorney General to the palpa- 
ble and glaring frauds of the management of the Bank, and expressed 
my readiness to co-operate with him in any manner that he may deem 
proper to protect the interests of the State. I deemed it my duty to do 
this, because the Receiver states that neither he nor the Attorney Gen- 
eral is acting in an official capacity at present.

CoLumBra, S. C, November 1, 1875. 
Hon. T. C. Duny, Comptroller General of the State of South Carolina : 

Sir—I have the honor to transmit herewith my annual report, as 
Superintendent of the South Carolina Lunatic Asylum, of the expenses, 
receipts and disbursements for the fiscal year ending October 31, 1875. 

By reference to Exhibit No. 1, it will be seen that the outstanding 
liabilities of the institution at the commencement of this year amounted to 
$57,947.05. The entire expenses for the year just closed foot up $61,- 
657.94, which, added to the outstanding liabilities November 1, 1874, 
shows the grand total of liabilities to be $119,604.29. 

The disbursements during the present year amount to $70,575.75, as 
wil appear on examination of Exhibit No. 2. To meet these disburse- 
ments, I have received $70,383.32, including $3,500 in Comptroller's 
warrants used as cash, as per Exhibit No. 3, leaving a balance in favor 
of the Superintendent of $206.88. If we deduct the disbursements 
from the grand total of liabilities, we get, as the result, $49,014.29, 
which, with the above balance due Superintendent, $206.88, gives $49,- 
220.97, the present indebtedness of the institution. To meet this indebt- 
ness, the institution holds $14,500 in Comptroller's warrants, drawn on 
this year's appropriation, leaving a debt of $34,720.97 unprovided for. 

The vouchers for verification of Exhibit 1 are on file in this office. 
They have all been audited and approved by the Board of Regents, 
agreeably to the regulations of the institution. The vouchers for the 
disbursements, Exhibit 2, are herewith submitted. 

For the support of the institution for next year, I recommend an appro- 
priation of $75,000. I make this estimate upon the basis of a daily 
average present of 300 indigent insane persons, to be supported by the 
State, at & cost of $250 per annum each, which no fair-minded man who 
has given the subject any thought will deny is little enough for an insti- 
tution of the nature and magnitude of this. It is true our expenses were 
not that much this year; but there are some extraordinary reasons for 
this. Besides observing unceasingly the most rigid economy in every 
expenditure, we have made neither improvements nor repairs. Moreover, 
both the offices of Assistant Physician and Steward were vacated, and 
the duties of these two officers devolved upon the Superintendent. The 
use of gas, the cost of which was about $100 per month, has been dis- 
pensed with, and kerosene substituted, at a cost of about $8 per month. 
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The number of employees has been reduced and the rate of wages cut down. 
The whole management, in fact, of the institution has been conducted 
upon a scale scarcely consistent with the dignity of the State or the best 
interests of humanity. 

During the next year there are several important improvements and 
repairs that must be made, which will be specially noticed in my report 
to the Législature. 

The old indebtedness of the institution, though considerbly reduced, 
continues to be a sore and grievous embarrassment. I make no apology 
for again calling attention to this matter and urging that every honor- 
able effort be made to secure such legislation as will enable the institu- 
tion to discharge this debt. It is a just and honorable obligation, and 
was created at a time, and under circumstances which, but for those to 
whom this debt is due, would have forced us to close the doors of the 
Asylum. I therefore appeal to the gratitude as well as to the justice of 
the State Government to make provision to pay it. But of this subject, 
also, I shall speak more fully in my report to the General Assembly.

REPORT. 


Cotumpi, $. C., October 31, 1875. 
Hons. W. B. Nasu, H. E. Hayne and J. C. RoATH, 
Directors South Carolina Penitentiary : 

' GENTLEMEN—In accordance with the law upon the subject, I have 
the honor to make to you my report as Superintendent of the South 
Carolina Penitentiary for the first half of the fiscal year ending this day. 

During the first half of the year, for the want of funds, very little 
labor was performed in construction of the prison buildings. The con- 
victs, however, were kept at work upon the public buildings of the State, 
and in grading the grounds of the Penitentiary, and in repairs generally. 
This, however, was not the only place where a want of funds was per- 
ceptibly felt. 

You will remember that one year ago, in my annual report, I called 
your attention to the high prices we were compelled to pay for nearly 
every article needed for use at the institution, on account of the uncer- 
tainty of funds to meet the payments for same. This difüculty has, 
however, been remedied in a great measure by a wise provision of the 
General Assembly at its last session, in compelling the Superintendent 
to advertise for proposals for furnishing the necessary supplies, Ze, to 
the institution by the year, and in such quantities and at such times as 
they are required. 

The fact of the advertisement appearing asking for proposals, in ac- 
cordance with the law, seemed something of a guaranty to bidders that 
early payments were expected or at least intended. 

You, of course, know that when the proposals for furnishing were 
opened, the lowest bids, and those accepted, were only about one-half 
what we had been paying for some articles, while others were from fif- 
teen to thirty per cent. less. 

By and with your advice and consent, I had leased two brick yards, 
one on this side of the Congaree River and one on the Lexington side, 
where I was intending to make brick with the convict labor, hiring sim- 
ply a foreman for each yard. The wisdom of such à procedure would 
now be apparent, as there has not been such a season with everything so 
favorable for making brick for many years, and I estimate that we would 
have made at least two million brick the past season. I had an arrange- 
ment made for wood so that the burning of them would have cost noth- 
ing. I had, when relieved from charge of the Penitentiary, some hun- 
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dreds of cords of wood felled and corded, which my successor, I sup- 
pose, availed himself of. I had also, as you know, a contract in view - 
for planting a large crop of corn, some six miles below the city, at the 
Trenholm place. We cannot now judge of the feasibility of planting, 
except we judge by the crop raised upon lands adjoining, as the We 
has been somewhat unfavorable to planters generally. 

[I am told, however, that the lands adjoining that I proposed to lease, 
and which was leased by my suecessor, yielded a crop this year of fifty- 
two bushels to the acre. The health of the prisoners during this time 
was remarkably good, which I attribute to the strict sanitary measures 
which I had always carried out, and to the excellent treatment of Dr, 
V. P. Clayton, the Physician and Surgeon to the Penitentiary, and to the 
kind and watchful care of our ever-ready and humane Hospital Steward, 
Mr. Louis G. Smith. The report of Physician will show the average 
sick and number of deaths, which is so small I think we have good rea- 
son to congratulate ourselves upon it. In my last report, I based my es- 
timate upon an average of two hundred and fifty convicts. I do not 
think my estimate far out of the way as to numbers. I have not the 
data by me to make an average, but I notice by my diary that on the 
last day of February, which was four months of the fiscal year, that our 

average was a trifle over one hundred and eighty-seven, and on the 30th of 
` April the whole number in confinemert was two hundred and forty-four. 

-During the six months the whole number of prisoners which made 
their escape was ten. Of this number we very soon re-captured three, 
leaving us short at the time of my turning the institution over to my 
successor only seven prisoners. This, of itself, I think, speaks sufficiently 
well for Capt. Reiss and the discipline of the guard under him. 

The expenses of the institution for the first half of the present fiscal 
year, I am aware, exceed somewhat one-half of the appropriation made 
for the whole year. This, however, will not appear strange, if you con- 
sider for a moment, that the first six months of the year comprise within | 
the number the five cold months of the year, viz.: November, Decem- 
ber, January, February aud March, in which the expenses are mych 
more than in the warm months of the year. Extra blankets, extra cloth- 
ing and extra supplies of all kinds are necessary. And, again, the clothing 
ordered by me and left on hand for my succcessor I intended should carry 
us nearly through the year, and I am quite confident my successor had 
none of any consequence, if any, to buy until August or September. 

Again, in the summer months the garden at the Penitentiary is a very 
valuable auxiliary to the feeding of a large number of prisoners. I left 
for my successor an excellent garden which promised an abundant yield, 
and I have no idea but it realized expectations. I have simply called 
these things to your attention, knowing that at à glance one might not 
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see why the greater cost of maintaining the prisoners in the winter 


- months than in the summer months. 


Let a person examine into his own household expenses, and the differ- 
ence will be at once apparent. ; 

The same causes hold good in a publie institution that do in a private 
establishment. 

Iam satisfied that with the contract system of purchasing supplies 


. and material, and with the employment of the convicts iu making brick

and planting, that the institution can be successfully managed on even a 
smaller appropriation than was provided for this fiscal year. 

Unfortunately for my successor, a terrible tornado swept through the 
city on the night before I turned over the Penitentiary to him, blowing 
down a portion of the south front wall of the enclosure, also blowing 
down one end of the building used as guard quarters. 

I received in money during my part of this year’s administration 
fifteen thousand dollars, which was expended as per vouchers herewith 
forwarded, and in accordance with the approval of yourselves. I also 
received of Comptroller General warrants on the State Treasurer for 
fifteen thousand dollars, which warrants I turned over to my successor, 
as per his receipt accompanying this report. I will respectfully call 
your attention to the outstanding debts of the institution, some of which 
were contracted by my predecessor and some by myself. Many of the 
parties having claims against the institution are really unable to carry 
them, and are greatly crippled financially ou that account. 

The money due the guards and employees for a part of fiscal year 
1872 and 1873, and for part of fiscal year 1873 and 1874, should be paid, 
if possible, as they are in much need of the money, and it has been long 
due them. 

A schedule of the liabilities of the institution will be seen in my pre. 
vious reports. 

I feel that I would be doing injustice to my feelings if I were to close 
this, my report, did I not thus publicly thank you, gentlemen, each of 
you, for the kindness and consideration you have at all times shown me, 
and for the promptness with which yon were ever ready to assist me in 
carrying out measures for the good of the institution. I have, also, to 
thank, and take great pleasure in doing so, all the officers and employees 
and guard for their promptness in carrying out my orders from time to 
time.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


SUPERINTENDENT’ OFFICE, 
SouTH CAROLINA PENITENTIARY, 
Coruunia, S. C., Oct. 31, 1875. 
To the Directors of the South Carolina Penitentiary : 

GENTLEMEN—In accordance with law, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report required from this office, with ‘ Exhibits," “Tables” 
and “ Reports" annexed, as hereinafter stated. 

I assumed charge of the Penitentiary on Sunday, May 2, 1875, re- 
ceipting to my predecessor for the number of prisoners then in confine- 
ment, and for the funds turned over by him to me. I found many of 
the structures in ruins, the tornado a few days previous having blown 
down the hospital, guard quarters and commissary building, all of the 
exterior fencing and watch towers, and much of the brick boundary 
wall. I improvised new quarters and soon repaired most of the damage. 

I was surprised to find no organized system for prevention of fraud 
and waste, no merchandise being weighed or measured when received, 
and no bills accompanying them, nor any record kept of issues to the 
different departments. I could find no books or other record of the 
business of the institution, no memoranda of funds received or disbursed, l 
or of indebtedness incurred during the fiscal year, or for any previous year 
I made every effort to obtain such records, but have nothing for my 
guidance but the vouchers which I have since paid in full or in part, 
with your approval. 

I at once obtained suitable books, and have ever since continued a 
system which shows the transactions of each day and makes all the 
business of the institution a matter of permanent record. I found the | 
discipline of the prison very defective, many of the guards being in 
every way unfit for their duty and not accustomed to the necessary 
restraint for securing vigilance. They had been in the habit of using 
improper language to each other and to prisoners, frequently beating the 
latter in punishment for offenses not investigated by the proper officer. 
I have secured great improvement in these respects by discharging un- 
worthy and incompetent officials and employing only such as I believed 
to be reliable; all members of the guard being required to pass exami- 
nation before the Penitentiary Physician as to their physical fitness for 
duty. Tat once prohibited the punishment of prisoners except under 
my own orders after investigation of charges, or by order of the Captain 
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of the guard, restricting his jurisdiction so as to àllow no punishment 
more severe than deprivation of one meal at mess, or the carrying of a 
log not exceeding fifty pounds in weight, nor for a longer period than 
four hours. i 

In the mechanical departments, I found a very imperfect equipment of 
tools and materials, and no proper understanding of accountability on 
the part of the foreman. I have corrected these defects, and have con- 
ducted monthly inspections of each department, exacting at same time a 
written report from its foreman as to amount of work performed, 


— material consumed, and the number, kind and condition of tools on hand. 


All the employees are considered as liable for duty as guards when 
emergency may require, and they are properly instructed in such duty. 
I have regularly inspected each part of the prison on Sunday morning 


_ of each week, personally examining all the arms, equipments and am- 


munition, and visiting each cell and prisoner in company with the 
Captain and corporals of the guard. 

I found no provision made for the ablution of prisoners, except the 
optional use of water contained in four small tubs, which they used in 
common without change of water until after all had washed. I insti- 
tuted a plan by which each prisoner could wash three times every day 
with pure running water, and under the supervision of guards, so as to 
make cleanliness compulsory, if not voluntary, securing at the same 
time greater dispatch in the process. 

When I first entered upon my duties as Superintendent, I was struck 


with the impropriety of allowing the younger prisoners to be quartered 


and employed in companionship with older and more hardened criminals, 
the demoralizing effect being obvious. -I concluded to organize a 
* Reformatory Department," to be composed of boy prisoners, keeping 
them in separate quarters and allowing no intercourse between them and 
the other conviets. I completed the plan in September last. They are 
daily under instruction of competent teachers, and have separate occu- 
pations, which prevents idleness. There are now fifty-eight members of 
this class, and they-are receiving the same mental and moral instruction 
imparted in all well-regulated reformatories for juvenile delinquents. 
The Chaplain of the Penitentiary resigned one month after my taking 
charge, in consequence of ill health. Religious services have ever since 
been regularly conducted for the inmates by delegations of young men 
belonging to the white and colored Christian associations of this city. I 
consider myself much indebted to this powerful auxiliary for good, as 


manifested in the improved behavior of the prisoners and the interest 


they take in the services. g 
Concerning the profitable employment ot convict labor, I am much 


restricted by the law which forbids general competition with citizen labor, 
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so that it is difficult to utilize the time of all the prisoners under my 
charge. I have some good mechanics, and many of the convicts are 
being taught trades while serving the State, but the majority of the con- 
victs are only accustomed to plantation work, and they can yield a better 
return to the State if so employed. My experiment in planting during 
the last season, although not profitable, on account of our late beginning 
and the unfavorable season, satisfied me that we can this year obtain suc- 
cess. I have, accordingly, with your approval, made a contract with 
Mr. John C. Seegers, of Columbia, for the cultivation of one thousand 
acres of good land, allowing him two-thirds of the crop, he furnishing all 
necessary mules, implements and seeds. 

In the month of May I began the manufacture of bricks, on land 
leased from Col. S. A. Pearce, Jr., at the old Kinsler brick yard. I 
think that we can safely rely on a return of three hundred thousand 
bricks now made. A continuation of this enterprise, with our farm and 
such other work as we may lawfully undertake, I look forward to with hope 
of diminishing expenses of maintenance. 

The repairs and improvements of the prison and other State property 
will always occupy a staff of artisans in many departments, and I am 
in hope of continued revenue from theseindustries. The official financial 
embarrassments under which I have labored during my administration, 
and the economy I have practiced in all departments of the institution, 
are already known to you, and it is not without some feeling of gratula- 
tion that I am enabled to present the subjoined statement of the disposi- 
tion of such means as I have been able to make available during this 
much of my stewardship. I respectfully invite your attention to the 
various documents accompanying this report, which have been prepared 


in as condensed a manner as practicable. I have classified them as 
follows:

I would especially call your attention to the fact that the aggregate 
amount of the debts incurred prior to May 1st, and which I found it 
necessary to pay, (as will be seen by reference to “Exhibit C,") would 
be nearly sufficient to liquidate the entire indebtedness remaining unpaid 
which has accrued under requisitions from me, including balance due on 
pay rolls to guards and employees for this fiscal year. My estimate of 
expense for maintaining the institution this year is based upon the 
requirements of three hundred and fifty prisoners and the employment 
of the necessary guards to control them. An appropriation of forty 
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thousand dollars for maintenance, and ten thousand dollars as a con- 
struction fund, will, I think, answer our requirements for the year. 

I am aware that the number of prisoners is likely to exceed the 
number I have named, and, in this case, if the fund for maintenance 
proved insufficient, a part of the construction fund might be EN 
used for support of the institution. 

The necessary repairs and improvements of the prison structures are 
obvious to any visitor, and much injury is being done to the property iu 
consequence of delay. 

With the fund I have suggested as necessary, I can coniplete the 
north wing. of the prison to the second story, and roof both wings, 
rebuild the commissary building, guard quarters and hospital, besides 
improving the out-buildings and enclosure, provided that no part of 
the construction fund be needed for maintenance, as above suggested. 

In closing my report, I desire to acknowledge the hearty co-operation T 
have received from my subordinates in the performance of our arduous 
duties.

BOARD OR DIRECTORS OF STATE PENITENTIARY, 


Corvuunia, S. C., November 20, 1875. 
To His Excellency D. H. CHAMBERLAIN, Governor : 

Str—The Board of Directors of the South Carolina Penitentiary, in 
making this their annual report, take pleasure in vouching for the gen- 
eral accuraey of the report of the Superintendent, and in recommending 
it to vour careful perusal. 

The law passed at the last session of the General Assembly, enlarging 
the powers of the Directors, bas worked admirably. Before the passage 
of the Act, they had no means of knowing accurately the amounts 
expended by the Superintendent, nor even on what accounts payments 
had been made. This was felt severely at the time, but they were pow- 
erless to remedy the evil, and would have been so until now but for the 
action of the General Assembly in the passage of the Act in question. 

The Superintendent being the custodian of all the funds belonging to 
the Institution, could exercise his discretion in the payment of accounts, 
and give preference to those whom he deemed most entitled to the amount 
of their claims. The countersigning of the checks of the Superintendent 
be the Chairman of the Board of Directors has also had a very salutary 
effect, besides being the means of posting the Directors as to what pro- 
gress was being made from time to time in the liquidation of accounts. 
'The clause in the Appropriation Bill of 1874, providing that the Chair- 
man of the Board should countersign the order of the Superintendent on 
the Comptroller General for warrants, proved of but little practical 
benefit, for when the money was drawn the Superintendent still had 
absolute power and control in the disposition of it, and the Board could 
merely look on and feel themselves powerless to act, when they knew 
that strong and concerted action was necessary to remedy the wrongs 
. which were daily perpetrated. A ; 

The most salutary reform, however, in the administration of the insti- 
tution, has been the advertising for contracts for supplies. After the 
passage of the Act conferring additional powers upon the Directors, they 


necessary tor the maintenance of the inmates of the institution for the 
remainder of theiscal year. This he did, and upon opening the bids 
and awarding the contracts, the immense benefits accruing to the institu- 
tion by the system were made manifest. 

The Directors have held regular monthly meetings during the year, 
when all accounts due, together with the pay-roll of the employees, were 
submitted to them for their approval. These and other constantly accru- 
ing duties have made the position one of constant care and requiring 
unremitting attention. E 

Since the present Superintendent took charge he has been enabled to 
to make many reforms in the conduct of the institution, and to perfect 
several improvements and advantages left incomplete by his predecessor. 
The prison is kept neatly, and the police regulations are thorough and 
complete, but much yet remains to be accomplished. The Directors 
desire to call attention to the condition of the south wing of the building, 
now occupied by the convicts. The south-west corner needs repairs badly, 
the two upper tiers of cells leaking greatly during continued rains, and 
causing much inconvenience and discomfort to the inmates. An appro- 
priation should be made at the present session of the General Assembly 
for completing this building according to the original plan, for only by 
so doing will a permanent and substantial structure be obtained. 

The Directors would also urge upon your Excellency the necessity of 
having suitable bedsteads prepared for the use of the convicts, and the | 
propriety of recommending an appropriation by the Genéral Assembly 

.for the purpose. At present the convicts have to lie upon the granite ' 
floor of their cells, without mattresses, and with but an insufficient quan- 
tity of covering; and it is with a view of ameliorating their condition 
that we endeavor to enlist your sympathies and services in their behalf.

October 31st, 1875. 
Colonel T. W. PARMELE, Superintendent South Carolina Penitentiary : 

CoLoNEL—I herewith hand you my annual report of the sanitary 
condition of this institution for the year now ending. 

The number of cases treated has not been large, and the mortality, 
you will observe, has been unusually small, only four deaths from natural 
causes having occurred during the whole fiscal year, which gives not 
quite one and one-half per cent. of the entire number treated. This very 
flattering exhibit speaks volumes for the sanitary management of the 
institution, and will,no doubt, be a sufficient guaranty to those inter- 
ested in the welfare of the institution that nothing within the power of 
its managers is left undone that will conduce to the health of its inmates. 

We have had to contend with no epidemic or contagious diseases 
during the year, and the malarial affections to which the prisoners are 
more liable than any other form of disease have presented themselves in 
a very mild form and have been easily combatted. 

The building now temporarily used for a hospital, and its furnishings, 
are not all that could be desired for such purposes, but I trust that the 
early completion of the building now under course of erection, and a 
proper furnishing of the same, will remove all difficulties that we have 
heretofore had to contend with and place us in possession of such facil- 
ities as may be necessary to render the sick of the institution all the care | 
and comfort that their conditions may require. 

The accompanying tabular statement shows number and nature of 
diseases, number of cases treated, and number and cause of deaths for 
the entire year. 

In closing my report, I wish to return thanks to yourself and yeur 
predecessor for the promptness with which you have fulfilled my wishes 
in regard to the sick ; also to the other officers for the uniform courtesy 
with which they have treated me, and especially to L. G. Smith, the faithful 
and efficient Hospital Steward, for the assistance, ee cheerfully 
rendered, in carrying out my plans for the alleviating of suffering,

STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA, 
3 EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF.THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, 
CoLUMBIA, December 1, 1875. 
To the Honorable the. General Assembly of ihe State of South Carolina: 

In compliance with law, the Attorney General respectfully submits a 
report of the cases argued, tried or conducted by him during the past 
year, with other information and statements touching the proper admin- 
istration of the lai in the interest of the State: 


` 


REUBEN TOMLINSON et al., APPELLANTS, vs. THOMAS BRANCH et al, 
APPELLEES.— Bill to enjoin the collection of taxes on the property of 
the South Carolina Railroad Company. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, in 1873, ex- 
empted from taxation the line and property of the South Carolina Railroad 
Company from Branchville to Columbia, and from Kingville to Cam- 
den ; established the liability of the company to taxation on the line and 
property held under the charter of the original “South Carolina Canal 
and Railroad Company," including the entire line from Charleston to 
Hamburg; and directed a proper division of the.property common to 
these several lines and apportionment of the same between the taxable 
and non-taxable property of the road. It was contended, however, by 
the company, that the decision required that the line from Charleston to 
Branchville should be apportioned as common property, and the litiga- 
tion has since been in progress to determine this question, as-well as to 
ascertain and fix the apportionment of the other property held in 
common. 

A similar case, involving the construction of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court as to the right of the City Council of Charleston to levy a 

«tax upon the entire property of the company within the corporate limits 
of the city, has been in progress along with the case in behalf of the 
State, and a decision was ;rendered in the Circuit Court adverse to the 
city, and appeal taken thereon to the Supreme Court. In this case the 
"Attorney General took part with the counsel for the city, and, meantime, 
deemed it advisable to delay proceedings in the case of the State. 
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In February last, propositions of compromise were tendered by Messrs. A. 
G. Magrath and James Conner, counsel for the company, and, after pro- 
‘tracted negotiations, in which the Attorney General advised with the Gover- 
nor, the State Treasurer and the Comptroller General, and had their full ac- 
quiescence, a basis of settlement was agreed upon, which was subsequently 
confirmed by the decree of the Court, and has since been complied with 
by the payment of all taxes past due. | 

Denying the right of the State to impose a tax upon any portion of 
the property of the company, the South Carolina Railroad Company 
had omitted to make the annual returns required by law, and the State 
Board had, from year to year, arbitrarily assessed the value at the rate 
of twelve thousand dollars per mile. By the terms of the compromise, 
this assessment was reduced, in reference to the back taxes, to the rate of 
eight thousand five hundred dollars per mile; and it was further settled 
that the line from Charleston to Hamburg should be wholly taxable; 
that other property derived from the South Carolina Canal and Railroad 
Company should be wholly taxable according to value in the condition 
in which it was when purchased; that the property purchased in the . 
city of Charleston by the South Carolina Railroad Company, and the 
improvements on that derived from the South Carolina Canal and Rail- 
road Company, and the cars, locomotives and all other property of the 
South Carolina Railroad, appurtenant to the uses of the said company, 
should be considered as * properly apportionable and applicable," ae- 
cording to the opinion of the Supreme Court; and that the rule for 
determining the rate or proportion of tax to be levied upon the “ appor- 
tionable" property shall be determined by the length of the taxable 
line as compared with the length of the non-taxablelines; that is to say, 
as one hundred and thirty-six miles from Charleston to Hamburg is to 
one hundred and six miles frora Branchville to Columbia and Kingville 
to Camden. i 


In this final adjustment of a controversy perplexing, expensive, long- 
pending and promising to be protracted indefinitely, the State yielded 
nothing except by reducing the rate of assessment for taxes for the years 
past due, which had been fixed arbitrarily, without reference to real 
values, and far beyond the rate upon other railroads in the State; and, 
on the other hand, rendered certain the right to tax, for all time, the line 
from Charleston to Branchville, not-only valuable in itself, but of greatly 
added importance in enlarging the proportion of assessment to be placed 
upon the “apportionable” property of the company. The policy of: 
yielding a temporary and questionable advantage for one which must 
constitute a permanent source of revenue in the future will not be 
doubted; and this report is submitted with the assurance that the action

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of the executive officers in every particular of the settlement will chal- 
lenge the concurrence of the members of the General Assembly 

The rate of assessment on the property of this company has since been 
fixed by the State Board, for the current fiscal year, at ten thousand dol- 
lars per mile. 


GEORGE N. MILLER vs. Epwin F. Gary, STATE AUDITOR, et al.—Bill 
to enjoin the collection of taxes on the property of the Savannah and 
Charleston Railroad Company. 


In 1869, an Act was passed to enable this company to complete their 
road by postponing the statutory lien then existing in favor of the State, 
so as to give a first lien to the mortgage bonds of the company, upon con- 
dition that the road should be completed by the first day of January, 1870, 
and that thereafter the property of the company should be liable to taxa- 
tion. The road has long since been completed to the right bank of 
Ashley River, opposite Charleston, b t the bridge to connect it with the 
city has not been built. This bill was filed in the Circuit Court of the 
United States to enjoin the collection of taxes upon the property of the 
company, on the ground, mainly, that the road has not been completed. 

The ease is referred to in the last report as having been submitted to 
Judge Bond, Circuit Judge, in June, 1874, upon elaborate argument in 
writing. The decision has not yet been rendered. 


Tae RICHMOND AND DANVILLE RAILROAD Company vs. THE ArT- 
LANTA AND RICHMOND AIR LINE RAILWAY Company, THE Crry or 
GREENVILLE, S. L. Hocr, COMPTROLLER GENERAL, AND J. P. 
Latimer, J. P. F. Camp AND J. L. Watson, County TREASURERS.— 
Bill to enjoin the collection of taxes on the property of the Atlanta 
and Richmond Air Line Railway Company in this State. 


This company was originally chartered in 1856, under the name of 
the * Air Line Railroad Company in South Carolina," and was vested 
with “all the rights, privileges and immunities granted to the Green ville 
and Columbia Railroad Company under the Act incorporating the same." 
The charter of the latter company provides that “the stock of the 
company and the real estate that may be purchased by them and be 
connected with and subservient to their works shall be exempted from 


` 
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taxation for the term of thirty-five years, to be computed from the time 


of the corporate existence of the company ;” and it is contended that 
this exemption must, under the provisions of these statutes, be extended ` 


- to the Air Line Railway Company. 


The hearing was had before Judge Bond, in the Circuit Court of the - 


United States, in Columbia, in December last, and a decision rendered in 
favor of the plaintiffs. Appeal has been taken in behalf of the State to 
‘the Supreme Court of the United States and is now pending. In the 
` argument before this Court, the State should be represented by counsel. 
= It was stated in the last report that actions had been brought in the 
. United States Circuit Court against J. P. Latimer, County Treasurer of 
' Greenville County, and.J. P. F. Camp, County Treasurer of Spartanburg 
County, to recover damages for the seizure and detention by them of the 
trains of the Air Line Railway Company to enforce the collection of the 
tax. Whilst the claim to exemption asserted by this company did not 
appear to be well founded, it presented an open question, and, pending 
the litigation, the Comptroller General was advised by the Attorney 
General to suspend proceedings for the collection of the tax. Against 
this advice, the County Treasurers were instructed to proceed ; and hence 
these suits. Answers were duly filed for the defendants, and it was the 
duty as well as the purpose of the Attorney General to make whatever 
defense was possible under the circumstances. The cases were called at 
the May Term in Charleston, in the absence of and without timely 
notice to the Attorney General. The counsel for the plaintiffs, W, E. 
Earle, Esq., sent a dispatch on the eve of trial, and Hon. A. G. Magrath 
was at once retained by telegraph to represent the State, and, if possible, 
. to obtain a postponement until the parties could be present. Before he 
could.reach the Court room, however, the cases had been forced to trial, 
and verdicts against each defendant had been found, as by default, for 
three hundred dollars. 

In this Court, causes are not heard in their regular order on the 
calendar, and it is impossible to foretell the day of trial with any degree 
of certainty. It has, therefore, been usual, and esteemed a matter 9f 
professional courtesy when counsel are absent from the Court, to extend 
timely notice of a purpose to move the peremptory call of a case for trial. 
If the defendants had been represented, the result would probably have 
been the same, in view of the adverse decision of Judge Bond on the 
main issues; and the explanation is made merely to account for an 
apparent neglect on the part of this office. It may not be improper to 
add, that, as these officers were acting under the peremptory orders of the 
Comptroller General, provision should be made to save them harmless.

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THE STATE, ex relatione THE ‘ATTORNEY GENERAL, vs. THE SAVANNAH 


AND CHARLESTON RAILROAD COMPANY. —Complaint to enforce statu- 
tory lien. 


The last report contained the following statement of this case : 

“The action was brought to enforce the statutory lien held by the 
“ State to secure her against loss on account of the guaranty of the bonds 
“of the Charleston and Savannah Railroad Company, issued in 1856, in 
“accordance with the provisions of the Act of the General Assembly 
“approved March 7, 1871, requiring the Attorney General to proceed 
“against all railroad companies which had issued bonds guaranteed by the 
“ State, and on which interest was then due and unpaid, unless, within 
“thirty days. such companies should pay the same. It was heard before 
* Judge Graham, and a decision rendered September 14, 1872, in favor 
“of the State. The case on appeal was argued in the Supreme Court at 
* April Term, 1873, and a re-argument ordered for November Term. 

“ The Charleston and Savannah Railroad Company having issued cer- 
“tain bonds secured by a second mortgage, and having become insolvent, 
* the road was sold under proceedings of foreclosure, and purchased by the 
* holders of the second mortgage bonds, who thereupon associated them- 
* selves as a company, and, by an Act of the General Assembly, passed 
* December 21, 1366, were incorporated under the name of the Savannah 
* and Charleston Railroad Company. The statutory lien not being af- 
“fected by the proceeding for foreclosure, the new company were re- 
« quired by their charter to ‘assume and be held liable for the six per 
* cen t. interest-bearing bonds whereon the guaranty of the State had 
“been endorsed,’ and the lien of the State was in every Zeeche pre- 
* served and thereby re-affirmed.' 

“The real point in controversy is, whether, these bonds not having been 
“issued by the new company, action can be maintained against it to fore- 
“close the statutory lien. The amount involved, not yet ascertained, will 
* reach several hundred thousand dollars, for which, if cast in the suit, 
* the State must ultimately provide payment." 

In December, 1873, the case was. accordingly re-argued before the 
Supreme Court. Meantime, suit was pending agaiust the company in 
the Supreme Court, at the instance of Daniel Haud, to enforce payment 
of a large amount of coupons of the guaranteed bonds; and as these 
cases involved, substantially, the same questions, the decision of the case 
at the suit of the State was held in reserve by the Court to await the 
event of the litigation between the company and the bondholders. In 
the latter case, an order had been passed in the Circuit Court, by Judge 
Graham, placing the road in the hands of e$ T. Mitchell, gek ., as 


Receiver. 
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The Savannah and Charleston Railroad Company having failed to pay 
interest on its bonds, the Comptroller General, Hon. S. L. Hoge, brought 
his petition in the case of Daniel Hand vs. The Savannah and Charleston 
Railroad Company, praying that the order appointing the Receiver 
might be rescinded, and that the Comptroller Geueral have leave to take 
possession of the road in accordance with the provisions of the Act. 

This proceeding was taken without consultation with the Attorney 
General, the Comptroller General, for reasons of his own, desiring to 
conduct it through the offices of private counsel, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral not objectiug, in the expectation that it would bring the company 
to terms and force an adjustment of its debt consistent with the interests 
of the State. "The petition was heard, in April last, before Judge Reed, 
and dismissed. Appeal was thereupon taken to the Supreme Court by 
Comptroller General Dunn, whose name, upon his accession to office, had 
been substituted in place of his predecessor. 

At this stage of the litigation, a decree was entered by Judge Reed, in 
the case of Daniel Hand, dated May 1, 1875, enlarging the powers of 
the Receiver so as to authorize him to sell “the entire Savannah and 
Charleston Railroad, with all its rolling stock, and with all the rights 
and franchises of the company," for an amount not less than fifteen hun- 
dred thousand dollars, on the following terms: 1. Cash sufficient to pay 
costs of sale and arrears due to employees and officers. 2. Eleven hun- 
dred thousand dollars in coupon bonds of the purchaser, payable in 
twenty years, to be secured by a first mortgage of the road. 3. The 
remainder in like bonds, secured by a second mortgage; the property to 
be held by the purchaser discharged from all incumbrance, except the 
two mortgages to be executed for the purehase money. i 

It may here be stated that, under the Act of 1856, six per cent. bonds 
had been issued by the old company, and guaranteed by tħe State, amount- 
ing to five hundred and ten thousand dollars, the State taking a statutory 
lien as security. By the Act of 1869, the new company was authorized 
to issue seven per cent. bonds, secured by mortgage, to which the statu- 
tory lien of the State was postponed, and which thereby became a first 
lien upon the property of the company; and bonds were issued accord- 
ingly to the amount of five huadred thousand dollars. Under the pro- 
visions of the Act of 1869, two hundred and fifty thousand dollars of 
seven per cent. coupon bonds were issued to redeem and fund the over- 
due six per cent. coupons guaranteed by the State, the statutory lien of 
which, if any exist, was also subsequent to the seven per cent. mortgage 
bonds. These several classes of borids, with the coupons over due next 
January, amount to one million four hundred and sixty-nine thousand 
four hundred and fifty dollars ($1,469,450); the first lien being for five 
hundred and eighty-two thousand two hundred dollars, ($582,200,) and 
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the second lien, held by the State, for eight hundred and eighty-seven 
thousand two hundred and fifty dollars ($887,250). Of this last 
amount, however, the statutory lien of the State for two hundred and 
“ninety one thousand dollars ($291,000) is gravely questioned and in 
` controversy. 

This decree of Judge Reed, which was passed at the suggestion of the 
holders of the entire issue of first mortgage bonds, with a trifling excep. 
tion, provided that the eleven hundred thousand dollars of bonds to be 
given by the purchaser and secured by a first mortgage should be 

divided rateably between the old first mortgage bondholders and the 
holders of State guaranteed bonds in full satisfaction—the former waiving 
the priority which had been secured to them by the Act of 1869—the 
bonds of both classes to be thereupon surrendered and cancelled; and, 
further, that the remaining bonds to be given by the purchaser and 
secured by a second mortgage, to amount to not less than four hundred 
thousand dollars, should be held by the Receiver pending the decision as 
to whether the State holds a statutory lien for the two hundred and 
ninety-one thousand of seven per cent. guaranteed bonds and coupons 
issued under the Act of 1869. Thus, in the event of.a decision of this 
controversy in favor of the State, the entire debt of the company for which 
the State is liable as guarantor was to be paid and the bonds surrendered 
and cancelled, saving to the State at least five hundred and ninety-six 
thousand dollars, or, probably, at most, eight hundred and eighty-seven 
thousand dollars, in round numbers. The decree thus proposed was sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General, and, after consultation with and upon 
the advice of the Governor, under the authority conferred by the second 
‘Section of the “Act to protect the interests of the State whenever pay- 
ment of interest now due remains unpaid on bonds issued by any railroad 
company, and whereon the guaranty of the State is endorsed," approved 
7th March, 1871, his consent, in behalf of the State, was endorsed upon it. 

It might be doubted whetherthe sale could be effected at the up-set 

price of fifteen hundred thousand dollars, as required by the terms of the 
decree; but of this every reasonable assurance was given. A sale at a less 
figure was not authorized or contemplated; and it is difficult to under- 
stand why the proposition for full relief from such a grievous public 
burden should not have been accepted without hesitation, however uncer- 
tain the result. If the road be sold at auction under a decree in the 
case at the suit of the State, it may well be questioned whether a sum 
can be realized more than sufficient to pay the first mortgage bonds; in 
‘which event the State would be required to meet the payment of most, if 
not all, of the guaranteed bonds. In the hope that a more favorable 
| adjustment could be reached, the Attorney General has not seen fit to 
"press this case forward. If the road be turned over to the Comptroller 
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General, and leased by him, in accordance with the provisions of the 


statute, it is equally questionable whether the result would be more ` 


favorable. 
All parties in interest having consented to the decree of Judge Reed, | 
. no appeal was or could be taken. At the May Term, however, the. 
Supreme Court, without notice to the parties so far as the Attorney 
General is informed, issued an order suspending the operation of the 
decree, and, upon hearing the appeal in the case of Comptroller General 
Dunn, reversed the decree of the Circuit Court and “ordered and 
adjudged that the said Thomas C. Dunn, as Comptroller General of the * 
State, by virtue of the power under the Act of 1869, referred to in the 
pleadings, is authorized to take possession of the said Savannah and 
Charleston Railroad, with all its appurtenances, and hold and administer 
the same according to the power conferred by said Act.” 

A writ of error has been sued out of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and thereby, pending the appeal, this judgment has been super- 
seded, and all further proceedings in the Courts of this State suspended. 
To this appeal, the Attorney General deemed it proper that the State 
should not become a party, content that, after having discharged his 
duty according to his best judgment, the case should take the direction 
which the Supreme,Court of the State, in its higher diseretion, has 
deemed it proper to decree. The action of the Comptroller General was 
taken in obedience to a duty prescribed by law; and in the conflict of 
opinion and action between him and the Attorney General, no question 

. has arisen beyond what each deemed to be in the highest interest of the 
State. The case has been stated thus fully in this report, not with a 
view to criticise the action of other departments, but to correct nrisappre- 
hensions, if any exist, arising from comments of the press upon the course 
of the Attorney General, in this as in other instances alike senseless and 
wanton. ' 

It should have been stated that the appeal taken by the railroad 
company to the Supreme Court from the decree of Judge Graham of 
the 14th of September, 1872, in the case at the suit of * The State, ex 
relatione the Attorney General," was dismissed at the May Term, and the 
ease remanded to the Circuit Court for further proceedings whenever 
they shall be deemed advisable.

Jong P. SOUTHERN etal, As- 
SIGNEES OF THE BLUE Riper RAILROAD COMPANY, vs. S. L. Hogs, 
COMPTROLLER GENERAL.—Bills to enforce payment of “Revenue 
Bond Scrip.” 


The last report contains a statement of these cases, then pending in 
the Circuit and District Courts of the United States, to enforce the pay- 
ment by the State of the bills issued in accordance with the Act of 2d 
March, 1872, styled “ Revenue Bond Scrip,” and amounting at least to 
one million eight hundred thousand dollars. The issues involved in 
these causes had been tried and adjudicated by the Supreme Court of 
this State, in 1873, in the proceedings in Mandamus, at the suit of Shiver 

against Hoge, and it was to be expected that the controversy would there 
end. The holders of this scrip, however, with a pertinacity which such 
an immense amount at stake might excuse, determined, if possible, to 
transfer it to the United States Court, in the hope that, in view of the 
tendency of this tribunal to entertain jurisdiction in questions: relating 
purely to the local affairs of the State, all the issues might be passed 
upon anew and under conditions more favorable to success. 

The bill at the suit of Williams prayed that the Act might be decreed 
to be a contract binding upon the State, and the repeal of the Act to be 

- null and void as impairing the obligation thereof; that the Comptroller 

General of the State might be required to levy a tax to retire the scrip, 
and the County Treasurers to receive the scrip in payment of taxes and 
dues to the State, except interest on the publie debt. "The proceeding at 
the suit of Southern and others, as assignees of the Blue Ridge Railroad 
Company, in bankruptcy, in the District Court, was brought to enjoin 
the collection of taxes dué by the company because of the refusal of 
the County: 'Treasurers of Anderson and Oconee Counties to receive the 
scrip in payment, and to obtain other and further relief, as demanded in 
the first named action. 

The answers were carefully prepared, with the assistance of Mr. Mem- 
minger, who has been, with distinguished success, associated with the 
Attorney General from the beginning in the conduct of this controversy, 
and the causes were entered upon the calendar for trial at the May Term 
in Charleston. In consequence of urgent official engagements in Colum- 
bia, it was impossible for the Attorney General to attend the hearing, 
and William H. Brawley, Esq., was retained to assist Mr. Memminger in 
the conduct of the cases’ in Cuurt. - Upon the hearing, the decision of 

"Chief Justice Waite, presiding, was delivered orally, in favor of the 
“State, in each case dismissing the bill. 
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Appeals have been taken by the complainants to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Whilst it would be idle to speculate upon the 
probable decision of that tribunal, it is 2 matter of earnest congratula- ` 
tion that the great authority of the Chief Justice has already been pro- ` 
nounced against this “ gigantic fraud upon the people of the State.” It | 
may not Be amiss to suggest that at the hearing of the appeal the State ` 
should be represented by counsel, and that provision be made to that end. 

In the meantime, the controversy is to be resumed in the Supreme 
Court of the State. It will be remembered that, under the Act of Sep- . 
tember, 1868, the guaranty of the State had been endorsed upon bonds 
of the Blue Ridge Railroad Company to the amount of four millions of 
dollars. These bonds had, in violation of law, been placed as coilateral 
security for loans amounting to about five hundred thousand dollars, 
' and, it was said, had passed into the hands of third parties. On the 
second day of March, 1872, under the guise of an effort to relieve the 
State from the ultimate responsibility thus incurred, an Act was passed 
entitled, with conspicuous inexactness, “An Act to relieve the State of 
South Carolina of all liability for its guaranty of the bonds of the Blue 
Ridge Railroad Company, by providing for the securing and destruction 
of the same,” which authorized the issue of one million eight hundred 
thousand dollars of “Revenue Bond Scrip,” payable by the State and 
receivable for taxes upon the surrender of the bonds to the State Trea- 
surer for cancellation. 

Accordingly, bonds amounting to about three million five hundred 
thousand dollars were surrendered and cancelled and the whole amount 
of scrip issued. - Indeed, it has been charged that several issues of scrip 
were made, amounting to several millions of dollars; but of this the 
Courts declined to permit inquiry, and the truth of the matter is not here 
pertinent. Of the bonds surrendered, two’ million four hundred and 
eighty-five thousand dollars (82,485,000) were delivered by Mr. E. B. 
Wesley, a banker of New York, who had advanced the sum of three 
hundred and twenty-six thousand nine hundred and twenty-five dollars 
($326,925) to redeem the bonds from pledge and enable the company to 
surrender them for cancellation, and the officers of the company deliv- 
ered to him serip amounting to nine hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($975,000), which Mr. Wesley continues to hold as collateral 
security for the sum so advanced. The remaining one million of bonds 
were taken up from several parties, and serip amounting to about three 
hundred thousand dollars, it is said, substituted in like manner—leaving 
a margin of about five hundred thousand dollars of scrip of the regular 
issue, and, according to oft-repeated rumor, an indefinite amount of ir- 
regular issue, to be divided amongst the parties to the fraud by way of 
what is sometimes called stealage. 
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Notice has been given to the Attorney General by Hon. A. G. Ma- 


grath, as counsel of Mr. Wesley, of a motion in the Supreme Court for 
. & rule directed to the State Treasurer, requiring him to show cause why 


a writ of mandamus should not issue “commanding him to have printed 
* or engraved on steel Treasury certificates of indebtedness, to be known and 
“designated as revenue bond scrip of the State of South Carofina, which 
“shall be signed by the State Treasurer and express that the sum men- 
*tioned therein is due by the State of South Carolina to the bearer 


- “thereof, and shall be received in payment of taxes and all other dues 


* to the State, except special tax levied to pay interest on the publie 
* debt, and to deliver to the petitioner, upon the surrender of the certi- 
*fieates which have been issued to him, amounting to nine hundred and 
“seventy-five thousand dollars, ($975,000,) an equal amount of such 
“Treasury certificates of indebtedness so to be issued by him, to be held 
“in like manner as collateral security.” In brief, the Courts having 
denounced the scrip heretofore issued as null and void, being “ bills of 
“credit” the issue of which is prohibited to the States, the petitioner 
claims the right to have issued to him in lieu thereof, under the statute, 
such scrip as will not be obnoxious, in this particular, to the Constitution 


of the United States; and at the same time tenders a proposition, as an 


alternative, to surrender the scrip upon the payment to him of the 
amount advanced and interest. 
Whilst it would not be profitable to speculate upon what may be the 
judgment of the Court ia this issue, there does not appear to be any 
well-grounded apprehension of the result. Aside from the merits, there 
are technical objections which would seem to be insuperable. Through- 
out this litigation, extended over a period of three years, the scrip of Mr. 
Wesley has not been directly involved ; but it has been conceded by the 
Attorney General in argument that he has a just claim to be refunded 


Che full amount advanced by him to redeem the bonds, and the same 


equity exists in favor of several other parties who held bonds, and, in- 
stead, now, in good faith, hold this serip. It is not so plain, however, 
that these parties are entitled to be paid, as in these proceedings is de- 
manded, three dollars for one; and the State cannot consent to a settle- 
ment of the controversy which, as in these proceedings must be the re- 
sult, will include that indefinite amount of scrip which was “ conceived 
in sin and brought forth in iniquity." Whenever these bona fide holders 
present their claims in such shape as to be addressed to the publie con- 


- science, the settlement of them to the last dollar will become a matter 


of common justice. 
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DazsNrEv, Moraan & Co. vs. THE PRESIDENT AND DIRECTORS OF THE 

BANK OF THE STATE op SoutH CAROLINA et al.—Bill to marshal 
assets of the Bank of the State. 


At the June Term of the Circuit Court for Charleston, the report of 
C. C. Puffer, Esq., Receiver, was submitted to the Court, filed and con- 
firmed. A detailed statement of this paper would be beyond the scope 
of this report. In several particulars it was not satisfactory, but these 
appeared to have the sanction of Judge Graham, and were thus, in all 
probability, placed beyond question so far as the responsibility of the 
Receiver is involved; and it was deemed advisable by the counsel 
having the cause immediately in charge, and assented to by the Attorney 
General, to discharge the Receiver from further connection with the 
fund upon his surrender of the assets and moneys remaining in his hands 
to Charles H. Simonton, Esq., who was appointed Referee for this pur- ` 
pose. This has accordingly been done. The choses in action are in 
process of collection, and the Referee is diligently engaged in placing the 
fund in condition for final settlement. He has already declared and paid 
a small dividend upon the claims proved in the cause, and we may be 
fully assured that whatever remains of this fund will be promptly and 
satisfactorily administered for the benefit of all parties in interest. 


Tur SrATE vs. THE SPARTANBURG AND Unron RAILROAD Com- 
PANY.—Complaint for foreclosure of statutory lien of the State. 


In preceding reports, it has been stated that this road had been sold 
under the decree of the Court, and that the proceeds of sale remained 
in Court, pending the determination of several questions as to: priority of 
. claim upon the-fund. It had been decided by Judge Mackey that de- 
tached over-due coupons are not entitled to preference in the order of 
payment; that bonds, coupons and interest on coupons are to be paid 
without preference, pro rata; and that a judgment held against the rail- 
road company for over thirty thousand dollars, existing prior to the en- 
dorsement of the bonds by the State, but claimed to have been postponed 
by the holders in favor of the statutory lien, does not have a lien in 
preference to the bonds and coupons. During the past year this decision 
has been affirmed by the Supreme Court; and, so far as the interests of 
the State are concerned, the result is eminently successful, in avoiding the 
payment by the State of over thirty thousand dollars, the amount of 
the judgment referred to. i 
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! Under this decree, the proceeds of the sale and assets of the railroad 

company will be paid to the holders of bonds and coupods on and after 
10th January, 1876. The deficiency which must be met by the State 

because of the guaranty endorsed upon these bonds, will be about four 
hundred thousand dollars. By the Act of 7th March, 1871, it is pro- 
vided that this deficiency shall be funded by “coupon bonds of this 
“State, of amounts not less than one hundred dollars each, bearing in- 
“terest at the rate of six per cent. per year, payable semi-annually, 
“which said bonds shall be payable within twenty years after the final 
“passage of the Act; and upon the request of the owner or owners of 
“such deficiency, the Treasurer of this State shall issue such bond or 
“bonds.” It will be the duty of the General Assembly to provide for a 
compliance with this contract on the part of the State; and there can 
be no reasonable objection to such supplementary legislation as will 
authorize the funding of this debt in “Consolidation Bonds," according 
to the provisions of the Act of 22d December, 1873. 


THE STATE, ez relatione THE Union BANK OF CHARLESTON, vs. WIL- 
LIAM GURNEY, CouNTy TREASURER OF CHARLESTON.— Mandamus 
to compel the respondent to receive bills of the Bank of the State in 
payment of taxes. 


This case, with mauy others involving the same subject matter, was 
included in the last report as pending on appeal to the Supreme Court 
of this State. The respondents, in their returns, had traversed the aver- 
ments that the relators were bona fide holders and owners of the bills 
tendered ; that the bills were issued, "7 used and applied to the purposes 
“ for which the said bank was authorized to issue bills, or that they are 
“genuine, legal, valid and subsisting obligations for any purpose what- 
“ever,” and had demanded a trial of these issues by jury. The Circuit 
Court had denied this right, and thereupon appeal was taken. 

The appeal was heard in January last, Messrs. James H. Rion and 
LeRoy F. Youmans assisting the Attorney General in the argument, It 
has heretofore been urged that the tacts in relation to the issue of a large 
proportion of the bills outstanding were such as to throw a cloud over 
the entire issue and devolve upon the holder the burden of proof to 
show that they are genuine and valid obligations. The right of the State 
to have the issues submitted to a jury could not be seriously questioned, 
and the Attorney General expected, upon the decision of the appeal by 
the Supreme Court, that the cases would be remanded and the issues be 
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framed by the Circuit Courts after full argument as to the burden o¢ 


proof. The appeal being solely upon the right of the State to a trial by | 
jury, the branch of the case involving the frame of the issues was not - 


touched upon in the Supreme Court ; and it did not occur to the counsel 
for the State that the Court had the jurisdiction to frame the issues, or 
that, the jurisdiction attaching, the issues would be framed without argu- 
ment upon this point. The Act approved 25th January, 1873, empowers ` 
the Supreme Court to frame issues and direct the same to be tried in the 
Circuit Court; but if it were now an open question, it would be urged that 
this power was intended in mandamus to extend only to those cases 
arising in the exercise of the original jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, 
while these cases arose upon appeal; and the determination of the ques- 


tion of fact was not necessary to the full exercise of the jurisdiction of - 


the Court. The Court took a different view, however, and made orders 
framing the issues to be tried by jury in the Circuit Court in this form : 
1. Is the relator the bona fide holder and owner of the bills tendered 
to the respondent in payment of taxes? 2. Are the bills so tendered 
genuine bills of the said bank? 3. Were the said bills issued for and 
applied to the purposes for which the said bank was authorized to issue 
its bills? 4. Were the said bills so tendered issued in aid of the rebel- 
lion? 5. Were the said bills issued and received with reference to Con- 
federate Treasury notes? d 
Upon ascertaining the purport of this order, the Attorney General 
sought the opportunity of appearing before the Committee on Ways and 
Means, during the last session, and announcing that it was impossible for 
the State to meet the material points of these issues as they were framed, 
and that, under the circumstances, it was impracticable to continue the 
litigation. Indeed, it had been continued thus far by a persistent resort 
to mere technical objections, in the hope that issues might be so con- 
structed as to cast the burden of proof upon the holder to show that the 
bills were not issued in aid of the rebellion—or, in more exact phrase, 
that they were subsisting, valid obligations; and thus compel the relator 
to take the affirmative of the issues when no evidence was available 
either for or against the proposition. It is proper to say that these state- 
ments are not made with a view to call in question or criticise the de- 
cision of the Court. To this complexion it would come at last, in all 
probability ; but the Opportunity was desired, by continuing the contro- 
versy in the Circuit Court, to prolong the litigation until provision could 
be made for the redemption of the bills in such manner as to avoid in- 
volving the financial affairs of the State in serious, if not fatal, embarrass- 
ment, l 
The issues came on for trial by jury in Charleston, at May Term, 
Judge Reed presiding, the State being represented by the Attorney 
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General, and verdicts were found, as was anticipated, in favor of the 
relator. Wi-nesses who were formerly in the employment of the bank 
established the second and third issues affirmatively, and as to the fifth 
testified that the bills, all of which were of dates prior to 1863, were not 
issued with reference to Confederate Treasury. notes. It was in evidence 
that a considerable proportion of bills had been loaned to the Confede- 
rate Government in aid of the rebellion, as was also the case with the 
bills of other banks in this State, but it was beyond the power of the 
State to produce testimony to identify and include these among the 
number. The verdicts will be certified to the Supreme Court and 
the cases brought on for further direction during the current term. This 
will determine the litigation, unless the Court shall favorably consider 
the argument, which will be presented as a last resort, that, the charter 
of the bank having expired, the obligation has ceased to exist by opera- 
tion of law, carrying with it the guaranty of the State. Should this 
point be decided adversely, all the means and appliances which are or 
have been available to resist the receipt. of these bills for taxes will have 
been exhausted. Wherever applicable, an issue might be made to test 
the genuineness of the bill presented. But in the case of Dabney, 
Morgan & Co. against the President and Directors of the Bank of the 
State, nearly all the bills outstanding have been admitted to proof, and 
their genuineness already established by positive testimony, and, so far 
as they may be involved, this expedient would be unavailing. 

The data for ascertaining the amount of bills tendered are not at 
hand, but it is estimated to exceed one hundred thousand dollars; and 
in every instance during the past year where a tender has been made, 
the tax remains unpaid—the Courts, in every instance, exercising juris- 
dietion to enjoin the enforcement of execution. Indeed, it is mere 
idleness to force the property. of the citizen to sale or forfeiture, 
where he has tendered in payment of taxes that which, in obedience to 
the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, the State is 
under obligation to receive; and where the title, either under sale or 


forfeiture, would not for a moment survive the test of judicial inquiry. 


It may as well be understood that so long as the State refuses to receive 
the bills, they will, nevertheless, be tendered in amounts constantly in- 
creasing, and the taxes in corresponding amounts will remain unpaid, 
whilst the bills will not be redeemed and will continue to serve the pur- 
poses of the tax-payer again and. again. It has now been two years 
since the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States was pro- 
nounced against the State, and every possible argument and expedient, 
save that to which reference has been made, have been exhausted to 
postpone the evil day. How long the State can afford to ignore the 
emergency at last forced upon her, is earnestly addressed to the wise

‘discretion of the General Assembly, with the remark that unless it be 
recognized, aud in some form or other provided for, the entire machinery 
of the State Government will soon cease to move. 


Tae STATE vs. THE SOUTA CAROLINA PHOSPHATE COMPANY, LIMITED, 
alias “THe Oak Point Mixes.”—Information for injunction against 
the defendants from intruding upon and appropriating to their own 
use the property of the State. 


It was brought to the attention of the Attorney General that this 
company was digging, mining and removing phosphate rock from the 
bed of North Wimbee Creek, an arm of the sea connecting through 
Bull River and St. Helena Sound, in Beaufort County, and claimed the 
right so to do without paying royalty, on the ground tbat the waters 
were non-navigable and the deposits belonged to it by virtue of riparian 
proprietorship. To test the questions involved, not only with reference 
to this company, but others encroaching in like manner, proceedings were 
instituted in the Circuit Court for Beaufort County. The issues were 
important and somewhat novel, requiring constant attention and much 
research and labor; and it being impossible, at such a distance, for the 
Attorney General to conduct the litigation in person, it was entrusted to 
Messrs. Corbin & Stone, attorneys, in Charleston, who have earried it 
forward with great zeal and ability to a final decision by Judge Maher. 

It is held that North Wimbee Creek is a publie navigable stream ; 
that the bed of phosphate rock therein, below low water mark, is the 
property of the State; but that the defendant company, having become 
associated with the grantees of the State under the provisions of the Act 
of 1st March, 1870, are entitled to dig, mine and remove the said phos- 
phate rock from below usual low water mark upon making return and 
paying royalty thereon to the State. From this decision the defendants 
took an appeal to the Supreme Court, which has, since the last term, 
been abandoned. E 

Under this decision, it becomes important to amend the law so as to 
authorize the Superintendent, or other agent of the State, in such cases, 
to make surveys and locate the variable lines of low water mark and 
in each instance determine the proportion of deposits subject to royalty. 
Meantime, it has been deemed advisable, with the consent of the defend- 
ants, to refer the question to a Special Referee, so far as it relates to this 
case. The fund of the Attorney General’s office being wholly inade- 
quate, it has also been referred to a Special Referee to ascertain and 


report the amount of a reasonable fee to be paid to tbe attorneys out of 
the fund in Court. 
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THE STATE vs. THE SovrH CAROLINA BANK AND Trust COMPANY AND 
Harpy SoLomoN.—Complaint for appointment of Receiver, dic. 


On the 2d of July last, the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, 
one of the depositories designated for the custody of the moneys of the 
State, suspended payment, having on deposit a balance to the credit of 
the State amounting to two hundred and five thousand seven hundred 
and fifty-three dollars and seventy-nine cents ($205,753.79). Complaint 
was at once filed by the Attorney General in the Court of Common Pleas 
for Richland County, asking for the appointment of a Receiver, and for 
such other relief as might be necessary to a settlement of the affairs of 
the eorporation and proper for the protection of the public interests. 
The Attorney General thereupon sought an interview with the State 
Treasurer, and, in view of the connection of his office with the fund and 
his responsibility as a member of the Board which had authorized and 
directed this deposit, proposed to nominate him to the Court for the office 
of Receiver, and urged upon him the acceptance of the appointment as a 
publie duty. There appeared to be eminent propriety and fitness in 
devolving the custody and management of the fund in which the State 
had so large an interest upon the officer directly charged with the dis- 
bursement of the public moneys, who, whether justly or not, would in 
part be held answerable to public opinion for the loss, and who would 
have every possible incentive, personal and official, to a faithful and 
efficient discharge of the trust. This proposition was declined, the coun- 
sel of the Treasurer taking a different view of his duty, especially with 
reference to the personal relations between the Treasurer and Mr. Solo- 
mon, the President of the bank. Upon the return of the Comptroller 
General, who was absent on public service at the time of the suspension, 
the appointment was, for the same reason, tendered to him and accepted, 
and, by the order of Judge Carpenter, dated 3d day of July, the property 
and assets were accordingly delivered into the custody of Hon. Thomas 
C. Dunn as Receiver. This effected, the official responsibility of the 
Attorney General ended, except that it continues to be his duty to see 
that the fund is administered according Lo: law, under the direction of 
the Court. 

It was to be anticipated that the press, in opposition to the party in 
power, and for party purposes, would become frantic over this disas- 
trous failure, and make the most of it; but it is to be regretted: that 
those directly connected with it should have indulged a corresponding 
condition, unuecessary for the protection of any public interest. In 
accord with this frantic temper, the attempt has been made to transfer 
some measure of responsibility upoa the office of the Attorney General, 
whose only relation to the entire transaction is limited to the case here 
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reported. A public officer ought not to be indifferent to public criticism, 
however indecent it may be in tone and false in fact; but the Attorney 
General, in relation zo the duties of his position, cannot ignore the ethics 
of his profession, and must keep the counsel of the State, his client; and 
he cannot do otherwise than submit in silence to censure, however unjust, 
when his vindication is inconsistent with this duty. If, for example, the 
impertinent inquiries of the press in reference to the Parker case had 
been answered, an effective prosecution would have been rendered im- 
practicable from the outset. It is not impossible, indeed, although such 
an intimation is not here intended, after the manner of the decoy, thus 
to employ an unserupulous press. 

But a brief statement of some of the facts in relation to the failure of 
the bank and the conduct of the Receiver will not be out of place, and 
has been rendered necessary. When the appointment was made, the 
Comptroller General was wholly engaged in the conduct of the case 
against Niles G. Parker, then in progress of trial. After the verdict in 
this case, upon examination of the books and assets of the South Caro- 
lina Bank and Trust Company, the Receiver informed his counsel, in July 
last, of several particulars in which the transactions of the bank had 
been illegal and in violation of the rights of creditors. He was advised, 
without hesitation, of his duty to bring these matters to the attention of 
the Court, and that it was necessary to apply for such direction as would 
enable him to test their validity and thoroughly protect the interest of 
the creditors of the bank. Judge Carpenter was then absent. The bet- 
ter opinion of the profession is clear that a Judge of an adjoining circuit 
has ho jurisdietion in such cases, and it is an open question whether any 
Judge can exercise the jurisdiction out of term time. It was then de- 
termined, however, by the Receiver, and he so’ instructed his counsel, 
that the matters in question should be reported to the Court upon its sit- 
ting, which was done, and the necessary orders thereupon obtained, with- 
out which suit could not be instituted. These actions -will be brought,- 
and, if possible, determined at the February Term. In this, there has 
been no delay which could be avoided, aud no injury has resulted, except,’ 
possibly, ‘from the unnecessary publicity given to some of the transactions- 
in question. This is characterized as unnecessary, in view of the fact 
that the Attorney General communicated to the State Treasurer, unoffi- 
cially, the information obtained from the Receiver, and gave to him and 
the Governor every possible assurance that it was the purpose of the 
Receiver and his counse! to do their whole duty in the matter. And it 
is due to this office to add that the subsequent action of the Board of 
Deposits, and especially the controversy in the press which resulted, were 
gratuitous, if not calculated rather to embarrass those upon whom the 
entire responsibility then devolved. 
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The orders taken at October Term, upon the report of the Receiver, 
had reference to a transaction appearing upon the books of the bank 
wherein credit is taken in the sum of eighty-one thousand dollars, as for 
“legislative expenses" incurred in procuring the enactment of the law, 
approved 19th November, 1873, providing for the payment of claims 
against the State held by the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, 
amounting to one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars; and, also, 
a transaction wherein credit is taken in favor of Hardy Solomon, Presi- 
dent, in the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars, for the purchase and 
retiring by the bank of a corresponding amount of stock, previously held 
by the President in.his individual right. Other transactions, involving 
large amounts and equally questionable, will, in due time, be brought to 
the attention of the Court and their validity tested. Meantime, they 
will not be made public unless the public interest shall require it. 


THe STATE, ex ralatione HENRY C. Corwin, vs. Thomas C. Dunn, 
COMPTROLLER GENERAL.—Petition in mandamus to compel the issue 
of warrants under the “Act to provide for the settlement and 
redemption of certain claims against the State," passed March 17, 
1875. 


At the last session of the General Assembly, this Act was passed by 
both Houses, constituting a * Commission on Claims," with authority to 
investigate and audit all outstanding and unpaid “legislative pay 
certificates," Treasurer’s “bills payable," and claims passed by the 
General Assembly ; and requiring the Comptroller General, upon the 
presentation to him of such demands so audited, to issue in lieu thereof 
warrants on the State Treasury, amounting to one-half the amount of 
the demands respectively, payable in one, two, three and four years. 

The Act was submitted to the Governor on Thursday, 11th March, 
1875, at halfpast eleven o'clock. Friday, the House adjourned until 
Monday evening, at 7 o'clock. Saturday, the Senate adjourned until 
Tuésday morning, at 11 o'clock. Monday evening, the roil of the House 
was called; a quorum was not present, and the House adjourned to 
Tuesday morning, at 11 o'clock ; at which hour both branches reassem- 
bled and proceeded to business. Wednesday, at 11 o'elock A. M., the 
Act was returned with the objections of the Governor, to the House of 
Representatives, where it originated, and upon the question of “ recon- 
sideration and passing the Act, the objections of His Excellency the 
Governor to the contrary notwithstanding," it was decided that the three 
days limited by the Constitution within which the Governor may exer- 
cise the veto power expired Monday, 15th March, at 11:30 o'clock 
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A. M., and, thereupon, the Act, not having been returned by the Gov- 
ernor within the time, became a law. 
_ In September, the Commission met for the purpose of making “all 


needful rules and regulations for their government and for the proper . 


presentation and proof of claims,” and to effect an organization with a 
view to making a case to test the validity of the Act in the Courts. It 
was made the duty of the Attorney General “to attend the sessions of 
the Commission, and represent therein the interests of the State,” and he 
was accordingly invited to attend this meeting of the Commission, In 
his opinion, the Act was returned by the Governor within the time pre- 
scribed by the Constitution; the General Assembly, by the adjournments 
of the respective Houses, and particularly the adjournment of the House 
of Representatives from Friday until Monday, and practically until 
Tuesday, having prevented its return within the three days, and it hav- 
ing been returned “within two days after their next meeting.” He’ 
therefore declined to acknowledge the authority of the Commission by 
attendance upon its sessions. 

The Commission passed upon and audited a legislative pay certifieate 
of unquestionable validity, issued to and held by Hon. H. C. Corwin, 
and in lieu thereof issued a “ certificate of indebtedness” in accordance 
with the terms of the Act, which was duly presented to the Comptroller 
General, who, under the advice of the Attorney General, refused to issue 
the corresponding warrants. Thereupon this proceeding was instituted 
in the Supreme Court, and a rule issued, returnable on the 22d October 
last, giving * at least four days” to the respondent to answer, and the 
hearing was set for the 27th October, in all nine days, (“Sunday excepted.”) 
This was not sufficient time to enable counsel to present the ease with 
the care and labor due to the magnitude of the interests involved—nearly 
a million of dollars—and they united in the endeavor to have it extended. 
The argument was heard, however, on the day assigned. 

The case did not involve a discussion of the provisions of the Act, and 
was important mainly in view of the grave constitutional question upon 
which it turned. If the decision be in favor of the relator, it must 
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follow that the two Houses can, by an adroit scheme of adjournment, - 


prevent the exercise of the veto power and set at naught this most. valua- 
ble safeguard against the excesses of legislation. The Act itself, rightly 
understood, must and does command the approval of évery intelligent 
and candid tax-payer. For several years, a large number and amount 
of claims against the State have been outstanding, a sort of floating 
indebtedness, most of which has been created without authority of law 
and in the most flagrant fraud. Year by year, certain of these claims 
have been presented to the General Assembly, and the people have been 
taxed to pay them in full—those having the least merit presenting, if the 
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paradox be allowed, the most effective appeal for favorable consideration. 
Unless some such measure as is embodied in this Act be adopted, all of 
these claims will thus eventually be paid in full. That it is better, by 
the establishment of a Court of Claims, to subject each paper to the most 
careful scrutiny, and place a permanent brand upon the fraudulent por- 
tion, whilst that which is genuine and honest is provided for -upon terms 
imposing the least possible burden upon the people, will not be called in 
question, except by that class, happily becoming less numerous and in- 
fluential, whose statesmanship it has been to subordinate the best inter- 
ests of the State to the exigencies of party. 


THE STATE, ex relatione THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, AND James B. 
CAMPBELL vs. THoMAs.C. Dunn.—Complaint to try the right of the 
defendant to hold the office of Comptroller General. 


This is an action incidental to the litigation in the cases against the 
Savannah and Charleston Railroad Company, hereinbefore reported. 
Upon the refusal of the company to comply with the decree of the 
Supreme Court directing that the road and property be delivered into 
the custody of the Comptroller General, a rule was issued, at the instance 
of the latter, directed to James B. Campbell, Esq., the co-plaintiff 
herein, as counsel for the company, requiring him to show cause 
why attachment for contempt should not issue. Thereupon this action 
was instituted in the Circuit Court for Richland County, upon the ground 
that, under the Constitution, this office must be filled by election by “the 
qualified voters of the State,” and that in case of a vacancy the General 
Assembly is without authority to elect. 

The answer was filed by the Attorney General, and was followed by 
an amendment to the complaint supplying, as far as possible, the de- 
fects to which objection had been taken; the practical effect of which 
was to postpone the hearing of the case until the next February Term. 

The Constitution provides that there shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the State a Comptroller General, who shall hold his office for 
the term of two years. (Article IIT, $23, and amendment thereto.) By 
Section 10, Article XIV, it is provided that this election “shall take 
* place at the same time as is provided for that of members of the Gen- 
$ aral Assembly,” that is to say, at the general.election. Uponany reason- 


‘able construction of these Sections, it must be held that the election here 


intended is restricted to that for a full term and on the specified day. 
As to an election to fill an unexpired term, the Constitution is silent ; 
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and, as in every other casus omissus, it devolves upon the General Assem- 
bly to supply the omission, with as clear authority to prescribe the quali- 
fication of the elector as to regulate the time and manner of the election. 

The Constitution and the laws are alike defective in reference to'the | 
manner of filling unexpired terms of elective offices—a subject which | 
should receive the early and most considerate attention of the General 
Assembly. 


Ex parte CATHERINE O. BARNWELL, GUARDIAN.— Petition for mandamus 
to compel the State Treasurer to fund interest on stock past due. 

The petitioner held in trust certificates of stock amounting to two thou- 
sand nine hundred and fifty-seven dollars, issued by the State under the 
“Act for rebuilding the City of Charleston,” bearing interest at six per 
centum per annum, payable quarterly, and redeemable in the year 1870, 
and surrendered them to the State Treasurer upon receiving in exchange 
one-half the face value in consolidation bonds, issued under the *Act to 
reduce the volume of the publie debt," approved 22d December, 1873. 
Under the advice of the Attorney General, the State Treasurer de- 
clined to consolidate for interest on this stock after maturity, it being 
an open question whether the principle underlyiog the obligation of 
individuals, in the absence of express contract to pay interest accru- 
ing after maturity, can be extended to liabilities of the State. There 
can be no question that interest of this kind should, in justice, be 
provided for; but, as an abstract proposition of law, it seemed to be 
doubtful whether the Treasurer would be protected in allowing it with- 
out the express sanction of the General Assembly, and the matter was 
accordingly submitted by him to the consideration of the General 
Assembly, at the last session, without result. 

A rule has been served upon the Treasurer to shew cause, at the” 
current term of the Supreme Court, why a writ of mandamus should: 
not issue commanding him to deliver to the petitioner bonds for one- 
half of the amount of interest which is alleged to have. accrued since 
the maturity of the stock; and tne hearing will be had during the 
` term. 

The settlement of this controversy properly devolves upon the Gen- 
. eral Assembly. In the distharge of his duty, the Attorney General , 
will take the ground that the State is not under obligation to pay 
interest upon bonds or stock after maturity in the absence of express 
contract to that- effect; under the conviction, however, that if this 
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proposition be sustained by the decision of the Court, it will work a 
hardship upon the holders of the past due public debt which the 
State cannot justify and ought not to sanction. 


Tue STATE vs. J. L. HUMBERT, COUNTY TREASURER OF ORANGEBURG 
County.—Indictment for having knowingly neglected and refused to 
forward to the State Treasurer, on the fifteenth of each month, all the 
moneys collected by him for or on account of the State taxes. 


This case came on for trial at the February Term of the Court for 
Orangeburg County, Judge Reed presiding, and was conducted by the 
Attorney General. The defendant was convicted, and sentenced to 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary for twelve months, and to pay a fine of 
one thousand dollars. In view of his official position, the Attorney 
General has in every other instance declined to lend his name or influ- 

ence to appeals for Executive clemency in behaif of criminals. In this 
case, however, it appeared that the defendant, a mere youth, had been 
misled and over-reached by others, his superiors in position, who had 
profited by his default and shared with him in nothing beyond his dis- 
grace; and the pardon extended to him towards the close of his term ` 
was just, as well as merciful. 


THE STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA against JOSEPHUS Wooprurr, A. O. 
JONES AND THE REPUBLICAN PRINTING CouPANY.— Complaint for 
injunction and relief. 


In June last, a complaint entitled as above was submitted to the At- 
torney General by. a law firm, of the Columbia bar, who had been 
retained by private parties to bring the action, and to that end desired to 
have the official sanction of this office. 

The complaint alleged that the defendants above named constituted 
the Republican Printing Company; that they are, and since 1871 have 
been, Clerks of the Houses of the General Assembly respectively ; that 
under the Act of January 23, 1871, authorizing the Clerks to contraet 
for public printing, these officers entered into a contract with the Repub- 


lican Printing Company, that is to say, with themselves; that, according 
NM 
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to the scale of prices fixed in this contract, the entire work done by this 
company for the State from 1870 to 1874, inclusive, did not amount to 
more than three hundred and fifty thousand dollars; and that the said 
company had rendered accounts to the State, and the said Clerks had 
examined and approved the said accounts and drawn orders on the Trea- 
sury of the State for the amount of seven hundred and eleven thousand 
and one hundred dollars and ninety-eight cents, which have been paid,. 
and further orders for the sum of ninety thousand dollars which remained 
unpaid; and judgment was therein demanded accordingly for damages 
in the sum of five hundred thousand dollars. 

The faets that the Clerks of the two Houses constituted the com- 
pany, and therefore had contraeted with themselves and approved 
their own bills, were known to the General Assembly, and the ac- 
counts were audited, passed and ordered to be paid, and appropria- 
tions and levies were made to pay them, upon full investigation 
by Committees and in strict compliance with the rules and forms pre- 
scribed by law. Whatever may be the character of such legislation, 
and the motives of the Legislature, however reckless, extravagant and 
groundless may be the claims thus passed upon and paid, it is beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Courts to call these matters in question so long as 
they involve nothing inconsistent with the Constitution of the State or of 
the United States. The judicial is but co-ordinate with the other de- 
partments; to exereise the functions of one is expressly forbidden to 
another ; and the Court is without power to interfere with the operation of 
statutes enacted by the General Assembly, so long as they consist with 
the fundamental law of the land. The remedy against the excesses of 
legislation is with the people. 

he proposed action could have no practical result in favor of the 
State, except by way of injunction against the payment of the sum of 
ninety thousand dollars remaining due tothe company. This is for work 
done in the fiscal year 1873— 74, and is covered by specific appropriation. 
The effort had already been made by the Attorney General, it will be 
remembered, to avoid the payment of this claim by contesting a case in 
mandamus brought to compel the State Treasurer to issue to the Printing 
Company certificates of indebtedness to the full amount; and the case 
was carried to the Supreme Court of the United States in 1874, upon the 
constitutional questions involved, and is there pending. So far as the 
Supreme Court of the State is concerned, the decision was clearly against ` 
the State upon the merits, and concludes the case now under review— 
the Court holding that “a claim against the State ordered to be paid by ` 
"the Legislature cannot be questioned before the Court upon grounds 
"imputing wrong or improper motivesto the Legislature." (State va. 
Cardozo, Treasurer, 5 S. C. Reports, 297.) 
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_ Objection was made to some of the claims presented in these cases, 
that they were illegal, fraudulent and void. The Court say: “So far 
as this implies any wrong or improper motive on the part of the Legis- 
“lature in the particular enactment, it is beyond the control of the judi- 
“cial department. It cannot examine into the inducements to any act. 
* Public and proper motives are alone to be attributed to the Legisla- 
“ture. Can we direct an issue to test the motive which impelled its ac- 
“tion, or to ascertain the consideration for claims which they have decided 
“to be valid and ordered to be paid? While they act within their con- 
“stitutional limits, they are beyond the control or supervision of the 
“judiciary. (Cooley on Const. Lim., pp. 186, 187, and authorities there 
* cited.)” And in reference to this claim of the Republican Printing Com- 
pany,itisadded: "And if the fact had been, as was intimated, that the 
* amount due to the company was ascertained by the Clerks of the two 
* Houses and certified by them, they being the representatives of the 
“company, it is not clear that this or any other Court would be author- 
“ized to inquire into the policy, wisdom, justice or prudence of the en- 
* actment, or test its validity by either of said standards,” due. 
It is hardly possible that the Court would patiently listen to a motion 
to enjoin the payment of a claim which, after full argument and upon 
deliberation, they had by mandamus directed the State Treasurer to pay. 
After careful consideration, the Attorney General concluded that it was 
not his official duty to take part in the proposed proceeding, and the 
papers were accordingly returned to the counsel who had taken the suit 
in charge. This report is made, not only that the action of the Attorney 
General, which has been made the subject of comment, may be under- 
stood, but that the General Assembly may direct such proceeding to be 
taken, if, in the discretion of that body, it be deemed advisable. With- 
out such direction, the case is beyond the functions of the executive as 
well as the judicial departments. 


THE STATE op SOUTH CAROLINA vs. NILES G. PARKER. 


In the report of the Committee to investigate the transactions of the 
Sinking Fund Commission, it appears that the sum of twenty-eight 
thousand one hundred dollars, funds arising from the sales of property 
of the State, had been turned over to Niles G. Parker, as State Treasurer, 
by order of the Commission, and applied to other uses than those pre- 
scribed by law; and the Attorney General was directed by the General 
Assembly to institute proceedings against the ex-Treasurer to recover 
this fund. 
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The Attorney General had also been instructed to proceed against this 
officer for a misdemeanor alleged to have been committed in the fraudu- 
lent issue of bonds of the State. The facts in relation to this erime | 
were not supplied, and the witnesses not named, and the prosecuting 
officer was without the dota necessary to the successful conduct of the 
case. 

In the last report it is stated that the Joint Resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a Committee to ascertain the data and assist in the prosecution | 
was “lost” on the way to, or in, the office of Governor Moses; that, 
under a concurrent resolution for the appointment of a Committee to in- 
vestigate the facts relative to the issue of certain bonds, Senator Dunn, 
who was Chairman, had consented to extend his inquiries, and, if pos- 
sible, supply the necessary data; and that he had visited New York for 
the purpose, but “ without results sufficient, in my judgment, to enable 
me to conduet the prosecution to a successful issue in this State." 
During the last session of the General Assembly the trial of the charges 
preferred against State Treasurer Cardozo, in relation to the funding of a 
large amount of coupons which had already been paid by the State, 
gave the occasion for continuing and enlarging these investigations on 
the part of Senator Dunn, whose facilities in the work were greatly in- 
creased upon his accession to the office of Comptroller General. 

The reports of Treasurer Parker and Financial Agent Kimpton, 
during the years 1869, 1870 and 1871, show that during these years they 
paid, on account of interest on the publie debt, $1,613,474.04. Of this 
amount $424,268.24 was paid in the form of interest on publie stock, at 
the Treasury, and receipted for in a book regularly kept for the purpose 
and open to ready inspection. The remaining amount, $1,189,205.80, 
was paid in the form of coupons, some by Treasurer Parker, at the Trea- 
sury.in Columbia, and the rest by the Financial Agent in New York, 
who forwarded them at different periods as vouchers to the State Trea- 
surer. The whole of these coupons so paid thus came into the posses- 
sion of Treasurer Parker, and were packed away in the safes and vault 
of the Treasury, without the examination of any other officer, except 
such as were pretended to have been made by Committees annually ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly, to examine the accounts of the Trea- 
surer, and except the examination made by Treasurer Cardozo upon 
coming into affice, and reported by him as showing * the required number | 
of coupons and interest orders as vouchers corresponding with the amount 
of interest recorded as paid.” i 

These coupons were, of course, such as had matured on bonds of the 
State after the bonds had been issued from the Treasury. Under the 
supervision of Comptroller General Dunn, the packages were assorted 
with great care and labor, and the entire number of coupons counte 
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and classified, the result of. which developed the facts that a large num- 
` ber of these coupons were such as had matured, and had been cut off and 
- retained by the Treasurer before the bonds themselves had been issued 
- from the Treasury, and that when the'coupons which had matured on 
- bonds after their issue. were paid, and came into his possession, Treasurer 
- Parker had abstracted them, to the amount of at least four hundred and 
; fifty thousand dollars, and put an equal amount of these invalid, dead- 
born coupons in their place. Upon reference to the books of Treasurer 
d Cardozo it further appeared, beyond controversy, that a large portion of 
these abstracted coupons had since been funded under the “ Act to reduce 
the volume of the publie debt,” and thus again redeemed by the issue 
of consolidation bonds in their stead. 
Before these investigations could be completed it was ascertained that 
Mr. Parker was about to leave the State and make his residence else- 
where. The suit in behalf of the Sinking Fund Commission was at once 
“instituted against him, and he was therein arrested and held to bail. In 
a short time suit was also instituted for the embezzlement and fraudulent 
appropriation of coupons to recover damages in the sum of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, the value of the abstracted vouchers as de- 
termined by the provisions of the Funding Act; in which, also, the de- 
fendant was held to bail. The latter case came on for trial at an extra 
“term of the Court of Common Pleas for Richland County, appointed for 
the purpose, on the sixth of July last, before Judge Carpenter. Evidence 
was introduced of the admissions made by the defendant that the coupons 

had been fraudulently abstracted, but that they had been divided amongst 
"several parties, Parker retaining a share amounting to one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. After a trial protracted for two weeks, and earn- 
estly and ably contested at every point, a verdict was rendered against 
the defendant for seventy-five thousand dollars, the jury evidently accept- 
ing the defendant's confessions as true. 

The Attorney General was assisted by James H. Rion, Esq., who ren- 
dered to the State a constant, devoted, thorough and most distinguished 
service, displaying peculiar and consummate ability in demonstrating the 
intricate and involved processes by which this great crime had been 
brought to light and fastened upon the defendant. The counsel for the 
State had also the benefit of the zealous and well-directed efforts of Comp- 

‘troller General Dunn and his assistant, Mr. Thomas 8. Cavender, who, 
through careful, laborious and untiring investigation, had brought out 
the facts and reduced them to the form of clear and convincing demon- 
stration. 
The property of the defendant which could be reached by process be- 
ing insufficient to meet the judgment in this case, it was deemed unneces- 
sary to insist upon the trial of the action at the suit of Sinking Fund 
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Commission, and it was accordingly discontinued. The defendant was 
remanded to the custody of the Sheriff, in default of bail. 

On the 13th of August, three weeks after the trial, in the absence o 
Judge Carpenter from the State, a writ of habeas corpus was issued by 
Judge Thomas J. Mackey, of the Sixth Circuit, requiring the Sheriff t 
produce the body of Niles G. Parker before him at Columbia, on Mon 
day, 16th August, 1875, at 5 o’clock P. M. The Attorney General was 
then.in Spartanburg County, off the line of railroad. Rumors had been 
in circulation of the purpose of counsel for the defendant to resort to this 
proceeding so soon as Judge Carpenter should leave the State, and in 
such contingency Col. Rion, who resides at Winnsboro, within two hours 
ride of the Capital, had been specially charged with the duty of repre 
senting the State. The time was selected, however, when Col. Rion was 
absent in Anderson County, remote from the railroad, and, Sunday in 
tervening, was not sufficient to enable him to reach Columbia and attend 
upon the return of the writ. I returned to Columbia at the earliest pos- 
sible moment on Monday, and, proceeding directly to the Court room 
read a telegraphie despatch from Col. Rion, asking that the case be ad 
jou rned until Tuesday, and made the motion accordingly. It was denied. 
The return of the Sheriff had been prepared without the usual] reference 
to counsel for the plaintiff, and was essentially defective, and I appealed 
to the Court, and to the courtesy of the petitioner’s counsel, Messrs 
Youmans and Elliott, for time sufficient to enable me to amend it. This 
was also denied, and, impressed with the belief that my presence could 
be of no avail in behalf the State, I retired from the case, and left the 
Court room for the purpose of perfecting another action against the de 
fendant. _ o 

By a concurrent resolution of the General Assembly, passed 11th 
February, 1874, the Attorney General was instructed to institute am 
action against Niles G. Parker, to recover judgment in the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars, for the embezzlement and fraudulent 
appropriation to his own use of certain certificates of indebtedness. By 
Joint Resolution of 12th March, 1872, the Treasurer was required to 
pay certain certificates of members and subordinate officers of the 
General Assembly, aud authorized to borrow a sufficient amount for 
this purpose. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars was thereupor 
borrowed from Hardy Solomon, Esq., and the note of the Treasurer 
given therefor, dated 14th March, 1872, and the fund thus procured 
applied in payment of certificates as required by the Joint Resolution 
Instead of cancelling the certificates so paid, and filing them as vouchers, 
it was charged that he had appropriated them to his own use, and 
leaving the note unpaid, and without entering a corresponding charge 
against himself, had taken credit for the whole amount upon the books 
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- of the Treasury. In anticipation of Parker's discharge, the complaint 
in this action had been prepared, and I at once proceeded to procure an 
order of arrest from the Clerk, and placed the same in the hands of the 
Sheriff for execution. It was served upon the defendant, but the Sheriff 
) was prohibited by the order of Judge Mackey from executing the order 
_ of arrest, and Parker was released from custody on the ground that the 
- order of arrest in the case in which the verdict had been obtained, as 
— well as in this case, was “without authority of law, and repugnant to 
- the Constitution of the State." Appeals have been taken to the 
— Supreme Court, on the ground, amongst others, that, whilst the Consti- 
tution declares that "no person shall be imprisoned for debt," cases of 
fraud are expressly excepted; and these cases were not for debt, in the 
sense of the Constitution, and, besides, were clearly * cases of fraud." 
- The appeals will be heard during the current term. 

After his discharge, the defendant was arrested upon a warrant issued 
by Trial Justice MeCord, charging him with breach of trust and larceny 
of coupons of the value of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and 
was forthwith discharged, upon entering into recognizance in the sum 
of two thousand dollars—the sureties being irresponsible and worthless. 
With this prosecution, however, the Attorney General had no official 
connection, and, in view of the character of the recognizance, does not 
propose, for the present at least, to bring indictment.

Tar Sinking Funp COMMISSION. 


In addition to the action against Niles G. Parker herein reported, it 
was the duty of the Attorney General to institute proceedings in New 
York against the former Financial Agent, H. H. Kimpton, to recover a 
large amount of funds placed in his hands by the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, and by the Board having in charge the Agricultural College 
land scrip. In reference to these suits the last report from this office 
contains these statements: 

“Tn obedience to the requirement of the Joint Resolution passed at the 
“Jast session of the General Assembly, I visited New York as soon as my 
“health would permit, in August last, and made the arrangements neces- 
“sary to institute the suit in the Courts of that city, to recover from the 
* defendant the funds placed in his bands, as Financial Agent, by the 
“former Sinking Fund Commission, for investment in State securities. 
“The members of the General Assembly are already familiar with the 

- “facts of the case. The investment was made by the Financial Agent, 
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“but the bonds so purchased have not been delivered to the Commission 
“for cancellation as required by law, the Financial Agent refusing to 
“deliver them until the balance which he claims to be due him by the 
* State is paid. 
“J have retained, for the purposes of this suit, Messrs. Blatchford, Sew- 
* ard, Griswold and Da Costa, eminent counsellors at law of Nassau 
“street, and placed before them the necessary data. The action will be 
“brought in the name of the Commissioners, and as the membership of 
“this Board will be changed with the incoming administration, we deter- 
* mined to postpone it until after the inauguration of the Governor. 
* [t is not impossible that the defense which will be set up will involve 
* an extended inquiry into the transactions of the Financial Agent, with 
* a view to obtain a complete statement of his accounts with the State; 
“and the suit will, in that event, give rise to a difficult and protracted 
* Jitigation. 
* Iu connection with this case, suit will also be brought against this 
* defendant to recover possession of the fund arising from the sale of the 
* Agricultural College land scrip bonds. Under direction of a Board, 
* consisting of the Governor, the Secretary of State and the Attorney 
* General, the land scrip was sold, in 1870, for the sum one hundred 
* and thirty thousand five hundred dollars, and the proceeds of the sale 
“were invested in State securities, amounting, on their face, to one hun- 
“dred and ninety-one thousand eight hundred dollars, the principal of 
“ “which, it is required by statute, shall be forever held sacred for the 
“purposes directed in the Act of Congress'—the establishment of an 
* Agricultural College—and the interest paid over semi-annually in each 
“year. These bonds were subsequently pledged by the Financial Agent 
“as collateral security for loans effected on account of the State, and he 
* now declines to redeem and surrender them, because of the balance 
* alleged to be due him by the State. I have to regret that, for the rea- 
" sons herein given, this litigation has not progressed more rapidly, and 
“ I propose to make every effort to bring it to a conclusion during the 
* eurrent fiscal year." 2 
In a subsequent part of the report the estimate of contingent expenses 
for the fiscal year was placed at twenty thousand dollars, and it was 
stated that in these cases, and in the cases in Charleston involving the 
Revenue Bond Scrip, at least ten thousand dollars would be required. 
it being necessary in each instance to employ resident counsel. In 
regard to the general conduct of litigation in behalf of the State, the 
Attorney General, in the last report, took occasion to say: 
“ To conduct this business, money is indispensable : the fact that litiga 
“tion is expensive need not be stated. In a number of cases now pend- 
“ing I have retained counsel, advancing inconsiderable amounts as re- 
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“taining fees; but as the cases progress the fees must be enlarged, if the 


- “interests of the State are to be adequately represented. 


* My serviees are at all times due to the State. From time immemo- 
“rial, I believe without exception, whenever civil actions have been con- 
“ducted in behalf of the State by the Attorney General, he hag received 
“extra compensation ; not only in this State, but in every State in the 
“Union. This I could with entire propriety demand, but in the embar- 
* rassed condition of our affairs I have not had the hardihood to do it, 
* and have been content to rely upon the income of my private practice. 
* But when suits are brought for or against the State, involving, per- 
* haps, millions of dollars, and the diseussion of the most intricate and 
“involved principles of law, and argued, as is always the case, by an 
“array of the most accomplished and distinguished lawyers, I am not. 
* willing, for myself or for the people, to represent the cause of the State 
* without the aid of associate counsel. When forced to assume gratuit- 
“ously such a responsibility, I must abandon the work. It would not 
“be either just or economical, though the Attorney General were in 
“intellect and learning the peer of the greatest lawyer of the age." 

In response to this statement, the House of Representatives fixed the 
appropriation at fifteen thousand dollars. In the Senate, the sum was: 


reduced nominally to seven thousand five hundred dollars, but prac- 


tically to three thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars, the tax levied 
to meet the appropriation being adjusted so as to pay only one-half. It. 
was thus rendered impossible to conduct the cases in New York against. 
H. H. Kimpton; indeed, the inference was plain that the General 
Assembly desired the litigation to be discontinued, and it has accordingly 
so been done. It is elsewhere reported that the bond scrip cases were 
conducted in Charleston to a successful result, distinguished counsel 
again assisting the Attorney General for a mere pittance. Having been 
“forced to assume gratuitously such a responsibility, I must abandon the 
work," in the earnest hope, however, that an attorney may be. secured, 
able, without adequate means, to do better, if not more faithful service to 
the State. 

It will be remembered that the report of the Joint Committee to in- 
vestigate the transactions of the Sinking Fund Commission contained, in 
addition to the cases against Parker and Kimpton, the statement of a 
balance due the fund by W. J. Whipper, as Secretary of the Commis- 
sion, amounting to about twelve thousand dollars, proceeds of sales of : 
publie property collected by him whilst in office, and not paid over to 
his successor. Action has not been brought to recover this fund, because 
the defendant is without property to respond to any portion of the 
judgment. 
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Tue OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


- Prior to the Constitution of 1868, the Solicitor of the Charleston Circuit 
— held the office and discharged the duties of the Attorney General in the 
rare instances when such offices were demanded; and thus he was a pro- 
secuting officer as well as the attorney of the State in civil cases. Under 
the existing Constitution, the office is essentially different, similar in its 
relations to the State to that of the Attorney General of the United 
States in its relations to the general government: that of an attorney 
specially charged with the conduct of litigation in the civil Courts 
touching questions of property directly involving the material interests 
of the State. He is not a prosecuting officer. Now and then he may 
be called upon to undertake this office, but always in exceptional in- 
stances—“ when in his judgment the interest of the State requires it.” 

“ He shall consult with and advise the Solicitors in matters relating to 
“the duties of their offices; and when in his judgment the interest of the 

‘State requires it; shall assist them by attending the Grand Jury in 
. “the examination ofany case in which the party accused is charged with 
“a capital offense; and when in his judgment the interest of the State re- 
“ quires it, he shall be present at the trial of any cause in which the State 
" js a party or interested, and when so present shall have the direction | 
“and management of such prosecutions and suits.” (Chap. XVI, $27,* 
General Statutes.) * This constitutes the full measure of the responsibility 
of the Attorney General, prescribed by law, in reference to prosecutions 
for criminal offenses in the Circuit Courts, except where the Solicitor 
himself may be the party accused ; and it is here submitted as an answer 
to the criticisms that have of late been frequently indulged, charging 
dereliction of duty upon this office in such matters. The tone of this 
criticism is a matter of indifference: it may be estimated, however, by 
one instance in which, recently, the Attorney General was denounced in 
a daily newspaper of this city for having on the day of trial withdrawn 
from a prosecution, when the truth is he had never had any connection 
whatever with the case. > 


+ 


It is equally erroneous to charge upon the prosecuting attorney the 
duty of a prosecutor. Upon this subject, the Attorney General took oc- 
casion in his last report to comment and recommended legislation provid- 
ing for the office of public prosecutor in each County ; and he cannot con- 
clude this report more appropriately than by again commending the pro- 
position in the same words: } 

“Tt has become common to charge the Attorney General and the 
“ Solicitors with dereliction of duty, because of their omission to prosecute 
“ offenders against thelaw; and it has come to be regarded as part of their 
“duty to discharge the offices of the detective and prosecutor, as well as : 
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- “those of the prosecuting attorney. Whether this is dueto ignorance, or 


* to the politieal malignity of those who know better, is a matter of in- 
“ difference—the result is the same. Now and then, the State's attorney 
* has consented to be so employed, but never, so far as my reading goes, 


“except for purposes of oppression and official prostitution. On the con- 


“trary, it belongs to this office to stand between the prosecutor on the 
* one hand and the offender on the other, consulting alone the demands 
“of justice and the interests of society. It would be the same principle 
* jn kind, if not in degree, to require it of the Judge to institute the pro- 
“ceeding upon which he shall subsequently pass judgment, or of the 
“foreman of thejury to prosecute cases which he is called upon to try. 
“They have their respective offices in the economy of justice, requiring of 
“each the exercise of deliberate and unbiased judgment and discretion; 
“all of which are directly inconsistent with the position of the prose- 
“ cutor. 

* * [ do not mean to intimate that this position is less dignified and 
* honorable. It is most appropriately held when in the keeping of the 
* most virtuous and patriotic citizen in the community, and to these, un- 
* der existing laws, it especially belongs. When information is lodged 
* by the citizen upon oath in the office of the Trial Justice, or is commu- 
* nicated to the Grand Iuquest of the County, and presented to the Court, 
“it then, and not until then, demands the offices of the prosecuting at- 
*torney. In this connection, it may not be out of place to ask attention 
* to the following paragraph, from a former report : 

* * Tt is not part of the duty of the Attorney General, or of the Circuit 
* Solicitors, to occupy the position of prosecutor; indeed, such a position 
* js inconsistent with the office. Nor are they called upon to discharge 
* the offices of the detective. The State is their client, and, as other clients 
* do, should furnish to her counsel the aids without which the advocate is 
“always at disadvantage. The Solicitor is expected to contend with the 
*bar without the opportunity of preparation, in many cases without 
“knowledge of the parties involved, and with nothing of assistance ex- 
“cept the mere recital of the offense contained in the warrant of the 
* Trial Justice, always imperfectly and ofttentimes erroneously expressed. 
* In the administration of justice this has always been a serious impedi- 
* ment, and, especially in cases where the subject of the crime cannot 
“take the position of prosecutor, amounts practically to a denial of 
“justice. It is the duty of the good citizen to inform against crime in 
* his community, and to actively co-operate with the officers of the law 
“in bringing offenders to punishment. But it is an ungrateful duty, and 
“it is a wise proverb that ‘what’s everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
“ness To provide in some sort against this impediment, the duties of 
* public prosecutor might well be devolved upon one of the County 
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“officers—the Coroner, perhaps, more properly than any other—who 
* should be required to inquire into and present all offenses against the | 
“law, and at each term of the Court attend upon and assist the prosecut- 
“ing attorney. It was this office, fearlessly and well performed by the 
“Committee of Seventy, which in New York availed to expose the crimes 
“of the ‘Tammany Ring,’ and, powerful and defiant as they were, to 
“bring the leaders to trial, conviction and punishment.’ "

GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to submit herewith, in accordance 
with law, the annual report of the duties performed in this office during 
the fiscal year ending October 31, 1875. e 
Commissions have been issued to the following officers appointed by 
the Governor : 
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The seal of the State has been affixed to ninety-seven tax deeds. 
The fees of the office for the year amount to two thousand six hundred 
and sixty-four dollars and fifty cents ($2,664.50), which sum I have 
turned over to the State Treasurer, and hold his receipts therefor. 
Exhibit A, annexed hereto, gives a tabular statement of the Poor 
Returns as made by the several Boards of County Commissioners, in 
accordance with the provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to provide 
for the care of the poor,” approved February 28, 1870. à 
Exhibit B gives a detailed statement of expenditures on account of 
Contingent Fund, appropriated for this office for the fiscal year ending 
October 31st, 1875. 
Exhibit C shows the deeds issued by me to parties who have completed 


payments due on the lands purchased by them from the State. 


I have appended hereto Exhibits marked D, E, F, Gand H, which com- 
prise a complete compilation of the Census Returns received from the ` 


“Census Takers of the several Counties. 


Exhibit D shows the entire population of the State by Counties, sub- 
divided under the captions: “Number of children under six years of 
" “number of children between six and sixteen years of age," “ num- 
ber of persons between sixteen and twenty-one years of age," and “ num- 
ber of persons over twenty-one years of age." 

It will be seen that the total population of the State is 923,447, 
which is an increase of 217,841, as compared with the United States 
census of 1870. This abnormal increase cannot be accounted for in any 
satisfactory manner; and while I have no doubt but that there has been 
an increase in the population, I would not for a moment assert that it is 
to the extent returned by the Census Takers. 

.As a test of accuracy, the present census will doubtless be compared 
with the last made by the United States. This, however, will not bea 
fair criterion, as the United States census is full of inaccuracies. Take, 
for example, the County of Orangeburg. In 1870, by the United States 
census, the population is fixed at 16,865, while the vote of the County 
for Governor in the same year was 5,490; while, allowing the usual pro- 
portion, (one voter to every five inhabitants,) the County could not have 
contained less than 27,450 people. Let us go further. It may be advanced 
that the vote for Governor in 1870 is no criterion by which to judge of 
the population, as there were doubtless many illegal votes cast at the 
election in that year. 

Accepting this as true, let us look at the vote for Governor in 1874— 
admittedly a fair and impartial election—and we find the vote of Orange- 


ZE 


burg to be 5,793, an increase of 303, and a corresponding increase in 


the population following the usual ratio of 1,515, making the total num- 
ber of inhabitants 28,965, or 13,100 more than returned in the United 
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States census. The same will be found of Charleston and other Counties 
which I have not enumerated. 

In regard to the “ returns of crops and other statistics,” I think I can 
vouch for their accuracy, with some exceptions, which I here note. The 
acreage of “peas and beans” and “potatoes” cannot be relied on as 


correct ; for, in nearly every instance, the farmer plants his peas along. 


with his corn; and the Census Takers, finding that they were unable to 
condense and separate the area planted in each, in nearly every instance 
reported the whole as corn, and took no note whatever of the acreage in 
peas. The quantity, however, will be found correct, as also will the 
potatoes. In all respects, other than these here mentioned, the returns 
are as nearly right as possible. 

Exhibit E shows the crops raised by the colored farmers of the State. 
This statement includes only such as are producers in their own right, 
with the absolute power of disposal. Laborers working for a “share of 
the crop” are not included, for the reason that the share to which they 
are entitled is given as an equivalent for wages merely, and they have 
no interest whatever in the crop itself, other than that existing in the 
proceeds of sale. The product of their labor is, therefore, credited in 
every instance to their employer. 

Exhibit F, in like manner, shows the crops raised by the white farmers. 

Exhibit G is the aggregate of crops produced in the State, and is, con- 
sequently, Exhibits F and G combined. 

Exhibit H shows the population of some of the principal cities, towns 
and villages in the State. 

The Census Takers appointed by the Governor have, with a single 
exception, made reports of their work to this office. It is true that some 
of the returns were not received until the 15th instant, when they should 
properly have been in on the 1st of October. The reasons given for the 
delay, however, were in all cases good and sufficient ; and the only in- 
convenience which has resulted therefrom has been my consequent 
inability to report to your honorable bodies sooner the result of the work. 


LAND COMMISSION DEPARTMENT. 


There has been no material change in the workings of this department. 
The settlers, as a general rule, pay promptly, and manifest a gratifying 
ambition to obtain deeds for their lands, and thus secure to themselves the 
benefits of a homestead. 

The collections for the year amounted to $17,314.09. Of this I have 
paid to the State Treasurer $11,400, paid agents’ expenses and commis- 


sions, and expenses of: surveying, ejecting trespassers, &G., $2,267.27, 
and have a balance on hand of $3,646.82. 
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- The vouchers for the amounts disbursed, and turned over to the State 
Treasurer, are on file, and subject to your inspection. 

I am again prompted to urge upon your honorable bodies the necessity 
f making an appropriation of, say $3,000 for rebinding the books in 
this office. I make this recommendation because if the books are al- 
lowed to remain in their present condition much longer they will be be- 
yond repair, by reason of the constant attacks of moths and book worms. 

A comparatively small outlay now will prove a lasting benefit, and 
be the means: of preventing serious inconvenience to the people of the 
tate, by the preservation of these valuable records. I trust that you 
will see fit to make the appropriation.

There were sixty (60) persons present at the Convention held in Spar- 
tanburg County, twenty-five (25) of whom were teachers, I have no 
- information as to the number of persons in attendance at any other one 
of the Conventions or Institute meetings. I shall, in another place, refer 
to the necessity and importance of organizing a system of State Teachers’ 
Institutes as a means of increasing the efficiency and usefulness of our 
teachers, and of building up a popular interest in our public schools. 


20.—SOUTH CAROLINA INSTITUTION FOR THE EDUCATION OF THE DEAF 
AND DUMB AND THE BLIND.: 


Permit me to urge that adequate and suitable provisions be made 
during the present session of the honorable the General Assembly for 
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the speedy re-opening of this institution. Humanity, philanthropy, a 

sense of duty and a due regard for our own good name demand that we 
shall no longer neglect the education of the unfortunate class of persous 
in whose behalf this institution was founded. There are outstanding and 
unpaid claims against the institution amounting to between seven and 
eight thousand dollars. These claims are just, many of them being for 
supplies furnished at a time when no money could be obtained from the 
State Treasury on account of the regular appropriations made for the 
support of the institution, and others being for the salaries of the officers, 
teachers and employees of the institution. I again urge the prompt and 


complete payment of said claims. On the 14th day of August last, 


a violent storm stripped off the entire tin roof of the wing of the prin- 
cipal building of the institution, letting in the rain, which inflicted con- 
siderable injury on the building and furniture. The Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, in order to protect the 
property from further and irreparable damage, authorized the repairing 
of said roof at an expense of $350, promising the payment of the 
claim for said repairs at the earliest practicable day, and I trust that the 
General Assembly will at once-provide for its payment. The effects of 
said storm will require that further repairs be made. The annual 
report of the Treasurer of the State of South Carolina for the fiscal year 
ending October 31, 1875, shows that the State owes the institution 
twenty-six thousand five hundred and ten (26,510) dollars. 

The premises and property of the institution are in the care of A. I 
Merrick, Esq., of Spartanburg. The present location of the institution 
is not an eligible one, being remote from the centres of trade and travel, 
and not easily accessible to pupils and visitors. It is recommended that 
authority be given to the Board of Commissioners of the Deaf and Dumb 
and the Blind to remove the institution to Columbia, and that the 
property of the State on Arsenal Hill be set apart and devoted to the 
purposes and uses of the institution. 

I recommend, for the support of the South Carolina Institution for the 


‘Education of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, for the fiscal year com- 


mencing November 1, 1875, a State appropriation of fifteen thousand 
(15,000) dollars, and that ten thousand (10,000) dollars of said appropria- 
tion, if so much be necessary, be applied to the payment of outstanding 
and unpaid claims against the institution, and for repairs. 


21.—ANNUAL REPORTS OF COUNTY SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS. 


It affords me great pleasure to state, in this connection, that: County 
School Commissioners have been much more prompt this year than here- 
tofore in forwarding their annual reports, and that greater care has been 


Li 
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taken in the preparation of said reports. There still remains, however, a ` 
wide margin for improvement in these respects on the € of quite a 
. number of said officers. 


22.—OFFICIAL VISITS. 


While the wisdom and importance of that provision of our school law 
which makes it a duty incumbent on the State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion *to visit every County in the State for the purpose of inspecting the 
schools, awakening an interest favorable to the cause of education, and 
diffusing as widely as possible, by public addresses and personal com- 
munication with school officers, teachers and parents, a knowledge of 
existing defects and of desirable improvements in the government and 
instruction of the schools," is fully recognized and appreciated, yet said 
item of official duty cannot receive the attention which it demands until 
adequate provisions shall have been made to furnish said officer with 
sufficient clerical assistauce. In many of the States this officer is allowed 
not only a clerk or clerks, but also a deputy. In such of the Counties as 
have been visited, a growth of publie interest and sentiment in favor of 
our school system, as well as improvement in the schools themselves, 
have been observed. I attended the meeting of the Department of 
Superintendence of the National Educational Association, held at Wash- 
ington, D. C., on the 27th and 28th days of January, 1875. I also 
attended the fifteenth annual meeting of the National Edueational Asso- 
ciation, which. was held at Minneapolis, Minnesota, on the 3d, 4th and 
oth days of August, 1875. 


23.—STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Wednesday, October 6, 1875, was the time fixed by law for the Sixth 
Annual Meeting of the State Board of Education of the State of South 
Carolina. A quorum of members not appearing, no meeting of the 
Board was held. I deem it proper to call attention, in this place, to the 
faet that the General Assembly, at its last session, neglected to make ahy 


. provision for the payment of the mileage of members of the State Board 
of Education. 


24.—DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION OF $40,000. 


There still remains in the State Treasury, of the deficiency appropria- 
tion of $40,000, for the payment of the salaries of the teachers of the 
free common schools in the State, up to January 1, 1871, an unpaid 
balance of $2,363.72. See page 82 of the Annual Report of the Treasu- 


rer of the State of South Carolina, for the fiscal year ending October 31, 
1875. 
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25.—DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION OF $75,000. 


The General Assembly, at its Regular Session of 1871-’72, appropri- 
_ ated the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) to supply the 
“deficiency in the appropriation for the support and maintenance of Freé 
Common Schools, for the fiscal year ending October 31,1871. (See Act 
No. 179, pp. 233 and 234 of the “Acts and Joint Resolutions of the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina,” passed at the Regu- 
lar Session of 1871-72.) A certified copy of the Act aforesaid was for- 
warded from this office to each of the several County School Commis- 
. Sioners, accompanied by the following Circular:

$94,266.53, or $4,266.53 in excess of the appropriation. ` 


39.—GLAFLIN UNIVERSITY. 


The Claflin University, located at Orangeburg, and presided over by 
Rev. E. Cooke, D. D., a gentleman specially fitted for the position by 
his large and successful experience as an educator, is an important ele- 
ment in the educational interests of this State. Established for the 
benefit of colored youth of both sexes, and sustained mainly by benevo- 
lent contributions from the North, it has done a noble work the past 
year. Pupils have gathered not from the immediate vicinity only, but 
sixteen different Counties of the State have been represented.

The studies pursued have been as follows: Elementary and Common 
English; History of the United States and Elementary Rhetoric; Higher 
Arithmetic and Algebra; French, Latin and Greek Languages and 
Literature.: A higher grade of scholarship is aimed at ultimately, but, 
thus far, its chief work has been the preparation of teachers for the Com- 
mon Schools, a large number of its students being now engaged as 

- teachers in different parts of the State. The Agricultural College and 
Mechanics’ Institute is co-ordinate with Claflin University, by Act of the 
General Assembly. The last year was the first that any appropriations 
have been made for the running expenses, and to develop the course of 
study, and then only to a very limited amount. Still something has been 
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done. A small class has been formed in the studies of the first year, and 
Military Tactics have been successfully taught the whole year by Prof. 
James W. Smith. All that is now wanted to secure a larger attendance 
and a rapid development of the Agricultural College is adeqaate funds, 
and these funds the State is in duty bouud to provide. 


33.—SOUTH CAROLINA STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Of all our educational institutions, the State Normal School is most 
closely identified with our work of common education, and hence it has 
the highest claim to the fostering care, the moral and material aid and 
encouragement of those in authority. Upon its work and its success, the 
future welfare of our common schools will, in a great measure, depend. 
Its good influence is already perceptible. Upon this and institutions and 
agencies of similar character and purposes, our schools must ultimately 
and chiefly rely for a supply of trained and competent professional 
teachers—our pressing educational need. Every reasonable effort should 
cheerfully be made to extend and enlarge its sphere of influence and 
usefulness. 

The appropriations made by the General Assembly for the support of 
the State Normal School for the last three years, or since its establish- 
ment, amount to $35,600, namely:

Of this sum, there had been disbursed up to date of November 15, 
1875, from the Statt Treasury, only $16,458.53, leaving an unpaid bal- 
ance of $19,141.47. The Treasurer of the Board of Regents of the State 
Normal School reports on hand Noveniber 15, 1875, a cash balance of 
$64.39. I would recommend for the support of the South Carolina State 
Normal School for the fiscal year commencing November 1, 1875, an 
appropriation of not less than fifteen thousand (15,000) dollars. e 

I commend to your careful consideration the Third Annual Report o£ 
the President of the Board of State Normal School Regents and accom- 
panying papers, which will be found in the Appendix to this Report. 


34.—SELECTIONS FROM ANNUAL REPORTS OF COUNTY SCHOOL COM- 
MISSION ERS. 


Abbeville County—J. F. C. DuPre, County School Commissioner: “ mg 
is very important that some legislation be had to assist the County Board 
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obtain efficient Trustees. Under the present law, once appointed, no 
atter how disagreeable and incompetent, they cannot be removed. This 
riction must be removed in some way." 
Barnwell County—B. W. Middleton, County School Commissioner : 
A We would recommend that at least two (2) High Schools be established 
‘in this County, said schools to be maintained by a special fund, to be set 
apart each year, out of the gross receipts of the County for the support 
and maintenance of public schools.” 
- Beaufort County—Shepard D. Gilbert, County School Commissioner : 
“The Grand Jury of the County, in their presentment at the February 
Term of Court, called tbe attention of the County School Commissioner 
to the incompetency of many of the teachers and the irregularities in the 
- payment of teachers’ salaries. I agreed to the necessity of causing re- 
- form in each of these particulars. The Board of Examiners are deter- 
- mined that a more rigid examination shall be passed by those seeking 
certificates as-teachers than seems heretofore to have been required. The 
irregularity in the payment of teachers demands my attention, for it is 
obviously a difficult matter to engage competent teachers unless they 
can obtain prompt and adequate pay for their services. Under the exist- 
ing tax law, the funds from which teachers are paid are collected, ap- 
propriated and disbursed at such a time of year as necessitates the 
"teachers waiting many weeks for the money due them, unless a sufficient 
balance is left over from a previous year. To place the finances of a 
School District on a secure footing, it would be necessary to cut the 
school term short in some one year, for an amount to accumulate where- 
with to maintain teachers during the early part of the next school year.” 

Chester County—Frank B. Lloyd, County School Commissioner : “During 
the months of July and August, School District No. 1 has been con- 
ducting a school for the education of teachers, known as the Teachers’ 
Institute of Chester. The advancement made fully repaid for the amount 
expended. I think the State Superintendent of Education might in- 
fluence the General Assembly to make appropriations for the above 
named purpose, which would be the surest and best way to advance edu- 
‘cation in this State, the great drawback being the inefficiency of teachers 
generally.” 

Colleton County—John W. Burbridge, County School Commissioner : 
“The Commissioner is of the opinion now, that there is no necessity for 
further legislation upon the subject of free schools, except it be for the 
establishment of Normal or High Schools in all the Counties. A por- 
“tion of the school fund for each County might be set aside for such pùr- 
pose, and probably the cause of education would be advanced by the 
establishment of such schools, more rapidly than by any other means. 
What we most need is competent teachers and the ability to pay their 
wages when due.” 
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Darlington County—Joshua E. Wilson, County School Commissioner . 
“Let us have such legislation as will positively enforce the prompt pa 
ment of all school claims by the County Treasurer.” 

Lexington County—David Counts, County School Commissioner : “I 
would say much depends on the School Trustees for the better organiza- 
tion and efficiency of the Free Common Schools.” 

Orangeburg County—Thomas Phillips, County School Commissioner : 
“We have decided that the best improvement is to employ teachers with 
good qualifications, then pay them according to their work.” 

Sumter County— Timothy J. Twomey, County School Commissioner : * I 
would recommend that some steps be taken by the General Assembly to 
the end that the County Board of School Examiners be appointed either 
by the Governor, State Superintendent of Education or the Circuit Judge, 
and that action be taken for the removal of School Trustees who are 
negligent in the discharge of their duties.”

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| GENERAL REMARKS. 


The real strength and prosperity of a State can be exactly measured 
by the intelligence of its citizens. 

Ignorance, idleness and crime are an inseparable trio. 

Intelligence can find honest and profitable employment, where ignor- 
‘ance must either beg, or starve, or steal. ; 

If we would have no criminals, we must have no idlers. If we 
want no idlers, we must tolerate no illiterates. 

From the depths of time past, there comes the echo of a voice say- 
ing: “That the education of youth ought to form the principal part of 
the legislator’s attention cannot bea doubt, since education first moulds 
and afterwards sustains the various modes of government. The better 
and more perfect the systems of education, the better and more perfect 
the plan of government it is intended to introduce and uphold.” 

Of all the problems and questions pressing themselves upon our con- 
sideration, the greatest, the most vitally important and the most difficult, 
is, how most effectively and surely to educate the présent and all succeed- 
ing generations of the people of the common wealth up to the demands and 
requirements of a government of the people, by the people and for the 
people. 


PROGRESS. 


The statistics submitted in another portion of this report farnish suf- 
ficient evidence that a measurable degree of advancement has been made 
in the common school work during the past year. Still the undertak- 
ing has been but fairly begun. Since last year there has been an ae- 
cession of 227 in the number of Free Common Schools; 5,678 in the 
number of pupils in attendance; and 228 in the number of teachers em- 
ployed. The average length of the school session has been one-half 
month shorter than last year. This is largely due to the fact that the 
amount of money received this year from the State for school purposes 
was some thirty thousand dollars less than that of last year, and partly 
on account of an anxiety on the part of most of the County School Com- 
missioners to keep their school expenses within the limits of their school 
revenues, The repeated failure on the part of the State to meet in full 
its appropriations for school purposes has been a fruitful source of sore 
perplexity to these officers, and a very serious detriment to the cause. 
The total amount of money expended for Free Common School pur- 
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poses for the year ending June 30th, as shown by returns received 
this office, was $426,462.99, or about $3.86 for each pupil attending 
school—forty-two cents per pupil less than last year. There has also been 
an improvement in school management, as well as in the efficiency of th 
schools, the latter having been clearly shown by the examinations o 
those who have come from the various Counties for the purpose of pur- 
suing a more comprehensive course of study. 


FOUR MAIN CAUSES 


check the efficiency and success of our Free Common Schools, and they 
are : 
1. Want of qualified and efficient teachers. 
2. Inefficiency and unfitness of school officers. 
3. Lack of sufficient interest of the right kind on the part of the 
people in general. 
4. Inadequacy of means.

(1. Want of qualified and efficient Teachers: This is the most 
serious of our ills, and the remedy must be sought in two ways, namely: 
By calling to our assistance the services of good teachers frou 
abroad. This can be done if we are able and willing to pay for what 
we need. Good teachers from the North, and elsewhere, will not coms 
here to teach for nothing, and then have to wait for their pay an. 
indefinite period. It is a source of regret that so few Northern teachers | 
are employed in our schools, and that the number is yearly diminishing. - 
It is confessed with shame, that there has been noticed in some localities ` 
a prejudice against this class of teachers. In too many instances, they _ 
bave not received at the hands of those in whose behalf they have faith- . 
fully and conscientiously wrought, due encouragement and recognition. — 
By educating our native teachers up to a higher standard of qualifica- ^ 
tion, and by careful and professional training of those who are to 
become teachers. Boards of County School Examiners could do much 
toward educating our teachers up to a more exalted appreciation of. 
their calling, if they would give more consideration to the merits and 
fitness of candidates and have less to do with personal and political | 
motives. To regard our common schools as so many eleemosynary _ 
institutions, with positions to be given in charity to a class of persons 
too ignorant or too shiftless to earn a comfortable livelihood elsewhere, 
is, to put it mildly, a mistake. Again, there is too much carelessness in 
the matter of the moral qualifications of teachers. While a full course ` 
at the State Normal School would be the best thing, yet only a small | 
number, comparatively, of our teachers are so circumstanced as to be | 
able to avail themselves of the advantages of such a course, I would "` 
| 
|

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recommend State Teachers’ Institutes as the readiest, most available and 
. most efficacious agency that can be employed for the education of 


teachers. I would also urge such legislation as shall be required to 
provide for the speedy establishment, in each of the several Counties of 
the State, of a Training School for Teachers, such school to hold at 
least annually, at the County seat, during the vacation months, a session 
of not less than twenty days’ duration. Said schools would, under 


. efficient management, be productive of incalculable benefit to the cause 


of public education in this State. To those who are to become teachers, 


I most unqualifiedly recommend normal training as the indispensable 
requisite. 


(2.) Inefficiency and unfitness of school officers: This matter has 
been quite fully considered in previous reports, hence the subject will here 
be treated as briefly as possible. Under existing laws, the ballot box is 
thé remedial agency to be applied to the correction of this fault. The 
County School Commissioner, the most important officer in our system of 
school management, is elected by the popular vote. If the “ popular 
sovereigns” choose to elevate inexperienced, unlettered and incompetent 
men to this commanding position, they ought not to grumble about the 
system and its administration. Nor am I of the opinion that the State 
Superintendent of Education should be elected by the people. Let the 
interests of publie education be removed as far as possible from political 
influences. Local school officers only, should be elected by the people. 
Officers charged with the general management and supervision of the 
school system should be appointed by competent and responsible au- 
thorities vested with power to remove for cause. In all cases, suitable 
provisions should be made for the prompt disposal of school officers 
guilty of official misconduct. 

There is much of truth contained in the following statement clipped 
from the columns of a newspaper formerly published in this city : 


“ SCHOOL TRusTEES.—One of the greatest drawbacks to the common 


‘school system will be found in the selections made in many Counties for 


School Trustees. For this office men should be selected, not because 
they happen to be the friends of this or that Scbool Commissioner, but 
for their ability and willingness to labor for. the best interest of the 
schools. Any one of them pledged to any other interest is absolutely 
unfitted for the position. We doubt not that nine-tenths of the incom- 
petent teachers in this State have started from incompetent School 
Trustees and Boards of Examiners." 


Chief among the minor causes unfavorable to the efficiency of our 
schools is a tendency on the part of local school officers to multiply 
petty schools. Experience as well as observation shows that one 
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large, well-regulated, well-classified school is, in point of economy and 
usefulness, worth a good many little schools, no matter how favorable 
the conditions under which said small schools are conducted. ** Cen- 
tralization,” as far as practicable, in school work is sound policy. 


(3.) Lack of sufficient interest of the right kind on the part of 
the people in general: Popular regard is an essential condition to the 
satisfactory development and success of any public enterprise. This is 
especially the case in the matter of common education. With the whole, 
people interested in and determined to have good and efficient common 
schools, the success of our system and its work is fully assured. A large 
and influential class of the community manifest little or no interestin our 
free schools. I am happy to report, however, a gradual growth of interest 
and favor on the part of the people in our Free Common Schools. 


(4.) Inadequacy of means: The utter inadequacy of means at com- 
mand to carry on the work which ought to be done is too obvious to 
require argument or illustration. To extend the benefits and blessings 
of a thorough and practical common school education to 200,000 or even 
100,000 children will require an annual expenditure of more than double 
our present school revenue. While urging the policy of the closest 
economy in the administration of public affairs compatible with the 
public welfare, yet it is well to remember that history records no instance 
where the people have been made bankrupt by too liberal expenditures 
in behalf of public education. The State of Rhode Island, with a school ` 
population of 43,800, expended $668,724 for the support of her com- 
mon schools during the year 1874. The city of Baltimore annually 
expends more money for public schools than does the entire State of 
South Carolina. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


The testimony borne by prominent educators as to the usefulness cf 
Teachers’ Institutes is almost universal. No more powerful agency can 
be had to awaken an interest in the public mind, to assist in elevating 
the profession of the teacher, and to augment the efficiency and worth of 
our schools. Impressed with the importance of legislative action on this 
subject, I have presumed to prepare and herewith present the following 
draft of 

A BILL 


TO PROVIDE FOR TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of South Carolina, now met and sitting in General Assembly, and by the 
authority of the same: 
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SecrioN 1. That whenever reasonable assurance shall be given to the 
State Superintendent of Education that in any County a number not 
less than twenty-five (25) teachers of Free Common Schools shall desire 


to assemble for the purpose of forming a Teachers’ Institute, and to re- 


main in session for a period of time not less than five (5) working days, 
said State Superintendent of Education is hereby authorized to appoint 
a time and place for holding such Teachers’ Institute, to make suitable 
arrangements therefor, and to give due notice thereof. 

Sec. 2. That for the purpose of defraying the expenses of rooms, fires, 
lights, Sion ados, advertising, printing, or other necessary charges inci- 
dental to the holding of such Teachers' Institute, and for procuring 


teachers and lecturers therefor, the Comptroller General shall, upon the 


certificate of the State Superintendent of Education to the effect that he 
has made arrangements for holding such Institute, draw his warrant upon 
the State Treasurer for such sum of money as the said State Superinten- 


- dent of Education shall deem necessary for conducting such Institute, 


which sum shall not exceed one hundred (100) dollars for each Institute 
of five (5) days’ duration; ‘which warrant shall be paid out of the fund 
provided for in Section 4 of this Act. 

Sec. 3. That the State Superintendent of Education, in case of his 
inability personally to conduct any Institute, or to make the necessary 
arrangements for holding the same, is hereby authorized to appoint some 
suitable person or persons for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. That the State Treasurer is hereby anthorized and required to 
set aside annually, from the proceeds of the tax levied and collected for 
the support and maintenance of Free Common Schools, the sum of three 
thousand five hundred (3,500) dollars, the same to be known and desig- 
nated as the Teachers’ Institute Fund, which fund shall be applied solely 
to the purposes specified in this Act, and which shall be disbursed as 
provided for in Section 2 of this Act. 

Src. 5. That during the time of holding a Teachers’ Institute in any 
County of this State, it is hereby made the duty of all teachers and per- 
sons desiring a teacher’s certificate to attend such Institute, or present to 
the County School Commissioner satisfactory reasons for not so attend- 
ing, before receiving such certificate ; and any school that may be in ses- 
sion in such County, shall be closed if the teachers shall request it, for 
the purpose of attending such Institute. 

Sec. 6. That teachers of Free Common Schools shall not be required 


. to make up the time spent by them in attendance upon a Teachers’ In- 


stitute held in the County where their schools are located: Provided, 
'That said time shall not exceed five (5) school days. 
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SCHOOL JOURNAL. 


I would here recommend the publication of a journal devoted to the 
cause of common schools and education generally. Such a publication 
would, under able and judicious management, be of great service to 
teachers and school officers, and could be made available as a medium of 
official communication. It is hardly to be expected that such an enter- 
prise could at first be made self-supporting. I would, therefore, recom- 
mend for this purpose an appropriation of five hundred (500) dollars. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


The establishment, whenever practicable, of County High Schools 
would unquestionably be a decided movement in the direction of educa- 
tional progress, conditioned that they be high schools in reality as well 
asin name. I cannot, however, agree to the proposition that their estab- 
lishment need not entail additional expense to the people. Such schools 
should, in my judgment, be sustained by a* specifie County levy made 
and provided for that purpose. 


CUSTODY OF SCHOOL FUNDS. 


The laws, as at present constitutéd, are defective on this point. County 
Treasurers should be held to a more strict accountability as to their 
transactions in school funds. Permit the following suggestions relative 
to this matter : 

1. That the State Superintendent of Education be required to furnish 
to the Comptroller General a certified statement of his apportionment of 
the State school appropriation, each County Treasurer to be charged on 
his duplicate, not only with the apportionment and poll tax assessment, 
but also with the aggregate assessments of local or school district taxes 
levied in his County, and to render a satisfactory account of the same in 
his final return to the Comptroller General. E 

2. In addition to this, each County Treasurer should be required to 
furnish to this office a sworn and detailed annual statement of his trans. 
actions with the school funds of each school district in his County. 


It has been brought to the attention of this office that County Trea- 
surers have, in several instances, charged commissions for the disburse- 
ment of school funds. Such a proceeding is, in my opinion, entirel 
without warrant of law or authority, and ought to be prohibited under 
severe penalties. . 
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SPECIAL STATE SCHOOL TAX. 


The amount of money collected and paid into the State Treasury on 


account of the special State levy of two (2) mills for the maintenance 


and support of Free Common Schools for the fiscal year ending October 
31, 1875, was $251,378.13, or $11,378.13 in excess of the State’ school 
appropriation of $240,000 for the fiscal year aforesaid. I have been 
informed that said sum of $11,378.13 was swallowed up in the so-called 
suspension of the “South Carolina Bank and Trust Company.” That 
our schools are clearly entitled to the use and benefit of the entire pro- 
ceeds of the State school levy, is a proposition that needs no demonstra- 
tion. I trust, therefore, that the General Assembly will, without delay, 


* take such action as shall effect the restoration of this fund and its appli- 


eation to the purposes for which it was intended. Several County Trea- 
surers had school funds belonging to their Counties on deposit in the 
“South Carolina Bank and Trust Company” at the time of its collapse 
which funds were, of course, lost in the general wreck. I would suggest 
that steps be taken to restore losses to those unfortunate Counties. 


POLL TAX, 


This source of school revenue has yielded for the fiscal year ending 
October 31, 1875, a net income of $63,443.42. 1 

I fail to see why any citizen who exercises the right to vote should be 
excused from or allowed to evade the duty of paying poll tax. I 
desire to call attention to the fact that the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Barnwell County have refused to enforce the provisions of an 
* Act to enforce the payment of the poll tax," unless compelled to do 
so by legal process. 


LOCAL OR SCHOOL DISTRICT TAXES. 


The amount of funds reported as collected from this source is $130,- 
721.17, or $19,985.85 more than last year. The future success aud 
efficiency of our common school system will depend upon the publie 
spirit of the people on the question of local taxation. 


‘STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 


The prevalence of juvenile crime and the questions of its prevention 
or curé are matters of pressing demand upon public attention. All 
over the land, this grievous evil is on the increase. I would again, and 
with greater earnestness, therefore, urge the early establishment of a 
State Reform School for juvenile offenders. 
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SCHOOL FOR IDIOTS AND FEEBLE-MINDED CHILDREN. 


"The establishment of a home and school for this unfortunate class of 
humanity is a question worthy of careful consideration. 


` MEASURES OF LEGISLATION RECOMMENDED. 


I most respectfully and earnestly urge your thoughtful consideration 
of the following recommendations : 

1. The immediate enactment of such measures as will positively secure 
the prompt and complete payment of all unpaid balances of con appro- 
priations for educational purposes. 

2. An Act authorizing and directing each County Treasurer to set 
aside and retain, out of the funds collected by him on account of State 
taxes, a sufficient sum of money to cover the apportionment of State 
XE funds made to his County. 

. An Act requiring the County Commissioners of each County to 
furnish the County School Commissioner of their County with a comfort- 
able and convenient office, and suitable office furniture, and to supply 
said officer with fuel, lights, stationery, postage, and such other in- 
cidentals as are necessary to the proper transaction of the legitimate 
business of his office. 

4. An Act to fix and define the school year, and to ub the same 
uniform throughout the State. 3 

The school year ought to commence on the first Monday in November, 
so as to correspond with the beginning of the fiscal year. 

There is now no uniformity in the Counties in regard to the commence- 
ment of the school year. 

5. An Act to increase the annual allowance made to the State Super- 
eee of Education for clerk hire. 

. That the provisions of “An Act relative to certain school officers 
in dde County of Darlington,” approved March 20, 1875, be made of 
general application. Said Act bas done much to improve the Free Com- 
mon Schools of Darlington County. - 
7. That the proceeds of the tax on dogs and all other nuisances be 
applied and devoted to the education of the children. 

8. That the Constitution of the State be so amended as to provide for 
the appointment of the State Superintendent of Education and County 
School Commissioners. 

.9. An amendment to the Constitution of the State authorizing and 
requiring each County School Commissioner to withhold from such school 
district as shall fail to provide for the raising of a local or school dis- 
trict tax, said school district’s apportionment of the State appropria- 
tion for school purposes, and to distribute the same to the other school . 
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districts of the County that provide for the raising of local or school 
district taxes. . 

10. An Act declaring that the provisions and requirements of “An 
Act regulating the manner of payment of all claims against the several 
Counties in this State,” approved March 24, 1875, shall not be held and 
interpreted to apply to the payment of school claims and the disburse- 
ment of school funds. 

The construction that the provisions and requirements of said Act do 
- apply to the payment of school claims and the disbursement of school 
funds, is, in my opinion, a forced one, which opinion has been strength- 
ened by a decision recently rendered by one of the Circuit Judges of this 
State. - 


CONCLUSION. 


I have chosen, as an appropriate conclusion to this report, the follow- 
ing passages, selected from the “* Teacher's Hand-Book,” by William F. 
Phelps, M. A., Principal of the State Normal School, Winona, Minne- 
sota, a work which ought to be placed in the hands of every teacher and 
school officer in this State: 


“Dangers of the Nation.—Intelligence and virtue are the foundation 
and corner-stone of the American republic. Hence, it follows that igno- 
rance and wrong are its most formidable foes. Its theory is, that every 
citizen must be intelligent enough clearly to comprehend and virtuous 
enough faithfully to discharge his duties. Accordingly, as far as any. 
citizen or any number of citizens may fall short of this standard of 

_ qualifications, so far the practice of the republic contradicts its theory, 
and so far it must suffer the innumerable and costly evils flowing from 
the operation of forces utterly and irreconcilably hostile to its interests, 
its prosperity, its perpetuity. While ‘thinking bayonets’ may be im- 
portant in great emergencies, thinking ballots are immeasurably more im- 
portant in all emergencies. If the republic should perish, the calamity 
would arise from internal weakness rather than from external violence, 
Ignorance generates poverty, pauperism and crime among the masses, 
while demagogues, corruptionists and traitors feed and fatten upon its 
ignoble spoils. An intelligent, virtuous and vigilant people can neither 
be deceived, corrupted nor betrayed. But illiteracy is an insidious dis- 
ease, preying upon the vitals of the body politic ; and, unchecked, it can 
lead only to a fatal termination.” 


* The Needs of the Nation.—It is legitimate to infer from what has 
already been stated, that what the nation needs more than all things 
else is universal education. It needs this in fact as well as in form, in 
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practice as well as in theory. It needs not only that stark ignorance 
should be totally exterminated, but that every child, of whatever sex, con- 
dition or nationality, should be thoroughly taught and trained. It needs 
that its ‘ popular sovereigns,’ one and all, should be made intelligent 
enough to comprehend their rights, and virtuous enough to discharge 
their duties. It needs that every person who casts a ballot should be 
made competent so to wield his own reason, judgment and conscience as 
to cast it intelligently, honestly, fearlessly. It needs that the masses of 
the people, ‘the great conservative element,’ should free themselves 
from leading strings; that they should be able wisely to discriminate 
between sense and sound, truth and error, wisdom and folly, in the con- 
duct of public affairs as well as in their own affairs. It needs, above 
all, that the ultimate source of its power should be pure enough, wise 
enough and: courageous enough rightly to select and rigorously to 
scrutinize the ‘instruments of its power, its public officers of every name 
and grade. When the people, and the whole people, are made capable 
of discerning and choosing between the patriot and partisan, the states- 
man and the demagogue, then, indeed, will the nation be redeemed, 
regenerated and disenthralled, and the great republic will be invincible 
in the might of its intelligence and in the rectitude of its intentions.” 
As are the States, so is the Nation.

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THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT.

PRESIDENT'S OFFICE, 
BOARD oF REGENTS, STATE NORMAL SCHOOL, 
CoLUMBIA, S. C., November 1, 1875. 
In submitting the third annual report, the Board of Regents of the 
State Normal School takes pride in being able to say that the school bids 
- fair to soon become a most important auxiliary to the common school 
system of the State. Its influence for good is being felt in nearly every 
portion of the common wealth as the demand for educated teachers in- 
creases. The fostering care of the General Assembly is invoked for this, 
one of the youngest educational institutions in the State, and the Board 
of Regents looks hopefully forward to that not far distant time when the 
Normal Sehool of South Carolina will compare not unfavorably with 
the most prosperous and successful in the land. Every effort is being 
made, which the limited means at our command will warrant, to place 
the school upon a sure and firm foundation, and the Board labors under 
- the belief that, with proper assistance from the legislative department of 
‘the government, the Normal School can be made the means for regener- 
ating the common schools and of securing to the State some recompense 
for the large sums of money annually expended in keeping open school 
houses where but the rudest elements of an education are to be obtained. 
With untrained, uneducated teachers, the progress in education is pain- 
fally slow and extremely uncertain, and the whole body politic suffers ; 
while with teachers instructed in their calling, able to communicate to 
others the ideas which they have learned through a long course of care- 
ful training under the eyes of experienced educators, and with a faculty 
for imparting information upon principles which appeal to the under- 
standing or reason, and not directly and solely to the power of memory, 
the progress is rapid and pleasant, and the State reaps some benefit for 
its outlay in the education of the rising generation. 

The Normal School teacher is one trained in the art of teaching, as . 
the musician is trained in the art of music, or thelawyer in the profession 
of law, and differs from the ordinary teacher in that he is able to teach, 
or educate, and not to simply cram, or stuff the infant mind with the con- 
-tents of books of whose practical application to the actual duties of life 
the ordinary teacher frequently knows as little as the children whom he 

. attempts to teach. It is not unfrequently the case that a good scholar 
turns out to be a very inferior teacher, and for the reason that, while 
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information one may hinoli paoa It is this faculty which the Nom 
School seeks to educate in all its pupils; and to develop and bring out in all 
its fullness this latent power of thehuman mind, is the sole end and aim of 
the institution. Itisin vain that the State looks for success in its com- 
mon school system, so long as those who teach are almost wholly ignorant 
of the first principles of education. It is idle to expect progress where 
the workmen know nothing of the labor in which they areengaged. Like 
begets like. An uneducated, untrained teacher is not likely to turn out 
many trained and educated pupils. If, by chance, such do find their 
way into the busy world from their rude and untutored suroundings, it 
is not because of the instructions which they may have received from 
those who, because of their positions, pass under the name of “ teachers, 
but rather because the natural powers of the mind asserted themselves 
in spite of all obstacles thrown in their way, and the pupil became his 
own teacher. 

The school is prosperous and presents many encouraging features. 
The peculiar condition of a great majority of the people of the State who 
desire to avail themselves of the advantages of the school materially 
interferes with its confplete success. Yet we hope, as time passes, that 
this obstacle will be removed, and the want of a few dollars no longer 
stand in the way of securing to the State the services of those wao may, 
in the future, prove to be its best citizens. 

The financial condition of the school is not all that could be wished 
We are still without books or apparatus of any kind, and are compelled 
to get along as best as we can with the means at our disposal. Of the 
$10,000 appropriated by the General Assembly for the support of the 
Normal School for the fiscal year ending October 31st, 1875, there has 
been drawn only $7,640, leaving a balance unpaid of $2,360—a sum 
sufficient to furnish the books and apparatus so much needed. The 
amount drawn from the annual appropriation has been expended ax fol 
lows: Salaries, $3,893; permanent repairs and insurance of building, 
$1,900; mileage for members of the Board of Regents living outside of 
the city of Columbia, $775; printing catalogue, by-laws and rules and 
advertising, $452; incidental expenses, such as coal, wood, stationery y 
for school, ete., $620. . 

It must be borne in mind, however, that a considerable portion of the 
money thus expended was on account of bills contracted during the pre- 
vious year, but which could not be paid, for lack of funds, until after the 
appropriation was made for the year just passed. There were also 
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unusual expenditures during the past fiscal year, which will not be likely 
to occur again for several years, all of which were to be provided for 
from our limited funds. à 

The Board of Regents is divided into three classes, as provided by 
law, one of which goes out of office each year, and is constituted as fol- 
lows: ; 

First class, or those whose term of office expires during the year 1876:

At the annual meeting of the Board of Regents, in April last, the 
the following were elected officers for the ensuing year : i 

President, L. Cass Carpenter; Vice President, J. K. Jillson ; Secretary, 
H. E. Hayne; Assistant Secretary, H. J. Maxwell. The State Treasurer 
is by law made the Treasurer of the Normal School fund, and he re- 
ceives and disburses all its moneys. 

The officers of the school are: Mortimer A. Warren, M. A., Principal ; 
Miss Carrie H. Loomis, Assistant; Mrs. S. P. R. Lee, Matron ; and Dover 
Davis, Steward. d 

There are at present about forty pupils in the school, but the Board 
hopes to see this number materially increased as the advantages and 
benefits of the school become more generally known. At the September 
meeting of the Board, the number of pupils to be admitted was fixed at 
124, thes allowing to each County as many pupils in the Normal School 
as such County has representatives in the popular branch of the General 
Assembly. The teachers of the school are zealous and efficient in the 
discharge of their duties, and to their efforts much of the success of the 
school is due. 

The Board of Regents would most respectfully recommend to the 
General Assembly a change in the Normal School Act, wherein it. pro- 
vides that the Treasurer of the State shall be "er officio Treasurer of 

. the Normal School fund.” This officer is burdened with the duties per- 
taining to his office as State Treasurer, and cannot give that time which 
is reauired of the officer who should disburse the funds of the school. A 
detailed report of receipts and expenditures of the school is annually 
required by law; and this report must be made at the same time when 
the State Treasurer is busily engaged in the preparation of his official. 
report to the General Assembly. The Act should be amended so that 
the Board of Regents can elect a Treasurer from among its own number, 


who shall give such bond for the safe keeping and proper disburse ment 
of the funds of the school as the Menit qid may n i 


»propriation for the support of the Normal School for the assistance of 
'the pupils of the various Counties who attend said school. Annual 
scholarships are fixed by law for the University, and it would seem but. 
just that a similar provision should be made in favor of students in the. 
Normal School, from whose services, in the future, the State hopes to 
reap some reward for money expended in their education.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL, 
COLUMBIA, $. C., 1st October, 1875. 
Hon. L. Cass CARPENTER, 
President Board of Regents, State Normal Sehool : E 
SrR—I have the honor, respectfully, to submit the following as my 
first annual report: i 


School Year and Annual Reports.—Our school term, as at present 
constituted, opens on the first Monday of October, and extends, with short 
intervals at Christmas and Easter, to the last Friday of the following 
June; this, with the long summer vacation of July, August and Septem- 
ber, makes up what we may call our school year. My present report is 
a summary of the work done in the first year of the school; the report 
previously made, being, properly, but for the single month of September, 
1874, may be called a preliminary or partial report. Please tu under- 
stand, therefore, that, when giving statistics of the school, I refer only to 
our first year, viz., from 1st October, "74. to 1st October, '75, and not to 
any later date; otherwise I could report a somewhat larger attendance 
and a more advanced grade of study. For this reason, and to prevent 
any confusion as to dates hereafter, I prefer to call this my First Annual 
Report.” l ; 

Number of Pupils, —The whole number registered last year was (39) 
thirty-nine, (6) six males and (33) thirty-three females. The average 
age of pupils, as registered, is about (18}) eighteen and one-third years. 

Counties,— The Counties represented were Aiken, Beaufort, Charleston, 
Greenville, Laurens, Newberry, Orangeburg, Richland, Spartanburg, 
Williamsburg and York. Of these, as is to have been expected, Rich- 
land sent by far the greatest number. It must be à poor school indeed 
which is not best patrovized by those living nearest. 


Classes, —Three classes were formed: The third Junior, numbering 
14; the second Junior, numbering 18, and the Junior, numbering 7. Of 
these, only those last named (Juniors) were pursuing the studies properly 
belonging to the Normal School. The other classes were not sufficiently 
advanced to undertake those studies. 

Promotions.—At the close of the year, promotions were made as fol- 
lows: 

The first Junior Class became the Middle Class, 

The second Junior Class became the Junior Class. 

The third Junior Class became the TRAINING CLAss.

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My next report will, therefore, show two classes in the Normal School 
proper: The Middle and the Junior Classes, To these; in the year fol- 
lowing, will be added the Senior in regular order; the full course, there- 
fore, cousists of three years, and the several classes are known as Junior, 
Middle and Senior. 

The Training Class.—1 use this term in a somewhat restricted sense. 
Of course, all our pupils receive a training as to methods and manner of 
teaching, but there is, and always will be, a large class of pupils who 
are not able to stay in school long enough to complete the entire course, 
or whose mental abilities are unequal to it. These may make good 
teachers of the lower grades, and may do good service in their day and 
generation, but they should not be encouraged to prosecute their studies 
throughout the complete course. I advise, therefore, that certificates of 
proficiency in those studies, and those only which they have pursued, 
and in which we deem them competent to instruct, be issued to those 
who complete the training as well as those who finish the full normal 
course. 

The studies pursued in the Training Class are those and those only 
which should be taught in our common schools. They include all those 
mentioned in the first six grades of the plan of study as given in the 
last report of the Superintendent of Education. By a reference to that 
report, you will notice that the student is taken to the subject of percent- 
age in arithmetic; that he has thoroughly learned a large share of the 
history of our country ; that he has begun to learn, orally, the science 
of grammar, and has finished the study of the geography of his own 
country and of Europe. He has learned simple book-keeping, can make 
out bills and receipts, can write a decent letter, and understands, in fine, 
those common transactions in life, a knowledge of which it is the object 
of our common school system to impart. Add to all this a pretty thor- 
ough drill in the practice and some knowledge of the principles of ob- 
ject teaching, and some systematically-taken and preserved notes on the 
manner and méthods of teaching, school discipline, school economy and 
management, and some knowledge of the Constitution and goverh- 
ment of our State and nation, and it will be seen that our training course, 
though it be but partial, furnishes a preparation for teaching infinitely 
above anything which hundreds of persons now employed as teachers in 
the common schools of our State have ever enjoyed. I am not sure but 
that the best efforts of the Board of Regents should be devoted to the 
individualization and popularization of the training department, rather 
than to emphusizing the necessity of the more complete and more ad- 
vanced course of the Normal department. Certain it is, that the hardest 
work of the teachers is, at present, given to the Training Classes.. We have 
not neglected the elementary studies pursued by this class for the pleasure 
of teaching the higher branches of study, nor do we intend so to do. 
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The School as a “Teachers” Instituto,”—Several teachers have 
connected themselves with the school, as pupils, for the short periods 
preceding or succeeding the opening of the County schools. Most of 
these have been from Richland County, and most of them, upon enter- 
ing, have been assigned to the Training Class, We have so arranged 
the course for this class that the admission of new members at the 
beginning or close of a term interferes in but a slight degree with the 
regular order of the lessons. We can devote these weeks more 
especially to methods of teaching and to such other instruction as is 
important for teachers, as teachers, to understand. This class becomes, 
therefore, for a short time, a sort of Teachers’ Institute. I wish this 
fact. might be more generally known, for I feel certain that there are 
many teachers in our State who are unable to take a whole term, but 
who would giadly make the effort to spend a few weeks in October or 
May and June in fitting themselves for the better discharge of their 
duty. From some of the persons so admitted, I have received acknowl- 
edgments of the value of the hints received here; of others, I have 
heard through third parties of their increased success and enthusiasm in 
their work. 


The Normal Classes proper number three, Junior, Middle and Senior, 
as stated above, and undertake all, or nearly all, those higher studies 
pursued in other Normal and High Schools, and, indeed, if we except 
most of the languages, all, or nearly all, those studies pursued in our 
colleges. 


Is There a Natural Order of Study ?—We think so, and we think we 
find it in what is known as the “Inductive Method.” To illustrate: 
We do not compel our pupils to learn definition and rule, and then 
make them classify special cases as under the one, or to be explained by 
the other, but, contrariwise, we require explanation of special cases, and 
from these we ask our pupils to frame their own classifications, defini- 
tions and rules. Having shown the reason for individual cases, we 
ascend to the principle. \ 

¿Do not understand us as claiming in this any originality or singu- 
larity; we are glad to believe that many other good teachers beside 
graduates of Normal Schools have found the better way. Hundreds of 
teachers everywhere approach normal methods and standards more or 
less completely, and this is all we claim to do ourselves. 

We aim to make our course practical, without being superficial, and 
experimental, rather than dogmatical. Henceit is, that normal teachers, 
as a class, are less dependent upon a text than others. In their teaching 
(unless the lesson be the study of reading, or some kindred subject,) they 
seldom have a text book in their hand, They succeed better, they think, 
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when standing at the blackboard, crayon in hand, or with other illustra- 
tions and apparatus on a table before them. There are few subjects, say 
they, that chalk will not make plainer. Thus our school-rooms, now-a- 
days, are coming to have every available inch of wall surface painted 
black and used as a blackboard: such was not generally the case thirty 
years ago. 

Thus by illustration of actual objects, and by appeals to the eye by 
means of the crayon, the Normal teacher seeks to make plain bis subject. 
He aims to teach even the youngest to think. He never tells a child 
what he can make the child discover for himself; he asks him to see, 
observe for himself. In teaching Anatomy and Physiology, for instance, 
he requires his class to observe the skeleton, and to dissect some of the 
organs of the lower animals, and from well constructed diagrams and 
models to study the lesson, and not to study it from a text, or a text alone. 
To teach the formation of the bones, he gives each pupil a * bone to pick ” 
and look over, and to find out all he can about it without any aid from 
teacher or book. In teaching Botany, he asks his students to bring in 
specimens, and from these he instructs his class, reserving the text for 
use in the review. : 

But is this not a diffieult method of imparting instruction? Yes; 
very difficult and very valuable. But are not most of our teachers too 
burdened with other cares to go into these niceties? Doubtless for many 
years to come our teachers will have too many cares and too great tasks 
set them. Still this is no reason why they should not know the best 
ways and the most natural ones, even if time will not permit of their 
development in all their nicety. But do you actually make your pupils 
teach in this way their own classes, and do you carry it out fully in all 
your studies and at all times? 

* "This is our ideal. We do not wish it understood that we have carried 
it to a perfect success or a perfect system. Indeed, how can it be, or 
why need it be, systematized? System is generally a synonym for death. 
To put one’s self under a system is to harness one's self to a corpse. 
Let us try to find out the truth without any systems or hobbies. Se E 

In what, ‘then, do ‘‘ Normal teachers” differ from others? Some will. 
answer, “In their ability to give object lessons." This is, as 1 have 
shown, an incorrect opinion. They differ, where they differ at all, in 
their whole theory and practice, in their methods of illustration, and, it 
may be, in their enthusiasm in awakening au interest in study on the 
part of the pupil. 

Tabits of Observation,—I consider the omission to cultivate the obser- 
vation so Important a matter as to ask to allude to it under a special 
heading. So far as I can see, few, very few, of our teachers understand 
that there is anything for a child to learn outside of a book. Now, books 
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are indispensable in their place, but their place is secondary and auxil- 
liary, not primary and autocratic. We should teach our children to 
know the world they live in; to study the things they see every day ; 
to gain the habit of learning from nature. This is more valuable than to 
know books by the ton. 


Text Books.— The law founding our school proposes to loan pupils 
such books as they need. I need not tell you that but a few dollars 
have as yet been expended for books. This, I need not assure you, is 
not your fault, nor mine. More than a year ago we held a conversatiou 
on the subject of the purchase of books; this purchase has only failed of 
consummation from lack of money. It may have been thought by some 
that because I have gone forward to do what I could without books, 
therefore they were not wanted! Allow me respectfully to contradict 
such impression. We do need books; we need them very much indeed. 
Much time is now lost in note-taking which might be saved if we had 
books. We need apparatus, maps, charts and blackboards as well. I 
wish to say now, once for all, that we need about $2,500 for these things, 
and $500 to provide furniture, and that it is not right to defer this pro- 
vision if it can be made as well as not, and as well now as hereafter. 


The University.—1 desire to present my acknowledgments to the 
University for the loan of some apparatus, and to Professors Brewer, Fox 
and Main for lectures to pupils. The departments of Professors Main 
and Babbitt are more directly in our line of study than those of any 
other members of the Faculty, and I bear cheerful testimony to the 
willingness and interest with which they have placed at our disposal their 
cabinets, apparatus and their personal services. 


Scholarships,— Several persons from distant Counties have recently 
applied for membership, who, before leaving home, were told that some 
provision for aid was made by the State for the pupils of the Normal 
School. But one or two of the persons so applying remained; the others 
were forced to bear their expenses home. This, added to other evidences | 
not necessary to recite, leads me to the conclusion that if we could provide 
board at half price we should soon have our school more than full. 

And yet what one works for is more prized than what one receives as 

va gift, and I am quite of the opinion that if State aid is to be furnished 
at all, it should be only to that degree which is necessary to stimulate 
the ambition to seek an education, and that all aid should cease the 
moment a pupil is able to do without it. More than this, the pupil should 
receive the aid as a Joan, to be repaid, eventually, by faithful service asa 
teacher. I wish we had a farm or workshop in which pupils could earn 
one-half of their board. I cannot make it seem right for the State to 
furnish aid without adequate return. 
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A Botanical Garden,—I have wished for few things more than for the | 
means to lay out the two acres of ground within our enclosure as a gar- 
den, in which to cultivate for the study of our pupils as much as possi- 
ble of the flora of our State. Why should we study the habitat and 
habits of the orange, the banana or other West Indian plants, and know 
nothing about those which grow inside our own fields? : 


Agricultural and Mechanical Information.—1 neglect no opportunity 
of emphasizing the importance of some knowledge of these branches to 
our students. 

What is to hinder a school teacher from working with his hoe or his 
plane out of school house? Let him have his cotton patch, and her her 
flower garden and peach orchard. Why not? I wish we had the ground 
and the capital, that we might require our pupils to half pay their board 
by labor! 

Correspondence.— We hear, oecasionally, through the mails from 
pupils who have left us to engage in teaching. We are always glad to 
give any aid in our power to those who need it enough to write for it. 
In this connection, I would add that any inquiries from any teacher, in 
any part of the State, and on any subject connected with schools, will 
receive prompt attention. As the State makes no provision for postage, 
those so writing will please enclose stamp. 


A Teacher's Journal.—A mong the minor agents for the improvement 
of teachers, and next in importance to the Normal School and Teachers' 
Institute, is the School Journal. I do not think that the establishmént 
of such a journal is any part of the duty of the Board of Regents, and 
Iallude to it now simply to call attention to the want, and to solicit, in 
the event of its possible supply, your notice and commendation. 


Normal Schools,—It may not be unwise to append. in this report some 
account of the number and condition of Normal Schools in other States 
than ours. I find in the last report of the Commission of Education the 
following statistics :

Schools; in Austria, 11; in Baden, 4; in Bavaria, 11; in Wurtem- 
burg, 7; in France, 141; in Italy, 53; in England and Wales, 23; 
which, with those in some lesser countries, here omitted, foot up a total 
of 394,

HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL. 


The State Normal School, for which the General Assembly at its regu- 
lar session of 1872-3 provided so liberally, is established within the 
University grounds at Columbia, and is the first in the State to be 
formally dedicated to the work of normal instruction. 


THE DESIGN OF THE SCHOOL. 


The design of the Normal School is strictly professional; that is, for 
the training and educating of teachers in the art of instructing and gov- 
erning in the public schools of this State. To this end there must be the 
most thorough knowledge: First, of the branch of learning required to 
: be taught in the schools; and, second, of the best methods of teaching 
those branches. The primary object is to train the pupils to the habit of 
clear and systematic thinking and speaking—to give them such command 
of themselves that they can educate others. 


COURSE OF STUDY OR INSTRUCTION. 


The school shall comprise two departments—the Normal and Training 
Departments. ? 


+ 


The Normal Department shall carry into effect the law under which it . 
was founded, which provided that 

“The exclusive purpose of the State Normal School shall be the instruc- 
. tion and training of persons, both male and female, in the theory aud 
art of teaching, and in all the various branches that pertain to a good 
common school education; also to give instruction in ‘Agricultural Chem- 
istry, in the Arts of Husbandry, the Mechanic Arts, the Fundamental 


Laws of the United States and this State, and in what regards the right 
and duties of citizens." 
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For these purposes two courses of study or instruction shall be estab- 
ished : 

1. An elementary course. 

2. A higher course. hb 
The first is intended to fit teachers for work in schools below the High 
Schools, whether graded or mixed, and consists of the first year’s work of 
_the higher course, with the addition of Physical Geography, otany, 
Physiology, Natural Philosophy and the Constitutions of the United 
States and South Carolina. The advanced course gives such culture as 
is necessary for the higher positions in the publie schools. 

The time of the course of study shall extend through a period of two 
years, and be divided into terms of twenty weeks each, with daily sessions 
of not less than five (9) hours five (5) days in each week.

Drawing shall be taught with special reference to its use in the common 
schools and its praetical application to industrial pursuite. Instructions

A system of Gymnastics, adapted to promote the health of the pupils, 


and such as can be used in the schools of the State, shall be adopted. 
Latin, Greek, French, German and other advanced studies may be 
pursued, but not to the neglect of the English course. 
The order of the studies in the course may be varied in special cases, 
with the approval of the Board of Visitors. 


DISCIPLINE. 


It shall be the duty of the teachers in the Normal School to maintain 
good discipline. Pupils will be expected to do, without compulsion, what. 
is required of them, ‘and to refrain from all improprieties of conduct. 
Those who are unwilling to conform cheerfully to the expressed wishes 
of their teachers will be presumed to be unfit to become teachers. Ir 
regularity of attendance, without reasonable excuse, inattention to the 
rules and regulations of the school, or continued imperfection in recita- 


tions, will constitute sufficient cause for suspension from the school. 


- 


CONDITIONS OF ADMISSION. 


The Board of Regents, at each annual meeting, shall determine what 
number of pupils shall be admitted into the school, and this number shall 
be apportioned among the Counties of this State according to the num 
ber of Representatives from said Counties in the General Assembly, pro 
vided that teachers holding second and third grade certificates may b 
admitted from the State at large. p 

No religious test shall be required of any one connected with the 
school, nor shall there be any discrimination in the admission of pupil 
to the said school on account of race, color or previous condition of ser 
vitude. Candidates for admission must pass through a competitive ex 
amination before the School Commissioners and Board of Examiners 6 
the County from which they are to make application, at such times 8 
are provided by law, which examination shall be conducted in the sam 
manner as examinations for third grade teachers’ certificates. A list ¢ 
ihe applicants thus examined shall be made out by the County School 
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Commissioner, and he shall recommend them in the order of their stand- 
ing in the examination, provided that the County School Commissioner 
may discriminate in favor of those whose age and experience specially fit 
them to become Normal School pupils. á 


The candidate or applicant for admission into the Junior Class, if a 
male, must be fifteen years of age; or if a female, must be fourteen 
years of age. To enter an advanced class, the applicant must be pro- 
. portionately older. 


_ Applicants must also present letters of recommendation from their 

—County School Commissioners, certifying to their good moral character 
and their fitness to enter the Normal School. Upon presenting such 

- letters of recommendation to the President of the State Normal School, 
the applicants shall be examined, under the direction of said President, 
in the branches required by law for a third grade certificate, except 

History (Constitutions of State and United States) and Theory and 
Practice of Teaching; and if found qualified to enter the Normal 
School, in respect to learning. they shall be admitted, after furnishing 
such evidence of good health as the President may require, aud after 
subscribing to the following declaration : 


Ed. , hereby declare that my purpose in entering 

"the State Normal School is to fit myself for the profession of teaching, 

and it is my intention to engage in. teaching in the publie schools of 
this State.” 


CERTIFICATES AND DIPLOMAS. 


The Board of Regents, upon the recommendation of the Board of 
Instruction, shall grant certificates and diplomas, as follows, viz.: 

1st. To those who pass a satisfactory examination upon all the studies 
of the Junior Class, and whose habits and general characteristics give 
promise of success in teaching, Normal School certificates of the 
Second or Third Grade shall be granted, provided they have spent at 
least five months in said class, which shall entitle the holders to teach 
in any County in the State a school of the same grade of their certificate 
for the term of two years. 

2d. To those who complete the entire course, and pass a satisfactory 
examination upon the same, First Grade Certificates, valid for four 
years, and Normal School diplomas, shall be granted, provided that 
ho one shall receive a diploma who has not spent one year in the Normal . 
School; the said certificates and diplomas to be countersigned by the 
-State Superintendent of Education.

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EXAMINATIONS AND GRADUATION. 


Examinations of such as have completed the courses of study will be 
held at the close of the Fall and Spring Terms, in Normal School Hall. 
Examinations for graduation must be partly written, and the written 
exercises will also be regarded as exercises in Spelling, Composition and 
Penmanship. All examinations must be upon the entire course from 
which the pupils wish to graduate. 


LECTURES. 


Lectures on Chemistry, Anatomy, Physiology, Astronomy, the 
Mechanie Arts, Agriculture, and on any other science or branch of 
literature, shall be delivered by the Professors of the University of 
South Carolina, (or such other persons as may be employed,) to those 
attending the Normal School, on application of the Board of Regents, 
at such times as they may direct. 
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BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
BOARD OF STATE NORMAL SCHOOL REGENTS 
: l OF THE 


STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


I. 


The Board of State Normal School Regents shall be twelve in number, 
of which the Governor and State Superintendent of Education shall be 
ex officio members. 

II. 


The term of office of all members of the Board of Regents hereafter 
to be appointed shall commence: on the first Tuesday in April, and shall 
continue for three years, and until others are appointed by law, except 
when such appointment is for an unexpired term, or to fill vacancies 
occasioned by death, resignation or otherwise. 


III. 


'The officers of the Board of Regents shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Secretary. They sball, severally, hold their offices for the term 
of oné year, and until their successors are elected, and shall perform the 
duties incident to their office. 


IV. 


The State Treasurer shall, by virtue of his office, be the Treasurer of 
‘the Board of Regents of the State Normal School; but the said Board 
shall have power to appoint suitable persons to receive and pay to the 
- State Treasurer any tuition fees or other moneys that may bə due from 
any student or other person.

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v. 


-The annual meeting of the Board of Regents shall be held at Columbia, 
on the first Wednesday in September in each year, or at such time as 
may be designated by said Board. A majority of the Board shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a less number may 
adjourn from time to time. 


VI. 


Special meetings of the Board of Regents may be called by the Gov- 
-ernor or the President of the Board, on a petition signed for that pur- 
pose by any three members of the Board ; two-thirds of all the members 
of the Board shall be necessary to constitute a quorum at all special 
meetings. 


VII. 


Any member of the Board of Regents may be removed from office for 
cause, by a vote of two-thirds of the Board. 


VIII. 


At the annual meetings of the Board of Regents, it shall be determined 
what number of pupils shall be admitted to the Normal School, and this 
number shall be apportioned among the Counties of this State accord- 
ing to the number of representatives from said Counties in the General 
Assembly, provided that teachers holding second and third grade 
«certificates may be admitted from the State at large. 


IX. 


The Board of Regents shall prescribe a course of study to be pursued 
in the Normal School, the time and standard of graduation, and issue 
such certificates and diplomas as may, from time to time, be deemed 
suitable; the said certificates and diplomas to be countersigned by the 
State Superiutendent of Education, which shall entitle the holders to tedch 
in any County in the State for the time and in the gradespecified in said 
certificate or diploma. 


X. 


'The Board of Regents shall cause to be delivered by the Professors of 
the University of South Carolina, or by sueh other person or persons as 
they may elect, in such manner and upon such terms as they may pre- 
scribe, to those attending the Normal School, such lectures upon Chem- 
is'ry, Anatomy, Physiology, Astronomy, the Mechanic Arts, Agriculture, 
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or any other science or branch of literature, as shall be required for the 
improvement and culture of the pupils of said school. 


XI. 


The general powers of the Board of Regents, and their successors in - 
office, in their corporate eapacity, which are specifically set forth in Sec- 
tion 5 of “An Act to provide for the establishment and support of a 
State Normal School,” approved February 26, 1873, must be the guide 
to the action of the Board in all matters of corporate right and juris- 
diction. 


XII. 


The Board of Regents shall, as soon as the Normal School is ready to 
receive pupils, cause the notice of the same to be published in not less 
than one newspaper in each Congressional District, for thirty days at 
least. 


XIII. 


The President of the Board of Regents shall make to the State Super- 
intendent of Education an annual report, bearing date the first Tuesday 
in November, which shall contain a full and detailed account of the 
doings of said Board, and of all moneys received, and of all their ex- 
penditures, and the prospect, progress and condition of the Normal 
School. 


XIV. 


The President and Secretary of the Board of Regents shall draw cer- 
tificates of application on the Comptroller General of this State for the 
issue of warrants for the payment of all accounts and claims approved 


by said Board. 
xv. 


All members of the Board, except those residing in the city of Colum- 
bia, shall be entitled to receive a mileage, at the rate of twelve (12) cents 
per mile, going to and returning from the meetings of said Board. 


XVI. 


The standing Committees of the Board shall be as follows, viz.: A 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds; a Committee on Teachers, In- 
struction and Discipline; a Committee on Accounts; a Committee on 
. Schools and School Rooms, Apparatus, Furniture and Library ; a Com- 
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mittee on Rules and Regulations for the Government of the Board; e 
“Committee to consist of not less than three (3) nor more than Dee 
members. Such other Committees may be created from time to time 
the necessities of the Board of Regents may require, There shall also 


. be an Executive Committee, consisting of five members, the. majority of 
which shall be residents of the city of Columbia. 


XVII. 1 


In all matters of business, except as hereinbefore provided, all ques- 
tions of order, dispute and government of the Board shall be decided by 
` the same rules which govern the National House of Representatives. pa. 


XVII. 


No change, repeal, alteration or suspension of the’ foregoing By-Laws 
and Regulations shall be made, except by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at one of the regular meetings of the Board, or ata 
meeting called for the purpose, after a notice in general terms of the 
change proposed shall have been given to the Board at least one day 
before the consideration of the proposition. 


. APPENDIX—ITEM B. 
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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


To Hon. J. K. JILuson, 
State Superintendent of Education, South Carolina: 

Dear Sir :—Tbhe reeent criticism upon the action of the Text Book 
Commission illustrates the difficulty with which State selection and adop- 
tion of texts is always attended and give rise to the question, “ Why 
need we have a State uniformity of school texts?” Suppose we were to 
enact that every farmer should use a Collins’ plow and a Smith’s hoe, 
would our crops be uniform, acre to acre? Does it not depend upon 
the skill of the husbandmen and the nature of the soil, rather than the 
merit or uniformity of their tools? 

To be sure, no good teacher is indifferent as to the character of his text, 
any more than a good mechanic is careless about the quality of his tools; 
and for this reason, if for no other, he ought to have a voice in their 
selection. But as the best of tools cannot make a good mechanic out of 
a poor one, so cannot an indifferent teacher be made a better one by any 
change of texts. To argue the contrary,—to say that a uniformity of 
texts will produce a uniformity or any improvement in results,—is to argue 
superficially. 

The experience of other States should be a guide to us in this matter. 
Kentucky regrets enforced uniformity. ‘‘Nothing has created more 
excitement during the year than the question of text books.” Connecti- 
cut (generally conceded to be, at present, under the best of management 
as to her educational matters) emphatically protests against it, adding, 
“The experience of those States that have tried the experiment of en- 
forced uniformity does not encourage others to attempt it.” The Super- 
intendent of Illinois says, “The best judgment of many of the country’s 
oldest and safest counselors in publie school affairs is against it. Evil 
consequences have invariably ensued, sooner or later, in States that have 
fully tried the experiment.” He adds, “An effort to secure something like 
uniformity of studies in the lower schools is being made by the gradual 
introduction of o COURSE OF STUDY for ungraded district schools, adopted 
by the State Association of County Superintendents. Without any special 
designation of text books, this paper, after indicating the appliances neces- 
sary for the school-room and the outfit that should be possessed by pupils, 
goes on to indicate, with great precision, the work to be attended to in 
the first four grades, concluding with a programme of exercises for morn- 
ing and afternoon.” Minnesota: “The power to prescribe what books 
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shall be used in all the schools of the State is too great a power, exposed, 
as it would be, to corrupting influences, to be placed in the hands of a 

State Commission or any other Board.” Wisconsin disapproves of State 
-and approves of township uniformity. Virginia appoints three series of 
“books out of which selections may be made. 

I do not propose to pursue this subject further, other than to say 
that there is a uniformity into which the whole State may gradually and 
advantageously glide. It is not a uniformity of texts; it is a uniformity, 
or at least a similarity, of gradation and improved methods of teaching. 
It is a uniformity, or at least a similarity, in the actual work done in our 
schools, grade for grade; it is a similarity in qualifications of teachers. 

In securing this similarity, we must be careful to avoid compulsion, 
that we do not secure a mere uniformity in appearance, while behind the 
screen all is chaotic. We must be careful to avoid machinery, lest all our 
strength be given to overcoming the friction. We must give that freedom 
to each teacher which is compatible with the success of the scheme. 
We should allow each teacher to use any text or no text, provided he be 
not capricious in changing books, and so long as he does the work we 
ask of him at the time we ask it. We must, finally, secure the hearty 
co-operation of each teacher and school officer in furthering the plan ; 
without this, all your efforts will be in vain. This is a uniformity not of 
compulsion, but of choice. We must aim, therefore, to make our plan at- 
tractive. How can we do this? 

(1). We ean mark out our work, grade for grade, so that each teacher 
will know just what he has to do. Every laborer likes to know what is 
expected of him and at what time it is expected to be done. 
` (2). We can tell them the best ways of doing this work in order to 
sacure the best results, and ask them to give our ways a fair trial. 
Generally, a laborer is glad to know of new and improved means for ac- 
complishing his labor. 

(3). We can cordially invite any questions and can promise a cordial 
answer to all such as seriously want to understand our scheme and 
methods. This we heartily do. Fellow teachers, if you wish to better 
understand any part of the following scheme of study, write to us of 
your troubles and we will answer promptly, fully and gladly. 

(4). We can assure our fellows that, in thus seeking a uniformity of 
gradation, we are not desirous of undermining their individuality nor 
of curtailing their freedom. Look at this matter, friends, for a moment. 
Here is a territory extending from the mountains to the sea, dotted here 
aud there with schools. Here is a man at their head who personally can 
never visit one out of a hundred of these school-rooms, nor know one out 
of fifty of the teachers. He looks abroad and finds some of the teaching 
in these schools miserably poor, in others better, in a few good, but in all 
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‘and each a total dissimilarity. “Before we can make any progress," 
“says he, “we must have some system.” “Give them a uniformity of texts n 


say some; “give them County Iustitutes, Normal Schools and a single 
Scheme of Study," say others And the voices of the latter prevail. 
We offer you, then, dear friends, this scheme of study. Itis nota hastily- 
gotten-up affair. We presume it is no exaggeration to say that it con- 
tains an aggregate experience of hundreds of years in the school-room. 
The best or some of the best experience of the best or some of the best 
instructors and superintendents of the best or some of the best schools in 
our country are summed up in the following pages. We claim little 
credit to ourselves in this matter, beyond seeing the need there is for a 
system and the adaptation of this one as the best we know. Will you 
not, then, look into this system, and at least show us its faults? 

Talking thus candidly and earnestly to our associates, we shall awaken, 
in time, an interest in the new methods of teaching, and, by means of 
Teachers’ Institutes, a School Journal aud the like, secure a uniformity 
that shall not be apparent only, but hearty and real. The work to be 
done to secure such a result is prodigious! It may be that we can fully 
accomplish it only after training a new generation of teachers. Be that 
as it may, we dare not, and we shall not, pause! 

I trust, sir, that the Legislature will give you the means to hold County 
Institutes, in which this plan of study may be more easily brought to the 
notice of our teachers, and its leading principles and divisions explained. 
Next to these County Institutes, the establishment of a State Journal of 
Education (a measure you have long had at heart) is certainly the most 
useful agent in diffusing information on school matters. I trust ¡the 
Legislature will grant you, out of the appropriation for schools, a sum 
sufficient to establish such a journal. 

The scheme of study herewith presented is the same, essentially, as the 
one presented last year. I have reason to suppose that its publication 
last year has already wrought some good. At any rate, for some reason, 
your report was in quite decided request among the more earnest and 
best-informed class of our teachers.

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EXPLANATION OF SCHEME OF STUDY. 


FIRST GRADE—PRIMARY B. 


Reaprxc.— Words and what they represent; their sounds and letters ; 
also short sentences composed of familiar words ; the alphabet, by review : 

It is best to begin with words and not with the letters of the alphabet. 
Children see objects and talk about what they see. They should, there- 
fore, at the very first, learn words as wholes. Begin with such simple 
words as boy, girl, man, horse, white, black, good. Next connect them, as 
good boy, black horse. Then add verbs, (always using such as the child 
understands, ) as runs, walks, eats; the horse eats, the boy runs. All this 
may be taught from words neatly printed on the blackboard. 


Puonetics.—(1.) To train the ear; and (2) the organs of speech: 

Analyze such simple words as me, mat, cat, man, no, not, pin, cup, met, 
cake, make, late, slate. Many teachers neglect early training in distinct- 
ness of enunciation—a great mistake. The vocal organs are best trained 
when the child is young. l 


SPELLING.— Children to learn to spell by letter the words they have 
learned to read at sight, and to spell by sound: 

In this way the alphabet is learned. Teach from blackboard and 
charts. 


ARITHMETIC.—Must begin by teaching pupils to count objects. An 
object is something the child can see. Take pebbles, acorns, nails, pen- 
cils, kernels of corn or any other haudy objeets and let the pupils. lay 
them down one by one, counting as he does so. Do not let him count, 
at first, above 10. ‘Then let him take up the pebbles, one by one, couht- 
ing downwards. - 

Next step is to count by twos to 10, both forwards and backwards. 

Go on, in this way, always using objects throughout both primary 
grades. Teach to add and subtract readily all numbers under 20.

Ficures.—Let the pupils learn to make figures on their slates. Take 
pains to have them well made. 
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Oxsect-Lessons.—Form—Common shapes, as square, oblong, sphere, 
cylinder, cube, different kinds of corners and of lines. Oolor—Common 
colors, as red, yellow, blue, green, orange, purple. Oljects—Names of 
common objects, their uses and principal parts. Human Body—Princi-

The object of these exercises is to (1) teach the child to observe, and 
(2) to give him words to apply to his observations. To most children a 
few words do duty for a wide range of ideas. The child says "a good 
day,” “a good peach,” “a good dog,” “a good crop,” meaning, respect- 
ively, clear, palatable, faithful, bountiful. It is the duty of the teacher 

^to find some time each day—ten or fifteen minutes is sufficient—in 
which to stimulate the inquiry of the child, which should be directed to 
the common objects about him. It is well to begin with form and color 
of objects. ` J. W. Schermerhorn, 14 Bond street, New York will furnish, 
at a trifling cost, boxes of forms and of color. No teacher who values 
his success or reputation should be without them. Common objects 
should be studied also; a pocket knife, for its parts, the haft, blade, 
springs; a bell, a chain, a slate— what it is, and how made ; a pencil, hat, 
coat, a piece of glass, a brick, a pair of scissors, can all be made to teach 
useful lessons. There are several useful manuals on object-teaching 
published. The human body should be studied for its parts, as face, 
eyes, cheeks, forehead, temples, nose, nostrils, lips, brow, crown, dic. 

Shéldon’s “Lessons on Objects," (Scribner & Co., Broadway, N. Y.,) 
is an excellent book for those who wish to learn the art of object- 


teaching. 


DRAWING Axen WRrTING.— Every child should have a slate. On this 
slate he should work daily. This gives the little ones employment, and 
keeps them out of mischief. It is far easier to plan something for your 
pupils to draw or write, than to scold or whip them for disorderly con- 
duct. Give copies—crosses and other figures—on the blackboard, for 
pupils to imitate. Any good modern drawing-book will furnish you with 
hundreds of figures. Exercise your own ingenuity in drawing figures, if 
you would become interested in it yourself Keep the children em- 
ployed. Have very short exercises, not over fifteen minutes in length. 

Begin by teaching pupils to draw vertical, horizontal, oblique and par- 
allel lines. Next combine these lines by combination, making as many 
letters and signs as possible; as |, L,M,N, T; A,E, E; Maka OGY, Z. 

- Teach them curved lines, and show pupils bow to make the other letters 
of the alphabet. 
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Reavine—In the First Reader or Primer. l 

Perhaps in no study are faulty beginnings so fraught with mischief as 
in this. The great aim should be, from the very first, to make the child 
read naturally, and to enunciate every word distinctly. Let him first read 
the words in each lesson from the black-board ; then he should prcnounce 
the same words, at sight, from the book and out of their order. Help 
each reader to find out what his sentence means, and to tell it in his own 
language. Talk with the children upon the subject read about. After 
they have read the lesson to the teacher, they may be allowed to. study 
it, and also to print some of the words or sentences on their slates. 


PnoxErICS.— Continue the practice daily. 

The object is to train the organs of speech so that they may give 
forcibly, distinctly and accurately all the sounds in the English lan- 
guage. Of these there are forty-three. Teach but one sound at a time 
and have continual reviews. There is a secondary object in teaching 
phonetics—it is to train the ear to detect correct sounds. In this con- 


nection it is well to train pupils to recognize tones, as high or low, soft or 
loud, long or short. 


Derinitions.—Pupils to be practiced in illustrating the meaning of 
words by their use in short sentences ; also (if they are able) in telling 
what the words mean. 

It is a fault in our teaching that it has little connection with the out- 
side everyday life of the child. His school and home or playground 
vocabulary are wholly dissimilar. Every effurt made by the teacher, 
therefore, to make the school life real, every attempt to draw on the 
outside experience of the child, every study which requires the pupil to` 
go for thoughts or facts to his everyday life, is of the utmost value. The 
object of the study—or, more properly, practice—of “ Definitions ” is to 
compel the child to use the words he has learned in his reading lesson 
or object lesson. The teacher pronounces a word, and the child instantly 
puts it into a sentence. Examples: Teacher—* Make me a sentence using 
the word cart.” John—* I have a little cart at home.” Lucy—* I draw 
my doll in a cart." Thomas—“ My father harnesses his horse into the 
cart and hauls cotton seed to Columbia.” Henry—It’s a wagon and not 
a cart that Thomas’s father uses, because it has four wheels.” A few min- 
utes thus spent, at the close of every reading and object lesson, serve to 
link the daily outside life with the school life, and render each the better 
for it. There are other advantages. This practice increases the vocabu- 
lary of the child; it assures the teacher that the pupils really understand 
the meaning of the words they have learned in the reading, 
object-lesson ; it facilitates composition, 
rectly.

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GRAMMAR.—Correction of Errors. 

The teacher should never allow an improperly constructed sentence to 
pass without correction. Of course no reasons can, at this stage, be given 

- for the corrections; the pupil must take it for granted that the teacher 
knows what is right. (The teacher cannot be too careful that he be 
right.) A few of the more common classes of errors are noticed here, 
once for all. Teachers in other grades are referred to this page, ane to 
their grammars, for information on this subject. 

(1) The disagreement of the verb with the subject—as: I does for I 

- do; Lis for lam; I hopes, I thinks, I loves, etc., for I hope, I think, I 
love; he are for he is; he hope, think, love, eat, for he hopes, he thinks, 
loves, eats; he have come, have been, have done, for he has come, been, 
done; I has come, I has been, I has done, for I have come, I have been, 
I have done; he has love, has work, has whisper, for he has loved, has 
worked, has whispered. 

(2) Faulty Plurals—as: The mens are come; the mans are come; 
the boy are all gone; two girl were there, ete. 

(3) Faulty Possessives—as: Mr. Smith house; my mother shawl; my 
pa horse; Miss Miller book; Mr. Brown horse. 

(4) The Objective Case as Subject—as: Us girls are going; John and 
me are going; Who is going? , John and him and me; Sarah and her 
and all them are going. 

Ultimately, the teacher will find it of advantage to classify such mis- 
takes, arranging them as violations of particular Rules of Syntax. 

A few moments (say five) may then be taken daily for correction of 
these mistakes as classes, especially in the higher grades. The teacher 
may read from his list the erroneous sentences and the pupils repeat them 

‘correctly. However discouraging this part of the teacher's work may 
be, it is his duty to faithfully begin and continue it. There is, there can 

. be, no excuse for its neglect, even as to the youngest pupils.

SrrELLING.— Words from the reading and object-lessons ; also familiar 
words in common. use. 

In oral spelling, the pupil is first to distinctly pronounce the word 
and then to pronounce each letter distinctly, making a pause between 
each syllable. Spell only such words as the pupils already know. 
Place these words on the blackboard for the children to copy on their 
slates. [NorE.—Each pupil must have a slate, and the teacher must 
have a large surface of blackboard ; one running completely around the 

- room, except at the doors and windows, is recommended.] The proper 
way for pupils to study spelling is for them to write the words on their 


slates. 
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Arirametic.—Adding: With objects and with figures; twos, threes, ` 
fours and fives. Figures: Nuinbers of two and three figures to be read 
at sight, without numeration ; also, to be written on slates from dicta- 
tion. Roman Numbers: I, V, X, L, with their combinations, to be in- 
cluded; also their use on the face of the clock. 


Apprnc.—Teacher please review what was said of adding by objects 
in First Grade. A Numeral Frame is almost indispensable i in the first 
two grades. (Price in New York, — Schermerhorn, 14 Bond street, N.

READING AND Writine FiGURES.—In teaching to read numbers, do 
not begin by teaching Numeration. The pupils are to learn to read as 
far as 999, inclusive, by actually writing out all the numbers on the 
slates. Only a few, say from 30 to 50 in advance, are to be written daily. 
The teacher at first may place the numbers on the board to be copied. 
Afterwards the pupils to write from memory. Take great pains with the

figures; give special attention to the shape of the Ze and 5's. 


Roman Numpers.—Do not train pupils to repeat only, but to write 


_ these numbers on their slates. Every number, from I to LX, should be

OBJECT Lessons.—Ferm—Common shapes continued, adding the 
rhomb, rhomboid, circle, semi-circle, crescent, sphere, hemisphere, cone; 
also teach position of lines. Color—Shades of common colors, as light 
and dark red, light and dark blue, &e.  Objects—The principal parts 
and chief uses of common objects. Human Body—Names and uses of 
the limbs and of their parts; also the names and shapes of the principal 
bones. 


Form.—Exbibit, first, the form, that the child may gain the idea; 
secondly, give the name for the idea, that is, the.name of the form ; and, 
thirdly, cause the.child to use the word he has learned in a sentence; as 
the stove pipe is cylindrical; that orange is spherical; the window glasses 
are parallelogramic, etc. 


Coro is taught in the same manner. 


Common Oxnsects.—Exhibit the objects, point out their parts and uses, 
then let the children give the names and uses of the parts as the teacher 
points to them. Follow the same method as to the human body.

learn, they should learn to make on their slates, if it be possible so to do.

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MENT OF SCHOOLS IN THE PRIMARY GRADE.—The great. 
secret is to keep pupils constantly employed. Plan for the regular recur- 
rence of work as well as recitation. Make all the exercises short—not 
exceeding 20 minutes. Allow frequent recesses. Children at this age ` 
should not be confined too long. Never compel them to sit with folded 
arms—-at least, not for more than two minutes in succession. Activity is 
the rule of their life; give them, therefore, plenty to do, and have regu- 
lar times for doing it. When the number of pupils warrants it, it is bet- 
ter, of course, to have a single grade in one room. In most school rooms 
in our State, however, there will be found pupils of several grades. How 
can the little ones be kept employed in these schools? Let the teacher ` 
begin the day with reading and phonetics of the primary classes. This ` 
should not take over 30 minutes. He then places the words they ha 

read on the blackboard for them to copy ten or twelve times, sees that 
each is provided with a pencil, and advances to the classes in the second- 
ary grade. Dismissing the secondary classes in the same manner, and 
giving the primaries a recess, he goes on to hear the next higher grade. 
Next dismissing the tertiary grade to study, he re-calls the primaries 
from recess, teaches them counting, ete. Dismissing primaries to write 
figures, he calls in the secondaries to recite arithmetic. In this way the 
able teacher may go through his school several times every day, neglect- 
ing none, and keeping all busy. 


MANAGE 


A.—GeneraL REMARKS.—No pupils should be advanced from the 
Primary to the Secondary Grade, until they are well up in all these studies. 
It is the fashion and fault of many teachers to push their pupils on 


other study. It is to correct this evil that this scheme of study is now | 
presented. Any teacher may now easily ascertain what studies besides | 
reading are to be pursued in each grade. Having ascertained this, 
pe” he should conscientiously refrain from advancing pupils to a higher 
grade reader, despite the clamor of pupils and parents, until the defi- 
ciency in the collateral branches is made up.“@a Besides this, it is time 
that our teachers should know that-mere ability to read, that is, to call 
off words as they are placed on the printed pages, indexes no intellectual | 
effort or ability at all. A child may do all this and yet know nearly 
nothing of what he reads, and be equally ignorant in callateral branches. 


THIRD GRADE—SECONDARY B. 


Rreabina.—Second Reader commenced; pupils to be able to read 
fluently in good conversational tones, with proper attention to pauses. 
Three steps are noticed. First step: Training the pupils to know the 
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Words at sight, by writing them in columns on the blaekboard, by pro- 
nouncing them from their books, commeneing with the last word of the 
paragraph and proceeding in an order the reverse of that pursued in 
reading. Second step: So soon as the wordsare known readily, at sight, 
the teacher should give his chief attention to the thoughts. Question the 
class as to the meaning of the sentences they are reading. Encourage 
the pupils to tell, in their own language, what there is in each sentence 
and paragraph. Make them think. Third step: Require pupils to read 
in easy, conversational tones. A stiff, unnatural style of reading, once 

acquired, is very difficult to break up. Insist, therefore, at every lesson, 
that all reading-sHall be natural and easy. It is better to have but one 
object in view. Do not attempt the second and third steps until the first 
is theroughly done; the third should not be begun until the first and 
second are well attended to: 


PuxcrUATION.—The common practice of requiring pupils “to stop 
long enough at a comma to count one, at a semi-colon to count two,” e, 
is a mischievous one. These are not rhetorical but grammatical pauses. 
While it is true that we often make pauses at these marks, it, is equally 
true that we often pause where they are not. Teach pupils from the 
blackboard the names of these marks, and lead them to see the use of a 
very few—as the period, the question-mark, quotation-marks, hyphen, &c., 
as they occur in their lessons. 


Psonetics.— Write columns of words like these on the blackboard 
for pupils to pronounce and analyze; i. e. phonetically :

bake dane bail vat can 
sake reign sale set man 
rake lane sail . mat land 
lake slain rail fat sand 


From these teach the long and short soundsof a. "Teach also digraphs 
and silent letters. 
Again, write:

From these teach long and short sounds of e. 
Proceed in this manner, no faster than the class can intelligently fol- 
low, until all the consonant-sounds and all the long and short vowel 
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sounds are mastered. Teach the pupils to know the sounds by name as 
“long a,” “short e,” etc. Be sure that you yourself can accurately give 
the sound before attempting to teach it. 


DzrixrTIONS.— Meaning of words read to be shown by using them in 
short sentences. - 

Or, if the word be a name, let the pupil give a description of the ob- 
ject, or of its use. These definitions should always come from the mind 
of the child, and not from any dictionary. 


SPeELLING.—From reading lessons, and lists of other’ familiar words. 


Make lists of objects; e. g., the parts of the person, as head, chest, arm, 
brow, etc.; of objects in school room ; of names of the members of the 
class or school—teaching use of capital letters in proper names; of objects 
seen out of the window; of names of things sold in the market; of names 
of things in a kitchen; of trades, ete. In all oral spelling care should 
be taken that the pupil pronounce the word twice, once before and once 
. after spelling; also that he make a pause between the syllables. 


' ARITHMETIC.—Adding single columns of ten figures, adding by 
decades, through 95. 


Continue the practice of adding single columns of figures, making 
them gradually more difficult. Decades.—Since 6 plus 8=14, then 16 
plus 8—24; 26 plus 8—34; 36 plus 8=44; etc. This must only be . 
done when the simple combinations (as, 6 plus 8—14; 7 plus 8—15; 9 
plus 6— 15, etc.,) are learned. 


NuwERATION.— Reading and writing figures to millions, and no further. 
Set daily lessons for pupils to write. For example, bave them write all 
the numbers neatly, from 500 to 550; to-morrow they may write from 
550 to 600; the next day continue to 650; aud so on, until 1,500 is reached. 
They may then begin at 10,000 and write to 10,100, for a lesson. These 
figures the teacher will at first write out on the blackboard; afterwards 
the pupils will write them off themselves, and the teacher overlook their 
work. After it is written, pupils should read the lesson, number ‘by 
number. The object is to give much practice in writing numbers, aud 
little theory; it is the formation of the habit of correctly writing num- 
bers that is wanted. Neatly written figures should be insisted on. 


MENTAL ARITHMETIC.—Bimple, practical questions, which require the 
adding of numbers below 30; also, subtracting similar numbers. Ex- 


ample: I went to a shop with 25 cents; I paid 5 cents for paper, 15 cents 
for a slate; how much change did I receive? 
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MULTIPLICATION TABLE CommMENCED.—Begin with objects. Take 
two acorns in one hand and two in the other; how many in each? An- 
swer, Four. Cause class to repeat, “Two twos are four.” Leave two 
pebbles on the table and take two in each hand: teach “Three twos are 
six.” Proceed in this manner until the column of twos is completed. 
Fasten this in the memory before proceeding to the threes. In this, as 


in most other studies, it is best to make haste slowly. 


Roman Noration.—Through CC. Teach the key. Lessons to be 
written out and read as in Arabic notation. From twenty to thirty 
numbers a day-is sufficient. Let the lesson be to-day from I to XX; 
to-morrow it may be from XX to XL or to L—every number to be 
written in full. Continue this till the class can write and read any num- 
ber under CC, instantly. Kery.—A letter put before a greater letter 
substraets its value from, and one placed after a greater letter adds its 
value to, that letter; thus V, being five, IV is one less than five, VI is 
one more than five, de, For a more exhaustive treatment of Arithmetic 
for the grade, see * How to Teach," page 52. 


OBJECT LEssows.— Form— Parallel and vertical lines, angles, prisms, 
pyramids, surfaces, circumference, diameter, &c. Color—Primary and 
secondary colors. Human Body—Principal bones and their uses. Con- 
sult Hooker’s Physiology. Animals—Names and habits and uses of 
familiar animals. Plants-—Names of trees, plants, flowers, fruits, &c. 
Pupils should know the common plants by name. Exhibit the plant, 
tree or shrub, and write its name on the board to be copied and spelled. 
Tell them, at the same time, any characteristics or habits of the plant, 
which are interesting. Induce all, who can be persuaded to do so, to set 
out and nurse a plant for themselves. The more common plants, as 


cotton, ivy, chincapin, oak, 
sweet-potato, smilax, hawthorn, pine, 
Irish potato, myrtle, dogwood, elm, 
okra, oleander, witch-hazel, ash, 


should be first studied. 


OnzEoTs.— Principal qualities, parts and uses. There are many good 
books on object teaching, now published, any one of which will be of ser- 
vice to the teacher. 


DRAWING AND WRITING, ON SLATES.—Drawing plane figures, writing 
simple words, formation of capitals taught. Teach pupils to hold pencil 
properly ; only a long pencil should be used. 
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MaxaaEMENT.—Have frequent recesses, and it may be well to have 
also intermissions of five minutes each, in which pupils shall exercise 
their arms, expand arms or sing. Singing is a good physical exercise, 
and should be indulged in once or twice a day. 


FOURTH GRADE—SECONDARY A. 


Rreapina.—Second Reader finished ; conversational tones; the use of 
Italic letters to be explained. 

Continue the three steps mentioned in Third Grade. Allow pupils to 
study lessons only after they have been taught. Make pupils read in a 
conversational tone. It is well often to have them lay aside the book and 
say the sentences which they have read. 


Puonerics.—For distinctness of enunciation : Continue the work be- 
gun in Third Grade. 

DzriNrITIONS.— Continue to give the meaning of words by using them 
in short sentences. 


SPELLING.—Oral and written ; words from reading lessons ; also other 
common words. À | 

The teacher should make these lists of common words from pupils’ own 
vocabulary and from the objects taught. (See Third Grade.) In addi- 
tion to what is there taught, teachers may require a class to think out 
actions, as: What can a horse do? Answer—Leap, shy. eat, jump, 
stumble, neigh, whinny, swim, breathe. What can I do with my arm 
and hand? Strike, beat, whip, bowl, hurl, write, &e. Pupils to learn 
only common words, and learn them thoroughly. Frame also lists of 
words similar in form, as, old, cold, fold, gold, sold, &c. The ingenious 
teacher need be at no loss for subjects. Spelling of common words should 
be mastered at an early age.

ARITHMETIC.— A ddition, Subtraction, Multiplication. Teach the pro- 
cesses thoroughly. Multiplication Table completed to 12x12. Roman 
Numbers reviewed. Tables of Measure. United States money, time, 
liquid and dry measures. 

Write these tables on the board for children to copy ; but first, if pos- 
sible, illustrate by actually measuring pints, quarts, gallons, &e., and ask 
the pupils to make the tables themselves. In teaching the processes of 
subtraction and multiplication, proceed very gradually. Do not give at 
first any examples in which it is necessary “to borrow” or “to carry.”

To many persons measures of length convéy no idea at all. Practice 
should be had with an inch and foot measure, and after the education is 
somewhat progressed, let them judge of distances.

Piants.—Shapes of Roots, Leaves, Flowers, ete.; Plants used for 
food, ete. 

The observation of the class is now directed more minutely to plants. 
Have the leaf or root or flower for pupils to examine, and tell them about 
it only after they have fully examined it. See any good book on object- 
teaching. 


Oxssects.—For their qualities, continued. 


OccuPaTIONS.— Trades, tools, productions, commodities, etc. 

Of course lessons on all these heads cannot be given daily, but lessons 
on some of them may and should be had every day. By these lessons 
the observation is quickened, thought stimulated, and the pupil inter- 
ested, for it brings in his outside experience. It may be in some schools 
that a full course in the above-named subjects cannot be given; but the 
teacher should do all he can, and do it well. 


GnrocrapHy.—Preparatory steps. 

First: Teach position of objects on a table. This exercise is to give 
pupils the idea of direction. Have them tell which way one object is 
from another; as front, back, before, right, left. Then let the teacher 
represent the position of these objects on the blackboard. 

Second: Pupils to do the same with objects in the school room, and 
draw map on the blackboard of the school room, which papil: afterwards 


put on their slates. 


Third: Go on to draw a map of the school premises, and of the'street 
or streets around about. 

In this way, the pupil gets an excellent idea of maps. Then show 
him a picture of an island and require him to tell you what it is—Land 
surrounded by water. Draw a map of the island shown in the picture. 
Proceed in this way to teach, (always using pictures Best, 1 the definitions of 
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the common GEOGRAPHICAL Terms, as isthmus, promontory, cape, moun- 
tain, voleano, sea, guif, bay, strait, etc. Have the pupil give his own defi- . 
nition after he has looked at the picture. — ` 


DRAWING AND WnrTING.— Words and short sentences to be written 
from dictation; capitals to be used. Drawing simple figures. 

Most of the work in these arts should be still done on the slate, but a 
beginning may now be made with lead pencil and ink. 


GENERAL REMARKS.—The Secondary Grade is now finished, and pu- 
pils are now prepared for the Tertiary. They arg able to read, at sight, 
any lesson in the Second Reader, and to do it in easy conversational 
tones; they can spell any word in the Second Reader, and, also, many 
common words used in conversation; they are able to analyze, phoneti- 
cally, any short, common words, pointing out silent letters and digraphs; 
they have committed thoroughly the Multiplication Table to 12x 12,and ` 
are familiar with the processes of Addition, Subtraction and Elementary 
Multiplication; can repeat tables of United States money, time, and 
liquid and dry measures; have taken preparatory steps in Geography, 
and have a correct idea of a map; are able to draw simple forms, angles 
and lines, and name them, and are able to write any ordinary words, or 
even sentences. Teachers will observe that there is a great deal accom- 

‘plished in these first four grades. They are, doubtless, the most import- 
ant of any period in the history of the child, and now, if ever, he needs 
good teaching. The teacher who can successfully take a class through 
these first years, even though he be able to take them not a single step 
further, is entitled to the highest praise and highest salary. A good 
primary of secondary teacher is doing as much or more good than one 
in the higher grades, and, we repeat, is entitled to as much credit and 
pay. i 
But what if—at the close of, or near the close of the term—the class is + 
plainly seen to be behind-hand in any one branch, as Arithmetic? In 
such case, let the other studies be suspended, and the whole time given.to 
this study until the deficiency is made up. If possible to prevent it, no 
promotion should be made while the pupil is ignorant of any one of the - 
branches; or, if such promotion be made, it should be with the reasonable 
expectation of its being made up in the next grade. 

SEwrING.—Lady teachers should teach plain sewing once a week where 
the parents desire it. If begun here, it should be continued in the fol- 
lowing grades until the pupils—boys and girls, both—have acquired some 
skill with the needle. j i 
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FIFTH GRADE—TERTIARY B. 


ReADING—Third Reader commenced. 

Aim to overcome faults one by one. In other words; do not attempt 
too much, It is better to direct the whole attention of the class to one 
fault until it is overcome, and then to attack a second. Do not require 
pupils to study a reading lesson until it has been once read in class. 
Every page in advance should be first read by teacher and class, and 
words pronounced and meanings of words and sentences given, before the 
pupils are allowed to study it as the lesson, 7. e. to read it as a lesson, 
without the supervision of the teacher. A half page is sufficient for an 
advance lesson—a whole page is sufficient for a review. Occasionally 
call upon a pupil to face the remaining members of his class (who are to 
close books) and read a paragraph; at the close of the reading, call upon 
the class to tell what has been read. A great fault in all reading is the 
omission to sound the final letters—e. g., an' for and, han' for hand, sen' 
for send, do’ for door, flo’ for floor, mo’ for more, singin’ for singing, etc. 
Let the phonic spelling of words be especially directed to the correction 
of this fault. There are no means more effectual.

SPELLING.— Words from reading lessons, also familiar words, princi- 
pally by writing on slates. 

Spelling is a habit of the eye. The eye should be educated to the 
forms of words. From twenty to thirty words are sufficient for a lesson. 


Arrrameric.—Addition and Subtraction occasionally reviewed. 

These processes have been taught thoroughly in previous grades, and 
they are now to be reviewed, occasionally, by practical examples, as: A. 
farmer sold his cotton crop for $1,500, and bought two mules for $200, 


a wagon for $150, a horse for $200 ; how much money has he left? The 


teacher should, as often as once a week, make up such examples for 
pupils to solve instantly. Many pupils learn the processes, but are 
unfamiliar with the application ; examples similar to the above are, in 


‘consequence, very important. 


MvrrrPLICATION— Continued through multipliers of five figures, e. g.: 
First* Give examples with multipliers of two figures only, 11 to 99. 
Second: 100 to 999. Have some examples with “ciphers” (or 


` naughts) in the multiplicand. 


Third: Give examples with multipliers of four or five figures, contain- 
ing one or more naughts. Train pupils, with care, where to place the 
first figures of each partial product. (See "How to Teach," p. 89.)

TABLES OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES.—Avordupois Weight, Long,

in previous grade to be reviewed. Teach these tables objectively ; that 
is, let the pupil lift objects weighing a pound, ounce or quarter; let him 
measure off for himself, feet from inches, yards from feet, rods from 
yards, &c. Thus teach him to make the table for himself. He will 
have much more pleasure in memorizing a table that he himself has 
made, and which he understands, than if the same thing were to be done 
without his understanding the subject. 

After the tables are learned the teacher should give Van exercises 
upon them, as: How many yards in two rods?

half yard? &c.

After each talk write the substance of what has been 
said upon the blackboard for children to copy and study; as

A globe, a set of outline maps, and a blackboard for the teacher, and 
slates and pencils for pupils, are all that is needed to accomplish in 
geography the circuit of the whole earth.

GENERAL Remarxs.—Thus far the pupil has been taught without 
his owning any books, except a reading book, and with no other property 
except slate and pencil. He has not used an arithmetic nor a geogra- 
phy. His slate and outline maps, and the globe in the hands of a good 
teacher, have been amply sufficient for all that has thus far been taught. 
I repeat this to emphasize it. It has not occurred to many teachers that 
anything can bei learned without text books. To such I would say, 
make the experiment; give this new method a thorough trial. Provide 
yourself with such things as are necessary—as slates and pencils to loan 
to pupils too poor to purchase—and blackboards 100 square feet or more, 


and maps and a globe. With these, and thorough work, you are almost. 
certain of success. 
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SIXTH GRADE—TERTIARY A. 


-Reapine.—Third Reader, (last half.) 1. If the pupil hesitates-over 
or miscalls familiar words, it is a sign of misteaching in the lower grades. 
Had he been thoroughly taught there, he would now be familiar with all 
common words. What is to be done? Either of two alternatives may 


be elected. The pupil may be remanded to a lower class, or the ` 


teacher may spend much time and toil in making good the poor work of 
the grade below. Where the number of pupils is small, it is better that 
they go over the work of the fifth grade again.

rection. 2. When the first named fault is corrected, the teacher should 
devote his attention to a second difficulty, viz: New words, whose mean- 
ing is unknown to the pupils. These should be explained and properly 
pronounced, and used in sentences. Never allow pupils to pass over 
words whose meaning they do not comprehend. 3. Carefully correct 
faulty enunciations. Words should be spelled by sound at nearly every 
lesson, and for the sole purpose of securing distinctness in enunciation. 
Be especially careful that final syllables be distinctly pronounced. 4. 


Labor faithfully to correct all harsh, drawling, sing-song or otherwise 


unnatural tones. 5. Pupils may understand words, but not comprehend 


the lesson. To correct this defect, question them about the lesson, en- 
deavoring to draw out their ideas. 6. Begin to require pupils to throw 


.some feeling or emotion into the selection. In other words, require pupil 


to read rhetorically as well as naturally. This, however, may be omitted, 
as less important than any of the hints given above. 


SrELuING.—If pupils have spellers containing common words, they 
may be used ; if not, continue to use the reader or to make up lists of 
common words for pupils to spell. Show pupils how a final e disappears 
when a suffix ending in ing is added; as come, coming; love, loving, etc. 
Get pupils to bring in lists of words which thus lose the final e. 


DeFINITIONS.—Continue the practice of requiring pupils to use new 
words, in sentences. 


AriraMetic.—Through the “Fundamental Rules” and “Federal 
Money.” 

The object in this grade is to make a thorough review of the whole 
subject, and to thoroughly prepare the class for the subject of fractions. 


- Much wisdom is needed to know what to do and how to do it. Pupils 


will be impatient of restraint and want to advance. The teacher, how- 
ever, must firmly insist on a wise and wide review. Let us take up each 
subjectin turn. Numeration and Notation—Practice reading and writing 
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numbers to twelve places. Most of the practice should be in and below 
millions. This practice may be mixed with practice in the other rules, 
and the pupil's objections to this elementary exercise, in a measure, 
removed. For example, the numbers 1,001,001 and 1,001,100 may be 
written on the board, and the pupil required to write for his next lesson 
all intermediate numbers in their order. The next lesson may be to 
write from 1,001,101 to 1,001,200, inclusive. Require these examples to 
be presented in a neat form; all the numbers in vertical columns. Roman ` 
Numbers may be written at the same time, as from I to L; from L to C; 
from C to CL; from CL to CC, ete. Addition and Subtraction—Accu- 
racy and, afterwards, speed are what is desired. All counting of figures, 
or by marks, to be done away with. Correct the habit of saying 8 and 
2 are 10; 10 and 5 are 15; 15 and 7 are 22, etc.; and instead teach to 
say promptly 8, 10, 15, 22. Multiplication and Division—Notice if any 
pupil requiring to multiply 8 by 9 begins 9 times 1 are 9; 9 times 2 are . 
18, and so on, till he reaches 9 times 8. If this is the case, devote your 
whole attention to drill on the multiplication table until it is perfectly 
familiar. Be ingenious; vary your exercises. The following has been 
found of service. Place on the board a diagram similar to the following, 
and require pupils to fill it up—the products (as 21) coming in the 
vacant spaces:

Again, let pupils write all the integers from 1 to 144, in order, and 
encircle in pareutheses all composite numbers. At recitation-they will 
read off the composites and tell of what composed: e. g., 1, prime; 2, 
prime; 3, prime; 4, composite—2 twos; 5 prime; 6, compositez-2 
threes or 3 twos; 7, prime; 8, composite, ete. : 

Again, cause pupils to notice that the digits in all products of 9 are 
equal to 9; e. g., 2 times 9—18, and 1 time 9=9; 3 times 9—27, and. 
2 plus 7=9; 4 plus 9=36, and 3 plus 6—9, etc. ' 

Finally, associate the multiplication and division tables in recitation 
thus: 8x 9—72; 72 contains 8 nines and 9 eights, ete. 

These and other exercises actually performed will soon conquer the 
difficulty. Simply telling the child that he must study his multiplica- 
tion table will do little good. Has he not been studying it this five’ 
years? 
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FEDERAL Money, arso Brirs.—The teacher can make out many 


‘hundreds of examples in adding, subtracting, multiplying and dividing 


sums of dollars and cents. Praetice, also, in making bills neatly. Use 
the dollar sign, and be particular in teaching the use of the separating 
point. 

But there is another portion of the work of this grade which must not 
be omitted, viz., the practical examples. Simply teaching the process is 
not all that is required. The teacher must make and the pupils must 
solve, and, when required, analyze practical problems. Do not spend too 
much time on the analysis. Itis well to have two or three examples 
analyzed daily; but the idea is not now to teach logic, but accuracy and 
speed in the solution of problems. The teacher will get much aid from 
some good Mental Arithmetic. It will be well if pupils could have 
Walton’s Tables, (cost 10 cents each,) but a text-book in the hands of 
the pupils is not necessary. But if the pupils already have a book, it 
may be used. 


TaBLEs.— Teach all the tables of “Reduction.” Put them on the 
board, after explaining them, and require the pupils to memorize. Give 
practical examples on their use. 


GEOGRAPHY.—A systematic treatment of the subject. 

Begin with the earth, its motions, its size, its continents, the principal 
natural divisions of land and water, etc. Then study thoroughly our 
own country, and afterwards the other countries of North America. All 
this may be done without text books, provided the teacher has a globe 
and outline maps; yet, if the class have books, they may be used. 


LaxGvAGE.— Besides the care which the teacher takes tu correct faulty 
expressions as they occur, he should take a half hour each week to clas- 
sify (writing them out upon the blackboard) the faulty expressions he 
has heard during the week. By thus taking time for these corrections, a 
deeper impression is made on the mind of the pupil. See classes of cor- 
rections noticed in Second Grade. 


ELEMENTARY Scrence.—Food, Clothing, Building-material, Ani- 
mals. 

One hour a week only should be taken for this exercise. It is a con- 
tinuation of “ Object Lessons,” and is to be taught in much the same 
manner. The teacher brings in some article of food, as rice; shows the 
stalk and seeds upon itas it grows; if possible, describes its culture, and 


' the process it undergoes before it is fit for the market; shows upon the 


map the countries where it grows, and describes the inhabitants. Pursue 
a method similar to this with all the above named subjects. ‘‘See How 
to Teach,” p. 126. 
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GeNErAL Remarks.—The pupils are now supposed to be fitted 


to enter the Grammar School. They have finished the Third Reader; | 


in Arithmetic, they are prepared to undertake fractions; in Geography, 
they have thoroughly mastered the general study of the world, and the 
' particular study of North America, and in other studies they are pro- 
portionately advanced. But what if all this work is not done? Perhaps 
the school year, from some cause, has been eut short, or the teacher has 
been inefficient, and so the pupils are not up to requirements. What can 
now be done? It would be unwise to answer for each particular in- 
stance, but, generally, it may be said that promotions should only be 
made when the pupils are thoroughly fitted for them. It is better that 
the pupil be kept a few months longer on the Third Keader than 
hastened unprepared to the Fourth, and this is true of all the other 
studies. 


SEVENTH GRADE—GRAMMAR B. 


Reapina—Fourth Reader, or the latter half of a Third Reader. 
Aim at naturalness and clearness of articulation. For further hints, see 
previous grades. l 


SPELLING.— Words occurring in the lessons of the pupils in other 
branches, as Arithmetic, Geography, Grammar, Reading, should be care- 
fully culled and studied by pupils, in addition to the regular spelling 
lesson. Besides continuing the lists of words which drop the final e, let 
the pupil learn how to dispose of the final y; e. g., levy, levying, levied ; 
turkey, turkeys; eddy, eddies, eddying ; rely, relying, relied, reliance, 
reliable; marry, marrying, marriage; fly, flying, flies. 


DErINITIONS—ASs in previous grades, with the addition of some of the 
easier prefixes and suffixes. 


ENGLISH Grammar.—The sentence to be analyzed, parsed, and rules 
of construction given. 

Use no text books—the blackboard and slate are sufficient ; the text 
book, at this stage, would be more of a hinderance than help. ‘Fhe 
teacher should thoroughly prepare the lesson in advance. at

(1). Point out the subjects, predicates and objects, if any, and call on 
the class to do the same. Make them write sentences from your dicta- 
tion, placing s over the subject, p and o over the predicates and objects, 
respectively. Cause them to observe that every sentence must have the 
subject and predicate, and may have the object. Do not call on them to 
define these terms. Continue to dictate sentences until you are sure that 
they have possession of the idea. To vary the monotony, give sentences 
for pupils to fill up lessons like these: * Bring me, to-morrow, five sen- 
tences, with J for a subject, and no object; five with me for an object, 
five with J for a subject, and anything for an object, and five with he for 
a subject, and any words for objects—twenty sentences in all". Require 
pupils to begin évery sentence with a capital and end it with a period. 

Second. Step.—Distinguish between the nouns and pronouns : 

Repeat such a sentence as this: “John brought John's slate to John's 
teacher, and asked John's teacher to show John how to write John's 
sentences." Require the class to correct it; teach that John is called a 
noun because it is a name; that the other words are called pronouns ; 
they are used instead of nouns. Or, teach the noun first, and the pronoun 
immediately after. Require pupils to write a sufficient number of sentences 
to prove that they understand the distinctions between the two, marking 
nonns with an n, and pronouns with a pr. After this proceed to point 


out that

stand for the same individuals respectively, and cause pupils to notice 
that one of these forms is used in the subject, and the other in the object. 
Then, without explaining the meaning of the word “ case,” teach that 
the form me is called objective because it is always used in the object and 
form. Tis called subjective (or nominative) hecause it is used in the 
subject. Lead pupils to construct, for themselves, the following rules : 
The subject must be in the nominative case, and the object must be in 
the objective case. When pupils begin to ask if nouns, also, when used 
as the object, are in the objective case, it will be time to teach case as 
applied to nouns. Until then, let the matter rest. Do not teach the 
possessive case until later, not until you reach the study of the adjective 
element; say nothing about any absolute or independent case. The 
rule is to teach only those things you are immediately to put. into practice. 

Third Step.—Teach briefly Gender, Number and Person, in pronouns ; 
these are easily understood, and will not require much explanation. 

Fourth Step.—Give the present tense of the verb to be.

rule that a verb agrees with its subject in number and person. Dwell 
on this tense long enough to secure to the class a full eomprehension of 
the rule. After this give the rest of the conjugation. 


Fifth. Step.—Have the pupils thoroughly commit to memory the whole 
of the conjugation of the verbs To Be and To Love. They will be 
obliged to use the names of the Moods, as Indicative, Subjunctive, ete. 
Do not attempt, at this stage, to explain the meaning of these words ; 
let them stand to the pupil merely as the names of the division of the 
conjugation. Harvey’s or Kerl’s Grammar is recommended for 
paradigms of conjugation. As each fense is learned, give sentences with 
verbs in that tense ; require the pupils to tell the Mood, Tense, Number 
and Person of the Verb. Pupils may learn different forms of the same 
tense, as I love, I am loving, I do love,—but the first form should be 
first committed. 1 


Sixth Step.—Analysis and Parsing, with a view to the corrections of 
violations of the rules already learned. Teach, also, when the class will 
bear it, this rule, that when two (or more) subjects in the singular are 
connected by AND, the verb must be plural; as John and Charles are 
present. Also—but not.until you are sure the class are able to under- 
stand and apply it—the following rule: A verb with two (or more) sub- 
jects in the singular, connected by OR or NOR, must be singular. Remark: 
The teacher now begins to reap the results of his labors. His pupils are 
masters of the fundamental principles of the English sentence, and are 
able to make their own corrections of the commonest mistakes in its con- 
stitution. They should be encouraged to note the faulty expressions 
which they hear daily, and bring them into class for correction. The 
teacher, also, gives the class faulty expressions for correction, as well as 
correct sentences for analysis and parsing. In analysis, simply have the 
pupils tell which is the subject, which the predicate, which the object. 
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A few of the commonest errors can be found in Grade Second, but the 
teacher should very much extend the list. The teacher should be careful 
that his pupils begin each sentence with a capital and end it with a 


period. 


Seventh Step. "The Adjective and Adverbial Elements : 

(1). The article a or an and the. (2). Ordinary or simple epithets, as 
good, white, lazy, industrious, ete.; e. g., the white horse draws a heavy 
load. (3). Possessive case, as Teha father has a white horse. (4). Adv. 
Ele., simple adverbs denoting time, place and manner. [Note. — Analysis 
Bee containing these elements to be continued in each lesson, ] 

ı Eighth Step.—Irregular Verbs: The principal parts of a few verbs 
(not more than five or six) to be learned in each lesson, and then conja- 
gated, or, if time does not permit of fully conjugating, require certain 
tenses to be given by pupils. Analyze sentences containing irregula- 
verbs, which the pupil should parse, as in third step. Continue this until 


-all the irregular verbs have been learned. 


Ninth Step.—1f there remain time, after thoroughly com Dec? the last 
step, advance to the treatment of complex and compound sentences. 
Begin by expanding an adjective element, as: 

A wise man speaks wisely. 

A man of wisdom speaks wisely.” 

A man who is wise speaks wisely. 

Here wise, of wisdom, and who is wise, are adjective elements ; the first 
being the simple, the second the phrase, the third the clause. 


ARITHMETIC-—Common and Decimal Fractions; both Mental and 
Written Processes. 

The order of teaching is very fully represented in “How to Teach,” p. 147. 
To that work the teacher is referred for all special information. We 
only remark here, generally : (1). That no definitions are to be committed 
to memory—at least not until the idea has first been throughly grasped 
by the pupil ; it will then be found, generally, that a few repetitions of 
the definitions are sfficient. (2). That no principle nor process should be 
taught withont requiring the pupils to put it into immediate practice. (3). 
That the whole subject of fractions should be finally reviewed by per- 


forming fractions by both methods. 


GrocrapHy—Of the United States in detail. 

Use outline maps if possible. The teacher who values his success in 
this study should own, and use every day, a good series of outline maps. 
(Camp’s is recommended. The Superintendent of Education, at Colum- 
bia, will furnish information as to the lowest price at which they can be 
furnished.) It is of great importance, too, that the teacher procure a 
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County map of our State, for the pupil should begin with this. It is of 
more importance that he know the geography of his own State than that 
. ofany other. Classify the Counties as “Up,” “Seaboard” and “ Middle." 
Pupils also to name and locate rivers, islands, battle-fields, cities and vil- 
lages and the like. From our own State pass to Georgia or North Caro- - 
lina, but these States are not to be studied so minutely as ours. From, 
these States to others, until the whole has been mastered. Outline maps 
should hang on the North wall, if possible. 
With the outline maps and a key, no text book in this branch will be 


necessary. 


BookkgEPING.—Such a knowledge of debit and credit accounts as 
will enable a pupil to keep an account of his simple cash affairs is quite 
important. 


ELEMENTARY ScrENCE.— Botany— Trees, leaves, fruits, flowers, are 
before our eyes daily. Shall we teach a child the geography of Australia 
or Asia—lands he has never seen, and will never see—and neglect these 
objects, which he sees daily, many of which are necessary to his elementary 
wants, as food, shelter, clothing? There is no season of the year in 
which we cannot find green leaves, bark, bnds and seeds to study. 
Mineralogy—There are rocks and stones within easy reach of most sec- 
tions of our State. Is the pupil to know nothing of these? It isa 
delightful study; pupils grow wild with enthusiasm over their collections 
of specimens where it is wisely (objectively) taught. The teacher should 
begin with the mineral in most abundance near him. Granite or gneiss 
will be the best starting point for most sections of the State. Where 
there are no outcroppings of rock, it is well to begin with specimens of 
quartz. The Superintendent of Education will furnish further informa- 
tion, or will forward specimens of a few of the simpler minerals on receipt 
of money to prepay postage. 


WRITING AND DRAWING—Continued. 
EIGHTH GRADE—GRAMMAR A. 2 
LANGUAGE. 


Reapinc—Of the grade of a Fourth Reader, with attention to the 
elocutionary principles, rules and exercises required to teach expression. 
The lessons now should take a higher aim. It is not sufficient to drill 
the class in enunication and modulation, but the attempt is to be made 
to teach expression. ‘The rhetorical exercises in the introduction to the 
reader should be thoroughly praeticed. 


> 
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SPELLING.—From the reading lessons, from common objects and 
actions, and the commonest words in daily use. Teach also the class 
of words which double the final consonant; as rap, rapping, rapped y 
wrap, wrapping, wrapped, wrapper, unwrapping, unwrapped; admit, 
admittance, admission, de, Pupils to make rules (1) for dropping the 
final e, (see Grade Sixth,) (2) for doubling the final consonant, as 


. above, and (3) for disposing of the final y, (see Grade Seventh,) after 


they have had practice under such rule. Cull all misspelled words from 
the compositions of the pupils, and write them correctly on blackboard 
for pupils to copy. 


Derinirions.—Continue exercises for the meaning of words found in 
reading lesson, or taught in object lessons. See the preceding grades, 
Continue prefixes and suffixes. 


ENGLISH GRAMMAR.—Analysis and parsing continued. 


Compositions—Oral composition, or short slate compositions, written 
in school and under the direction of the teacher. Do not give any but 
the simplest objects for pupils to speak about or write about. Let all 
the compositions be written without previous study or thought. After 

'much practice in this manner subjects may be given to write on, at 


home. 


AniTHMETIC—Through Denominate Numbers and Fractions to Per- 
centage—A thorough knowledge of the subject. After pupils have 
been over the whole matter without the book they may review, using the 
book. See “ How to Teach," p. 180. 


GEocRAPHY—Of South America and Europe. After pupils have 
thoroughly studied the countries from outline maps they may study any 
good descriptive text. 


History—Of United States to the Revolutionary War, Teach only 
a few dates. Make pupils locate every place mentioned by pointing to 
it on the outline or other map. They should recite the lesson, standing 
at the map, pointer in hand. How is the teacher to teach the class 
without books? Let the teacher thoroughly prepare himself, by study, 
of any good text, (as Barnes's Brief History) and then tell the pupils the 
story. Suppose the subject to be Columbus. The teacher begins by 
requiring pupils to look at map of the United States; makes them 
understand that then (1492) there were no cities, no civilization here, 
nothing but the wilderness and savages. Tells what Columbus was look- 
ing for—a new route to the East Indies—(deseribes his disappointments, 
trials and success, and ends by writing on the board a brief resume (which 
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the pupils are to copy and learn to recite) as: 1492, Columbus discov- 
ered the New World; native of Genoa; sent by Ferdinand and Isabella ; 
Guanahani, Cat Island, San Salvador; four voyages; buried at Havana. 

Atthe next lesson the pupil tells what he has remembered of Colum- 
bus, and the teacher passes on to give an account of some other noted 
discoverer, ending by writing a resume on the blackboard as before. 
More can be done by a skilful teacher without a text book, in this study, | 
than with it. With the book the pupils do little but to memorize the 
text—a positive injury to the child—while, by this method, he only 
memorizes the briefest resume of the long talks and explanation of the 
teacher. 


ELEMENTARY ScrEeNcE.—Botany, Mineralogy, Physiology and 
Hygiene reviewed. See previous grades and " How to Teach." 


WRITING AND Drawinc—Continued. 


RemarK.—The great majority of our schools are of grades below the 
grammar school—grades which bave been quite fully explained. It is 
scarcely necessary, therefore, at this time, to carry the explanation any 
higher.

To the Honorable W. B. Nasu, President Board of Regents: — 

Srg— Your Committee, to whom was assigned the duty of examining 
the annual report of the Superiutendent, beg leave to state that they 
have performed that duty. Having carefully compared its statistical ta- 
bles and financial exhibits with the books and vouchers, they find them 
correct, without exception. 

These exhibits are thorough and complete, and cannot fail to convince 
even the most prejudiced mind of the strict integrity and careful econ- 
omy with which the finances of the institution are managed. 

The report is full of useful information and invaluable suggestions, 
which demand the serious consideration of your Board and the State 
authorities, if the State means to maintain a proper asylum for the care 

and treatment of its insane. 

.. One serious drawback to the operations of the institution is the great 
want of room. The female department is constantly over-crowded, and 
numerous applications for admission have to be rejected. To remedy 
this it is suggested in the report that an annual levy of $50,000 be ap- 
plied to the completing of the new asylum, and your Committee heartily 
endorse the suggestion. Surely some plan ought to be adopted whereby 
its accommodations may be made adequate to the demands upon its bene- 
factions by our helpless and afflicted fellow-creatures. 

The estimate for the support of the asylum for the next fiscal year is 
$75,000, which your Committee believes to be absolutely necessary for its 
proper maintenance. Several important improvements and repairs are 
required, which, if done now, will cost hundreds of dollars less than they 
would if put off, while they will add very much to the comfort of the 
inmates. 

We would most respectfully draw your attention to the fact of our 
having to wait so long for payment of the money appropriated fur each 
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fiscal year. It is impossible that any institution can be carried on from 
year to year without cash to meet its responsibilities, and we strongly 
recommend that the proper steps be taken to-have some provision made 


that will obviate the necessity of running the institution on eredit for so 
long a period. 

The old indebtedness of the Asylum, to which special attention is called, 
continues to be a serious embarrassment. It is earnestly urged that pro- 
vision be made to discharge these liabilities. 

But the report embodies such full and accurate information upon all 
these subjects as to supersede the necessity of any detailed statements by 
your Committee of the matters therein contained. 

Your Committee have again the pleasure of commending your Super- 
intendept for the able and satisfactory manner in which he has discharged 
invariably the numerous and responsible duties devolving upon him, not 
only in respect of the medical department, but also as regards the finances, 
and the control of its several departments under their respective heads. 

It is gratifying to be able to report that the subordinate officers and 
attendants continue to discharge their duties with commendable energy 
and ability, and that all have harmoniously worked together for the 
furtherance of one common object—the relief of afflicted and suffering 
bumanity. 

Believing that the Superintendent’s report faithfully exhibits the 
operations, condition, and needs of the institution, and that it therefore 
merits the careful consideration of the Executive and the Legislative 
authorities,

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF TRE ASYLUM. 


To the Honorable the Board of Regents 
of the South Carolina Lunatic Asylum : 
GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to submit for your examination and 
consideration the Fifty third Annual Report of the South Carolina Lunatic 
Asylum, with statistical tables and financial exhibits, shewing the number 
of admissions, discharges, recoveries and deaths, together with the expenses, 
receipts and disbursements for the fiscal year ending 31st October, 1875. 
By reference to statistical table No. 1 it will be seen that the whole 
“number of admissions since the opening of the institution, in the year 
- 1828, is two thcusand six hundred and fifty-two; the total number of 
recoveries is nine hundred and six; and the total number of deaths, seven 
hundred and sixty. p 


MOVEMENT OF THE POPULATION. 


Table No. 2 shews that we began this year with three hundred and 
eleven; that we have admitted during the year one hundred and thirty- 
six; that the total number present during the year is four hundred and 
forty-seven; that we have discharged forty recovered, thirty-two im- 
proved, twenty-three stationery, and that fifty-two have died ; that the 
daily average present during the year is three hundred and four; that 
the whole number present was four hundred and forty-seven; that the 
largest number present at any one time during the year was three 
hundred and twenty-four; and that the number remaining in the insti- 
tution at the date of the report is three hundred, of which one hundred 
and forty-two are males, and one hundred and fifty-eight are females. 
-Of those recovered the average residence in the Asvlum was seven 
months. Of those who died five had been insane less than one year, 

nine had been insane over one and less than two years, nine had been 
insane over two and less than five years, fifteen had been insane over five 
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and less than ten years, five had been insane over ten and less than 
fifteen years, three had been insane over fifteen and less than twenty 
years, three had been insane over twenty and less than thirty years, two 
had been insane over thirty and less than forty years, and one over forty 
and less than fifty years. 


ALL CHRONIC CASES OUGHT NOT TO BE SENT TO THE ASYLUM. 


More than half of the whole number admitted during this year were 
chronic and hopeless cases, mostly in a feeble state of health. This I 
regard as an imposition upon the Asylum and upon those patients 
whose cases are recent and afford hope of successful treatment, at least 
so long as the capacity of the institution is not sufficient for the admis- 
sion of all who are afflicted with mental disease, or mental insufficiency, 
of whatever form or grade. 

Ithink that idiots, epileptics, imbeciles, cases of chronie dementia, 
and, (where the patient is not violent or dangerous, ) of all forms of 
chronic insanity, should not be sent to the Asylum to the exclusion of 
acute, recent and violent cases, and I think the law ought to provide 
against it. The institution is now crowded with chronic and hopelessly 
ineurable cases; but what to do with them is a problem I will not 
attempt to solve. `

CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The causes of death, as will be seen by referring to table No. 15, are as 
follow: Apoplexy, of which 3 have died ; cardiac rheumatism, 1; cerebral 
hemorrhage, 1; chronic diarrhea, 7 ; cholera, 2; congestion of lungs, 1 7 
dropsy, 1; epilepsy, 5; paralysis, 5; heart disease, 5; hydrothorax, 1; ma- 
lignant intermittent fever, 1; marasmus, 1 ; old age, 3; pneumonia, 2; and 
pulmonary consumption, 13. Nearly all the deaths were cases of long 
standing, many of them being in a hopeless condition when they entered 
the institution. Several were so old and feeble, exhausted by age and 
disease, that they lived but a few days after reaching the Asylum. Oth- 
ers had been inmates of the institution from five years all the way along 
up to forty years. There is still in the institution a very large number 
of old and enfeebled cases that must pass from the stage of life within 
the next year or two. 


TYPHOID FEVER IN THE ASYLUM NOT FATAL. 


Owing to the overcrowded condition of the institution, typhoid fever 
made its appearance among our patients about the first of July, and 
continued in the institution up to the end of September; but, though the 


ase attacked quite a large number, it did not result fatally in any 
ease. It was confined almost exclusively to the male department, where 
| the overcrowding was the greatest. As soon as we were able to occupy 
the new wing, and thereby relieve the crowded condition of the wards, 
the disease began to abate—there were no uew cases—those who were ill 
convalesced favorably, and soon it entirely disappeared. 


NEW WING TO THE MALE DEPARTMENT NOW OCCUPIED. 


As intimated above, the new wing to the male department, which has 
been in process of construction since 1870, has at last been completed, or, 
. at least, near enough to admit of its being occupied, and about the first of 
. September we moved into it. This is a well built, substantial structure, 
with a capacity of eighty beds, making the capacity of the male depart- 
ment now two hundred beds. The completion of this wing does not, however, 
afford any increase in the accommodations for female patients, nor does it in 
the least enable us to unburden the overcrowded wards of the female 
department. e 


WANT OF ROOM A GREAT EVIL. 


The constantly overcroweded condition of the institution, and the almost 
daily demands for the admission of patients, makes it necessary once more 
for me to bring the great need of increasing the capacity of the Asylum 
. to your notice. Not, however, with the hope that anything will be done 

in the matter, but because I propose to keep myself on record upon the 

subject, so that it may not be said I did not perform my duty in bringing it 

‘to the attention of the proper authorities. There are accommodations in the 

female department for one hundred and twenty patients, but there are 

seldom less than one hundred and sixty present, being forty more than 

the proper capacity of the building. This excess compels us to crowd our 

patients together like sheep on the floors, in the corridors, and in rooms 
that are only large enough for one, or two at most. This is not only pro- 

ductive of great inconvenience, but is exceedingly detrimental to health, 
- and, where the patients are violent, it is decidedly dangerous. To use the 
language of the Association of Medica! Superintendents: ^ It is an evil of 
` great magnitude, productive of extraordinary dangers, subversive of good 
- order, perfect discipline and the greatest usefulness of these institutions, 
and of the best interests of the insane.” — 


4 APPLICATIONS FOR ADMISSION HAVE TO BE REJECTED. 


But there is another and still graver feature about this matter of want 
of room. The institution is not only net large enough to afford proper 
accommodation for those already here, but, owing to ite narrow limits, 
r P

we are compelled to reject numerous applications for admission. From 

almost every County in the State there comes application after applica 

tion. Sometimes the patients are even brought to our doors in manacles, 

but, for want of room to accommodate them, we are obliged to turn them 

away, and they are taken ‘back to the jails and poor houses, or turned 
adrift upon the publie. 


EARLY TREATMENT CANNOT BE OBTAINED FOR INSANE. 


Another melancholy result of this want of room is, that hundréds of 
óur insane are daprived of the advantages of early treatment. For in- 
stance: A lady becomes insane, and application is made for her admis- 
sion to the Asylum, but, for want of room, she cannot be received. Con- 
sequently she is kept under restraint at home; or, if of the lower classes 
of society, and very troublesome, she is sent to the poor house, and if 
violent, she is lodged in jail. Here she remains, waiting till such time 
as she can be received into the Asylum, until her malady becomes 
chronic and hopelessly incurable. Finally she is taken to the Asylum, 
broken and shattered in mind and body—a human. wreck, without sufh- 
cient sound material to admit of repairs—and she takes up her abode 
there for life. Whereas, if she could have been admitted into the hos- 
pital when she was first attacked, the probabilities are, as seventy-five 
to a hundred, that she would have been cured in less than six months, 
and restored to alife of usefulness. Of the 136 patients admitted this 
year, 80 were chronic cases, and of the 40 recoveries, 32 were acute 
cases. 

But argument is a useless and idle waste of words. Every man knows 
the importance of early treatment in all forms of disease, and every 
man, who bas given the subject any attention, knows that the South 
Carolina Lunatie Asylum is only about balf as large às is necessary for 
the insane of the State. The only question worth discussing is, whether 
or not the State can afford to provide the proper buildings for the care 
and treatment of these afflicted people. This, however, I must leave for 
the consideration of our statesmen. verd 


NO PROSPECT OF ADMIPTING ANY MORE FEMALE PATIENTS FOR NEXT 
TWELVE MONTHS. 


The prospect now is that we will not be able to admit another patient 
into the female department for the next twelve months, unless a large 
number of those now present should be removed by death ; for there are 
but three in the house who can possibly” recover, and even these are 
doubtful, all the rest being chronic and hopeless cases, You may say 
“send these to the poor houses “and make room for recent and violent 
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cases.” This plan we have tried for the past four years, and find it 
impracticable, for the reason that the poor houses, like the Alum, are 


always full. Besides, none of them have any accommodations for taking 


care of insane persons, and some Counties have no poor houses at all.: 
Moreover, the poor houses of South Carolina, as a general thing, are un- 
worthy of the name. Take that of Richland County, right here at the 
State Capital, for a sample, and what is it? A few dilapidated log 
cabins in an old field, that no respectable farmer would shelter his stock 
in. I do not ask the State to spend a dollar for the care of its insane., 
I only wish to report the facts touching this subject because I believe it 
to be my duty to do so. Ihave brought the subject before the proper 
authorities, in my annual reports, every year since my connection with 
this institution, in the clearest and most forcible language at my com- 
mand, but the only fruits of my labors so far is an addition to the male 
department. 


ANNUAL SUM FOR COMPLETING THE NEW ASYLUM VERY DESIRABLE. 


Now if the State will spend $50,000 annually for the completing of 
the new Asylum, she will soon have an institution of which she could 
justly be proud—one that would be an honor to the commonwealth, a . 
monument to the philanthropy of our rulers, and that would afford an. 
asylum for all our insane for many years to come.

MINOR WANTS—REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS, 


I shall pursue this topic no further, but will proceed to notice a few 
of the minor wants of the institution, the granting of which may possi- 
bly come within the range of the ability of the State, and the magna- 
nimity of our legislators. 


Dining Room for Colored Male Patients Required. 


First. We need a dining room for the colored male patients. The new 
addition recently completed, and into which the colored males have been 
moved, has no apartment in it suitable fora dining room, and we still 
have to carry the meals one hundred and fifty yards in the open air in all 
sorts of weather. This is an inconvenience and a hardship that surely 
ought to be remedied. This can be done by building an addition—say 
forty or fifty feet long—to the east end ef the kitchen, which can be done 
at a cost of about $500. 


Water Supply to Male Department Wholly Inadequate. 


Second. The water supply to the Male Department is utterly inade- 
quate. The inconveniences arising from this source are numerous and 
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extremely annoying. I have brought this matter to your attention 
several tifhes in my monthly report, and a Committee was appointed to 


attend to it. The City Council was petitioned to extend the street pipe: 


to a point in Lumber street, opposite the male department. The 
petition was granted aud the Mayor instructed to have the work done, 
but here all action ended. To supply this want will require about four 
hundred feet of three inch iron pipe, laid down from the present terminus 
of the pipe, in rear of the female department, to a convenient point on 
the premises of the male department. 


Fences to Male Department Want Renewal. 


Third. The fences that enclose the airing court of the male depart-. 


ment are in such a decayed condition as to demand their renewal. This, 
I think, cannot be done for a less sam than $500. 


No Insurance on any Building of the Institution. 


Fourth. I respectfully call your attention to the propriety of having 
the Asylum buildings protected by insurance against loss by fire. It 
_appears to me to be unwise, to say the least of it, to allow such valua- 
ble property to go unprotected. These buildings, if destroyed, could not 
be replaced for a less sum than $300,000, to say nothing of the furniture 
and appurtenances, and, if they should take fire, their destruction would 
be certain, for the supply of water here is hardly sufficient to extinguish 
a burning tar barrel. I think this matter worthy of your serious consid- 
eration.

Bathing rooms should be fitted up in the new wing of the male 
department, and gas fixtures should be put in.

It leaks so^badly that the walls are becoming seriously damaged. 


APPROPRIATION FOR NEXT YEAR, 1875-76. 


In addition to the cost of these repairs and improvements, we want 
$75,000 for the support of the institution for the next fiscal year. I 
make this statement upon the hasis of a daily average present of 300 
indigent insane inmates, at a cost of $250 per capita, which no fair 


minded man who has given the subject any thought will deny, is little 


enough for the support of an institution like this. It is true that it has 


> 
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Low us. 


not cost us that amount this year, and it is gratifying to report that our 


- financial condition, though not what we would have it, is much more 


satisfactory than it has been at any time for several years past. Our 
expenses this year have been about $10,000 less than last year, and we 
have reduced our old debt from $56,279.05 to $34,720.97. 


RIGID ECONOMY EXERCISED IN ALL DEPARTMENTS. 


But this has been done only by the closest management and the most 
rigid economy in all things. The services of an Assistant Physician and 


of a Steward were Reger with, and the duties of these two officers 


devolved upon the Superintendent, who has performed them, as well as 
all the duties properly pertaining to his own office The number of 
employees has been diminished and the rate of wages reduced. Supplies 
have been purchased at the lowest possible prices, and the Matron and 
her assistants have exercised unceasingly the most careful economy in 
the distribution of every class of goods. We have dispensed with the 
use of gas, which cost on an average about $100 per month, and have 
fesorted to kerosene, which costs about $8 per month. No improvements 
or repairs have been made. In fact, we conld not have lived more 
economically if there had been a famine in the land. 

This year there are several important improvements and repairs that 
must be made. They cannot be postponed without great émbarrassment 
in the management of the institution, and damage to the premises, be- 
sides greatly increasiug the cost of the work. It is evident that the 
wear and tear of an establishment of the character and magnitude of this 
must be considerable. It will cost, at the lowest estimate, $2,000 per an- 
num to keep the buildings and premises in repair. 


LONG DELAY BEFORE RECEIVING THE YEARLY APPROPRIATION'A SERIOUS 
DIFFICULTY IN THE WAY OF ECONOMICAL MANAGEMENT. 


Another subject to which I wish to direct your attention is a hardship 


to which the Asylum, in common with all other State institutions, has 


to bear, and which ought to be remedied. I allude to the long delay in 
passing the general appropriation Bill, which is about the last business 
the Legislature transacts before adjournment, thus compelling these in- 
stitutions to wait from four to five months for money. Last year we did 
notget any money till the end of March—five months after the beginning 
of the fiseal year—during which time we were compelled to conduct the 


‘institution solely on credit; and that, too, when there was plenty of 


money in the State Treasury. This is not only exceedingly inconvenient 
and embarrassing, (for I assure you it is no easy matter to carry on an 
institution like this for several months without money,) but it is very short- 
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sighted economy. Now, this would all be avoided if the Legislature 
would, as soon as it convenes, make some provision whereby the State ` 
Treasurer could pay a portion of the annual appropriation as soon as the 
taxes are paid. Last year we had no money from July till the end of 
March. This year nearly one-third of our appropriation is still unpaid. 
For the last three months the institution has been run solely on credit ; 
for what little money we have collected during that time was due prior 
to the 1st of August. So that if we get no money on next year’s appro- 
priation till the end of March next, as was the case this year, the institu-. 
tion will be just eight months, or two-thirds of a year, without money. 
This certainly should not be so, and the remedy is plain and easy. 


SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATION DESIRAELE. 


First, no more money should be appropriated than can be realized 
from the tax levy ; and, second, a supplementary appropriation Bill should 
be passed as soon as the Legislature meets. 


FINANCES. 
Liabilities. 

The outstanding liabilities of the Asylum at the beginning of this 
year amounted to $57,641.85. Our expenses for this year amount to 
$61,657.24. Add these sums together and we have the grand total of 
liabilities, $119,299.09, of which amount $70,285 has been paid, leaving 
a balance due for supplies, and salaries and wages, of $49,014.09, as will 
be seen on reference to Exhibit 6. Deducting from this sum $14,500, the 


amount of Comptroller's warrants now in my possession, we have $34,- 
514.09 as the net indebtedness for supplies, and salaries and wages. 


Assets. 


The receipts for this year, as per Exhibit 7, amount to $70,583.32. 
From this sum deduct $205.20 due Superintendent on account of over- 
payment last year, and there remains $70,078.12 to meet this year’s dis- 
bursements, which, as already shown, are $70,285, leaving a balance in 
favor of the Superintendent of $206.88. The books and vouchers for 
the verification of these statements are herewith submitted to your ex- 
amination. i 


OLD INDEBTEDNESS OUGHT TO BE SETTLED. 


Once more I take the liberty of calling your attention to our old in- 
debtedness. I make no apology for urging that every honorable effort 
be made to secure the liquidation of this debt. The justness of the claims 
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that constitute it, and the peculiar circumstances under which these were 
created, appeal alike to our gratitude and our honor. I cannot bring 
this matter more forcibly before you than by adopting the language of 
- the claimants themselves, as used in their petition to the Legislature at 
its last sitting, praying that these claims be paid. I therefore insert their 
petition as follows: 


Lo the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of South Carolina, now sitting in Geneaal Assembly : 


We, the undersigned, your petitioners, citizens of the said State, re- 
spectfully shew to your honorable bodies that we are engaged in business 
in the city of Columbia; that the State Lunatic Asylum is now, and has 
been for several years, indebted in large sums of money to us, your peti- 
tioners; that the amount due to each is hereinafter set opposite to his 
name, making the total indebtedness thirty-six thousand seven hundred 
and eighty:seven 455, dollars; that these debts due by the Asylum are 
for sums of money, provisions, bedding, clothing and supplies, advanced 
and furnished by us, respectively, at a time when the Asylum was un- 
able by its own resources to maintain its inmates, and appealed to us and 
the community for credit and for assistance. 

We, your petitioners, beg leave to call the attention of your honora- 
ble bodies to the report of the Board of Regents of the said institution 
for each of the years 1873 and 1874, and the communication from the 
Superintendent, bearing date 2d of February, 1874, which will corrobo- 
rate the facts as herein stated. These debts were incurred at such a 
time and in such a manner as to give them a peculiar claim for recogni- 
tion and satisfaction. We did not seek to procure these obligations 
against the State; in fact, being mostly business men of small means, the 
credit extended by us has greatly damaged us, as we then foresaw would 
most probably be the case; and it was not so much with us a question of 
profit as of humanity. The Treasury was empty. The State could not 
support an institution which had for the better part of a century excited 
admiration for its charity as well as its efficiency. We were all suffering 
from the same depression of business which had crippled and disabled 
the officer of the Asylum; but we were, on the one hand, assured that 
the State would certainly pay these debts, and, on the other hand, were 
appealed to not to suffer the noble institution to perish, and thus permit 
its helpless and suffering inmates to be cast upon the world. We re. 
sponded by supplying food and money, which we bought or borrowed at 
' our own personal risk, and we did so relying solely and entirely upon the 
honor of the State, feeling assured that the General Assembly would not 
- allow us to suffer for having aided the State in the time of utmost need. 
| We, your petitioners, further shew, in corroboration of our statements, 
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that the accounts upon which our claims rest have been submitted to 
the Board of Regents, including several of the highest. officials of the 
State Government, and bear their endorsement and approval. 

We, your petitioners, would, in conclusion, respectfully urge upon 
your honorable bodies that these claims are of a peculiar nature, and 
accrued under such circumstances that the failure to have them allowed 
and paid will not only be a great loss, but a great hardship to all of 
your petitioners, and ruin to many. 

We, therefore, your petitioners, most earnestly pray that your honorable 
bodies will give that consideration to our claims to which we feel assured 
that you will recognize they are entitled ; and we further most earnestly 
and respectfully pray that your honorable bodies will, at the present 
session, make such special provisions as in your wisdom may seem best 
by which our claims may be paid, and we, your petitioners, relieved 
from the embarrassments under which we now labor; and herein your 
petitioners will ever pray, &e. :”

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No one knows better the justuess of the debt, or the trying circum- 
stances that compelled its creation, than does our worthy chief magis- 
trate, His Excellency Governor Chamberlain, for he was not only a 
member of the Board of Regents when it was created, but he was Chair- 
man of the Auditing Committee, before whom the bills came for exami- 
nation and approval, and the major part of the bills are endorsed by 
him as “audited and ordered paid." I need not say that I confidently 
look to him now to aid us in relieving the institution of this grevious 
burden and doing justice to those merchants who came to the succor of 
the institution, when, but for them, its doors would have been closed and 
its helpless inmates cast upon the public. If no better plan can be found 
to liquidate this debt, let bills receivable for next year’s taxes be issued. 
The debt is due entirely to merchants and bankers in Columbia, all of 
whom have heavy taxes to pay, and I feel confident they would cheer. 
fully accept this plan. At any rate let justice be done. 1 confess that I 
feel a profound personal interest in the payment of this debt, for the rea- 
son that it was created under my administration, and because it was 
mainly through the faith the merchants had in me that they were in- 
duced to extend to the institution the credit which at the time it 80 
sorely needed. It is true that if we had done nothing in the way of im- 
provements, refurnishing and repairing, this debt would not have been 
created ; but we found the institution little better than an old Spanish 
prison, and I submit that we have made it very nearly equal, in point of 
comfort and conveniences, to any institution in the land. I appeal to 
the gratitude as well as to the honor of the State to do justice to those 
who stood by the institution in the trying ordeal thtough which it has 
passed during the last five years. It would be the grossest ingratitude, 
and the cruelest and basest injustice, not to pay these claims, and I hope 
the Legislature will not adjourn, when it meets again, till it has made 
some provision to meet these liabilities. 


CONCLUSION. 
Governor's Official Inspection. 

His Excelleney Governor Chamberlain visited the Asylum during the 
summer, and made a very thorough inspection of its general condition, 
domestic management, books and accounts, &c., and expressed himself 
highly pleased with all things. It is very gratifying to receive the ap- 
probation of such high authority, especially at this time, when suspicion, 


jealousy and malice combine to putrify the very air we breathe, and 
clothe the public service in robe of dishonor. 


Thanks to Dr. A. N. Talley. 
It is proper I should mention that Dr. A. N. Talley has been very 
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kind to us. Since the early part of summer he has visited the institution 
almost daily, and given your Superintendent much valuable assistance, 
for which I take this occasion to return him my most sincere thanks. 


Thanks for Donations of Books, Papers, &e. 


Our thanks are due to Mrs. F. W. Wing, Mrs. J. M. Smith, Mrs. D. 
H. Chamberlain, Mrs. A. J. Willard, Mrs. Heath, and the Rev. Mr.

The employees have, with few exceptions performed their duties in a 
highly satisfactory manner. I believe we have as competent and worthy 
a corps of attendant and other employees as can be found in any Asylum 
in the land. 

Miss Kemp, the Matron of the female department, and Mr. Craw- 
ford, the factotum of the male depattment, continue to discharge the 
duties of their respective positions with marked ability and fidelity. 
They deserve special credit for the unselfish interest they take in the 
welfare of the institution. To them are we chiefly indebted for its 
domestic economy. 


Probable resignation of the Superintendent, and Reasons Assigned. 


It is my duty to inform you that it is not improbable that I shall sever 
my connection with the institution before the end of another year. The 
hardships and drawbacks attending its successful management are so 
onerous that I do not care to endure them any longer. I make no com- 
plaint of the duties that properly belong to the office of Superintendent. 
They are pleasant. They harmonize with my nature, my disposition, my 
taste and my education. But the burden I do complain of—the burden 
that is distasteful to me, and which I propose to endure no longer—is that 
of providing the ways and means for the support of the institution nine 
months out of every twelve, which I have had to do ever since I have 
been connected with it. The appropriations have been ample for the 
support of the Asylum, had they been promptly paid, but such has not 
been the case. 


Every year a very large part of the money due the institution has had 
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to stand over till January of the next year. During the fiscal year of 
1870-71 the institution received no money from the State Treasurer after 
July, the balance of the appropriation not being paid till the end of 
February, 1872. Scarcely any of the appropriation for 1872 was paid 
till the middle of January, 1873, there being due of this appropriation 
on the 31st of October, $67,170.24. . The appropriation for 1873, after a 
deduetion of $8,182.16, made by the State Treasurer on account of an 
over-payment on the appropriation of 1871, netted the Asylum but 
$51,788.56, of which $22,915.70 was not paid till the middle of January, 
1874. That year we received no money from the State Treasurer, after 
the 3d of June, till the following January. A large amount of last year's 
appropriation was not paid till January of the present year. $18,000, or 
nearly one-third of this year's appropriation, is still unpaid, and will have 
to be carried over till another tax levy shall have been collected, which 
will not be before the middle of next winter. No part of any appropria- 
tion for any year has ever been collected before the 1st of March. Prac- 
tically, therefore, the institution has been without money nine out of the 
twelve months every year for the last five years. The difficulties and 
embarrassments attending the maintenance of a large establishment like 
this, without the necessary means to defray its expenses for three-fourths 
of every year, are incaleulable. I? the institution is kept open at all it 
must be done on credit, and credit 1s an expensive article, and often hard 
to procure at auy price. After exhausting the credit of the institution, 
I have been obliged to use my own means and credit, and the credit of 
my friends, for its maintenance, or close its doors. Every year I have 
been compelled to beg and borrow, and submit to all sorts of impositions 
and humiliations, to give my personal obligations and those of my friends, 
in order to keep the institution open. Even within the past two months 
of this year of reformation and good government I have been obliged to 
give my private notes in order to obtain the necessary subsistence and 
clothing for our inmates. I have been forced to do the same every year 
since I have been Superintendent, and it frequently happens that I am 
unable, for obvious reasons, to meet these obligations at maturity, which, 
while it interferes with my personal matters, is a serious injury to my 
credit. I do not ask any one to take my word for these statements. The 
records of this office, and those of the various banks and mercantile 
houses in this city, will verify them. 

Moreover, the State authorities do not seem to give the institution that 
consideration to which it would appear to be entitled, nor to appreciate 
my efforts in behalf of its welfare. 

But in the midst of all my embarrassments, despite all the difficulties 
that have surrounded me from the day I took charge of the institution 
up to the present time, there is at least one source of satisfaction of 
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which nobody can diet me—the happy consolation of knowing that I 
have discharged my duties honestly and conscientiously ; that I have kept 
before me with a steady and unwavering aim the promotion of the best 
interests of the insane; that I have labored to make the institution a 
credit to the State, and a pleasant and profitable retreat for our afflicted 
fellow-beings, (in this ityis very gratifying to feel that my efforts have 
been crowned with a fair share of success); and that I possess the confi- 

dence and esteem of those who have éntrusted their unfortunate friends 
io my care; and to me this is no small reward. 

I trust, however, that when the time comes for us to part you may find 
a better man to fill my place. 

In eonclusion, I most gladly avail myself of this opportunity to 
acknowledge the uniform courtesy and consideration I have always 
received from your Board, and to express my gratification at the good 
feeling existing between us. ;

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


‘ COLUMBIA, S. C., October 31st, 1875. 
To the Honorable the Board of Regents ` ` 
of the South Carolina Lunatic Asylum: 
GENTLEMEN—There is little that can be reported in connection with 
the duties of Chaplain. Those duties are confined to the weekly observ- 
ance of public worship, visitation of those who in their sickness desire 
spiritual consolation and the burial of the dead. The attendance on 
public worship during the past year has been-remarkably large, almost 
_ exhausting the accommodations afforded by our little chapel. The cou- 
valescent, and those whose insanity is but partial or periodical, derive 
great comfort and profit from the opportunities afforded them of attend- 
ing preaching and prayers within the walls of the institution. There is 
no class of our fellow-citizens who, in their affliction, appreciate so highly 
the means of grace as those confined in our Lunatic Asylums. I ask for 
them the sympathy of all Christian people and the public united prayers 
of those congregations on whom no such dark cloud rests as overshadows 
our little Bethel.

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To His Lee D. H CHAMBERLAIN, 
Governor of South Carolina : 

Srg— have the honor to transmit this the annual report of the Board 
of Trustees of the State Orphan Asylum of South Carolina, for which I 
ask your careful and earnest consideration. 

From the date of our last report up to the 13th of May of the present 
year, the Asylum remained at Charleston, where it was first established. 
Up to the time of the meeting of oar Board in February last, it was 
more immediately under the charge of the Matron, Mrs. D. Richardson. 
At that meeting, Mr. R. W. Turner, baving resigned his position as 
Trustee, was elected Superintendent, and the Hon. W. R. Jervay was 
afterward appointed by your Excellency to fill the vacancy. Mr. 
Turner acted as Superintendent until the institution was removed to 
Columbia, when his office became vacant. 

Too much praise cannot be given Mrs. Richardson for the motherly 
care exercised over the children, and her general good sense and judg- 
mentin the management of the household affairs of the institution, 
which were under her charge from its foundation. 

There being an unexpended balance from the appropriation of the 
previous year in the hands of the Treasurer, we were enabled, with the 
use of such credit as we could obtain, to run the institution through the 
first six months of the present year without any financial trouble. We 
were, however, surprised to find so large an outstanding indebtedness 
against the institution, which had, in a measure, to be met before we 
could secure additional supplies. 

In accordance with the Joint Resolution authorizing and directing 
the Trustees of the State Orphan Asylum to remove said institution from 
the city of Charleston to the city of Columbia, approved March 9, 1875, 
and relying on the liberal provision made by the General Assembly in 
levying a special tax to meet an appropriation of $20,000, made during 
the session of 1872-73, for the purpose of purchasing a building and 
grounds, the Board of Trustees entered into negotiations for the purchase 
of the Elmore Residence, situated on Taylor street, in the suburbs of 
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the city of Columbia, together with four and one-half acres of surround- 
ing land, and on the 2d day of April, 1875, the bargain was closed for . 
seven thousand dollars. Under the same Act and Joint Resolution, we 
are now contemplating the purchase of thirty acres of adjoining land, 
well watered and timbered, which can be had at a very reasonable 
figure, and which is very much needed, and will prove an economical: 
investment for the institution. Any one acquainted with property in tha 
city of Columbia can see, at a glance, that the purchase of the Elmore 


place was a decided bargain, and that the price paid for it is not one- : 


half its real value. 

As soon as the building was secured, work was commenced to put it 
in proper condition for the reception of the children who were to be re- 
moved from Charleston. It was greatly out of repair, and more money 
was spent on it than will be needed again for improvements for many years 
to come. The roof was re-shingled, new gutters laid, lightning rods put 
up, old, decayed portions renewed, and the house completely overhauled 
from top to bottom. Further repairs, such as new steps, etc., are still 
needed. New furniture, sufficient for the entire building, was purchased, 
for scarcely anything was brought from Charleston. This purchase of 
furniture was also an outlay which may be considered peculiar to this 
year, and which it will not be necessary to repeat for some time. 

The premises being outside the city limits, and not reached by the 
city water supply, and there being but one well, it was deemed necessary 
and economical to dig a cistern. This was more particularly demauded 
on account of the absence of any provision in case of fire, and the large 
quantity of water required for bathing, washing and other purposes. In 
fact, we considered it absolutely necessary for the comfort, health and 
safety of the children. A cistern, 52x 12x 13 feet, containing 60,682 
gallons, was constructed, to which was attached a force pump, so that we 
are now as safe in case of fire and as well supplied with water as it is 
possible for us under the circumstances to be. 

Everything being in readiness for the reception of the children, they 
were removed here on the 13th of May last, via the South Carolina 
Railroad, under the charge of Superintendent Turner and the Matron, 
Mrs. Richardson, both of whom soon after vacated their offices. Addi- 
tional help was obtained to supply the children with clothing, which they 
sadly needed. 

Since that time our school has been opened and a daily routine of duty, 
proper for the moral and educational advancement and the physical 
happiness of the children, carried out, as will appear more particularly 
from the reports of the Matron, Physieian and Prineipal of the school 
annexed. BY 


There have been admitted during the year seventeen boys and twenty- 
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two girls—total thirty-nine. Five boys and two girls have been removed 
by their parents or guardians; two boys and one girl have been bound 
out to service; two girls and one boy have died; and nineteen boys and 
two girls have eloped, leaving in the institution at this date, thirty-five 
boys and forty-nine girls. Total eighty-four. 

The large number of elopements is accounted for by the fact that, 
upon the removal of the institution from Charleston, the fears of some of 
the children were excited, and they were afraid that they were to be 
taken away from what they considered tieir home to be put to hard 
work in the country. Many who had friends in Charleston and were 
thus frightened (unnecessarily, of course,) took the opportunity of the 
removal to run away. But two elopements have occurred since the in- 
stitution was removed to Columbia, one of whom has returned. Only 
one of those who eloped in Charleston has returned. 

The health of the institution throughout the year, notwithstanding the 
erowded condition of the building, has been very good. 

A melodeon has been purchased to assist the children in their vocal ex- 
ercises. 

The thanks of the Board are due to Mrs. J. B. Dennis for liberal sup- 
plies of books, magazines and papers, and to the Rev. Edward Brawley, 
traveling agent of the Baptist Sunday School Society, for a donation of 
Sunday school books. 

Mrs. F. L. Cardozo also made us a present of some linen for dressing 
wounds, which was very much needed at the time, and was highly ap- 
preciated. 

It will be seen by the report of the Treasurer that we have received 
and expended on account of the appropriation for the past year $11,- 
500, $2,037.31 of which was spent for salaries and wages, $3,229.14 
for improvements and repairs, and $6,233.55 for supplies. This, however, 
has not been sufficient to carry along the institution to the end of the 
year, and the Treasurer has been forced to contract a debt on account of 
the institution of $5,500, for which (as the merchants of Columbia have 
loug since refused to trust any State institution for a cent’s worth of 
supplies) he has become personally responsible. The total amount of 
indebtedness, however, incurred ducing the year is not above the appro- 
priation made by the General Assembly. 

There is still due the institution by the State Treasurer on account of 
undrawn balances of appropriations of previous years and of this year 
the sum of $9,100.38, which, if paid, would enable the institution to clear 
itself of debt. Although we have been, so far, able to meet all the 
demands upon us for the support of the institution, it is now a serious 
ques'ion as to what we are to do in the future. The institution is without 
credit, has a considerable indebtedness hanging over it, both in Columbia 
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and Charleston, and it is impossible for us to purchase one day’s supplies 
without the cash. ‘ 
We would respectfully recommend that the General Assembly make 
“such provision that the money hereafter appropriated for this institution 
be placed in the hands of its Treasurer as soon as collected by the State 
Treasurer, in order that he may use it to the best advantage in buying 
supplies and meeting the necessary expenses of the institution. As the 
‘Jaw now stands, the orphans depend as much on the charity of the State 
Treasurer as they do on that of the people of the State; but we are glad 
to say that our experience has been that that official has been prompted 
more by that cardinal virtue than are the majority of mankind. The 
greater portion of the supplies for an institution such as ours could be 
purchased for cash in bulk at the beginning-of the year, or every six 
months, at wholesale rates, and a good article demanded. The fact that 
a purchaser on credit, especially a public institution, is forced to submit 
to the most outrageous impositions to get supplies at all, is too notorious to 
need proof. Besides, any institution employing a large number of sub- 
ordinates should be able to pay them their salaries and wages promptly 
at least once a quarter, and not forced to keep in its employ unfaithful 
servants simply because it is unable to pay them. Another advantage to 
be gained in thus paying over to the financial officers of State institutions 
the moneys due them by the State in bulk is the additional security 
given to the several funds by their distribution among bonded officers, 
who would restore them in case of loss. Taken in connection with the 
recent failure of one of the depositories of State funds in the city of Co- 
lumbia, whereby thousands of dollars were lost to the taxpayers and to 
their charitable institutions, and the good name of the State involved, 
these suggestions ought to have, at this time, additional weight and signifi- 
cance. . 
We would earnestly urge upon the General Assembly, if the tax levy 
made last year again comes before them for consideration, or a new tax 
levy is made, the necessity of adhering to their former action in providing 
for the collection of a tax sufficient to meet the appropriation of $20,000 
.for new buildings and grounds made in 1872-73. With this small 
amount, we can so increase the capacity of the institution as to aecom- 
modate at least two hundred ehildren, on a basis that will compare favor- 
ably with any in the land. 

For the coming year we shall need at least as large an appropriation 
as we had last year. An appropriation of $15,000 will be sufficient to 
support those now in the institution, and, if the money is paid promptly, 
will enable us to pay considerable of our past debts and inerease the 
capacity of the institution. Our institution actually needs many times 
this amount, but, with the present impoverished condition of the State,

and recognizing the sound policy of your Excellency’s plan, to “ pay as 
you go,” we do not feel like asking for more. . 

It is unfortunate that, while we can obtain statistics on almost every 
known subject, it is impossible for us, at present, to give any data show- 
ing the probable number of children in this State demanding our care 
and protection, It is, however, possible for us to make one comparison, 
In the Orphan House at Charleston, where white orphan children of the 
city only are received, there are between two and three hundred children; 
so that Charleston, with a white population of about 25,000, takes care 
of one orphan to every one hundred of its white inhabitants. Now, it 
will scarcely be denied, in the face of the history of the colored people 
of this State, that there are at least two colored orphans, or unprotected 
colored children, in the State to one white; so that, in the whole State, 
there are no less than eight thousand of these waifs calling for our sym- 
pathy and support. This number, large as it may seem, is doubtless 
not far from the truth, and all that we can hope for is to take care of the 
most urgent and destitute cases. 

With the removal of the institution to Columbia, it was our intention 
to make it less sectional in its operations than it has heretofore been. 

The records of the institution will show that out of one hundred 
orphans admitted in Charleston about seventy-five were from the city of 
Charleston, twenty from the County of Charleston, and only five from 
the State at large. Unless some means is taken to secure to the various 
Counties of the State the benefits of the institution, in a year or two it 
will be filled with children from the city of Columbia. We respectfully 
suggest that the General Assembly, by Act, autherize the various Pro- 
bate Judges and County Commissioners throughout the State to commit 
such children to the Asylum as need its care, especially such as are con- 
fined in County poor houses. 

We would recommend that the Board of Trustees be authorized to 
receive into the Asylum such deaf and dumb children as may be sent to 
them. On account of the closing of the Deafand Dumb Asylum, for- 
merly located at Spartanburg,a large number of these unfortunates 
have been thrown on the mercy of the community. We can and will 
take charge of a limited number if authorized to do so by the General 
Assembly, and will provide them with such instruction as will enable 
them to be of some service to themselves and the public. For this we 
ask no additional appropriation. 

In accordance with the advanced spirit of the age, it is our desire to 
go further than giving the children a bare maintenance and an educa- 
tion extending only to the simplest branches. We are strongly con- 
vinced that something should be done for thes» children by providing 
for their welfare when they must leave the Asylum and go forth into the 
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world, fatherless, and perhaps homeless, to struggle for existence. As 

the institution is now situated, these children have no employment, and 
are very poorly prepared for the practical duties of life, when, under: 
the law, they are left without knowledge or experience in any of the 
industrial arts, and this too at a time of life when they most need ‘the 
careful eye of a guardian and protector to direct their ways by counsel 
and good advice. If they are thus left, they may be soon lost, and what 

has been done for them by the State prove a curse instead of a blessing. 

The great trouble seems to be that the children are growing up with- 
out proper employment, without the formation of habits of industry, 
without any real preparation for the great life struggle that is before 
them. Instead of these necessary things, the cireumstances by which — | 
they are surrounded and the habits they are forming tend direetly to 
disqualify them for the discharge of duties that will devolve upon them. 

The inmates of our Asylum are not those who have been favored with 
an abundance of this world's goods, and who, consequently, can secure ` 
the physical comforts of life without the labor of their own hands; but 
in every instance they are those who, in the language of the law, * have 
no means of support.” It has never been the idea of the people in estab- 
lishing the Asylum to take entire charge of the children and sustain 
them in idleness during their minority. To do this would be the height». 
of folly and a cruel wrong to the children. When these children leave  * 
the Asylum, as a general thing, they have to fight their own wav; they 
have to earn their own living by the sweat of their brows, and by the labor 
of their own hands and heads; and the best and kindest thing the State 3 
can do for them is to give them that training and those habits that will | 
best prepare them to become useful members of society. To keep chil- 
dren for several years in a charitable institution, although they may 
receive instruction from books and moral and religious culture, without 
teaching them any fixed industrial habits, or giving them a taste for 7 
labor, is preparing them for a transfer to a penal institution, and the t 
former becomes the nursery of the latter. It seems to be a well-estab- 
lished fact, that children who do nothing but study during school hours, — 
and only play out of school, accomplish less, actually acquire Jess af 
book knowledge, and manifest less of general intelligence than those 
whose time is filled with properly-regulated study, work and play. 

In this connection, we would call especial attention to the necessity of 
teaching young girls useful and domestic arts and habits of industry that 
will enable them to become self-supporting. In nearly every country ` 
town, and in all large cities, young girls may ‘be counted by fifties whose 
steps have already entered upon the path “ whose end is destraction,” 
that might have been saved to society and purity, if some means had 
been afforded them to acquire a useful trade or occupation. 
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The more immediate wanis of the institution at present are additional 


sleeping and dining room, a chapel, a quarantine or sick room and ad- 


ditional ground. The boys and girls should be lodged in separate 
buildings. At present we have only four sleeping rooms for all the 
children in the institution. This is obviously contrary to all sanitary 
principles. We have no hospital or room where such of the children as 
may be afflicted with contagious diseases can be kept apart from the rest 
of the children. An addition, however, of two wings to the present 
building will secure us ample room for all these purposes. For this we 
ask no additional appropriation, as the twenty thousand dollars already 
appropriated will be sufficient to cover it. 

Our school, since the removal of the institution to Columbia, has been 
under the charge of its Principal, Mrs. K. S. Harris, assisted by Miss 
L. E. Nash. Both of these ladies have performed the trying and ar- 
duous daties of the school room patiently and efficiently. 

‘At a meeting of the Board, in May last, Miss M. A. Gibson was 
elected Matron. Miss Gibson, we can say, without flattery, would be an 
acquisition to any similar institution. She has not only kept a general 
and careful supervision over all the various operations of the institution, 
but has done everything that it was possible for any one to do to smooth 
the pathway of the unfortunate wards entrusted to her keeping. 

The Steward and Nurses and the other employees have been faithful 
aud conscientious in the discharge of their duties, and have done what 
each of them might, in his limited sphere, to make the institution a 
credit to the people of the State. 

Dr. R. J. Cole, who was elected Physician at the first meeting of the 
Board after the removal to Columbia, has been faithful to the trust con- 
fided to her care, and has looked after the physieal eomfort of the chil- 
dren with a mingled feeling of pride in her profession and affection for 
them. Her report is transmitted herewith. It reflects great credit on 
her scientific skill, and contains many suggestions and matters of inform 
ation that are both valuable and interesting. 

In conclusion, we would say that no class of unfortunates in the State 
can make a stronger appeal for relief on the strictest grounds of charity, 
It must be evident to all who look at the matter in its proper light, that 
gathering these unfortunates into a class by themselves, or into an estab- 
lishment where their necessities can be fally met, does not make any ad- 
dition to the actual eost of maintenance and care to society at large, but 
merely transfers it to other hands. It simply takes from local authori- 
ties, who do not attempt to instruct them, or it relieves the poor of a bur- 
den that only strong affection renders tolerable. 

Any observations upon the question of continuing the Orphan Asylum 
seem to us to be unealled-ior. The superior wisdom and better judgment 
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to them such action in relation to this all- 
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We gratefully acknowledge the Divine favor, which has been mercifully 
bestowed upon the institution, exempting its inmates from malignant | 


the health and comfort of our orphans.

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REPORT OF TREASURER. 
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To the Honorable the Chairman and Members of the 
Á Board of Trustees of the State Orphan Asylum : 

GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to present for your consideration this 
my report for the fiscal year ending October 31, 1875. 

I was elected Treasurer of the institution on the 27th of April of the 
present year. At that time there was turned over to me by my predeces- 
sor, the Hon. G. I. Cunningham, $124.25. There has been received on 
account of the appropriation for 1874-75, $11,500, which amount, together 
with the amount received from Mr. Cunningham, $125.25, in all $11,- 
624.25, has been expended by me on bills approved by the Board. This 
amount, however, I found insufficient to carry on the institution, and 
was forced to obtain credit on aecount of the institution to the amount of 
$5,500, which, according to an Act of the General Assembly, limited me 
in my purchases. 

I have the honor to transmit herewith my financial account, which 
will show that there is still due us on account of the appropriation for 
the fiscal year 1874-75, $5,500. Besides this there is due us on account 
of balances of previous appropriations the sum of $4,600.38. If these 
amounts are paid I feel safe in saying that we will be able to liquidate 
all the indebtedness against the institution and have a small balance on 
hand. 

I would recommend that the Legislature appropriate for the coming , 
year the sum of $15,000 for the support of the institution. This amount 
will be sufficient, if paid promptly, to meet any demand that will be made 
against us for the ensuing year.

GENTLEMEN—I tender herewith my report, embracing the duties 
performed by me since I took charge of the office in May last. 

I would call-your especial attention to the overcrowded condition of 
the building we are now occupying. Weare very much in need of a 


. good dining room and a work room Where the larger children can 
d e H t=} 


assemble and learn to cut and sew garments and do other household 
work ; also more bed rooms. We have only four bed rooms for all the 
children ir the institution, and they have no ventilation. We need also 
a good laundry and a better kitchen. Our school rooms are very smali, 
being only seven feet high, and in the basement, which is very unwhole- 
some. Our sick children cannot be separated from the well, and we 
need a sick room. The comfort of the children would be much advanced 
by a bathing room. More ground is needed for play ground, and a 
gymnasium should be erected. Our teachers should be required to reside 
in the building, but this cannot be done until sleeping rooms are pro- 
vided for them. 

ur vegetable garden is not near large enough to supply our family, 
and should be enlarged. This would give the boys an opportunity to 
work and be of great benefit to them. 

I have discharged recently a number of the washerwomen, and filled 
their places by the girls, who rise at four in the morning and do a few 
hours’ work, and also putin a few hours between the school sessions. 
They are also learning crocheting and assisting generally in the house. 
They make most of their own clothes.

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REPORT OF PHYSICIAN. 
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To the Hon. S. E. GAILLARD, Chairman 
of Board of Trustees State Orphan Asylum: 
Dear Str—I have the honor to transmit herewith the Physician’s re- 
port of cases treated from the time of the removal of the institution to 
Columbia, May 13th, to the present date : 
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In one fatal case, the child, an infant, was brought from the Alms 
House iw a dying condition. In the other, the patient, a boy of eight 
years, succumbed to an attack of acute pleuritis, his vitality being so 
low that nature had no recuperative force in store. 

When the children were brought to Columbia they all bore evidences 
of having lived under bad hygienic conditions, and the great majority of 
cases treated continue to be the result of vitiated and impoverished con- 
stitutions. 

The new location affurds ample play ground, sunlight and shade, and 
there cannot fail to come an improved moral and physical condition of 
the inmates. 

Notwithstanding this, I would respectfully but urgently remind you 
that the present building, though vastly superior to the old one—from 
the fact that it was not erected for the purpose—is defective in some of 
its important directions. When filled to its nominal capacity it is greatly 
overcrowded, and it offers no facilities for the frequent and thorough 
bathing of so large a number. These two defects afford favorable con. 
ditions for the spread of contagious diseases, and I would therefore urgé 
upon your honorable body the necessity of improving the institution in , 
these two important directions—to erect more sleeping apartments, and 
unsparing accommodations for thorough ablutions. 

I would here acknowledge the marked courtesy and politeness that has 
distinguished the Treasurer and Matron in all my intercourse with 
them, and the readiness with whieh they have farnished me every facility 
in my special department.

GovERNOR—In accordance with law, I herewith respectfully submit 
the annual report of this office for the year ending October 31st, 1875. 

Under the depressed state of affairs for the last year, it seems almost 
idle to attempt to make out a report of the wants of this department of 
the Government. We have been almost dependent upon the assistance 
of others for the performance of any of the duties devolving on this 
department, with no means at our control to Jend a helping hand in 
establishing that which has become the pride of every other State in the 
Union—a thorough organized National Guard. Of all the other branches 
of our State Government, none is so neglected or misunderstood as the 
necessity of a perfect organization of its Militia. Perhaps the lack of 
interest which has been shown by the Legislature in not aiding this 
department of the Government, may arise from the apparent necessity to 
economize in all of the various departments of the State Government ; 
and this being one of those peculiar years in the history of the adminis- 
tration of our State Government, the year of reform, and more particu- 
larly is this true of our own State in its present depressed condition, that 
economy is needed. 

Economy is, perhaps, the first consideration of government, and yet 
the economy which would destroy this branch of the government is 
waste, nor can the State expect its citizens to devote their time and money 
to its service without remuneration. For instance, the greater portion of 
the arms in the possession of the State were obtained from the general 
government, under an Act of Congress of 1808, for the purpose of 
furnishing that safeguard which is the protection of all our interests 
whether political or social—the formation of a military force; and so 
careful is that government that we should at least appreciate its gener- 
osity in extending this boon of self-defense to our local interests, it 
neyer intended the destruction of the arms thus furnished us; in proof 
of which, they demand of this department an annual return of all arms, 
equipments and ammunition issued to this State. 

The following is the Act referred to: 
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“Aw Act IN ADDITION TO AN AcT ENTITLED ‘AN Act More Er- 
FECTUALLY TO PROVIDE FOR THE NATIONAL DEFENSE, BY ESTAB- 
LISHING AN UNIFORM MILITIA THROUGHOUT THE UNITED STATES. 


“That it shall be the duty of the Adjutant General of the Militia, 
in each State, to make return of the militia of the State to which he 
belongs, with their arms, accoutrements and ammuaition, agreeable to 
the directions of the Act to which this is an addition, to the President of 
the United States, annually, on or before the first Monday in January 
in each year; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of War, from 
time to time, to give such directions to the Adjutant Generals of the 
militia as shall, in his opinion, be necessary to produce-an uniformity in 
the said returns, and he shall lay an abstract of the same before Con- 
gress, on or before the first Monday of February, annually.”

“No. 132 


“The following opinion of the Attorney General of the United States - 


is published for the information of all concerned : 


* DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
“WASHINGTON, November 11, 1874. 


“ Hon. W. W. BELKNAP, Secretary of War: 


" SIR—I have considered the question referred to me, from your De 
partment, on the 15th of September last, viz: * Whether, under existing 
laws, the right of property in the arms issued for arming the militia of 
the United States, is vested ia the State authorities, with power to dispose 
of them, by sale or otherwise, without accounting to the United States.’ 

“This question, it would seem, from the papers submitted, has been 
suggested by facts of recent occurrence, which are especially connected 
with the quota of arms due, under the statutes relating to the arming of 
the militia, to the State of Virginia. It appears that the Governor 
of that State made requisitions upon the Chief of Ordnance for about 


*, 
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2,307 revolvers, to be drawn as a portion of the said quota. To meet 
these requisitions, the latter officer, in July last, gave to an agent of the 
State orders upon the manufacturer for that number of revolvers, to be 
delivered within a short period thereafter. Upon receiving these orders, 
the agent, acting under the directions of the Governor, proceeded to New 
York, and, in behalf of the State, entered into contracts with certain 
parties fur camp equipage. It was agreed that the contractors should 
receive, in payment for the camp equipage furnished the State, under 
their contracts, an assignment of the aforesaid orders, and that the deliv- 
ery of the arms, by the manufacturer, should accordingly be made directly 
to them. But I understand that the Chief of Ordnance, having inform- 
ation of this transaction, and conceiving that the right of the State to 
make such disposition of the arms, intended for the militia thereof, was 
not entirely free from doubt, directed the delivery of revolvers, on said 
orders, to be withheld until that point is determined ; and the determina. 
tion of that point has been thought to depend on the solution of the 
question referred to me. - 

“The laws in force, which provide for the furnishing of arms to the 
militia by the general, Government are contained in the following Sec- 
trons of the Revised Statutes : 

““Sec. 1661. The annual sum of two hundred thousand dollars is 
appropriated, to be paid out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the purpose of providing arms and equipments for the 
whole body of the militia, either by purchase or manufacture, by and on 
account of the United States.’ 

“*Sec. 1667. All the arms procured, in: virtue of any appropriation 
authorized by law for the purpose of providing arms aud equipments for 
the whole body of the militia of the United States, shall be annually dis- 
tributed to the several States of the Union according to the number of 
their Representatives and Senators in Congress, respectively; and all 
arms for the Territories and forthe District of Columbia shall be annually 
distributed in such quantities, and under such regulations as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe. All such arms are to be transmitted to the several 
States and Territories by the United States.’ - 

“ *Sgc. 1670. The Secretary of War is authorized and directed to dis- 
tribute to such States as did not receive the same, their proper quota of 
arms and military equipments for each year from eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two to eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, under the provisions of 
Section sixteen hundred and sixty-one: Provided, That in the organiza- 
tion and equipment of military companies and organizations with such 
arms, no discrimination shall be made between companies and organiza- 
tions on account of race, color, or former condition of servitude.’ 

“ The provisions of the above named Sections have been taken from the 
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Act of April 23, 1808, ch. 55, the Act of March 3, 1855, ch. 169, and 
the Act of March 3, 1873, ch. 282. . 
“ By the first of these Sections (Section 1661,) an annual appropriation 
is made ‘for the purpose of providing arms and equipments for the whole 
body of the militia.’ The next Section (Section 1667) provides for annual 
distribution among the several States and Territories of the arms pro- 
cured by means of such appropriation. It requires these arms to be 
transmitted by the United States to the several States and Territories— 
the quota for each State to be according to the number of its Representa- 
tives and Senators, and the quota for each Territory, including the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, to be according as the President may prescribe. The 
remaining Section (Section 1670) is only applicable to the particular case 
where a State did not receive its proper quota of arms and military 
equipments for any period from 1862 to 1869. It authorizes the Secre- 
tary of War, in that case, to distribute to such State its quota for that 
period, subject to the proviso therein contained. 

“Tn none of the Sections adverted to is there any provision which 
expressly vests the property in the arms, after their distribution, in the 
States absolutely; nor do I find anything therein from which such a 
change of ownership results by necessary implication. To get at the 
intent and meaning of the existing laws, with reference to that point, it 
seems therefore proper to recur to the earlier legislation on the subject of 
arming the militia, and particularly to that part of it from which the 
provisions in the Revised Statutes have been taken. 

“The power of Congress to legislate on that subject is expressly con- 
ferred by the Constitution, (see Article 1, Sec. 8, par. 16;) and the first 
instance of the exercise of this power by that body is found in the Act 
of May 8, 1792, entitled ‘An Act more effectually to provide for the 
national defense by establishing an uniform militia throughout the United 
States.’ (1 Stat., 271.) There it consisted simply in requiring each 
enrolled militia man to ‘ provide himself,’ with arms of a certain deserip- 
tion, (see 1st Section of that Act.) This requirement is, however, repro- 
duced in the Revised Statutes, (see Section 1628,) and it constitutes now, 
as it did originally, what may be regarded the general law upon the 
subject of arming the militia—the other provisions of the Revised Statutes, 
upon the same subject, to which reference has been made, being auxiliary, 
and not substitutive, in their character. 

“ Next followed the Act of July 6, 1798, entitled * An Act providing 
arms for the militia throughout the United States,’ (1 Stat., 576.) By 
this Act, thirty thousand stand of arms were authorized to be provided, 
at the expense of the Government of the United States, and ‘sold to the 
Governments of the respective States, or the militia thereof, under such 
regulations, and at such prices as the President might prescribe. But its 
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object was only to meet an immediate want then felt by some of the 
States, (especially the Southern,) the people whereof were generally des- 
titute of arms, and could not easily supply themselves therewith. It 
sought to facilitate the procurement of arms by the latter, to a limited 
extent, by enabling them or their respective States to purchase the same 
from the United States. The Act of April 2, 1808, authorizing the sale 
of publie arms to the States, (2 Stat., 481,) though it does not purport 
to have been passed with a view to arming the militia, is of a piece with 
the Act of 1798, and contemplated similar objects. 

“The Act of April 23, 1808, entitled ‘An Act making provision for 
arming and equipping the whole body of the militia of the United 
States, (2 Stat, 490,) is the first statute that contains provisions of a 
general and permanent nature, fur furnishing arms and equipments to 
the militia, by the United States; and it deserves to be well considered 
here, for the reason that some of the more important of its provisions, 
directed to that end, are embodied in one or two of the Sections of the 
Revised Statutes above quoted. The 1st Section of the Act is in sub- 
stance the same as Section 1661 of the Revised Statutes. It appropriates 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars, annually, “for the purpose of 
providing arms and military equipments for the whole body of the mili- 
tia of the United States, either by purchase or manufacture, by and on 
account of the United States.’ The 3d Section declares that the arms 
procured in virtue of the Act ‘shall be transmitted to the several States 
composing this Union and Territories thereof, to each State and Territory 
respectively, in proportion to the number of the effective militia in each 
State and Territory, and by each State and Territory to be distrib- 
uted to the militia in such State and Territory, under such rules and 
regulations as shall be by law prescribed by the Legislature of each 
State and Territory. The rest of the Act is not material in this con- 
nection. | 

“ The object of the annua! appropriation, made by this Act, is plainly 
expressed therein; it was to provide arms and equipments for the entire 
militia of the United States, so far as such appropriation would enable 
this to be done. "That object was contemplated to be carried out, partly 
through the agency of officers of the General Government, and partly 
through the intervention of the State authorities. Thus the procuring of 
the arms, with the means provided therefor, was, in the first place, to be 
done by officers of the United States, who were then to transmit the same 
to each State and Territory, in proportion to the number of the effective 
militia thereof; whereupon the State and Territorial authorities were to 
distribute the arms so transmitted to them among the militia, in their 
respective States and Territories, under such rules and regulations as 
should be prescribed by the local laws. Accordingly, the States and 
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Territories, with which arms were deposited under this Act, must be 
deemed to have held them for a specific purpose only, and consequently 
(regarding the subject from a strictly legal point of view) to have had 
no right to divert them from that purpose by alienation or otherwise. 
They stood, as it were, in the situation of trustees, charged with the dis- 
tribution of the arms, and had no other property therein than such as 
was necessary to enable them to perform that trust. 

“That the States and Territories, in contemplation of this statute, were 
to be vested with a qualified, not an absolute, ownership of the arms 
transmitted to them, is very manifest from its terms, which exclude the 
idea that a power to dispose of the arms, in any manner, and for any 
purpose, such as would be incident to absolute ownership alone, was in- 
tended, by which the very object of the law, viz, the arming of the 
militia, might be frustrated altogether. A similar view was taken by 
the Senate in 1855, by which it was then thought necessary, in order to 
enable the States and Territories to sell the arms theretofore distributed | | 
under the Act of 1808, to make provision therefor by statute, as im- 
pliedly appears, from the action of that body in passing, by way of 
amendment to the army appropriation Bill then pending before it, a Sec- 
tion which provided : ‘That the Governors of the several States and 
Territories be, and they are hereby, authorized to sell, to the best advan- 
tage, the arms heretofore distributed, under the Act of April 23, 1808, 
and invest the funds arising out of such sales in other arms, more suita- 
ble for the purposes contemplated by sáid Act: Provided, That no arms 
bə so purchased or provided, except such as may be of the same de- 
scription and caliber as those regularly adopted and in use in the army 
of the United States” This amendment was not concurred in by the 
House, on the recommendation of the Committee of Ways and Means, 
and soit did not become a law. Yet while the negative action of the 
House cannot, with certainty, be attributed to a difference of view, as to 
the power of the States and Territories over such arms under the then 
existing laws, (for it may have proceeded from a doubt as to the expedi- 
ency of the proposed measure,) the affirmative action of the Senate can 
assuredly be taken as an indication of its sense with respect to sucb- 
power, and that was clearly this, that the power, whatever it might be; 
did not include the right to alienate the arms without the consent of 
Congress. 

" But to look at the subject from another stand-point. I have already 
adverted to the fact that the power of Congress to provide for the arm- 
ing of the militia, is expressly conferred by the Constitution. It is not 
maintained that this power is exclusively vested in Congress. It is 
merely an affirmative power, and if not in its own nature incompatible 
with the existence of a like power in the States, it may well leave a con- 
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-current power in the latter; so that, if Congress did not choose to make 
any provision for arming the militia, it would be competent to the States 
to do it in such manner as they might think proper. But when once 
Congress has carried this power into effect, its laws, for the arming of the 
militia, are the supreme law of the land; Se all interfering State 
regulations must necessarily be suspended in their operation, (Hous- 
ton vs. Moore, 5 Wheat., 51.) Now, it appears that, in the exercise 
of this power, and with a view to provide for the national de- 
fense, Congress had undertaken to furnish arms for the militia at 
the expense of the General Government. The kind and pattern of 
arms to be thus furnished, were left ‘to the determination of the 
officers of the General Government; and hence such arms as were 
procured and transmitted by these officers, to the States and territories, 
for the militia thereof, must be regarded as arms specifically provided 
therefor by the paramount law. This being the case, is it not obvious 
that the State and Territorial authorities could not rightfully exchange 
those arms for others of a different kind or pattern, and distribute the 
latter to the militia in place of the former? or sell the arms so provided, 
and invest the proceeds of the sale in other property which such authori- 
ties might conceive to be more needful to promote the efficiency of the 
militia? In either of these cases the action of the State and Territorial 
authorities would manifestly be in direct collision with the supreme law 
of the land. M 

“Still it is. to be observed that the statute under consideration made no 
provision for any accountability to the United States, in regard to the 
disposition of the arms, after their delivery to the State and Territorial 
authorities. When that took place, the control of the officers of the 
geueral Government over the arms ceased ; and whether the future desti- 
nation or use of the property was consistent with the design of the 
statute, depended wholly upon the good faith of the States and Territo- 
ries themselves. Practically, then, they might do what they pleased with 
it, though the disposition made of it, by them, should defeat the ends of 
the statute; for no way existed, as I conceive, to compel the execution of 
the trust devolved upon them: 

* By the 7th Section of the Act of March 3, 1855, (10 Stat., 639,) the 
annual distribution of arms to the States, which, under the Act of 1808, 
was made in proportion to the number of the effective militia thereof, was 
required to be made according to the number of their Representatives 
and Senators in Congress, respectively ; and, in regard to the Territories 
and the Distriet of Columbia, the arms were, by the same Section, 
required to be distributed in such quantities and under such regulations 
as the President, in his discretion, might prescribe. "These provisions are 
substantially embodied in Section 1667 of the Revised Statutes. They 
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modify the previous law no farther than to introduce a new basis for 
making distribution of the arms to the States and Territories, which 
thenceforth took the place of the one originally prescribed. 

“Thus the law remained, touching the transmission of arms to the 
several States and Territories for the militia, up to the time of the adop- 
tion of the Revised Statutes; and I discover nothing in the provisions of 
the latter indicative of an intention on the part of Congress to clothe the 
States with any right of property in the arms thereafter to be transmitted 
to them other or different from that which they had in the arms thereto- 
fore deposited with them. The purpose of the annual appropriation 
thereby provided is the same precisely as was that, of the similar appro- 
priation provided by the statute formerly in force, viz.: to furnish arms 
for the militia. The basis upon which the arms are to be distributed to 
the States is likewise the same as that previously established, Ge, by the 
Act of 1855 cited above; and they are required to be transmitted to the 
several States by the United States. It is true that in the Revised Stat- 
utes there is no clause expressly directing the arms to be distributed by 
each State to the militia thereof as there was in the former statute; but 
the omission to insert any such clause therein is not to be understood as 
signifying àn intent to relieve the States from that charge. The inference 
necessarily follows from the declared purpose for which the appropriation 
for procuring the arms is made, that they are to be transmitted to the 
States for distribufon among the militia, and for that object solely; and 
an express direction to that effect not being, therefore, really needed, it is 
probable that for this reason none was inserted. 

“Viewing the provisions of the Revised Statutes above quoted in con- 
nection with the previous legislation, I am unavoidably brought to the 
conclusion that, in contemplation of those provisions, the arms trans- 
mitted to the States thereunder are to be held by them for a specific pur- 
pose only, which is pointed out therein; that they therefore become, 
strictly speaking, invested with nothing more than a qualified property 
in such arms; and that they cannot, as a matter of right, and without 
thereby interfering with the regulations of Congress on a subject over 
which its authority is necessarily paramount, make any disposition or uge 
of such arms, which defeats the purpose referred to, though, if this should 
be done, there would seem to be no remedy without further legislation 
by Congress. 

“Tn answer, then, to the question propounded, I have the honor to state 
that, in my opinion, the States do not, by the existing laws, have ‘the 
right of property in the arms issued for arming the militia,’ if an absolute 
right of property is there meant; and that they derive no authority, 
under those laws, to sell or dispose of such arms at their pleasure. As I 
have already observed, the statute makes no provision for any accounta- 
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bility whatever to the general Government respecting the disposition of 


the arms when-they have once been delivered to the States; Congress 
having seen fit to leave it entirely to the good faith of the latter after the 
delivery takes place to carry out the purpose contemplated in furnishing 
the arms. i Gei i l 

“In regard to the actual case here presented, which concerns a part of 
the quota of arms due the State of Virginia, I may add that the disposi- 
tion of the revolvers, hereinbefore mentioned, recently sought to be made 
by the authorities of that State, would clearly have been unwarranted by 
the existing laws of Congress on the subject of arming the militia. It 
was, accordingly, very proper for the Chief of Ordnance to withhold the 
delivery of the revólvers to the parties to whom the orders issued therefor 
had been assigned. He could not, under those laws, recognize any right 
in such parties to the revolvers. But the arms cannot be indefinitely 
withheld from the State; the statute requiring them not only to be 
annually distributed, but to be transmitted to it by the general govern- 
ment. After this is accomplished, the officers of the latter have nothing 
further to do with the arms so transmitted. i

Under the adminstration of the former Adjutant General of the State, 
many of these arms were issued indiscriminately to parties not connected 
with the Militia, but forming simply an armed body without any command; 
and many of said arms and stores have been lost or destroyed, this de- 
partment not being able, for the want of means, to look them up, they 
being scattered all over the State. 

I would also respectfully call the attention of the General Assembly 
to the necessity of their repealing an Act of Assembly approved February 
20th, 1874, under which many companies called “ Rifle Clubs” have 
organized and are not connected with the Military of the State and have 
no command. This should be stopped. Their independent action as armed 
soldiery is not only in conflict with the laws now extant, but has an 
effect upon the system of organizing and making perfect a National 
Guard. I would respectfully suggest that they be compelled to come in 
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. the Militia, or disband and return allarms in their possession belonging 
to the State. 

Another abuse of the law governing the Militia of this State should be 
abated; many of those obtaining arms from the State, as Colonels of 
regiments, have distributed them to companies not organized as required 
by law. This has been done through the obtaining the too frequent consent 
of our former Governor, and we fear that they have been used more fur 
political success than for the purposes for which they were intended, and, 
in order that this may never again oceur, I would beg leave to suggest 
the curtailing of the National Gaurd, confining it to the large cities of 
the State; for instance, to Charleston, Beaufort and Columbia, where the 
protection to the arms and property of the State will be secured, as there 
are arsenals in those cities, and none outside of them. d 

Furthermore, I find that in all the States of the Union where the 
National Guard is a success and a pride, it is confined to the cities; they 
not only have a better opportunity for drill and for the protection of the 
property of the State, but if needed by the State in case of any emer- 
gency, can always be depended upon. They are in most cities an auxil- 
iary force to the police, and by their presence often prevent lawlessness 
and maintain the peace, and thereby secure to the citizen his vested ` 
rights and privileges ; and now, at this time, when our State is no longer 
dependent upon the armed aid of the United States Goverament to 
carry out its laws and secure to its citizens their rights and liberties and 
a guarantee of the enforcement of the civil law of the land, it becomes 
the duty of the government to secure these rights and liberties by en- 
eouraging that department of its administration which protects all of 
its varied interests. In almost every State in this Union, those who con- 
stitute the citizen soldiery represent the best citizens in the country. We 
find the men who represent the commercial, agricultural and the politi- 
cal sphere of this great nation, and through their efforts have made the 
National Guard of this nation an organization of material use to the 
country, both as a protection to the body politie from external hostility 
and aggression, and to secure peace and the enforcement of the law. 

As there are those who are connected with the legislative branch of the 
Government who are anxious to amend the Constitution of the State 
in order to bring about those matters of State which, in their wise judg- 
ment, need to be reformed and corrected, let them also surround their 
laws with that guarantee that they will be enforced; let them instil into 
the citizens of the State, that the strong arm of the civil power will pro- 
tect them in the legal discharge of their duties, and a strict enforcement 
of the laws will be had, and lawlessness will cease, and peace will reign 
over our land. Much might be said of the good to be obtained in many 
ways by the thorough organization of the National Guard of this State, 
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by doing away with these outside organizations, and organizing under the 
law, as it means, regardless of color or creed; and unless this be done 
there can be no unity in our militia system. 

In many States of this Union the department of the military is used 
for more than the mere arming and drilling of men. 

In California a Military University has been constructed for the pur- 
pose of instructing the youths of the State, in order not only to make 
them soldiers to be depended upon in case of emergency, but to make 
them citizens of use in all the avenues of life. Such is the case in many 
other States; why not do the same here? The State has the buildings. 
In Charleston, the Citadel, make it a Military Institute, and it will 
better represent the wisdom of how to reform than to amend a Consti- 
tution soon to become a volume of amendments. 

No government is weaker than the one who acknowledges, through 
its Executive, Judicial and Legislative Departments, its inability to 
execute the law by which the subjects are to be governed. 

In the-States of New York and Pennsylvania, where, perhaps, the 
organization of the National Guard is more perfect than in any other 
Siate in the Union, it is not in the mere meeting for drill or parade that 
the utility of this force is felt, but in its constant moral force as an 
armed police that its real necessity is seen. The moral effect of such a 
force in a large city, by its presence in quelling riot, can not be esti- 
mated; it strengthens the whole civil arm of the State; it exercises the 
same conservative and political influence as if it were on duty all the 
time; and in no State is such a force, rightly governed, more needed 
than in our own. Let us not be behind our sister States in taking our 
place next year, in Philadelphia, as an endorsement of the usefulness of 
a thorough organized National Guard. The nation invites us, our own 
protection and interests require it. 

By orders received from His Excellency D. H. Chamberlain, Gov- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief, dated January Ist, 1875, arising from 
disturbances said to have existed in the County of Edgefield between the 
National Guard and the citizens thereof, Colonel James Kennedy was 
detailed to proceed to that point under the provisions of the following 
Special Order:

In making this report, it would give me much pleasure to call the at- 
tention of your Excellency to the changed condition of feeling apparent 
throughout the-State, as exhibited in the eradication of all political bit- 
terness and party antagonism. One incident, however, in the recent his- 
tory of the State, has thrown a pall of darkness over the otherwise bright 
politieal atmosphere in which we live, during the past year, and has 
shrouded with agony and sorrow the hearts of those who sit around 
many hearth-stones in the upper portion of South Carolina. Joseph 
Crews is dead—struck down in the hour of his usefulness, taken from 
among us at the moment when his natural benevolence and kindhearted- 
ness had led him to neglect his own private interests for the purpose of 
devoting his time and attention to the completion of a public work, 
that was destined to benefit his own aud surrounding Counties. Many 
of us who had known and loved him during the last eight years of politi- 
cal tempest and storm had hoped that in the return of comparative 
peace to our State, his energy and activity would have been saved to our 
people, to be exercised in the rehabilitation of our lost prosperity, and 
in the re-creation of amity and friendship throughout all sections of our 
common country. But such was not to be, and we bow in sorrow under 
the inscrutable dispensation of that unseen Power “which doeth all 
things well.” 

Mr. Crews was well and favorably known by all those citizens of South 
Carolina who were loyal and true to the Government under which they 
live, and which gave to them protection in their political existence. 

Since the reconstruction of our State he had occupied continually a 
prominent position in our legislative councils, and in all other positions, 
where he could be of use, his energy and peculiar ability and bravery in 
the moment of danger were always apparent. He served as a staff offi- 
cer of your Excellency’s immediate predecessor, and was frequently suc- 
cessfully employed upon missions of delicacy and trust, which concerned 
the well being and very often the lives of many citizens of the State. 
His own life was passed in good works toward his fellow-men, which 
gained for him a lasting home in the hearts of those who knew and 
trusted him.,

i STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA, 
STATE QUARANTINE OFFICE, 
CHARLESTON, October 31, 1875. 


To His Excellency D. H. CHAMBERLAIN, Governor of South Corolina: 

Sir—I have the honor to transmit to your Excellency, for the informa- 
tion of the General Assembly, as required by the Act of 1872, my annual 

report of the quarantine operations as performed by the several Health 
Officers on the coast of the State; and an accurate account of my dis- 
bursement of the appropriation provided for Quarantine and Lazaretto 
Keeper’s salary, by the Act of March 11, for the fiscal year ending 
October 30, 1875. 

It is a subject of congratulation to our fellow-citizens of the General 
Assembly, and of our special communities, and of grateful thanksgiving 
to the Supreme Governor of the universe, that we have enjoyed the great 
blessing of health along the coast line of South Carolina. 

Our seaport cities and towns have been protected and preserved from 
epidemics of every kind, and more especially from that terrible disease 
yellow fever, which has, on several occasions, not only destroyed our 
people, but crippled alike their business and the energies of our mer- 
chants. Thanks to a merciful and beneficial Providence, and the con- 
stant and unceasing vigilance of your Health Officers at the most salient 
points, in enforcing a most rigid execution of the sanitary laws. I take 
great pleasnre in communicating to the General Assembly that not a 
single case of yellow fever was brought into the seaports of the State 
during the past quarantine season ending October 31st. 

It was an unusual occurrence for yellow fever to make its appearance 
as early as March 24, at Havana, in Cuba, and Key West, Florida. 
Three cases occurred at Key West, as reported to the Navy Department 
by the distinguished Fleet Surgeon. I wasincommunication at the time 
by telegraph with the former Health Officer of Key West; and Dr. 
Thompson, the Health Officer at Hilton Head and Beaufort, had pursued 
a like course. JI also wrote tu a friend in Havana, and upon the receipt 
of his confidential reply, communicated with Dr. J. M. Woodworth, the 
ever watchful sentinel over the United States Marine Hospital Service 
in Washington. Dr. Thompson, at Hilton Head, was requested to be on 
the alert, and to quarantine all vessels from Havana and Key West, in- 
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cluding the vessels of the United States Navy, if necessary ; that he 
could rely upon the reports of the Surgeon of the navy for correct in- 
formation; and upon his visitation and examination, to exact such 
detentions and non-intercourse with the shore as would insure and pro- 
tect the public health and prevent the introduction of yellow fever. 
Every precautionary suggestion was adopted and executed by my col- 
leagues at Hilton Head, Morgan Station, St. Helena Sound and North 
Island Station, Georgetown Harbor, to my entire satisfaction and grati- 
fication; and I embrace this opportunity of communicating the same 
through your Excellency to the General Assembly. 

On the 31st of March I suggested to your Excellency by telegram the 
propriety of declaring the quarantine laws in force on all arrivals from 
the ports of Havana and Key West. On the receipt of your reply of 
approval public notice was given in the journals of Charleston, Port 
Royal and Beaufort, on April 5th, that all vessels from the above ports 
would be subjected to a rigid quarantine, and requiring all pilots at the 
several ports to observe and conform to Sections 8th, 9th and 10th of the 
Act of 1868, for their government. 

In concluding this part of my report I would be derelict in duty did I 
not express my high appreciation of the active co-operation of Captain 
Boutelle, of the United States Coast Survey, and the officers of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, in the observance of the quarantine regulations. 
Dr. Thompson says: “My official relations during the season with the 
officers attached to the North Atlantic Squadron have been very pleasant, 
and they have invariably observed a very ready acquiescence in the quar- 
antine laws of the State.” I would also add that the observance of the 
sanitary regulations of the city and State by the officers of the United 
States army and revenue service enables me fully to endorse the above. 


QUARANTINE LAW AND HEALTH OFFICERS. 


In my last and preceding reports I recommended an amendment to 
the first sub-division of Section 2d of the Quarantine Act of 1868, viz: 
“fifteen days” for “thirty days,” as adopted by the Legislature of the State 
of New York. Also, to strike out “in the ordinary passage from which 
they pass south of Hilton Head.” " 

The unnecessary inconvenience and hardship imposed upon the coast- 
wise trade between Port Royal and Charleston with ports south of 
Hilton Head, viz, Savannah, Fernandina and the St. John's River, is 
obvious. Upon reference to the arrivals from ports, on another page, it 
will be seen that the coastwise arrivals from the above into Port Royal, 
Beaufort and Charleston were one hundred steamers and sailing vessels, 
fifty-nine (59) at Hilton Head, and forty-one (41) at Charleston, trading 
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regularly at the above-named ports. These vessels, by law, are com- 
pelled to stop at the quarantine stations for visitation by the Health 
Officer. By the proximity of these ports to each other, by mail and 
daily papers, their healthy condition is, or ought to be, known to every 
Health Officer and pilot; and if any contagious disease should make its 
appearance at either of the ports the Health Officer, under the Act, can 
direct the pilots or captains of said regular traders to report at their 
stations. This second sub-division, or second Section, bears unnecessarily 
hard on Port Royal, Beaufort and Charleston, particularly so on the 
commerce of the two former ports, and should be immediately repealed. 
The State officers are intelligent, educated medical gentlemen, whose 
discretion should be relied on in these particular instances, and the 
barrier to the coastwise commerce ought to be removed. The opinion 
of the Attorney General relieved the Northern coastwise commerce from 
this restriction, and the retention of the words “South of Hilton” retains 
it on the Southern commercial intercourse. 

Upon examination of former enactments regulating quarantine in this 
State, the restriction of thirty days does not appear until May 26, 1857. 
During the absence of the Governor from the city of Charleston, the 
Mayor was empowered by ordinance, ratified by the City Council, to en- 
force the quarantine on vessels arriving from ports now mentioned in the 
second Sub-division of the second Section of the Act of 1868, of thirty 
days, between May 31st, and October 1st, and such further quarantine 
as the Health Officer shall prescribe. Notwithstanding this severe clause 
on vessels from the West Indies, the city of Charleston, during the fol- 
lowing summer of 1858, was visited by the severest epidemic, yellow 
fever, known for several years, when upwards of six hundred deaths 
occurred during the summer and fall months. At the first session of the 
General Assembly under the present Constitution of the State, the pres- 
ent quarantine law was prepared, almost entirely from the law of the 
State of New York, and passed, and approved September 26th, 1868. 
Experience and observation in the ports of New York and Charleston 
have proven that the thirty days' detention of vessels, their passengers 
and crews, is a burden upon commerce and individuals. Sanitarists of 
the strictest sect concur in this opinion, and the great discoveries and 
improvements in conservative medicine have demonstrated that vessels 
can be disinfected in five or ten days more thoroughly than heretofore. 
New York has removed the thirty days' detention, and substituted ten 
days, with such further quarantine as the Health Officer may impose. 

Dr. Vanderpool, the intelligent Health Officer of the port of New York, 
in his valuable paper on principles affecting the organization and prac- 
tice of quarantine, remarks: “It is evident that the natural history of 
yellow fever was not fully understood, or we should have no such clause 
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as this: € Vessels to be detained thirty days at quarantine, and twenty 
days after discharge of cargo. Cargoes to be detained subject to the 
decision of the Health Officer. Crew and passengers to be detained 
twenty days after sailing from an infected port.’ What would become 
of commerce, if such orders were now enforced? Yet a provision, con- . 
taining almost similar regulations, stands now in force upon the statute 
book (of New York). The whole tenor, however, of legislation has been 
to recognize the opinion and decisions of medical men in the quarantine 
‘enactments; and, as a rule, they reflect the current opinions of the mode 
of dissemination of the epidemics they were intended to contravene.” It 
is not necessary, in this connection, to recount the present practice 
with regard to pestilential diseases, &c. The Legislature of New York, 
on the receipt of this able report, repealed the restrictive clause cited 
above to ten days, and such discretionary detention as the officer may 
deem necessary. South Carolina, alone, retains on her statute book an 
Act which compares most favorably with the first legislation of 1784 
and contemporaneous European enactments. 

I would respectfully request your Excellency to urge the immediate re- 
peal of the discriminating portion of the Section. In my former reports the 
repeal of the 30th Section was recommended, for reasons therein stated. 
Additional force is given for the repeal and substitution of another in 
the opinion of the Attorney General, rendered last year. A saving to 
the State would be the result. 


` 


PARIS ISLAND STATION. 


If Port Royal harbor is made a rendezvous for the North Atlantic 
Naval Squadron it would be necessary for the State or United States to 
put up some accommodation for the reception and care of sick seamen 
who may be brought into port. I would also respectfully request that 
authority be given to the disbursing officer to erect a small wharf at 
this station for the landing of the officer. At present there is none, and 
at low water the only access to his boat is on the back of one of his crew. 
It is supposed by Dr. Thompson that the sum of two hundred dollars 
would be sufficient for this purpose. There is a.balance of the quaran- 
tine, appropriation of four hundred and twenty-two dollars and one cent 
($422 01) unexpended to October 31st, a part of which could be applied 
to this purpose. With my understanding of the appropriation Act I 
cannot so apply it. without further legislation on the subject. 


LAZARETTO—CHARLESTON HARBOR. 


These buildings are in a dilapidated condition, and can be saved only 
by the timely interposition of the General Assembly at the coming 
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session making the necessary appropriation for their removal. The 
Commission appointed by your Excellency, under the Act passed at the 
last session, to select a new site, have visited Morris Island, and its 
Chairman, Hon. Mr. Worthington, Collector of the Port, will, no doubt, 
in due time, submit a report, with certain recommendations as to a site 
and appropriation for the removal of the buildings. 


ST. HELENA SOUND. 


The quarantine station opposite Morgan Island and Bull River is 
acquiring much importance ou account of the large amount of phosphate 


‘rock taken from Coosaw and Bull Rivers and carried to Europe. — Vessels 


arrive at this station under charter from every part of the world. Dr. 
Sams, in charge of the station, reports no case of contagious disease 

during the past season among the crews of thirty-two vessels of large 

tonnage arriving at that anchorage. 


GEORGETOWN HARBOR. 


The quarantine station on North Island, in this harbor, under the 
supervision of Dr. H, F. Heriot, had not a single arrival that was liable 
to quarantine visitation. An intelligent, experienced officer at his post 
of duty the whole season had not the opportunity of visiting a single 
vessel from any infected port.

The ceiling of the Legislative Hall requires a thorough 
repairing, as its present condition does not. guarantee safety to human 
life. The new enclosure around the grounds was, more or less, injured 
by the heavy rains which fell during the spring and summer seasons; 
its reparation I would respectfully recommend to your Excellency’s 
kind consideration. A supply of one hundred and twenty-six tons of 
coal for the use of the Executive and the Houses of Senate and Repre- 
sentatives is stored up in the cellar of the State Capitol. The kindling 
wood advertised for will, I hope, soon be at hand. The guarding of the 
State House is regularly performed by the watchmen, and with pleasure 
do I again report the punctuality of Mr. Dennis O'Keefe, who deserves 
praise for his faithfulness.

. To His Excellency D H. CHAMBERLAIN, 
Governor of South Carolina : 

SIr—I herewith respectfully submit to your Excellency my seventh 
annual report on the condition of the State Library, and it is my pleasure 
to say that it will be found in good order whenev er it will be subjected 
to an investigation. 

Since my last report of Decemher 1, 1874, there is an increase of 266 
volumes, 76 pamphlets and 3 daily publications ; and deducting from 
266 volumes 64 volumes Law and Equity Reports, delivered to the 
Supreme Court Library, there were left 202 volumes, which, added to 
the 4,005 volumes, which were found in the Library last year, give a 
total of 4,207 volumes. 

The largest number were received by interchanging with other States ; 
some by liberal givers, whose respective names will be found in the fol- 
lowing list, viz. :

To satisfy many demands, I requested and kindly received the reports 
of the United States Commissioners on Fish and Fisheries from the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington. 

Of the contingent fund of $250 appropriated by the Legislature at 
regular session of 1874-75, I have obtained on account, on April 3d, 
1875, cash $50, on September 18th, 1875, $50—total, $100—of which 
$93.43 have been expended, leaving cash on haud $6.57. "The balance 
of $150 yet remaining in the State Treasury, I hope the necessary 
amount thereof can be drawn to meet all the expenses which may occur 
until a new appropriation for the fiscal year has passed the Legislature. 

I have already spoken of the manner in which the Library is and 
has been increasing since I have had the honor of being the officer 
thereof; but I respectfully call the attention of your Excellency to the 
9th Chapter, Section 1, (on page 17), of the Revised Statutes, which says: 
“That the sum of five hundred dollars be annually appropriated for the 
purchase of a library for the use of the members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives of this State.” Itis well known that no books 
have been purchased for the State Library for many years. Would it 
not be time for the Legislature to give that existing law the attention it 
so well deserves? And I therefore beg your Excellency please to recom- 
mend this matter to the General Assembly, besides all the other points 
of which I have so often made mention. 

All this is respectfully submitted to your Excellency’s kind con- 
sideration.

Tar STATE vs. NELSON CLAWSON. 
Murder. 


The defendant in this case, Nelson Clawson, has been tried and con- 
vieted, in due course of law, of murder, and has been sentenced, in ac- 
cordance with law, to be hanged on the 15th day of January, 1875. A 
petition has been presented to mé for a commutation of the sentence pro- 
nounced to that of imprisonment for life. 

I have read the testimony elicited upon the trial as transmitted to me 
by the presiding Judge, and I am unable to discover any error in the 
verdict rendered by the jury, and certainly none in the sentence pro- 
nounced by the Court. I must, therefore, conclude that my action, if 
favorable to the defendant, must rest upon the strength of the petition 
and the reasons therein stated. These reasons are vague and not alto- 
gether consonant with each other, and I should bave great difficulty in 
selecting any specific reasons from among those presented as the reasons 
upon which Í could rest my action. 

I do find, however, that His Honor the presiding Judge, the Solicitor 
gro tempore, the Sheriff, and other officers of the Court, many if not all 
the members of the bar at Yorkville, as well as the prominent citizens 
of York County, have joined in the petition for commutation. I cannot 
suppose that all these gentlemen can have lost sight of the demands of 
the law, or the interests of the community of which they are members. 
I feel obliged to believe that those who have thus endorsed the defend- 
ant's petition are moved thereto by motives and reasons which still give 
due weight to the proper enforcement of the eriminal law of our State. 
I do, therefore, grant the prayer of the petitioner, and commute the sen. 
tence of death, pronounced upon Nelson Clawson, to imprisonment at 
hard labor for life in the State Penitentiary.

The defendant, Govan Reed, was convicted before Judge Reed at the

case has been presented to me, signed by a very large number of citizens 
of Orangeburg County, including nearly and perhaps all the members of

Judge Reed has added his recommendation that the sentence be com- 
muted to imprisonment at hard labor for a period of not less than twenty 
years. 
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Solicitor Buttz also recommends a commutation to imprisonment for

I have read the notes of evidence as taken by the Court stenographer, 
and in view of the youth of the prisoner, the quarrel with the deceased 
antecedent to the killing, and the short space of time intervening between 
the quarrel and the killing, and also in deference to what appears to be 
the almost unanimous judgment of those who best know all the circum- 
stances of the case, I have determined to commute the sentence from 
death by hanging to imprisonment at hard labor in the State Penitentiary 


for the period of twenty years.

The defendant in this case was convicted before Judge C. P. Town-

“THE STATE vs. GEO. HARDEE, JORDAN HARDEE AND Hoyr HARDER. 


Murder. 


The defendants, three brothers, were tried and convicted of the mur- 


der of Staten Lanier, before Judge Reed, in Charleston, at the February. 


Term of the Court of General Sessions, 1875, and sentenced to be hung 
-on the 16th day of April, 1875. 

Petitions for pardon or commutation of sentence from North Carolina, 
where the prisoners formerly lived, and from Charleston County, have 
been presented to me. I have made diligent inquiry into their cases, and 
‘have examined all the testimony taken at the trial, as well as that taken 
at the Coroner's Inquest. I have also conferred with the Judge who 
heard the cases. 

It is impossible for me to understand and weigh the testimony as 
accurately as if I had been present at the trial. This leads me to give 
.great weight to the verdiet of the jury as to all questions of fact. I do 
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not regard it as within the proper exercise of my power as Governor to 
disregard the verdict of the jury upon questions of fact unless there are 
very unusual circumstances warranting it. 

That George Hardee shot and killed Staten Lanier is undisputed. 
There was a quarrel between the deceased and Jordan Hardee and Hoyt 
Hardee, but it was not, so far as I can judge, of such violence as to 
put them in jeopardy of their lives. Still less was the life of George 
Hardee in danger. The evidence, I think, fully warrants the conclusion 
that George Hardee left the immediate scene of the quarrel, went into 
the house, returned with his gun and shot Staten Lanier. That he was 
excited may well be believed, but I see no evidence that he was under 
the influence of passion, arising from the quarrel, to such a degree as to 
. reduce his offénse below murder. Nor do I see any evidence under 
which his action can be regarded as self-defense. I cannot, therefore, 
change the sentence in his case. 

In regard to the case of Hoyt Hardee and Jordan Hardee, the grounds 
for a change of sentence seem stronger. It does not appear that they 
directly instigated or advised the action of George Hardee. Nor can I 
see sufficient evidence of their participation in the killing, by George 
Hardee, to make them equally responsible for the crime. 

I think their cases are properly distinguished from that of George 
Hardee in degree of guilt, and I therefore commute the sentence of 
Jordan Hardee and Hoyt Hardee to imprisonment for life at hard labor 
in the State Penitentiary.

Grand Larceny. 


The defendant, George Thompson, was tried and convicted of grand 
larceny at the April Term of the General Sessions for Fairfield County, 
and sentenced by the late Judge Rutland to five years’ imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary. 

He has now served over three years of his sentence. Application is 
made for his pardon by many citizens of Fairfield County, including the 
prosecuting witness.

The defendant, George Moore, was convicted before His Honor Judge 
Cooke, at the May Term of the Abbeville Court, of burglary and larceny, 
and sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment in the State Penitentiary. 

Applications are now made for his pardon on the ground that the 
testimony was not sufficient to warrant his conviction. `

I have further requested a statement and report of the case from Mr. 
Blythe, and haye examined the case as reported by him. 


It appears that the only testimony connecting George Moore with the 


crime was the confessions of three other persons tried and convicted of 
the same offense, who, in their confessions, declared that George Moore 
stood outside the house and watched while the other three committed the 
crime. This statement was denied by George Moore. 

The familiar principle of the law that confessions are not of themselves 
evidence against other parties than those making them, seems to apply 
here, and I concur in the view of the Judge and Solicitor that the con- 
viction in this case was not warranted by the proof, and I grant the 
pardon prayed for.

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have been permitted by the Solicitor and the Judge. To convict a per- 
son and immediately thereafter to ask his pardon on grounds which im- 
peach the legal propriety of his conviction, and which were as apparent 
at the time of the conviction as afterward, imposes on the Governor a 
duty which he should not be called upon to perform. 

This does not, however, change my duties in the premises, and, accept- 
ing the statements of the petition as correct, I am doing a simple act of 
legal justice in granting the pardon.

THE STATE vs. Dor I. WALKER AND Henry BLAKE. 


Conspiracy to Cheat and Defraud. 


The defendants above named, together with Benjamin F. Michael, who 
absconded before his trial, were tried September Term, 1875, of the Court 
of General Sessions for Chester County, on an indictment charging them 
with a conspiracy to cheat and defraud the County of Chester of the sum 
of seventy dollars by means of a false and illegal teacher's pay certifi- 
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cate, being an order on the County Treasurer of Chester County to pay 
the sum of seventy dollars to B. F. Michael for services as a teacher, 
signed by B. F. Michael, J. C. Stevenson and Henry Blake as School 
Trustees of School District No. 1, of Chester County, and endorsed 
. “approved and ordered to be paid—D. I. Walker, County School Com- 
missioner of Chester County,"—knowing the said certificate to be false 
and fraudulent. A molle prosequi was entered by the Solicitor as to Ste- 
venson, aud the trial resulted in the convietion of Walker and Blake, 
with the recommendation by the jury to the mercy of the Court. Walker 
and Blake were thereupon sentenced, the former to imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary for one year, and the latter for three months. Application 
is now made to me to intervene, in the exercise of Executive clemency, by 
pardoning the defendants Walker and Blake or by commuting their sen- 
tence to a milder punishment. The papers laid before me are, first, a 
petition signed by over twelve hundred of the citizens of Chester County 
asking for the pardon of the defendants; second, a similar petition signed 
by C. A. King, County School Commissioner, Nelson Davies, Represent- 
ative of York County, and endorsed by Hon. J. H. White, Senator from 
York County, and Hon. A. S. Wallace, member of Congress from the 
Fourth Congressional District of this State; third, a petition signed by 
B. G. Yocom, County Treasurer, C. C. McCoy, Clerk of Court, S. J. 
Couch, Representative of Chester County, John Lee, W. H. Macdonald, 
. J. F. Green and about fifty others for the pardon of Henry Blake ; 
fourth, a recommendation by His Honor, Hon. T. J. Mackey, the Judge 
who presided at the trial, based on the request of eleven of the jury who 
sat on the case, that the sentence of Dablin I. Walker be commuted to 
imprisonment for twelve months in the County jail of Chester; fifth, 
a copy of the indietment and a synopsis of the testimony taken on the 
trial, submitted to me by one of the attorneys for the defendant. It is 
proper, I think, to add that many other persons of high position and 
character have personally urged upon me in the most urgent manner the 
pardon of the defendant, Walker. i 

The present case is thus marked by some unusual features. The high 
position occupied by the defendant, Walker, as a State Senator, his 
wide circle of friends, and the array of names appearing upon the 
petitions before me, necessarily render my present duty peculiarly- 
delicate and onerous. 

None, however, will dispute the proposition that I should be false to 
my official obligation if I regarded the case with any other spirit or 
purpose than that which I would bring to the consideration of the case 
of the humblest man in the State, 

It appears from the testimony that the school certificate on which the 
indictment rested purported to be drawn for the year 1871, but was

actually written and signed by all the defendants in November, 1874, 
and after the defendant, Walker, had ceased to be School Commissioner, 
The signatures of all the defendants were identified by Julius C. 
Stevenson and David Hemphill, late County Treasurer of Chester 
County, the latter of whom also testified that, in a report made by the 
defendant, Walker, as School Commissioner, about January, 1874, of 
the outstanding school claims for 1871 and 1872, no unpaid certificate 
of B. F. Michael appeared. F. B. Lloyd, the present School Commis- 
sioner of Chester County, testified that he was informed by B. G. 
Yocom, the present County Treasurer of Chester County, of the 
existence of the certificate in question, and that upon inquiry of 
Walker about it, he (Walker) requested him to look out for the original 
of the certificate, but that nothing was said to him by Walker until 
after he (Yocom) had called attention to the alleged fraudulent 
certificate. Í | ; 

Julius C. Stevenson, who was indicted with these defendants, and who was 
made a witness for the State, testified that the certificate in question was 
fraudulént, and that Michael had so told him, aud, further, that Michael 
told him “whenever he was hard up for money, he (Michael) and 
Walker would fix up the papers, and Walker would sign them." 

The report of F. B. Lloyd, the present School Commissioner of Ches- 
ter County, was also put in evidence, comprising a list of school claims 
issued prior to November, . 1873, and unpaid. No certificate to B. F. 
Michael appeared in this report. There was no evidence that Michael 
ever taught in School District No. 1, for which the certificate in question 
was drawn, though it appeared that he taught a very short time at Geth- 
semane, four miles from Chester Court House. D. OG. Yocom, the pres- 
ent Treasurer of Chester County, testified that Walker gave him no in- 
formation concerning the certificate in question till the January Term of 
the Court, 1875. l 

The defendant, Walker, testified that on the 23d of November, 1874, 
as he was leaving Chester to go to Columbia, Michael came to him with 
the certificate in question, and asked him to sign it, saying that he had 
lost the one formerly issued to him in 1871; that he signed it, but that 
he was now unable to say certainly that Michael taught school during the 
time stated in the certificate. Two other witnesses were introduced by 
the defense, who testified, that Michael taught school at Gethsemane in 
1871. 

These are the chief points of the testimony as presented to me, and 
Mr. Couch, one of the defendant's attorneys, writes me that “ nothing is 
omitted, so far as my memory serves me, in this evidence that could do 
the defendant any good.” j : 

Upon this evidence, the questions for me to consider are, (1) whether 
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the conviction of the defendants was warranted by the law and the facts, 
and (2) whether my duty, which is to “take care that the laws are faith- 
fully executed in mercy,” will permit me to relieve the defendants of the 
punishment imposed on them by the Court. No suggestion is made in 
any of the papers before me that the trial in any of its incidents was un- 
fair to the defendants, nor that any attainable evidence in their behalf 
was wanting. I find myself wholly unable to reach the conclusion that 
the verdict was not warranted by the law and the facts. The utmost 
that can be said is, that the defendants, by possibility, acted carelessly, 
but not with actual criminal intent; but the jury who heard and saw and 
- knew all the witnesses, and who were able and willing, beyond question, 
to give the defendants the benefit of all doubts, have, by their verdiet, 
declared that the defendants acted fraudulently and willfully in execut- 
ing and approving the certificate in question. 

As to the second question, it is to be remembered that the defendant, 
Walker, is a man of intelligence, experience and influence. On his 
trial, and since his convietion, he has had the aid of numerous devoted 
and powerful friends, who have omitted no proper efforts to present his 
case in its most favorable aspect and to relieve him from his present un- 
happy condition. My sympathies are always sincerely aroused whenever 
I am thus pressed to do an act which will be grateful to any of my 
fellow-men, and to my personal and political friends, mauy of whom 
appear among the petitiones in this case, and whose views I am glad to 
adopt whenever my sense of duty will-permit. But how can I relieve 
these defendants from their comparatively light punishments, and leave 
hundreds of others to undergo their heavier punishments, who can plead 
far greater temptations, far less intelligence, and who have no friends 
whose voices will probably ever reach the Governor? If the defendants 
' are guilty of the crime with whieh they were charged, the sentences im- 
posed are not relatively severe. A.man of very low order of intelligence 
has just entered the Penitentiary for a term of ten years for stealing ten 
bushels of corn. Measured by a just and impartial standard, I cannot 
think the terms of punishment of these defendants any longer than the 
erime of which they were convicted justifies. 

Eleven of the jurors who rendered the verdict in these cases, together ` 
with the presiding Judge, earnestly request me to change the sentence of - 
the defendant, Dublin I. Walker, from imprisonment in the Penitentiary 
to imprisonment in the County jail. The views of the jury who rendera 
verdict, and of the Judge who tries the case and pronounces sentence, are 
entitled to the highest consideration, and have always received it at my 
hands. I therefore cheerfully grant this request; and as I see no rea- 
son why the defendant, Henry Blake, should not receive the same treat- 
ment, I commute the sentence of both defendants, Walker and Blake, to 
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imprisonment for the remainder of their respective terms in the County

fendant. The defendant has been in jail since February last, and has 
served out one-half of his sentence in the County jail. I therefore grant

To the Honorable the General Assembly of South Carolina : 

GENTLEMEN— The South Carolina College, chartered by your honor- 
able body in 1801, long enjoyed an honored reputation at home and 
abroad for the ability of its Professors and the distinguished character and 
attainments of its alumni. This renown was maintained in a great measure 
down to the period of the rebellion. During the progress of that armed 
resistance to constitutional authority the attitude of the College authori- 
ties was inclined to the preservation of the College curriculum and discip- 
line, even while hostilities were going on. This was rendered of no avail 
by the natural enthusiasm of the students, who left the walls of their 
Alma Mater to take their places in the rank-. 

Some Professors followed the more fervid example of youthful zeal, 
but the majority remained at their post of duty, and, on the cessation of 
hostilities and return of peace, took part in reconstruction by remodelling 
the course of study and the previous plan of the College, approved by the 
experience of half a century, to that of the University of Virginia and 
its peculiar system of “schools.” From 1865, the period of this change 
and the eventful era of reconstruction, to 1878, the General Assembly 
gave a willing and, in view of the meagre results aceruing, a lavish sup- 
port to the University and its Professors. "This was the more remarkable 
when we remember the changes which had followed the effort at secession 
and the difference in condition between those who had once spared no 
expense for the old College and those to whom, at the date mentioned, 
the purse-strings of the State were entrusted. 

Whatever charges may be laid at the door of these new legislators, 
they ought always to be gratefully remembered for the generous aid 
given to the cause of education, as represented by the University and the 
free school system, and to the various charitable institutions. They sup- 
ported a University with little more than a baker's dozen of bona fide 
students. They maintained Professors who reviled them publiely and 
plotted against them privately—men who used the leisure afforded by the 
University to stir up the opposition press, and belittle every attempt 
at progress. Although a majority of the legislators belonged to the race 
hitherto oppressed and denied all opportunities of instruction, secular 
or religious, and notwithstanding the fact that the early College had 
been founded as a place where all the youth of the State were to be edu- 
cated, and the laws of the new University made no distinction of creed 
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or complexion, up to the year 1873 no student of the proscribed race 
had applied for admission. The resignation of certain Professors upon 
the application of the first stúdent of color, made necessary a change 
both in the corps of Professors and the University curriculum—a duty 
which we, as a Board, had no hesitancy in assuming. 

The places of the old Professors were promptly filled by gentlemen of 
equal reputation, who brought to us the highest testimonials of their 
capacity and experience. 

Without enacting any new rule, or changing, in any radical manner, 
the old laws, the University was thrown open to all the youth of the 
State, the tuition fees were abolished, and the old collegiate curriculum 
temporarily adopted instead of the loose system of “ schools.” 

Like all innovations, where important principle is at bottom, the change 
was received with the abuse and misrepresentation of the enemies of uni- 
versal education, and, strange to say, with distrust on the part of some who 
should have clearly seen the imperative necessity of the re-organization. 
Fortunately, the small number of students then present, a part of whom 
left, in no sensible manner affected the permanent prosperity of the Uni- 
versity. The Faculty, sustained by us, bent their energies to consoli- 
dating the working force and rendering as effective as possible the work 
for the future. Through the generosity of your honorable body, and in 
accordance with many precedents in the State of South Carolina and 
elsewhere, a number of scholarships were established, to be competed for 
first in the Counties by the various aspirants, and afterward by a selec- 
tion of the best fitted from the Counties to contend before the State 
Board of Examiners, at Columbia. The result has been exceedingly 
gratifying to every lover of impartial education, and abundantly justi- 
fies the wisdom of your honorable body in making such provision for 
those who were at once able and necessitous. In nearly every instance, 
those students who were unsuccessful candidates for scholarships have 
remained for a term, often for a year, at the Preparatory School connected 
with the University, and pursued a course of study which has fitted them 
better for the position of teachers in some of the Counties, or has enabled 
them to compete with ‘more advantageous results for a scholarship. 

It would be impossible to compute adequately the stimulus given to 
the cause of education by the bestowal of scholarships. Already the 
intelligence is known in every County, and it is safe to say that at least 
two hundred students are now in course of preparation for the University. 
Many of these young men are poor, and could not support themselves 
for four years at the University without the aid thus held out to them by 
the bounty of the State as a reward for good scholarship, and character. 
Viewing the benefits of the Scholarship Act, independently of its result as 
developing a higher order of intelligent citizens and its valuable effect as 
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an incentive to learning, it would be a curious and profitable page in the 
study of political economy to estimate the importance, in a business point 
of view, of throwing such a large sum of money into the County of Rich- 
land and the city of Columbia, and tracing its effect on the trade in the 
upper and lower country. We should then see how the money thus gen- 
erously furnished by your honorable body out of the taxes of the people 
returns to you with interest, by lessening ignorance, by inereasing the 
demand here at Columbia for the supplies furnished by your various 
Counties, by sending forth, yearly, young men fitted to take charge of 
your common schools or to perform the various duties likely to devolve 
upon the citizen of South Carolina. Whatever honest difference of 
opinion may have existed with regard to the utility of the principle 
involved in the scholarship law, at its first inception, and whatever limit 
may be placed in the future by your honorable body to the scope of its 
benefits, for the present, at least, we may safely name it an unmistakable 
good, and one which it would neither be part of wisdom nor consonant 
with true economy to curtail. 

The scholarship plan adopted by the General Assembly is a necessity at 
present, arising from the poverty of the people, more particularly that por- 
tion to whom, before the war, it was imputed a crime to learn to read. Of 
the eighty-four students now in the University on scholarship, not a dozen 
either of the colored or white students could be there without the aid 
thus afforded or some similar private benefaction. In the Northern and 
New England Colleges, and for a long time in this State in the military 
schools, a similar class of young men were aided from charitable funds 
placed at the disposal of the College authorities by the philanthropie. 
Harvard University expends annually in this way $30,000.00, and Yale 
College upwards of $10,000.00. In default of such private munificence, 
the State acts wisely in stepping in and supplying so evident a deficiency. 
In time the graduates of the University, mindful of the generosity of the 
State to them, will repay four-fold the obligation. Our State is poor, it 
is true, but not so poor as to be willing to perpetuate ignorance; not so 
poor as to refuse to perpetuate its existence. The future depends much 
upon the educational standard of the people, upon the moral and educa- 
tional character of the young men of both races, who are to be the future 
guardians of the commonwealth, Hence, their training and moral 
development is a matter of first importance to the whole people, and 
cannot be lightly disregarded. 

The necessity for the continuance of the scholarship law is: so obvious 
that we do not care to take the time of your honorable body to ‘discuss 
it. The hard lines of war, and the vicissitudes incident to a great social 
revolution, have left the youth of all classes without the opportunities of 
education, just as they left the parents of these young men impoverished, 
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on the one hand, or taught, on the other, for the first time, to be self-depend- 
ent. Where a youth is unable to go to school, the State wisely protects 
herself against ultimate damage or loss by paying for his education. The 
Common School and the University, snatch, as it were, from the jaws of 
the Penitentiary, the victims the latter seizes, more by reason of their 
ignorance than because of a decided proneness to crime. The University 
has sustained a peculiar relation to the Common Schools of the State, 
Since the re-organization it has been customary for the students to teach 
during the vacation. From the report of the Chairman of the Faculty, 
herewith appended, it will be seen that during the past summer sixty- 
three (63) students connected with the University during the year have 
taught in twenty-six (26) Counties. This exhibit is the more satisfactory 
when it is remembered that every one of these teacners are scholarship stu. 
dents, who, in this way, are becoming self-supporting and are making good 
returns to the State for the money expended upon their education. With 
regard to the fitness of these young men, as teachers, we have had many 
flattering assurances from members of the Faculty and the School Com- 
missioners in Counties where they have taught. 

While the studies of the University are not designed to fit scholars for 
teachers, but rather to lay a broad foundation for any pursuit they may 
be disposed in life to follow, yet it incidentally, and far more effectively, 
performs this work; first, by the facilities given to the students of ob- 
serving the methods of ten or eleven Professors; second, by bringing 
them in contact with many varieties of talent and opportunity among 
their classmates; and, third, by the subtle education gained from the 
routine and discipline of the University system, and, what is by no means 
a consideration to be overlooked, the fact that University training pre- 
vents them from being wedded to one method or scheme of study, from 
the ruts of which only the most original genius or determined worker 
can escape. We feel compelled, as a Board, to call the attention of the 
General Assembly to the very pressing wants of the University. Your 
honorable body first deprived it of the old chapel, with its capacious 
halls and basement, suitable for a gymnasium. Afterward you author- 
ized the Regents of the Normal School to appropriate the chapel, which 
was occupied upon the ground. They are now obliged to collect at 
prayers each morning over two hundred students in the hall of the 
Euphradian Society, where the arrangements for seating are poor, and 
where, until within a few weeks, there has been no provision for fire. 
This room is in the third siory of the building, which makes it difficult 
of access. But the want of chapel room is trifling compared with the 
lack of all such modern appliances as are absolutely essential, in the 


judgment of the Board, for carrying on the educational work so well 
begun. 
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* We have to regret an entire lack of suitable furniture, desks for 
teachers, seats for students, and, what is more to be deplored, an inade- 
quate supply of blackboards, maps, globes, so necessary for thorough 
instructions, that we are surprised to find how the instructors have 
taught without their aid. 

The fiscal needs of the University were never more crying than at the 
present time, and we should feel derelict in our duty, considering the 
important and constantly increasing interest entrusted to our care, did 
we not call upon you gentlemen to vote a liberal amount to sustain this 
institution. The estimate, prepared for the Comptroller General, it 
appears to us, on careful consideration, should be freely granted, 
if you are disposed to hold up the hands of our Board and the 
Faculty in maintaining the only school, with one exception, South of the 

‘Potomac, where distinctions of race and creed are entirely ignored. The 
President of the United States has, in his annual message, in words which 
have already become historic, stated the intimate connection between true 
Republican government and absolutely free and impartial education, 
linking it with the glorious truths of the Christian religion. South Caro- 
lina has the honor of having anticipated the President. She has carried 
out, thus far successfully, under the guidance of your honorable body, 
this all-important principle. We, as a Board, have taken the responsi- 
bility of carrying out to the letter the duty you have placed upon us in 
electing us to our present position. It is for you, gentlemen, to say, by 
your votes, whether or not we shall be endorsed in what we have under- 
taken and sustained in pushing it forward to its completion. 

To this end the University must be sustained by the maintenance of 
a corps of able Professors, by a continuance of the same ample means 
you gave so freely when it represented an exclusive and undemocratic 
policy. Any reduction of the number of Professors we should be inclined 
to regard as an indirect blow at the efficiency of the institution; the 
proper test of a first-class College being not the number of students in 
attendance, but the number and ability of its Professors. By personal 
inspection we are aware of the labors of the several Professors in the 
University. 

They are performing an all-important. work, the fruits of which this 
generation may not fully realize; but the effects of it cannot but re- 
dound to the good of all citizens of the State. The classes, lectures 
and recitations are open to the view of the publie, to the ignorant and 
learned, and need no praise from the Board. Were it necessary we 
might eite numerous instances of praise from disinterested parties who 
have attended the exercises at the University and are competent to judge 
of their quality. We are aware the University has been attacked persist- 
ently and maliciously. The animus is clearly seen. The attacks come 
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from those who, having enjoyed the advantages of education themselves, 
would poison its springs for their brother of a darker hue, or deprive 
him of its advantages entirely. No better statement of the narrow and 
partisan feelings of such men could be found than the following extract 
from a prominent journal, written by an ex-Professor of the College: 

« Indeed, there is a vast deal more of evil and injury which are ruin- 

ing the State and degrading the people besides large taxes, flagrant 
frauds and corrupt jobs. The streams of intelligence, culture and 
morality which should flow statedly into our publie and social life from 
schools and institutions of learning are dried up, or so stagnated and 
muddied as to be no longer healthful, fresh and vitalizing. It made our 
blood run cold to read the chapter in Governor Chamberlain’s annual 
message upon the University. It was in no way. offensive in language. 
That was as scholarly, as cultured and as refined as any other part of 
the paper. But it seemed to us to fully recognize the domination of 
ignorance and prejudice as inevitable and forever abiding in that 
hallowed seat of learning. It seemed to say that things are settled there 
upon a satisfactory and permanent basis. There is not a gleam of hope 
to the people of recovering the use and enjoyment of it, except by 
forfeiture of their self-respect and outrage to their instincts and feelings, 
to be gathered from any of its well turned sentences. They, the people 
-who founded it, supported it, were educated in it, and who educated 
their sons and grandsons in it for three quarters of a century, are con- 
sidered as attached unalterably and ‘subordinately to a system which 
they know and feel in their inmost souls to be corrupt and vicious, and 
to carry in its bosom the seeds of ruin to them and theirs. They have 
every motive of manhood and honor to escape from it, and they will 
overthrow it yet, despite all the theories of New England and the power 
of 20,000 or 30,000 (as the case may be) majority in the State. It is 
the system of things, the policy which he cannot resist, let us hope, and 
not his individual opinions, which are reflected in these remarks of 
Governor Chamberlain upon the University. We must, then, have a 
political revolution to correct the wrongs, of which this occurs to us as 
a striking example."— Columbia Register, December 8, 1875. 

The attention of the General Assembly is further called to the ex- 
haustive report of the Chairman of the Faculty, published by order of a 
resolution of the General Assembly on the 18th of February, 1875, and 
the report of the Chairman and members of the Faculty, for the present 
year, which is herewith submitted, with copies of the examination papers. 
These present an irrefutable record of the efficiency of the University, 
and are the best answers to such malignant attacks—as harmless, for- 
tunately, as they are viralent—to which we have above referred. It has 
sometimes been assumed as an argument against University training, 
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but without any clear demonstration of proof, that the reform in educa- 
tion must begin at the bottom rung—at the common school. No posi- 
tion could be more untenable, either in the light of experience or judging 
from the working of the human intellect. In Europe and America we 
began with Colleges and Universities, and from them levelled down to 
the common school. If the higher education in Europe assumes a supe- 
rior position to that of America, it may be traceable to the maintenance 
of the Universities in the one, and the rise of mere technical schools in 
the other. The common people of America may be better informed than 
the corresponding class in Europe; but the schools of the latter are acknow- 
ledged superior to those of the former. As the fountain can never rise 
higher than its source, it is for us, as educators, to raise high the standard 
of the source of our supply, the University, and maintain it, knowing that 
by so doing we need not fear for the purity of the fountains. 

A word is due to the character of the work done by the University. 
To estimate it correctly we may remember that learned reviews have 
been written and long discussions protraeted to show that the colored 
peoplé would not learn, if given the opportunity ; if they were prevailed 
upon to study, only the lower and hambler studies were suited to their 
capacity. The learned Superintendent of Education of Virginia, in his 
report for 1374, went so far as to assert that negroes ought not to and 
could not study from the same text books as white scholars. All of these 
thecries have been overwhelmingly refuted by the work of the Univer- 
sity. The son of the same editor, whose fierce attack we have quoted, 
enjoyed the advantages of the University law school in company with 
colored classmates, and is now a Republican Auditor, confirmed by your 
body. The war, which emancipated blacks and whites, and reconstruc- 
tion, which lifted the load from the back of the poor white man, enabled 
the University, in the breadth of its culture, to disprove in detail the 
other idle tales. In the first class to be graduated under the new regime 
in the arts and in law, the races are nearly equally represented in num- 
bers and ability. In all the college classes, with one exception, the two 
races are represented, and. no discord, no act of wantonness or discourtesy, 
has marked either. In the chapel, recitation room, on the ball ground 
and in study, the lesson of equality and mutual self respect have been 
inculcated. e 

A school that demonstrates this problem in South Carolina merits not 
only your earnest support, gentlemen of the General Assembly, but it 
deserves the fame and honor it has already won for our beloved com- 
monwealth. One of the foremost educators of the country, writing with 
regard to this wonderful work of the University, says: “I know of no 
solution of the problem presented by our late rebel States, except that 
of equal educational privileges open to, nay forced upon, all. The suf- 
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frage is a curse without general education. And the education of the 
people can be effected only by a thorough higher education of those who 
are to be the custodum custodes, the vanguard in progressive civilization 
andculture. Primary and common school education attains a higher or a 
lower level in proportion to the thoroughness and the diffusion of more 
advanced knowledge and mental discipline.” In conclusion, gentlemen, 
we do not ask so much for a continuance of your favor to the University, 
since the Constitution of the State provides by & wise provision for its 
support, but rather for your personal interest in its permanent success, 
and your watchful care over it, to repel the insidious attacks which it 
has oftener to encounter in the house of its friends than from the open 
camp of its enemies.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


Report and Papers from Chairman of Faculty aud Professors of University. 


—— 


The special Committee appointed by the Board of Trustees of the 
University of South Carolina, to whom was referred the reports of the 
Chairman of the Faculty, and the several Professors of the University, 
having carefully examined the same, beg leave to say ; 

That the condition of the University seems to have been greatly im- 
proved in every particular, so far as the number of the students, their 
deportment and discipline, as well as progress in study, is concerned. 
The work of the Professors in their several departments, as well as in- 
structions in the Preparatory School, deserves commendation, and 
especially the incalculable benefits which the untiring efforts of Profes- 
sor Greener have added to the Library of the University, through which 
a complete and perfect classification of the books has been made and 
the whole appearance of the Library improved. . 

One of the most hopeful and satisfactory assurances of the reports is 
the higher standard of attainment which is made the condition of con- 
tinuance in the University, as well as the consequent devotion of the 
students to their studies, 

The change in the course of studies for the Preparatory School, (the 
nursery of the University,) which was contemplated last year, having 
been perfected, all difficulties to the proposed advancement of its pupils 
have been removed, and, upon the completion of the prescribed course, 
they are fully qualified to enter the University. 

The wants of the University are various, as set forth by the Profes- 
sors, and demand the attention of the Board. Your Committee would, 
however, recommend that an appropriation sufficient. to purchase the 
necessary furniture, blackboards, seats and teachers’ desks, as well as 
stoves for the warming of the lecture and publie rooms, are asked of the 
General Assembly, and that an appropriation be recommended adequate 
to make repairs upon the new Chapel building outside the Campus, so 
that it may be made available for publie and anniversary occasions.

THE CHAIRMAN OF THE FACULTY. 


To the Honorable the Board of Trustees 
* of the University of South Carolina : 
GENTLEMEN—The undersigned, Chairman of the Faculty, has the 
honor to-submit the following report for the year terminating on the 
thirty-first day of October, 1875: 
The condition of the University for the year has been such as to justify 
the highest hopes for its future success and usefulness. 


SCHOOL OF LAW. 


This department was well sustained to the close of the term in June 
last. Seventeen students matriculated in this school; four of them 
completed the course, passed a satisfactory examination, and are candi- 
dates for the degree of Bachelor of Law, viz.: H. A. Fox, H. B. John- 
son, J. H. Stewart, T. McCants Stewart and Mortimer A. Warren. 

In consequence of the severe and protracted illness of the Professor, 
Hon. C. D. Melton, this class has not been reorganized for the present, 
session, though several students are here waiting to enter upon the study 
of law. It is hoped that the Board, in its wisdom, may take the necessary 
steps to re-open this school at an early day. 


THE SOHOOL OF MEDICINE. 1 

For reasons familiar to your honorable body, this school is not in ses- 
sion at present. Professor John Lynch, M. D., continued his lectures to 
the end of the term in June upon Physiology and Materia Medica. 
Four students were in attendance upon his course for a part of the 
year; one remained to the close. Dr. Lynch is now lecturing to a class 
in the Preparatory School; also, to the regular Sophomore and Junior 
classes. 
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DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND ARTS. 


The under graduates in these schools are classified as seniors, juniors, 
sophomores and treshmen. 

T. McCants Stewart has completed the full classical course, and is 
recommended for the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

Charles J. Babbitt, of the senior class, has completed the studies of the 


scientific course, and is recommended for the degree of Bachelor of Phil- 
osophy. 

In the full classical senior class, for the ensuing year, are Wm. M. 
Dart, J. M. Morris and A. G. Townsend. 

E. M. Babbitt, Olin F. Cummings, T. A. McLean and C. C. Scott are 
` in the regular classical course and constitute our present junior class. 

The sophomore class for the ensuing year numbers sixteen—more than 
half of them in the classical course; th» remainder are in the modern 
course, which substitutes French and German for the ancient classics. 

Fifty-four students have matriculated in the freshmen class for the 
present year, and six in a special class. All these study Latin and about 
one-half of them Greek. Those not in the Greek will take French and 
German. 

The Professors in the various schools have been unremitting and earnest 
in the performance of their duties. In addition to performing the full 
work of their several departments, they have instructed several classes in 
the State Normal School and also in thé Preparatory School of the Uni- 
versity. The labors of the Professor of Ancient Languages are more 
severe than he can sustain. He has been aided by the Professors in the 
Schools of Mental and Moral Science and of Modern Languages. It is 
earnestly desired that the Board will adopt some measure for the perma- 
nent relief of the Professor of Ancient Languages. Formerly there was 
a Professor of Greek and anotber of Latin. 


PREPARATORY SCHOOL. 


The Preparatory School, under the immediate control of William H. 
Jackson, M. D., Principal, assisted by Mr. Harry A. Fox, has been em-, 
inently successful. It is divided into four classes. In the first or highest 
class there are'ten pupils. The studies of this class are Grammar, Arith- 
metie, Algebra, Bookkeeping, Natural Philosophy, Physiology, Latin, 
Greek and Ancient History. 

In the second class there are fifteen students; their studies are reading, 
Grammar. Arithmetie, Algebra, History of the United States, Latin and 
Physieal Geography. 

The third class has thirty pupils, engaged in Spelling, Reading, 
Writing, Geography, Grammar, Arithmetic, History and Latin. 
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The fourth class has thirty-two pupils, studying the same branches as 
the third class except Latin. 

For the details of the work of the several Professors, you are respect- 
fully referred to their individual reports hereunto annexed. 

You will find also full lists of the names and residences of all the 
students iu attendance during the year in the various departments. 

The deportment of the students has been generally good. A few in- 
stances of disorder have occurred, but, in all cases where the offenders 
have been discovered, they have received proper punishment. One stu- 
dent was expelled from the Preparatory School. 

A few others in this school, and several belonging to the Freshman 
Class, were notified not to return tothe institution in consequence of neglect . 
of studies and other University duties. 

The standard of attainment is now made a condition of continuing in 
the University. The present state of discipline is good. Most of the 
students are manifesting a commendable devotion to their studies. Those 
admitted this term, as a general rule, were found better prepared than 
former classes. 


WANTS. 


It is made my duty to bring to the notice of your honorable body the 
wauts of the whole institution. At present the most pressing want is an 
increase of furniture, blackboards, seats and teachers’ desks for the lec- 
ture rooms; also, better arrangements for warming the public rooms. 
A stove for the large mathematical room is indispensable. The classes 
meeting in this room are very large, and they must suffer with cold unless 
a stove can be provided. A large hall or chapel, in which all the students 
could be assembled for public exercises, is greatly needed. The former 
University Chapel is now controlled by the Normal School. The only 
room large enough to seat ail the students now under the control of the 
Faculty is the old Euphradian Hall, and this is entirely too small for our 
public anniversary occasions, and it is very inconvenient, being in the 
third story of Harper College. Could not the large Chapel outside the 
Campus be repaired and made available for public occasions? 


THE LIBRARY. 


It is known to your honorable body that for several months there has 
been no regular Librarian. At the request of the Faculty, Professor 
Greener took charge of the Library. The last incumbent left it in 
complete disorder—most of the books were upon the floor. They are 
now all in the proper alcoves, and better classified than formerly. The 
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appearance of the Library is much improved, and, by the new arrange- 
ment, its conveniences are increased. -

At present, also, I have a class in Natural Philosophy for the Prepara- 
tory and Normal Schools. 

. With the Seniors in the Evidences of Christianity I have used But- 
ler's Natural and Revealed Religion, and with allthe College classes 
Olmstead's Natural Philosophy and Astronomy. -With the Preparatory 
and Normal School I have used The Hand-Book of Natural E 

by Rolfe and Gillet. i 
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In my lectures I have been, as in previous years, greatly hindered by 
the condition of the apparatus.. It demands thorough repairs and 
large additions. In this I would recommend as far as possible the em- 
ployment of one or more skilled mechanics, who, under the direction of 
the Professors of Chemistry and Natural Philosophy, may,'for a small 
outlay, perfect apparatus and so save much of the expenditure which 
would be required to purchase the same of the philosophie instrument 
makers. 

During the past year this poliey has been largely pursued with con- 
siderable success. It offers the further advantage that those students 
who may desire to enter on mechanical pursuits may have the opportu- 
nity of becoming practically acquainted with some of the best machines 
and tools in use in the workshops of this country. 

To carry on the work of my department will demand this year an ap- 
propriation of five hundred dollars.

The Chairs of Anatomy and Surgery and Practical Medicine and Obstet- 
ries being vacant last year, and there being a class in the Medical School, 
I continued my lectures on Anatomy, Physiology and Materia Medica 
until the final examination in June. Only one student presented himself 
for examination, the result of which was quite satisfactory. I only regret 
that he was not able to pursue his studies to graduation. Since the com- 
mencement of the present term, I have been lecturing in the Literary 
Department to the Sophomore and Junior Classes on Comparative 
Anatomy and Physiology, and, at the request of the Principal of the 
Preparatory School, am delivering a course of lectures on Physiology to 
a class from his school. The students in each class I find diligent in 
their attention, and are progressing well in their studies, 
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I have also, in connection with the Professor of Chemistry and Phar- 
macy, been conducting the examinations of candidates for A pothecaries, 
and granting licenses after satisfactory examinations.

Ancient Languages and Literature. 


UNIVERSITY op SourH CAROLINA, 
COLUMBIA, October 30, 1875. 
Rev. A. W. Cummines, D. D., Chairman of the Faculty: 

Dear Sir—In presenting the annual report of the Department of 
Ancient Languages, it is proper to mention that the work which it 
requires is much greater than that of any other chair in the institution. 
Besides some teaching in the Preparatory School and in special classes, 
it is charged with the instruction of College students, which, before 
1866, took the whole time of two Professors. To meet this heavy 
requirement, it has been necessary, not only for the Professor to do full 
work in the elass room, but also to receive the assistance of College 
student as teachers in the Preparatory School, while the Professor of 
Modern Languages and, especially, the Professor of Mental and Moral 
Philosophy have aided in hearing the College classes. The students who 
assisted were J. H. Stuart, W. M. Dart, J. M. Morris and C. C. Scott. 

The class of 1877 has recited in Latin the third and half the fourth 
book of Quintus Curtius’ Life of Alexander the Great, the whole of 
Cicero's Treatise on Old Age, and of Plautus' Comedy of the Captives ; 
in Greek, Sophocles’ Tragedy of King CEdipus, (to Professor Otheman, 
Plato's Apology and Crito.) The class has had frequent lessons in Had- 
ley's Greek Grammar and, for a part of the year,in Allen's Latin 
Grammar. It is now reading Demosthenes’ Oration on the Crown and 
the Histories of Tacitus. 

The class of 1878 has recited in Latin fifty pages of Livy, (to Profes- 
sor Greener, the Odes of Horace;) in Greek, four books of the Iliad, 
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and ten chapters of the Greek Testament. It has also recited constantly 
in Hadley’s Greek and Harkness’ Latin Grammar. It is now reading 
the Satires of Horace and the Eighth Book of Herodotus. 

The class of 1879 has been taken by Professor Greener through 
Harkness’ Latin Book and a large part of Allen's Latin Reader, and by 
Professor Greener and myself through Harkness’ First Greek Book and 
two books of Xenophon's Expedition of Cyrus. It is now reading in 
Allen’s Latin Reader and in the Iliad, with lessons in Greek and Latin 


Grammars. 
The classes have had a few exercises in Latin Composition, given out 


by dictation. A text book will be used the coming year.

Chemistry and Geology.

Dear Sir—I have had under my instruction during the past year 
the Senior, Junior and Freshman Classes. The Seviors have used as a text 
book Lyell's Principles of Geology, accompanied by lectures and the 
study of the minerals of the cabinet ; the Junior Class, in connection 
with the experiments and lectures of the course, use Cooke’s Chemical 
Philosophy and Eliot & Storer’s Manual. à 

A portion of the present Freshman Classhave been and still are under 
my care in the study of Algebra. X 

T find the young men, as a rule, orderly and studious, apparently desir- 
ous of making up by extra diligence for the disadvantages under which, 
many of them have labored. "Their recitations will compare favorably 
with those of students in corresponding classes in other colleges. i 

The greatest obstacle I have to encounter is the lack of apparatus and 
material of almost every kind with which to illustrate and render inter- 
esting the scientific course. THe annual appropriation is so small that 
after purchasing the chemicals, &c., consumed during the year, little re- 
mains'to make good the deficiencies that have existed for many years 
and are daily becoming greater with the advance of science, 
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A portion of former appropriations has been expended in fitting up a 
workshop containing tools for working both wood and metal, suitable for 
the construction of philosophical instruments. I feel that this money is 

well invested and will return to the University many times the original 
| outlay. ` 

The most successful courses of scientific instruction are those that 
render the text book subordinate to the observing and reasoning powers 
of the student. The means of experiment should be placed, as far as 
possible, in the hands of each student, that he may have the power of pro- 
ducing and observing certain phenomena for himself, and of comparing 
them with the general principles laid down in the text books. Many 
experiments must, from their nature, be reserved for the lecture table, but 
many others not less instructive may be performed by each student at 
his own table. 

The mind of the pupil required thus, under guidance, to instruct itself 
is awakened from the passive attitude into which, under the influence of. 
continual study from books alone, it is apt to fall; abstract principles 
acquire a living reality, aud faculties are trained that cannot be reached 
in any other way. 

In all colleges that are abreast of the times, in the military aud naval 
academies, even at the best normal schools at the North, rooms are fitted 
up in which a portiou of the time devoted to chemistry is spent in actual 
laboratory practice. 

I wish to be able to furnish for this purpose the room opposite to the 
Chemical Lecture Room. It can be done ata moderate expense, and will 
serve also for instruction in other branches of practical science which I 
trust soon to see introduced into the University. 

With the increased number of students the lack of apparatus for the 
lecture room becomes more and more embarassing. Our workshop, it is 
true, places many things within our reach that would otherwise be un- 
atainable, but the cost of the rough material alone is considerable. 

We are at present almost without means of making examinations of 
ores, minerals, soils, &e., or of carrying on any investigations of a scien- 
tifie nature that might aid in developing the resources of the State. 
While the well-appointed workshops and laboratories of Northern colleges 
enable their Professors to contribute steadily to the scientific literature 
and discovery of the day, we are almost cut off from work of this kind 
by a species of economy that can be ill afforded.

I have the honor to present the following annual report of my depart- 
ment for the year just ended : 

The classes coming immediately under my instruction are the Seniors 
(1875) and the Juniors (1876.) o 

During the first term of the present academic year, the former recited 
to mein Porter’s Intellectual Science twice a week; in Jevons’ Logic, 
once a week; and in Townsend’s Analysis of the Constitution of the 

United States, once a week. 
The Juniors (1876) in the same term recited in Bowen's Metaphysics 
and Ethics three times a week; in Peabody’s Moral Philosophy, once a 
week ; and in Stewart’s Philosophy of the Human Mind, oecasionally. 

I also heard what was called the Sub-Freshman class (1879) five 
times a week in Harkness’ Latin Reader and Grammar, and five times 
a week in Harkness’ first book in Greek, 

In the second term, the Seniors (1875) recited once a week in the Con- 
stitution of the United States, completing the book ; in Schwegler’s His- 
tory of Philosophy once a week, and in Mill's Examination of Sir Wil- 
liam Hamilton's Philosophy twice a week. The latter work was com- 
pleted and the former continued as far as “Christianity and Scholas- 
- ticism,” in Stirling’s edition. 

During this term the Juniors (1876) continued the study of Jevons’ 
Logic once a week ; began Bowen’s, Hamilton’s Metaphysics, in which 
they recited twice a week. The former book they completed, and of the 
latter, they read over half. 

At the request of the Professor of Ancient Languages, I assisted in, 
his overcrowded department, hearing the Freshman Class (1878) three 
times a week in the Odes of Horace, of which they read nearly four 
books. 

The Sub-Freshman class (1879) continued under my iastruction during 
this term, also in Latin. They read five times a week in Allen and 
Greenough's Reader, going over quite thoroughly extracts from Quintus 
Curtius, Nepos’ Hannibal, and half of the Oration for the Manilian Law, 
passing very ereditable oral and written examinations on all of them. 

With the exception of my duties as Librarian and Secretary of the 
Faculty pro tem. from May 15, 1875, up to the present, during which 
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time I have entirely re-arranged the books in the Library, and made 
- some important and necessary improvements in the disposition of busts 
and paintings about the hall, the foregoing is a summary of my col- 
legiate work. i

Modern Languages.

Professor A. W. CUMMINGS, DEAD, 
Chairman of the Faculty : 

Srr—In reporting the state of my department in the University, I 
have especially to notice the change in the arrangement of studies for 
the Modern course recently adopted. 

The new scheme wisely defers the study of French till the Sophomore, 
and that of German till the Junior year. By this means the students of 
the Modern course secure a very desirable addition to their knowledge of 
Latin, which language they will pursue exclusively through the Fresh- 
man year, while, at the same time, a more satisfactory provision is made 
for the classical students of the Junior and Senior years to pursue the 
modern languages conjointly with the students of the Modern course. 

By virtue of the new arrangement the new Freshman Class is not found 
in my department. The Modern Sophomores, or class of 1878, (nine in 
number,) recite to me four times a week in French, using Languellier 
and Monsanto’s Grammar, with Magill’s French Reader. The Classical 
Seniors, (three in number), using the same text books in French, and in 
German, Woodbury’s Grammar, with Whitney’s. Reader, recite, as a 

separate class, twice a week in each of these languages. I also hear the 
Juniors (four students) in the Germania and Agricola of Tacitus four 
times a week. An additional class next term will increase the number 
of hours occupied in my own department. 

Although, from the circumstances attending the formation of these 
classes, none of them are, as yet, far advanced in the studies of the 
department, I have, nevertheless, occasion to be gratified with the gen- 
eral progress evinced, and in observing that, in particular instances, better 
habits of study have developed new capacities for acquisition. The term 
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opens with an increased studiousness and general earnestness of deport- * 
ment. which promises future good.

SIR—I have the honor to transmit to you my report of Preparatory 
School for the year ending October 31, 1875. 

The change in the course of study, as contemplated in my report to the 
Chairman last February, has been made, and the school is now graded 
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from the fourth (or lowest) class to the first (or highest) class, so that 
the student having completed the prescribed course is sufficiently ad- 


- vanced to enter the Freshman Class. 


The name “Form” has been abandoned, and “Class” substituted. 

At the close of last term there were in the second class (the highest 
class we then had)sixteen students; of that number ten were promoted to 
the first class, five have entered the University, and one has not returned. 
In the third class there were nineteen; of that number, fourteen were 
promoted to the second class, one has entered the University, one is re- 
tained in the same class, and three have not returned. One new stadent 


- has been admitted to this class, so that at present there are fifteen in the 


third class. 

In the fourth class there were thirty-six ; of which number, twenty- 
three were promoted to the third class, nine retained in the same class 
and three have not returned ; seven new students have been admitted to 
the third class, making a present total of twenty-seven. "There are in 
the fourth class twenty-six, mostly new students, and a total in the whole 
school of seventy-eight. I append copies of the questions asked at the 
annual examination in June last, (excepting those in Latin and Greek 
which were oral,) and also the course of study as revised.

COLLEGE CLASSES. 


There are two quadrennial courses, the Classical and the Modern. 

For admission to the Classical courses, candidates are examined in the 
elementary English studies, and in the fullowing additional branches : 

Latin—Latin Grammar; the Latin Reader, or Cæsar, four books; 
Cieero, four orations; Virgil, six books of the /Eneid. 

Greek—(Greek Grammar; three books of the Anabasis, and two books 
of the Iliad. 

Mathematies—The whole of Arithmetic; Algebra as far as Equations 
of the Second: Degree. 

In Latin and Greek, an equal amount from other authors will be ac- 
cepted in place of the above. 

For admission to the Modern course -students are examined on the 
same branches, with the exception of Greek, Cicero and Virgil.

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THE BENEFICIARY SCHOLARSHIPS 


Were established by the General Assembly at the session of 1873-74, 
They are one hundred and twenty-four in number, are open for general 
competition, and yield $200 a year to the successful applicant. 

The first examination takes place in the Counties on the first Monday 
in July. These examinations are conducted by the Board of County 
School Examiners, acting under instruetion from the State Superin- 


tendent of Education. EN 
Three applicants are selected at these examinations to. compete at a 


final examination before the State Board of Examiners, at Columbia. 

The person who passes the best examination before this last Board is 
selected by them for the Scholarship of the County. The second in rank 
for the second, if there be two, and so on. When once assigned, the 
scholarships hold good for four years, or until graduation. They may 
be forfeited for misconduct, an inferior grade of scholarship, or habitual 
neglect of duty. They are apportioned to the Counties according to the 
number of Representatives the County is entitled to in the General 
Assembly. The vacancies which are to be filled at the opening of the 
next Academic year are as follows: 

. Aiken, 1; Chester, 1; Chesterfield, 1; Clarendon, 1; Edgefield, 1 
Marion, 1; Orangeburg, 1; Spartanburg, 1. 

- The students admitted to Scholarships may choose either of the two 
Quadrennial Courses of study. If the County Board of Examiners fail 
to hold an examinatjon, any person of good moral character may apply 
from the County for examination before the State Board. 

Should there be neither examination nor applicant from a County, 
the State Board is authorized to appoint any meritorious candidate to a 
scholarship left vacant in this manner. ‘ 

The Scholarship Law was framed to eacourage the higher education 


throughout the State by giving judicious help to worthy and ambitious 
scholars.

COMMITTEE ON vun AND ELECTIONS 


Charges Preferred Ao gainst J. D. Robertson, 


ITH 
ACCOMPANYING PAPERS. 
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—— 


The Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was referred the 
matter of certain statements and eharges which have been published in 
the newspaper press of this State reflecting upon the action of the Text 
Book Commission in relation to the selection of the new list of text books 
for use in free common schools of this State, and also the charges against 
Mr. J. D. Robertson, a inember of the Commission and a member of 
the House of Representatives from Beaufort County, of alleged cofrupt 
and discreditable propositions said to have been made by him to various 
publishing houses with regard to the adoption of their books aud the 
introduction of the same into the free common schools, beg leave to 
report that they have duly and carefully considered the same, and 
submit the following as the result of their investigation: 

The Commission on Text Books consists of Hons. W. B. Nash and H. 
J. Maxwell, of the Senate, Hon. J. D. Robertson, of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Mr. H. L. Shrewsbury, and His Excellency Governor D. H. 
Chamberlain, who is ez officio Chairman. This Commission held several 
meetings in the city of Columbia during the past summer, in pursuance 
of the object of their appointment. At these meetings the rival merits of 
various competing text books and series of school books were canvassed 
and the new list finally adopted. No evidence before your Committee 
shews that any improper influence was exerted upon the Commission to 
control their action in the selection of the books ; on the contrary, all the 
evidence upon this matter shews that they were governed only hy a 
desire to subserve the true interests of the State. i 

At one of the meetings of the Commission, Mr. J. D. Robertson was 
appointed to communicate with various publishing houses in New York 
and other places with regard to the terms they would make with the 
State for the introduction of their books. Without any provision for the 
payment of his expenses, Mr. Robertson, during last summer, volun- 
tarily made a trip to Philadelphia, New York and Boston and inter- 
viewed several book publishers, members of leadiug firms in those cities- 
After Mr. Robertson’s return, the statements and charges above alluded 
to having come to the knowledge of the Text Book Commission, a Com- 
mittee consisting of two of its member} (Mr. Shrewsbury and Governor 


' Chamberlain) was appointed to investigate the matter. In pursuance of 


this duty, this Committee addressed to the various publishing houses 
whose books were offered for adoption the following circular, dated 
November 2, 1875: l

GrNTLEMEN— The undersigned having been appointed to investigate 


the charges preferred through the press of this State against J. D. 
Robertson, Esq., a member of the Commission on Text Books, of having 
made improper and corrupt proposals to several publishing houses, 
thereby affecting the work of the Commission, and reflecting seriously 
upon the integrity of their action, we would respectfully request that 
you would lay before us, as early as practicable, any informatioa or facts 
in your possession relative to said improper or corrupt proposals made 
by said member, to the end that steps might be taken to vindicate their 
action in the discharge of their duties and fix the condemnation where 
it properly belongs. An early reply will greatly oblige

From eight of the firms thus addressed, replies were received 
exonerating Mr. Robertson from making to them any improper proposals 
or propositions. But from the houses of Messrs. Ivison, Blakeman, 
Taylor & Co., of New York, and Messrs. Brewer & Tileston, of Boston, 
replies were received, with copies of letters received by those firms from 
Mr. Robertson, which plainly reveal corrupt and discreditable proposi- 
tions on the part of Mr. Robertson to them. The communication 
received by the Committee from Messrs. Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor & 
Co., covering nine pages of foolscap, was sustained by a sworn affidavit, 
dated New York, November 12, 1875, of Mr. Birdseye Blakeman, a 
member of the firm, and Mr. George Cathcart, an employee, with whom 
the*interviews with regard to the matter were chiefly held by Mr. 
Robertson. After a full investigation of the matter, the Committee of 
the Commission made to them the following report :

CoLUuMBIA, S. C., November 23, 1875. 
To the Commission on Text Books : 4 

The Committee appointed to investigate the charges preferred against 
J. D. Robertson, Esq., have attended to the duties assigned them, and 
beg leave, respectfully, to report that they have addressed letters to all 
of the publishing houses with whom the Commission have been in 
correspondence, (a copy of which is herewith annexed,) and have 
received replies thereto, which are also annexed. 

The Committee would call the attention of the Commission especially 
to the letters received from the respective publishing houses of Messrs. 
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Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor & Co. and Brewer & Tileston, revealing 
corrupt and very dishonest proposals on the part of Mr. Robertson, 
and would earnestly recommend that unless he can give satisfactory ex- 
planations to the Commission, proving himself guiltless of the charges 
preferred, that such action be taken as will not only vindicate and de- 
fend the integrity of the Commission, but express their severest censure 
and condemnation. 

The Committee would also recommend the displacement of any and 
all text books on the list that may be found objectionable on account of 
corrupt and improper influences in connection with their selection.

The above report, together with a written defense of himself by Mr. 
Robertson and the whole correspondence, was submitted to the Commis- 
sion. Feeling that the integrity of their own action in the selection of 
text books had also been questioned by the reports which had been cir- 
culated, the Commission decided to refer the whole matter to the Legis- 
lature for its action, and thus it came within the duties of your Committee. 


Your Committee have addressed themselves earnestly to the investigation, 


with a deep sense of the responsibility imposed upon them, and a full 
appreciation of the gravity of the charges preferred against Mr. Robert- 
son. "T 

With a desire to arrive at the whole truth, the Committee have al- 
lowed Mr. Robertson the fullest opportunity to introduce such testimony 
as he desired, and to appear before them with counsel. The gravity of 
Mr. Robertson's offense lies in the fact of his having offered to several 
publishers his official influence to secure the adoption of their books in 
consideration of their acceptance of his proposition to appoint his friend 
or kinsman, Mr. Jacob Guerard, a sole agent for the introduction of 
their books into the free schools of the State, with the usual reduction 
allowed to booksellers of 40 per cent. from retail prices, and a distinction 
of 10 per cent. additional, thus securing to Mr. Robertson, or the agent 
whom, he named, the handsome percentage of 46 per cent. 

The value of a monopoly of this kind in introducing new text books 
into the public schools, the use of which is compulsory under the law, 
may be computed from the fact that the attendance in the public schools 
of the State for the year 1875 was 110,416 pupils. It is true Mr. Rob- 
ertson now claims that he intended to give the children of the free 


‘schools the benefit of the 40 per cent. reduction, but the fact remains 


that he never made such a proposition to the Commission, whose agent 
he claimed to be, nor to the publishers. In fact, the Commission re- 
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mained in total ignorance of the proposals he had made to the pub- 
lishers until the matter was divulged by the public press and the replies 
they received to their circular letter of November 2, 1875. 

As a portion of the evidence against Mr. Robertson in this connection, 
and as showing the secrecy with which he attempted to carry on his ne- | 
gotiations with the publishers, the following letters and affidavit are 


appended : 


BLUFFTON, $. C., October 1, 1875. 

Mr. Situ, firm of Brewer & TILESTON: l | 
Drar Sir—Although in our interview you said you did not think it — . 
best to do anything about the introduction of your Readers, I feel that ` | 
you would appreciate any efforts of mine whereby they were adopted. 
You did wisely by getting some friend to write to the Governor, as he 
would have been the stiffest about making a change. I managed the 
others, and when he found us ready he was quite willing., Now, as to 
the introduction, I wish you also to leave the management of that to me; 
I know and can manage all the school officers in the State, and I will 
make it to your interest to allow me to have my way in this matter. Of 
course the work has only begun now, and I will make it much cheaper 
and easier for you than you ean for yourselves. I wish you to appoint 
Mr. Jacob Guerard for your agent; you will pay him ($500) five hun- 
dred dollars for his services in introducing your books, and you will 
allow him to make the regular introduction prices, with the school 
officers, exchanging old books for new at 50 per cent. discount, and new 
books for new books in the hands of School Boards at the retail prices 
of each, your retail price for theirs. He will give his whole time and 
attention to this; but you must pay freight and advertising, and for 
sending back to you the old books, also his traveling ex penses. It will 
take about nine months to complete the introduction in the whcle State. 
I will be the agent of the State, appointed by the Commission, to see 
this introduetion carried out; and I wish a party here appointed with 
whom I can co-operate. Now if you appoint this party as I propose, I 
will see that every influence is brought to bear to get your books kept.in 
the State for a number of years. I will give my time and influence in 
the Legislature, and outside, to control legislation and get your books 
“taken care of. I suppose you can judge from what I have done that I 
have some weight here. I wish you, also, to allow Mr. Guerard to have 
a distinction of at least ten per cent. in his favor over other booksellers 
after the first nine months, he then to have no salary for so long a period 
as we can keep your books in the State. This is necessary to keep ap 
agency here at all times working in your interest. That agency will 
consist in Mr. Guerard and myself voluntarily working in the Legislature 
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and out of it to keep the book list in vogue. The other booksellers 
here are not going to do anything outside of their stores, while we pro- 
pose to keep canvassing the State, pushing the books. There is every ` 
likelihood of my being next State Superintendent of Education, and, if 
so, I will have just so much more influence. Keep this ten per cent. in 
view in giving prices to others. Of course to the trade Mr. Guerard is 
your agent. I give my services to assist him, but with that the trade has 
nothing to do. It would not be prudent for me to take in person your 
agency, as it might affect my influence in the Legislature; but you will 
have the full benefit of my work, nevertheless, by appointing Guerard. 
Write to me at once whether you will accept my propositions. Of course 
I will be responsible for the integrity of Mr. Guerard and will give 
you any references you may wish. It would be as well for you to help 
me out by paying my expenses, as I proposed in Boston. You must not 
ask for a bill of particulars. Please send to H. L. Shrewsbury a set of 
your reading charts, if you have one, to accompany the Franklin series 
of readers; address them to him at Columbia. T will see about the dic- 
tionaries to-morrow. "The Governor was not well enough to meet us to- 


day, and we adjourned. Of course I am writing this in the strictest 


confidence, and you must so consider it. I will see that all expenses are 
kept at tbe lowest figure, and that you only pay your share of the ad- 
vertising. I did not get the name of your tall friend who was so hospi- 
table to me in Boston; but you can tell him that I think him a right 
good fellow, and if he will ever come South I will do as much for him 
as he did for me.

Dear Sir—I wrote to you two weeks ago in reference to the adoption 
of your readers in South Carolina, and asked that the agency for this 
State be given to a party in connection with whom I could work har- 
moniously. I have heard nothing from you since. They tell me in 
Charleston that you have given the agency to.Perry. I hope that this 


is not so ; for Perry, so far, has done nothing to get your books used in 


` this State. I have spent a year in getting this Commission appointed ; 


I have worked hard and traveled much, and been at great expense, 
hoping that the publishers, seeing what I had done, would, at any rate, 


` allow me the opportunity of clearing my expenses. "There is still much 


to be done, for it is not here as at the North. Everything is dead, and 
it is only by personal efforts, influence and hard work that a change can 
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be wrought. Hence, the Governor has appointed me to superintend this 
work of introducing the books. He knows what is wanted. He knows 
my qualifications for it, and hence my appointment. 

Your series were not on our list, so as to make you any money, as you 
well know, until I returned from Boston and put the whole series there. 
Your dictionaries would also haye been on if you had sent different to 
me in New York; but in Philadelphia I entered into arrangements with 
Lippincott two weeks after I was in Boston for every dictionary they 
published. This still leaves the unabridged open, and I may yet get 
yours on, but it will take a little time. Will you write, if you do not 
like my terms, and state what terms you will give to my nephew as your — | 
agent? Perry is not going through this State to work in your interest 
as I will. , He may sell a few books in Charleston, but no State officer 
will mue arrangements with him while I am at work, neither will they 
with any other bookseller. I willarrange matters that all orders will 
come through the agency established by the publishers in Charleston, and 
itis not too late yet to alter and amend our list of books. If I have 
influence to get them on, I have influence also to put them off until the 
official list is published, which has not yet been done, and which will not 
be until I do it. I would like to make this thing in the State so as to 
make it effective, and want a person that will work in harmony with me; 
hence my urging about the agent. 

I also wish to make the introduction as little expensive to each house 
as possible by getting them to share the advertising, freights and travel 
between them pro rata in proportion to the sales, and you will perceive 
that this may be easily done by any party who will act honestly. I will 
close this by asking a favor of you: The South Carolina Free School 
Commissioners have requested me to write and get the prices of school 
seats for them. They wished to send an order, and preferred getting 
them in Boston. Will you be kind enough to ask the party who man- 
ufactures the seats and desks to send me a list at once to Bluffton, S. C. ? 
The Commissioners are U. S. officers, and will pay by a draft on the U. 
S. Treasury, so the pay will be sure. Do attend to this at once and 
oblige

GENTLEMEN—Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. have forwarded me your | 
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letter, and which I have just received. Ishall rehearse to you all that 
passed between Mr. Robertson and myself: He came to my office and 
gave me a letter of introduction, which he said was from his intimate 
friend Governor Chamberlain, evidently trying to put himself upon the 
best possible basis in my estimation. I requested him to state his busi- 
ness, which he did as follows: “The Legislature has elected a Commis- 
sion to select a uniform series of text books for the publie schools of S. 
C., and I have been appointed to consult with the publishers and get 
their prices.” I then asked Mr. Robertson how the adopted books were 
to be gotten into the hands of the pupils, how were they to be paid for, 
and who was to order them. He responded that there would be an 
agency at Columbia, and that the agent would traverse the State and put 
the books into the schools. They would be paid for by this agent as he 
made his collections for sales, deducting therefrom his commissions and 
expenses. The books would be ordered as they were required by this 
agent. He asked that in case our books were so adopted, if we would 
appoint him as our agent, or words to this effect. I informed him that 
on no aecount would we establish such an agency, and if our books were 
re-adopted they must be sold through the regular trade. Mr. Robertson 
replied that the books must be pushed by some live man. Mr. Robert- 
son eame in several times afterwards to talk about this matter, but I 
maintained my determination throughout not to establish an agency nor 
employ Mr. Robertson as our agent. This, gentlemen, is the substance 
of Mr. Robertson's and my interview. Regretting that I was not in 
N. Y. when your communication was received, and praying that this 
may reach you at a reasonable time,

As your house has 
only sent a single copy of each series, you will perceive the disadvantage 
under which you are laboring. I would suggest that you send to Mr. 
Shrewsbury, in Columbia, other four sets of your books, so that each 
member of the Board may be supplied. This will pat your house on the 
same footing as the others. (I had the time postponed so as to give your 
new geography a chance.) Send us a copy of your system of bookkeeping, of 
Swinton’s United States History, of Wells’ Science of Common Things, 
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Townsend’s Analysis of the Constitution, Gray’s Botany, Loomis’ Lessons 
in Music and Schustus’ Drawing Cards. I take it for granted that you 
will make terms as favorable to the people of this State as will be made 
by any other publishing house. (I hope you will also do as well by the 
agent introducing your books.) Of course all my communications must 
be deemed confidential, so that I may write freely to you. If so, inform 
me, and then I can tell you what steps are taken in the Board of Com- 
. missioners from time to time. The interests of your house will not suffer 
in this matter so long as left to me, and one attorney inside of the Com- 
mission will be worth halfa-dozen agents outside, while it will be a saving 
of expenses to you.

GENTLEMEN— We have the honor of replying to your favor of the 3d 
instant as follows: Mr. J. Douglass Robertson visited us last spring and 
stated that he was a member of. the Commission that had been appointed 
for purpose of adopting uniform series of text books to be used in the 
publie schools of South Carolina, and that he had come North for the 
purpose of conferring with publishers on the subject. He expressed per- 
sonal friendship for some of our firm, and a decided preference for our 
publications, and he assured us that if we were disposed to co-operate 
with him in his scheme for the adoption and introduction of the books, 
he would use his influence in favor of our interests. This scheme em- 
braced several propositions, some of which we considered corrupt and 
discreditable, and others entirely impracticable. First, it would be neces- 
sary, Mr. Robertson stated, in order to control the Commission, that we 
should pay through him the colored members of the same for their votes. 


Second, after the adoption, Mr. Robertson stipulated that the supply * 
of books required for the schools should be distributed only from a cen- - 


tral depository, which should be in charge of his brother-in-law, who 
should receive percentage on all the books thus distributed, ‘the clear 
nference being to us that Robertson himself would share in the percentage, 
He said that he was a poor man and did not expect to remain in polities 
very much longer, and thus wished to lay a foundation for the future, 
Third, Mr. Robertson stated that he should be the next State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instructions, and that he would use the influence of 
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his office to force the books thus adopted into the schools. Learning 
thus definitely the details of his scheme, we declined positively to have 
anything to do with it. Meantime, Mr. Robertson had, as he informed 
us, visited the other publishers, and was about returning home, and he 
requested us, without reference to his previous propositions, to make a 
formal application to the Commission for the adoption of such of our 
books as we might care to have considered. Acting on this request, we 
wrote out and-handed him a letter, a copy of which is herewith enclosed, 
marked “A.” (We have had some doubts whether this letter was E 
sented to the Board by Mr. Robertson.) 

This letter contained the sum and substance of every impression of 
ours, so far as our relation with Robertson are concerned. Mr. Robert- 
son, on this occasion, had a very full conversation with our Mr. Blakeman, 
in which he expressed great disappointment in not being able to secure the 
co-operation of our house in his efforts towards an uniformity of books for 
the schools of this State, but that, nevertheless, he should still strive to 
have our list well represented in the report of the Commission. Mr. 
Blakeman expressed his hope that Mr. Robertson would do so, assuring 
him that we should appreciate very highly his influence in the matter. 
From his subsequent action, it would seem that Mr. Robertson thought 
there was a hint here which possibly “ meant business,” as very shortly 
after he returned home, and after the first meeting of the Commission, 
he wrote a letter to Mr. Blakeman, dated June 23d, informing him that 
the Commission had met and adjourned, to meet again in August, the 
adjournment being at his request and in our interest, as he says. He 
now comes to the point, in unmistakable language, as you will observe 
from the appended extract, taken from the enclosed copy of his letter, 
marked “B”: “Of course all my communications must be deemed con- 
fidential, so that I may write freely to you. If so, inform me, and then 
I can tell you what steps taken in the Board of Commissioners from 
time to time. The interests of your house will not suffer in this matter, 
so long as left to me, and one attorney inside the Commission will be 
worth half-a-dozen agents outside.” We enclose a copy of our reply to 
this letter, marked “C.” We heard nothing more from Mr. Robertson 
until the receipt by our Mr. Cathcart of a letter from him dated August 
12th, in which he informed Mr. C. that the Commission had met and 
decided upon text books, naming a fest trifling reference books as those 
selected from our list. He says that he will bein New York shortly, 
and asks that nothing may be done until he arrives. In due course he 
reaches New York and calls at our store, has a short conversation with 
Mr. Blakeman, in which he says. he was overruled in his action with 
reference to our books by other members of the Commission. 

It is proper to note here that of our various conferences with Mr. Rob- 
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ertson—all of which were in our office and of his own seeking—as his 
letter, marked “ D," hereafter referred to, plainly shows, most of them 
were with our Mr. Cathcart, who has the supervision of the Introductory 
Eeer C. reporting to us the substance of each of Mr. Rob- 
ertson’s conversations, and we instructing him as to his replies. You 
will observe from the enclosed copy of a letter marked “ D" that Mr. 
Robertson wrote Mr. Blakeman from Washington, shortly after stating 
that he was over-ruled in the Commission, a violently abusive letter of 
our Mr. Cathcart, saying that one of the reasons which affected his own 
action in ignoring our books was the disagreeable contact which he was 
forced to have with Mr. Cathcart, thus attempting to throw upon that 
gentleman the responsibility of our failure to secure the influence which 
Robertson vainly sought us to bribe him for. Mr. Robertson had no 
acquaintance with Mr. Catheart before he met him in our office, and we 
know that he received only the most courteous and polite treatment at 
his hands. Mr. Catheart is a gentleman of culture and refinement, 
having our entire confidence, and he might as little expect to receive 
such abuse as any member of our firm. We would also invite your at- 
tention to the enclosed copy of a letter from Mr. Robertson, dated Octo- 
ber 7th, marked "EI as showing his feeling towards our house up to 
that date. Referring to Mr. Robertson’s communication, published in 
the Charleston News and Courier, concerning his acquaintance with Mr. 
Ivison, we would say that the senior member of our firm, Mr. Henry 
Ivison, hearing of Mr. Bis visit during the summer, and of its nature, 
promptly advised his partners, by mail, to have nothing to do with Rob- 
ertson. Mr. Ivison, from his former acquaintance, not having a favora- 
ble opinion of him. It is mentioned, also, in that communication, that 
Mr. Blakeman “threatened to make his fight against the work of the 
Commission more than two months ago," the reasons that our books were 
rejected. In reply to this we have to say that the statement is wholly 
false in every respect, No such threat, nor any word that could be so 
construed, was ever uttered by Mr. Blakemau or any other member of 
our firm. But this charge of Mr. Robertson that our motives in unmask- 


ing his nefarious scheme arise from malice and disappointment is easily. 
answered by the faets that are within the range of your Committee, 
namely, that we sent no agent into the State to urge the adoption of our” 


books—that all of our interviews*with Mr. Robertson were in our office 
in New York, and of his own seeking ; and from his statements in his 
letters, herewith submitted, that we met him and his propositions with 
very great reserve, and that we would not talk with him in confidence, or 
have anything to do with him beyond. receiving him politely, because of 
his representative character, and making our formal proposals to the 
Commission threugh him. We think you will readily see that our 
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course throughout the matter has been characterized by an utter want of 
confidence in Mr. Robertson, hostility to his schemes, and a desire to our 
good name from any suspicious associations with him. Under the 
circumstances, we do not see that we could have honorably done other- 
wise than to place the facts fully before you in reply to your courteous 
and reasonable request, and we trust that they may seem to you cogent 
and clearly stated.

From all. the evidence before us, we are compelled to the conclusion 
that Mr. Robertson did, while a member of the Legislature and of the 
Commission on Text Books, make to the above-mentioned book publishers 
propositions disereditable and corrupt, and that his conduct can only be 
regarded as a betrayal of a high and sacred trust. 

We therefore recommend that he be displaced as a member of the 
Commission on Text Books and expelled from his seat as a member of 
this House.

In the matter of charges against the Hon. J. D. Robertson, a member of the 
Commission on School Text Books, for corrupt proposals to publishing 
houses with regard to the introduction of certain text books into the free 
schools of South Carolina. 


The following interrogatories were submitted to the Hon. H. J. Max- 
well, who, being duly sworn, Mr. H. M. Thompson appeared as counsel 
for J. D. Robertson : 

Q. Are you a member of the Commission on School Text Books ? 

A. Tam. 

Q. Were you acting as a member of the Commission on School Text 
Books in the year 1875? 

A. I was. 

Q. Were you absent at any of the meetings of said Commission in 
1875? . 

A. I think I was absent at a meeting subsequent to the adoption of 
school text books. 

Q. Have you any evidence, or any ground of belief, that in the selec- 
tion of the text books by said Commission in year 1875 any 
member, by corrupt influences, endeavored to affect the determination of 
the Board or any member thereof?

Q. Were the books secleted by the Board adopted upon their own 
merits or not? 

A. They were adopted, I think, upon their own merits, and also upon 
the suggestion ofsuch men as M. A. Warren, Principal State NormaF 
School. 4 

Mr. Crittenden here asked witness whether he knew of any improper 
influences brought to bear on the part of J. D. Robertson to any book 
publishers. 

A. I do not know of any within my own knowledge. 

A report of the Commission to select a Det of school text books was 


then ordered to be read by Chairman of Committee, who also propounded 
the following question to witness: 
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Q. Was Mr. Robertson appointed by the Commission or a majority of 
them to go North and purchase? 

A. Mr. Robertson was appointed by the Board to proceed North in 
order to look after the map of the State of South Carolina; he was also 
appointed to confer with the publishers North, but no pay was mentioned 
for his services. ` 

Mr. H. L. Shrewsbury, being duly sworn, the following questions were 
propounded: 

Q. What position did you occupy on Commission of School Text 
Books? 

A. I was Secretary to that Commission. 

Q. Were you ever absent from any of the meetings of mt Board or 
Commission? 

A. No; I was always present. 

Q. Have you any knowledge of any corrupt proposals having been 
made to any member of the Board? 

A. I have not; except letters from publishing houses. 

Q. Or any with regard to the various eer houses North? 

A. No; I have not. 

Q. Were the books adopted upon their own ege 

A. So far as I am concerned, and I only speak for myself, they were. 
With regard to Monteith's Geography, published by A. S. Barnes A Co., I 
opposed its introduction; I did so because I was informed that that 
house, through their agent, Mr. Delea, made a proposition to this effect : 
That if Monteith’s Geography was adopted by the State, Mr. Warren 
would be given the writing up of the geography of the State of South 
Carolina. Mr. Warren is Principal of the State Normal School. (Here 
the witness handed Committee a communication from M. A. Warren, 
addressed to Hon. D. H. Chamberlain, Governor of the State of South 
Carolina, which is herewith annexed and numbered 1866.) I also op- 
posed the book on account of its inferior merits. There was a sub- 
' Committee appointed by the Board, consisting of the Governor and 
myself, to communicate with publishers North. The Governor being 


busily engaged, Messrs. Robertson and Nash were substituted, of which 
sub-Committee Robertson was Chairman, and, as Chairman, was author- 
ized by the Committee to communicate with publishers North and ask 
that they send specimen copies to the Commission for inspection. The 
Committee never met; the duties were delegated to Mr. Robertson. I 
considered that it was his duty, as a member of the Commission, to ob- 
tain the best terms with the various publishing houses North. The 
Governor frequently referred to Mr. Warren's letter during the selection 
of text books.

In the matter of charges against the Hon. J. D. Robertson, a member of 
the Commission on School Text Books, for corrupt proposals to publishing 
houses with regard to the introduction of certain text books into the free 
schools of South Carolina, now before the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections for investigation. 


` The following interrogatories were submitted to His Excellency D. H. 
Chamberlain, Governor of the State,a member of the Commission on 
School Text Books: 

Q. Was your Excellency’s connection with said Commission nominal 
or real ? 

A. Real. , 

Q. Were you absènt from any of the meetings of said Commission 
during the year 1875 ? 

A. I think not. e 

Q. Have you any evidence or ground of belief that in the selection of 
the text books by said Commission during the year 1875 any member 
of your Board, by indirect practices or corrupt influences, endeavored to 
affect the determination of the Board or any member thereof? 

A. I have no evidence or ground of any kind except such as is ‘em- 
braced in the papers submitted by the Commission to the General 
Assembly. 

Q. Were the books selected by the Board during the above period 
adopted upon their own merits or not ? 

A. So far as 1 know, they were selected on their merits. They cer- 
tainly were, so far as my individual action was concerned.

An adjourned meeting of the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
was held this evening, at 5 P. M. Present—Hon. L. L. Guffin, Chair- 
man ; S. S. Crittenden, P. Simkins, R. M. Harriet, J. L. Orr, G. H. Hol- 
land, S. P. Coker. Absent—M. J. Hirsch, W. H. Reedish. 
J. D. Robertson being duly sworn, the following questions were pro- 
pounded by his counsel : 


Q. Were'you a member of the Commission on Text Books in the year ' 


1875? 
A. I was. 


861 


Q. Have you read a certain letter dated * New York, November 12, 
1875, from Ivison, Blakeman & Co?” 

A. I have read that letter, dated November 12, 1875, from Ivison, 
Blakeman & Co., contained in Exhibit M. In that letter. the specific 
charge marked “‘first,’ relating to the bribery of colored members, is 
totally false. The charges marked “second,” in which I am accused of 
proposing my brother-in-law as agent with a percentage on all the 
books, is also false. With this explanation, that I did propose a general 
agency for the distribution of the text books, in order,if possible, to save 
to the children and the people of the State the forty per cent. now given 
to the trade. 

Q. What was the scheme you had proposed for benefiting the people 
of the State as to text books? 

A. The first thing that struck me was that the children were paying 
the forty per cent. I thought it could be saved by purchasing at the 
same rate that the booksellers purchased from New York. By this 
means I hoped to obtain the maximum discount to the children who were 
attending our schools, and at the same time enable the publishers at a 
minimum expense to furnish those books; that was chiefly, and I may say 
the whole of my plan. In diseussing that plan, there was objections 
raised on both sides. 

Q. Will you explain whatas to Brewer, Tileston & Co. and the $500? 

A. Yes. During the course of the conversation, I asked the publishers, 
what was the usual salary paid to their agents; they said from $2,000 to 
$2,500 per annum. In my letter to Brewer & Tileston, I proposed they 
should pay their share, as one of the four firms, and their pro rata share 
of expenses of agency. After consultation amongst themselves, they 
concluded it would be too expensive for them, and proposed a commission 
of ten per cent. net, or really six per cent. 


Q. Did you mention this scheme to Mr. Cathcart ? 

A. I did as to the general scheme. 

Q. Did you state the same to Mr. Blakeman? 

A. I did. 

Q. Did you make the same proposals to other houses ? 

A. I did; precisely the same. 

Q. Will you name them ? 

A. Scribner, ease Appleton, Barnes, Harper, Brewer & Tiles- 
ton. 

Q. I find in a letter dated San Francisco, October 14, 1875, from W. 


B. Soper, agent of Appleton & Co., thé following expressions: “ He 
asked in ease our books were adopted if we would appoint him our agent, 
or words to this effect.” 
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e ^ $ 
A. He asked me to do so, but I refused, on the ground of being a mem- 
ber of the Commission, and also a member of the Legislature—exactly 
the same answer I made to Brewer & Tileston. 


-Q: Mr. Robertson, your attention is called to a letter dated Charles- 


ton, October, 16, 1875, wherein you say: “I would like to work this 
thing in the State so as to make it effective, and want a person that will 
work in harmony with me. Hence my urgency about the agent. I also 
wish to make the introduction of as little expense to each house as possi- 
ble, by getting them to share the advertising; freights and travel between 
them pro rata in proportion to the sales, and you will perceive that this 
may easily be done by any party who will act honestly.” 

A. I acknowledge that portion of the contents of said letter. 

Q. Mr. Robertson, your attention is called to a letter dated June 22, 
1875, Bluffton, S. C., in which you suggest that a proper person be ap- 
pointed as agent. 

A. I also acknowledge that portion of said letter. This letter is ad- 
dressed to Mr. Smith, of the firm of Brewer & Tileston. 

Q. Did you hear any member of the firm of Ivison & Co. make any 
threats to break up the list of text books adopted by the Commission ? 

A. I did. Mr. Blakeman did so in an interview I had with him in 
New York, on the groünd that his books were not on the list, although 
they were now used in the State. 

Letter from Scribner, Armstrong & Co., dated New York, November 
29th, 1875, submitted in evidence and herewith annexed, also telegram 
from same firm addressed to Mr. Robertson, dated November 29th, 
1875, submitted as evidence in corroboration of those threats. 

Submits also the letter of J. H. Butler & Co., dated Philadelphia, 
June 22d, 1875, so far as the P. S. is concerned, approving of witness’s 
plan for distribution. , 

Your attention is called to Rule 8 of Publishers Board of Trade, 
1875-76. 

Here the book was submitted and is herewith annexed. 

A. I was aware of that Rule in all my communications with publish- 
ing houses. 

Governor Chamberlain was duly sworn : $ 

Q. (By Mr. Crittenden.) Governor, Mr. Robertson claims that the 
proposals which he made to the publishers were made with a view to 
give to the school children the benefit of the 40 per cent. reduction. 
Did he ever indicate such an intention to: the Commission ? 

A. He never mentioned such a proposition to the Commission; nor 
did we know of it until the charges against Mr. Robertson were afters 
wards made by the press of the-State.

I have come into the possession of certain facts relative to the recent 
adoption of books for the public schools of South Carolina, which will, I 
am sure, interest your readers. The Commission appointed’ to make the 
adoption was composed of Governor Chamberlain, H. L. Shrewsbury, 
colored,.J. Douglas Robertson, W. Beverly Nash, colored, and H. J. 
Maxwell, colored. Governor Chamberlain is supposed to have had only 
a nominal connection with the thing, he being absent at the North at the 
time the Commission met. 

You will recall the action of the Commission in recommending a com- 
plete change of. the books now used in the public schools of the State, 
and you probably have wondered what the object was in making this 
wholesale displacement, especially as the books adopted by the State 
Board in 1870, and which are now very generally in use, are old standard 
series of national repute. I think I can throw some light on the subject. 


THE WHOLE THING IS A JOB, 


and the-* Boss " of it is that ** Christian statesman” and “ financier,” the 
Hon. J. Douglas Robertson, of Beaufort, Chairman of the Committee on 
Education of your House of Representatives. 

Mr. Robertson last spring came North to “strike” the publishers, the 
common prey of all the carpet-bag “educators” in the South. He 
visited the houses that publish school books, and diligently and earnestly 
presented his plans for securing their co-operation in his scheme. 


THE PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 


He proposed in behalf of the State to makea contract with such houses 
as would join him, by which the State would be bound for ten years to 
the adoption of such of their books as the Commission should select. The 
consideration for this was that these houses should appoint his brother-in- 
law as the sole distributing agent for their publications, and that a central 
depot should be established, say at Columbia, in charge of this brother- 
in-law, where the books should be sent on commission, and that the 
brother-in-law should get a percentage on all the books distributed from 
this depository. Robertson himselfsaid he should be elected State Super- 
intendent of Education at the next election, and that he would then use 
the inftuence of his office to force the books into the schools. In this very 
bald and impudent scheme he did notsuceed as well as he expected. He 
found that the large houses, whom he supposed would be eager to jump at 
his bait, spurned him and his proposition, and so he returned home much 


discomfited. 
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It was not long, however, before an idea struck him which he evidently 
took to be 
^ 
A HAPPY THOUGHT, 


And so he wrote a letter to a member of the well known publishing 
house of Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor & Co., in which he showed his hand 
unmistakably. This house is one of the largest educational publishing 
houses in the country, and Robertson made a bold dash for their safe. 
Here is what he says in his letter, which was written just before the 
meeting of the Commission : 


THE CONFIDENTIAL NOTE. 


“Of course all my communications must be deemed confidential, so 
that I may write freely to you. If so, inform me, and then I can tell 
you what steps are taken in the Board of Commissioners from time to 
time. The interest of your house will not suffer in this matter, so long 
as left to me, and one attorney inside the Commission will be worth half a 
dozen outside.” 

Now the impudence of this letter is most refreshing. The gentleman 
to whom it was addressed is not in the habit of receiving such confiden- 
tial letters, and so he made no reply to it whatever, but most cheerfully 
laid it before your correspondent. I neglected to say that on his visit to 
New York, already referred to, Robertson made great professions of 
friendship for the house of Ivison & Co., on the score that both Mr. 
Ivison and himself are Scotchmen, but Mr. Ivison determined at once 
to have nothing whatever to do with him. 


THE BRIBERY FUND. 


It was on this occasion also that he stated to the manager of the intro- 
‘ductory department of one of the school book houses he was visiting 


that it would be necessary for him to have five hundred or a thousand ` 


dollars to bribe his colored colleagues on the Commission, and when it 
was suggested to him that possibly Mr. R. B. Elliott, the Speaker of the 
House, might use his influence for the books represented by this mana- 
ger, &c., out of regard for old acquaintance sake, Robertson replied that 

‘not a word must be said to Elliott on the subject, because if he heard 
of the movement he would upset it, unless he got 


THE LION’S SHARE 


of the money in the job.” Of the principal books recommended by the 
State Board in 1870, Messrs. Ivison & Co.'s Sanders’ Readers, Messrs. 
Appleton & Co.’s Cornell Geographies, and Messrs. Barnes & Co.’s 
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Davies’ Arithmetics, have been displaced by the present Commission and 
books substituted, with one exception, that are hardly known outside of 
the house from which they emanate. Neither of the above named firms 
met the “ views of” Mr. Robertson, and so their books are ignored almost 
wholly. What influences the houses used whose books are adopted are 
not apparent, but under the circumstances there can be but one opinion 
on the subject.

My Dear Sir—I notice in the Columbia correspondence of the 
Charlestun News and Courier a reference to your surprise at the use of 
your name in connection with the exposure of the school book transac- 
tions of Mr. J. Douglass Robertson, and to your*natural indignation at 
the imputation that Mr. Robertson sought to put upon you in his conver- 
sation with a New York publishing house. 

Now, as the conversation referred to took place between Robertson 
and myself, it is proper that I should explain to you just what was said. 

I have the supervision of the introductory department of the publish- 
ing house of Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor & Co., and Mr. Robertson, when 
he visited our firm with regard to his school book scheme, was directed to 
confer with me. In the course of the conversation that followed Robert- 
son proffered to use his influence to secure the adoption of certain of our 
books if we would “meet his views." He explained that it would be 
quite impossible to manage his colored colleagues on the Commission 
unless he could be able to pay them something, and that we would have 
to “put up" the money. I replied that we would not entertain such a 
proposition for a moment, and then incidentally remarked—remembering 
a very pleasant acquaintance with you while editor of the Charleston 
Daily News—that perhaps you would, out of regard for old acquaintance 
sake, use your influence with the members of the Commission in favor of 
our.books. Robertson answered at once that “it.would never do to let 
you know anything about the matter, às you would upset it altogether, or 
have the lion’s share of whatever money there might be in it.” 

This is the sum and substance of what was said, and I trust you will 
believe me when I assure you that Robertson had not the faintest reason, 
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from anything that I had said, to make such a remark. It was entirely 
gratuitous on his part, and I expressed my great astonishment that he 
should make such an assertion. What I said about you was of the most 
courteous and appreciative kind, and there was nothing in my mind at 
the time but the most friendly regard for you and admiration for the 
exceptional ability that has characterized your course since you have 
been in public life. a 

As to Robertson and his disgraceful overtures, we declined positively 
to have anything whatever to do with him, and we are heartily rejoiced 
that his scheme has come to such an ignominious end. If your Legisla- 
ture will now do its duty Mr. Robertson will be relegated to that obscurity 
from which he ought never to have emerged. 

Hoping my explanation may be satisfactory to you, and assuring you

To the Editor of the News and Courier : 


It is no unusual thing, after a contest among publishers-to obtain the 
patronage of a State, for the defeated party to make accusations of 
bribery and corruption. It is an unusual thing, however, for business 
men to publish confidential letters and conversations without first obtain- 
ing the consent of the writer or speaker. While Mr. Robertson cannot 
help forming an estimate of the character of the parties guilty of such 
conduct, he does not complain of the publication itself, but that the in- 
ferences drawn and the deductions made from the extract of his letter 
are malicious, and are made public for the purpose of destroying the 
work of the Text Book Commissson, because certain books were not 
upon the list made. 

Mr. Robertson has known Mr. Ivison, senior member of the firm of 
Ivison, Blakeman & Co., for more than twenty years as an upright busi- 
ness man, and a Scotchman. ‘The clanishness of Scotchmen is pro- 
verbial. Is it wonderful, then, that Mr. Robertson should have offered to 
do a friendly turn to a fellow-countryman by saying that he would look 
after his interest? It was in this sense, and in this sense alone, that the 
word attorney was used ; not for hire "but as an act of friendship. Yet, 
when the books came up, and Mr. Ivison’s were inferior, or not so well 
adapted to the wants of our schools, Mr. Robertson voted against the 
books of his own countryman, and in favor of the best books; his oath 
of office and his duty tothe people of the State required him so to act. 

Mr. Robertson did not see the senior member of that firm at all, and 


has the impression that he was in Europe. Had he been at home the 


New York correspondent’s letter would never have appeared. Concern- 
ing the conversation about Hon. R. B. Elliott and what is called the 
“bribery fund,” Mr. Robertson remembers that one of the clerks in 
Ivison’s store spoke of having been in South Carolina after the war, and 
having met Mr. Elliott, but that anything improper was said, either by 
the clerk or by Mr. Robertson, is utterly false. On the contrary, Mr. 
Robertson takes the opportunity to say that his official intercourse with 
Hon. R. B. Elliott has impressed him with great respect for the talents 
and executive ability of that gentleman, and with the conviction that 
his motives are as pure and his zéal for the welfare of the people is as 


disinterested as those of any other citizen in the State. 


But if tke words and letters and motives of Mr. Robertson were so 
corrupt, and were known to Messrs. Ivison, Blakeman & Co., why did 
they become accessories by withholding their guilty knowledge so long? 
Last spring they profess to have known it. Why not, at that time, have 
sent the letters to the News and Courier, so as to have put the people of 
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‘this State on their guard, so as to have warned the other members of 
the Commission? They did not know of it, and the writer of that letter 
is well aware of that fact, and that he wrote really to keep Messrs. 
Ivison & Co.’s expensive and inferior readers in the schools of this State, 
and to keep better and cheaper readers out. To do this he has not 
scrupled to charge the Commission with being bribed, and honorable 
business houses, in New York and Boston, with perjury and bribery. 
This is what his last sentence means, if it means anything, and I leave 
them to take care of him. 

Mr. Robertson was appointed one of a sub-committee to confer with 
the publishers in reference to the books. For this purpose he went to the 
North and tried to make the best possible terms for the people of the 
State. Much, both of the writing and talking, had to be confidential, 
because they involved the interests of others and rules of trade not gene- 
rally known; but whatever propositions were made were in the interests 
of our common school system. 

First. Mr. Robertson asked that no agents be sent down until after the 
adoption of the text books. Messrs. Harper & Bros. insisted upon this, 
as a condition of putting their books into the field; other houses cheer- 
fully complied. 

Second. He requested that after the adoption had been made, they 
would appoint an agent for the State, so that the work of the Commission 
should not become a dead letter.” He suggested that this agent had bet- 
ter be a Carolinian understanding the situation and not a stranger. 
This was done because Mr. Robertson knew that there were young men 
in this State, now out of employment, who would be glad of such an 
agency, and who are quite as well qualified to do the work as any that 
could be sent. He asked, further, that all the publishers whose books 
were adopted, should unite on the same person, as a matter of economy 
and as a means of enabling them to offer more favorable terms of intro- 
duction, their expenses being less. 

Third. The chief object to be gained in all this was the furnishing of 
the books to the children of this State at the lowest possible price; at a 
price lower by forty per cent. than at which the present books are bought" 
in the stores. The old books were to be exchanged for new, and fifty per 
cent. deducted, with ten per cent. additional deduction for handling. AM 
this discount was published and sent oüt to the County Sehool Commis- 
sioners in the report of the Commission on Text Books, two weeks before 
the New York correspondent's letter appeared. Had the motives of the 
Commission or Mr. Robertson been corrupt, the prices would have been 
suppressed. Whatever benefit there was in this arrangement was not to 


be for the Commissioners, nor for Mr. Robertson, but for the good people 
of South Carolina. 
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Fourth. The publishers were thus to pay the salary of their agent and 
all expenses of advertising, freight, handling, packing and exchanging 
books. These expenses were to be met pro rata, according to the value 
of sales made by the several houses, and thus the State was to be entirely 
released from the expense of introducing the books into her own schools. 
Unless some such plan as this is adopted the work of the Commission will 
fall to the ground just as it did before. The people, though willing to 
make great sacrifices in the interest of education, could not at present 
make an appropriation to do this work. 

Fifth. Mr. Robertson said that if the publishers made these necessary 
sacrifices for the introduction of such books as are needed in our public 
schools, he believed that the people of South Carolina, as a matter of 
economy and gratitude, would consent to the use of the same books until 
the publishers had reimbursed themselves and made a fair profit, even if 
it took five or ten years. Thus the chief expense would fall where the 
profit was ultimately to come, while the present benefits conferred upon 
our school children would, in the long run, be paid for by the money 
spent in the purchase of books. When the publishers signify their agree- 
ment to some such arrangement, Mr. Robertson will fulfill his promise to 
give as much of his time as possible to help them carry out a work so 
advantageous to our school system.  * 

Sixth. Mr. Robertson further invited the authors of the books adopted 
to come to this State for the purpose of explaining to the teachers their 
books and the best methods of using them. Most of those living in the 
United States have already consented so to do. 

Such has been the substance of Mr. Robertson's correspondence and 


conversation on this book matter. It is capable of a fair and honest 


interpretation when relieved of the falsehoods and the malicious infer- 
ences of the New York correspondont, and Mr. Robertson thinks himself 
entitled to that. In all our intercouse, the publishers whose books have 
been adopted never, either directly or indirectly, made an offer to influ- 
ence in any way the action of the Commission. They have, in all their 
dealings, been governed by the rules of their Board of Trade. Not one of 
them can truthfully say that a dollar has ever been promised or paid to 
influence a vote or to affect a decision on a single book. The letters of 
the other Commissioners prove this. The list of books itself proves it. 

The advantages of the proposed change in the books, as well as its 
great economy, could easily be shown if the columns of the News and 
Courier weré open for a fair discussion of that subject. I invite such an 
offer from the editor in the interests of our schools. 

Mr. Robertson thinks that he has met, either directly or indirectly, the 
charges made by Ivison, Blakeman & Co.’s clerk, your New York cor- 
respondent. He hopes that he has sufficiently explained his own motives 
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and actions. When other charges are made, and no doubt they will be, 
it will be time enough to answer them. The chief sin was not that the 
Commissioners were bribed, nor that Mr. Robertson tried to be, but that 
the books of Ivison, Blakeman & Co. were rejected. Mr. Blakeman 
threatened to make this fight against the work of the Commission nearly 
two months ago. It is for the people of South Carolina to show whether 
they will sustain the constituted authorities of the State, or bend ther 
necks and wear the yoke of this purse-proud and selfish bookseller. Mr. 
Robertson regrets that it has been necessary for him to occupy so much 
of your space, but the necessity was not of his making. He remains

Dear Srg—In my interview with you the other day you expressed 
surprise that of your line of books so few were chosen by our State 
Board. Before going home I feel that, in justice to your firm, as well as 
to myself as a member of the Commission, I ought perhaps to state one 
of the reasons that affected my own actions. 

It may be of assistance to you in the future, and be of advantage not 
only to your house but to your book writers. When I first came North it 
was with the desire to see your firm well represented in our schools. My 
Scotch feeling would have prompted this, even if I had no previous ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Ivison. But my contract with your agent, Catheart, 
was enough to make me feel that the less I had to do with him the bet- 
ter. ltaied to do my business with yourself personally, but was always, 
both in person and by letter, referred to Mr. Catheart. Of course he is 
such as God made him, and we cannot help that, but your firm ought to 
be represented by a gentleman and a man of some intelligence, at least.

The opinion I have formed of Mr. C. is shared, to a very 
great extent, by others whose business relations with your house are seri- 
ously affected thereby.

ANSWER OF J. D. ROBERTSON. 


To the Commission on Text Books : 


GENTLEMEN—I have read the report of the Commission appointed to 
investigate the charges preferred against me of having made “ improper 
and corrupt proposals to several publishing houses in Philadelphia, New 
York and Boston. I have also read the letters received from the several 
publishing houses in those cities to which your Committee addressed 
letters requesting any information or facts in their possession in relation 
to said “improper or corrupt proposals ;” and I have the honor to sub- 
mit to you such explanations as seem to me to be proper and becoming 
in the premises. 

At the outset, I have to call your attention to the fact that, although 
your Committee received letters from ten publishing houses, in compli- 
ance with its request, eight of those houses have no information or facts 
to communicate concerning any “ improper or corrupt proposals " what- 
ever, and that only two of them have anything to communicate which 
can, by any possibility, be construed to hint at or suggest anything “ im- 
proper or corrupt;" and Isubmit that if, in dealing with those eight 


houses, I made no “ improper or corrupt proposition," when there was 


the same opportunity 


and temptation to make such proposals to those | 
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houses as to any others, it goes a long way toward establishing the pre- 
sumption that I did not make “ improper or corrupt proposals " to other 
houses, and that any charges of impropriety or corruption brought 
against me, and any action of mine on which any charges in that direc- 
tion are based, should be construed according to that presumption. 

I have further to remark, in th» same connection, that the only house 
which brings any charges of my having made “improper and corrupt 
proposals," to wit: The house of Ivison, Blakeman & Co.,is a house 
whose most profitable books, hitherto used in the schools of this State, 
have been displaced by the action of your body since my interview and 
correspondence with it, and that no charges of having made any “im- 
proper and corrupt proposals,” or any other charge, were ever made by 
that house against me until the displacement of their books. 

As to the charges that house makes against me, I make reply: 

First. I have never stated to that house, or any member of that house, 
or any person in any manner connected with that house, that it would 
be necessary, in order to control the Commission, that that house should 
pay, through me, the colored members of the same for their votes. 

Second. I never stipulated with that house, or any member of that 
house, or any person in any manner connected with that house, that the 
supply of books required for the schools should be distributed from a 
central depository, which should be in charge of my brother-in-law, who 
should receive a per centage on all books thus distributed. 

Third. Whatever hope I may have expressed as to being the next 
State Superintendent of Education, as resulting from the publie appre- 
ciation of my services as a member of this Commission, and for my 
profound interest in the cause of education in this State, I never stated 
to that house, or any person in any way connected with that house, that 
I would foree the books of that house or any other house into the 
schools. 

If this denial of the charges brought by that house against me is not 
sufficient, I submit that that house itself furnished whatever confirma- 
tion of my denial is necessary in the statement which follows the making 
of the charges, that after, and notwithstanding the failure of my alleged 
"improper and corrupt proposals," I expressed my purpose of still 
striving to have the list of that house well represented in the report of 
the Commission. 

The letters that I addressed to that house, and to the house of Brewer 
& Tileston, including the confidential character I gave them, may be 
best explained by a full statement of the plans which I had in view, and . 
to which the letters themselves made allusion. 

Under the present school system I was impressed with the fact that no 
reduction, but in exceptional cases, is made in favor of the school 
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children who purchase the books they use. A large discount is allowed 
by the publishers, but it goes into the pockets of the local booksellers, 
who realize, on an average, the enormous profit of forty per cent. I 
thought the scholars should have this deduction rather than the book- 
sellers, and desired to make arrangements with the publishers to that end. 
In effecting this it would be necessary for each publisher, whose books 
should be adopted, to have an agent in the State. This was a necessity 
to both parties, and I desired the agent to be one living in the State, and 
connected with our people, rather than a stranger sent from the North. 
The compensation of such an agent would come out of the pockets of the 
publishers. I saw then, and see now, no impropriety in my proposing for 


such an agency the name of a gentleman who has been born and raised 


on the soil, and whose name for over a century has been identified with 
the interests of the State. 

This plan was considered by most of the publishers as “ involving too 
great an outlay” on their part, but no “improper or corrupt” motive 
was charged or insinuated by any of them at the time, and by none 
since, except the single house of Ivison, Blakeman & Co., of whom I 
have already spoken. 

That part of the correspondence with Brewer & Tileston, which speaks 
of five hundred dollars for the agent, was deemed by me as such a suffi- 
cient sum as that firm should properly pay for the handling of their 
: books; though this may have appeared high to that firm, it certainly 
was not as much as the local booksellers now make out of the same books; 
nor would it alone have been sufficient to pay the agent; it would have 
been only their share of a proper salary of say two thousand dollars. 

Under your appointment to confer with the publishers, I went to New 
York twice during the summer. I also went once to Boston, for the sole 
purpose of conferring with Brewer & Tileston; and as I went on their 
invitation, and as the State had made no provision to pay my expenses, 
I thought it was not in any sense improper that my expenses should be 
defrayed by them. 

If my proposition involved any “improper or corrupt purpose," or 
had any improper or eorrupt purpose been imputed to it by Brewer & 


Tileston, what explanation can be made of their kindness and hospitality 


to me while in Boston after my proposition had been made to them, or 
of their friendly regards, as shown in their letter of October 16, inviting 
me to call on them whenever I came to their city, and tendering me their 
best respects? The confidential freedom observed in my letters to this 
firm was called forth by the very kind treatment I met with at their 


hands while in Boston, and ought not to be submitted to the strict eriti- 


cism they might otherwise invite. These letters, written partly, on 
business and altogether in friendship, were dashed off in the hurry and 


881 


fatigue of travel, and were expected to meet the eyes only of the friends 
to whom they were addressed. If those who are not my friends can 
construe them as conveying “improper and corrupt proposals,” it only 
proves the truth of what Talleyrand said: “That he could show by any 
one complete sentence some villainous design behind it sufficient to 
punish an enemy.” 

Various considerations show the necessity of secresy in the execution 
of my plan cf operations, in order to obtain from the publishers the best 
possible terms : 

1. To prevent collusion on the part of the publisher:, most of whom 
are allied by a monopoly known as the Publishers’ Board of Trade, 
which has for its object the protection of the publishers themselves, and 
not of the public. 

2. To keep the knowledge of any arrangement for one general agent 
of the publishers, whose books might be adopted, from the local book- 
sellers in this State, until such terms could be made between the State, 
the publishers and himself, as would allow the purchase of the books at 
the minimum prices. If the publishers could be induced to pay the 
agent a salary or commission on his sales, and also make a discount to 
the pupils, the benefit is too apparent to require explanation. 

I do not fell called upon to further answer the charges and insinua- 
tions made by the person named Cathcart in his anonymous letter to 
the News and Courier; but I do feel called upon to direct your atten- 
tion to the grcat difference between his statements made in that letter, 
and those made by him under the restraining influence of Mr. Blake- 
man, who united with him in that double-barreled affidavit. How much 
is sworn to by the one and how much by the other does not appear, nor 
have I any possible way of finding out; nor any chance of meeting 
these affidavit-makers face to face, or of cross-examining them. Theirs 
is merely an ex parte statement, such as the meanest criminal has never 
been convicted on anywhere within the limits of civilization. 

The garbled extract from oneof my letters, published in the News and 
Courier, and repeated in that part of the joint affidavit, which was pro- 
bably prepared by Cathcart, betrays his purpose. Task no more than 

“that the entire letter be read, in connection with the rules of the Pub. 
lishers’ Board of Trade, with which Blakeman & Cathcart must well 
have known that I was familiar. In Rule &th alone will be found the 
complete refutation of what is charged. It reads: “Rule Sth. No em- 
ployment, money, promissory notes, drafts, checks, or real or personal 
property, or promises to give, verbal or written, nor anything that can 

' be converted into cash or its equivalent; no books, maps or charts shall 

be offered or given by publishing members of this Association, their agents 
or any person or persons representing them, nor shall any undue means 
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whatsoever be used to bring about and accomplish or prevent intreduc- . 
tions either before or after said introductions have been secured or 
defeated.” 

I certainly entertained friendly feelings for Mr. Ivison, of this firm, and 
felt disposed to do as much in his behalf as I could consistently with the 
duties of my position in the Commission, and knowing that no agent 
would be permitted before the Commission to discuss the merits of any 
books, I offered, in a friendly way, to see that their interests did not suffer, 
hence I remarked that an attorney in the Commission would be worth 
half-a-dozen agents outside, &e. This offer was not for pay, as they well 
know. Nor have they ever offered a dime fur any interest towards them. 
Neither did the letter quoted from show any intention whatever to neglect 
the interests of the State in their behalf. On the contrary, the very fact 
that their books were left out is evidence of my fairness in this busi- 
ness. 

In conclusion, I would call your attention to the fact that from the pub- 
lication of the letter in the News and Courier until now this war has 
been made really on the Commission and its work rather than on me. 

So long as your work remains unfinished the party making it is reap- 
ing profit from the sale of his books in this State. To delay, ultimately 
to defeat your work, is the end to be attained, and, in securing that goal, 
there will be no scruples as to the means used. It is for you, gentlemen, 
and for the people of this State, to say whether or not their infamous 
schemes shall succeed. ?

Dear Sir—We have your letter of the 25th, and telegraphed reply, 
complying with your request, so far as we think best to do. You will 
understaüd our reason for declining to give names of your assailants. The 
principal offenders in this respect are sufficiently well known to you. 
Your enemies are the disappointed competitors who hope to break you 
down, then curry favor with your Board in order to secure a re-cast of the 
State list of books, in which they shall be more largely represented. 
Such strifes up here—North and West—on occasions of State, or even 
large city adoptions of text books, are too common to attract attention. 

If your honorable Commission had half of our experience on such 
subjects, they would, while taking care of their good name, feel little 
concerned as to what sharp business men say of you or of each other. 

So far, we have escaped all contention with our business competitors, 
and we feel constrained in this matter to refrain from becoming, in any 
sense, informers. We feel called upon to defend you fully and effect- 
ually, so far as relates to your official action with our firm is concerned. 
We believe you to have been equally careful and prudent with other 
publishers. We should suppose that your people would understand well 
the motives of your assailants. Unless charges so serious to you are 
sustained by proofs, we believe that your honorable Board and fellow- 
citizens will stand by you and effectually protect your good name.

Whereas at the time of the failure of the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company the State had deposited to its credit the sum of two 
hundred and five thousand seven hundred and fifty-three dollars and 
seventy-nine cents, ($205,753.79,) which amount may prove a total loss 
and necessitate the levying of an additional tax on the property in the 
State for the purpose of meeting the deficiency caused by the loss of the 
above amount; and 

Whereas the State Treasurer openly stated to the Legislature, last win- 
ter, that he believed said bank to be in an insolvent condition; notwith- 
standing said statement the deposits of the State in said bank were 
increased by the direction of the Financial Board from a comparatively 
small sum to a very large one; and 

Whereas it has been currently reported that the cause of such failure 
was the inability on the part of the officers of said bank to obtain payment 
of large amounts of State paper carried by said bank; and 

Whereas in the report of the Receiver of said bank, appointed by the 
Judge of the Circuit Court, it is charged on the books of said bank as 
legislative expenses, supposed to have been paid to members of the Gene- 
ral Assembly for services in the passage of certain claims held by said 
bank; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate concurring, That 
a Committee of five on the part of the House and five on the part of 
the Senate be appointed to thoroughly investigate the facts as set forth 
in the foregoing preamble, either by an examination of the books of said 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, or from such information as 
they can be furnished with by the Receiver of said bank, and that said 
Committee have and be empowered to send for persons and papers: 
Provided, That no expense be incurred by said Committee.

REPORT. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of South Carolina: 


The Joint Special Committee appointed at the present session of the 
General Assembly to investigate the facts relating to the failure of the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, the good faith of the Board of 
Deposit in increasing the deposit of State funds in said bank, and the 
reported pxpbnditare: of ($81,000) eighty-one thousand dollars for legisla- 
tive expenses, beg leave to report: 

That they have attended to the duties assigned them with as much 
diligence as a due regard to their other duties and the unavoidable inter- 
ruptions by adjournments of the General Assembly, and otherwise, have 
permitted. "Phe Committee have taken the testimony of His Excellency 
the Governor, the State Treasurer, Hon. F. L. Cardozo, and the Comp- 
troller General, Hon. T. C. Dann, who composed the Board of Deposit 
at the time of the increase of the State deposits in the bank, Mr. Hardy 
Solomon and Mr. L. N. Zealy, the President and Cashier of the bank, 
Ex Governor R. K. Scott, a large creditor of the bank, and Mr. T. J. 
Minton, Clerk of the State Treasurer. These comprised all the persons 
whom the Committee deemed proper and necessary witnesses, and, as no 
one offered to aid the investigation by suggesting any witnesses or devel- 
oping any evidence in the matter, they were dependent upon such sources 
of information as they themselves could discover. 

Assuming that the books contained a record of the transactions that 
led to and would in a great measure explain the failure of the bank, and 
conscious on their part of a want of fitness to make a technical and a 
systematie examination thereof, the Committee engaged the services of 
Mr. J. H. Sawyer, Cashier of the Central National Bank of Columbia, 
as a sworn expert and an impartia] assistant. 

The Committee feel assured that au examination of their proceedings 
will show their investigation to have been fair, sincere and thorough, and. 
to have been conducted throughout with a single purpose to faithfully 
perform the duties committed to their charge ; ànd they respectfully sub- 
mit the following expression of their views upon the facts which their 
investigation has brought to light. 
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CAUSES OF THE FAILURE. 


In seeking to discover the causes of the failure of the bank, the Com- 
mittee were embarrassed by the absence of any effort on the part of per- 
sons unconnected with the management of the bank to ferret out the 
facts or to give information of the special points to which their inquiry 
should be directed, and so were compelled to suspend their investigation 
when the President and Cashier had been examined and the books had 
been scrutinized. When it is considered that these witnesses were not 
only reluctant to testify upon many points, but were, at times, evasive 
and contradictory, and that the books bore evident marks of changes, 
falsifications and transposition of entries, it will be seen that it became 
well nigh impossible for the Committee, with what lights they had before 
them, to discover more than that certain unwarrantable transactions had 
taken place, leaving their causes and purposes, as well as the parties in 
whose interests they were conceived and perpetrated, a subject of specu- 
lation. l 

It wonld seem that the bank, from its organization to its suspension, has 
been covered with a mask which disguised from view its true condition, 
On the 2d of July, 1870, immediately after its books were opened, the 
bank appeared with a nominal capital of $40,716.70; yet $25,000 of 
this sum represented a barren asset in the shape of its charter, for which 
the bank paid in its stock at par. The further sum of $10,583 was 
paid for the building in which its business was to be done, and $2,659.23 
was expended for furniture and outfit, so that when its business begun the 
actual cash on hand was the inadequate sum of $2,474.47. Regardipg 
the charter as an asset of no appreciable value for the discharge of any 
of the liabilities of the bank, it will be perceived that the bank was in- 
solvent at its birth, and it is questionable if that infirmity did not attach 
to it throughout its existence. d 

Though the- bank was duly organized by the election of a President 
and Board of Directors, there does not seem to have been any supervision 
by the Directors over its management, nor any regular meeting of its 
stockholders, nor any dividend declared; and the only office performed 
by the Directors appears to have been to uphold, by the influence of their 
connection, the credit of an unstable institution and give sanction by 
their oaths to untrue statements of its condition. 


The Committee are indebted for a knowledge of the various transac- 


tions which, in a large measure, occasioned. the failure of the bank to 


the thorough and impartial investigation of Mr. Sawyer, whose perform- | 


ance of the delicate and responsible duties entrusted to him has been 
characterized by rare intelligence, skill and good judgment. Great 


satisfaction is, therefore, taken in commending his tabular statements and - 


EA 
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testimony explanatory thereof to the consideration of the General As- 
sembly. 

The initial point in Mr. Sawyer’s inquiry was the ascertainment of the 
actual condition of the bank, as disclosed by its books, on the 9th day 
of January, 1875, when a sworn statement was published. By reference, 
to the opposing statements it will be seen wherein they differ, and what 
were the recorded assets and liabilities, as well as the extent to which 
the integrity of those responsible for the published statement is im- 
peached. The detailed transactions, of which the statement is a sum- 
mary, are too voluminous and intricate to be overhauled and dissected 
by the Committee, even if.practicable or pertinent for the purposes of 
their investigation. As Mr. Sawyer well says, in general terms, “the 
failure was caused by the retiring of capital stock, by enormous expenses, 
and by bad loans and investments.” 

An examination of the tabular statements for January 9th, June 23d 
and July 2d, 1875, will show how the various accounts were increased, 
diminished and absorbed. Neither Mr. Solomon nor Mr. Zealy attempt 
any explanation which relieves them from responsibility in publishing 
the untrue statement of January 9th, 1875, or in making the remarka- 
ble changes in the entries of assets and liabilities, but seem strangely 
unaware of the necessity of making an explanation that is so impera- 
tively demanded. The Committee can arrive at no other conclusion 
than that the failure grew out of long-continued mismanagement, mis- 
appropriation of funds and illegitimate and unlawful transactions. 

In the face of all the disclosures made by the books, Mr. Solomon 
withholds a full confession of the reasons which prompted the failure of 
the bank or the necessities out of which it arose, and offers no explan- ` 
ation which would show that he is not the sole beneficiary of his wrong- 
ful acts. 

In addition to falsification of the books, there are found many entries, 
during the ten days immediately preceding the failure, that necessarily 
awaken suspicion and confirm the opinion that, whether the failure was 
premeditated or simply unavoidable, Mr. Solomon was studiously and 
skillfully at work in so manipulating the affairs of the bank as that he 
might reap the largest practicable harvest while the impending catastro- 
phe ‘was being made correspondingly disastrous to the creditors. During 
that period, State pay certificates for a large amount and of questionable 
value were made to supplant other and better assets; an outlawed note, 
which was never bankable, wasemade to absorb its amount in cash; 
accounts were transposed; large sums were drawn on the President’s 
individual account; and nine thousand dollars was taken by him for 
three years’ back salary, when the books show that only two years’ were 
due, and that his salary had never before exceeded one thousand dollars 


a year. 
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The transaction of the bank with Colonel C. C. Puffer, late Receiver 
of the Bank of the State, particularly, is fraught with suspicion. 
While both the President and Cashier testify that the certificate of 
deposit for $43,000, held by Colonel Puffer, was issued in December, 
1874, and represented a sum of money of that amount deposited at that 
time, the books of the bank show that the deposit was made and the 
certificate issued on the 20th day of April, 1875, and represented an 
equivalent amount of bills of the Bank of the State, which, instead of 
being counted as cash, were entered on the “bond account." The palpable 
misstatement of the officers of the bank, or the equally false entry upon 
the books, with the special reasons for the variance, together with the 
purpose of any deporit being made at the time, stamps this as a trans- 
action outside of justification or defense. i 

Among the special subjects requiring consideration are the following : 
Retirement of the capital stock, the charge of legislative expenses, and 
the action of the Board of Deposit. 


RETIREMENT OF CAPITAL STOCK. 


Passing by the abstract right of the officers of a bank to retire its 
stock without the authority of the stockholders, it seems beyond doubt 
that no retirement can be valid and binding upon creditors which is 
effected by money of depositors when the liabilities exceed the assets. 
While depositors must submit to the contingencies of legitimate invest- 
ments by the bank, they cannot be càlled upon to contribute to the 
refunding to the stockholders of the very capital which gives vitality to 
the bank and upon the faith and credit of which they were induced to 
become depositors. At the time of the failure, almost the entire stock 
had been retired and the bank had become a mere pocket concern of the 
President. But the testimony of Mr. Solomon shows that the retirement 
of the stock was still more reprehensible and unlawful, for, by his own 
admission, he purchased the stock as President of the bank, for the use 
of the bank, to a large extent at 55 per cent.; but instead of giving the 


bank the benefit of the purchase at the reduced price, he sold it to the 
bank at par and covered the profits of the transaction to his individual 
credit. For such conduct as this there can be no defense. The claim" 
made by Mr. Solomon that the bank was crippled because the large” 


amount of stock taken by Governor Scott and Mr. Parker was paid for 
` in State bonds, which realized only 70 per cent., is untenable, even 
supposing the retirement had been made in good faith for the benefit of 
the bank ; for the stock cost the bank nothing to issue, and was resold by 


both of these parties to the bank at 55 per cent., a net gain to the bank ' 


of fifteen dollars per share besides interest. 
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LEGISLATIVE EXPENSES. 


An unexplained entry of eighty-one thousand dollars ($81,000) for 
legislative expenses, whatever light it is viewed in, must be regarded as 
an unwarrantable transaction. So far as the books and testimony are 
concerned, it is a matter of conjecture to what it relates in its full ex- 
tent. The refusal of Mr. Solomon, by advice of counsel, to answer the 
question whether it was money expended for bribing members of the 
General Assembly, and the discoveries made by the expert that an 
erasure occurs opposite each journal entry of “ legislative expenses,” to- 
gether with the startling fact that several pages of the ledger upon 
which the account was entered have been cut out, as well as the ina- 
bility of the Committee to obtain the deposit book in some way con- 
nected with the matter, and the further fact that the account was 
changed from “legislative expenses” to “discount account,” and vice 
versa, as policy prompted, all show the transaction must have been 
bad indeed to have required such nefarious acts to conceal it. - The testi- 
mony, also, of Mr. Solomon and Mr. Zealy upon this subject is strangely 
contradictory and irreconcilable. Though Mr. Solomon claims his 
privilege not to answer whether it was money used for bribery, yet he 
admits that the account relates to a claim for $125,000 passed by the 
Legislature in November, 1873, and that most of the money was paid 
out contemporaneously with the passage of the claim ; while Mr. Zealy 
says that it had no reference to that claim, but represented losses of the 
bank upon State paper, running through two years, and was entered as 
* legislative expenses" instead of to the account of “ profit and loss,” 
because the President so directed. 

As another mystery connected with this transaction, it is ascertained 
“hat the entire amount of State claims held by the bank prior to and 
for two months succeeding the passage of the claim was $51,586.69, 
while the printed schedule of the claims accompanying the report of the 
Senate Finance Committee was for $103,865.71, and the entire claim 
passed by the General Assembly was for $125,000; and, also, that on the 
28th of February, 1874, some days after the Treasurer began to make 
payments on the claims, other State claims to the amount of $48,475, 
were put to the debit of State claims. What are the exact and entire 
facts has not been discovered. Whether there was an actual expenditure 
of the extravagant sum of $81,000 on claims of the bank amounting 
to $125,000, or whether $51,586.69 was the real amount owned by the 
bank, and the balance of the $103,865.71 was owned by other parties, 
-and that the difference of $21,135.29 represented interest, are matters 
beyond the ascertainment of the Committee. 


> 
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But this subject seems pregnant with mystery, involving not only the 
officers of the bank and the General Assembly, but also the Hon. F. L. 


Cardozo, the State Treasurer. By reference to the testimony of Mr. 


Solomon, it will be found that the State Treasurer is charged with having 
been engaged in acts not only officially irregular, but criminally dishonest 
and corrupt. Tt seems to be an undisputed fact that a large amount of the 
' claims of the bank embraced in the printed schedule Faye been paid out 
of other levies, and a still larger amount of other State paper substituted 
and paid by the Treasurer out of the levy for “the claims of the bank, in 
direct violation of the express provisions of the Act, which required that 
the proceeds of each levy should be kept by the State Treasurer separate 
and apart from each other, and “ be applied for the purposes for which 
they are respectively levied and none other,” and also provided that 
any violation of the provisions of the Act should be a felony. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of Comptroller General Dunn, these two transac- 
tions aggregated as much as $40,000. It will be observed from Mr. Car- 
dozo's testimony that even he does not deny the fact of the payment of 
some of the bank claims out of other levies and the substitution of out- 
side claims in their place, to be paid out of thelevy to pay the claims of 
the bank, and so paid, but that he attempts to justify his conduct on 
the ground that he had no knowledge of the existence of the “ printed 
schedule," and was without data to determine the identity of the claims. 
Even if this would be an excuse,.if it were true, it seems impossible that 
it can be true, when it is borne in mind that the schedule accompanied 
the report of the Senate Finance Committee, was printed and laid on the 
desks of members, and is found published in full in the Reports and Re- 
solutions, 1873-74, pages 1096-1098. It will also be observed that, 
while Mr. Cardozo says he never heard of the schedule * until recently," 
he is directly contradicted by Mr. Minton, his clerk, who states that its 
existence was not only known to himself at the time of the passage of 
the claim, but that he called the Treasurer's attention to it at the time 
the claims were being paid in January and February, 1874. Viewed in 
any light, the Treasurer is either a party in interest or a dupe to a 
nefarious transaction by which the State has lost many thousand dollars. 


- 
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BOARD OF DEPOSIT. 


In reference to the action of the Board of Deposit in increasing the 
amounf, of State funds deposited in the bank, the Committee find that 
the resolution is predieated upon a misconception of the amount of the 
increase; for, instead of the increase being from “a comparatively small 
sum to a very large one," there was $163,000 on deposit in April, 1875, 
when the aetion of the Board was taken, so that the actual authorized 
increase was $37,000. There is nothing in the facts discovered which 
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necessarily shows that the Board, or any member thereof, had any 
knowledge of the instability of the bank, or is censurable for not having 
determined ifs true condition. In the light of subsequent events, it 
would have been better if.a scrutiny had been instituted into the stand- 
ing of the bank; but no facts had at that time been developed which 
would fairly prove the absence of such investigation to have been cul- 
pable. 

The Committee have been attended in their labors by Gen. John B. 
Dennis, in the capacity of. clerk, and desire to express their sense of the 
faithful and satisfactory manner in which he has discharged his onerous 
and responsible duties. 

. The Committee herewith submit the testimony of the witnesses and 
the tabular statements prepared by Mr. Sawyer.

~ We, the undersigned, members of the Committee, not agreeing in so 
much of the report as relates to the Board of Deposit, submit the 
following remarks upon that topic, and concur in the balauce of the 
report:

In order that the responsibility of the Board of Deposit for the deposit 
of State funds in the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company to the 
large amount of two hundred and five thousand dollars, nearly all of 
which the State loses by its failure, might be understood or investigated, 
the Committee carefully and separately examined each of the members 
of the Board, whose testimony is herewith reported. In addition to this, 
the published statements made by the State Treasurer—one of the mem- 
bers of the Board—over one year ago, as well as his declarations under 
oath as to the financial condition of that bauk, which were made before a 
. Joint Special Committee of the two houses during the last session of the 
General Assembly, have been referred to and considered. The opinions 
and conclusions of the Governor, another member of the Board, set forth 
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in his veto of what is known as the Deposit Bill, have also been examined 
and will be referred.to in connection with the whole matter. 

The controversies and antagonisms of the session of 1874-75 must not 
be forgotten while considering this important part of the report, for the 
solvency of the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company during that 
time was fiercely assailed, freely discussed, openly questioned and em- 
phatically denied, and by none more so than Mr. Cardozo—an executive 
officer, whose influence and argument is not without its weight and power. 
These controversies and declarations have become a matter of history, of 
legislative record, and therefore known to all the departments of govern- 
ment. In view of such facts, the custodians of the public funds—the 
Board of Deposit—with doubts and fears in the mind of one of its mem- 
bers still existing and expressed as to the soundness of the South Caro- 
lina Bank and Trust Company, were not without knowledge of the ru- 
mors and suspicions concerning this bank, and they certainly should have 
instituted the most rigid inquiry into the amount and character of its 
:assets and liabilities, the management of its affairs and the safety of the 
¡public funds in its keeping before adding to the deposits already in that 
bank, for “safety is the first requirement and should never be made sec- 
‘ondary to other considerations.” ‘The keeping of the State funds is a 
matter of common interest to all our citizens. The collection and the safe 
keeping of public funds constitute the chief financial duties of the gov- 
-ernment.” ) 

Therefore, when officers of the government who are by law specially 
‘clothed with the power as well as the trust of designating the banks of 
deposit of the public funds fail or neglect to exercise the utmost care 
and discrimination as to the safety of such banks, jeopardizing thereby 
the common interests,” the people have a right to complain of their 
fidelity to those powers and trusts. 

Are the Board of Deposit subject to this criticism? Have they been 
negligent and indifferent to their high official trusts? By their words 
aud acts they can alone be judged. In order, then, that a proper estimate 
of their fidelity may be had, and a true verdict rendered, the Committee 
would most respectfully direct the attention of the General Assembly to 
ithe testimony of Hon. F. L. Cardozo, given before “the Joint Special 
‘Committee appointed to ascertain what bonds of the State have been 
funded under the Act to reduce the volume of the publie debt," which 

“may be found in the reports and resolutions of the Genéral Assembly of 
‘the session of 1874-5, pages 691 and 692, 

And it is proper here to remark that it was by a special request of Mr. 
Cardozo that the Committee (which had already examined him upon the 
subject matter of their investigation) were directed by the General As- 


sembly to take the testimony here alluded to, and from it the following ` 
‘extracts are made: 
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* First. (Says Mr. Cardozo). Ihad reason to fear from Mr. Solo- 
mon's aetion last winter (1873-74) that he would attempt to retain the 
State funds to reimburse himself for the State papers that he had, and 
that I was not able to pay, which he threatened to do." 

“Second. I had ascertained the true condition of the bank, and found it 
to be, in my judgment, an unsafe and unsound institution. Isaw a list 
- of his assets and liabilities, and concluded that if any disaster should 
happen his assets were not equal to his liabilities by at least one-half, 
in my judgment." 

When asked by the Committee, * when were your suspicions first 
aroused as to the condition of Mr. Solomon's bank ?" he replied, 

“ Indeed, J never had any confidence in the soundness of his bank; but 
during and about the time of the recess of the Legislature, when he knew 
we were contemplating increasing the number of depositories, he 
submitted a list of his assets and liabilities to Governor Chamberlian, who 
showed them to me, and, instead of proving the soundness of his bank, 
they positively disproved it in my judgment." 

* These facts," as set forth in the foregoing questions and answers, Mr. 
Cardozo says, *are some of the reasons which induced him to run the 
balance down in Solomon's bank to $11,220,19, which was on the 9th 
of January, 1875." : 

The Committee would further direct attention to the testimony of Mr. 
Cardozo taken before them, in which he says * that the deposits were in. 
ereased in the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company during the 
months of January, February, March and April,” after the “balance ” had, 
for reasons given, been by him * run down so low," and that this increase 
was made * by the authority of the Board of Deposit, or their order," to 
the aggregate amount of two hundred thousand dollars, ($200,000) ; “ that 
he was present at all of the meetings,” and, while “he voted against the 
increase,” yet on the same day of the April meeting he had a personal 
interview with Mr. Solomon as to the amount of increase, and informed 
the Board that he, * Solomon, would be satisfied with two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000.) ” 

. There is, however, some discrepancy in the statements of the members 
of the Board as to the action of the Board in the matter of the increase 
of deposits in that bank, and especially at the April meeting, when the 
last action. upon the deposits was taken. While the Governor makes the 
motion to increase the deposits in that bank from $160,000 to $200,000, 
seconded by Comptroller General Dunn, Mr. Cardozo says “he voted 
against it;” and the Governor says “he (Cardozo) did not feel called 
upon to oppose it further than his vote." Yet Comptroller General 
Dunn swears that he (Cardozo) “ asked to be excused from voting," and 
that the language he used in his remarks upon the motion of the Gov- 
ernor, as to the increase, “indicated that he was willing for the increase.” 
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Again, the Committee would refer to the veto of the Governor of “ An 
Act relative to the deposit of the moneys of the State and other provisions 
in relation thereto,” which designated the South Carolina Bank and Trust 
Company and the Carolina National Bank the sole depositories of the 
State funds. In this veto, he says: “ I venture the opinion that no man 
competent to care for his own funds would feel warranted in placing 
one hundred thousand dollars in each of the two banks designated in the 
present Act; and I call attention to the fact that it is proposed to do 
with the State funds what no prudent man would for an instant think of 
doing with his own funds" Yet we find in the April meeting of the 
Board of Deposit, the Governor, who is Chairman of the Board, said, in 
declaring the purpose for which the meeting was called, * that it was 
convened to decide as to the amount of money to be kept on de- 
posit, but more particularly as to the amount to be left on deposit with the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company,” and, after alluding to what 
had been said as to the standing of that bank, and the efforts of its 
friends in its behalf, and his willingness to meet their wishes as far as it 
could safely be done, forgetting “ the pledge" which he had made “to 
his conscience never to allow considerations to individual friends to have 
weight with him against his convictions of publie duty," he not only was 
willing to make the aggregate of the deposit in the South Carolina Bank 
‘and Trust Company “ larger than in any other bank," but to name the 
amount, that is, $200,000, which is twice the sum he declares * no pru- 
dent man would think of placing there," and the Comptroller General as 
willingly seconds and sustains the motion. 

This money, too, the evidence shows, was placed in that bank asa 
deposit for and on account of the interest on the publie debt, and it was 
" the understanding that the whole of the money for the July interest 
was to be drawn from that bank” on “the 25th of June," 1875. Seven 
days before the failure of that bank, the Governor leaves the State. 
Before leaving, he sigos a number of checks for the drawing of moneyto 
pay the July interest, but none on the South Carolina Bank and Trust 
Company, and the reason given for not checking out of that bank was 
“ the desire to favor it.” : 

The condition of the bank, however, could not have been entirely un- 
known, for during the month of June, the Governor says: “Mr. Solo- 
mon was more embarrassed for currency, as he expressed it, than I could 
fully account for; he was always fearful that Mr. Cardozo wanted to 
break him, and said that any favors that I could show him to save his 
currency would be very highly appreciated.” This, taking into consid- 
eration the fact that Mr. Chamberlain has been attorney for and Director ` 
in the said bank from its organization, is not without significance, and 
the Committee feel justified in saying the Board of Deposit are not free.

PROCEEDINGS AND TESTIMONY.

MR. F. L. CARDOZO 


Was called, duly sworn, and testified as follows: 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, you are State Treasurer, are you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Under the law, what are your duties relative to the moneys of the 

‘State that come into your hands on account of the State ? 

A. It is my duty to deposit them in such bank or banks as may be 
- designated by the Board of Deposit as State depositories. 

Q. Will you be kind enough to state to this Committee the names of 
the banks which have been made the depositories of the State moneys 
since you entered upon the duties of State Treasurer ? 

A. During the fiscal year commencing November 1, 1872, and endiag 
‘October 31, 1873, the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company and tire 
Central National Bank, of Columbia, were the designated depositories. 
The next fiscal year commencing November 1, 1873, and ending October 
31, 1874, the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company alone was 
designated as the depository. The next fiscal year commencing Novem- 
ber 1, 1874, and ending October 31, 1875, several banks were added to 
the list of depositories by the Board of Deposit. The Carolina Bank 
of Columbia, was first added in January, 1875, then, the same e 
the Central National Bank, of Columbia, was added, then there were 
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three banks in Charleston added, as follows: The South Carolina Loan 
and Trust Company, the First National Bank, and the People’s National 
Bank. These were all added during the month of January, 1875. 

Q. How long has the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company been 
one of the depositories of State funds ? ` 

A. I don’t know when it was first selected by the Board of Deposit. 

Q Has the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company ever been, 
during your time as State Treasurer, the sole depository of the State ? 

A. Yes; during the whole of the fiscal year 1873-74 and part of the 
fiscal year 1874-75. 

Q. What was the largest amount at any one time on deposit in that 
bank ? i 

A. I can only answer by reference to my books; I would be able to 
tell by an examination of them. 

. Q. What amount of State moneys were on deposit in the South Caro- 
lina Bank and Trust Company on the 9th day of January, 1875? 

A. As well as I can recollect, I think there was, viewed from one 
stand point, about twenty-nine thousand dollars, ($29,000.00,) from another 
standpoint, there was about eleven thousand dollars, ($11,000.00.) The 
reason why I so state it is, my books showed about thirty thousand dol- 
lars, ($30,000.00.) Mr. Solomon had in his possession about eighteen 
thousand dollars ($18,000,00) of coupons paid by our request, and 
charged to the State's aecount on his books, which left his balance about 
eleven thousand dollars, ($11,000.00.) 


The examination of Mr. Cardozo here rested for the time being. 

Mr. Whittemore moved that Mr. Cardozo be requested to continue his 
testimony at the next meeting. Agreed to. 

Mr. Whittemore moved to adjourn, subject to the call of the Chairman.

As taxes would come in money was 
deposited, and as it was needed it was drawn out; but,on the whole, I 
think there was an increase during the month. 

Q. Was the deposit still further increased during the month of Feb- 
ruary ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. To what amount? 

A. I cannot tell, without reference to my books. 

.. Q. Was the deposit increased in the month of March ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think they went on increasing. 

Q. Can you tell how much they were increased during the month of 
March ? 

. No, sir, not without consulting my books. 

. How were these deposits increased ? 

. By the deposit of money, or checks, or certificates of deposit. 
By whose authority were the deposits increased? 

. By authority of the Board of Deposit or by their order. 
Were you present at the meetings of the Board of Deposit ? 
Y es, sir. 

. Of whom does the Board of Deposit Sonst? : 


POPOPOPOPE 


I the month of April, I think about the middle of the month, was the 
first meeting of the Board that Comptroller General Dunn attended. I 
distinetly remember that there was on deposit at that time one hundred 
and sixty-three thousand dollars, ($163,000.) There was a formal resolu- 
tion passed to increase the deposits to two hundred thousand dollars, 
($200,000,) by a majority of the Board. 

Q. Were you present at that time? 

. A. Yes, sir, I was, 

o Did you at that meeting object to the increase of deposits in the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company ? 

A. I voted no on the motion to increase. 

Q. When the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company failed, what 
was the amount of State deposits in that bank ? 

‘A. Two hundred and five thousand dollars ($205,000.00) and some 
oid hundreds ; I think some six or seven hundred. 

Q. Was ges to your knowledge, any amount of State paper carried 
by the said bank still unpaid at the time of its failure ? 

A. Not a paper, to my knowledge, except balance of its own claim 
of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars ($125,000.00). still 
unpaid. 

Q. Is this paper, to your knowledge, a part ofthe claims of said bank, 
the payment of which was provided for by law in an Act passed by the 


. Governor Chamberlain, Comptroller General Dunn and myself. ` 
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General Assembly of South Carolina at the special session of 1873, and 
approved November 19th, 1873, for one hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($125,000.00)? 

A. Yes, that was the balance of its own claim. 

Q. Can you give the Committee the amount of money already paid on 
the said claim by the State? 

A. The amount of the appropriation for the claims of the bank was 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, ($125,000.00,) and I paid 
between one hundred and two thousand (102,000.00) and one hundred 
and three thousand ($103,000.00) dollars. 

. Q. Was a schedule of those claims kept by you as State Treasurer? 

A. No,sir; I was never furnished with any schedule of the claims. 
We were working under a special tax levy, and Mr. Solomon got the 
amount of money that the tax of three quarters of a mill levied to pay 
his claims produced, and whenever he presented any claims, and said 
they were a part of his claim, they were paid. 

Q. Did you open an account with the South Carolina Bank and Trust 
Company when you commenced the payment of these claims, and pay 
only such claims as were in the schedule? 

A. I did not know there was any schedule of claims; I was governed 
by the law as to the class of claims, which authorized me to pay legisla- 
tive certificates, bills payable, and other evidences of indebtedness. 

Q. Do you or do you not know that a schedule of these claims was 
furnished and required by the General Assembly ? 

A. Ihave heard recently that there was. 

Q. Were any other claims or evidences of indebtedness against the 
State, other than those in the schedule of claims of the South Carolina 
Bank and Trust Company provided for in the Act of November 19, 
- 1873, paid by you out of the appropriation made for the South Carolina, 
Bank and Trust Company ? D 

A. I have never investigated the matter; the claims paid may or may 
not be such as are iacluded in the schedule. I took Mr. Solomon’s word 
for that. i 

Q. Were there any claims paid by your order on that account which 
you knew were not embraced in the schedule? 

A. As I said just now,'I have never investigated the matter; they 
may or may not have been; I have but recently seen a schedule. It 
is my opinion that Mr. Solomon presented some that were not in the 
schedule. 

Q. Did you not know at the time that certain claims which were paid 
by you were not even owned by the bank? 

A. No, sir, I did not. 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, in your annual report to the General Assembly for 
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the year ending October 31, 1875, you use this language, in speaking of 
the affairs of the bank: “A large amount of money, alleged to have been 


expended in bribing the Legislature, under the head of legislative ex- 


penses.” Will you explain what you mean by this ? 

Q. When the Receiver df the bank, Mr. Dunn, furnished a statemant of 
the bank to the Board of Deposit (I don't remember the date) of changes 
of assets and liabilites, there were two charges of expenses, one of seventy- 
five thousand dollars ($75,000) for retired stock, and one of eighty-one 
thousand dollars ($81,000) for legislative expenses. He was asked by 
the Board what “legislative expenses” *meant, and he stated “ money 
paid to members of the Legislature as bribes ;” and he was again asked 
by Mr. Chemberlain or myself, if the records of the bank showed to 
whom, and if any receipts were taken for that purpose? He replied he 
“had not seen any; but Mr. Solomon said he had a record of such pay- 
ments.” 

Q. Have you, as State Treasurer, paid paper held by the South Caro- 
lina Bank and Trust Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was such paper paid in full according to its face value? 

A. They were not always paid in full. Sometimes partial payments 
were made, and such payments endorsed on the back of claim. 

Q. Has such State paper never been discounted at less than its face 
value? 

A. No,sir; I never did that for Mr: Solomon or any one else. 

Q. Do you know, of your own knowledge, of any dishonest transac- 
tions between the bank and the State? 

A. Yes, sir; I think the bank has defrauded the State of three 
hundred thousand dollars ($300,000). When I say three hundred 
thousand dollars, I mean by it that the bank owed theState that amount, 
ineluding deposits of County Treasurers and the Bauk of the State. 

Q. Is that the only dishonest transaction of the bank within your 
knowledge? 

A. I do not now recall any other transaction which I can call dishon- 
est, while I know of some that were exceedingly imprudent. 

Q. Do you know of any other faets bearing upon the failure of the 
bank? . ^ 

A. I consider the failure of the bank to be a palpable fraud. The 
moneys received between January and July, 1875, could only be hon- 
estly accounted for in two ways, viz: By the payment of the debts of the 
bank, and by investments. When I was furnished with a statement of 
the changes in assets and liabilities between that period, I saw that not 
sufficient of the debts had been paid and such investments made as 
would account for moneys received, and the inevitable conclusion is that 
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‘the difference was stolen. This amount, about two hundred thousand 
dollars, (200,000,) was attempted to be accounted for partially by charging 
retirement of stock and legislative expenses against it, but by the books 
themselves the expenditures were made prior to the receipt of the money, 
which, of course, made such charge an absurd fraud. 

Q. Has Mr. Solomon ever had with you any communication prior to 
the failure of the bank concerning its actual condition ? 

A. Yes; Mr. Solomon informed me of what he called his embarrass- 
ments. 

Q. Were you made acquainted with the true condition of the bank at 
any time previous to this? 

. I knew the bank to be unsound in January, 1875. 

. Did you in any way attempt to cripple the bank ? 

No, sir. 

Were you surprised at its failure? 

. Yes, at the time it failed, and for the amount it failed for. 
What are your personal relations with Mr. Solomon? 

We are not intimate. 

Are you not hostile ? 

We are not friendly. 

Do you know of any money of the bank being used for election 
purposes ? 

A. I do not. 

Q. You say, in speaking of the condition of the bank, that there is 
due to the Bank of the State forty-three thousand dollars ($45,000). 
Will you explain what you mean? | 

A. The Receiver of the Bank of the State holds a certificate of de- 
posit for that amount. 

Q. Do you know of the bank ever having advanced any money to 
secure the election of any person? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Do you know for what purpose the forty-three thousand dollars 
($43,000) of State Bank securities were placed in the South Carolina 
Bank and Trust Company ? 

A. I do not. « 

Q. What time were they placed there? 

A. I think the certificate bears date December, 1874. 

Q. Do you know of any money of the bank having ever been used in 
any other trausactions than such as legitimately belong to banking? 

A. I do not, except as to the frauds concerned in the failure. 

Q. Were you ever a party to any such transactions? 

A. I was not. 

Q. Was any money of the bank used in the purchase of or carrying 
of the Union-Herald ? 
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A. The bank loaned me the money with which I purchased my share 
of the Union-Herald, and which I soon after paid. The bank also 
loaned the Union-Herald Company money to carry on the paper, and 
which has also been paid. 

Q. Was such investménts always made as loans —never as a gift or 
gratuity ? 

A. To myself as a loan; also to the company as a loan. 

Q. How were the loans paid, and by whom? 

A‘ I paid my loans myself, and the company’s loans were paid by 
Governor Chamberlain. ! 

. Was not the bank one of the owners of the Union-Herald ? 
No; Mr. Solomon was. 

Who now owns Mr. Solomon's share? 

I do. 

What did you pay for it? 

Three thousand dollars ($3,000). 

How was it paid? 

In cash. 

Do you know who are the present stockholders in the bank? 
. I do not. 

. Who was Receiver of the Bank of the State at the time the certifi- 
cate of deposit was given ? 

A. Col. C. C. Puffer. 

Q. When did Mr. Solomon cease his connection with the Union- 
Herald? 

A. Ithink it was in April, 1875.

Srr—I have the honor to inform you that you are appointed as a 
member of Special Joint Committee to investigate the failure of the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, vice Hon. R. G. Howard,

Mr. Johnston was therefore declared a member of the Committee. 
MR. T. C. DUNN, 


Being called and duly sworn, testified as follows: 
. Mr. Dunn, you are Comptroller General, are you not? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. When did you enter upon the duties of your office? 
A. On the 26th of March, 1875. 

Q. By virtue of your office you are a member of the Board of 
Deposit of the State, are you not? 

A. I am. 

Q. Who are the members of this Board? 

A. Governor D. H. Chamberlain, Treasurer Cardozo and myself? 

Q. What are the duties of this Board ? 

A. To designate the banks in which the State funds are to be kept, 
and to regülate the amount of deposit in each bank. 

Q. Was one of those banks of deposit the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company ? 

A. It was. 

Q. Was it a bank of deposit before you became a member of the 
Board? 

A. It was. 
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Q. What was the amount of State funds on deposit in that bank when 
you entered upon your duties as Comptroller General ? 

A. In April, four days after I assumed the duties of my office, the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company made its monthly report to 
me, and the balance then to credit of the State was one hundred and 
eighty-three thousand (183,000) and some odd dollars. 

Q. Were they increased after your induetion into office? 

A. The amount of deposits were inereased. 

Q. By whom? 

A. By order of the Board of Deposit. 

Q. At a meeting of the Board called for that purpose ? 

A. Yes, sir, at.a meeting of the Board called for the purpose of regu- 
lating the deposits. 

Q. Who called that meeting ? 

A. The Governor, as Chairman of the Board. 

Q. Who were present at that meeting? 

A. All the members of the Board, the Governor, Treasurer and Comp- 
troller General. 

Q. What was the date of that meeting? 

A. I donot remember exactly; think it was about the middle of April; 
am certain it was some time in the month of April. 

Q. How was the matter of the increase of the deposits in the South 
Carolina Bank and Trust Company first brought up at this meeting? 

A. After the Board had met andsopened, the Governor stated that 
the Board was convened for the purpose of deciding as to the amount of 
money to be kept on deposit, and, more particularly, as to the amount 
to be kept on deposit with the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company. 
He made some remarks in regard to what had been said as to the 
stability and standing of that bank. He alluded to the large vote in 
the General Assembly in favor of making that bank one of two sole 
depositories of all the funds of the State, and expressed his willingness 
to meet the wishes of the friends of that bank, as far as they could safely 
be done, by leaving a larger amount on deposit in that bank than any 
other. In the course of the remarks on the subject, I expressed a con- 
fidence in the stability of the bank, and, as far as I was concerned, in 
view of the fact that that bank responded to all demands upon it at the 
time when the State deposits were reduced to the small amount of ten 
thousand dollars, ($10,000,) I was willing to vote for two hundred aud 
fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) being left inthat bank. Mr. Cardozo, 
the State Treasurer, responded to that remark of mine, by saying that 
he had seen Mr. Solomon that morning, and that Mr. Solomon would be 
satisfied if the deposits were increased to two hundred thousand dollars, 
($200,000.) The Governor then said to Mr. Cardozo: “ Will you make 
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a motion to that effect?" To which the Treasurer replied, “that as hé 
had expressed great doubts as to the solvency of that bank publicly, in 
the discussions of the preceding sessions of the Legislature, he preferred 
not to go on record as the mover of such a resolution.” Upon which 
the Governor made the motion to the Board to increase the deposits in 
the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company to two hundred thousand 
dollars, ($200,000.) The motion was seconded by the Comptroller 

General. 

. Who voted on the increase of deposits? 

. The Governor and the Comptroller General. 

. Mr. Cardozo did not vote for an increase? 

UNO SiT: 

. Why not? ` 

. For the same reason that he declined making the motion to 
Increase the deposits, and asked to be excused from voting. 

Q. Did he protest against the increase ? 

A. He did not. On the contrary, his language indicated that he had 
conversed with Mr. Solomon on the subject, and was willing for the 
increase. 

_ Q. Was there any other meeting of the Board of Deposit after this to 
discuss the subject pf deposits ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. When was that meeting held ? 

A. That meeting was held about the first of May, but my memory is 
not quite clear about it; think it was the first week in May. It may, 
however, have been as late as the middle of May. 

Q. What was the particular subject under discussion at that meeting? 
- A. I think the only subject that the Board considered at that time 
was the arrangement as to what banks the money was to be drawn from 
to pay interest on the public debt falling due on the first of July. 

Q. What banks did the Board decide to draw that money from? 

A. I think sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) was to be drawn from the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, and the balance equally from 
the other banks of deposit. It was supposed that about eighty or eighty- 
five thousand dollars ($85,000) would be required. The Treasurer was 
directed to notify each bank in advance that such sums of money would 
be needed and required at that time. 

Q. Do you know, of your own knowledge, whether any money was 
‘drawn from the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company for interest ? 

A. The Board has not discussed the matter. I know, of my own 
‘knowledge, that no money was drawn from that bank to pay interest 
with. 

Q. From what bank was the money drawn? 
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- A. Tcan only speak with regard to two banks, and don't know the 
amount drawn from each. But about.the 26th of June I was in New 
York, and was informed by Morton, Bliss & Company that they had 
received remittances of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) from the Central 
National Bank, of Columbia, and, I think, from the Carolina National 
Bank, of Colnmbia, or from some bank in Charleston. but am not posi- 
tive as to which bank, but am positive.as to the Central National Bank. 


I am also certain that none was drawn from the South Carolina Bank — 


and Trust Company. 

Q. At what time was it drawn? 

A. Heard of it in New York on the 26th of June; remittances must 
have been made by the 23d of June.  , 

Q. Why was the money which was decided should be drawn from the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company not drawn ? 

A. Officially, I have no knowledge why. 

Q. Have you any personal knowledge of the reason? 

A. I know it was not drawn because the bank could not respond to 
such drafts upon it. It would have broken the bank. I can not say 
how I know, but I do know that was the reason why. 

Q. Whose duty. was it to draw this money ? 

A. The State Treasurer’s, on checks countersigned by the Governor. 

Q. Was the deposit in the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company 
put there for, and on account of, the interest as a special deposit ? 

A. That was the understanding with the Board of Deposit when the 
increase of deposit was made. In fact, when the increase was made in 
the month of April, it was the understanding that the whole of the 
money for interest was to be drawn from that bank. 

Q. When did the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company fail? . 

A. On the second day of July, 1875. 

Q. What was the amount the bank owed the State at the time of the 
failure ? 

A. Two hundred and five thousand seven hundred and fifty-three dol- 
lars and seventy-nine cents ($205,753.79). 

Q. Mr. Dunn, you have been appointed by the Court Receiver of said 
bank, have you not? 2 

A. Yes, sir. : 

Q. Having examined the affairs and the books of said bank, are you 
of the opinion that the failure of said bank was caused by any dishonest 
act of any of the officers of the bank ? 

A. No, sir; I cannot say that I think or believe there has been any- 
thing dishonest in the management of the bank, but I think there are 
Some matters not strictly legal. i a 

Q. Have you ever told Mr. Cardozo that a large amount of the money 
of the bank was used to bribe the members of the Legislature? j 


| 
| 
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A. No, sir; I have never told Mr. Cardozo so, or any one else. 

Q. Mr. Cardozo has testified before the Committee as follows: “That 
two charges of expenses, one for seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) 
for retired stock, and one of eighty-one thousand dollars ($81,000) for 
legislative expenses ; and he (Mr. Dunn) was asked by the Board what 
legislative expenses meant, and he (Mr. Dunn) stated, money paid to 
the Legislature as bribes; and he (Mr. Dunn) was again asked by Mr. 
Chamberlain, or myself, if the records of the bank showed to whom and 
if any receipts were taken for that purpose; he (Mr. Dunn) replied he 
had not seen any, but Mr. Solomon said he had a record of such pay- 

mens" What have you to say in reply to this? 

A. So far as the statement made by Mr. Cardozo, to the effect that I 
said it was used to bribe members of the Legislature, the statement is 
untrue. 

Q. Do you, of your own knowledge, know of any member of the 
Legislature having been bribed by any officer of the bank ? 

A. I do not, by my own knowledge, nor by anything I have seen on 
the books of the bank. 

` Q. Do the books of the bank show any expenditure for legislative 
expenses ? 
e A. Yes, sir. 

Q. To what amount ? 

A. Eighty-one thousand one hundred and five dollars and thirty-four 
cents, ($81,105.34.) 

Q. For what were these expenses incurred, so far as you know? 

A. I cannot inform you; there are journal entries specifying different 
sums as paid for legislative expenses, extending over a period of several 
months, I think, commencing in the early part of November, 1873, 
and extending to January, 1874; and the aggregate amount equals the 
above named amount. 

Q. As Receiver, it is your business to settle the affairs of the bank, is 
it not? i 

ARTN os, sir: 

Q. What amount does the bank owe the State? 

A. Have already answered, two hundred and five thousand seven 
hundred and fifty-three dollars and seventy-nine cents ($205,753.79.) 

Q. What is the amount due the bank from the State ? 

A. I think the amount is about eighty-two or eighty-five thousand 
dollars, ($85,000.00) ; am only speaking from recollection; have not the 
figures before me; I think it is about that amount. 

` Q. On account of what? 
A. On account of the balance of the claim passed in November, 1873, 
- one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, ($125,000.00,) and for ad- 
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vances for supplies to the Penitentiary and charitable institutions of the 
State, and other State paper. I can iu a day or two give you a 
schedule, > 

Q. What amount has the State paid the bank on account of the claims 
passed by the General Assembly in November, 1873, for which one hun- 
dred and twenty-fi ve thousand dollars ($125,000.00) were appropriated ? 

A. The State Treasurer states that he has paid one hundred and two 
thousand dollars ($102,000.00). 

Q. Is that statement correct ? 

A. No, sir, I do not think it is. It is not, according to my examina- 
tion. 

Q. How much has really been paid on those claims? 

A. There has really been paid upon those claims about eighty-seven ` 
thousand dollars ($87,000.00.) | 

Q. How do you account for such a discrepancy ? 

A. As Receiver, have. made an examination, upon finding certain 
papers in the bank, which showed that there was a larger amount due 
the bank than twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000.) As Comptroller 
General, I examined the receipts on file in the Comptroller General's 
office for the payment of the one hundred and three thousand dollars, 
($103,000) as alleged, and compared the vouchers with the receipts on file 
in the State Treasurer's office, and found that certain of the vouthers 
were not such as were embraced in the schedule representing the one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand claim, ($125,000.) I found about 
thirty-four thousand dollars ($34,000) of the one hundred and three 
thousand dollars, ($103,000,) alleged to have been paid, had been paid 
for legislative certificates for legislative expenses, which. were not a part 
of the claims that were embraced within the schedule of claims as, passed 
by the General Assembly. I also found that about eighteea thousand 
_ dollars ($18,000) of claims that were embraced within the schedule of 
claims as passed by the General Assembly, had been paid out of a sepa- | 
rate levy and appropriation, which was for deficiencies, and was not re- 
ceipted for as a part of that claim. ' So that, taking the thirty-four thou- 
sand dollars ($34,000) paid on paper not embraced in the schedule 
fromsthe one hundred and three thousand dollars ($103,000) receipted 
for, leaves sixty-nine thousand dollars ($69,000) of the schedule parer 
that was paid, to which I add the eighteen thousaud dollars ($18,000) 
of the schedule paper which was paid out of the deficiency appropria- 
tion, makes eighty-seven thousand dollars. ($87,000) paid on that claim, 


iustead of one hundred and three thousand dollars, ($103,000,) as claimed ` 
by the Treasurer, 


Q. What schedule do you have reference to ? 
A. I have reference to the printed schedule reported by the Com- 
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mittee on Claims at the time of the passage of the Bill, and which is 
found embraced in the Reports and Resolutions of the Senate at the time 
of the passage of the Bill. 

Q. What do you mean by saying, “that some of the vouchers for 
money paid were not embraced in the schedule of claims?” 

A. I mean they were not such as were ineluded in the schedule, but 
different paper; and when Mr. Cardozo says that he has paid one hun- 
dred and three thousand dollars, ($103,000.00,) I, as Receiver, say he 
has not done so. 

Q. Had you any question in your mind, at the time of the Board 


- voting to inerease the deposit in the South Carolina Bank and Trust 


Company to two, hundred thousand dollars, ($200,000), of the solvency 
of the bank ? i 

A. I had none. I had no reason to doubt the solvency of the bank. 

Q. In view of the increase of-the deposits to two hundred thousand dol- 
lars, ($200,000,) how do you explain the inability of the bank to respond 
to the demands made upon it? 

A. There were several causes which led to the failure of the bank in 
July. At the time when the funds of the bank were drawn down so low 
in January previous, by the drawing of State deposits, the bank was 
obliged to contract large loans in Charleston and in New York, besides 
loans that had been previously contracted and still owing by the bank 
in January, and as fast as moneys were placed on deposit they seem to 
have been taken to pay off those loans. In addition to that, there seemed 
to have been rumors set afloat along in May or June, which created a 
run on the bank by the depositors other than the State, and a large 
amount of its deposits were drawn out. In that way all the funds of the 
bank were exhausted, and when a check was presented for ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) from the Greenville and Columbia Railroad Company, 
the bank was unable to meet it for want of funds and was obliged to 


. suspend. 


Q. Can yon state if any transactions of the bank, besides the amount 
said to have been paid or expended in legislative expenses, where the 
money of the bank has been lost or sunk? 

A. I don't know that I can mention any particular transaction here 
any considerable amount was sunk. It is claimed by the President that 
the capital stock of the bank was paid for in bonds at par, and that they 
were sold for seventy cents, which, of itself, would ereate a loss of thirty 
per cent., or thirty thousand dollars, ($30,000.00.) 

Q. Are the books of the bank of the kind and kept in the manner as 
appertains to legitimate banking ? 

A. Iam not an expert at banking. So far as I know, they are such 


books and so kept.

= Q. Can you state ien was the actual condition « 
me? 
A. I cannot just at this moment, but will furnish the Commit 
 & statement of its condition at that time. 
[Witness subsequently furnished the statement following]. 
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Q. Were the resources of the bank entirely exhausted before its 
failure ? 

A. Yes, sir; when the assets were turned over to me there was not one 
dollar in cash. They were turned over to me two days after the failure. 

Q. Have you any knowledge of any State paper being paid by the 
State Treasurer out of the taxes levied to pay the claim of the South 
Carolina Bank and Trust Company which were not included in the 
schedule reported by the Senate Committee on Finance? If so, please 
state fully all your knowledge concerning the matter. 

A. Yes; I have examined the receipts in my office of all moneys paid 
by the State Treasurer on account of the claim of the South Carolina 
Bank and Trust Company, and also examined the vouchers, in the office 
of the State Treasurer, corresponding to such receipts, and found that 
over thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) of those vouchers was paper not 
included in the schedule referred to. 

Q. Have you any knowledge of any of the State paper embraced in 
the schedule being paid out of any other tax than that levied to pay the 
claim of the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company ? 

A. Yes; about eighteen thousand dollars ($18,000) of the State paper 
included in the schedule was paid out of the tax levied to pay de- 
ficiencies. i 

Q. Will you please state any other facts within your knowledge that 
bears upon the subject-matter of this ïnvestigation ? 

A. In relation to that preamble, so far as I am concerned as a member 
-of the Board of Deposit, I will state the actual increase of deposit was 
very small, it being only about seventeen thousand dollars ($17,000); 
and although the State 'lreasurer had openly stated to the Legislature 
tnat he believed that bank to be in an insolvent condition, neither him- 
self nor the Governor expressed any doubt as to the safety and security 
of that deposit of two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) in my hear- 
ing at that time or any other. At that time the fight had been alluded 
to as passed over, and that there was no objection to dealing fairly with 
that bank. I will say, further, that, one hour before, the Governor had 
expressed to me the propriety of increasing the deposits in that bank, 
.and I supposed I was meeting the views of the Governor and Treasurer.

Committee met, pursuant to adjournment, at 5 o'clock P.M. Present, 
Messrs. Swails, Ward, Whittemore, Jones and Duncan, on the part of 
the Senate, and Messrs. Gary, Barker, Cosgrove, Brayton and Johnston, 
on the part of the House. 

Mr. Swails took the chair. 

Minutes of previous meeting read and confirmed. 


HIS EXCELLENCY GOVERNOR CHAMBERLAIN, 


Being called and duly sworn, testified as follows: 

Q. Mr. Clianiberlain, you are Governor of the State, are you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. As Governor, are you not a member of a Board to name the banks 
of deposit for the moneys of the State received into the State Treasury ? 
Iam. 

. Are you Chairman of that Board? 

. I have acted in that capacity at ali meetings I have attended. 

. Is it your duty to call the meetings of the Board? 

It is. 

. How many meetings of that Board have been held since your in- 
duction into office ? 

A. About five or six, I think. 

Q. Is there a Secretary of the Board? 

A. Yes, sir; Mr. Cardozo has acted as Secretary. 

Q. Can you give the dates of such meetings? if so, give them as nearly 
as you can. 

A. The first meeting must have been held about the 10th of January, 
1875. The next, I think, in February, near the middle of the month. 
The next on the 12th of April, and the next in August. ` 

Q. Were you present at all these meetings ? 

A. I think I was. 

Q. Were all the members of the Board present at these meetings? 

A. I think they were. 

Q. Was the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company a bank of 
deposit for State funds when you became Governor? 

A. It was. 

Q. What amount of State funds was on deposit in the South Carolina 
Bank and Trust Company when your attention was first called to that 
bank? 

A. My attention was called to it before I became Governor. 

Q. What amount was on deposit after you became Governor ? 
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A. Ido not know what amount of deposit was in bank during the ` 
month of December, 1874. I suppose the whole interest fund was there, 
and must have been something like one hundred thousand dollars, 
($100,000.00.) I have an impression that it may have been more. 
That wasin December, and at that time the taxes for the fiscal year had 
not come in. The entire deposit, according to my recollection, consisted 
of the interest fund, and probably amounted to at least one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00.) 

Q. Can you state the amount on deposit on January 9th, 1875? 

A. I think the report said about eleven thousand dollars ($11,000.00.) 

Q. You speak of a meeting of the Board held ia January, and another 
in February. Was the meeting held ia January, 1875, called for the 
purpose of increasing the deposits ? 

A. It was not. The meeting was called to consider the question 
whether additional banks of deposit should be designated. 

Q. Was the meeting held in February called for that purpose? 

A. It was not. The meeting in February was called to resume the 
consideration of the expedieney or necessity of additional banks of 


deposit. 

0, Was there any meeting of the Board held in March? 

A. Not that I recollect. : 

Q. Was the condition or solveney of the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company discussed at this meeting? 

A. I do not think the solvency of the bank was discussed. The ques- 
tion'at the meeting in January was simply whether, considering its capital 
and the report of its condition, the South Carolina Bank and Trust Com- 
pany was such a bank as to makeit safe to continue itthe sole deposi- 
tory of the State; and the meeting in February was called because the 
amount of taxes collected had inereased beyond the amount which, at 
the meeting in January, it had been determined to deposit in two banks, 
viz.: The South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, and the Carolina 
National Bank. Of course the condition of the South Carolina Bank 
and Trust Company was much discussed, but I do not think its solvency 
or soundness within certain limits was discussed or questioned. Perhaps 
I ought, however, to say that Mr. Cardozo, as an individual member ot 
the Board, did express opinions adverse to the solyency of the bank, but 
no other member of the Board shared in his opinions, and they were not 
brought forward as a matter of discussion, but rather as an expression of 
an individual opinion. 

Q. Were you perfectly satisfied with the security of the deposits in 
this bank at the meetings held in January and February? 

A. Not as the sole depository of tke funds. I will state what my con- 
victions were: I thought the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company 
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was a money-making institution. Its nominal capital was only one 


hundred thousand dollars ($100,000), but I had understood and believed 


that it had always made money, and that it was, probably, two or three 
hundred thousand dollars ($200.000 or $300,000) of accumulations above 
its liabilities, that is, exclusive of its capital, which I never regarded as à 
liability until everything else was paid, and should not be. I sup- 
posed, but did not think, it safe for the State to deposit a million of 
dollars ($1,000,000) in a bank not worth more than two or three hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000 or $300,000). That was my position. 

Q. Did you say a meeting of the Board was held in April? 

A. Idid. A meeting of the Board was held on the 12th of April. 

Q. Were the deposits in the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company 
increased at that time? 

A. They were. 

Q. To what amount? 

A. At the time of that meeting, or previous, they were about one hun- 
dred and sixty thousand dollars ($160,000). - They were increased at 
that meeting, or rather ordered to be inereased, to about two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000). 

Q. Were they so increased? 

A. They were within a very short time. 

Q. Were all the members of the Board present when the inerease was 
made? 

A. They were. 

Q. Who recommended the increase ? 

A. I will state the facts so as to embrace the answer to the question as 
to who advised the increase. The Comptroller General, at the opening 
of the meeting, after the Chairman had stated the object of the meeting, 


said that since entering upon the duties of his office he had had occasion 


to consult as to the standing of the South Carolina Bank and Trust 
Company ; that he thought it was good, and, for his part, he was willing 
to inerease the deposits to about two hundred and fifty thousand. dollars. 
($250,000.) Some conversation occurred among the members of the 
Board, and I drew, and offered, as a member of the Board, a resolution 
which, among other things, fixed the amount of deposits in all the banks. 
At that time we had six banks of deposit—three in Charleston, and three 
in Columbia. The deposit in the South Carolina Bank and Trust Com- 
pany was fixed at two hundred thousand dollars, ($200,000,) and the 
State Treasurer directed how he should meet the current expenses of the 
State. He was instructed to leave the deposit in the South Carolina 
Bank and Trust Company to be drawn out last of all. It was then fore- 
seen that the great bulk of the two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) 
would not be required until we had to meet, the July interest on the 
public debt. 
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Q. Did all the members of the Board vote for that increase? 

A. The resolution was adopted by a vote of two to one. Mr. Dunn 
and myself voted for it, and Mr. Cardozo voted against it. Mr. Cardozo 
stated that whilst he desired to record himself, according to his previous 
convictions and opinions, as opposed to the resolution, yet he did not feel 
called upon to oppose it further than his vote. 

Q. Is it a rule of the Board to keep a record of their meetings and 
votes at such meetings? 

A. That was the first meeting at which such a record was kept. We 
had met before, and passed certain motions, which were afterwards car- 
ried into effect, without any record, but at this time it was thought that 
we ought to have a record, and the Secretary procured a book. From 
that time on the minutes were read at each meeting and adopted, if 
necessary, or directed to be entered up. 

Q. Did you understand that Mr. Cardozo's vote was recorded that 
very day ? 

A. No. Mr. Cardozo was understood by the other members of the 
Board at that meeting to simply desire to have his vote recorded against 
the resolution. At the next meeting of the Board, which, I think, was 
not until August, Mr. Cardozo read to the Board the minutes which he 
had prepared of the previous meeting, which set forth at length his views 
and reasons for voting no. The Comptroller General objected to the 
accuracy of some of his statements and reasons, but by common consent, 
or without any vote, Mr. Cardozo contented himself with amending the 
records of the Board so that they should simply show him as voting 
against the resolution, and the records were directed to so ex press it, as 
I believe they did. 

Q. At the meeting when the final inerease was made in the bank, did 
Mr. Cardozo make any protest or objeet to the increase? 

A. No. I think it would be too strong a term to say that he protested 
or objected. He said his views had not been changed, but that he was 
willing that the opinion of the majority of the Board should prevail 
without any further opposition on his part. I recollect that he said his 
views had undergone no change. 

Q. Did he give any reason for voting against the increase ? 

A. Ithink I have already said that he adhered to his previous posi- 
tion and views as made publie, and that he had not seen any reason for 
changing his views, and must vote no. 

Q. Did he allude to the unpleasant relations between himself and Mr. 
Bolomon as the reason why he would not vote for an increase? 

A. I don't remember that he did. 

Q. When did the bank fail? 

A. The 2d of July, 1875. 
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Q. What was the amount of State funds on deposit when the bank 
failed ? l 

A. From two hundred and five to two hundred and seven thousand 
dollars ($205 to $207,000). I do not remember exactly. 

Q. Were you surprised at the failure ? 

A. I was, and am still. 

Q. Did you leave the State at any time during the summer of 1875? 

A. Yes; I left on the 25th of June. | 

Q. At the time you left the State, had you any doubts as to the sol- 
vency of the bank, or fears as to the State deposits in that bank? 

A. None. Mr. Solomon, during the month of June, was more em- 
barrassed for currency, as he expressed it, than I could fully account 
for; but 1 supposed it was a natural stringency ; that he had credit and 
assets while he might not have actual currency. He frequently spoke 
to me about not allowing drafts to come too heavy on him; that he had 
this and that to meet, and that any favors I could show him to save his 
currency would be very highly appreciated. He was always fearful that 
Mr. Cardozo wanted to break him, and, in speaking to me, said : 

« If Mr. Cardozo wants to draw heavy drafts let me know in time, as 
Iam short of currency and ready funds, and a little notice will always 
be of: service to me.” 

There were, on one or two occasions, when the interest fund in New 
York, at the Park National Bank, had run out. I would get notice 
that the coupons were refused payment, and, on going to Mr. Solomon, 
he stated that there was some mistake, that he had funds there, and on 
one or two occasions showed me dispatches saying there was a mistake 
in the accounts, that exchange had passed, and that while the reports 
were coming to me, his exchange was going on. I was subjected to a 
great deal of annoyance that way, but thought the bank abundantly 
able to Weather any such storm or difficulty. 

Q. Before leaving the State, did you sign any checks or make any 
transfer of money to the bank in New York? 

A. I think I did, in reference to the July interest. I do not remem- 
ber particularly. The Treasurer always did that work, and whatever 
checks he asked me to sign, I did. Some arrangements were made for 
the July interest. 

Q. Did you sign any checks on the South Carolina Bank and Trust 
Company ? 

A. I do not remember what checks I signed. 

Q. Have you not been an attorney for the bank ? 

A. Yes; from its organization. 

Q. Were you a Director in the bank ? 

A. Yes; I was nominally a Director, but I do not really know how 
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long. So far as all the Directors were concerned, I might say the direc- 


tion of the bark was nominal. I owned, I think, five shares of stock 
which I took in payment of legal fees, and still hold them. 

Q. Did Mr. Cardozo state to the Board, when the final increase was 
made, any legal reason why he opposed the increase of deposits in that 
bank ? 

A. None that I know of; but I cannot speak for Mr. Cardozo. I do 
not recollect that he gave what might be called a legal reason. 

Q. If there had been a legal reason why no increase should be made, 
could the other officers have voted for it? 

A. Not if they thought there was any legal reason against it. I do 
not remember that Mr. Cardozo gave any legal reason. 

Q. Was not most of the deposit in the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company placed there to the interest account? 

A. I think it was; that is, I think I ought to explain that the funds 
after they went into the banks were not assigned to any particular head 
or appropriation, but it was always understood that the funds in the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company included the interest fund. 
So that yes would be the proper answer. 

Q. Why was not the money checked out for and on account of inter- 
est in July? ! 

A. I suppose chiefly on account of a desire to favor the bank. It had 
for four years been the sole depository. Mr. Solomon felt that we im- 
paired his credit simply in changing at all, and I stated at the first meet- 
ing that I proposed to be entirely faithful to Mr. Solomon. He agreed 
to the proposition I made that he should have two hundred thousand 
dollars ($200,000.00) on deposit, and should be favored in preference to 
other banks, as to the length of time in which he should keep the de- 
posit. 

Q. Is there any other matter upon which you can give the Committee 
information ? 

A. Task the Committee to be allowed to speak about a matter which 
annoys me somewhat. The State has been filled from time to time with 
reports that, during my canvass for Governor, Mr. Solomon was reduced 


in his available means by contributions made in some way for my elec- 7 


tion. It has always been very vague, and as I have an opportunity to 
testify under oath, I wish to say that Mr. Solomon has never to this 
day advanced, directly or indirectly, for me one single dollar, that I 
know of. If I remember aright he contributed twenty-five dollars to 
the expenses of my election upon a paper circulated by Dr. Ensor. That- 
was all I know of the expenses he contributed towards my election, and 
I suppose Mr. Solomon will confirm this statement. Mr. Solomon agreed, 
and I suppose he carried out the agreement, though I never had any 
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cognizance of it, to accommodate my political friends in that campaign, 
as much as he was able, by discounting claims which he considered as 
valid and payable out of the next taxes against the State. I had always 
supposed that he did that quite largely, and I desire to do him full credit 
with reference to that. If he embarrassed himself it was, as I under- 
stood it, a business matter. He said to us: 

“T can do something to help you in that way. If your friends have 
good paper, and come to me, I can make some arrangements to accom- 
modate them, though it must besuch paper as may be paid out of the 
next taxes.” 

That was the arrangement which has been supposed or said to be an 
improper arrangement for my benefit. I do not know whether Mr. Sol- 
omon has been before you, or questioned as to that point, but I am satis- 
fied he will tell you the same. I never even borrowed, upon my own 
security, any considerable amount of money from Mr. Solomon. At 
times he would accommodate me. His Cashier did me an injustice, as I 
supposed, and for a whole year I did not deposit there. He charged 
me for an over draft, at the rate of one and one-half per cent. per month, 
and I was somewhat vexed at it and with him. The political expenses 
of my campaign, which were very heavy, unfortunately fell chiefly upon 
me. I did not trouble Mr. Solomon, by ever bringing a pressure to bear, 
to loan me money. What money I had or spent was raised in other 
ways. There never was anything of any sort or kind that was not en- 
tirely clear. 

Q. Was you a Director of the bank from its organization? 

A. I was, I think. 


The examination of Mr. Chamberlain here rested. 

Mr. Brayton moved that when the Committee adjourn, it adjourn sub- 
ject to the call of the Chairman. Agreed to. 

Mr. Whittemore moved to adjourn. Agreed to.

MR. SOLOMON, 


Being called and duly sworn, testified as follows: 
Q. Mr. Solomon, you were President of the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company, were you not, during its existence? 
"A. Yes, sir, I was. 
. When did that bank go into operation ? 
. Some time in 1870. 
. Were you President of the bank during its entire existence? 
- Yes, Sir. 
Was your bank one of the State depositories? 
- Yes, sir. . 
. When did it become a depository of State funds? 

A. Some time in 1870. 

Q. What was the largest amount of State funds ever on deposit at 
one time in your bank? 

A. Cannot state exactly. I think the largest amount at any one 
time was about fourteen hundred thousand dollars, ($1,400,000.) 

Q. What was the smallest amount ? 

A. Frequently, during the time the bank was a depository for State 
funds, we did not have anything on deposit belonging to the State. 

Q. What was the date of the last report of the bank ? 

"A. January 9th, 1875. 

Q. Have you that report with you ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was that report correct ? 

A. That report, sir, isa matter of record ; the books will show whether 
it was correct or not. 

Q. Can't you answer more positively ? 

A. Cannot. The Cashier made it up, and I presume it was correct. 

Q. Were the deposits of State funds increased in your bank after this 
report was made? 

A. Atthe time that report was made, the State deposits were drawn 
down to nine thousand dollars, ($9,000.00), and were gradually increased 
until they reached the sum of two hundred and five thousand dollars, 
($205,000.00.) 

Q. When did your bank fail ? 

A. July 2d, 1875. 

Q. What were the causes of the failure? 

A. There were a great many causes, as the books of the bank will 
show. In 1871 it became involved in difficulty by taking alarge amount of 
State paper, and failure to procure from the State promptly, and losses of 

various kinds, as can be seen by examining the books. I cannot go into 
a detailed statement of all the causes which led to its failure. 
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Q. Had your bank been embarrassed before its failure ? 

A. Yes, sir; it had been embarrassed since 1871. 

Q. Was the financial embarrassment of your bank known to any of 
the officers of the State whose duty it was to decide upon the amount of 
deposit of State funds in your bank, before the failure of the bank ? 

A. Yes, sir; to some of them. Mr. Cardozo so stated to the General 
Assembly last winter, that he knew the bank was insolvent. I had 
frequently told Mr. Cardozo iu confidence of its embarrassments. 

Q. Was Governor Chaniberlain ever employed as attorney for the 
bank? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was he ever a Director in the bank ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is he a Director of the bank now ? 

A. He was at the time when the bank failed. 

. Q. Mr. Solomon, a Bill was passed through the General Assembly 
making an appropriation for certain claims held by the bank, was there 
not? 

. Yes sir. 

. When was this Bill passed ? 

At special session of Legislature in 1873. 

For what amount was the Bill passed ? 

One hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, ($125,000). 

Was there a schedule of these claims made? 

. Yes, sir. 

. Who caused that schedule to be made? 

. Members of the General Assembly. It was suggested to them by 
Mr. Cardozo. 

Q. Is this a copy of the said schedule, to the best of your knowledge?

A. Yes, sir; I think it is. 

Q. What amounts enumerated in this schedule have been paid ? 

A. About one hundred and one thousand dollars, ($101,000,) some- 
where between that and one hundred and three thousand dollars, 
($103,000.) 

Q. What amount is now due? 

A. Somewhere from twenty-one thousand dollars, ($21,000,) to 


.twenty-three thousand dollars, ($23,000.) 


Q. Were any other claims than those enumerated in this schedule 
paid out of the appropriation made for the payment of the claims held 
by your bank ? 

A. Yes, sir; there were other claims paid out of it. 

Q. To what amount? 

A. From fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000,) to seventeen thousand 
dollars, ($17,000.) 

Q. How were they paid? 

A. They were paid by taking out claims enumerated in the schedule, 
which could be paid out of the deficiency appropriation, and putting in 
other claims in their stead. 

Q. What kind of claims were they ? 

A. Legislative pay certificates. 

Q. By whose advice or motion were these claims paid ? 

A. It was suggested one day at my bank, by Mr. Cardozo, that it 
could be done, and he requested me to do it. 

Q. Mr. Solomon, do you know whether Mr. Cardozo was aware that a 
schedule of your claims was prepared and in existence when he advised 
the payment of the other than those in the schedule? 
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A. Yes, sir; he went over the schedule with me, and marked those 
claims that could be paid out of deficiency appropriation and for which 
other claims could be substituted. : 

Q. The report of the Receiver of the bank shows that there was 
charged on the books eighty-one thousand dollars ($81,000) for legisla- 
tive expenses. How do you explain this ? 

A. As I said before, I held large amounts of State claims. I was 
constantly buying in State paper, and this amount was money I had to 
expend during the time in procuring payment of those claims. I would 
buy these claims at a certain price, and it cost me so much to get them 
paid, and I had to account for this money that it cost me, and I had it 
charged to that account. à; 

A. Did you ever, as President of the bank, use any of the moneys of 
the bank for the purpose of bribing members of the General Assembly ? 


[Question objected to by counsel, and objection sustained by the Chair.] 


Q. Were the moneys of the bank ever used for other than legitimate 
banking purposes? 

A. No, sir; I used the money of the bank only to promote the inter- 
ests of the bank. 

Q. There is also in the report of the Receiver of the bank a statement 
of retirement of stock of the bank to the amount of seventy-five thou- ` 
sand dollars, ($75,000.) How do you explain this? 

A. That isa matter of record. Ido not deny that the stock of the 
bank was retired, and I claim I had a right to do so. 

Q. When was this stock retired ? 

A. At various times. I think the first was retired in the latter part of - 
1871, or early in 1872, and all along up to within four or five months 
of the failure. It was retired for different persons. I thought, in re- 
tiring it, that it was for the interest of the bank to do so. 

Q. Had you a right, under the charter of your bank, to retire the 
stock ? 

. I think so; Iconferred with counsel regarding it. 

. Who was your counsel ? ` 
. I advised with C. D. Melton and D. H. Chamberlain. 

. Did they advise you with regard to the retirement of stock? 
. I consulted them in regard to it. 

. Who were the original stockholders of the bank? 

. Can't fell all from memory. J. J. Patterson, R. J. Donaldson, 
Niles G. Parker, P. F. Frazee, H. J. Maxwell, C. J. Stolbrand, Charles 
M. Wilder, Mr. Leaphart, J. C. Roath, Mr. Wigg, Joe Taylor, and quit 


a number whose names I cannot recall just now. 
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Q. Will you give an account of the organization of the bank? 

A. The books will show. I cannot remember well enough to go into 
a detailed account of the organization. 

Q. Who were the parties chiefly instrumental in its organization ? 

A. Niles G. Parker, C. H. Baldwin, John J. Patterson, P. F. Frazee 
and C. J. Stolbrand. The whole of them can be found in charter of 
bank. 

Q. Did all of the subscribers pay for the stock that they received? 

A. Yes sir, every one that had stock issued to them paid for it. Don- 
aldson, Patterson, Frazee and Parker, voted themselves stock to pay 
them for the charter, and took pay in stock to the amount of twenty-five 
thousand dollars, ($25,000.00.) 

. Was it paid for at its face value of the stock? 

. Yes, sir, certainly. 

. How much stock did Governor Scott receive? 

. He bought forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00) worth of stock. 
. How did he pay for it? 

A. Paid for it in South Carolina bonds at par, and the bonds sold for 
71 and 72 cents. 

Q. How much stock did Mr. Parker own? 

A. I can't remember exactly, somewhere between twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000.00) and thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00.) He got 
part of it in payment of his interest in charter. 

Q. How was his stock paid for? 

A. Some of it by bonds of the State, and some of it with cash, and 
some of it with charter of bank. 

Q. At the time of the increase of deposits of State funds in your bank 
was there any understanding with the Board of Deposit as to the time 
when the amount of money should be drawn out? 

A. Yes, sir; they notified me some time in June that they would want 
a large amount on the first of July to pay the interest on public debt. 

Q. Was any money drawn out to pay such interest ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know why? 

A. Yes, sir. In latter part of June I informed Mr. Cardozo I would 
not be able on the first of July to meet his demands. 

Q. Did the Board of Deposit know in June that the bank would not 
respond to a draft for the July interest? 

A. Yes, sir; in latter part of June, as I stated before, I informed Mr. 
Cardozo. 

Q. Did you give any earlier information? 

A. Not to Mr. Cardozo or any State officer, for I believed, up to the 
time, that I could hold out and meet all the demands of the State. 

62 
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Q. What amount of State deposits was for the account of interest? ` 

A. I camnot tell that, sir, as it was all deposited in bulk, and none to 
separate interest account. Mr. Cardozo stated all the interest money was 
lost in our bank. 

Q. Had you any conversation with the members of the Board of De- 
posit before the 15th day of June last as to the condition of the bank ? 

A. No, sir; they made no inquiry. 

Q. Did you buy any stock from any of the stockholders before the 
failure of the bank? : 

A. Yes, sir; but not immediately before its failure. 

Q. Will you state, as well as you can remember, from whom you so 
bought, and the amount bought from each party and price paid ? 

A. I bought from R. K. Seott forty thousand dollars ($40,000) worth, 
and some from Niles G. Parker—don't remember the amount, but between 
thirteen thousand dollars ($13,000) worth and seventeen thousand dol- 
lars ($17,000) worth—and smallamounts from various persons; paid 
from 55 to 60 cents for it; none less than 55. 

Q. Much of this stock, I believe you have answered, only netted the 
bank 70 cents on the dollar? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you buy this stock individually, or as President of the bank? ` 

A. I bought it as President; it was bought in my name for the bank, 
in order that I might use it as collateral on account of the bank's embar- 
rassed condition. I paid for it with.money of the bank, but frequently 
borrowed money in Charleston and elsewhere upon it for use of the 
bank. I could not have so used it, if it had stood in the name of the 
bank. 

Q. What is the bank charged for the stock, as appears by the books - 
when it was retired ? 

A. Charged par for it. If I bought it for 60 cents it was a profit to 
the bank of 40 cents on the dollar, but in retiring the stock it had to 
be retired at par. 

Q. Then I understand you that you bought the stock at 55 and upwards | 
on the dollar, as President of the bank, and yet when it was retired you 
charge the bank as having paid par for it. Is that correct ? E 

A. Yes, I bought as President of the bank in my own name, but for 
the bank. 

Q. Did the bank issue to Col. C. C. Puffer, Receiver of the Bank of 
the State, & certificate of deposit for a large amount? 

A. It did. 

Q. When was that certificate dated, as well as you can remember? 

A. I can't remember, but think in December, 1874. 

Q. What was the amount of that certificate ? 
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j A. I think forty-three thousand dollars, ($43,000.) 
Q. Does that certificate represeut money, equal to its face -value, 
actually deposited with the bank? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You admit, I believe, that something like eighty thousand dollars 
($80,000) of the money of the bank was used for legislative expenses ? 

A. I admit it was so used ; that is the entry on my books. 

Q. Is this entry made upon your books in connection with your claim 
against the State ? 

. It is in connection with all claims I held against the State. 

. How was that claim against the State made up? 

. Made up as per schedule. 

. Were all ihe claims in the schedule owned by the bank ? 

. Yes, sir; they were. 

. Do you mean to say that no other person owned any claim em- 
braced in the schedule? 

A. Yes, sir; I do say it was all the property of the bank. 

Q. Did you ever haveany confidential talk with Governor Scott about 
the real condition of the bank ? 

A. I don't remember that I did; we had a great many business talks 
we were very intimate. 

Q. Will you please to state more definitely, whether, to the best of 
your knowledge, the statement published in January, 1875, was a true 
statement of the actual condition of the bank ? 

A. I can not now state whether it was or not; as I stated before, it 
is a matter of record. 

Q. Did you ever tell Governor Scott that it was your purpose to fail 
or to have the bank fail ? 

A. No, sir; nor did I ever tell any other man so. I knew the bank 
would fail if we could not collect what was due it. I did not tell Gov- 
ernor Scott so, and he could not have so understood me; "if he had, he 
would not have put in the bank a large amount of money just a few 
weeks. before its failure. 

Q. Has any of the money of the bank ever been used, without an 
equivalent, for election or other purposes ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Were the books of the bank regularly and properly kept? 

A. Yeg,sir. 

Q. Was any money of the bank used, without equivalent to the bank,, 
in the purchase or running of the Union-Herald? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Did the State ever overdraw its deposits ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. To any considerable amount ? 
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A. Yes, sir, from twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) to fifty thou- — 
sand dollars ($50,000.00.) Don’t think it has been done during Mr, 
Cardozo’s administration as Treasurer. It was in 1871-72. 

Q. Has the State never overdrawn its account since Mr. Cardozo has 
been Treasurer? 

A. I know it has sometimes; the books of the bank would show it; 
but it has been only for a short time and small amount. 

Q. When you complain of hardships, that the bank has suffered by 
having large drafts made upon it, was there not always money of the 
State to its credit exceeding the checks ? 

A. I have never complained of any hardship. 

Q. Did not the bank, in many transactions, make considerable 
money ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Will you state any transactions in which any considerable amount | 
of money was lost? 

A. There was a large amount lost in transactions with State securities. 
Eighty-one thousand dollars ($81,000.00) in getting paid the sum of one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, ($125,000.00,) and in interest 
to float the bank; with borrowing twenty thousand dollars, ($20,000.00,) 
thirty thousand dollars, ($30,000.00,) and fifty thousand dollars, ($50,- 
000.00), and sixty thousand dollars, ($60,000.00,) at a time, at heavy 
interest. 

Q. Did not the bank receive as large interests on its discounts as it 
ever had to pay on its loans? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did any of the claims which were paid out of the appropriation for 
‘the claims of the bank which were not enumerated in the schedule of the 
claims belong to the bank ? 

A. No, sir. 

H. Do you know to whom they belonged? 

A. Can't say that I do ; Mr. Cardozo put them in. 

Q. Did you consider that, in order to get your claims paid, you were 
compelled to accede to the request of Mr. Cardozo to make the substi- 
tution ? : : 

A. It was necessary, as I was in Mr. Cardozo's power. His request 
was a demand. 

Q. Did rou ever have any paper paid by the State Treasurer, or at 
his office, at less than its face value? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you ever purchased any State claims in which it was under- 


stood between you and Mr. Cardozo that he was to receive any portion of 
the profit ? 


A. Yes, sir; many a one. 
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Q. Were those claims purchased by his suggestion or by his direc- 
tion ? 

A. Yes, sir; he would suggest, sometimes, claims that I could buy, 
and I would do so and give him half of the profits. Again, I would buy 
and tell him, and give him one-half the profits. Some of them printing 
claims; for instance, if a man would come to my bank with a large 
claim, offering to sell it at considerable discount, I would take it down to 
Mr. Cardozo and let him see it, and if he said all right, as he 
usually did, I would buy it and divide the profits. 

Q. What was the paid up capital of the bank ? 

A. One hundred and eighteen thousand dollars ($118,000.00) worth 
of certificates of stock were issued, which realized about sixty-eight thou- 
sand dollars ($68,000 00,) in cash. 

Q. You say you advised with counsel as to the retirement of stock of 
the bank. When was this advice had? 

A. I conferred with them, but don't remember the time. 

Q. Were there any other large depositors of the bank besides the 
State who lost any considerable amount by the failure? 

A. Y es, sir. 

Q. What was the aggregate amount of private deposits at the time of 
the failure of the bank? 

A. About one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00.) 


Examination of Mr. Solomon here rested. 

Mr. Barker moved that when the Committee adjourn, it adjourn. to 
meet at 5 o'clock P. M. Monday next, 31st instant. 

Mr. Jones moved to amend by inserting * Friday 28th instant,” instead 
of * Monday, 31st instant.” Not agreed to. 

The question then recurring upon the resolution, it was adopted.

R. K. SCOTT, 


Called and duly sworn, testified as follows: 

Q. Have you any knowledge relating to the organization of the South 
Carolina Bank and Trust Company, of Columbia, South Carolina? If 
so, please state in your own way all that you know concerning such 
organization ? 

A. I cannot remember the year in which it was organized; I heard a 
bank was to be organized, and certain parties— Parker, Patterson and 
Donaldson—were the leading ones in it. They came to me with a large 
number of names of persons who were expected to take stock in it, and 
among them my name set down for a certain amount; I cannot now 
remember how much it was, but was asked to acquiesce. They stated, at 
the same time, that Mr. C. H. Baldwin was to be President of it. I 
declined to take any stock, and said that I believed it was a scheme to 
make money, and that the stockholders would be victimized. They 
seemed to think that because I was Governor, and a Republican, that I 
would become a party to any organization that was purely Republican. 
Some time after this the bank was organized, with Hardy Solomon as its 
President. At that time I was not persqually acquainted with Mr. Solo- 
mon, but he took great pains to be friendly with me, and to induce me 
to transact business at his store, and urged upon me to give hima part of 
my business. I placed in his hands a considerable amount of old State 
bonds. They amounted to upwards of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000). 
I received that for them. I gave him another lot of bonds when they 
were worth between 75 and 80 cents on the dollar, and he then com- 
menced his efforts to induce me to take stock in the bank, and made a 
statement that the bank stock was worth 76 cents on the dollar, not- 
withstanding they had to pay twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) 
for the bank charter, and proposed to take my bonds at par, and give 
me stock at par, and making it appear that I would make more money 
so than by selling my bonds. I then gave him forty thousand dollars 
($40,000) in bonds, and took forty thousand dollars ($40,000) in his 
bank stock. I held it for about two years, or till, I think, in January, 
1872. I sold my stock, forty thousand dollars ($40,000) worth, at 55 
cents on the dollar, and he paid me for it in 1873. 

Q. To whom did you sell your stock ? 

A. It was paid for in three notes, and they were signed by Mrs. Don- 


aldson, and endorsed by Mr. Solomon. I also had mortgage on property 
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in Cheraw in addition to the stock itself pledged to secure payment of 
the notes. Mrs. Donaldson did not meet them when due. The money 
was afterward placed to my credit in the bank, and I gave up the notes 
to the bank, 

Q. Have you been familiar with the management of the bank ? 

A. Yes; quite familiar with it. My reasons for being so are these : 
At the time of the panic, in 1873, I gave to Mr. Solomon, as President 
of the bank, my acceptances for twelve thousand five hundred dollars, 
($12,500.) General Denuis made the draft, I accepted it, and the 
money was borrowed in New York, which money, so obtained, enabled 
the bank to go along and pay depositors as they called; and they got 
through the panie without suspending, as most of the banks did. I 
took that additional risk, knowing the condition of the bank, in order to 
the better secure myself; and to still further secure me, he put into my 
hands a considerable amount of claims against the State. 

Q. From your knowledge of the management of the bank, can you 
state whether or not it has been ran upon banking and business princi- 
ples ? > 

A. No; I do not think it was run on banking principles. I think it 
_ was run solely for the benefit of Mr. Solomon. 
` Q. Have you ever been consulted by any officer of the bank upon the 
business of the bank ? 

A. Frequently; for the reason they have had large deposits of 
mine, and frequently borrowed of me large amounts of securities, and 
they had to tell me some story to inspire my confidence and to induce 
me to loan them my securities. 

Q. Have any disclosures ever been made to you by Mr. Solomon which 
foreshadowed the failure of the bank ? 

A. Yes; in December, 1874, Mr. Solomon came to me to borrow all I 
had of city and State bonds; I let him have fifty-eight thousand dollars 
($58,000) cf State bonds, and twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) 
city bonds; he said he wanted them for thirty days to borrow money for 
the State Treasurer to meet the expenses of the Legislature, and stated 
to me that the State Treasurer had drawn very largely upon him, and 
that he was not able to raise the money, but asked them for forty days, 
to make a certainty of it, but did not think he would keep them over the 
thirty days, but would certainly have them and return them in forty days. 
The time expired some time after the 20th of January, 1875, and I heard 
rumors that he was about to fail, and I went around to his house about 
10 o'clock one night to talk with him about it. He said, if he had to fail, 
as I had helped him so much and so often, that he would as soon think 
of sacrificing his wife and children as me, and if the State took their 
leposits away from his bank and did not pay him what they owed him, 
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he would take the money home, and put it under his wife’s bed, to pay 


me what he owed me. About a week after the time was out he returned: 


me my fifty-eight thousand dollars ($58,000) of State securitles. After 
the Bill passed the Legislature, giving him one-half of the deposits, and 
the Governor had vetoed the Bill, heseemed to be satisfied that he would 
have a full share of the State deposits, and of the kind that would not 
be drawn on all of the time. He said he “could get through without 
failing,” and assured me it would not be necessary for him to adopt that 
course to get his money. The subject of his failing was frequently talked 


over, and he said he would protect all of his private creditors in case of 


such an event, and he would make the State pay him so he could do it ; 
and, in the spring of 1875, he said he would get through, as the State 
Board of Deposit had said they would keep the permanent deposits in 
his bank, i. e., the interest fund, and about the 12th or. 14th of June he 
came to me and requested me to let him have ten thousand dollars, 
($10,000); I said, in reply, that the money I had in the Carolina National 
Bank was for the purpose of meeting a liability that would come due on 
the Ist of August. He then assured me that he was all safe and right, 
and I transferred five thousand dollars ($5,000) from Carolina National 
Bank to his bank, and took a certificate of deposit. f 

Q. When Mr. Solomon spoke to you at different times of the probable 
failure of the bank, was the impression left on your mind that the failure 
of the bank was an unavoidable suspension, or one intended as a scheme 
to defraud its creditors? : 

A. The inference was a plan to make the State pay his debts; not to 
defraud the State or his creditors, but to makethe State pay him. He 
further stated that he knew that I and every depositor put money in the 
bank on account of their confidence in him, and not on account of con- 
fidence in the bank. 

Q. To what amount were you a creditor of the bank at the time of 
the failure ? 

A. I cannot tell exactly ; about twenty-five thousand dollars, ($25,000) 
in bonds and money. He took some coupons from my State bonds not 
over two hours before he failed, and collected the money for them and 
kept it; yet I was one of his most devoted. friends. t 

Q. Do you know of any transactions of the bank where the money 
was used in any other than a legitimate banking way? 

A. No, I don't know of any, not for a year. When the Bill passed the 
Legislature paying him his claim, he told me that he had to pay to get 
it through; but that was before he failed. 

Q. Have you any knowlege of the transaction upon which the certi- 
ficate of deposit for the sum of forty-three thousand dollars ($49,000.00) 
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was given to Colonel C.C. Puffer, Receiver of the Bank of the State, was 
based? 

A. No; I cannot say that I have. 

Q. Did you have confidence in Mr. Solomon, when you put your 
bonds in his hands for sale, so far as his business capacity or integrity was 
concerned ? 

A. Yes; E did. 

Q. Did Mr. Solomon, in his dealings with you as President of the - 
bank, up to the time of its failure, keep all of his business engagements 
or promises with you? 

A. Yes, as a general thing, he did. He kent kept them all. Some- 
times he would come to me and ask a little extension of time. I was 
virtually his banker instead of his being mine. 

Q. You say, in 1873, you made yourself familiar with the manage- 
ment of the bank, in order to learn of the safety of your own interests ? 

A. I did. 

Q. After making yourself familiar with its condition you. loaned your 
acceptance to the amount of twelve thousand five hundred dollars, 
($12,500.00,) to protect yourself? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did Mr. Solomon ever tell you he intended to fail the bank ? 

A. Yes, substantially so. He told me, as I have before stated, if they 
took the State deposits away withont paying him what they owed him, 
some morning they would find the doors to the bank closed; he would 
take the money away, but that he would be faithful and true to his 
friends and private depositors. 

Q. Did Mr. Solomon ever tell you that he intended to take advantage 
of the State deposits in his bank, and fail in order to protect himself and 
his creditors ? 

A. Yes, provided they took the deposits away, and the fact of their 
not taking them away gave me renewed confidence. 

Q. Did you continue to loan your securities to the bank on account of 
this assurance ? 

A. No, he told me that after he had got my securities. 

Q. When did he tell you this ? 

À. When they were passing the Bill to make his bank one of two 
sole depositories of the State funds. 

Q. You say you think the failure of the bank was the result of an in- 
tention to defraud the State and the creditors of the bank? 

A. Yes, sir; I now think so. 

Q. Did you ever have any arrangements with the bank, in the pur- 
chase of pay certificates or other form of indebtedness against the 
State? 

A. Never to the amount of a cent. 
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Q. Did he tell you how he had paid to get his Bill through? 
A. Said he paid a considerable amount of his claim out to members 
of the Legislature. He said he would mark onaslip of paper what he 


would give toa member and show it to him. Some he paid high, and - 


some as low as twenty-five dollars ($25); as he got nearly enough the 
price was smaller. 

Q. Do you know what became of the city bonds you let him take? 

A. Yes; they were held for a loan, and subsequently sold by the bank 
to realize amount loaned. 

Q. You said something about coupons being taken the day the bank 
failed ? 

A. I had between five and six hundred dollars ($500 or $600) worth 
of coupons that fell due the day before the bank failed. On the 22d of 
July I gave them to Mr. Zealy to collect, and he collected them; and I 
think it went with the rest under the bed. 

Q. Did Mr. Solomon ever tell you he was buying up State. paper in 
anticipation of the failure of the bank ? 

A. He did not tell me he was buying it up.* 

Q. Are you certain that every portion of the certificates embraced in 
the claim of Mr. Solomon, for one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars, ($125,000), passed by the Legislature, belonged to other parties? 
If so, please state what proportion of that claim belonged to other 
parties. 

A. Can't tell what proportion; he told me that some did belong to 
other parties. 

Q. Will you please state any other facts in your knowledge bearing 
upon the failure of the bank? 

A. I do not now recall anything else. 


The examination of R. K. Scott, Esq., here closed. 
MR. L. T. ZEALY, 


Being called and duly sworn, testified as follows: 

Q. Mr. Zealy, you have been connected with the South Carolina Bank 
and Trust Company, have you not? E 
Yes, sir. 

. In what capacity? 

Bookkeeper, Assistant Cashier and Cashier. 

How long have you been connected with that bank? 

. Since some time in 1872. 

. Was that bank one of the depositories of State funds at the time 
you commenced your connection with it? 

Yes, sir.

Q. Was it a depository of State funds at the time of its failure? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Had the bank any other considerable deposits at the time of its 
failure besides State funds? 

A. None very large. Quite a number of private depositors, but small 
amounts. 

Q. Who made out the regular reports of the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company, as required by law? 

A. I did, after I became Cashier. 

Q. Did you make out the report of the bank which was dated January 
9th, 1875? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were the statements made in that report correct? 

A. They reported the assets and the liabilities of the bank. 

Q. When did that bank fail? 

A. On the 2d day of July, 1875. 

Q. Were you connected with the bank at the time of the passage of a 
Bill to make an appropriation to pay the claims of the South Carolina 
Bank and Trust Company? 

A. Yes, sir; I was. 

Q. What was the amount of the appropriation made for those claims? 

A. One hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars ($125,000). 

Q. Was a schedule of those claims ever made out for use in the Gen- 
eral Assembly during the passage of the Bill? 

A. Yes, sir; there was. ` 

Q. Who made out that schedule? 

A. I did. 

Q. Does this printed schedule (handing Mr. Zealy a printed schedule) 
contain the claims provided for in the Bill passed by the General Assem- 
bly in favor of the bank ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is a copy of the one I made out. 

Q. Did those claims all belong to the bank ? 

A. They did, sir. 

Q. How much has been received from the State Treasurer for the 
bank on account of these claims? 

A. Something over one hundred find one thousand dollars ($101,000). 

Q. What amount of these claims still remain unpaid ? 

A. The books show twenty-three thousand six hundred and sixty-four 
dollars and seventeen cents ($23,664.17). 

Q. How were these claims paid? 

A. By State Treasurer's check. 

Q. To whom did you surrender the claims? 

A. Sometimes to Mr. Cardozo, individually, sometimes to Mr. 
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. McKenna, and sometimes to Mr. Minton, though Mr. Cardozo saw all 
claims before they were paid. i 

Q. Did you, when applying for payment from time to time at the 
Treasury, have the schedule of the claims with you which I have shown 
you? 

E No, sir; I never carried one; I kept one in the bank. 

Q. Was a copy of this schedule kept in the Treasury for reference, so 
far as you know? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How do you know that? 

A. Saw itin the hands of Mr. Minton one day, when I presented 
some papers for payment, and Mr. Minton made some objection to Mr. 
Cardozo, as they were not among the printed schedule that they had. 

Q. Do you know, Mr. Zealy, if Mr. Cardozo ever saw that schedule ? 

A. Should say he did; Mr. Minton carried it up to him, and I should 
say, from what he said to him, that he knew the papers then presented 
were not on the schedule. 

. What was the character of those papers? 

. Pay certificates. 

. Were they paid? 

They were paid. 

Out of that appropriation ? 

. Yes, sir; I receipted for them under that appropriation. 

How much dia those papers amount to? 

One thousand and one dollar, ($1,001), as near as I ean recollect. 
By whose direction were they paid ? 

. By Mr. Cardozo’s. 

. Do you know of any of the moneys of the bank ever having been 
used for any other than legitimate banking purposes ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. During your connection with the bank do you know of any of the 
money of the bank ever being used for the purpose of bribing the mem- 
bers of the Legislature ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know of any of the moneys of the bank being used for the 
election of Governor Chamberlain ? i ] 

A. I do not, sir. 

Q. Since the failure of the bank and the appointment of a Receiver 
you have been employed as clerk for the Receiver, have you not? 

A. Yes, sir. l 

Q. The report of the Receiver of the bank, among other things, shows 
that eighty-one thousand dollars ($81,000).are charged upon the books 
of the bank to “ legislative expenses ;” ean you explain this charge ? 
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"A. No, sir, only they appeared on the books of the bank when I went . 
there, and I knew the bank frequently bought State paper, and there 
was often losses which was charged to that account. 

Q. The report of the Receiver of the bank also shows that the stock 
of the bank was retired to the amount of seventy-five thousand dollars, 
($75,000). When was this stock retired. 

A. I do not recollect the dates. It was retired from time to time 
after I went there, and some before I went there; I could see by the 
books that it had been retired before I went there. 

Q. Did you ever hear Hardy Solomon, the President of said bank, say 
it was his purpose to fail the bank, or that the bank should fail, or words 
to that effect ? 

A. I never did, sir. 

Q. Did Mr. Solomon, so far as you know, use every means in his 


. power to prevent its failure ? 


A. He did, sir. : 

Q. What, in your opinion, was the cause of the failure of the bank? 

A. It was called upon largely by depositors, and we were unable to 
colleet debts due the bank ; almost every one who had notes due were 
asking extensions ; besides it had on hand a large amount of State paper. 

Q. Were the books of the bank kept in the regular form, that is, as 
banks generally keep them ? 

A. They were, sir. 

Q. Was the statement of the bank which was published in January, 
1875, a true statement of the actual condition of the bank in every. par- 
ticular ? 

A. It was, wich the exception that there were papers on file that were 
counted as cash ; which was frequently the habit. 

Q. Do the books of the bank now show the precise way in which the 
assets of the bank were changed to their present condition ? 

A. They show, except now they show after those papers that were on 
file were paid up. 

Q. What was the amount of such papers regarded as cash ? 

A. I don’t recollect, sir ; have no idea. 

Q. Is there not a discrepancy between the reported condition of the 
bank in January, 1875, and its actual condition at time of failure, which 
cannot be explained by any intermediate transactions ? 

A. None that I know of. 

Q. Do you know whether or not the failure of the bank was precon- 
certed ? 

A. It was not, sir. 

. Q. Was it unavoidable? 

A. It was. 
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Q. At the time of the failure of the bank, or subsequently, was there 
any partiality shown to any of the creditors of the bank ? 

A. Not to my knowledge; I had charge of the books, and paid out 
the funds. 

Q. Did any of the depositors of the bank receive the money standing 
to his or her credit at the time of the failure after the failure? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was the deposit of any creditor of the bank drawn out by any 
other person than the depositor ? 

A. By their check, and only so. 

Q. Do you know if any depositor was notified of the expected failure 
of the bank by any officer of the bank ? 

A. I do not, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether the actual profits of the bank, on the whole, 
fell below the losses ? 

A. I do not know; the books will show. 

Q. When was the certificate of deposit issued to Col. C. C. Puffer, Re- 
ceiver of the Bank of the State, dated ? 

A. In December, 1874. 

Q. Did that certificate represent an equivalent sum of money de- 
posited in the bank? 

A. It did, sir. 

Q. Who placed the money in the bank ? 

A. Colonel Puffer, I think. Mr. Solomon told me to make out a cer- 
tificate of deposit, and I suppose Colonel Puffer brought it. I was told 
to make out the certificate to him as Receiver. 

Q. Was an entry so made on the books of the bank at the time ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was any money ever drawn out of the bank, except on checks or 
certificates of deposit ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. How was the money drawn out, and by whom, which was the 
basis of the different entries in the book of money paid for legislative 
ex penses ? 

A. That is more than I can tell. Mr. Solomon was all the time buy- 
ing State papers, and often losses would oceur, and I was instructed to 
charge such losses up to legislative expenses. 

Q. How did Mr. Solomon get possession of the money of the bank? 

A. He was the President of the bank. 

Q. Why were these losses you speak of not entered on the books to 
the profit and loss account? 


Dh. Nye D , 
A. Don't know, except it was to show what class of securities it was 
ost on. 
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Q. Do you say that all the entries on the books of the bank for legis- 
lative expenses represented losses of the bank upon purchases made of | 
State paper and nothing else? 

A. That is what I suppose it was; it was covered over a period of 
two or three years. 

- Q. Was ever money of the bank. taken out by Mr. Solomon without 
fis check ? 

A. Yes, sir; a great many times; but he VR made a repor: of it. 

Q. Do you know whether or not the bank owned all the claims 
embraced in the schedule prepared by yourself at the time of the passage 
of the Bill making an appropriation to pay the claim of the South Caro- 
lina Bank and Trust Company ? 

A. I have already stated that the bank did own them. 

Q. How do you know that all the claims were so owned by the bank? 

A. Because they were in my possession, and so entered upon the books 
of the bank. 

Q. Did all of these claims come into the bank by virtue of a bankable 
transaction ? 

A. They did, sir. 

Q. Were the books of the bank kept in a regular and business-like 
way? 

A. Yes, sir, they were. 

Q. Do you know of any improper changes or mutilations made in the 
books ? | 

A. Not that I ever knew of. 

Q. Werethe entries upon the journal as for legislative expenses carried 


to the ledger of the bank? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So far as you know, was perfect good faith observed in the failure 
of the bank ? 

A. There was, sir. 

Q. Wereany of the accounts in Mr. Solomon's store transferred to the 
bank? 

A. None that I know of, sir. 

Q. Did Governor Scott deposit for collection certain coupons on the 
day of the failure of the bank ? 

A. He did, sir. 

Q. What was the amount of cash on hand the day the bank failed ? 

A. None at all, sir. 

Q. Were funds of the United States deposited with the bank at the 
time of the failure? 

A. There had been some, but they were all drawn out before the 


failure. 
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Q. Who drew them out, and when ? s 

A. Mr. Solomon, as disbursing agent. I don’t know the date; the 
checks will show. ; 

Q. What was the aggregate amount of private deposits at the time of 
the failure ? 

A. One bundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) would cover it, 
including the Bank of the State and County Treasurers. 

Q. Do you know of any other facts touching the failure of the bank ? 

A. No, sir; nothing. 

Examination of Mr. Zealy here closed. 


Mr. Whittemore moved that when the Committee adjourn, it adjourn 
to meet Friday, the 11th instant, at 5 P. M. Agreed to.

Being called and duly sworn, testified as follows : 

Q. What position do you occupy in the office of the State Treasurer ? 

A. Bookkeeper. 

Q. When did you enter upon the duties of bookkeeper ? 

A. In 1872, at same time Mr. Cardozo entered upon the duties of 
State Treasurer. 

Q. Do you remember a certain claim of one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($125,000.00) of Hardy Solomon’s, President of the 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, passed by the General Assem- 
bly in 1872? S 

A. I do. : 

Q. Have you ever seen the printed schedule of claims embraced 
therein ? , 

A. I remember seeing a printed schedule when it was before the House 
during the time of the passage of the Bill. 

Q. Was a copy of that schedule filed in the office of the State Trea- 
surer ? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. Was a copy in the office for reference in the payment of the 
claims? 

A. No, sir; the copy. was never used. 

Q. When did you first see the schedule ? 

A. I saw it during the passage of the Bill or Joint Resolution. 

Q. Did you knowewhether Mr. Cardozo ever saw it or not? 

A. I do not. l 
Q. Did you and Mr. Cardozo ever have any conversation in reference 
i 
A 


. Yes, sir. 

Q. At what time? 

A. Atthe time when Mr. Solomon requested payment of the due bill 
of Niles G. Parker. 

Q. Was that at the time when the first payments were made? 

A. No; it was during the latter payments. 

Q. Was not the schedule consulted when the claims were presented for 
payment ? 

A. No, sir; the schedule was not consulted. S 

Q. Did you consult with Mr. Cardozo as to whether the schedule should 
be used as a guide in making payments or not ? 

A. I did at that time—at the time of the payment of the due bill of 
Niles G. Parker, and before—but I have no definite idea of the time 
now; nor, to the best of my recollection, was there any special conversa- 
tion about it; but from the understanding between the Treasurer and 
myself, inasmuch as the Joint Resolution did not specify the claims, it 
was not considered necessary to use it. 

Q. Did you ever have any conversation with Mr. Solomon or Mr. 
Zealy about the schedule? 

AT NO, SIT 

Q. Did not Mr. Zealy present for payment a claim under the appro- 
priation which was not upon ihe schedule, and you sought the advice of 


'the State Treasurer as to whether it should be paid ? 


. A. No,sir; I have no recollection of what claims were or were not on 
the schedule. 

Q. Have you copies in your office of the Reports and Resolutions of 
the General Assembly of 1872-73? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether the schedule referred to was in the Reports 
and Resolutions for that year ? 

A. I do not. i 

Q. Do you know whether any payments have been made of claims 
not embraced within the schedule ? 

A. I do not. 
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Q. Have you had any conversation with Mr. Cardozo on the subject 

within two weeks ? 

. No, sir. 

. What is the amount paid upon the claim of the bank ? 

. I eannot say positively. 

. To whom was the payments made on this claim ? 

. Sometimes to Mr. Zealy and sometimes to Mr. Solomon himself. 

. Did you make payments indiseriminately upon all papers pre- 
sented for payment under the appropriation, without any reference to the 
schedule or scrutiny as to their being withiu the provisions of the Joint 
Resolution ? ` 

A. I made payment of all claims presented by Mr. Solomon or Mr. 
Zealy as claims of the South Carolina Bank and Trust Company with- 
out reference to the schedule, considering that all claims presented by 
them as such came under the provisions of the Joint Resolution to pay 
their claims. 

Q. Did you have no memorandum or other data in the office by which 
you were governed in making payments? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Will you please state what it was ? 

A. It was a record of bills payable, issued by Niles G. Parker. 

Q. Was the claim made up entirely of bills payable ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. What was the proportion of bills payable to the whole claim, to 
'the best of your judgment or recollection ? 

A. About two-thirds. 

Q. Then as to the one-third not bills payable of the claim you had no 
data to be guided by, but relied entirely upon the good faith of only 
proper claims being presented ? 

A. I had no data asto the other claims being genuine except the 
signature of the Clerks of the two Houses. 

Q. Still you paid them unquestioned ? 


Zi Séi fréi fe 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. How could you determine that the bills payable were those em- 
braced in the claims ? : 


A. The question was not considered as to whether they were in the 
claim or not. We consulted the records in the Treasurer's office to see 
if the bills payable were genuine. 

Q. Do I understand you to say that the entire character of the claims 
could have been changed by the substitution of others, and yet they 
would have been paid unquestioned ? 

A. Yes, sir; they would have been paid unquestioned, except as to ihe 
genuineness of the certificate or bills payable. 
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'Q. Is this the customary way of transacting business in the office of 
State Treasurer? 

A. So far as payments of claims are concerned, when the Acts of the 
General Assembly do not specify what the claims are. 

Q. Has it not been the custom of the State Treasurer to require a list 
kept of the attachees to be paid in his office before making payment? 

A. It has, because the appropriation Acts state that they should be 
paid in a certain order, and it is therefore necessary that he should know , 
when they are paid, in order to pay those claimants next in order. 

Q. Was the list scrupulously followed ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Mr. Zealy states, in his testimony before the Committee, that the 
schedule of claims was not only kept at your office, but that it was con- 
sulted by you when payments were made. Is that statement true? 

A. It is not true. 

Q. Has Mr. Cardozo had any conversation with you as to the nature 
of your testimony before the Committee, in the event of your being called 
as a witness? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know anything tending to explain the failure of the South 
Carolina Bank and Trust Company ? 

A. I know nothing that would tend to explain the ee of the South 
Carolina Bank and Trust Company, but from my knowledge of the de- 
posits made with the bank previous to its failure, I have always con- 
sidered its failure inexplicable. I will state, the failure of the bank was 
not inexplicable to me, from the fact that it refused to honor several of 
our checks some time previous to the time of its failing. 

Q. What was the amount of the dishonored check you refer to? 

A. Five thousand dollars ($5,000). 

Q. Was-any State money deposited in the bank after their refusal to 
honor the check ? 

A. No, sir; not by State Treasurer. 

Q. Was any money eredited on the bank account of the State Trea- 
sury after the refusal to honor this check? 

A. I have no recollection of any. 

' Q. Do you know whether any action to close up the bank was taken 
by the State Treasurer after the refusal to pay the check ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was the dishonored check referred to ever EE 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was this check dishonored before the departure of the Governor 
for the North, in June? 

A. Yes, sir; that check was dishonored before the Governor left.

| Q. Do you know whether it was called to his attention ? 

A. Am not positive. : 

Q. Do you know what were the relations between Mr. Cardozo and 
Mr. Solomon at the time of the failure ? 

A. I should not call them at all friendly. 


Q. Do you know of any other facts touching upon the failure of the.

A. I do not.

MR. SAWYER, 


Being present, read the following as his answers to the questions pre- 
viously propounded to him: . 

In accordance with the directions of your Committee, I herein set 
foreh my answers to the questions indicated by yourselves in my ex- 
amination at your last meeting. 

First as to the general conduct of the South Carolina Bank and Trust 
Company: The bank seems to have been organized late in June, 1870. 

On the 2d of July of that year it appears with a capital of forty 
thousand seven hundred and sixteen dollars and seventy cents, ($40,- 
716.70,) and an expenditure of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) 
for a charter, leaving about fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) of the 
capital stock unimpaired. At this time there is an investment of ten 
thousand five hundred and eighty-three dollars ($10,583) for real estate. 

This real estate seems to have been sold some time prior to the 16th 
of August, 1873, as it no longer appears amongst the assets of the bank. 

The issue of capital stock reached its maximum of one hundred and 
twenty-one thousand two hundred and forty dollars ($121,240) about 
January, 1871. From this time, with some variations, it was diminished 
to one hundred and seventeen thousand nine hundred and sixty-three 


dollars ($117,963) in August, 1872. 
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At this time the assets and liabilities were represented by one hundred 
and forty-nine thousand seven hundred and forty-three dollars and fifty- 
eight cents, ($149,743.58), respectively. The entire deposits in the bank 
were but little more than twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.) 

The net loss of the bank at this time appears to have been five thou- 
sand two hundred and eighty-seven dollars, 4$5,287,) exclusive of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) for charter. Nearly one-half of 
the capital and deposits had been invested in State claims. 

The cash on hand was five thousand six hundred and twenty-two dol- 
lars, ($5,622,) and bills payable (money borrowed by the bank) stood at 
seven thousand dollars ($7,000). 

From this time there seems to have been an increase of deposits till 


June, 1873, when the deposits were in the neighborhood of sixty thou- ~ 


sand dollars ($60,000). 

The bank maintained itself during the panic, but its expenses, say 
seventy thousand dollars, ($70,090,) were within forty thousand dollars 
($40,000) of its entire capital, and in March, 1874, the capital had been 
absorbed by expenses to such an extent that but thirteen thousand five 
hundred and seventy-six dollars ($13,576) of the capital of the bank 
remained. 

Until March 81st, 1874, legislative expenses, seventy-six thousand one 
hundred and five dollars and thirty-four cents, ($76,105.34,) was treated 


as an expense incurred by the bank, but at this time it was transferred , 


to discount paper, and a note signed by Hardy Solomon and R. J. Don- 
aldson was given to the bank for a like amount. This note was carried 
under the head of discount paper until March 5th, 1875. 

In the meantime the only statement of the condition of the bank, 
which had been published, appeared over the oath of its officers and two 
of its reputed Directors, (on the 9th day of January, 1875.) That state- 
ment is before you, (Exhibit No. 1,) and is compared with a statement 
taken from the books of the bank bearing the same date, (Exhibit 
No. 2.) 

It will be seen that legislative expenses does not constitute an item in 
the sworn statement. 

On March 5th, 1875, the note was retired from discount paper, and 
the amount of seventy-six thousand one hundred and five dollars and 
thirty-four cents ($76,105.34) again appears under its former heading— 
Legislative Expenses Dr. to amount paid sundry persons. The original 
words used in this entry, in the general ledger, have been erased, and 
“amount paid to sundry persons” substituted, 

I here remark that several pages of the general ledger are missing, viz., 
pages 85, 86, 391, 392, 393, 394. 

The journal entries corresponding to th g 
to the figures, carefully Së P E ps d 
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At this period (March 5th, 1875,) capital stock is represented hy the 
figures sixty-five thousand nine hundred and sixty-three dollars, ($65,- ` 
963.00,) and the entire capital of the bank has disappeared into expense 
items, which aggregate ninety thousand dollars, ($90,000.) to say nothing 
of bad debts, which it is presumed will be found amongst “ State claims, 
discounted paper, protested paper, loans on call, &., e, &c." Thus it 
will appear that about fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) of the capital has 
been paid back to the stockholders, while it is shown that there has been 
an outlay of about ninety thousand dollars, ($90,000.00) of acknowledged 
* expenses." 

This outlay is found by adding together the various items constituting 
expenses and deducting the items belonging to earnings of the bank. 

No dividends seem to have been paid to the stockholders. 

It does not seem necessary for me in this paper to state the manner in 
which “capital stock” has been retired. 

I now proceed to answer the questions of your Committee as to the 
winding up of the bank. Having carefully examined the general ledger, 
my attention was directed to the 24th of June, 1875, as the probable time 
fixed upon to “wind up” its affairs. 

The table presented with this paper shows a statement of the condition 
of the bank on the 23d of June, 1875, (Exhibit No. 3.) From this 
time, it will be seen, very extensive changes have been wrought in the 
general ledger accounts representing the * assets" and “liabilities” of 
the bank. 

I commence with “expense account,” which I find increased by 
something over nine thousand dollars, ($9,000.00,) which credits Hardy 

Solomon, President, with three years’ salary, nine thousand dollars, 
($9,000.00.) Upon examining into the matter, I found that the President 
had formerly drawn a salary at the rate of one thousand dollars ($1,- 
009.00) par annum, and that he had been paid at that rate up to June 
30th, 1873, leaving a salary of two years still due to him. 

Reaching the next important item in the tables submitted you will 
find, under the head of “loans on call,” an increase of forty-eight thou- 
sand two hundred and ten dollars, ($48,210). This increase is due to 
the cancellation of an obligation of L. Levy for the sum of forty-seven 
thousand three hundred and sixty-eight dollars and forty-seven cents, 
($47,358.47), which appears to have been cashed by the bank, without 
interesi, on the 23d of January, 1875. There appears to have been 
“collaterals” deposited with the bank to secure the payment of this 
note. . 

It was difficult to trace from the journal eutries how this obligation 
was discharged or “retired,” but the increase of “loans on call,” it will 
be seen, reach about the amount of said note, and the presumption is 
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strong that the entries to the “debit” of this account (“loans on call”) 
constituted the “collaterals” above referred to as having been deposited 
to secure the payment of the note. 

I have no means of ascertaining the value of these reputed collaterals. 
The entries merely indicate that they are “certificates” of some kind, 
with the exception of one item of three thousand dollars, ($3,000,) oppo- 
site the amount appears the name of “Sparnick.” 

Discounted paper appears diminished sixty-two thousand and ten dol- 
lars aud eighty cents, ($62,010.80). This is due to the cancellation of 
the Levy note ia the manner described as probable, and to the payment 
of certain other notes, amounting to fifteen thousand dollars, ($15,000.) 

On the 23d of June the cash on hand purports to be sixteen thousand 
four hundred and twenty-nine dollars, ($16,429,) which entirely disap- 
pears in the statement of July 2d. 

The amounts due by banks and bankers, say sixty-two thousand dol- 
lars, ($62,000,) seem to have been called in, and an obligation of nearly 
two thousand dollars, ($2,000,) has been created to the Peoples’ National 
Bank of Charleston. 

Five thousand dollars ($5,000) of the so-called “cash,” has been 
charged to “legislative expenses," swelling the amount of that outlay to 
eighty-one thousand one hundred and five dollars and thirty-four cents, 
($81,105.34). 

Capital stock was represented on the 23d of June, by the figures sixty- 
five thousand nine hundred and sixty-three dollars ($65,963). Thirty- 
five thousand dollars (35,000) of this sum is “ retired," and goes to the 
discharge of Hardy Solomon's indebtedness to the bank, which appears 
as an over draft (on the individual ledger). This over draft, on May 
91st, 1875, was thirty-nine thousand three hundred and fifty-four dollars 
and fifty-two cents, ($39,354.52), and it stood at that sum nearly up to 
the 24th of June, on which day Mr. Solomon appears to have deposited 
about forty-three thousand seven hundred dollars ($43,700); of this 
amount, thirty-eight thousand seven hundred and thirty-two dollars and 
two cents ($38,732.02) seems to be an interpolated entry. 

In explanation of this supposition, I here remark that the journals 
do not seem to have been closed by posting into the general ledger, under 
their respective dates, as the entries in the ledger, under the head of dis- 
counts, do not follow on consecutive days, while under the head of cash 
they do. 

It appears to have been no unusual thing for Hardy Solomon's over 
draft to be very large. On the 28th of February, 1874, his accounts 
(this amount is discovered in the two items thirty-five thousand dollars 
($35,000) stock ‘retired,’ and nine thousand dollars ($9,000) salary) 


stood overdrawn more than one hundred and thirteen thousand dollars 
($113,000). i

The deposits of the bank seem to have reached their maximum about 
March 7, 1874, as they are represented by the books at four hundred 
and sixty-four thousand one bundred and sixty-six dollars, ($464,166), the 
over draft of Mr. Solomon having been paid into the bank on the 28th 
of February, (one week previous). 

I again refer to the tables. Between the 23d of June and the 2d of 
July, the bank paid to holders of certificates of deposit, seven thousand 
three hundred and twenty-seven dollars, ($7,327), and received new de- 
posits to the amount of fifteen thousand eight hundred and seventeen 
dollars ($15,817). 

The ereditors of the bank are now holders of certificates of deposit, 
amounting to the sum of seventy-four thousand five hundred and eighty- 
four dollars and ninety-one cents ($74,584.91) individual deposits, 
mainly; County Treasurers, forty-four thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-one dollars and ninety-six cents, ($44,831,96); State Treasurer, 
two hundred and five thousand seven hundred and fifty-three dollars 
and seventy-nine cents, ($205,753.79.) 

Included in certificates of deposit is one to C. C. Puffer, for the sum a of 
. ($43,000.00,) forty-three thonsand dollars, issued in the month of April, 
1875, a little over two months prior to the failure of the bank. 

The reported assets of the bank turned over to the Receiver are repre- 
sented in the table under date of July 2d, 1875; of the value of the 
assets turned over, I have no means of judging. 

Loans on call, about ninety-nine thousand dollars, seem to have no 
value. Discounted paper, amounting to one hundred and five thousand 
seven hundred and twenty-six dollars and sixty-six cents, ($105,726.66), 
may have some value, as it is probable that some of said obligations 
were secured by deposits of collaterals, of which, however, I can find no 
trace. 

In summing up, I have to have to remark that it is easy to see where 
the money of the depositors has gone. It has been absorbed in * retiring ” 
capital stock, in enormous expenses, and in bad loans and investments. 

The paying back, in a large measure, to the stockholders, the money 
belonging to depositors, cannot be justified. 

The capital paid in by stockholders of a bank, constitutes the basis of 
its credit with the publie, and so long as there remains a barren asset 
in the exhibits of the bank, such asset should be offset by capital. 
Expenses, bad debts, and bad investments, are here denominated, barren 
assets. When these reach the amount of the paid in capital there is no 
longer capital stock. It has been retired. 

As has been stated above, expenses and losses long since eireséded the 
amount said to have been paid in by the stockholders of the South Caro- 
lina Bank and Trust Company, and the retirement of the capital stock 
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carries with it the appearance of the embezzlement of the funds of the 
depositors. A list of the holders of stock not retired is herewith sub- 
mitted, (Exhibit No. 5.) 

All of which is respectfully submitted as my answers to the various 
questions indicated by your Committee.

Mr. Sawyer was then interrogated on the following points: 


Q. Do the books of the bank show the nature of the deposit of Colonel 
C. C. Puffer, Receiver of the Bank of the State, for forty-three thousand 
dollars, ($43,000), for which a certificate of deposit was issued? If so 
please state what is the entry in the books. 

A. I don't remember. When issued it was carried to bond account, 
and the entry is “bonds,” (bills of Bank of State.) I may here remark 
that those entries are made in an awkward hand, whieh led me to think 
that the word bond should have been left out, but who ever made the 
entry did not know it. 

Q. Were there missing any of the books which the bank kept ? 

A. Yes, sir; the certificate of deposit book was missing, and there was 
not any record book of collaterals. 

Q. Did you make any inquiry of any officer of the bank as to the 
whereabouts of that book ? 

A. I inquired of Mr. Zealy, former Cashier, and he said he did not 
know anything about it; left it in bank when he left. 

Q. In what condition did you find the books and papers of the bank ? 

A. The books were in such a condition that they could be balanced, 
but rather awkwardly kept and erasures made, a thing unusual on ledger 
of bank. 
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Q. When you speak of erasures and scratching upon the books, do 
you refer to corrections of entries, rectification of mistakes, &c., or to 


falsifications and manipulations ? 
A. I should, in some cases; in two I know of I refer to the latter; for 


dm 


instance, as to interpolation on bottom of page and the addition at top ` 


of next page, is an erasure, and substitution of figures I call a mutilation 
of books not admissible in bank books; errrors must be corrected by 
contra entries and not by errors and substitutions. 

Q. Do you discover in the books of the bank a preconcerted plan to 
fail the bank and an evident purpose to “fix ” the books? 

A. I do, as I have stated in my submitted report, on the 24th of 
June. H 

Q. The aciual condition of the bank, as reported by you on the 9th 
day of January, 1875, and the condition, as appears by the sworn state- 
ment as published, shows a discrepancy of forty-four thousand two hun- 
dred and sixty-three dollars and thirty-four cents ($44,263.54). Was 
this an accidental mistake, or do the books show it to have been an 
intentional misstatement ? 

A. It was not an accidental mistake. It was an alteration of assets 
and liabilities to suit the purposes of the bank officers. It could by no 
possibility have been a mistake. I did not analyze that statement, as 
both statements are before the Committee. 

Q. What was the largest amount of State claims held by the bank in 
November, 1873 ? i bb 

A. Fifty-one thousand five hundred and eighty-six dollars and sixty- 
nine cents ($51,586.69.) 

Q. In November, 1873, the bank makes out a schedule of claims to 
, the amount of one hundred and three thousand dollars ($103,000.) 
How do you explain the discrepancy between this amount of fifty-one 
thousand five hundred and eighty-six dollars and sixty-nine cents, ($51,- 
586.69,) the actual amount held by the bank as appears by the bank ? 

A. Cannot be explained by the books, The books showed the entire 
amount of the claims of the bank on October 27, 1873, and including 
all up to January 21, 1874, to be only fifty-one thousand five hundred 
and eighty-six dollars and sixty-nine cents ($51,586.69.) y 
; (). Have you any knowledge of the value of the over draft alluded fo 
In your statement with regard to the affairs of the bank? 

A. I have not made a trial balance of the individual ledger, and, 
therefore, have no means of knowing the value of the over drafts.

herewith submit, as Secretary, the Annual Report, as required by said 
Act. é

LITERARY DEPARTMENT. i 

The Agricultural College and Mechanics’ Institute sustains such a co- 
ordinate relation to Claflin University that it is nòt easy to separate the - 
educational work whieh each has done in connection with the other, 

The following assignment or division of labor between the two will 
give the proximate results : 

The work of what was formerly called * Freedmen's Schools," or more 
properly, at the present time, “The Public Schools,” ¡together with so 
much of a classical course as will give a good preparation for entering 
college, is assigned to Claflin University. 

To accomplish this the University has provided the past year three 
efficient teachers, wholly devoted to their chosen vocation. A teacher in^ 
music has also been provided to meet the demands of the pupils. 1 

In addition to these a laboring department, presided over by a compe- 
tent matron, has been maintained, providing good board at the low figure | 
of $2.50 per weck, also well kept dormitories and neatly furnished school 
rooms and recitation rooms. 


This preparatory work being done, the Agricultural College begins its 
assigned work, taking the pupils at an advancement, as indicated above, 
and carrying them on through the Higher English, Mathematics, Physical 
Sciences, Mechanical Drawing, Bookkeeping and Practical Business, 
Agricultural Chemistry, Industrial Mechanics and Military Tactics. 

There have been in attendance the past year 209 students: males, 137; 


females, 72. These have been drawn trom sixteen different Counties of 
the State. i 


Largest number at one time, 140. 
Average attendance for the three terms, a little over 100. 


1 
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Studies pursued have been Elementary and Common English, Higher 
English, Elementary Rhetoric and English Composition and Elocution, 
History of the United States, Mental Arithmetic, Advanced Arithmetic 
and Algebra; French, Latin and Greek Languages and Literature ; 
Military Tactics and Field Drill. 

The practical difficulty has been how to keep the students long 
enough to complete the prescribed curriculum of studies. The absence 
of means and any State aid to students in this institution has compelled 
the more advanced pupils to resort to teachiag much of the year; thus 
we have been doing, in a large degree, the work of a normal school. 
Some aid has been extended, through private charities, to indigent and 


worthy pupils, but nothing from any provision by the State. It is hoped 


that more can be done in the future to cheapen education and meet the 
wants of this worthy class by means of agricultural and mechanical in- 
dustry. à " 


EXPERIMENTAL FARM. 


The tract of land in the borough of Orangeburg, purchased by my 
predecessor in office for an experimental farm, consists of 116 acres lying 


- directly adjoining the grounds of Claflin University, and contains a 


dwelling house, barn and other out-buildings. 

About three-fourths of this tract has been under cultivation, thé bal- 
ance remaining in wood and timber lands. 

The soil is generally good, and, when properly improved, capable of 
making a first class farm. Cows can be kept for a supply of milk for a 
large family; corn, potatoes and other vegetables can be produced for 
the supply of the table; wood for the fires, and lumber for fences, repairs, 
&c., cau be taken from the land aud thereby cheapen somewhat the 
ex penses of living, and furnish to those willing to labor the ways and * 
means by which to educate themselves by their own industries. 

The management of the farm has so recently come into the hands of 
the present Secretary that few of these benefits have as yet acerued to the 
school; and the uncertainty of receiving funds for a suitable outfit in 
teams, implements, &c., will also prevent, to a considerable extent, the 
receiving of these benefits the current year. A large portion of the land 
has been rented at a fixed price for the season, but a small part will be 
cultivated for the benefit of the boarding department, and also to pro- 
vide students an opportunity for manual labor as a means of support to 
some extent. 

If suitable appropriations are made to the institution the present year 


it is confidently expected that the next annual report will present a 


more hopeful view of this important interest of the Agricultural College. 
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FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


The donation made by Congress for an Agricultural College and Me- 

chanics’ Institute was 180,000 acres of land, which was sold for 721 

cents per acre,'amounting to $130,500. This amount was invested in 

_ six per cent. bonds of the State of South Carolina at such a discount as 

to aggregate $191,800, "These bonds were disposed of by the officials for 

the benefit of the State from October 25, 1870. 

Annual interest of these bonds et, EES $11,508 
Interest for five years, last Oetober Tur 51,540 


On this accrued interest two appropriations have been made, amount- 
ing to $21,508, but only $11,836 have actually been paid, leaving an 
amount of interest due October last, $45,704. The endowment of the 
institution would, in justice, stand as follows :

. An appropriation of $10,000 was made one year ago towards meeting 
the interest on the bonds, but only $5,000 was received during the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1875. Of this amount $1,800 went into the 
running expenses of the college. ! 

The Legislature has recently made provision for certain deficiencies of 
last year, by which the sum of $5,000 will be received, to be applied in 
part payment for the farm, leaving an indebtedness of $3,711.62 on the 
same still due. 

It is hoped that the Legislature will make the necessary provision for 
paying the annual interest on the bonds, and thereby furnish the means 
by which the college can pay a suitable corps of Professors, and develop 
its course of study and Agricultural and Mechanical Industries, 

A library for genera] reading and scientific reference, and a suitable 
philosophical apparatus for use in ex 


perimental science, are among the 
things much needed. : 


This can be done, and the college made a credit to the old Palmetto 
Btate, if adequate means be provided, but not otherwise. 
that a Committee from the General Assembly will visit 
during the year and acquaint themselves with its work.

REPORT OF TESTIMONY 


IN THE 


CASE OF IMPEACHMENT | 


OF 


MONTGOMERY MOSES, 


JUDGE OF SEVENTH JUDICIAL CIRCUIT. 
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COURT*OF IMPEACHMENT. 


WEDNESDAY, MARCH 8,1 P. M. 


As soon as the Court was convened, Mr. Rion, of counsel for the ac- 
cused, asked the ruling of the Senate upon Rule 20 in the following 
respect, to wit: Whether, upon preliminary or interlocutory questions 
and motions, the Managers who speak shall follow each other, and the 
counsel for the respondent also speak in succession to each other; or 
whether the Managers and the counsel for the accused are to be allowed 
to alternate, subject to the limit of an hour for each side and the ruling 
already made as to the closing reply. 

After argument from Mr. Rion, for the respondent, and Gen. Elliott 
and Mr. Barnwell, on the part of the Managers, the Senate retired 
to discuss the question. The Senate then returned with the follow- 


ing decision : 


Resolved, That the Managers and the cbunsel for the respondent be 
allowed to alternate in their arguments upon all interlocutory and pre- 
liminary questions, subject to the limit of one hour. 


Gen. Elliott raised the point that the decision of the Senate estab- 
lished nothing; that it provided that the counsel and Managers could 
alternate in their arguments, but did not compel them to do so. 

The Chair ruled that, under the decision of the Senate, it was optional 
with either side whether they would alternate or not. 

Gen. Elliott then said that the Managers declined to avail them- 
selves of this privilege. 

Col. Rion stated that they would avail themselves of the privilege, 
and accepted the ruling with many thanks. 

Gen. Elliott announced that Gen. Wallace would conduct the exami- 
nation of the witnesses on the part of the Managers until further 
notice. 

Gen. Wallace then called Mr. Cullen Lark, who was sworn as the 
first witness on the part of the Managers. 
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Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 

. Where do you reside? 

. Laurens County. 

. What office do you hold ? 

. County Auditor. 

. Did you hold any other office in that County ? 

. I have been Judge of Probate of that County. 
. Were you Judge of Probate at any time while Judge Montgbmery 
Moses was Judge of the Circuit including the County of Laurens ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Col. Rion interposed the objection that the Managers had no right to 
ask the witness any question as to Moses being Judge until they had 
proved it or he had admitted it. 

Gen. Wallace: We do not propose to prove by this witness that Mont- 
gomery Moses was Judge. We insist that Montgomery Moses admitted 
in the pleadings that he was Judge. 

By consent the admission was made by the c unsel for the respondent 
that Judge Moses’ present commission commenced from the 16th of Au- 
gust, 1872. 

Gen. Wallace: We accept the admission for what it is worth. 

By Gen. Wallace: y 
. Were you Judge of Probate of Laurens County in August, 1872? 
- No, sir. 

. When did your office as«Judge of Probate expire? 

. In 1874. 

. When did it begin? 

sin 1872. 

. What time in 1872? 

. In November, 1872. 

. During the time that you were Probate Judge, did you have any 
conversation with Judge Montgomery Moses in relation to lending or 
borrowing money ? 
. Col. Rion objected, that the Managers should state to what Article this 
interrogatory applied; and also asked that the witness be instructed to 
withhold his answer to any question objected to until the objection was 
ruled upon. He also asked a ruling upon the point as to whether the 
Managers were not bound to tell to what Article of Impeachment any 
question they should ask related, when requested to do so by respondent's 
counsel, 

Gen. Wallace argued that in a Court of Impeachment, neither the 
life, liberty or property of the respondent being in jeopardy, as in Courts 
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of common law, the same strictness could not be applied to the introduc- 


tion of testimony as in those Courts; but rather, the safety of the public 


interest being the question before the Court, the Senators were supposed 
to be intelligent enough to accept and weigh the testimony as statesmen 
rather than mere lawyers. He said, further, that he considered it 
suffieiently plain to what Article the question related. 

Gen. Elliott: We do not see how this objection can hold good. The 
question was, * Have you had any conversation at any time with Judge 
Montgomery Moses in relation to borrowing money?" The counsel 
knows that the Articles charge Judge Moses with receiving or attempt- 
ing to get certain moneys. Do the counsel say that they cannot tell to 
what Article the question tends ? ` 

Col. Rion: We say so, upon our honor. 

Gen. Elliott: While we cannot doubt any asseveration which comes 
from the learned counsel, we must still express our surprise that they 
do not-know. 

Col. Rion: We ask that if counsel do not, through courtesy, grant us 
our request, that the Senate will pass an order compelling them to do so. 
We ask that the Senate adopt an order that when either side inquire to 
what a question propounded by the other side applies, that the side from 
which the question proceeds shall announce to what it tends. 

Gen. Wallace: If a rule of this character should be adopted the 
manner of conducting their case would be taken outof the hands of 
the Managers, and would be prescribed to them by the Senate. 

Col. Rion submitted his motion in writing, and a direct vote was taken 
upon it, and resulted as follows : 

Yeas, 3; nays, 19. So the Senate refused to pass the order. 

By General Wallace: 

Q. While you were Judge of Probate of Laurens County did you have 
any conversation with Judge Montgomery Moses in relation to borrow- 
ing or lending money ? 

Col. Rion: We object to that question. We can find no Articles re- 
ferring to borrowing or lending money, therefore the question is not ap- 


„plicable to the case. 


The question was submitted in writing, and the Chair ruled that the 
question was relevant to the whole issue, and admissible. 

Col. Rion appealed from the ruling of the Chair, and upon a vote of 
the Senate the ruling was sustained. 

Q. Mr. Lark, will you answer the question: Did you, while Probate 
Judge of Laurens County, have any conversation with Judge Mont- 
gomery Moses in relation to borrowing or lending money ? 

A. I did. 

Q. State what that conversation was, 
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A. In 1873, during the term of Court at Laurens, Judge Moses came 
up to hold Court. During that time, one evening he asked me if I had 
any money to dispose of—that he wanted to borrow a little. My reply 


was, that I did not have it. 
What did he reply ? 
Well, he insisted that I did have it. 
Well, go on; tell the whole conversation. 
Well, that is about the conversation. 
. How did he say you had it, Mr. Lark? 
. He did not say how. . 
. Did he suggest any way by which you might control it? 
No, sir. 
. Did Judge Moses tell you that you had any money under your 
TEN or did he not? 
Col. Rion objected to the interrogatory, as being a leading one. 
Gen. Wallace argued against the objection, and during which the 
Senate, as a Court of Impeachment, adjourned for a recess till 73 P. M.

NIGHT SESSION. 


Mr. Swails objected that no impeachmeut could be tried except in 
presence of the Commons, which, in this instance, were the House of 
Representatives, and moved that a message be sent to that body to 
inform them that the Senate was sitting as a Court of Impeachment and 
ready to proceed with the trial. 

The Chair said that a message had already been sent to that effect. 

Gen. Elliott said that the Board of Managers were present and ready 
to proceed. 

Pending the consideration of the objection made by Mr. Swails, the 
Committee of the Whole of the House of Representatives came into the 
Senate Chamber and took the seats prepared for them. 


- 


The witness, Mr. Cullen Lark, resumed the stand. 7 


The Chair asked if the Managers or the counsel for respondent had 
anything further to say on the question of the admissibility of the inter- 
rogatory under discussion at the time the Court adjourned for a recess. 

The Chair stated the question to be, ** Did Judge Moses tell you that 
you had any moneys under your control, or did he not?" and that the 
objeetion raised by respondent's eounsel was that the question was a 
leading one. 

Gen. Elliott, for the Managers, objected to further argument on the 
part of counsel for respondent, and demanded the enforcement of Rule 
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20, as previously construed by the Court. This Rule he said provided 
that the mover of an objection should make it, and then should be fol- 
lowed by the Managers, after which discussion should cease. He sub- 
mitted that respondent’s counsel had waived his right to further hearing 
by having ‘made his argument and taken his seat. 

Col. Rion asked for the ruling of the Chair as to the right of counsel 
to avail themselves of the privilege to alternate under the order passed 
this morning. 

The Chair ruled that the order passed in the morning would stand as 
the order of the Court. 

Gen. Elliott held that, under this order, it was entirely optional with 
the Managers and the counsel for respondent whether they would alter- 
nate or not. g 

Senator Swails said that he understood that the Senate had passed an 
order settling the Rule, and he did not know what they would do, for the 
Mavagers understood the ruling one way, the counsel for the respondent 
another way, and the Senate themselves, perhaps, another. He moved, 
therefore, that the Senate retire, that they might definitely settle the 
construction of the Rule. 

This motion was rejected. 

Gen. Wallace, for the Managers, desired the ruling of the Chair, 
whether respondent’s counsel, being the actor in relation to the question 


under consideration, and having failed to proceed in accordance 


with Rule 20 and the decision of the Senate thereupon, had not waived 
his right to make any further argument upon the objections to the ques- 
tions put to the witness. 

The Chair submitted the question to the Senate. The yeas and nays 
were taken, and resulted as follows: 

Yeas, 1; nays, 21. So the Senate allowed the counsel to proceed. 

Mr. Rion then continued his argument in support of the objection. 

After further argument by Mr. Wallace for the Managers, by Mr. 
Youmans for the respondent, and Gen. Elliott for the Managers, the 
President overruled the objection, and decided that the question and its 
answer were admissible. 

Mr. Rion asked that a formal vote be taken as to whether the question 
propounded by the Manager was a proper one, and should be answered 


by the witness. 


The Senate decided by a vote of 18 to 8 that it was. 


Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 
Q. Dia Judge Moses tell you that you had moneys under your control, 


-or did he not? 
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A. He did not tell me that I had moneys under my control. He 
remarked that I did. 

Q. To what did the remark of Judge Moses refer ? 

A. I cannot say, further than that I had money in my possession. 
The remark led me to conclude that he was aware that I had money in 
my possession. 

Q. What money? 

A. I do not know what money. 

Q. State the facts upon which your opinion is based, Mr. Lark? 

A. At the time that the conversation occurred between Judge Moses 
and myself my impression was that he alluded to some funds that 1 had 
privately. 

Q. What made you think so? 

A. I did not think that he would approach me by calling upon me 
for public funds. 

Q. Then you understood him throughout as referring entirely to your 
private funds? 

A. That was my impression. I did not understand him as referring to 
any other funds. 

Q. You did not understand that he referred to any other funds ? 

A. I did not. 


Cross- Examination 
Waived by counsel for respondent. 
C. P. Sullivan sworn, for the Managers. 


Direct Examination, 


By General Wallace: 

Q. Where do you reside? 

A. At Laurens Court House, South Carolina. 

Q. What is your profession ? 

A. An attorney-at-law. 

Q. Do you practice in the Courts of Judge Moses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the manner of Judge Moses in discharging the business of 
his Court, as to promptitude and dispatch ? 

A. Well, sir, in order to answer that question intelligibly, I had 
better go back to the time that Judge Moses commenced the administra- 
tion of his office. According to the best of my recollection he was elected 
in the early part of 1871. | 


| 
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D 
Col. Rion objected to the question, on the ground that the witness could 
only testify to those matters which had transpired during Judge Moses' 
present term of office; that as to his previous terin he was already out 
of office, and, therefore, for what had transpired during that term he could 
not be tried by impeachment, which looked only to his removal from 
office. | 
He said: We admitted this morning that Judge Moses was Judge on 
the 26th day of August, 1872. They accepted that admission, but 
afterwards qualified their acceptance by saying “ for what it is worth.” 
They are bound to prove when Judge Moses was Judge. They may 
now put the commission in evidences if they choose, and save time. 
We offered to the Managers one commission ; they refused it and asked 
for the other commission. The other matter is irrelevant, as we will 
endeavor to show. We hold that Judge Moses cannot be impeached for 
the term that has expired; that no officer can be impeached after he is 
out of office for anything that transpired while he was in office. There 
can be no trial for any offense for which there is no punishment. In the 
United States impeachments only go to removal from officg, and disqual- 
ification for holding office at any subsequent time. According to the 
Constitution of South Carolina, Article VII, disqualification does not 
follow impeachment. Judgment shall not extend further than removal 
from office; therefore, when a Judge is out of office, no other punishment 
can be inflicted. 
Suppose Judge Moses had not been elected a second time, how could 
he be tried for anything committed before the second term of office? 
Gen. Wallace: We do not understand that we are going to try an 
officer who is out of office. The officer is in office now, and that sentence of 
removal from office can be carried out. The argument of my friend 
amounts to just this, that if Judge Moses had been guilty of an im- 
peachable offense before his second election, and was elected a second 
time before that fact came to the knowledge of the Legislature, he could 
not be impeached. There has been no interregnum since he was first 
elected, and we hold that Judge Moses has been continuously in office 
“since he was elected on his first term. 

“Mr. Youmans, in behalf of the respondent, said: The real argument 
on the part of the Managers is, that because the Judge is in office now, 
he may be impeached for anything done before he was in office; no mat- 
ter what or when committed. You might as well go back to the crimes 
committed by him in his cradle or the offenses of his boyhood or his hot 
youth. We were not apprised of this; we thought that this investigation 
was to be confined to the offenses committed by the respondent during 
the present term of his office. 

Pending further discussion, the Court then adjourned until to-morrow, 
(Thursday, March 9), at 1 P. M.

C. P. Sullivan, Esq., was recalled as a witness for the State, the ques- 
tion before the Court being whether it was competent for the witness to 


answer the following question propounded by Mr. Manager Wallace the 


evening before: “In what manner has Judge Moses discharged his duties 
asto promptitude and dispatch ?" Gen. Elliott, upon this point, said that 
the Managers assumed that, under the rules adopted by the Senate, it was 
now their province to close the arguments upon the objection. Mr. 
Rion said that they had not exhausted their time, having twenty-six 
minutes left. He had nothing more to say at present, however. 

Gen. Elliott said that the Managers were entitled to the reply ; that 
they proposed to make but one argument, which they desired should 
finally close the argument. 

Col. Rion: If the Managers do not choose to maké an argument they 
need not do so, and the question is ready for the decision of the Senate. 

Gen. Elliott said that this would either cut the Managers off from all 
reply or compel them to speak when they did not wish it. 

Col. Rion said that if this mode of practice was allowed it would 
reverse the order of the Senate, and would compel the respondent’s 
counsel to speak in succession. 

The President said that it seemed to the Chair that the matter had 
better be submitted to the Senate, and that a formal vote be taken, in 
order that it might be definitely settled. 

After further argument, the Chair ruled that the respondent’s counsel 
must either fill up their remaining time before argument from the other 
side, or else waive the right to argue further on the question. 

Mr. Rion asked for a formal vote of the Senate on the ruling of the 
Chair, which was taken, and resulted in a decision that the respondent's 
counsel must proceed as ruled by the Chair. 

Mr. Baxter, for the respondent, then said: Thisis a criminal proceeding, 
and the respondent has been arraigned, and consideration ought to be 


given to the rules of evidence which prevail in Courts of common law. . 


Mr. Baxter here cited Paschall’s Annotated Constitution, page 185. Con- 
tinuing, he said: The case should be governed by the strict rules gov- 
erning a Court of Sessions. It is now a question at Washington whether 
a man who has resigned his office can be impeached for anything done 
while in office. That i is admitted to be a doubtful question. - According 
to the Constitution of the United States, impeachment might work 
farther punishment than removal from office, but could not under the 
Constitution of South Carolina. Where there is no penalty at- 
tached to a Statute making a certain act an offense, the Statute is 
void. The only penalty this Court can inflict is removal from 
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office. Can the Court recall the late commission? It can only 
recall the present one—that is the whole punishment that can 
be inflieted if the impeachment is carried out. Our proposition is 
to marrow this down to the four years during which he holds his commis- 
sion ; his previous acts have been condoned by his subsequent election. 

Gen. Elliott, on the part of the Managers, then said: The question 
before the Court is this—that we are estopped from proving any- 
thing connected with the official conduct of Judge Moses prior 
tothe 26th of August, 1872—the commencement of his present term. 
The Senate has decided that the certainty required in an indietment 
at common law is not required here. We charge, “at various times 
and places, during the time that he occupied the position of Judge." 

. We must only prove that the offenses were committed while he was 
Judge. We wish to show that these practices of the respondent were 
continuous. The rule as to indictments at common law is that it is: 
not necessary to prove the offense to hav» been committed on the day 
of the month and year specified in the indictment. Any day, before 
or after, within the Statute of Limitations, is sufficient.—Bishop’s 
Crim. Proc., Vol. 1, Sec. 251; Comm. vs. Alfred, 4 Dana, 496; Johnson 
vs. United States, 3 McLean, 89; State vs. Newsom, 2 Jones, N. C., 173. 
It is, Senators, the unvarying and well-settled doctrine of the common 

_ law to which the learned counsel have so often and so earnestly ap- 

. pealed. But their position is a little singular. At one moment they 
would have us fettered by the strict and rigid rules of the common law, 
and at the next moment they seek to escape its obligations and to repu- 
diate and disregard all its sanctions. 

As to the question whether an officer is impeachable for offenses com- 
mitted during a term of office which has expired, we have precedents to 
guide us in the decision of the objection now urged. 

Mr. Rawle, in his Commentaries on the Constitution of the United 
States, Chap. X XII, p. 213, lays down the doctrine that the liability to 
impeachment extends to all who have been, as well as to all, who are in 
publie office. In Blount's trial the same principle is held. 

This same objection that the counsel for the respondent here make was 

‘raised in the pleadings on the trial of the impeachment against Geo. $. 
Barnard, Judge of the Supreme Court of New York, and was, by the 
Senate of that State, overruled. One of the pleas set up in that case was 
that severai of the Articles charged offenses that were alleged to have been 
committed prior to the date of the commencement of his then present 
term of office. Mr. Beach argued in support of the plea and Mr. Van 
Cott against. The question being submitted to the Court, the plea was 
overruled by a decisive vote. In the impeachment case of Judge 
McCunn and the case of Judge Prindle, the trial being for offenses 
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for which he was removable from office, the same pleas were submitted 
and overrúled. We were challenged last evening to show one single 
case to support us in our view. We have shown many, and are quite 
content to leave the question to the Court for its ruling. * 

The vote was then taken upon the question, whether the Senate would 
sustain the objection of the respondent’s counsel, and a decision was 
rendered in the negative. 

Mr. Rion then asked that the Senate adopt the following order : 

* 


Ordered, 'That the Senate, sitting as a Court of Impeachment, adopt, 
for its government in matters of evidence, the rules adopted by the 
United States Senate in the trial of Andrew Johnson. 


The Senate refused to adopt the order by a unanimous vote. . 
The Chair then announced that the witness would proceed and answer 
the question. 


Direct Examination, 


By General Wallace : 


Q. What is the mauner of Judge Moses in discharging the business 
of his Court, as to promptitude and dispatch ? 
As I commenced stating yesterday, Judge Moses was elected in 1871, 
I think in the early part of that year. He came to Laurens to hold 
Court in June afterwards. There was no Jury Commissioner. The 
juries had been drawn by the Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners and the County Auditor. The question was made whether 
the juries could be recognized, by Mr. Earle, from Greenville, and Mr. 
Ball, on behalf of Mr. Jos. Crews, who held that the juries could not be 
recognized because they had not been drawn in conformity with the Act. 
I proposed that we should go on ; that it might be that litigants would 
accept the juries, and if a ruling was had in any case, the parties, as a 
matter of course, could appeal and take the case to the Supreme Court. 
But that proposition was not acceded to. It was really ruled that, the 
‘juries could not be recognized, at a time when there was no case before 
Court and no parties litigant. Col. Simpson and myself made argu- ` 
ments in favor of sustaining the drawing of the juries. We quoted 
authorities, among them the case of Barnwell against Barnwell, which 
was not exactly the case before the Court, but we considered that it in- 
volved a principle analagous. In that case the suit was referred to ar- 
bitrators. We thought that when the Legislature passed an Act that 
the Jury Commissioner, Chairman of the County Commissioners and 
the County Auditor should draw the juries, they established a law that 
was practical, so that the absence of no one of them might operate to 
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estop the working of the Court. We considered that as the jury had 
been drawn by two of the Board that it was legal. Judge Moses dis- 
charged the juries; he may have been right, and, again, we may have 
been right. There was no case before the Court, which, of course, 
failed in consequence of the ruling of Judge Moses, and then matters 
stood thus until 1872. We had no Jury Commissioner. : 

Q. Was there any judicial business transacted in the Court after the 
jury had been discharged ? ' 

A. I know of none except it may have been matters of course. We 
had no juries during that year. 

Q. Was there any equity business done ? ° 

A. I know of none of importance. There were two cases of appeals 
from the Probate Court, which were tried together by consent, and 
decided by Judge Moses. These were the only matters that I recollect. 

Q. Well, now go on to 1872. 

A. Governor Scott appointed A. W. Hayne as Jury Commissioner, 
but he was not confirmed by the Senate, and he refused to act; and 
there was a man named Sydney Armstrong appointed during the term 
of Governor Moses; whether he was confirmed or not I cannot say ; 
but he refused to act, and we never could get him to do anything ; and 
the business of the Court remained in that condition until 1874. 

Q. Was any judicial business that could be transacted without a jury 
transacted in 1871, 1872 and 1873? 

A. Very little, sir. The Judge came to the Court, passed a few 
orders of course, but I don’t know of any litigation. 


By Senator Whittemore : 
Q. Do you regard thé respondent as in any manner responsible for 
the fact that there was no Jury Commissioner in the years you have 


| alluded to ? 


A. Well, I suppose that was a matter devolving upon the Legislature, 
the Governor and the Senate. I can't say that the Judge was responsi- 
ble. I don't know that he had any power or control over it. It 
belonged to the Governor, I should think, and the Senate to decide 


: whether they would give us a Jury Commissioner or not. 


By Senator Whittemore: 

Q. Is he, in any manner, to blame for not holding Court during that 
time, in your opinion ? | 

Col. Rion said: “ We will not object to that question, but we do not 
waive our right to object to other questions, either leading or tending to 
draw out hear-say evidence or matters of opinion.” 

By the witness : 

A. Well, I do not think there was any use in his holding Court at all 
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during that period. I regarded that the portals of the Courts of justice 
were closed against the citizens of Laurens. 


By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Did all the bar of Laurens concur with you in that opinion ? 

A. I do not know that we ever discussed that question, but I think the 
public agreed witn me that the portals of the Courts of justice were 
closed. 

Q. By what means? 

A. The failure of the Legislature to provide us with a law that would 
give us juries. ` ‘ 

Q. Do you remember whether that question was discussed in the 
Court House. 

A. Well, I think it was suggested that we could do some equity busi- 
ness, but I did not think we could do anything till we had decided a 
great many cases on the law docket. A great many bills had been 
filed in equity for injunction, marshalling assets, &c., which I did not 
think could be disposed of until the law cases had been proceeded with. 

Q: You said that during the years 1871, 1872 and 1873 you consid- 
ered the Court closed; what closed it? 

A. Well, the refusal of Judge Moses to recognize the juries drawn. 

Q. Was a case pending when that ruling was made? 

A. No, sir; not to my recollection. 


By Senator Whittemore: 

Q. Have you consulted the bar of Laurens as to their co-incidence in 
your opinion as to the propriety of Judge Moses holding Court within 
the time mentioned by you when there was no Jury Commissioner ? 

A. I knew of no difference of opinion amongst the bar, except on the | 
part of Mr. Ball and Mr. Earle. 

Q. What was the opinion of Watts and Pope? 

A. That was a different time; I remember that I wrote a letter to 
Messrs. Meetze and Whittemore desiring them to have an Act passed 
which would provide us with juries. The Act, passed 26th February, 
1873, was then pending, and I desired that it should be made to extend 
to Laurens County. But it only included Edgefield, Lexington and 
Spartanburg Counties. For some reason Laurens was left out. I sup- 
pose I could state, from information from others, why Laurens was not 
included, There was opposition from some quarters, but it is not proper 
that I should state it, as I do not know it myself. In 1873, probably in 
December, Governor Moses appointed a Jury Commissioner named 
Rutherford, who attended to the drawing of the juries in 1874-5. We 
had Courts in 1874, but nothing was done except equity business; there 
were no civil cases tried. i 
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Q. When you had juries, what was the manner of Judge Moses in 
discharging the business of the Court as to promptitude and dispatch ? 

A. Well, the Court went on very slowly; we never got to the’ civil. 
business; he went on with the sessions; there never had been a case tried 
where there was a verdict in a civil case till May, 1875. 

Q. Now, go on; repeat your former remark. 

A. According to my recollection, he did not hold a full term of any 
Court in Laurens, the time allowed by law. In May, 1875, I think he 
held the longest term we have ever had—about two weeks—and there 
was a great deal of business done. 

Q. What was the character of the business ? 

A. It consisted principally of debts contracted before the war and 
some during the war. In most of the cases the parties had to comply 
with the Ordinance of the Convention or the Corbin Act. They in- 
volved, principally, matters of calculation, and the lawyers just made 
out their verdict and the juries signed them. In this way about one 
hundred and forty or one hundred and fifty cases were disposed of. 
There were two land cases, but I do not remember any other that in- 
volved much discussion. 

Q. Were there full terms during the year 1875? 

A. No, sir; nor any other year as. long as Judge Moses has been 
Judge. 

Q. Will you just state what was Judge Moses’ manner of conducting 
the business of the Court ? 

A. I think he did the best he could; but it was a slow coach. 

Q. Slow in what respect ? 

A. Well, it was very tedious in the examination of witnesses, and the 
decision of eases involved a great deal more time than the Courts used 
to take before the war. 

Q. What effect did those delays have upon suitors? 

A. A most disastrous effect. Some cases have been on the dockets of 
Laurens Court House for nine or ten years, and some for more than ten 
years; and the plaintiffs have been lying out of their money; some of 
them-have left the country. I had two tracts of land sold last sales day 
belonging to people who have left the country. Creditors have lost their 


` remedy by defendants becoming insolvent while waiting for judgment. 


Q. What effect have these delays had upon the community of Laurens 


County ? 
A. A very bad effect. It has injured the credit of the people seriously, 


and their pecuniary interests, by parties going away and wasting their 


property and encumbering it with other claims. 
Q. Did you say there was or was not a jury in 1875? 
A. Yes, sir; in May, 1875, that was the time when more business was 


done than any other time during the term of Judge Moses. 
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Q. Be a little more particular as to the manner in which Judge Moses 
did business in 1875. 

A. Well, we had a rule of the bar that we would admit the written 
contract sued on unless the defendant would swear that he never signed 
the papers. If it was a new debt, a verdiet was taken for the whole 
amount. If the debt was an old one, it was scaled under the Corbin 
Act ot the Ordinance of the Convention. 

By whom were the verdiets made up? 

. By the couusel. 

. Where did the juries go to sign them ? 

. The juries very seldom left their seats; it was not necessary. 

. How many litigated cases were tried at the May Term of 1875? 

. Tam not able to state the exact number, but my general statement 
would be that there were very few. 

Q. Have the Trial Justices in your County been irying cases from 
1871 up to now? 

A. Yes, sir ; and there is a docket of appeal from them, and there has 
never been one of those cases tried by Judge Moses. 

Q. What effect upon thé community has that state of things had ? 

A. Well,it was very bad, because it looked like they could not get 
justice, and induced the people to do what they would not otherwise 
have done. : 

Q. What was the class of cases appealed from the Trial Justices and 
on the calendar of Judge Moses’ Court? 

A. Well, assaults and batteries, suits on debts, unlawful conversion of 
personal property, not exceeding one hundred dollars in value. There 
were also appeals from the Probate Court. An appeal from the Probate 
Court was attempted to be brought upin Judge Moses’ Court in Laurens, 
but we did not try it then. By consent, it was heard by him at Cham- 
bers at Newberry. It went back to the Probate Court, in pursuance of 
his decree. Those were the only cases that I know of. 

Q. How many were there? 

A. There were two, in the first place, tried together. There was a third 
one against Major Young's estate. "These were the only cases that Judge 
Moses heard either in open Court or at Chambers. I was going on to the 
September Term of last year. The most of that term was devoted to 
the transaetion of civil business; very little of the Sessions business was 
done. The Court adjourned on Saturday, the first week of the term. 
But Judge Moses was not to blame for that. "The bar suggested that 
the Court adjourn. 


Q. What effect would ordinary diligence on the part of the Judge 
have had? 


A. Well, I think the cases might have been heard. A great deal 
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more might have been done since we have had a Jury Commissioner. 
We have never had an extra term of the Court. 

Q. What is the condition of the dockets now ? 

A. There is a great deal of business on them. The Clerk is here with 
the dockets, and can explain them. 

Q. Upon whose motion did the Court adjourn in 1875? 

A. In 1875 there was no motion to adjourn at all. 

Q. Upon whose motion in the Summer Term in 1875 did the Court 
adjourn? 

A. No one's, 

Q. Was any reason assigned, and what was it, why the Court was ad- 
journed before the legal time? 

A. I never heard of any. We lost one term in consequence of the 
Act of 1874 requiring Court to be held at Laurens and Union at the 
same time. The Court at Laurens failed, and I suppose the Court at 
Union failed too. Who procured the passage of that Act Ido not 
know. I never heard of it till it was done If it would please the 
Managers, I will state what happened in January of this year, 1876. 
Judge Moses attended, and objection was made, on the part of the Jury 
Commissioner, that he was involved in some charges made as to the 
drawing of the juries; that allegations of fraud were made against him 
in the public prints. The question was whether Judge Moses would recog- 
nize the juries. The Judge discharged the juries. A majority of 
the bar were of opinion that the Court of Common Pleas could not sit, 
and so expressed it, and he acceded to that and discharged the juries, 
and no business was done. 

Q. What officials were defendants in the Court of Common Pleas at 
Laurens during Judge Moses’ term ? 

A. Well, Mr. Crews was; he was acting as Lewis Dial’s agent. He 
objected to the juries, either in person or through his attorney, Mr. 
Earle. I was attorney for Lewis Dial in a number of cases, but I did 
not make any objection of that kind. 

On motion of Mr. Whittemore, the Court, at 3:25 o’clock, took a recess 


till 7:30 o'clock P. M. 


NIGHT SESSION. 


C. P. Sullivan re-called for the State. 
Q. (By Mr. Wallace.) How many extra terms of the Laurens Court 
were held during 1872, 1874 and 1875? 
A. None. 
66 ` 
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Q. What days of the Court did Judge Moses arrive at the Court, asa 


general thing ? - 

A. I don’t remember; sometimes he would come the first day of the 
term and sometimes the second. 

Q. During 1871, 1872 and 1873 what became of the prisoners in the 
jail? 

A. We had no trials on that side of the Court. There were prisoners, 
however, bat I don’t know what became of them. 

Q. (By Mr. Whittemore.) You said that Judge Moses was a slow 


coach. Did you mean to say by that that he intentionally meant to 


delay business or wilfully retard justice ? 

A. I don’t know anything about Judge Moses’ will or intention. I 
only state the facts. I don't know whether he desired and intended to 
delay the business of the Court or not, but I have my opinion, and if it 
is competent I will give it to the Senate. Any how, I can state, the im- 
pression that was made upon my mind and upon the publie mind was 
that Judge Moses did not wish to discharge his duties, that he did not 
want to hold the Courts and discharge the business. I, with the general 
public, thought so then and think so now. 


Cross Examination 


Waived by respondent's counsel. 

Geo. Johnson sworn for the State. 

Q. (By Gen. Wallace.) Where do you reside? 

A. At Newberry Court House, 

Gen. Wallace here stated that, by consent of respondent's counsel, they 
would put in the several dockets of Judge Moses’ Circuit as evidence, 
without proving them. 

Q. (By Gen. Wallace.) What is your profession, Mr. Johnson? 

A. An attorney-at-law, at Newberry. I was admitted to practice, I 
think, at the May Term, 1871,—the first term of the Court that Judge 
Moses ever held at that place. I have practiced at Newberry ever 
since, 0 E 

Q. What was the manner of Judge Moses, as to promptitude and dis- 
patch ? 

A. I cannot conceive that if he had wilfully desired to impede the 
progress of justice and delay the business of the Courts, how he could 
have succeeded better than he did. What his intention was is to be in- 
ferred from his acts. 

Q. What cases have you argued before Judge Moses in which the 
papers have been retained in his possession ? 

A. I have argued, at different times, several cases before him. At 
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this moment I don't remember but one. That was the case of Kibler 


against Gillam. It was a rule upon the Sheriff to show cause why he 
should not levy an execution and sell land in the possession of Kibler, ' 
which he claimed as homestead. 


Q. How long was this case retained by Judge Moses before the decree 
was rendered ? 


A. A decree has never been rendered. 
+ 


Q. When was the case put into his hands ? 

A. Execution was issued on the 23d of August, 1873. Shortly after- 
wards, on sales-day, the Sheriff refused to proceed with the sale until he 
had laid off homestead. The obligation upon which the judgment was 
founded was a contract previous to the war. Upon his refusal we had 
a rule served upon him, and he put.in a return to the rule. When 
Judge Moses was spoken to he said that he would retain the papers until 
a case then pending in the Supreme Court had been decided. The 
United -States Supreme Court had already decided the question, 
and Judge Moses desired to see whether the Supreme Court of 
the State would conform to it. He has never given his decision. Sub- 
sequent judgments have been recovered against the same defendant, and 
the papers have never been retarned to us or to the Clerk’s office, so far 
as we have been able to find out. The land was sold under some of the 
judgments, on sales-day, 1875, so the papers were in his possession from 
October, 1873, till now. 

Q. What effect has the course of Judge Moses had upon the rights of 
suitors and the community ? 

A. It was equivalent to a complete abolition of the judicial branch of 
the government, except in this particular, that we had all the repressive 
machinery without the corresponding benefits. I don’t mean to say that 
there were no cases tried, but that was the general tenor of his adminis- 
tration. For instance, the cases of Cleary against Reid, and Cleary against 
Eddy, have been on the docket for sixteen consecutive terms. 

Q. How many full terms did Judge Moses hold at Newberry? 

_A. My impression is that when he first came there was one term when 
he held a full Court, that is, he occupied the time, but I know that the 
business transacted was not correspondent with the time he consumed 
in 

Q. How many cases on the Sessions docket were tried in 1871? 

A. The witness here submitted and read from a memorandum a state- 
ment of all the cases tried in the Sessions Court at Newberry, together 
with those otherwise disposed of from 1871 to 1876, as follows :

In these 15 terms there had been docketed 479 cases, and only 122 
were tried—an average of 81 to each term. This does not include the 
‘contingent docket. If you add the, number disposed of on this docket 
you will have an average of 111 eases to the term. The nature of the 
cases on the contingent docket were mostly rules against defaulting wit- 
nesses and jurors, and they were mostly nol prossed or continued. 

Q. What became of the cases on the Sessions docket when the 
number before one Court was larger than at the succeeding Court ? 

A. A considerable number of them were nol prossed. 

The witness then submitted a statement of the cases on the Civil 
‘docket, and the number that had been tried, as follows: `

The whole number of cases disposed of was 179, an average of 54 to a 
term. This does not include judgments by default. Adding them it would 
make the average 11 3-16 cases to the term. 
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Q. Explain Calendar number six. 

A. The complaint is served; no defense being made, you go into 
Court, have an order prepared to refer it to the Clerk to ascertain the. 
amount due; the Judge simply signs it; then have the Clerk of the 
Court, if it is a matter of money demand, to make out a report, and the 
Judge simply signs that. The only work the Judge has to do is to 
listen to the reading of the papers and sign two orders. The only ex- 
ceptions were two cases of divorce, wherethe testimony was taken before 
a Referee. 

Q. How many terms were you without a jury ? 

A. I donot think we had one term without a jury. 

Q. What was the cause of the delays in the trial of cases? 

A. I am unable to say, except that I think another Judge might 
have done better. 

Col. Rion objected to this answer. 

Gen. Wallace: We do not insist upon the answer. 

The witness continued: Well, owing to delays,-quite a number of 
cases were settled by the parties themselves, rather than wait for de- 
cisions. 

Q. What effect did this settlement have upon the rights of parties ? 

A. I could not answer, except in cases under my own observation. ` 
There the legitimate determination of the suit was not looked for in the 
settlements made. They were simply after some settlement that would 
get rid ofthe delay and grant them a certain proportion of the relief 
desired. 

Q. Did you bave any conversation with Judge Moses as to the 
Laurens Court? 

A. I called on him at one time, I think it was immediately after his 
return from one of the Courts at Laurens, on some business. The sub- 
ject of the Laurens Court was referred to. I remarked that the people 
of Laurens seemed very much stirred on account of the failure of Courts 
there. He replied that the people of Laurens would not have any 
Courts until they made terms with Joe Crews. This was at the hotel 
at which he was staying then, and it must have been his first term, for 
shortly after his second term began he took a house and settled in 
Newberry. , 

Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Baxter: 

In answer to Mr. Baxter's questions the witness said: 

I was admitted to the bar in May, 1871, the first term Judge Moses 
ever held in Newberry. My practice was not larger than that of most 
beginners. I was absent from Court part of that time about four months; 
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I forget what year it was. I did not miss more than one term. The 
usual praetice is to open the Sessions first. Case after case was con- 
tinued on the Sessions calendar, but the greater portion nol. prossed. 

I do not suppose there was any case left open on the Sessions calen-- 
dar in which no order was marked on the calendar at any one of these 
terms, but I cannot remember. I cannot recollect that there was any 
ease on the Sessions calendar that does not seem to have been called, 
except the contingent calendar. There is a very considerable amount of 
Sessions business in Newberry, but it is on account of the delays that have 
occurred. [ would not be willing to say it was an unusual amount of 
business, because I am not well aequainted with the Sessions calendars 
in those Counties, but I do not think it was unusual. J think I could 
count over on my fingers all the murder cases tried by Judge Moses in 
that County. There have been several murder cases tried. We had but 
one murder case transferred from other Circuits to our County, if I re- 
member correctly. "That was, perhaps, the longest we ever had. That 
was the case of the State against Glover. It was tried twice. There was 
a mis-trial the first time, and an acquittal the second time. In my esti- 
mate I have given credit for the mis-trials as cases tried. The case of 
Glover is put down twice. The practice is to go on with the Sessions 
business first. There do not appear to have been any cases on the Ses- 
sions calendar that had been tried at the May Term, 1872, nor at the 
July Term, 1874. It happened more than once that the entire term of 
two weeks was consumed by the Sessions business unnecessarily. I say 
unnecessarily, because there was a manifest determination not to get to 
the Common Pleas. The Court was employed all the time unnecessarily. 
I say unnecessarily, because of this manifest determination. The Court 
Was in session and business going on, the Court convening at ten o’clock 
and adjourning about half-past two or three. I can only recall one or 
two instances in which cases were tried after night in the Sessions, and 
those were murder cases, and that was generally because they were wait- 
ing for the verdict of the jury which had gone out after hearing the case; 
not because the case was being tried in the Court. Just at this moment 
I do not remember a case where a witness was examined after nine 
o'clock at night. 

Q. Can you tell the time Thompson was examined in the case of the 
State against Thompson ? 

A. I now remember that that case progressed into the night. 

Q. Because your memory is refreshed ? 

A. Yes,sir; but at the same time I mean to leave the answer I first 
gave as it stood, that cases rarely went.into the night, except when they 
were waiting for the verdict of a jury. 

. Q. Did Judge Moses receive the full co-operation of the Solicitor? 
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A. Ido not think he did; but I think Judge Moses could have cor- 
rected that if he had chosen. 

Q. How could he? Could he have stopped him from drinking ? 

A. He could have taken measures to stop it. 

Q. Has he not sometimes been absent from Court ? 

A. Yes, sir ; but some iawyer was always appointed to act in his place, 
under whose charge the business went on more efficiently. I have been 
pleased to observe that when you were appointed the business was trans- 
acted more promptly and efficiently. 

Q. Have not the delays in the Sessions been owing to the fact that in 
felony cases prisoners had the. right to challenge from the whole array, 
and that frequently Court was kept waiting for the jurors to come in? 

A. Sometimes such was the case, but the majority of cases were misde- 
meanors. 

Q. Was it not the practice of the Court to allow the privilege of ar- 
raignment, and the same number of challenges in cases of grand larceny? 

A. Yes; but in giving my evidence I remembered that these cases of 
felony were there as in all Courts. I meant even witn the business 
before it. There were other cases the Court might have attended to. 

Q. Who had the power to nol. pros. ? 

A. The Solicitor. 

Q. It was done by him, then, and-not by the Court? 

A. Frequently by conference between the Court and the Solicitor. 
The official act, of course, was by the Solicitor. This was a disposition of 
the cases, but without the work of a trial. 

Q. What has been the practice of Judge Moses as to Docket Number 
Six? Does he not call it the first day of the term ? 

A. He calls it, but he does not devote the entire time to it, because he 
alternates it with the criminal cases. In the cases on Calendar Number 
Six every paper had to be read. I do not remember a case where they 
were not read. Judge Moses had repeatedly remonstrated with the bar 
at the number of terms cases remained upon the calendars, but as re- 
peatedly continued them when asked to try them. ? 

Q. Did not Judge Moses do a considerable amount of business. at 
Chambers ? 

A. I have never been able to get him to do much of it for me at 
Chambers, and he usually retains the papers without giving a decision. 

Q. Do you know in what cases reports have not been filed ? 

A. There is a case before myself as Referee, in which no report has 
been made, and I have no excuse for not having made one. I told Mr. 
Baxter that I had no excuse, and he said, “ well, hurry up with it; it don't 
make much difference anyhow ; it won't be reached." 

Mr. Baxter: I did not say so. Have I not asked for a report? 

A. Yes, sir. 


* 
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Q. How many times have you been asked for it? 

A. Frequently. 

Q. When was the argument made? 

A. The report ought to have been in long ago, and could have been 
in. 

Q. Is it not a fact that Judge Moses bore much blame for not bring- 
ing up business? 

A. I know that cases were not prepared because they were not ex- 
pected to be reached. 

Q. Is it not due to a defect in the law; that we do not know when 
the Sessions will end ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And are not bills sometimes found which we do not know of, and 
which will cause the Sessions to continue longer, so that we do not like 
to summon our witnesses ? 

A. We never or but rarely subpcena witnesses for the Common Pleas, 
because we do not expect to reach it. 

Q. What are your personal feelings towards Judge Moses ? 

A. Well,sir, I have a great contempt for him as a judicial officer, 
but, personally. I have no ill will towards him ; I think he is an incubus 
upon the community, and on that ground I dislike him. 

Mr. J. F. I. Caldwell was called for the Managers, and was sworn.

Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 
. Where do you reside? 
. Newberry Court House. 
. What is your profession ? 
. An attorney at law. 

. In what Court ? 

A. I practice in all the Courts of the State that are held at Newberry 
Court House. 

Q. In the Court presided over by Judge Moses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In what manner did Judge Moses transact the business of his Court 
as to promptitude and despatch ? 

A. He is not prompt, sir. 

Q. What is the course of Judge Moses as to papers put in his hands 
after argument of cases? 

A. He has sometimes rendered his decisions in a short time, but has 
very frequently retained the papers a very considerable length of time 
before rendering his decisions. 

Q. Can you state some of those cases? 

o 
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A, Case of Robert P. Frank against H. W. Garlington et al., at Lau- 
rens, argued before him on demurrer about the first of June or last of 


May, 1873, and his decree was not filed until December, 1874. The case. 


of Caldwell, administrator, against Currilla Rutherford, administratrix, 
et al, was submitted on the pleadings at the May Term of 1874, the 
question being the construction of a former decree of his own, and his 
decision has not yet been rendered. ; 
. Do you know why it has not been rendered? 

. I have never heard any reason assigned by him or for him. 

. Were you an attorney in the case of Caldwell against Rutherford ? 
YES sir: ^ 

. Who, if anybody, has made application for a decree? 

. I have, repeatedly. 
Do you remember any other case? 
. Case of Richardson against Chappell,in the Common Pleas, at 
Newberry, argued before him iu September, 1872, and was not decided by 
him till the middle of August, [873. I am not able to give exact dates, 
but those are the months and years. That case is impressed upon my 
mind, becase I represented the doweress in it, and my client died a few 
days before the decree was rendered, aud I lost my fee. 
. From what cause? 

A. The estate in dower was only a life estate. 

Q. How old was the person? 

A. She was about eighty years old. 

Q. How long did the Judge retain the papers? 

A. About eleven months.

efen 
A. 
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. When the doweress happens to be very old, what is the customary 
defense? 
To delay the case as long as possible. 
| Q. For what end? 
A. In order that the doweress may die, and her estate may die without 
the action of the Court. 
Q. He accomplished that end in that case—by whose agency ? 
A. As far as I can see, by Judge Moses, as he delayed his decision. 
I might not have prevailed in the Supreme Court, but that is all a mat- 
ter of discussion. 
. Do you know about the case of Harrington and O'Neale ? 
. Yes, sir; I am the Referee in those cases. 
. Is that case determined ? 
. Not entirely. 
. What are the causes of delay ? 
. Well, that is rather a long history. It isa very many-sided case. 


Gen. Wallace: Well, don't answer the question then, in order to save 
time. A 


- 
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. Were there consent orders asked for in that case ? 

. Yes, sir. 

- With what success ? 

- They were all granted, as far as I know, except one. 
. State the circumstances in connection with that one. 
- I filed my report as Referee in the case on the assets of the estate ` 
as far as they were in the hands of the officer of the Court and upon 
claims against the estate on the 90th of April 1874. Within a day 
or two, certainly within three or four days after the report was filed, 
all the attorneys in the case agreed upon an order providing that the 
then Clerk of the Court, Jesse C. Smith, should, in accordance with 
arrangements suggested by the attorneys themselves, pay over to me 
about $5,000, and that Thomas M. Lake, late Clerk of the Court, should 
pay over to me as Referee a little over $20,000 for certain fees and 
claims of creditors. I was not present when the order was presented to 
Judge Moses. That order was- not signed till the 5th or 6th of June. 
That was a consent order. It was presented about the 25th of April. 
It was dated as signed on the 27th of May, but was not signed on that 
day. 

Q. In whose custody were the funds. which were ordered to be paid 
out ? 

A. The funds were partly in the hands of Mr. Jesse C. Smith, the 
then Clerk of the Court, and partly in the hands of Mr. Thomas M. 
Lake, the former Clerk of that Court,—the Court of Newberry County. 
They were both residents of the County. 

Q. What effeet did the manner of conducting business in the Court 
at Newberry have upon suitors already in the Court, and upon citizens 
outside, as regards their relations to each other and to business transac- 
tions ? 

A. That is a very general question. 

Gen. Wallace: I mean it to be so. 

A. I am satisfied from my observation that the citizens of the County 
generally have learned great contempt for the Court, and none of them 
feel that they will receive justice, certainly not on the civil side of the 
Court, within a reasonable time after bringing suit. A great many 
persons are prevented from bringing suit on account of the enormous and 
inexplicable delay. 

Q. Do you know whether clients have been advised with reference to 
that state of facts ? 

A. I have very frequently felt obliged to advise clients to accept very 
poor compromises on account of the delays they would be subjected to 
in the Court of Common Pleas. 4 

Q. Did you hear Mr. Johnson's testimony ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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^ Q. By whom was the paper from which he read prepared ? 

A. By him and myself. The statement of the Common Pleas calen- 
dars, the statement of the Sessions calendar and the Sessions contingent 
docket was corrected by Mr. Johnson and myself. 

Q. Were they taken from the dockets of Newberry County ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were they correct ? 

A. I think so, sir. I have felt upon my honor in the matter, and 
have given Judge Moses credit for trying more cases than I think he 
could, in justice, be said to have tried. We gave him credit for verdicts 
by consent and non-suits. There is only one error, speaking literally, 
that I can find in that statement. Taking Judge Moses' entries on the 
docket for the September Term, 1872, we did not give him credit for 
trying any case ; I am satisfied he did try two cases. 

Q. From whose entries on the dockets were the statements made 
taken ? 

A. From Judge Moses’. 


Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Baxter: 
Q. In the case of Richardson against Chappell, you represented no 
interest except that of the doweress? 


A. No other. " 

Q. There were other important interests in that case? 

A. Yes, sit 

Q. There was a question in that case new to the attorneys, was there - 
not ? s 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was this not the question: The liability of bonds of a testator in 


the hands of an alienee of a devisee? 
Yes, sir; you have stated the question. 
To whom was the case first referred ? 
To James Hemphill, of Chester. 7i 
Did he keep the case under advisement? 
Yes, sir; several months. 
Didn't he keep it nearly a year? 
I think not; I think he heard the case in January, 1872, or De- 
cember, 1871, and reported in June, 1872. 
Q. Was Judge Moses’ judgment in that case appealed from ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Do you remember how long the Court of Appeals kept it under 
advisement ? 
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A. A good while. I know it was sent back for argument twice on, 
interrogatories propounded by the Supreme Court. 

Q. Was it not set down two terms in the Supreme Court for argu- 
ment ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Didn't the Supreme Court still keep it for a long time? 

A. I am not informed. 

Q. Didn't they keep it longer than Judge Moses kept it? 

A. I don’t know that. You know that I had no interest in it after 
my client died. 

Q. Was not the other question in the case considered by counsel much 
more important than the dower? . 

A. I think not. Other peopte had more money in it than the 
doweress, but I think I never encountered more interesting cases. 

Q. Was Mrs. Chappel's dower resisted as fiercely as the other interests 
involved? Were we not almost willing to let Mrs. Chappel in? 

A. Well, you were liberal yourself, but I never knew an attorney 
more belabored than I was. I never had a friend in that case, except 
when I was fighting somebody else. 

Q. Was not quite a number of cases bound and intermingled with the 
case of Rutherford and Caldwell? 

A. Not as far as the decision of Judge Moses is concerned. "That is 
the only one of the Rutherford cases that does not reach into other cases, 
About the first of November, 1871, the case was argued on exceptions 
to Mr. Johnson's report, as Referee, and he announced his decision. I 
drew the order giving judgment, T. W. Caldwell never allowed me to 
issue execution in his lifetime, and after his death (he died more than a 
year after judgment rendered) I instituted suit, in the name of the ad- 
ministratrix of Caldwell, to be allowed to issue execution to enforce the 
judgment rendered in 1871. The parties answered, making an objection 
which I considered preposterous, and they did not think it necessary to 
argue the ease. It was put upon the docket and remained till May, 
1874. We submitted it io Judge Moses upon the papers, telling him that 
the only question was the construing his own decree of 1871. Ihave 
never seen the papers since, and don't know why. 

Q. There are a number of cases now upon the dockets’ in Newberry 
County ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Have you transacted much business at Chambers before Judge 
Moses ? 

A. I have taken a good many consent orders befóre Judge Moses at 
Chambers, but I do not remember that I ever made but four arguments 


-. at Chambers before him. 
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. Q. Have you found him prompt and accommodating ? 

A. He has usually been very polite to me, usually signed my orders 
at Chambers, and rarely put me off. I may say generally. that he has 
usually been prompt; sometimeshe has delayed me when I did not know 


the reason. : i 
Q. Has not his manner at Chambers facilitated business very much ? 


A. Not tbat I know of. 

Q. No contested cases were brought to Chambers, except by consent ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. About the O'Neale estate. When was suit first commenced in that 
case ? 

A. I had not been admitted to the Court of Equity when suit was 
first commenced in the case of O'Neale's estate. It was commenced about 
1866, or perhaps earlier; I had no connection with it till appointed Ref- . 
eree in 1874. 

Q Were not numerous orders passed in it before the present judieial 
system was adopted ? ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Judge Moses did not sign the consent order in that case exactly as 
proposed, did he? 

A. I do not remember any change made, except to require me to give 


bond. 
Q. It was the desire of the bar, for nearly every lawyer had an in- 
terest in it, that you should take the fund without security, was it not? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The Judge required a bond? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You gave bond? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were some calculations in that report reviewed ? 

A. Judge Moses had marked some calculations, and, at the time of 


signing the order, told me there were one or two he did not quite under- 
stand, but he did not specify them. I think they were in reference to 
notes bearing interest that he thought had grown into very gigantic 
dimensions in a few years. e 

Q. Was not one claim that of Budd C. Mattison? 

A. I know that one or both of Budd C. Mattison's notes bore annual 
interest. 

Q. Were minors concerned in that case? 

A. There were infants interested in the fund. 

Q. One special claim of Feaster or Boozer ? 

A. Yes; quite a large claim, but there were no minors interested in it. 
The only minor-of all interested in the affair was Mrs. Boozér's child: 
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but the Judge afterwards decided that she had an absolute estate in its 
under her adopted father’s will, upon the birth of a child. The largest 
claim against ONeale’s estate was James AL Young's. There was an 
infant interested in it—a married woman. 

Q. Was the claim represented by Messrs. Simpson & Simpson dispro- 
portionately large? 

A. Yes; Griffin, administrator of Martin. 

Q. Was that scrutinized? 

A. I do not know. It was contracted during the war, and the only 
question was in reference to Confederate currency. T scaled it aecording 
to the Corbin Act. 

Q. What period: has been allowed by law to the Court at Newberry 
since 1874? 

A. Forany onesession? The Act of the Legislature went into opera- 
tion the first of June or July, 1874, and gave us two weeks in January. 

Q. Have you had much practice in the Sessions of late? 

A. Not much, Iam not very familiar with the operation of the Court 
of Sessions for the last three years. I have had little to do with it. During 
one or two terms I have not put my foot into the Criminal Court except 
when I wanted to see somebody. 


Je Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. The case of Caldwell and Rutherford : You said that the intérests 
of infants were involved in that case. 

A. No,sir; it was in the case of O'Neale and Harrington. 

Q. Were they represented by counsel? 

A. The infants had only equitable rights; they had no ee demands 
there, and were not before the Court at all. 

Q. In the order Judge Moses heard and did not sign, did I under- 
stand you that he made the calculations over again ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You said Rutherford’s cases had become very much intermixed 
with other cases on account of the death of parties, and so forth? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What produced that result ? 

A. Well, I suppose you want to. know SEL Judge Moses con- 
tributed to that result. He has indirectly, but not immediately, in my 
opinion. The cases have been under reference, and I think the attorneys 
in those cases are very much to blame; I take my share of the blame. 
But I think we were indolent because aan Moses set us a bad example 
on the bench. 
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Q. Would there have been that delay if the civil dockets had been 


called ? 
A. Ithink not. 


Dr. J. J. Boyd was called for the Managers, and was sworn. 
Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Where do you reside? 

A. At Spartanburg Court House. . 

Q. Who was foreman of the grand jury in 1875? 

A. 1n 1875 Mr. Lyons was foreman of the grand jury of Spartanburg 
County the first term ; the second andthird terms I was. 

Q. How long was the grand jury kept in attendance on the Court the 
second term ? 

A. I think about two days. 

Q. Why were you discharged at the end of two days? 

A. I do not remember much about the June Term. T did not charge 
my memory with dates, and have not referred to papers or anything of 
tbat kind. 

Q. What was the state of the busiuess at the June Term ? 

A. Some three or four cases, or five. 

Q. Did you make any presentments ? 

A. I do not remember that any presentments were made in June; 
there was very little to do. I think we were discharged the second day. 

Q. At the Fall Term how long did it continue in session ? 

A. According to my recollection, we were discharged in the afternoon 
of the second day, just after Court met, about 2 or 3 o'clock. 

Q. Why were you not discharged the first day? 

A. My impression is that it was the October Term, 1875. When we 
met in the Court House, about 9 o'clock Monday morning, the Judge 
charged us, and the Solicitor handed us three “cases; and as we passed 
our seats the Judge said: ‘ You gentlemen find your cases and bring 
them up, and I will discharge you, so that these farmers can go home to 
their cotton picking." After we got to our room we received information 
that Mr. Blythe would be down from Greenville about 1 o'clock with an 
iudietment, and that the Judge iutended to discharge the grand jury 
before Blythe could get there. The grand jury concluded to act only on 
two of the bills before it. We took up two bills, and I think while we 
were investigating the second case, about noon, Judge Moses came down 
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and called me out and asked me, * How are you gentlemen getting . 


along?" Isaid, “rather slowly.” He said, * Well, hurry up, and as 
son as you get through bring the matters up to the Court and I will 
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discharge you and let these farmers go home.” I told the grand jury 
when 1 returned, and his remarks confirmed what they had heard, and 
we determined not to have all our cases ready. We went into Court and 
presented all but one. Mr. Blythe was then in the Court room, and he 
presented his case against the Solicitor. We then found those two cases, 
and after that nothing more was said about our being discharged. 

Q. Were you discharged that afternoon? 

A. No, sir; nothing more was said about our discharge by the Judge. 
We said we had to go to our room and find these two cases, and we may 
have said then to the Judge that we had other cases to attend to. Re- 
ports had reached us about Trial Justices, and we determined to visit the 
parish and appointed a Committee to report next morning at 9 o'clock on 
that case. We divided ourselves into Committees to do the work and 
report next day at 9 o'clock. 

Q. What part had the Judge in that arrangement. 

A. He had none. 

Q. Had the grand jury received any information of irregularities in 
the County Treasurer's office? 

A. Yes, sir; at the February Term. 

Q. What action did the grand jury take? 

A. The Judge had instructed us to examine into the conduct of all 
officers. He was very strict upon our duties, and we supposed he was 
sincere, and that it was not a mere formal charge. We were all not 
much accustomed to sitting on the grand jury, and knew very little 
about its business, and we thought we would literally carry out the 
Judge's charge. The Treasurer's office had become very corrupt and 
irregular, and good citizens had been urging upon usto make this in- 
vestigation, but we saw thatit was necessary to send for persons in the 
County, and asked the Judge to appoint a Committee of three or five of 
our number to sit between terms and examine the affairs of this office, 
with power to appointan accountant to assist them, and to send for per- 
sons and papers. "There were people in the County who knew about this 
office, but who were unwilling to come and testify unless they were sent 
for. We applied to the Judge for the appointment of such a Committee, 
but he peremptorily refused. A gentleman of standing in the com- 
munity said to me that he knew of an instance where a party was 
charged $90 taxes and held a receipt for that amount, while on the Treas- 
urer's books he was only credited with $45, and that he would testify to 
that fact before the grand jury if he was sent for, but he did not like to 
come before them unless he was sent for; and there were several instances 
of that kind. 

Q. Was Mr. Camp presented ? 

A. There were two bills against Mr. Camp, and I think Me bills 
were found in both instances. He was indicted as Treasurer. 
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Q. Can you remember at what particular term these things took . 


place? 
A. I am depending upon my recollection. 


Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Baxter: 

Q. You say that the grand jury were informed that Mr. Blythe was 
coming over with an indictment against the Solicitor at the October 
Term ? 

A. I think it was the October Term. 

Q. Do you remember what the Judge said ? 

A. The Judge said: “Hurry up with your business, gentlemen ; I 
know these men want to go home to their cotton working.” 


Q. Was it at the February Term that bills were found against Camp? 
A. I am not sure, sir; I think it was at the February Term. 
Q. What number ? 
A. Two. 
Q. February, 1875? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Re-Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Wallace: 3 


Q. Did you say you were not certain as to the terms these things took 
place? 

A. No, sir; I am depending only upon my memory. 

H. Youemay be mistaken as to the transactions at particular terms ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Are you certain that it was at the same term when Mr. Blythe 
came over that the Judge came to your room ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. W. McGill Fleming was called for the Managers, and sworn, 


Direct Examination, > 


By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. Were bills found against you at the June, 1875, Term of the Court 
: at Spartanburg ? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What conversation did you have with Judge Moses? 

A. Judge Moses said to me when I went into the Court that I was 
‘charged with going into the Court under the influence of liquor, and 
that Mr. Blythe was coming, by instructions of the Attorney General, to 
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hand out a bill against me, and that if I would state, when the Court 
was called, that I had no business for the grand jury, he would discharge. 
them, and when Mr. Blythe got there there would be no grand jury for 
him. But that did not affect the result at all; the presentment was 
given out, and a true bill found. 

Q. At the term indictment was found against you, did Judge Moses 
go to the grand jury room? 

A. I do not know that he did. 

Q. Have you any reason to know that he did? 

A. Iam not an expert and cannot give an opinion. 

Q. Did you decline the proposition of the Judge? 

A. Ihad bills to hand out, and I handed them out, and they were no 
three bills either. 

Q. Did you decline? 

A. Yes. But the remarks between Judge Moses and myself were 
without any pecuniary consideration at all, and entirely from his desire 
to act as a friend to me. 

Q. Why did you decline? 

A. I had business to attend to. I did not know that the bill not being 
handed out at that time would help me any way. If there was any other 
reason, I do not now recollect it. 

Q. Was Dr. Boyd foreman of that grand jury? 

A. He was. He came to see me in reference to the books of the 
County Auditor and Treasurer. Camp was presented before that at the 
February Term. They presented Camp, and requested that a Committee 
be appointed to investigate his conduct in the interim of the terms. In- 
stead of referring it toa Committee of the grand jury, the “Judge re- 
ferred it to me as Solicitor, with instructions to ascertain before next 
Court any defalcations, and to bring suit, both civil and criminal, to re- 
cover the money. Mr. Camp did not settle, and I went toa Trial Jus- 
tice and had him arrested and put in jail, and at the next Court I handed 
out a bill against him for not turning over the moneys; but one book 
was lost, and I handed out a bill against him for not turning over the 
books. 

. Has Camp ever paid up anything? 

He has paid about $2,600 in cash, and notes amounting to $5,400. 
Who raised it? 

Mr. Tolleson. 

. What relation did Mr. Tolleson sustain to Camp ? 

. He was the Auditor and Camp’s deputy. 

Has Tolleson ever been indicted ? 

. No, sir. 

What were the irregularities in the Treasurer's office? 
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A. The books show that two years ago, the first year that Mr. Poinier 
“collected taxes, he collected between seven and nine thousand dollars 
more than was on the Auditor’s duplicate. 

Q. Upon what book does the Treasurer make his return to the Comp- 
troller General ? 

. Upon the Auditor’s duplicate or an abstract of it. 

How much money was not on that duplicate ? 

Between seven and nine thousand dollars. 

Why was Tolleson not indicted ? 

. I cannot tell you, sir. 

Was he investigated by the grand jury ? 

. I never was before the grand jury. I know that he was worried a 
good deal about it. 

Gen. Wallace then requested that Gen. Elliott be allowed to continue 
the examination of the witness on the part of the Managers. 

Col. Rion objected, and the request was not insisted on. 

The Court then adjourned. 
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FRIDAY, MARCH 10, 1876. 
Direct Examination of Mr. Fleming Continued, 


By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. How many bills were handed out at the June Term of 1875 at 
Spartanburg ? 

A Three. 

Q. Why no more? 

A. 'There was no other bill before the Court. 

Q. Wasthere any other matter to necessitate the handing out of bills 
if the grand jury had been retained? 

A. I know of no other. 

Q. In the conversation with Judge Moses, what was said about thé 
indietment of Treasurer Camp? 

A. I only remember that I said that I would have to hand out the 
indictment against Camp. Judge Moses said it could lay over until next 
Court. 

. Please state fully that conversation ? 
. That's about all that I recollect. 

. Did you state what he said ? 

. All that I recollect. 

. Repeat it ? 


. In the conversation between Judge Moses and myself, in which he 
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stated that Mr. Blythe was coming to give out a hill against me, and if I 
would say that I bad no business for the grand jury, he would discharge 
them. I said I could not, there was Camp's case. There were other” 
attorneys in the case, and they were not willing for it to lie over. The 
Judge said never mind, it could lie over. 

Q. Did you know before you went into the Court that Judge Moses 
was willing for that case to lie over ? 

A. I am not certain. I took my impression from what I heard Judge 
Moses say, and, from what has since transpired, I think that he did not 
and has not any objection to its being heard. The case has been on the 
docket ever:since and never tried, and I think it has never been, on 
motion, continued. A motion was made the first term it was on the 
docket to continue and change venue, and the last term there was no 
decision. 

Q. How long was that motion heard before it was decided ? 

A. I-have no official information that the motion has ever been 
decided. 

Q Did you have any conversation with Judge Moses after the bill 
found against you about your lease? 

A. I had a good many conversations with him in reference to it. 

Q. State that at Spartanburg. 

A. After I had selected Duncan & Pope to defend me, and intended 
to move for change of venue, Judge Moses told me to change it to New- 
berry, and to telegraph to Baxter to come over. 

Q. Was there some reason on the part of Judge Moses for employing 
Baxter ? 

A. The only reason on the part of Judge Moses was that*the venue 
would be changed to Newberry, and Mr. Baxter was a resident lawyer 
and could do more than any one else. He said Mr. Baxter would have 
influence on one side and I on the other, and I would get a fair trial. 

Q. Was the Judge advising you as to the management of your case? 

A. He was not advising me as to the management of my case. There 
was nothing in the conversation which would tend to defeat the ends of 
justice, or out of taste between a Judge and a Solicitor who are on 
friendly terms. 

Q. There was a part of the conversation as to obtaining an acquittal. 

A. That was my part. No possible position which Judge Moses could 
have assumed in my case could in any way affect him as a Judge, 
because the case was changed from the Circuit. 

Q. At what term was Camp preseuted by the grand jury ? 

A. January, 1875, they simply called attention to the fact that he had 
failed to turn over moneys to his successor, and that there wereirregular-' 
ities in the office. 
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Q. Did Camp and Tolleson visit Judge Moses at his room after the 

presentment ? ; 
= A. I saw Camp and Tolleson at Judge Moses’ room both before and 
after Camp’s presentment. That was at the June Term. 

Q. Do you know who Camp wanted appointed to make that examin- 
ation ? 

- A. Only from what he said. 

Q. Well, what? 

Col. Rion objected. ; 

Gen. Wallace submitted the question in writing: * What did Camp 

| tell you?” 

Col. Rion's objection was that the answer to it could not bind respond- 
ent. 

Gen. Elliott: I would call attention to what has been proven to show 
the competency of the question. The Court will recollect that at that 
very term an effort was made to hasten the discharge of the grand jury. 

The question whether witness should answer was submitted to tho 
Senate, and decided in the negative. 

By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Did Camp have any conversation with Judge Moses about that 
indictment ? 

A. I don’t know that he did. Camp was there, but I do not know 
what transpired between him and Judge Moses. Tolleson was with him. 
Subsequent to that I was appointed by Judge Moses to institute civil and 
criminal proceedings against Camp if default found. I had him arrested 
and putin jail. He was in jail at the time the bill was found against 
him. I am not aware positively that Camp spoke to Judge Moses upon 
the subject. I do not propose to give an opinion. I know of no facts 
connected with Camp, further than his words would tend to show. I do 
not know whether this subject was ever mentioned at any interview 
between Judge Moses and Camp. 

Q. Did you, at any time, as Solicitor, prosecute Gallager at Spartan- 
burg? 
A. Yes. 
Q. When? 


A. Ido not recollect. It was two or three years ago—about the second 
or third Court at Spartanburg after I was elected Solicitor. Moses was 
Judge. Gallager was an officer of the United States Army, and had 
shot a citizen, and had been tried by the United States authorities and 
turned over to the civil authorities. Mr. Youmans defended him, and 
made the plea that he had already been tried by the United States 

- authorities. Judge Moses took till next morning to consider the case. 
This was on habeas corpus. I asked the Judge about the matter in the 
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afternoon, and di said the plea would not avail. I told him if he 
released the man I would have him re-arrested. I wanted to be particu- 
lar about this case because Gallager was a friend of mine, and I thought 
if I neglected it people would say it was on that account. I went home, 
and when I got is next morning I found the man had been dis- 
charged. 

Q. Did Judge Moses instruct you to prepare rules agaiust Jesse C. 
Smith and Thomas M. Lake to show cause why they should not turn 
over moneys to H. C. Moses, their successor ? à; 

A. Yes; the rules were issued. In the case of Smith, he was required 
to turn over; he agreed to do so in open Court. The other case is still 
under consideration. H. C. Moses was alleged to be Clerk of Court at 
that time. He is acting Clerk now, under the appointment of his 
father. Lake did not live in the place, and the rule against him must 
have been made returnable at a longer time than that against Smith; I 
do not remember how long in either case. In Smith's case it was very 


short. It required him to show cause at a certain hour, about five : 


hours from that time. I never knew what amount of money was in 
Smith's hauds. 

Q. (By Senator Swails): When was H. C. Moses appointed Clerk of 
Court in Newberry County ? 

A. About two months prior to this transaction ; I think it was at the 
January Term, 1875, or Fall Term, 1874: 

Q. (By Senator Swails): Do not the records show when he was ap- 
pointed ? 

A. I never examined them. They ought to show. 

Q. (By Gen. Wallace): Why was not the rule against Lake insisted 
on ? 

A. Mr. Lake will have to explain that. 

Q. Did not you have charge of the rule? 

A. It was understood that I had charge of the rule, and at the in- 
stance of Judge Moses I employed Mr. Shumpert to assist me. Five 
hours were appointed in Smith's case. Judge Moses told me not to wait, 
that Mr. Shumpert would attend to the matter, and I went home. The 
Sessions docket will show whether it was ever disposed of. I am not cer- 
tain that I had any conversation with Judge Moses in reference to a 
transfer of the money. Mr. Baxter said to me that a rule was not the 
proper way; that I could not get the money turned over in that way. 
Judge Moses came in and said that he could, and if he did not turn 
them over he would put him in jail. 

Q. Do you practice in the Court of Common Pins at Spartanburg? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Have you any cases in that Court ? 
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A. Yes, sir. Two or three years ago Mr. Baxter and I instituted a case 
which has never yet been decided. " 
. Has it been argued ? 

. Yes,sir. Mr. Baxter argued it at least two years ago. 
. Has it been decided ? ; 
. If it has, no decision has been filed with the Clerk. 

. Have you inquired there for it? 

A. Lheard that it had been decided, and I went to the Clerk’s office 
and inquired if the decision was filed, and it was not. If it were decided 
now it would do no good, for the law under which it was brought has 
been abolished. I have another case in that Court in which two congre- 
gations of colored people are claiming possession of the same "church. 
Judge Moses granted an order restraining parties from going in, and 
nobody is using the church, and it will soon be rotted down. They have 
been waiting a year and a half to get in. It has been argued. 

Q. Have you any cases at Spartanburg not tried ? 

A. Yes; sir. 

-Q. Why not? 

A. They have not been reached. We could not try them unless they 
were called. 

Q. How often have the civil dockets at Spartanburg been called dur- 
ing Judge Moses’ term ? > 

A. I do not suppose that all of the civil dockets at Spartanburg have 
ever been called at any one term during Judge Moses’ term. All the 
time is consumed in the Sessions, and in calling Calendar Number Six. 

Q. On what days of the week, in term time, does the Judge usually 
arrive there ? 
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A. Usually on Monday evening. The last three or four times since 
the change in time of holding Court he comes on Saturday evening. 

Q. What is the usual procedure when he got there on Monday night ? 

A. On Tuesday he would go in, call the grand jury and charge them. 


Cross-Examination, : 


By Mr. Pope: 

Q. How long has it been since you became Solicitor of the Seventh 
Circuit ? 

A. My commission is dated 12th December, 1872. 

Q. For what Counties ? 

A. Spartanburg,-Union, Laurens and Newberry. 


Q When was the change as to the time of holding Courts in your 
Circuit made by the Legislature ? 


A. I do not recollect. There have been two or three "m. passed 
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changing the times of holding Courts in that Circuit since I have been 
Solicitor. — 

Q. Where do you reside ? 

A. At Spartanburg. 

Q, What is your practice, in passing from your home to the Counties 
composing your Circuit, as to the day on which you reach the Court 
Houses. 

A. I ordinarily got there on Saturday. 

Q. Have you not frequently got there on Monday ? 

A. No, sir; except when I came from here. 

Q. Did you not sometimes get there on Tuesday ? 

A. I do not recollect; but the Judge sometimes did not get there at 
all. Ordinarily I knew when the Judge was coming, and except at New- 
berry I never got there after Judge Moses did. 

Q. Suppose the Solicitor called witnesses and they did not appear 
during term time? 

A. When witnesses were called in the Sessions and did not answer, 
the cases were usually passed over. 

Q. Did you not have to prepare an order for a rule and move for a 
bench warrant? 

A. Sometimes. 

Q. Is there any case within your fnemory which the Judge has-con- 
tinued without a rule for the non-attendance of witnesses ? 

A. No, sir; although he never refused to sign a rule against them, yet 
there never has been an instance in which a witness was punished. 

Q. Did you not generally nol. pros. those rules? 

A. I did frequently ask that rules be discharged against absent 
witnesses. The failure of Trial Justices to bind over witnesses had often 
caused delay of the Court. The Judge is not responsible for absence of 
witnesses except so far as punishment may have some effect. Judge 
Moses generally gave up the first week to Sessions business ; usually 
about two weeks at Newberry. Before 1868 we generally had two terms 
of Court a year. Colored people were excluded from Court before recon- 
struction; even after the war they could not be tried in the Circuit Courts. 
Reconstruction has greatly increased the amount of business in the Circuit 
Courts. In my Circuit the colored voting population is about six or 
seven hundred, maybe a thousand, more than the whites. About the 
first Court we went to at Laurens a man named Sidney Armstrong was 
appointed Jury Commissioner, but he did not qualify. Then another 
man was appointed, but Judge Moses decided that he was not Jury 
Commissioner and discharged the jury. 

Q. You stated in 1875, at Spartanburg, that Dr. Boyd was foreman 
of the grand jury at the January Term. 
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A. I do not think he was. I think it was at the June Term. 

Q. It was at the January Term when Mr. Lyle was foreman that the 
presentment was made against Camp ? 

A. Yes, sir; a Committee was asked for by the grand jury. 

Q. Was any Committee asked for at the June Term ? 

A. No, sir. ; 

Q. Do you know of any statute which authorizes the Judge to ap- 
point a Committee of the grand jury to sit out of term time? 

A. I do not; but if there was it, they would not have had the right to 
do so then, because they asked to be allowed to appoint the Committee 
_ themselves. 

Q. Have you not peculiar facilities which would assist you in investi- 
gating the Auditor’s and Treasurer's offices ? 

A. I was Auditor four years, and I think my experience might assist 
me. The Judge appointed me, and instructed me to proceed civilly and 
eriminally against any one found defaulting. I had Camp arrésted and 
swore out a warrant myself, and brought civil suit as well. 

Q. When was Camp arrested ? 

A. Just before I left Laurens, prior to the meeting of Court at Spar- 
tanburg. We had already held Court at Union and Newberry. He 
remained in jail till next Newberry Court and then was released on 
habeas corpus. M 

Q. You said you saw Camp and Tolleson together at the Judge's 
room. Was it not customary for the County officers to call on the 
Judge? Lé 

A. Yes, sir. If they did not call on him when he came, it was con- 
sidered discourteous. 

Q. Was Camp discharged until July Term, 1875, at Newberry ? 

A. Camp was first arrested for failing to turn over the money, and 
suit was also brought. The other party demanded a bill of particulars, 
and in trying to furnish it, we found we could not do it on account of 
the, absence of certain tax duplicates. I then handed out a bill against 
him‘for not turning over the tax duplicates. G 
. Was Camp in jail at the June Term of 1875? 

. Yes; before and after. 

. Did you give out several bills at the June Term, 1875? 
. Two only. 

. What day? 


. Monday, I presume. Judge Moses came from Union on Friday. I 
handed out bills on Monday. Blythe came over on Monday. 

Q. At what hour did Court open ? 

A. Ordinarily at ten. It could not have been in session long before 
it adjourned on Monday morning, because those two bills had not been 
returned when the Court adjourned for dinner. 
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Q. You did not adjourn till dinner time? ` j 

A. Ido not say that; I say we did not remain long enough for the 
grand jury to return those bills. 

Q. You mean they did not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

H. Can you tell us about what were the hours of the Court ? 

A. I cannot; I do not remember whether any case was tried at all 
that day. 

Q. Was nou A. Green tried that morning ? 

A. No, sir; it was not tried that day. The train on which Mr. Blythe 
came from Greenville reaches Spartanburg now at half past two; I don't 
think it was different then. 

Q. To what hour did the Court take a recess ? 

A. Till 3 o’clock. 

Q. The grand jury did not return from their room till you took a 
recess ? 4 

A. No, sir. 

Q. How many doors of egress and ingress are there to the Court 
room ? 

A. One door and two sets of stairs, both ‘on the outside of the Court 
House. 

Q. Where is the grand jury room in that building? 

A. The steps are in the center of the front; the door is in the center 
of the front; the jury rooms as in ordinary court houses; the grand 
jury room directly in the rear and corresponds with jury room No 1. 

Q. Did you accompany the Judge on his way to diuner? 

A. I do not recollect. 

Q. Did you go with him to the grand jury room ? 

A. Inever did in my life; he would not let me go there, and I did 
not know that he had ever been. 

Q. Was the grand jury in the Court House at the opening of the 
Court ? 

. No, sir. 

. Was Blythe there? 

. No, sir. 

When did he come? 

As to that Dr. Boyd's statement is correct. 
Which came in first, Blythe or the grand jury ? 
Blythe. 

Was the grand jury sent for then? 

. No, sir; they were ready to come in. 

. What took place then ? 

. When they made their return, Judge Moses asked me if 1 had any 
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business for the grand jury. Blythe had said nothing to me, and in re- 
ply to Judge Moses I said, “No, sir; but I understand Mr. Blythe has,” 
and then Blythe got up and handed out a bill against me. 

Q. Did Judge Moses leave the Court House from the time Court met 
till it took a recess? e 

A. I cannot say. I did not see him leave. 

Q. Did the Judge charge the grand jury in regard to the bill given 

out by Blythe? , 

A. I think so. I do not remember. It was not necessary. Mr. 
Blythe has sufficiently explained the matter. The grand jury went to 
their room, considered the matter and made their finding. 

Q. Who first told you that Mr. Blythe was coming to give out a bill 
against you? 

A. I think it was Judge Moses. 

Q. Well, now, refresh your memory. 

A. It was either Judge Moses or Tolleson. The Judge told me when 
I went into the Court House, and Ido not remember whether Tolleson 
told me as I went in or went out. The Judge called me up to the stand 
and told me. I do not remember whether Tolleson told me as I went 
up or came down. 

Q. What did Judge Moses say ? 

A. He said Blythe was coming over. He had asked me before as to 
the amount of business, and if I said there was no business for the grand 
jury he would discharge them, and Blythe would have no grand jury 
when he got there. Nobody else was in hearing of myself and Judge 
Moses. It was while the Clerk was calling the grand jury. After I 
went down I gave out the bills. 

Q. Did he charge the grand jury after you gave out the bills? 

A. He just gave them the ordinary charge. 

Q. Did he lay any injunctions of haste upon them ? 

A. I don’t remember them. I do not think, under the circumstances, 
I would have noticed it. I had but two bills, and if he had told them to 
hurry up I wonld not have suspected anything under ordinary circum- 
stances. l > 

Q. Where the business is light and the Solicitor announces that those 
are all, would it be anything extraordinary in the Judge to charge the 
grand jury to hasten up their work? 

A. I should not think so. 

Q. Have you not heard Judges, and Judge Moses repeatedly, charge 
the grand jury to hasten ? 


A. His ordinary charge is to examine no more witnesses than is neces- 


sary. 
Q. Did the petit juries request the Judge to discharge them as early as 
possible ? 
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A. Subsequent to the discharge of the grand jury, a member of the bar 
made such a request for the petit juries, on the ground that they were 
farmers, and needed in their crops, and it was granted. 

Q. Were the juries discharged before Mr. Baxter came? 

A. I think the day before, unless Mr. Baxter came more than a day 
before the trial. 

Q. Do you not remember that the commencement of the college at 
Spartanburg took place about the June Term of the Court ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did not Mr. Simpson deliver the annual address, and wasn't civil 
business in progress at that time? 

A. I am not positive on that point. 

Q. Can you not recallit by remembering Mr.  Simpson's remark in 
Court ? 

A. Yes, I remember that; but I do not remember p it was jury 
cases or not. 

Q. Was there not a case being tried on the civil side in which Robert- 
son, of Laurens, was a party? Could civil business be commenced before 
Wednesday ? N 

A. Unless counsel chose, it could not. 

Q. Cannot you remember that Baxter was there before the juries were 
dismissed? Were not parties unable to be present that day and the 
matters adjourned over till next day? 

A. No, sir. Mr. Boylston went back, and the case was continued till 
he could get back. I think it was on Thursday, but am not positive. 

Q. Do you know the day on which the motion was made? 

A. I think it was the day after the juries were discharged, but am not 
certain. 

J. Q. Was it not the 28th of June? 

A. I do not recollect. 

Q. You say you changed your counsel at the instance of Judge Moses? 

A. I have not changed my counsel; I only employed additional 
counsel. Ihadotherreasonsbesides his being suggested by Judge Moses. 

Q. Had his suggestion any effect in causing you to employ Mr. Bax- 
ter? 

A. Well, under the circumstances, not knowing how long I would 
have to employ an attorney, I probably would not have thought of it ; 
one other reason is, that Mr. Baxter has more influence with the Judge 
than any other lawyer on the Circuit. I think he is the ablest lawyer in 
that Circuit. 

Q. Is it not usually the case that able lawyers have influence with 
Courts and juries? 

A. They ought to have. 
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Q. What was the upshot of the motion for change of venue? 

A. After about six months, I found I had to be tried here in Richland. 
The first I heard of it was about three weeks prior to the next to the 
last term of Court here, when Mr. Baxter told me at Laurens. 

Q. Did you not know of it in August ? 

A. No, sir; I got a letter from Major Baxter, and wrote to Judge 
Moses asking him not to forward his decision till I could see the Attor- 

"ney General. This was ten days before Crews was killed. i went and 
saw Judge Melton and went back to Laurens. 

Q. Did not the Act requirethe Attorney General to prosecute ? 

A. Yes, sir; that was why I wanted to see him. 

Q. Do you not know that the application of Duncan, Griffin & Bax- 
ter for reduction of Camp's bail was refused? 

A. My recollection is that, Judge Moses having already reduced 
Camp’s bail from $5,000 to $2,500, I thought he ought to stop there. I 
recollect telling Judge Moses, in presence of Major Baxter, that I thought 
$2,500 larger:than necessary. He did not reduce it. 

Q. Was Mr. Baxter solicitous to get him to do it? 

A. Oh, yes; he always is so in his cases. 

..Q. You spoke of cases in which the Judge retained the papers. Do 
you remember the case of the State against Camp ? 

A. I do not recollect whether it was brought to his attention in that 
particular shape. It was brought to his attention in 1874. It must 
have been a year and a half ago. 

The Court then took a recess till 7:30 P. M.

Cross-Examination Continued, 


By Mr. Pope: El 


Q. When did the proceedings in the case you spoke of this morning, 
er relatione Camp, petition for mandamus, begin ? 

A. During the lifetime of my predecessor. That is the case in which 
Mr. Baxter was associated with me. A rule had been made absolute, 
and on the failure to make return to the rule another rule was issued for 
contempt in not obeying the first rule of the Court. That was argued, 
and a decision was made by Judge Moses. That decision was rendered 
of no use on account of an Act of the Legislature relating to the publi- 
cation of legal notices, I said that the proceedings. were originally 
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started with a rule; but previous to the rule I made out a bill of indict- 
ment and handed it to the grand jury, but this bill was quashed on the 
ground that it was not an indictable offense. Major Baxter suggested 
that mandamus was the proper method. He came to Spartanburg and 
argued the case, and the Judge reserved his ‘decision. He has never 
filed any decision to this day. The Act of the Legislature abolishing 
an Act relating to legal notices renders a decision now of no avail, but 
there was sufficient time between the time the arguments were made and 
the time the Act was passed to allow the Judge to make his decision. ` 
There never has been an Act passed which tends to exculpate the Judge 
for not signing that decision. 

Q. You mentioned the case of Gallagher this morning. Who repre- 
sented the defendant in that case? . 

A. Mr. Youmans and Senator Duncan. Mr. Youmans, as I stated, 
made a motion to discharge the prisoner, on the ground that, as Gallagher 
had been tried by a Court Martial, he could not be tried again, because 
no man could be tried for the same offense twice. | Notwithstanding that 
myself and Major Youmans, and, I presume, the Judge himself, con- 
sidered the motion absurd, I went to the Judge that afternoon and asked 
him if the plea would avail, because, I said, if it did, I wanted to pre- 
pare myself for arresting Gallagher again. I had no more conversation 
then, the Judge having told me that the plea would not avail. “The next 
morning he read his decree, and wound up by discharging the prisover. 

.. Q. Didn't the Judge ask you to complete the pleadings by putting iu 
a replication to the plea? 

A. No, sir ; he did not. 

Q. Beginning with the Courts in Laurens, January, 1874, was not 
the Judge occupied the whole time? 

A. I don't remember. The busiest term that I recollect was, I think, 
January, 1874. 

Q. Do you not remember that at the September Term of the Court 
Judge Moses started from Spartanburg the day before the Court was to 
begin at Laurens and met with a serious accident ? 

A. Yes, sir. I know that he was brought back to Spartanburg, and I 
heard that he was badly injured. He didn’t go out for several months. , 

Q. At the January, 1875, term of the Court at Laurens, was not the 
Judge actively employed all the time? 

A. That is a matter of opinion. 

Q. In January, 1875, do you not remember that Judge Moses and I 
left Newberry for Laurens on Sunday morning and couldn't reach Lau- 
rens on accouut of the roads ? 
` A. E know that you left Newberry first and that I arrived at Laurens 
first. 
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Q. Were there not several murder trials at this Court ? 
A. Yes, sir; but the testimony was very slight. 
Q. The next was the June, 1875, term. Was not Judge Moses there 
promptly, and was he not actively engaged ? 
A. I don’t remember. 
Q.. What about the September Term ? 
A. I don't know whether he got there on Asus or Monday or 
Tuesday. 
Q. In January, 1876. Did he come promptly at this term? 
A. Yes,sir; I believe he did. He discharged the juries because the 


Jury Commissioner by law ought to have shaken up the ballots and . 


ought not to have allowed the Sheriff to do it. I nol. prossed every case 
on the Sessions dockets. 
. Is there not a large amount of criminal business at Newberry ? 
. A large amount ought to have accumulated by now. 
. Were you not occupied all the time ? 
. Not much work was done. 
. How long did the Glover trial take? 
. Four or five days, I believe. 
. Were there not other cases of a very grave character, such as 
-arson aud burglary, and all the crimes committed by the Pomaria mur- 
derers ? 

A. Only one of the Pomaria gang were tried. 

Q. That case took two days, didn't it ? 

A. Yes; it took two days to do what it took the jury twenty-five min- 
utes to decide. 

Q. Were there not a plenty of other cases on the docket ? 

A. Yes, and they are there yet. 

Q. How many days were allowed in the Court of Sessions before a 
party charged with murder were required to come to trial? 

A. The law allows the prisoner to have the bill of indictment for 
three days before the trial. 

Q. Is it not the rule to allow twenty challenges in all cases of felony, 
and did it not frequently take up a great deal of time in waiting for à 
verdict in order to make up a jur}? : 
"A As a matter of course; but not so much as was consumed in send- 
ing for witnesses a half a mile off. 

Q. Begin with the year 1873, and testify with regard to the Courts in 
Newberry. 

A. 1 don’t recollett the terms by the date of the terms ; but I will 
state that, from my recollection, I don’t believe that the Court ‘of Sessions 
for any County in the Circuit during the four years averaged over four 
hours a day. I found 59 cases on the Sessions docket at Zeen 
when I went there, and the business has always been heavy ever since. 
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Q. Is it not the case that the Court of Common Pleas is necessarily 
restricted as to time, on account of the large amount of Sessions busi- 
ness? Does not Sessions business in every County in the Circuit entrench 
upon the Common Pleas? 

A. I know some instances in which it did not, and I know of one in- 
stance when there was no Sessions business done at all. That was the 
only instance. 

Q. What is the distinction between the Court of Equity and the Court 
of Law? 

A. Inthe Court of Law the Judge cannot try any cases without a 
jury, but in the Equity Court he can. 

Q. Suppose there are issues of fact ? 

A. Then the case couldn’t be tried. 

Q. Can you instance any case in which the Court was stopped to send 
half a mile for witnesses? 

A. Yes, sir; I can. I don't remember how often the Judge allowed 
this. j 

Q. Is it unusual in Courts for the presiding Judge to grant counsel an 
indulgence ? 

Q. You spoke about two rules, one against Smith and one against 
Lake. In regard to the one against Smith: he had been Clerk of the 
Court, had he not, and then became Treasurer, and that was the reason 
for the present Clerk of the Court, H. C. Moses' NOT. ? 

A. Yes, sir; I believe so. 

Q. Was ep that rule taken out at the July Term, 1875? 

A. I don't know; the rule itself will show. . 

Q. What time was given in this rule? 

A. Five hours; but more time was given subsequently. The Judge 
said he wanted the thing decided, and I had better go home. The up- 
shot of the whole matter was just this: Messrs. Baxter & Johnson, rep- 
resenting Smith and Schumpert, and myself, representing Moses, retired 
to one of the jury rooms to consult about it; but before we had come to 
any conclusion Judge Moses Called upon us and told us that, come what 
would, he didn't care whether we compromised or not, and if the rule 
was not answered he would put Smith in jail. He said he didn't care 
whether it was settled or not; he wanted that money turned over or he 
would put Smith in jail. And I believe it was | paid over, or the threat 
would have been put into execution. i 

Q. How many postponements were there in the hearing of that rule? ? 

A. I don't know. I think all the postponements put together would. 
have made the time about half the time that Lake had had. 

Q. Didn't Smith have ten days in all. 

A. No, sir; he did not. I didn’t stay ten days. 
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Q. As to the rule against Lake, were the cases not different? I mean 
was the rule against Lake different from the rule against Smith? 

A. No, sir; they were not different under the law. 

Q. Was there not a statute passed after Lake went out of office? 

A. I don’t know what time it was. I can repeat the statute if you 
want it. - 

Q. I don't want you to repeat the statute; I only want the time. Did 
you nol. pros. the rule ? 
. No, sir. 
. Did you discharge the rule? 
It was discharged. 
Did you not cause the rule to be discharged ? 
. Probably I did. 
Is there not a charge in your accounts for discharging that rule? 
It may be. I think it is. 
At your instance? 
I didn't say anything of the kind. 
. The rule against Smith was discharged at your instance ? 
Yes, sir; but he made arrangements to turn over the proceeds. 
. Do you remember having said that you never intended that the 
people of Newberry should have Courts until they employed you to con- 
duct their cases? 


OROROROROROR 


A. Idid,jokingly. It is a fact that Newberry, and no other County, 


will have Courts of Common Pleas as long as they have Judge Moses to 
preside. That is what I meant. 


Re-Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. How did you mean that remark, that the people of Newberry would 
never have Courts of Common Pleas until they employed you? 

A. I meant it in mischief and fun. 

Q. I think you stated that the criminal Court was frequently delayed 
by failure of the Sheriff to summon witnesses. Were any Sheriffs pun- 
ished? t 
. A. No,sir; nor the witnesses either; and if there had, there would not 
have been so much of this delay. 

Q. Who was to blame? 

A. The Judge alone could punish. He could have corrected the evil. 
Under.the statute the Solicitor could give out indietments for misde- 
meanor against defaulting witnesses; but the first one that I attempted 
to do that way the Judge forbade me to hand out the indictment. 

Q. At the June Term, 1875, how long were the petit juries detained ? 

A. Till Wednesday or Thursday of the first week. ; 
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Q. You stated in your cross-examination that Judge Moses changed 
the venue of your case to Newberry. Did I understand you to say that 
you didn’t remember that he told you of it before the motion to change 
the venue was made? e 

A. I don't remember. I know that I had twenty days to prepare my- 
self. We gave notice of a motion for continuance and change of venue 
both. Blythe went ack to Greenville on Monday and Baxter came to 
Spartanburg; then the motion was asked, and the hearing of it was post- 
poned until Wednesday or Thursday. 

Q. Did Judge Moses tell you that he had changed the venue of your 
case to Newberry before or after that hearing? 

A. Before the hearing. 

Q. Was there anything in the Pomaria murder trials which produced 
delay? 

A. No, sir. We went through them in a hurry. 

Q. Why was it, then, that the Sessions interfered with the Common 
Pleas? : 

A. Because three or four hours constituted the judicial day in our 
Courts. 

Q. Does the statute provide that the civil Court may be adjourned 


over until some succeeding day of the same term if the criminal busi- 


ness interferes? 

A. The statute will show that to be a fact. 

Q. You stated in your cross-examination that you made no replica- 
tion in the Gallagher case. 

A. I said I didn’t refuse Judge Moses to make a replication ; and he 
didn’t ask for one. 

Q. You said that the same rule of law applied to Smith that applied 
to Lake, with some difference of fact. 

A. Mr. Lake can explain that. 

Mr. R. C. Watts, sworn for the Managers. 


Direct. Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 

. Where do you reside? 
At Laurens. 

What is your profession? 
I am an attorney at law. 
Do you practice in the Court of Common Pleas in that Circuit ? 
. Yes, sir. 
. What is Judge Moses’ manner in disposing of judicial business, as 
to. promptitude and dispatch ? 
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A. He is not at all regular in attending terms; frequently does not 
get, there on the day the terms should commente, and usually works very 
slowly. In January, 1874, he usually convened Court at ten and adjourned 
at three. January, 1875, he did the same. In May, 1875, he convened 
Court at nine and held till three. After dinner Court sat till sundown 
sometimes. 

Q. In 1874-75, you had juries in Laurens ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many terms were held? 

A. Only one term was held in 1874. Judge Moses came to Laurens 

late on Monday, charged the grand jury on Tuesday, adjourned over till 
` Wednesday, devoted the whole term to Sessions business and adjourned 
on Friday of the second week. We had no June or Fall Term. The Act 
of the Legislature changing the time of holding Courts, passed that ses- 
sion, cut Laurens and Union both out of a term. Judge Moses' horses 
ran away and threw him out of a carriage and hurt him, and he was 
unable to hold Court the other term. 

Q. Were applications made for special terms at Laurens ? 

A. There was, in September, 1874. I drew it, and it was signed by 
all the members of the bar. It was left with Mr. Pope to be presented 
to the Judge, and I suppose he presented it. I handed it to Mr. Pope in ` 
September, 1874. ` 

Q. Was not that the time when he^was hurt ? 

A. It was. 1 

Q. Was any other application made ? 

A. At the last term, Mr. Sullivan verbally asked for a special term. 
Judge Moses said it would be impossible, as the Court at Union followed 
too closely on this one. 


Q. What effect has this state of judicial business had upon suitors and 
citizens in your County? 

A. A very bad effect, indeed. "The better class of people who have 
anything owing to them will not go into Court if they can help it, alleg- 
ing that they are no nearer their money than if they kept the notes in 
their pockets; and they have a thorough contempt for the working of 
the Court. 

Q. What do you mean by the working of the Court ? 


A. I mean the manner in which it is conducted by Judge Moses in 
not calling the dockets and disposing of cases. 

Q. When Judge Moses was on the bench 
did he make? " 

A. Well, it was slow. Frequently, when a jury was out and there 
were cases of felony and cases of assault and battery on the docket, he 
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would wait till the jury would return instead of going on with the cases 
of misdemeanor. " 

Q. Look at that paper. 

A. This is an abstract made by myself from the Sessions and con- 
tingent dockets of Laurens. 

At the June Term, 1871, cases on the docket, 13. None tried. 

At the October Term, 1871, cases on the docket, 13. None tried. 

Q. Begin at 1874. 

A. February, 1874, there were 99 cases on the docket, and 8 tried. 

Judge Moses got to Laurens Monday vight; charged grand jury next 
day, and sun Friday of the second week. No civil business done , 
except judgments by default. Only 8 cases tried out of 22. They were 
for grand larceny, assault and battery, and one murder case. 

January, 1875, 21 cases on docket. 11 tried. Only Calendar 6 was 
called. 

The Judge came Monday evening and adjourned Friday of the second 
week. : 

On contingent docket, 37 cases. None tried. 

Only Calendar No. 6 was called on the civil side. 

May, 1875, on Sessions docket, 19 cases. 13 tried. 

The Court sat two weeks. The first was devoted to Sessions, and the 
second to civil business. This was the first time we had done any civil 
business in four or five years. The first week we tried more cases than 
at any term in 1874. 

May, 1875, on contingent docket, 16 cases. 3 tried. 

September, 1875, on Sessions docket, 15 cases. 7 tried. 

Court lasted one week ; did some civil business. 

The May Term, 1875, commenced Tuesday and lasted till Friday of 
the second week. September Term, 1875, lasted one week. The bar 
asked him to adjourn. 

January Term, 1876, no Court. 

It never took more than ten or fifteen minutes to try cases on , the con- 
tingent docket. They were rules, dic. 

. Q Were verdicts rendered in all the cases on the Sessions docket ? 

A. Yes; in all cases on Sessions calendar that I have mentioned as

Calendar No. 2 was issues of law and fact to be tried by the Court. 
Q. What was Calendar No. 5? 
A. No. 5 was appeals from Trial Justices and Probate Court. 


Q. Have yoy any record of the Court or pleadings filed in that 
Court? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Produce them. 

A. Witness produced the answers. 

Col. Rion objected that the complaints should be read first. 

Q. What effect had the manner of conducting judicial business upon 
the pleadings ? 

A. Lawyers would allege as a defense that it was impossible for ad- 

ministrators to collect assets on account of having no Court; and in 
- other cases that they could not get in the reports of Referees, and did 
not know whom the money should go to. 

Witness read a section of an answer put in by Messrs. Simpson & 
Simpson in a suit brought by witness. The section was to the effect that 
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defendant admitted that he was appointed executor last year; that notes 
taken by defendant at a sale of property under order of Court had been 
put in suit; that since that time he had been making every effort to bring 
the estate to a settlement, but, in consequence of the fact that the Courts 
of Common Pleas had failed to hold sessions for several years back, the 
notes had not gone into judgment, the defendant had not been able to 
realize the estate, and, therefore, was not ready to make a final settlement, 
and submitted that the action be dismissed. 

Q. How many answers have you of that kind ? 

A. I have five of that kind, alleging that Courts have not been held. 
I had one ease of an action brought to enforce a statutory lien in the 
name of the Clerk of the Court of Laurens County, and defendant's an- 
swer said that the land mortgaged had been sold to pay debts of the 
man to whom the land belonged, and an order of reference taken, and 
that, by reason of not having Courts, the report had never come in, and 
submitted that the case should be dismissed till it should be announced 
to whom the money should go. 

Q. Has any such answer ever been struck out as frivolous? 

A. I have never had a chance to move to have them struck out, ex- 
cept iu one case ; the Judge said it was a frivolous excuse, and continued 
the case, to my horror. 

Q. What indications were there on the part of Judge Moses as to his 
desire to press business ? 

A. Well, I think a motion to continue always gave him sincere plea- 
sure. I know he continued some of my cases on the flimsiest pretexts. 

Q. What effect would ordinary diligence have had on the dockets? 

A. They would have been in a much better condition. I do not say 
that all of them would have been cleared. 


Cross Examination, é 


By Mr. Pope: 

Q. You said you had no juries in 1871-72-73, but that you had juries 
in 1874-75? ` 

A. ‘Yes, sir. 

Q. You read that a large number of cases were on the dockets in 1871, 
the first term at Laurens. Were not some of them on the dockets five 
years before that? 

A. Two cases within my knowledge. I suppose that a great many 
were there before the adoption of the Code, because the pleadings were 
under the form of writs and declarations. No pleadings were filed in 
that form after March, 1870. 

Q. Were not the largest number of cases on the dockets in 1871 
cases that had been commenced long anterior to that date? 
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A. Not all of them, but the large majority were. I suppose there 
were a few that had been brought under the Code, but most of them 
were under the old form. 

Q. Was there uot much Sessions business at the Court in January, 
1874? 

. Yes, sir. We had had no Court there in two years. 

. What hour did Court adjourn on Friday of the second week ? 

. About sundown. 

. But did he only hear the Sessions calendar? 

. Yes, and No. Six—judgments by default. 

. Was not the Judge ready to hear the other six cases of Calendar 
No. 6, and the attorneys were not ready ? 

A. Yes, and the attorneys have had them continued ever since. 

Q. At that term of the Sessions, did not the Judge work every day? 

A. Every day from ten till three, except on the last day, when he 
worked till about sundown. 

Q. Was not Judge Moses extremely ill, from his being thrown from 
his carriage, till late in November ? 

A. I did not see him till I got back from the Fair, about the middle of 
November, and then he looked like he had had a spell of sickness. 

Q. In January, 1875, did he not try considerable Sessions business— 
eleven cases out of twenty-one ? 

. Yes, sir. 

Were not ten cases marked continued ? 

I do not remember. I suppose some cases were nol. prossed. 

Who moved for a continuance? 

Sometimes one side and sometimes the other. 

. Upon whose motion was nol. pros. entered ? 

. The Solicitor's. 

. In January, 1874, was any civil business done? 

. Eighteen judgments by default. The other six were not heard, by 
request of the lawyers. 

Q. In May, 1875, what became of the six cases not tried on the Ses- 
sions docket ? 

A. Some continued, some nol. prossed. He held that Court two weeks, 
the second week for civil business; 143 verdicts were obtained ; only 
seven were really tried. In the others the attorneys would write the 
verdicts on the declaration, they being only matters of calculation, and 
the foreman would sign them. 

Q. Were not some of the cases then tried very strenuously litigated ? 

A. One was, very fiercely indeed; it continued about half a day; that 
and another occupied about a day and a half of the May Term. 


Q. September Term, 1875, were not the cases tried very warmly con-, 
tested ? 


di éi éi: 
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A. Brooks vs. Anderson was; it commenced Friday evening and lasted 
till 1 o’clock next day. 

Q. What time did civil business commence that term ? 

A. Civil business commenced on Wednesday that term; Court only 
held one week that term. Col. Simpson got up Saturday afternoon and 
expressed himself as being very much gratified with the manner at which 
the Judge had conducted business and asked him to adjourn. Col. Sulli- 
van said he had some orders he wanted passed. The Judge said he would 
sit then till 12 o’clock to hear Col. Sullivan’s orders. Col. Sullivan then 
complimented him. 

Q. You said the May Term kept two weeks. Didn’t Judge Moses run 
over into the night? 

A. I do not remember that’ we had any night sessions, though he 
ordered candles for a night session. | 

Q. You said there were 537 cases on the calendar in May, 1875, and 
only 143 disposed of, and that there were 221 on the calendar in Septem- 
ber, 1875; what became of the others ? 

A. In some the parties were dead, and the Clerk struck them off; 
some were settled. I was admitted in November, 1873. 

Q. Was not a large part of the blame for the delay in the business of 
the Court due to the lawyers themselves ? e 

A. It looks very much like it, considering what was done at the last 
term of the Court. 

Q. Were you not the only attorney at that bar that was always pre- 
pared ? 

. Col. Ferguson, I think, was always prepared. 

. Were not you two the only ones prepared ? 

. I know that Ball and Simpson were unprepared. 

. And Col. Sullivan ? 

. I know that Col. Sullivan had some cases this last term of the 
Court. I think the bar were to blame. I mean they were not blameless, 
but I think Judge Moses was to blame for not going on. 

Q. Was not the Solicitor to blame? 

. À. Well, he consumed as much time as he could. But I think if 
Judge Moses had not been so kind to Fleming he could have prevented 
a great deal of that. But Fleming did obstruct business as much as 
possible, and boasted that we would never have a Court of Common 
Pleas till the people employed him in their cases. He was partly intoxi- 
eated when he said so. I do not know whether he was in jest or not. 
Teague was appointed Jury Commissioner in 1872, but the Senate would 
not confirm him. Armstrong was appointed Jury Commissioner in 1873, 
and he would not act. He had been tried for murder and convicted of 
manslaughter, and he said he did not care a damn whether we had a 
Court at all or not.

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The Judge would wait for juries which were out in felony cases to 
come in before he would proceed with cases of assault.and battery. Par- 
ties indicted in the latter were entitled to challenge from the two juries, 
but outsiders could have been drawn by consent, and I think the attor- 
neys would have consented in every instance. A ; 

I do not think there has been a term at which some of Fleming’s bills 
were not quashed, unless it was last September. 

Q. Laurens County has been in ah,unsettled state for many years? 

A. Yes, from not having Courts. 


Re Direct Examination. 


By Gen. Wallace: ` 


Q. You said the lawyers were sometimes not ready. Why not? 

A. They always thought we would have no Court and did not get 
ready. i 

R. W. Shand sworn on part of the State. e 


Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. Where do you reside ? 

A. At Union, South Carolina. I am a practicing attorney at that 
place. à 

Q. What has been the condition of the business in the Courts ? 

A. Very slow, sir. The delays have been very great, and up to June 
last there was little or no civil business transacted at all. I remember 
we had some little civil business in Maxch, 1873, and the next civil case 
was tried in November, 1875. That year there was ouly one case tried, 
that is, I. mean, exclusive of judgments by default. 

Q. What effect would ordinary judicial diligence have had? 

A. Union was not in the Seventh Judicial Circuit until 1873, and the 
dockets were in quite a manageable condition, and they are not pow 


very full. Ithink ten days of good work would dispose of all the cases 


ready for trial in Union County to-day. 

Q. Would the ordinary style of Judge Moses’ work do it in ten days? 

A. No, sir; I think it would take him longer than that. 

Q. What was Judge Moses’ usual mode of work ? was it prompt ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t consider it so. When he first came, I think: he 
may have held night sessions. Last June his hours were from 10 A. M. 
to3 P.M. Last October he had afternoon sessions, 

Q. If Judge Moses had presided over the Courts promptly, even with 
these.sessions, what would have been the effect upon the dockets ? 

A. The dockets would have been kept clear. - 
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Q. What has been the general effect of Judge Moses’ administration ? 

A. Very bad, sig; I have, with reference to my own practice, advised 
parties to exhaust every effort to collect without the process of Court, if 
there was any possibility of there being a defense, because when they 
were answered the cases would not be reached. 

Q. Who was to blame for this ? 

A. For the delays in the Courts of Union, I think Judge Moses was 


. to blame directly in part, Flemming in part and Judge Moses indirectly 


for that part. 

Q. Do you know of any cases that had been argued and the papers 
left in Judge Moses’ hands? 

A. I don't know of any except my own, and they have not been de- 
tained by him without a decision for more than four or five months. I 
have heard of another case, Bennett against Goss, which was argued 
about three or four years ago and has not been decided yet. There was 
only one point at issue. 

Q. What has the bar done at Union with reference to extra terms? 

A. I think there were two applications made. The first was two years 
ago and the last one was a year ago. The first application was made at 


'the time that the Legislature passed the Aet cutting us out of our June 


Term. I drew up a letter to Chief Justice Moses stating the condition 
of tke dockets and the amount of business, and asked him to give us an 
extra term. We, however, determined to address a letter to Judge 
Moses first, and asked him for a Court on the fifth Monday i in June, or 
any other date that would suit him. To that letter he replied it would 
be impossible to give us one on the fifth Monday in June and said nothing 
about any other date. The next application the bar went in a body to 
his room, at the Hick’s House, and asked him for an extra Court. His 
reply was that he had no time. I said: “ You can give us a Court in 
the month of April.” He said: “That is the only month that I have 
to myself to write my decrees.” He said, however, that at the next term 
there would not be much Sessions business ; the result was that he refused 
to give us the extra term, but said that at the June Term he would try 
no Sessions business, except where parties were in jail. I think Gen. 
Wallace asked him if he would object to our asking another Judge to 
come over and hold an extra term for us, and he said no, he would not 


object. 
Q. Do you know how many Sessions cases were tried in proportion to 


the number of days occupied ? 

A. I don’t know exactly; but I know that from the time Flemming 
came as Solicitor up to about a year ago the number of cases tried in the 
Sessions was usually one or two more or less than the number of days 
that the Court was in session; a little more than one case a day. 

*Q. Was Court held in June, 1874 ? 
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A. No, sir; on account of the Act of the Legislature, which fixed the 
time of holding Court at Laurens and Union at the same time, we were 
cut out of our term. I believe Judge Moses went to Laurens. 

Q. Did you have Court last year? 

A. Yes, sir; in June. 


Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Pope: 

Q. You said, I believe, that the average of the Sessions cases tried was 
about one a day ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is it not true that a large number of murder cases have been tried 
at Union? 

A. I think we average about one to the term. 

Q. Is not a long time required in murder cases ? 

A. Yes, sir; I remember one case took three days, and I remember, 
too, an arson case that took three days. I think one day to a murder 
case is about a fair: average. 

Thomas M. Lake sworn on the part of the State. 


Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. Where do you reside? ; 

A. About three miles from Newberry Court House. I held the office 
of Clerk of the Court when Judge Moses first came to the Circuit as 
Judge. 

Q. Have you ever had any conversations with Judge Moses about 
money ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. The first conversation between Judge Moses and 
myself about money was soon after Judge Moses was elected as Judge 
on his first term; he came to my office to borrow money ; he did borrow 
money from me at two or three different times, aggregating the sum of 
$780. 

Q. What money was that ? E 

A. I didn't keep any separate accounts of my own moneys and the 
moneys of the office. I think I said that I had no money of my own, 
and his reply was: “ You can let me have the money any how." 

Q. What consideration did Judge Moses suggest to induce you to lend 
him money at that time? 


| A. He gave me, I think, three notes and a due bill of the Chief 
Justice for $1,000 as collateral security. 


SA What other conversation about money did you have with Judge 
oses ? d 
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A. Some period after this, there was a report made by me to the 
Court as to the condition of a fund placed in my hands in bulk by Mr. 
Silas Johustone, who had been former Commissioner. Upon the pre- 
sentation of that report, he issued a rule against him. The rule was 
made absolute, and during the time; I don’t know whether the rule was 
made absolute previous or after the conversation, but, anyhow, I was 
in Court at Newberry, and whilst Judge Moses was sitting on the bench 
he called me to him and whispered to me that I ought to pay him a fee 
in this case. 

. How did he decide the case? 

. The rule was made absolute. 

. What was the effect of that? 

. Nothing was ever done with it. 
. Who got the money ? 

The money, about $25,000, had been placed in my hands. 

. About this rule: was it heard in Court? 

. Yes, sir. He issued an order upon my report. I made a copy 
and served it upon Mr. Johnstone. He took the papers, and, eventually, 
the rule to show cause was made absolute. 

The Court, on motion of Senator Swails, adjourned till to-morrow, at 
1 o'clock P. M.

Q. Who signed all those papers you have in your hand? 
A. Judge M. Moses. 

Q. Read them. 


A. Well, the first is: 
“ NEWBERRY, May 22d, 1871. 


* Due Thomas M. Lake $300 for value received. 
*(Signed) ' M. MOSES.” 


The next is a note of Chief Justice Moses, which reads as follows : 
[copy. ] 
«$1,000 SUMTER, January 31, 1866, 
* Due M. Moses or order $1,000 cash, this day borrowed. 
' *(Signed) F. J. MOSES."

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“ NEWBERRY, January 31, 1871. 
“Due Thomas M. Lake, for value received, $350. To secure the pay- 
ment of the above demand of Thomas M. Lake of this date and my note 
of $300, have this day left. with bim as collateral security the first above 
mentioned due bill of F. J. Moses for the payment of the said $650 and 
the interest which may acerue thereon, which, when paid, to deliver up 
to me the said due bill left with him as collateral security above men- 
tioned. 
* (Signed) M. MOSES. 
“November 17, 1871.” 


Q. What is written on the back of that paper—the collateral security ? 
A. * This due bill is unpaid and due, October 13th, 1870. 
“(Signed ) f F. J. MOSES.” 


The next paper reads: 
“ NEWBERRY, July 11, 1872. 
“On the 7th of August next I promise to pay Thomas M. CN or 
order $130, value this day received. 
**(Signed) M. MOSES." 


Q. Did you have any conversation with Judge Moses about that debt? 

Mr. Rion objected. 

Objection sustained. 

. Q. Did you ever collect that debt? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Why did you not collect it? Didn't you have the due bill of the 
‘Chief Justice? 

A. I understood that the due bill of the Chief Justice was not owing. 

Mr. Rion objected. 

Question waived. 

Q. What is the aggregate of Judge Moses’ debt to you? 

A. Seven hundred and eighty dollars ($780.) 

Q. In what years was that debt contracted ? ? 

A. In 1871 and 1872; the greater portion of it in 1871. - 

Q. Did you have a conversation with Judge M. Moses in 1874, in 
“front of Mr. Pope's office in Newberry ? 

A. Yes, sir. I met Judge Moses in the street, near Mr. Pope's office, 
-and his remark to me was, “ Lake, I must have $500. I will give you 
an order on the Treasury, and I will pass an order by which you will 
not have to pay out any money until 31st January next.” 


Q. Did you have any conversation with Judge Moses with reterpnce 
‘to the case of Houseal & Ee 


; 
3 
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A. Yes, sir; there was not much said. I was interested at this time 
in the case. I was interested in the capacity of a Clerk of Court, and 
wanted a commission on a bond that was being paid, the bond being in. 
my hand. I thik it was in his room at his hotel. I think I mentioned 
that I was not highly pleased with the remarks of the.lawyers in opposi- 
tion to me, and his remark was this: * Lake, you didu't have any fear 
of any case you had?” I can’t state the month, and don’t know whether 
I could state the year precisely. 

. Q. How much money did Judge Moses owe you at that time? 

A. All that he does now, except the interest that has accrued since. 

Q. Now, in the case of Harrington and O'Neale, who held the funds? 

A. I held a part of them, and the then Clerk of the Court, Jesse C. 
Smith} held a portion which he had collected after I had gone out of 
office. ` i ; 

Q. Were proceedings taken against you to compel you to pay over 
that money? 

A. Yes, sir; there was an order passed to compel me to pay over the 
money. 

Q. What conversation with Judge Moses did you have with relation 
to that fund? 

A. Judge Moses sent for me and I went to his house and went into a 
room in which he kept his books. After he had asked about the family, 
&c., he told me that there was a report and order by which it-was pro- 
posed that I should pay $20,000 over. I told him I would have to try 
and pay it, and he indicated to me, leaving the impression on my mind, 
that he could postpone it. I don’t say he said so, but such was the im- 
pression left on my miod; he indicated it. Ireplied: “Judge, you are 
obliged to sign that order, for it is by consent of counsel on both sides.” 
Previous, and about this time, he asked me to loan him $2,000. I told him 
I couldn’t spare the money, as I had that money to pay. His reply was 
that he would have a right to object to it himself, and showed me where 
he had made pencil marks on the report. To be exact, I can’t recollect 
whether he asked for the loan of the money first or after he told me about 


_ the report. 


Q. Did you have any conversation with Judge Moses about the ap- 
poiutment of the Clerk of Court ?, 

A. Yes,sir; I received information from Judge Moses that he wanted to 
see me, and I went to his house, and the conversation was this: “ Do you 


know,” Judge Moses said, “that Mr. Smith is going to resign?" I said 


I didn’t know; that I had heard so. He said: “Well, he is going to 
resign, and you know the appointing power will bein my hands. Now, 
Mr. Lake, I want to borrow $2,000.” I told him I could not lend it. A 
very few more words passed at thattime. He told me that we had always

been good friends, and that the appointing power would be in his hands 
and indicated to me that he would give me the appointment, but I can’t 
say that he said so in so many words. - 

Q. Do you remember any*other conversations between Judge Moses 
and yourself with reference to money ? 

A. There was one occasion that I spoke of last night. There was a 
rule issued against Mr. Silas Johnstone by Judge Moses to require him 
to show cause why he shouldn’t designate to me certain moneys that had 
been paid over to mein bulk. The rule was made absolute as to the 
payment of the money ; that is, Mr. Johustone would have to designate 
the parties to whom this fund, which I held in bulk, belonged. 

Q. Who had the money? 

A. Idid. The rule, as I said, was made absolute, and while I Was in 
the Court room Judge Moses called me to the bench and said: * Lake, 
you ought to pay me a fee in this case;" he said it in a whisper. 

Q. How much money was involved? 

A. About $25,000; it was put iuto my hands by Mr. Johnstone, but 
no cases were designated to which to apply the fund. Whether he owed 
more money or not, I can't say. 

Q. Was a rule issued against you at the instance of Mr. H. C. 
Moses? 

A. Yes, sir. I suppose it was by his instance; it was a rule for me to 
show cause why I shouldn't pay over thé amount of money that might be 
in my hands as Clerk of the Court. 

Q. What has become of that rule? 

A. It has never been argued. Mr. H. C. Moses is the Clerk of the 
Court, or deputy clerk, I don't know which. He‘ was appointed by his 
father. 

Q. Were any other rules issued at that term? 

A. I don't know of my own knowledge; I had information to that 
effect. 

Q. What attorneys represented you in that rule? 

A. Mr. Baxter and Mr. Jones. 

Q. What reason did you have for employing those gentlemen ? 

A. I had several reasons for employing Mr. Baxter. I considered ' 
him a good lawyer, and I knew that he had influence. 

By Mr. Whittemore : 

Q. Did you regard the remark of Judge Moses, * Lake, you didn't 
have any fear in any case in which you might be interested ?" other than 
a determination to do you justice ? 

A. I regarded Judge Moses as very friendly to me and favorable to 


me in all my suits, and that if he could lean, that he wo 


uld do it in my 
favor honestly. 
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Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Baxter: 

Q. When were you elected Clerk, and when did you first go into 
office ? A 

A. I was elected in 1868. I went in under the new C. nstitution ; I 
can't recall the month. I was in office some time before Judge Moses 
was elected to his first term. 

Q. Were there not some proceedings under Judge Rutland in relation 
to the turning over the Commissioners’ funds in part to the Clerk ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How much did the Commissioners turn over ? 

A. About $8,000 was given to me, labelled with the cases to which it 
was to be applied, and about $25,000 in bulk; some of it was in notes 
which I receipted for. 

Q. Had there not been a previous order in the case of Gilball’s estate, 
requiring these notes to be received as cash ? 

A. Yes, sir; I heard so. *- 

Q. How much cash did you receive? 

A. The books will show. I think about $33,000. I think there was 
about $25,007 and then about $8,000. That was before Judge Moses 
came into the Circuit. 

Q. Was there any turned over to you after Judge Moses came ? 

A. Mr. Johnstone made some compromises in my office and some 
receipts were passed. 

Q. The object of that rule against him was to require Mr. Johnstone 
to designate to what cases this sum of $25,000 was to be applied? 

A. Yes, sir; I tbink the report will show it. Mr. Johnstone had 
turned over about $33,000 ; about $8,000 was labelled with the cases to 
which it was to be applied; about this sum there was no trouble. As to 
the $25,000, he declined to designate to what cases it was to be applied. 
My recollection of the conversation with Mr. Johustone was this: He 
said, * I want you to receive so-and-so's meneys." I wanted to have the 
cases designated, but I said, * If you refuse to pay in any other way I 
will take itin bulk." 

Q. How did that rule come up? 

A. It came up by my making a report as Clerk as to the condition of 
the moneys in my office at the close of one of the terms; and upon this 
report Judge Moses issued the rule on his own motion. The object of 
the rule was to compel Mr. Johnstone to separate the $25,000 and desig- 
nate to what cases it referred. The rule was answered by Mr. Johnstone, 
and the case was argued before Judge Moses. Mr. Jones represented 
me, and Mr. Baxter and Mr. Jaeger represented Mr. Johnstone. The 
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case was closely contested. I think General Garlington came from 
Atlanta to argue in the case. The case was ruled in my favor. 

Q. There was nothing.in that order that you remember to compel Mr. 
Johnstone to pay over any other sum of money; it was only to make 
him designate to what cases that money you held belonged ? 

A. No, sir; there was nóthing more than that he should designate the 
cases to which the money was to be applied. My object in making the 
report was to take the. responsibility off of my own shoulders. When 
any one came to me aud said “ I want the money in my case," I couldn't 
give it to them, because I didn’t know which or how much was theirs. 
This was at Judge Moses’ second term, in the first year of his adminis- 
tration, I think. 

Q. When did you first lend Judge Moses money ? 

A. In May, 1871—the 22d of May, 1871. 

Q. You have loaned other people money besides Judge Moses, have 
you not? 

A. Yes, sir; I have lent you some and several others. 

Q. It is not an unusual thing for people to want to borrow money at 
Newberry ? £ 

A. No, sir; they do it if they can. 

Q. It does not militate against a man’s respectability to borrow 
money ? ; 

A. That depends upon circumstances. 

Q. You thought nothing improper in the transaction did you? 

A. Well, when he came first I looked upon him as the Judge, and 
he said he had just been elected and had no money, and thought it was 
all right. But I said, “On the square, Judge Moses, this money is to be 
paid back whenever I want it.” , 

Q. You said, I think, that you did not keepa distinct account 
between your owm and the office money ? 

A. No, sir; I did not keep them separate. If a man paid me $1,000 
on a personal account and another man came in and paid me another 
$1,000 on an official account, I entered the whole amount on the. 
same book, and kept the money together in the safe or in bank. > 

Q. You had some moneys of your own from time to time, did you 
not? 


A. Yes, sir; I bought property, and did a right smart private busi- 
ness, 


Q. If you lent me money, say $500, you couldn’t tell whether you had 
given me your own or office funds, could you ? 

A. Sometimes I could and sometimes I couldn’t. In this particular 
instance the reason that I made the remark to Judge Moses that I. had 
no funds of my own was because I had just bought a house, the pay- 
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ment for which I thought would consume all my private funds. I think 
I purchased the house under an order of sale by Judge Boozer. Mr. 
Pope sold it to me a few days after he had bought it. 

Q. What is the date of that next note? 

A. November 17th, 1871, for $350. 

Q. Had those notes been given when that whispered remark about a 
fee was made to you by Judge Moses ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. There was one of them given, I know; maybe more. 
I am certain of one. 

Q. At what time, what term of Court, was this whispered conversa- 
tion ? 

A. I can’t tell exactly. The report will show. 

Q. You can’t tell how many of these notes had been given before Gë 
conversation ? 

A. I can’t tell whether it was one, two or three, but I know that I 
lent Judge Moses money very soon after he was elected Judge, on his 
first term. 

Q. Was not the decision in that case rather a barren victory ? Didn't 
we say that we wouldn't'appeal, but took the ground that we wouldn't 
submit. 

A. Yes, sir. It was rather a barren victory; but I didn’t consult you 
as to what course you intended to pursue, because you were on the op- 
posite side ? 

Q. You considered that due bill of the Chief Justice good security ? 

A. I don’t think I ever read it; it was pinned to the note by Judge 
Moses himself. 

Q. When was the next note given ? 

A. July 11th, 1872. 

Q. What was the date of your Eet with Judge Moses about 
the Harrington and O’Neale case ? bd 

A. I can approximate it; it was between the date of the report and 
the signing of the order. 

Q. Was any one present besides Judge Moses and yourself? 

A. No, sir; not while the conversation was going on. His wife met me 
at the door, but I don't think any one went in with me. 

Q. Do you know how long after this it was before the order was 
signed ? 

A. No, sir; not exactly. 

Q. You knew when counsel agreed for that consent order to be 


passed ? 


A. No, sir; I don’t think I knew till I went to Judge Moses’ house. 
I;was accused by Mr. Caldwell of being in league with the Judge to 
prevent the paying over the money to him. 
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Counsel for respondent objected to the witness saying anything about 
what Mr. Caldwell had accused him. 

Q. Was not your testimony taken in the Referee’s office ? 

A. Yes, sir; my testimony was taken in regard to the amount of 
money in my hand, and it formed the basis of the report upon which 
this consent order was passed. I was not a party to the suit, but was 
summoned as a witness to testify as to the amount of money I had in 
hand. I was not aware of what the lawyers were going to do. Mr. 
“ Caldwell was the Referee. I knew the case was going forward, but I 
didn't know anything more. 

Q. Who was with you when the conversation between Judge Moses: 
and yourself took place in front of Mr. Pope's office? 

A. I don't think any one was present; it was a public place, and. 
there may have been persons near me, but I don't think any one heard. 

Q. You have lent out money in considerable sums, have you not? 

A. Yes, sir; I have loaned out in the neighborhood of $10,000. 

Q. You are sure that no one was present at any of these conversations 
between yourself and Judge Moses about money ? 

A. Iam pretty sure there was not; and if dnybody was present at 
the conversation in front of Mr. Pope's office, I don't think they heard 
what was said. 

Q. In what did that report which Judge Moses showed to you consist? 

A. He told me that under the report I would have to pay out $20,000 
or more. I had information that he held the report some time because 
he wanted to require a bond from the Referee. 

Q. There were items in that account involving large calculations, 
were there not? 

A. I never read the report. , I don't know of my own knowledge. I 
examined the report only so far as to the order against myself. 

Q. (By Senator Donaldson): Did the manner of Judge Moses when 
he made the remark to you, * You ought to pay me a fee in this case," 
impress you that he was in earnest or jesting? 

A. I took him to be in earnest, and I replied : “All right, Judge; I wil

Chief Justice F. J. Moses sworn for the State. 


Direct Examination, 

By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Chief Justice, will you have the goodness to look at that paper on 
the d-sk—the blue paper? Did you ever have any conversation with 
Mr. Lake about that paper? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is that your signature? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Will you explain the nature of that paper? 

A. This position is not a pleasant one, but I am here to obey the man- 
dates of the law, and I am here to answer any and every question that 
may be propounded. Some time ago, I can’t tell the precise date, I pre- 
sume about three weeks ago, I was sitting in the Supreme Court Library 
and Mr. Lake came in with a Senator, who presented him to me. I 
didn't remember him then, but I remember now that when I was Circuit 
Judge that he was a clerk in the office of the Clerk of Court, I 
think. Well, he told me that hé had a note upon me. I was surprised, 
for I didn't know that I had much paper out, and was at a loss to con- 
ceive how he could have got hold of a note of mine. | After some con- 
versation he seemed perplexed himself, out of regard for me no doubt. 
He was very courteous and considerate. He then showed me this note, 
and I said: “Yes, this is my signature, but I don’t consider that I owe 
the note.” I said: * My brother has a weakness upon this subject ; He is 
under the impression, no doubt, that I owe the note, but I really do not 
owe it.” I asked Mr. Lake why he bad not communicated with me 
about the matter before. He said really he didn't like to come to me. 
Now, on the back of this paper is written “ unpaid and due.” I wrote 
it to prevent a family quarrel, because I had required him to do the same 
upon some of his notes in order to prevent them from going beyond the 
statute of limitation. According to my recollection, my brother and my- 
self had been in business for many years. Of course I was in full prac- 
tice when he came to the bar. He was my only brother and my younger 
brother, and I took him into business with me. The business was good 
and he was cashier, and when I wanted money I gave him due bills for 
the amount. I think this is one of those papers, but I think he thought 
it was due; but even if it had been due, I have paid a great deal 
more than this amount since the war on his account. Thus stands this 
note. Ifatasettlement between us I should find that I owe him money, 
I will pay him; and if he owes me, I presume he will do the same.

R Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Wallace : 
Q. Where do you reside and what is your profession ? 
A. At Newberry. Iam Probate Judge of that County. 
Q. What conversations did you have with the Judge with reference to 
money ? 
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A. In the latter part of November, 1874, as I was standing in front of 
my door, Judge Moses called me aside into the street, about fifteen feet 
from the door, and asked me if I had any money to loan. I replied that 
I had not. He then remarked that he knew that I had a large deposit. 
I told him that I had a large official deposit, but as to that fund there 
was no need of further conversation. I told him also that I had private 
' funds that I had immediate use for; that I had a bond that I owed to 
the Probate Judge of Union County, which would be soon due, and X 
wanted the money to apply to that. His remark was: “If that is all 
the usé you have for that money, I can control or manage that so that 
the necessity would not be present." My recollection is that my bond 
was due within fifteen dayg. 

Q. Will you remember and repeat the whole of what Judge Moses 
said ? ; 

A. Well, that he would have the controlór management of that. I 
understood. that in case of a foreclosure, that he meant I would have 
time. His words were more full than I have perhaps stated. It is my 
recollection that I could have more time and I wouldn't be pressed to 
pay the bond. I told him that I preferred to pay the bond. 

Q. You said that Judge Moses told you that he knew you had a large 
deposit ? e 

A. Well, the only deposit that I had was an official deposit. At that 


^, time my bank account was under $10, and, of course, I could not 


draw that out by check. The only deposit that I had was an official 
deposit as Probate Judge. : 


Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Pope: 

Q. What was the amount of money that Judge Moses desired to 
borrow from you? 

A. I have no recollection of the amount he wanted. . 

Q. Was ita few hundred dollars? : 

A. My recollection is that he mentioned no amount, but that in gen- 
eral terms he said that he wanted to burrow a sum of money. 

Q. Is it not a fact that you have considerable property outside of 
your official property ? 

A. Yes, sir. f ; 

Q. Is it unusual for persons to desire loans of money from you ? 

A. Well, no; it is not. 

Q. Many other persons have requested loans of money from you, have 
they not? ë 

A. Yes, sir.

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Q. As to your understanding of what Judge Moses meant by stating 
that he could control matters: was it not a matter of inference with you ? 
EA. Yes, sir; but he distinetly, by his words, gave me to understand 

that he would manage it so that I wouldn't be troubled about the bond 
immediately. 
Q. Is it not frequently the case in these bonds that even after they 
have become due that they are not called for at maturity ? 

A. Yes, sir; it is sometimes the case. 

Q. Is it not.so as a rule? 

A. No, sir. I think it is the exceptior. It has always been my rule 
- after a bond becomes due to inform the parties and then to advise with 
the parties who brought the funds into the Probyte Court. 

Q. Is it not your habit to indulge—to oblige the makers of these bonds 
as in private bonds? 

A. Yes, sir; if the security was sufficient. 

Q. Was not your security sufficient in that bond to which you allude? 

A. Yes, sir. I would say it was secure. I had paid two-thirds of it. 

Q. There was nothing said by Judge Moses that excluded the idea of : 
an assignment to a beneficiary, was there? 

A. I don’t think there was anything in his manner which excluded 
that idea. But I formed from his words the inference that I have stated. 
Q. We very frequently make mistakes in our inferences, don’t we? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. 

Re-Direct Examination, 

By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Counsel asked you if it was usual for persons to borrow money 
- from you. Did they usually when they asked this tell you that you 
needn't pay a bond that you had due? 

A. No, sir; I don't think they did.

We have carefully examined the offices of the Sheriff, Auditor, Probate 
Judge, Clerk of Court, County Commissioners, and Schoo! Commissioner, 
and find them in good order, and, so far as we could ascertain, books 
healthy and correctly kept. Also, we have examined the Court House, 
and report that the roof is in bad ‘condition, and recommend that it be 
repaired at once. Also, we have examined the jail, and found it to be 
in good condition. Also, have visited the poor house and found it neatly : 
kept, and no complaint from the paupers— twenty-four in number. And 
we likewise have examined the Treasurer’s office, and find it in good 
condition, and the books neatly and carefully kept; and the present 
Treasurer reports:

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From the various reports and complaints made by many of the citizens 
of this County, there is just cause to believe there are great and grievous 
irregularities in the books of the late Treasurer, and, on account of the 

‘shortness of time that this grand jury has to sit, we find it impossible to 
Jook with scrutiny into the matter, and earnestly recommend that a Com- 
mittee of three or five of our body be appointed to sit from time to time 
during the interval of the Court, for the purpose of thoroughly investi- 
gating these reports and complaints, and to have the power to send for 
persons, papers and books, and at all their meetings to require the attend- 
ance of the late County Treasurer, and to employ an expert accountant 
to assist them. ` 

This course has been pursued in Charleston, and we recommend it not 
only on account of the present emergency, but as a precedent for the 
future in restraining all improper and irregular conduct on the part of 
public officials. 

Only two of the Trial Justices have made any reports—E. F. Davis 
and W. F. Parker. The former reports $500 fine received and turned 
over to the Treasurer since his last report, and the latter $15.50 received 
and $5.50 turned over to the Treasurer. 

We have also examined the report of the School Commissioner and 
find the amount of school fund on hand at his last report......$12,675 85

- the original record in his office, as follows : 


To the Honorable M. Moses, 
Judge of the Seventh Judicial Circuit, South Carolina : 
The grand jury take pleasure in informing your Honor that they have 
found a marked improvement in the various offices and affairs of the 
County, not only in the neatness and order of their rooms and the well- 


arranged manner in which their books are kept and their papers filed, 


but congratulate the County that the various offices are filled with men 
of integrity and fine business capacities, performing regularly and at- 


tentively, and in a gentlemanly and courteous manner, the various func- 
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tions of their offices. Inthe Auditor's and Treasurer’s offices, on acccount 
of which came many complaints heretofore, and in which existed much ` 
confusion and irregularity, we now find system and order and men of | 
efficiency and integrity. The County Commissioners have showed more ` 
than usual diligence in keeping the highways in good order and the 
bridges repaired and rebuilt when washed away. We would call the 
attention of your Honor to the report and statement of the Chairman of ` 
the County Commissioners, in which he shows $2,600 has bean paid over 
to the present Treasurer by the late Treasurer, J. P. F. Camp. We re- 
commend that $1,200 of the same be paid over to the School Commis- 
sioner, to be applied to any deficiency that may be ascertained to be due 
said funds, and $1,400 to be paid over to the County Commissioners, to 
be applied to the payment of claims and deficiencies due :aid funds, 
and all indebtedness of the late Treasurer to be forthwith collected. 
The Commissioner of public schools has done well in his office, and the 
system of free schools, thoughun developed and very imperfect, yet, with 
his limited méans, is diffusing among the masses a fair uniform educa- 
tion, and, what is more remarkable and pleasant to contemplate, the 
class of teachers now springing up and taking charge of these schools is - 
very superior to those we have heretofore had. We find much uncer- 
tainty with regard to the manner in which the Trial Justices should 
make their returns. These officers are as much responsible as others, 
and should be required at least ohce a year to render in a due account of 
their doings. The few who have made returns, as Tolleson, Jones and 
Turner, show order and system in the keeping of their books and 
accounts, and, as far as we can ascertain, made due returns of all fines 
collected by them to the Treasurer. The great irregularity that exists. 
among them shows the necessity of a more specific plan in making their 
returns. In the returns of C. C. Turner, we find, in the case of the 
State vs. E. P. Clement M Ze for assault and riot, in which case, 
according to his own acknóWedgment, a fine of $100 was imposed and 
costs, and yet, for some cause unknown, the fine was abated to $30 and 
costs. We recommend the said Trial Justice be made to show why such 
abatement. It also appears that another case was brought before him 
and adjudicated, and yet no account of it appears in his books. We 
could also bring up other cases of Trial Justices, showing similar willful 
neglect and irregularity, as in the case of Trial Justice Irwin. Fines 
have been known to be collected by him, and yet the Treasurer affirms 
no returns have been made by him to his office; also, in the case of the 
State vs. Squire Mintz, for larceny, the prisoner was released and the case 
quashed without any showing. We instance these cases to show the ne- 
cessity of some'specifie form in bringing these officers to a strict account- 
ability. In the matter of complaint of Wm. MeGill Fleming and Jus- 
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tice Tolleson vs. the County Commissioners, we herewith return the 
reply of the County Commissioners to said complaint. We have also 
visited and examined the poor house, and find it in good order, and the ` 
poor well taken care of. The public buildings have been examined and 
found in good order, except the kitchen of the jail, where some repair- 
ing is needed on the windows and one of the sills. We recommend the 
- County Commissioners look into this matter and make the needful 
repairs.

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Complaint vs. County Commissioners of Spartanburg County. 


Whereas W. Magil Fleming and J. B. Tolleson have complained to 
the grand jury that the County Commissioners refuse to pay their ac- 
counts, the first as the Solicitor of the Seventh Circuit, the second as 
Trial Justice, we would state that it appears that W. Magil Fleming 
filed an account, as Solicitor Seventh Circuit, for $135, on the 1st Sep- 
tember, 1875; that none of the items of said accouut bear any date ; 
that for a portion of said account the County of Newberry and not the 
County of Spartanburg is liable to pay, and the same is properly charge- 
able to said County of Newberry; that a large number of the cases 
charged is nol. pros. cases, for which the Solicitor is not entitled to the fees 
charged by him, in the judgment of the County Commissioners, under 
the Act of the General Assembly of 1874-75, Farther, that the County 
Commissjoners are well informed and have the evidence, and, if neces- 
sary, can make it appear, that in numerous cases in this County the 
Solicitor has compromised the same and collected considerable amounts 
thereupon, which have not been turned over to the County. The Chair- 
man further reports that said account was presented to the Board of 
County Commissioners at last meeting and considered, and, not being 
satisfied in regard to the same, it was, on motion, postponed until the 
next meeting of the Board. In regard to the account of Trial Justice 
Tolleson, none of the items were dated, as required by law. Said Tolle- 
son’s account is for $157, and was filed on the 14th October, 1875, in the 
office of County Commissioners, and no meeting of the Board has been 
held since. Charges stand in said account in cases which were settled by 
parties defendant. That said account shows, in several cases, over-charges. 

The Chairman of the Board declines to audit the account prior to a 
meeting. The said Tolleson does not make the necessary affidavit re- 
quired by law upon the presentation of his account. From the examina- 
tion of the papers of said Trial Justice Tolleson on account, it appears 
that out of the sixty-six cases the larger portion are for retailing without 
licenses, in which the Solicitor is the prosecutor, makes the affidavit in 
the cases, and enters on the back of the same nol. pros., and in most of 
the cases no entry of any Constable endorsed on the same. The papers, 
while purporting to be for the purpose of stopping the retail of liquors 
without licenses, does seem to the County Commissioners like a wholesale 
attempt without license to put money in the pockets of officials at the 
expense of the County.

Q. Does it not come within your knowledge as Clerk that there has 
been great delay in the trial of causes in Spartanburg County ever since 
1866? 

A. I do not suppose the Courts have been run as before the war. 

H. Havé not the changed condition of things contributed much to 
cause that delay ?

Q. Are you sufficiently familiar with the amount of Sessions business 
done before 1865 to draw a comparison between the business done then 
and that done since that date?

Q. Then you could not tell what was done ina case from a mere in- 
spection of the calendar ? 

A. No, sir; not in all cases. 

Q. Are there not frequently the stiffest kind of arguments on interloc- 
utory questions where that is the only entry ? 

A Yes, sir. . 

Q. Those arguments occupy the attention of the Court as much as the 


' final argument? 


A. Sometimes they do, but not in every instance. 
Q. Is not much of the delay in hearing causes caused by the failure 
of witnesses and prosecutors to attend Court? 
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A. Yes, sir. A case is often continued on that account. 

Q. Is not the Solicifor allowed to call witnesses till he announces what 
bills he has ready for the grand jury ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is not much of the time of the Court wasted by the "P of wit- 
nesses by the crier? 

A. Yes; always some time occupied in that way.

By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. How many cases have you known in which interlocutory argu- 
ments took as long as the argument on the merits ? 

A. I do not know of any. 

Q. How many cases have occupied the Court two or three days in the 
trial since Moses has been Judge? 

A. I do not know how many. 

-Q. Do you know of any? 

A. I think I ean mention one—Surratt against Sarra That case oc- 
cupied two days at one term and one at another. 

Q. Was that the rule or the exception? 

A. That was the exception. 

Q. On what days did Judge Moses usually open your Court? 

A. For the last two or three Courts on Monday, that is, the Court of 
Ses ssions. Before that, on Tuesday, I think, sometimes on Wednesday. 
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Q. What day does the law provide that Court shall nape 

A. Monday. 

Q. Have Judges from any other Circuits held Court at your Court 
House since 1866? 

A. They have. Judge Thomas and Judge Orr since 1868; Judge 
Orr held in March, 1870, I think. The term was about two weeks; I 
am not certain it was a full two weeks. 

Q. How was the dispatch of business at that term as compared with 
that done at any term when Judge Moses presided ? 

A. A great deal of business was disposed of at that term. 

Q. How did the business done at that term compare with the business 
done when the Court was presided over by Judge Moses? 

A. I do not know the EE but business was done more rapidly. 

Q. How much more? 

A. It would be impossible for me to tell; much progress was made at 
that Court; the dockets were heavy. 

Q. What effect had the two weeks’ work? 

A. It reduced the number of cases very much. 

Q. Did any term by Judge Moses reduce them in the same propor- 
tion ? 

A. I do not know about that. I see, by reference to the calendar, 
that at one term there were fifty cases disposed of on Calendar No. 1. 
I think the number on the calendar was 119; that was nearly half. 

Q. Describe in general terms the dispatch of business, as to rapidity, 
at the term held by Judge Orr. 

A. It was dispatched rapidly. 

Q. How was the dispatch at any term by Judge Moses? 

A. Not so rapidly as by Judge Orr. 

Q. What do you mean by that? 

A. When the issue and inquiry dockets were called when Judge 
Orr was there, the cases melted away. As many were disposed of as at 
any three terms of 1875. Some of them were litigated cases. 

Q. Counsel asked you if commissions did not belong to you when 
moneys were in your hands. Did they belong to you before the order of 
the Court. 

A. Yes, sir; when money was paid out I retained my commissions, 


Re- Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Pope. 


Objection was made by Gen. Wallace and Gen. Elliott to this re-cross- 
examination, but, the objection not being insisted on, Mr. Pope pro- 
ceeded : | 
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Q. In your knowledge of Judges, have you ever known any Judge that 
had the same dispatch in attending to business that Judge Orr had? 

A. I never did. 

Q. Is it not a fact that at that term Judge Orr practiced his famous 
scalihg process ? 
. Yes, sir. That was the first scaling done in our Court. 
. What effect did that scaling process have upon the Court? 
. Of cogrse, if the parties had appealed it would have been upset. 
Did he transact any Sessions business that term ? 
. Yes; a little. The principal object was to try civil cases.

Mr. S. T. Poinier sworn for the Managers. 
Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Where do you reside? 

A. At Spartanburg. 

Q. What office do you hold? 

A. County Treasurer. 

Q. Did you ever have any conversation with Judge Moses about 
money ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. State what it was. 

A. On Tuesday of the October Term of 1875, Judge Moses stopped 
me as I was going into the hotel and asked me if I could lend him $250. 
I told him I had no money to loan. He said that on the first day of Court 
the Assistant Treasurer had told him he had $700 on hand. I said: 
“ You formerly issued an order that I should retain money in my hands 
to pay the expenses of each term of Court. I do not know if $700 will 
be sufficient for this term.” He said: “I think that will be ample.” I 
said’: “If it is sufficient, and I can accommodate you, I will be glad to do 
so.” Afterwards, being obliged to go away, I told my assistant to raise 
$250 and let the Judge have it. 

Q. What sums were requisite at preceding terms to pay the expenses ' 
of Court? l 

A. Much larger than $700. 


Cross-Examination, 
By Mr. Pope: 


Q. Was it not the fact that Judge Moses wished you to cash his draft 
on the Treasurer ? 


A. He said that he would give me an order on the State Treasurer for 
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. that amount, which would be due him in the first quarter of this fiscal 


year. 


Q. Well, you received it ? 

A. Yts; I received the order, and the State Treasurer has accepted it. 
I have not received the money yet. 

Q. Could you tell the week of the term this conversation took place? 

A. I think it was the second day of the term. I was absent in Green- 
ville the first day. 


Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Wallace: 
Q. What term of the Court was that? 
A. October, 1875. 


Mr. Fleming recalled for the Managers. 


Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. How long a time is allowed by law to the October Term of Court 
at Spartanburg? 

A. I do not know that it is limited by law. It convened on the fourth 
Monday in October and held till succeeding Tuesday—eight days. 

Q. Was all the business, civil and criminal, finished by Tuesday ? 

A. Oh, no, sir; all the Sessions business that was ready was trans- 
acted. . 
4 Cross- Examination, 

By Mr. Pope: 

Q. Is it not true that Court lasted till Friday instead of Tuesday? 
To recall it to your attention, I will ask you if you remember the case of 
Casey against Parks ? 

A. My recollection is that it was Tuesday, and it is assisted by an ex- 
amination of the calendar. In examining the calendar, I did not find 
out any case; I only looked for dates, and the last entry was Novem- 
ber 2d. 

Mr. John J. Carrington sworn for the Managers: 

Direct Examination, 

By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Where do you reside? 

A. At Newberry Court House. 

Q. What office do you hold ? 

A. Sheriff. 
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Q. Have you had any conversations with Judge Moses about money ? 


A. I have. 

Q. State the first one you can remember ? 
` A, There have been so many that I cannot remember certainly the 
first one. 

Q. Well, any that occurs to you. 

A. I have loaned the Judge money different times. In one case, I 
think in March Term, 1875, he called me on the stand and said he needed 
money. I said I did not have any. He said he knew I had money in 
certain decrees; if I did not, I ought to have it. Isaid: * I have some 
official money.” He said: “ It is subject to the order of the Court, and I 
want it.” Isaid there might be some consent orders at the end of the 
term, and did not know that I could spare it. He said he would sign no 
consent orders on me till he paid me, and he made Mr. J. F. J. Cald- 
well sit down when he rose to read a consent order on me for money and 
adjourned Court. After that I went home and did not lend him the 
money right away. He wrote me a note that he did not understand my 
conduct, and I returned and lent him some. Ilent him $100 belonging 

to the case of Wheeler and Wheeler against Derrick. I think Cald- 
well's order was in the same case. 

Q. What promise did Judge Moses make you if you would pay him 
money out of your office? 

A. He said he would refuse to pass orders on me till he paid it back, 
and I was always willing to accede to "the wishes of the Court when I 
could do so without injuring myself. 

Q. How long was it after he refused to sign that order that your lent 
him money ? 

A. Right away—in a day or so, 

Q. Did Judge Moses make any remark to you immediately after he 
adjourned the Court ? 


A. Yes; he told me he had refused the order, and wanted the money, 
and I told him he could get it. 


H. Did you ever have any conversation with Judge Moses about pay- 
ing money to H. C. Moses? 

A. Yes. I remarked to Judge Moses that he had not stood up to his 
promise; that there had been some orders on me, and if he did not have 
the money, to let the Clerk accept his orders ; and he refused, and said he 
did not want his son to have anything to do with it. It was an order 
for me to pay money to the Clerk. I told Mr. Baxter that I would 
stand a rule, and that would be my answer. Mr. Baxter was my attor- 


ney. Irefused to pay it, and have never been ruled. I have never 
paid it.

Q. When was the Act passed levying an extra tax for past indebted- ` 
ness in Newberry County ? 


A. I think at the session of 1872-3. It was collected in the spring of 
1873. 


Q. Did you hold any past due claims ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Do you know how much was registered ? 
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A. Over $25,000. A fraction over $10,000 was collected. My claim 
_ was a fraction over $1,200. 

Q Did you have any conversation with Judge Moses about that claim ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was it? 

A. The Judge told me he needed money, and I referred to that par- 
ticular fund, and told him if I could get my claim paid in full I could 
lend him some. He said he would have my claim paid in full. I told 
him if he would I would lend him some of it. Igot it paid and lent 
him some. But he paid me back. 

Q. Was it paid in full? 

A. The full amount, dollar for dollar. A few others got theirs in 
full, but the remainder were pro rated. 

Q. Did you have any conversation with Judge Moses about Judge 
Leahy ? 

A. He asked me how Leahy’s money matters were once., I told him 
I thought he had plenty of money ; he was very saving. I knew lie had 
a large official deposit. I had seen his bank book. 


Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Pope: 


Q. What was the first date at which you lent Judge Moses money ? 

A. I have had over a thousand dollars cashed on his salary. He 
would give me orders on his salary, and take up the due bills. 

Q. Is there any money owing you now by Judge Moses not represented 
by the notes you hold there? : 

A. At this time, not any. 

Q. What was the first date you loaned Judge Moses money ? 

A. The date of the first due bill is 15th April, 1874. I sometimes lent 
him the money a week before I would get the due bill; sometimes he 
would get the money and hand me an order or a due bill the next time I 
would meet him. It was always very private. 

Q. What fund did you lend the money out of? 

A. In that case, not any particular fund. Atthat time I kept my offi- 
cial funds in bulk. I had no private accounts. 

Q. Did you not make money as Sheriff? 

Q. A little; I always took mine out and kept it in the safe. 

Q. How did you get that money you loaned Judge Moses? 

A. I once told him I would give him a check, but he said it would 
make the matter publie. I think I gave him a check once. But he 
never would receive a check. I usually drew a check on myself and got 
the money. 
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Q. Where did you get this particular money? 

A. Out of the bank. e 

Q. Are you certain ? 

A. I know it. I got the money out of my official fund on 15th A pril, 
or close thereabouts. 

Q. Did you get any other moneys there on that date? 

A. I do not remember. I may have paid out moneys on that day. 

Q. Where were you when Moses came to you that day? 

A.I was generally in my office. I cannot say where I was on that 
day. - 

Q. Where did you draw the check ? 

A. At the office. 

Q. Was the Judge there with you? Ve 

A. I cannot remember, because he was very particular, and did not 
want to be seen about me when he was borrowing, and sometimes went 
to Mr. Baxter’s office, and I carried the money to him there. l 

Q. Do you know whether you drew the check in your office or not? 

A. That was generally customary. I had no blank checks anywhere 
else. I sometimes would get them at the tellers desk. I do not know 
where I was at the time I made it out. 

Q. Did you not keep money in your pocket ? 

A. I cannot say that I had any out at that particular time. I know 
that I never loaned him money except out of my official fund. 

Q. What fact in your memory. now causes you to say that that $100 
was drawn from your official fund ? 

A. Because I never had any private fund to lend. 

Q. Can you tell me out of what case you took this $100 from? 

A. No, sir; I cannot. My official account was kept in bulk at that 
date. I deposited it as Sheriff, but not in the name of any particular 
cases. I do not know whether he was in my office that time or not. Some- 
times we would just meet in the street, shake hands, and I would hand 
him the money. The check did not mention the case. I only signed it 
as Sheriff. 

Q. How was your signature? 

A. J. J. Carrington, 8. N. C. 

Q. You are speaking from memory, and somewhat inferentially ; 
you do not speak from actual knowledge. 

A. I speak from the date of the due bill.

I think it was 
last year. I think Clem. Moses was Clerk at that time. 

Q. What time were you going to Albany, New York? 

A. I aimed to start in January of this year. 

Q. Was not Ward appointed in view of your probable absence. 

A. Yes, but I did not wait for the last moment. He was appointed 
about the middle of the Court of earlier. 

Q. Were you not accustomed to ask Moses for orders on the Treasuret 
of the State when you needed money ? 

E Yes 

Q. And you would take up such due bills as the order covered ? 

A. Exactly. 

Q. Did not you say that you obtained payment of your account of 
$1,100 and odd dollars of the special tax to pay past due indebtedness ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was the order taken in open Court ? 

A. It seems to me it was done at Chambers. 

Q. Did not you come forward in open Court and state your grievances 
about dieting prisoners ?

Q. Did not you state that you did not have money to diet prisoners?

Q. Did you state that you could not carry the' burden of dieting 
prisoners any longer? 

A. You were my attorney. 

Q. Did you tell your attorney to say so? 

A. We had an understanding about that. 
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Q. Did you not in open Court make the statement that you could not 
diet prisoners any longer on account of having to pay out your own 
money for that purpose? +. 

A. I do not remember. 

The Court then adjourned till 7:30 o'clock P. M. 


At 7:30 o'clock P. M., the Court met, and, a quorum not appearing, 
adjourned to meet to-morrow, at 12:30 P. M.

A. I believe they did call attention to the claims. I don't know about 
anything else.

A. I don't recollect. 

Q. Can I assist your memory by reading the order?

A. I don't know; the claims were made out from time to time, were 


approved by the Judge, and then presented to the Clerk of the Court for 
registration,

Q. Do you remember when you presented your first claim to Jesse C. 
Smith for registration ? 
A. No, sir; I don’t remember,

1873 or the Fall of 1872, as in the Spring of

Q. Well, why is it that you fix that period as being por probable 
was it the Act of the Legislature? 

A. Well, I had an ep to my interests. You can tell better than 
I can when*the Act was passed. 

Q. Do you know when the Tax Collector levied that tax ? 

A. I didn’t know that the Tax Collector ever levied a tax, Judge? 

Q. Well, sir, do you know when he began to collect that tax ? 

A. I don't know; I expect he opened his books for the reception of 
taxes in the Winter or Spring of 1873, Gë in January or Feb- 
ruary. 

Q. Do you know whether that tax was collected before that order was 
passed? . 

A. The order wouldn't have been granted if it had not. 

Q. Willyou be kind enough to tell me whether you had heard that 
that tax had been collected before that order was passed ? 

A. Yes, sir; I heard that some of it had been collected. 

Q. What enables you to remember that it was during term time in 
November, 1873, that you heard that this tax had been collected ? 

A. Well, for the simple reason of the arrangements I had made with 
the Judge for getting my money. 

Q. What was the date of your account which was paid under tuat 
order ? s 

A. It was not my account; it was my accounts. 

Q. Well, what were the dates of the accounts ? n 

A. I think I was paid up to January, 1873. I can’t tell without look- 
ing at my records. 

Q. Are you able to state whether any of those accounts went through 
the year 1873? 

A. I don’t remember the dates of those claims. I don’t think they 
did. 

Q. You said that you made an arrangement with the Judge about 
your claim; do you remember where you made that arrangement? 

A. I spoke to him once at his house in regard to the matter. I gen- 
erally went up with my horse and buggy after the Judge, and sometimes 
we talked while coming down together. 

Q. Was it during the term ? 

A. I can’t tell. 

Q. Was it during the November Term? 

A. Well, we had talked pr evious to the term, and he had told me how 
it could be done. 

Q. What enables you to state that it was previous to the term that 
you and Judge Moses had that conversation ? 

A. The fact that it was a large sum of money, and I wanted to get it. 
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a Q. What enables you to determine that you had a conversation during  . 


the term with Judge Moses? 

A. Well, the fact that J received the money, and the manner in which 
I was enabled to receive it. I tried to get my little amount from the 
Judge last yéar, but he said the Treasurer had lost it all in Solomon's 
bank. : 

Q. Were the conversations prior to the term different from the con- 
versations during the term ? 

A. No, sir; they were on the same subject. I told the Judge that my 
claims had been standing a long time, and I wanted him to aid me if he 
could. He said he intended to protect his officers, and that he would 
manage my claim for me. 

Q. What brought about the conversation ? 

A. Well, the Judge told me that he wanted to borrow some money, 
and I told him that that was the only way I could get the money. I 
meant to bring up the subject. 

. Was there anything more said at that conversation ? 

. I cannot remember anything more. 

. Was anybody'else present at that conversation ? 

. I do not remember any one else being present. 

. Can you remember unything else in that conversation ? 

. I don't know that I can. 

. With regard to the conversation during the term ? 

. Well, we got talking about money matters again; and I asked him 
if he was going to do what he said, and hesaid : “ Yes; it is all right; the 
matter would be arranged ;" and I said no more about it. 

Q. Was that after the grand jury had brought in that presentment ? 

A. I don't remember. It may be, Judge Pope, that you and I*had 
a conversation about what sort of order the Judge would pass. -It may 
have been Fleming. 

Q. In regard to the conversation which you detailed yesterday be- 
tween Judge Moses and yourself in relation to the order to pay out funds 
in the case of Wheeler & Wheeler against Derrick et al., didn’t I under- 
stand you to say yesterday that out of the funds in that case you leg 
Judge Moses have a certain amount ? 

A. Yes, sir; I let him have $100 out of that fund. 

Q. Do you remember when you had that money ? 

- A. My recollection is that the costs consumed pretty nearly the whole 
amount. I don’t think I had deposited that. I think I had that fund 
in the office for a short time. f 


Q. Didn’t I understand you to say yesterday that you had checked 
out that money ? 


A. I was not positive. I thought so, but I am not sure whether I did 
or not. Those other times I am sure of. 


Géi éi Déi 
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Q. You can’t say, then, whether the funds which you lent to Judgé 
Moses ont of the case of Wheeler & Wheeler vs. Derrick and others 
came out of the bank at Newberry or not ? 

A. I know that I paid the money out of that case, but I can’t say 
whether it came out of the bank or not. I know there was a large 
amount of costs, and I think I had the money in my pocket. If it had 
been put in bank it had not been deposited long. 

Q. Is that the only fund you had in your pocket? 

A. Yes, sir; and I hardly had enough of that. 

Q. How are you enabled to remember this ? 

A. I had a great deal of stuff to move, and I had some stock on hand, 
There was a great deal of dispute, and some of the parties have recov- 
ered damages since. 

Q. Had there been any sale in the case of Wheeler & Wheeler, ex- 
ecutors, against Derrick and others, at that date, 12th of April, 1875? 

A. Ithink so. 

Q. Are you certain ? 

A. According to the best of my memory ï am certain. My recollec- 
tion is that I made the sale in February, 1875. 

Q. And you had this money then? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How did you sell? Was it by fieri facias or by order of the 
Court ? 

A. By an order of Court. 

Q. From the sale of what property was this fund which you had de- 
rived ? 

A. It was from the personal estate—wagons, horses, furniture, de. 

Q. Were any mules sold ? i 

A. No, sir. I don’t think so then. There was an additional order 
afterwards, selling other property. 

Q. Are you positive that the conversation that you detailed yesterday, 
in which you stated that Mr. James F. J. Caldwell, an attorney of New- 
berry, rose in his seat in the Court, at the conclusion of the April Term, 
1875, presented an order in the case of Wheeler & Wheeler against Der- 
rick, wherein you were required, as Sheriff, to pay out money in that 
case, and that Mr. Caldwell was directed by Judge Moses to take his 
seat ? 

A. The term was part in April and part in March. I think Mr. 
Caldwell read enough of the order to state the case to which it referred, 
but I am not sure. 

Q. Had he not other cases ? 

A. Yes, sir; but that was the only one he had that I was interested 
in, and he told me that he was going to try and get a settlement at that 
term. 
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Q. What enables you to settle upon the case of Wheeler & Wheeler 
against Derrick ? 

A. Because I had notice that I would, have to settle up the case of 
Wheeler & Wheeler against Derrick with Mr. Caldwell; that is why 
I expected the order. 

Q. Did you not have other cases to settle up ? 

A. I had none with him. 

l Q. Was be not an attorney in the case of W. W. Harris. 

A. I believe so; my records will show. 

Q. Now, what la you to fasten down upon the case ei Wheeler 
& Wheeler against Derrick ? 

A. I expected to settle it right at that Court. 

Q. What caused you to think so? 

A. Well, as I remarked before, Mr. Caldwell called my attention to 
it, and told me that he wanted to settle it, that is, he expected to have it 

m of Court. I had considerable dealings with him in 
SM to that case; that is why my memory is fresh in this particular 
case. e 

Q. Is it not probable that you have mistaken the case and the term 
too? 

A. I don’t think so, Judge; the best of us make mistakes. If I had 
thought of it I could have examined the records and been prepared to 
answer everything. 

Q. Well, Mr. Carrington, dae t you remember that Mr. Caldwell pre- 
net an order for the sale of personal property in the case of Wheeler 

& Wheeler against Derrick, and that that order was passed at the April 
erm, 1875? 

A. That was an additional order. I think there was a previous order, 
which was passed on account of the stock eating their heads off. 

Q. Was the first order for the sale of ae property in the case of 
Wheeler & Wheeler against Derrick ? 

A. That would have been very strange, to refuse an order for the sale, 
I think; but I dou't know as I told you; I don’t think that was the 
order, 

Q. Was there not an order passed to pay over proceeds in this case on 
14th June, 1875? 

A. I don’t know if the Tadge did, but if he did he went square back 
on what he said. 

Q. You said that order was passed at the April Term ? 

A. That is my understanding. 

Q. Do you remember that there were two orders presented at the 
April Term ? X 

A. No, sir; I don't remember but one. At the close of Court there is 
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always expected consent orders, and I was paying attention to see 
whether the Judge would do what he said; and I saw him set down 
Caldwell in the case and I took it for granted what case it was. 

Q. Were you uneasy ? 

A. Not at all. 

Q. Mr. Carrington, is it not so that you are strongly biased against 
Judge Moses ? 

A. No, sir; I don't know that I am. The only thing that I think hard 
of him for, is that he has not paid me. That is all that I have against 
him in the world. 

Q. Didn't.the Judge use to give you orders on the State Treasurer for 
what he owed you? 

A. Several times he has. 

Q. Did you ever ask him for an order that he refused ? 

A. Yes,sir, I did. I asked him in Major Baxter's office to pay me, 
and told him that I heard he had been passing some orders, and he re- 
marked that he only promised not to pass the orders at Chambers ; and 
he said * I am going to Columbia, and when I come back I can tell you 
what I am going to do about it.” He has never said any more about it. 

Q. Are you sure that nothing occurred at the last term of the Court 
to bias you against Judge Moses? 

A. Well, there might have been, Judge, at that time, but I can’t hold 
malice. I don’t think I was treated right, but I have nothing against 
Judge Moses in the world, except that I hold these due bills. 

Q. Well, Mr. Carrington, you said that there was something at the last 
Court that made you feel unkindly against the Judge, and that gave you 
a bias against him. — 

A. I don't know that my private feelings have anything to do with 
the case. ^ 

Q. I ask you the fact—what there was in the last Court which caused. 
you to feel unkindly against the Judge? 

A. Well, one little instance to start out with: It came to my know- 
ledge that the Judge had spoken to a friend of his and told him that he 
examined the venire, and the Judge said the original venire was not there, 
and said, “damn him, (meaning me) I'll show him who his friends are.” 
Ithought nothing of it. I only watched to see what changes were made 
in filling up the venire. On Monday morning there were five jurors short, 
and the Judge said to the Clerk, summon five additional jurors, to im- 
pannel the grand jury. I said, is the Clerk to dictate to me what names 
I shall summon? The Judge said: “ Prepare your list, Mr. Clerk;" and 
he did so, and the Judge put them on the grand jury, except one that he 
couldn't find. He did not give me a chance to furnish any. 

Q. Do you remember the names of those five jurors ? 
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A. I remember some of them. There was Raddlesburger, Michael 
Foot, Samuel P. Woodward, Mr. Hamp. Harris and J. D. Cash. 

Q. Were they not good and true men? 

A. Some little feeling existed between myself and some of them. Mr. 
Cash and I were not friends. 

Q. Did the Judge kuow that? 

A. He knows best about that. 

Q. Doesn't Cash rank in Newberry as a good man? 

A. I always took him to be a first rate fellow. 

Q. What was it, then? 

A. Well, I didn't like that way of proceeding; there was a good deal 
of political feeling, and they would like to go for a fellow if they could. 
I was called before them and made my statement, and I didn't think they 
treated me kind, by any means. I didn't think it was so powerful rough, 
but I didn't think it was best in the world. It was about middling. You 
can put your own construction. 

Q. Was it not usual with the Judge, when there was a vacancy on the 
petit or grand jury, to require the Clerk and Sheriff to furnish names? 

A. Yes, sir; but in this case the Sheriff didn't have a chance to fur- 
nish any. 

Q. That is his unsual practice, you say? 

A. Yes, sir; but on that day the Clerk having written off the names, T 
appealed to the Court, and he said: “Let me see the names ;” and when 
he saw them, he said: *Summon them." 

Q. Was there anything else at that term of Court? 

A. I don't know of anything, except hearing his threats. 

Q. Have you ever noticed anything in the character of Judge Moses 
displaying a politieal prejudice ? 

A. Not unless it was in that particular case. 

Q. Is not the Judge exceedingly tender with persons in trouble, 
always seeing that they are provided with counsel, &c.? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the duty of the position he occupies. 

Q. Does he not answer that duty ? z 

A. I don’t know that I have ever seen him discriminate much. In 
some instances I thought he was almost too kind. 


Re-Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 


Q. You spoke of an understanding between Judge Moses and your- 
self in regard to monetary transactions. 

A. There were two different transactions, and, as I remember, the 
Judge and I had a general understanding, that when Ilent him money 
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he was to protect me by passing no orders to pay out money that I held. 
J have loaned him money on several occasions, but he has always paid 
up, except in these cases that I have alluded to. 

Q. How do the dates on which these sums of money were ere com- 
pare with the dates of the due bills? 

A. Not much difference. Sometimes the due bills would be handed to 
me when I gave him the money, and sometimes he would hand me the 
due bills afterwards. 

Q. About this consent order that Caldwell proposed; what conversa- 
tion did you have with Judge Moses, after the Court adjourned, with 
reference to money? 

A. He said: “Well, Carrington, I refused the order, and now I want 
the money you promised to lend me.” 

Q. At that term at which the Judge complained of your absence from 
Court, who represented you in Court? 

A. I had two deputies, who went into the Court by turns; first one and 
then the other. I don't remember which one of them was in Court most 
of the time. It is most likely that Mr. Ward was. The Judge was 
always courteous to me about those things. 

Q. Who was the Clerk of the Court who selected those five additional 
jurors? 

A. H. C. Moses. 

Q. A son of Judge Moses? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is thé usual practice in supplying absent jurors? 

A. Well, sir, we had one grand jury who served two years. The gen- 
eral rule was that the Sheriff was told to summons so many names from 
the bystanders to complete the panel in the grand jury; but as to the 
petit juries, for the last year or two it has been tne practice for the 
Sheriff and the Clerk both to furnish a list, and the Judge would choose 


from the two lists. 


Q. What caused the change? 
A. I don’t know, unless it was an execution of the threat that had 


comé to my knowledge before the Court, that he would show me who my 


friends were.

Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace: 

Q. Where do you reside? 

A. At Laurens Court House, S. C. 
Q. What office do you hold ? 
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“A. Lam Clerk of the Court. I was elected at the general election in 
October, 1872. d e 

Q. Have you submitted accounts as Clerk to the Judge for his ap- 
proval ? 

A. Ihave. 

Q Has he ever refused to approve any of them when first presented ? 

A. He has. Iwas elected in October, 1872. Judge Moses did not 
come to Laurens the following term—November, I believe. He came the 
following June, which was 1873. Passed some orders. Passed an order 
on me requiring meto bring all the money I had to Newberry and de- 
posit it at the bank there. I had been keeping it at the Bank at Lau- 
rens. ‘The order specified how the money should be deposited. A few 
days after Court adjourned, I carried the money to Newberry. I had 
submitted my account, I think the day before he left. I carried the 
money to Newberry and the bank refused to receive it under the order. 
The Judge was holding Court either at Union or Spartanburg. I wrote 
to him that the bank would not take it. Hesaid he knew they would 
not take it under the order, and I must come to him and he would tell 
me about it. I went and met the Judge at Newberry. He was holding 
Court there. 

Q. Go on. 

A. I had a conversation with the Judge about depositing this money, 
but in the meantime I had deposited it under the directions of the letter 
he wrote me. He told me he wanted to borrow some money. I said I had 
none of my own. He said he knew it, and referred to this money which 
belonged to the case of Teague vs. Teague. I paused ; I was very much 
shocked that he should speak of my lending out my official funds. We 
had a conversation as to the consequences of my lending it to him, if the 
money should be called for. He said the money was subject to the order 
of the Court, and he got down the General Statutes and read the Section 
recently passed, which requires Clerks and officers to pay out money un- 
der orders of the Court, and said he thought I would be safe. He said 
he wanted $200. I went to the bank and drew out $200, and let shim 
have $175, for which he gave me a noie. 

Q. Have you got your bank book ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Produce it. 

A. Witness produced the bank book and it was examined by counsel 
for respondent. 

Witness read a note due one day after date for $175, payable to J. W. 
Rice, dated November 18, 1875, under seal, and signed M. Moses. 

Q. How much did you draw? 

A. Two hundred dollars, 
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Q. Who was the check payable to? 

A. To myself. A 

Q. What was your next transaction with the Judge ? 

A. Ido not remember the next. Heasked me for money several times 
afterwards. The first Court was in January, in 1874, at which time my 
accounts were very large. There was one item of $700. I submitted 
them to the Judge for his approval. He had asked for six hundred and 
I had refused, and when I submitted my accounts he took them and said 
he found two objections to them; first, there was an over charge, and, 
second, I had refused to acquiesce in a request he had made—that 
was in referencé to lending him the $600. He put them in his’ pocket 
and took them home, and said he would look over them at his leisure, 
but wanted me to lend him this money. He kept them till all the money 
was paid out of the County treasury—two or three months I think. We 
had no Court in June, 1874, and he kept them till after the September 
Term. Hé came over and said he had got hurt. Some time in Novem- 
ber, at NewLerry, he still held the accounts; we then made arrangements, 
and he approved the accounts. 

Q. What was the arrangement? 

A. I have some delicacy in stating it. 

Q. State what it was. 

A. This arrangement was a kind of a contract between myself and the 
Judge. * 

Q. You are compelled to answer. 

A. Well, sir, it was to the effect that he was to approve the $700 
claim and I was to let him have about $600. 


Q. How much did you give him? 

A. About $550. 

Q. Where was it drawn from? 

A. From the bank. 

Q. Is it on your bank book ? 

ASTY es: Sir; 

Q. When was it drawn? 

A: About November 25, 1874. 

Q.. To whom payable? 

A. To myself. 

Q. What did you do with the money? 

A. Well, under this arrangement, I let the Judge have the money. 
Q. Where was the Judge when you let him have the money? 

A. In Newberry, at his house. 

Q. What became of your account of $700? 

A. Hé approved of it. I think he reduced it some and passed it. 
Q. Who was present ? 

A. No one. 
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Q. Who knew it was official money ? 

A. No one but myself and the Judge. I told some friends, perhaps, 
afterwards. 

Q. You say the Judge frequently asked you for money ? 

A. Yes, very often. 

Q. Did you let him have it ? 

A. No, sir; none but those times. 

Q. Why did you lend the $175 to the Judge? 

A. Well, he promised to protect me in it, and said he would pay it 
back before he would pass any orders for me to pay it out. 

Q. Did you have any Court at Laurens in June, 1874? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you have any conversation with the Judge as to why ? 

A. Yes, sir; some time after Court in February I was at his house, 
and he said he had prepared a Bill and sent it to the Legislature, and 
we would have no Court in June. 

Q. Did you hear àny conversation between Joe Crews and the Judge 
in the Court at Laurens ? 

A. Yes, but I have no distinct recollection about it. 

Q. Do you remember the sum and substance? 

A. No,sir; not to swear to it. 

Q. What was the substance of it? 

A. it was in regard to reaching the civil docket? The first Term 
we had a jury; the Sessions opened on Wednesday and continued till 
Friday of the second week. About the middle of the second week we 
had about disposed of all the Sessions business, and the prospect was 
that we would reach Calendar No. 1. Crews came to the bench and 
the Judge said to him that the civil business would be reached if 
more bills were not given out. The Judge said he wanted more Ses- 
sions business entered. Crews said well, he would.give out some more 
bills, and the Judge said all right. 

By Senator Swails: 

Q. Had you deposited the money officially, as Clerk ? 3 

A. Yes, sir. 

. By Senator Swails : 

Q. Did not the officers of the bank know it was official money ? 

A. Yes, I think so. I don't know that they did. When I went to 
deposit it, under the first order the Judge passed, they refused to take 
it. The order specified that it should be in the name and credit of the 
Court, and all kept separate. They said they would only take it to my 
credit as Clerk of the Court. 

Q. How did you sign the check ? 

A. Ira W. Rice, C. C. P., perhaps L. C. 
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Q. Have you got the rule on the County Commissioners at Laurens 
at the May Term, 1875? 

A. I don't think I have. No, sir; I think you have it. 

: Q. If the bank had received the deposit under those terms, how would 
it have to be drawn out? 

A. The order would have to besigned by the Judge. 

Q. You said that in the conversation between Crews and the Judge, 
the Judge sgid that, unless more civil business was entered, the civil 
docket would have to be called. Did you mean to say more civil busi- 
ness? Just state that conversation again. 

A. I remember Crews going upon the stand and inquiring about Cal- 
endar No. 1, and the Judge said that, unless more bills were entered, he 
would reach it. Crews said “try and stave it off" and the Judge said 
he would. 

Q. Look at those papers and state what they are. 

A. This is the original rule against the County Commissioners. 

Q. Read it. D 

A I cannot read it. 

Q. Perhaps the Clerk of the Senate will read it; he is accustomed to 
reading bad handwriting.

Ist. That under the laws of the State a can only check for the 
. payment of claims upon the County Treasurer when there are sufficient 
. funds to pay said claims in-the hands of said Treasurer. 
2d. That the County Treasurer is required by law to make his 
monthly reports to the Board of County Commissioners on the fifteenth 
day of each month, and that his monthly report, bearing date 16th May 
instant, shows in his hands $3,870.87. That these respondents were 
under the impression that the said Treasurer was entitled to retain in his 
hands $915.79 for his commissions, leaving $275 upon which these re- 
spondents could check. 
3d. These respondents felt that it was absolutely necessary to hold 
within their control sufficient funds to maintain the almshouse and 
County jail. 
4th. Under these circumstances, these respondents feel embarrassed and 
doubtful as to their duty in the premises. If the entire funds subject 
to their order had been exhausted in the payment of jurors and other 
claims, they cannot see how the paupers and prisoners are to subsist. 
Having answered so much to the rule in this case as they are advised 
it is necessary to answer in the premises, they submit themselves to the 
discretion of the Court.

He said that they 
must issue checks in that way or he would put them in jail.

Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Baxter: 
Q. At what time did the Judge make the order that you should 
«deposit your official funds in the National Bank at Newberry? 
A. At the June Term, 1875. 
Q. Is the bank at Newberry a National Bank? 
A. I do not know; I expect it is. 
Q. Was there a bank at Laurens? 
A. Yes, sir; the Citizens’ Savings Bank. I don’t think it was a 
National Bank. 
Q. Is there a National Bank nearer to Laurens than the bank at 
Newberry ? 
A. I do not know. 
Q. Is the bank at Laurens operating now ? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. Has it not failed? 
A. I don't krow what became of it. It is not going on now. I lost 
money in it. 
. Did not people who had money deposited there lose it? 
Yes, sir; some of it. 
. Was not that a branch of the Citizens' Savings Bank? 
. Yes, sir. 
. Where was the principal branch situated ? 
. I do not know. 
. Did you deposit your money there? 
I had some there. I did not have buta little official money at 
that time. . 
` Q. Did not the Newberry bank object on the ground that they would 
have to keep each case separate? 
A. I don't remember the exact objection. I know they would not 
take it under the order. 
Q. Did they subsequently receive it? ? 
A. Yes; but not under the order, but from I. W. Rice, C. C. P., from 
me as Clerk. All I had then was official money. 
Q. Did none of it belong to other departments—Judge of Probate or 
County Commissioners ? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. All of it was yours as Clerk and belonged to their particular 
cases ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. What case did the fund first deposited belong to ? 
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. I remember that the Teague case was one of the first. 

. Tell us the first case. 

. I don't know the first. Teague case was among the first. 

Do you remember any other case? 

. No, sir. 

. Did all the money you had there belong to these cases ? 

. Well, one time I did not take out my commissions on $900 or 
$1,000. I was not certain whether I was entitled to do so until I paid 
it out or not. I knew I was entitled to it. They were about $18. 

Q. How long after the bank refused to receive the money was it 
before it was deposited there? 

A. The bank book will show. It was two or three months, perhaps 
four. 

Q. You say you first deposited in 1874? 

A. No, sir; I don't know. You will see in the bank book. 

Q. Was it 1873 or 1874? 

A. I think 1873. You will find out from the book. 

Q. How long after you made the deposit till you loaned Judge Moses 
the $175? 

The date of the first note is November 18, 1873. 
Did you give Judge Moses a check ? 

No, sir. 

How did you get it? 

He said I could go to the bank and get it. 

How mueh did you draw? 

. $200. 

. What did you do with that you did not give him? 

A. I think I put it back. But the Judge had approved an account ` 
that day, and he said there was one little matter in it that I was not 
entitled to. He always instructed me to seal the money in an envelope 
and hand it to him. 

Q. What did you say in the direct examination about lending him 
this money ? 

A. I said he wanted $200, and I drew $200 and let him have $175, 
for which he gave me a note. I might have let him have the other $25, 
but, as I was going on to tell, there was a part of the account he ap- 
proved that I was not entitled to, and I don't know whether he took the 
other $25 as pay or not. I was constantly bringing money down from 
Laurens and putting it in the bank. 

Q. Did not you take that, $25 for your own private expenses? 

A. No, sir. I never did take public money fur my own expenses. 

Q. Did not you run a store at that time? 

‘A. No; sir: 
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Q. Have you not been engaged in merchandising sin ce y cu have lce 
Clerk ? 
A. No, sir. I had a little candy shop once; not to any extent. 
Q. Did not you keep anything but candy? No bacon? | 
A. No,sir. Others there had bacon. My interest was only in the | 
candy ; about $150, perhaps. 
Q. What items did the Judge object to in your account? 
A. I don't remember. He always found fault with my accounts, es- 
pecially when he wanted to borrow money. 
Q. Ought not that stationery charge in your accounts have been paid 
for by the County Commissioners and Probate Judge? 
A. No, sir. There were books charged, and the Judge took the ground 
that those items should be paid for by the Board of County Commissioners. 
T think something of that kind was submitted at the same time with the 
account. For instance, books for the office of Register of Mesne Con- 
veyances. I had vouchers sworn to by Walker, Evans & Cogswell. 
Q. He said you should get the County Commissioners to pay it? 
A. [think something of that kind. That did not cause the delay in 
approving the accounts. 
Q. Did you tell R. C. Watts in 1875: about the Tees the Greenville 
News was opening up on the Laurens officials, that your skirts were clear, 
for you had never paid out any official money ? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. What conversation did you have with Watts about that time? 
A. I showed him my bank book and said it covered all my accounts; 
that all the money I had paid out I had replaced out of my private 
funds. 
Q. Did not you say you had never paid the $175 out of your official 
funds ? 
A. No, sir. 1 
Q. That you nad never paid anything to anybody out of your official 
funds? 
A. No, sir; I might have said that I had replaced it all. He was my 
attorney, and I showed him my books. We made a calculation, and my 
book account overrun the money that I had received. 
Q. Did not you have a conversation with J. W. Simpson and tell him 
you never let Judge Moses have $175, and the statement of the Green- 
. ville News was false and slanderous ? 
A. No, sir; I contradicted the statements of the Greenville News, and 
said I had replaced this money. And after I had replaced it I came out 
pretty bold and said if I had lent anybody money I had money to refund 


it. I may have had several conversations with Mr. Watts; I do not re- 
member any other about this time. 
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|. Q. Did not you have a conversation with C. P. Sullivan? 

A. No, sir. Well, I will not say no, sir. The attorneys generally 
came in and were anxious to know how my accounts were, as to having 
lent Moses money, and I got out my bank book to show I had money 
enough to pay back what I lent him ; that my account iu bank was all 
independent of this $500 and $175. 

Q. Did not you say to R. C. Watts that you had loaned Moses $175, 
but it was your own private funds? I mean the conversation in 1865, at 
the time you showed him your bank book ? 

. The only conversation I had with Watts was what I have stated. 
. When did you look over your bank book ? 

. Soon after that article; I don't remember the year. 

. Was it 1872? 

I don't know. 

. Was it 1871? 

I don't know; I have answered. 

. Was it 1873? 

Soon after the article came out. I think the first of 1875. 
Was it ^73? : 

I have stated all the conversation— 

Please answer my question. Was it 73 or not? 

I don't think it was. $ 

Do you remember whether it was 1874? 

I don’t think it was. 

Do you know whether it was 1875 or not? 

I think about the first of 1875. 

What month? 

I don’t know. 

Was it during a term of Court? 

I don’t think it was. 

When is your Spring Term? 

We don’t have a Spring Term. January is the first term. 
Was it not during one term of Court? 

I don’t think it was. 

Was it previous to September, 1875? 

It might have been September ; I don’t know. 

Then you do not undertake to fix the time? 

No, sir. : 

. You will only give your opinion that it was 1875? 

. Yes, sir. 

. Was it not the latter part of 1874 when you and. Watts reviewed 
your bank book ? 

A. I would not say positively. 
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Q. Did not you tell Watts in that conversation that $175 was all you 
had let Moses have, either private or official funds? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was not the article in the Greenville News the cause of your re- 
viewing your books ? 

A. Perhaps it was. 

Q. In that article you were charged with lending Judge Moses 
money ? 

A. Ithink so. 

Q. Did not you state to Watts whether that charge,was correct or not? 

A. I stated that whatever money I had lent Judge Moses I had re- 
placed. "That was the substance of it. After Watts had found that out, 
he said it was all right; that I was clear. 


Q. Now, about the $550. When did you lend that to Judge Moses? 


A. Soon after he came from Spartanburg and got hart. 
Q. How long did he remain at Laurens after he got hurt ? 
. Not more than a day or two, and then went off to Spartanburg. 
Have you no memorandum of that transaction ? 

Yes. 

What part of Newberry was he? 

At his house. - 

Who was present at that transaction ? 

No one was ever present at our transactions. 

What part of the house ? 

. In his study, I suppose. 

. Which side of the hall as you go in ? 

. Left hand side. 

. You say 24th November ? 

. Yes, sir.

A. No, sir. 
. Has the Teague case ever been settled ?

. Did the Judge approve your account for office books ?

. What books were they ? 
. Books for the office of Register of Mesne Conveyances. 
- When you say your accounts were straight, what do you mean ? 
. I mean I had paid: the money back for drawing this out. There 
was a good deal of excitement at Laurens among parties interested, 
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Q. How did you raise the money to pay it back ? 
A. I borrowed some. 
Q. When the conversation with Watts took place, who was your 
attorney? 
. Popeand Watts. 
. How old are you? + 
. Twenty-seven. 
. Were you under oath when that conversation took place? 
. No, sir. 
Was your conversation with Watts between an attorney and client. 
Yes; Iso regarded it. 
Have you any memorandum which shows the day you gave Judge 
: Moses the $550? 
A. Yes, sir, my account book. 
Q. Pleasestate from that book when the transaction took place. 
A. About 24th November, 1874, perhaps a few days afterwards. 
By Senator Jeter: 
Q. Have the amounts of $175 and $550 lent to Judge Moses ever 
been paid? 
A. No, sir.

Jesse C. Smith sworn, for the Managers. 


Direct Examination, 


By Gen. Wallace : 

. Where do you reside? 

. Newberry Court House, South Carolina. 

. What office do you hold ? 

I am County Treasurer of Newberry County. 

What office did you hold before you were County Treasurer ? 

. 1 was Clerk of the Court. 

. While you were Clerk of the Court, did you have any conversa- 
tions with Judge Moses about money? 

A. Yes, sir; I did. It was in the fall of 1874. Judge Moses was ne- 
gotiatiug the purchase of a house in Newberry, and he applied to me for 
the loan of money, as I understood, to be used in the purchase of that 
house. We had two or three conversations on the subject, extending 
over two or three days. He said that if I would advance him the 
money that he would protect me through his official position as Judge of 
the Seventh Judicial Circuit. 

Q. How much money did he want? 

A. I think it was $2,500 or $3,000; and he said he would give me a 
mortgage on the house to cover it. 
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. Did you lend him what he wanted ? 

. No, sir; I refused on every occasion. 

. Have you stated all that occurred at that time ? 

. Yes, sir; that is the substance of it. 

. Did you have other conversations at that.time ? 

. No, sir; I refused so peremptorily at that time that he did not 
apply to me again. I gave him distinctly to understand that I would 
- not use my official money in that way. 

Q. Was it official money the Judge wanted to borrow? 

A. Well, sir, I told him I had none of my own; and he said that if 
I would let him have it he would protect me by virtue of his position 
as Judge. 

Q. When you came to be Treasurer of Newberry County, did Judge 
Moses ever apply to you for money ? 

A. Yes, sir; he asked me to lend him $250. I said that I was pushed 
myself, because I didn’t want to lend Judge Moses money. ‘There were 
prospects that the money in my hands would go into liquidation. 

Q. What funds were those? 

A. I had what was called the pension fuud, and then they were fight- 
ing over the pol] tax to see whether it should be applied to the payment 
of school claims of that year or to the payment of past due school claims. 
He said that he would see if I lent that money that these funds were 
held in my hands until he had paid ma back. 

Q. Did you lend him the money? 

A. Yes, sir; I loaned him $250 out of my own private funds, leaving 
the impression on his mind that he was borrowing publie funds. I thought 
I would get it back sooner if he thought they were publie funds. 

Q. Have you ever been paid back ? 

A. Yes, sir. I collected it about ten days ago on an order upon the State 
Treasurer. 

Q. What guarantee did the Judge give you that you would not have 
to pay out any money ? i 

A. He said that he would protect me if I was called upon in the mear- 
time, 
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Q. What orders, if any, were passed in relation to funds in your 
hands ? 

A. I don’t know that I understand you. 

Q. Were any funds locked up in your hands? 

A. Yes, sir; the poll tax, about $200, was locked up. I was enjoined 
from paying out any of that for the current year. 

Q. What has become of that injunction? 

A. It was tried, and after some months’ standing a decision was filed. 


The pe parties appealed and the matter is now in the Supreme 
ourt. 
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Q. Who was your successor as Clerk of the Court ? 

A. Mr. H. C. Moses. 

Q. What proeeedings were had, if any were had, in relation to your 
handing over your money to him? 

A. Well, a rule was issued for me to turn the funds in my hands over 
to him. 

Q. Whattime was given you to do this? 

A. Ithink it was about five hours. I thought it rather rough, because 
when I succeeded Mr. Lake similar proceedings were had, and he was 
given five days, and subsequently more time than that. At that time, 
when I ruled Lake, Judge Moses decided that a rule was not the pro- 
per course. Lake had five days, and afterwards the time was extended 
over à period of thirty days. I didn'tthink I ought to turn the money 
over to H. C. Moses, and I hesitated ; but, finally, at the urgent solicita- - 
tion of my friends, and to avoid being embroiled in this suit, I paid over 
the money. I didn't exactly think Mr. H. C. Moses was Clerk of the 
Court. The Judge said if I didn't pay over the money in five hours 
he would put me in jail. 

Q. While you were Clerk of the Court, what was the course of the 
Judge in approving your accounts for swearing jurors? 

A. He refused them right along. 

Q. What was his course in approving them for your successor, Mr. H. 
C. Moses? 

A. He approved them every time. After I had gone out of office, 
he approved one little account of mine for $16. | 

Mr. Wallace here closed his direct examination, and the Court ad- 
journed till 7:30 P. M.

Jesse C. Smith. 


Cross- Examination, 


By Mr. Pope: 

Q. You say you were Clerk up to January 1, 1875. After you were 
appointed Treasurer, that there was a rule issued against you for the 
benefit of H. C. Moses, who succeeded you as Clerk? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You had procured a rule against the Clerk who preceded you, did 
you not? 

A. Yes,sir. 
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Q, You had quite an array of counsel to represent you, did you ? "You 
had Melton and Chamberlain and Suber and Caldwell, didn't you ? 
A. Yes, sir; but Suber was only inthe office of Mr. Caldwell; he 

took no part except-to assist Mr. Caldwell at his office. 
. Was it not carried up to the Supreme Court? 
. Yes, sir. 
To you it was barren ? 
. Yes, sir. 

No fault of yours, I suppose? 

No, sir; I used every effort I could to bring the matter to what I 
sidered a correct issue. 

Was not an Act drawn up for the General EE by you? 

Yes, sir; I thought it would meet the case. 

Was it not drawn up by your counsel? 

I don't know that it was. 

You still retained the funds belonging to your office? 

Only for a few days. 

What time did you go out of office ? 
. In February, 1875. 
What time in February? 
. I don't know that I can recall the precise date of the month, but I 
_know that it was in February, 1876. . 
Q. Can you recall the date of the order that was issued by Judge 


Moses. to compel you to turn over the money in your hands to your suc- 
cessor ? 


A. The 7th of April, 1875. 

Q. And you retired some time in February ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Who held your funds from the time you retired until the issuance 
of this rule? 
. I held them. 
. Youheld them after you left your office as Clerk ? 
. Yes, sir. 
. How long? 
. I believe a little over thirty days. 
. What date in April did you pay over the funds? 
. I think it was about the 9th of April. I would not state positively. 
It was very near that date anyhow. 


Q. When you were first served with a rule, you say, only five hours 
time was granted you to make your return ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was not further time granted you? 

A. Very reluctantly, 
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Q. Were you in the Court at the time? . 
A: No, sir. 
Q. Then don’t speak of it. Was not until next morning given you? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q 


. And then next morning further time, until the following morning, 
was given you, was it not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I believe, then, you say that the upshot of it was that you finally 
relented and paid the money over to your successor ? 

A. Yes, sir; but if I had been left to myself, I wouldn't have done 
so ; it was only at the urgent solicitation of my friends. 

Q. How much did you turn over? 

A. About $4,600. 

Q. When you announced through your counsel that you would turn 
over the money, was not further time given you ? 

A. A very inconsiderable time. I was only given time to prepare my 
receipts and credit the funds in the different cases to which they belonged. 

Q. Well, was not that about as much time as you ought to have had? 

A. Well, I didn't think so; when I took into consideration that when 
Lake went out of office and the same proceedings were gone through 


with he was allowed much more time. 


Q. Were you not caught in your own trap? 

A. I don't conceive that I was. 

Q. You said this morning that the Judge on one occasion requested 
from you the loan of some two or three thousand dollars; can you tell 
me about what time it was? 

. Ithink it was in the fall of 1874. 

. You are not able to designate the exact month? 

No, sir. 

. Was it between September and November? 

. I wouldn't like to state positively. 

. It was reported that Judge Moses was seriously injured while going 
from Spartanburg to attend the September, 1874, Term of the Court at 
Laurens. Don’t you know that he did not return to his home in New- 
berry until very late in that year ? 

A. I don’t remember when he returned. 

Q. Do you not know that he was not at his home, and that he was 
absent from the July Term of the Newberry Court, and did not get back 
to Newberry until late that year? 

A. I don’t remember; I believe so. 

Q. What time, then, could you have seen him in the fall ot 1874. 

A. Well, it was before Christmas, I think, that he had the conversa- 
tion about money with me. 
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Q. Well, that was winter, was it not? 

A. It may have been winter. 

Q. Who was SECH besides the Judge and yourself at that conversa- 
tion? 

A. Well, it is not likely that anybody else would be present at an 
interview of that nature. : 

Q. Will you be kind enough to answer my question, yes or no? 

A. No one else was present. 

Q. Did he tell you that he wanted to borrow some money to buy a 
house? 

A. Ididn't say he said he wanted to borrow the money to buy a house. 
He said he wanted the money, and asked me to lend him some money 
out of my official funds, and told me that he would give me a mortgage 
on the house he was going to buy. I believe the house was to be made 
over to Mrs. Moses, and she was to give me the mortgage. I refused to 
lend the money, and he repeated his request next day. I refused then, 
and at every time he asked, to entertain his proposition for a single 
moment. Hedidn’t tell me that he was going to buy the house with the 
money he wanted to borrow from me, but he said Mrs. Moses would give 
a mortgage to secure the loan, and so I supposed he wanted it to pur- 
chase the house. I knew that he was negotiating for the purchase of a 
house. 1 : 

Q. Youspoke of Judge Moses asking you to lend him money after you 


became County Treasurer. Is it not a fact that the Judge asked you to 


cash a draft upon the State Treasurer for him? 
A. No sir; it is not a fact. I refused to lend him the money on 
any other terms, so he gave me a draft upon the State Treasurer. 
Q. Then he did give you such a draft? 


A. Yes, sir; and I have just collected it about ten days ago through 
the National Bank at Newberry. 


Q. Do you remember the date of that draft? 
A. I can’t recall the date, but I think it was a draft against that 
quarter of his salary that expired about the 31st of April last, das 


Re-Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Wallace : 


Q. What condition were you in, physically, when that rule was 
issued against you? 


A. I was unwell. I was in my room. 


Samuel J. Patterson sworn, for the Managers. 


Direct Examination, 
By Gen. Elliott: 


Q. Where do you reside? i jd 
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A. Laurens Court House, South Carolina. 

Q. What office, if any, do you hold? 

— A. I am a member of the Board of County Commissioners. I was 
selected in November, 1874. 

Q. Are you Chairman of the Board? 

A. Yes, sir. ; 

Q. During the time that you were Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners of Laurens County was any rule served against you? 

A. There was a rule served upon the Board at the May Term, 1875, 
by order of Judge Moses. 

Q. Were you in Court when Mr. Rice testified just now? 

A. No sir; I was not here. 

Q. Please look at that paper and see whether that is the rule that 
was served upon you. (This paper was the rule which was proved 
by Ira W. Rice, in his testimony, and there given in full.) 

A. A copy of this rule was. 

Q. Did your Board submit an answer? 

A. Yes,sir; on the same day. 

Q. Is that your answer? (hauding answer already proved by Rice to 
the witness.) 

A. Yes, sir; with the exception of an extra statement. 

Q. What paper is that? is that the order made in the case? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was it served upon you? 

A. No, sir; the order was made in open Court to us. The Judge said 
we must pay off the jurors and witnesses by 4 o'clock or he would put us 
in jail. So we issued the checks. 

Q. At the time you issued those checks, what amount of money had 
been reported to you by the County Treasurer as being in his hands as 
applicable to the Court expenses? 

A. About $275. 

Q. You issued the checks, you say ? 

A. Yes,sir. He told us he would put us in jail if we did not; so we 
issued them. 

Q. Have you your books with you? 

A. Yes, sir. I have the minute book and the check book. 

Q. Please turn to your check book and see what amount of checks 
were issued under that order of Judge Moses. 

A. $710.30. 

Gen. Elliott here stated that the checks, by consent of the respondent’s 
counsel, had been put in evidence and proved without requiring the 
County Treasurer to be present. 


By Gen. Elliott : 
Q. At what date were those checks issued ? 
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A. May 29, 1875. 

Gen. Elliott here stated that they would put in evidence the checks 
bearing the same date and all regularly numbered. 

Q. At what number on your book do the checks issued on that date 
begin and where do they end? 

A. They begin at 82'and end at 127. 

Q. Had the County Treasurer prior to May 29, 1875, submitted his 
monthly report to your Board ? 

A. On the 16th of May, 1875, he did. 

Q. That was up to that date? M e 

A. Yes, sir. : 

Gen. Elliott here sdid: Mr. President, we also have the monthly re- 
port of the County Treasurer, which, by «consent of the respondent's 
counsel, we shall put in evidence. 

'Q. What amount did the Treasurer report as being on hand on the 
16th of May, 1875? 

A. $3,870.87. 

Q. Subsequent to the receipt of that report from the County Treasurer, 
and prior to the 29th of May, when your Board were ordered to pay the 
jurors and witnesses, did you draw upon that amount ? 

On the 22d of May we drew. 

. What balance was left in the Treasury? 
. We drew $2,516.98. 

. Were there any credits given?

A. Yes, sir; $912.65.

. For what purpose? 

. Treasurer's commissions. 

. That would leave a balance of $441.24 to be checked upon, would 
it not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

'Q. All that was done on May 22d? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did this fact appear to the Court? Did your Board make it.ap- 
pear to the Court in your return ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did not your return set forth the law 'governing you in the per- 
formance of your duties? 

A. Yes, sir. ; 

Gen. Elliot said: Mr. President, we desire, by agreement of counsel, 
to put in evidence the checks that were issued prior to the 29th and be- 
tween the 16th and the 22d of May, 1875. 

Q. When your return was made to the rule issued against you, did 
the Judge make any remark to your Board conveying his order?

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A. Our counsel, after submitting our return, asked that the rule 
against us be discharged without costs, and the Judge said that if we 
didn’t pay the jurors by 4 o'clock that afternoon he would have us sent 
to jail. And in obedience to the order we issued the checks. 


Cross-Examination, 


By Mr. Baxter: 

Q. Did I understand you to say that when the Treasurer made his re- 
port on the 16th of May that there was some $2,600 in the treasury ? 

A. There was about $3,000. 

"Q. When did the Court commence? 
A. I don't remember. 
Q. How long had the Court been in session on the 22d of May? 
` Hadn’t it been in session a week on the 224? 
A. Yes, sir; I think it had; I am not certain. 

Q. Did not your Board know that the witnesses and jurors had to be 
paid? 

A. We knew that the law required us to pay them, if we had the 
money. 

Q. You had the money on the 22d of May, didn’t you? You had 
$3,000 ? 

A. Yes, sir; if they had been discharged at that time we would have 
had the money to pay them. 

Q. If you knew that the witnesses and jurors had to be paid, why did 
you check the money out? 

- A. Because we knew no preference as to claimants. 

Q. Why didn’t you reserve money to pay the jurors? 

A. Because the law didn’t require us. 

Q. You had no other reason ? 

A. We had no preference as to which class of claimants should be 
paid. 

Q. How did you ascertain that per centage you spoke of for me 
Treasurer—some $900 ? 

A. I think we took the amount collected of County funds, some 
$23,000, and calculated his per centage. 

Q. I have here before me a check for $5 for cleaning a public well. 
Did you know any reason why that should have Deen paid in preference: 
to jurors? 

A. We didn’t know any preference. 

Q. Here is one to S. M. Neighbors. Do you know any reason why 
that should have been paid in preference to jurors? 

A. We knew no preference. 

Q. Here is one for $41, to Boyd Brothers, for repairing the jail. 
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Do you know any reason why this should have been paid in preference - 


to jurors ?. 
A. We knew no preference. 
Q. Why did you prefer these claims ? 
- A. We didn't prefer them. 
Q. Here is $47 for repairing bridges. Do you know any reason why 
that should have been paid in preference to jurors ? . 
A. We didn’t prefer it. 
Q. Why were these claims, I say, paid in preference to jurors? 
A. We didn’t make any preference. 
Q. But do you know any reason ? Ce 
Gen. Elliott here stated that he considered it time to interfere. The 
witness had answered the question, and counsel could not force him to 
make an answer to suit him. The counsel had asked the witness if he 
knew any reason why these claims should have been preferred. The 
witness said that the Board made no preference. We submit that 
be has answered the question, and that the counsel should not insist 
upon his answering it in a manner which is not called for by the ques- 
tion asked. 
. Mr. Rion, on the part of the respondent, insisted that the witness 
should state whether he had any reason for preferring those claims or 
not. 
The Chair decided that the witness should answer as dictated by the 
. counsel for the respondent. 
Q. Did you know any reason why those checks which I called over 
to you should have been preferred to the jurors? 
A. No, sir.

Q. Do you know why he should have been paid in preference to 
jurors ?

Judge's Order. 


This suit was commenced by service of a notice of the time and place 
of a motion for a writ of mandamus, to be directed to the defendants as 
County Commissioners, commanding them to forthwith “issue checks 
upon the special tax of two mills, which was levied and collected, to be 
applied exclusively to the payment of the past due indebtedness of New- 
berry County, at the rate of 15.73 cents on the dollar, the same being 
balance due upon said past due indebtedness out of said special tax fand,” 
and also by service of copy of affidavit by the actors, setting forth both 
the law and facts relied on to sustain the motion. 

The defendants, desirous to procure a decision without delay, did not 
wait for a rule to issue, requiring them to show cause why the writ should 
not issue, but made their defense by resisting the motion at the outset. 

No issue of fact arose at the hearing, and the only question for the 
decision of this Court is, as to the duty of the defendants as County 
Commissioners, according to the law regulating their duties, under the 
state of facts presented to the Court. 

The ** past indebtedness” of the County, as ascertained, amounted to 
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$28,803.93, of Së the Treasurer had paid in full, by order of this 
Court, $5,175.00 from the special tax of two mills, for the expenses of 
the poor house, jail, and some other items, small in amount, but all of 
pressing necessity, leaving of the past indebtedness $23,628.93. 

These payments, it will be remembered, were ordered before the actign 
of the Legislature, in reference to the application of the special tax of 
two mills embodied in the Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly at 
its last session, touching the same. 

The entire special tax collected amounted to $10,186.78, of which the 
sum of $5,175.00 was applied as before stated, leaving the sum of 
$5,011.78 in the hands of the Treasurer for application as by law 
directed. 

This sum was diminished by the abatements ordered by the Comptrol- 
ler General $421.30, and by the commissions retained by the Treasurer 
$407.47, and by the payment of $200.00 to Jesse C. Smith, Esq., Clerk, 
as ordered by the Court, for services rendered in the matter of the past 
indebtedness of Newberry County—these items amounted to $1,028.77, 
leaving of the special tax in the hands of the Treasurer, the sum of 
$3,983.01, to be applied to the payment of the balance of unpaid past 
indebtedness, amounting as aforesaid to $23,628.93. 

The County Treasurer, on the 30th April, 1874, reported to the Board 
of County Commissioners for Newberry County, the defendants in this 
suit, in accordance with the foregoing statement—showing of the special

The defendants, as County Commissioners, have applied the last men- 
tioned amount to the past indebtedness, reduced by payments as afore- 
said to $23,628.93, thereby paying sixteen and three-fourths (161) cents 
in the dollar on same. 


The plaintiffs make no complaint as to the abatements by the Comp- 


troller General, $421.30, nor as to the commissions retained by the Trea- | 


surer, $407.47, amounting to $828.77, but earnestly object to the various ` 
payments, aggregating as herein set forth $5,175, and also the payment ` 


of $200 paid to Jesse C. Smith, Clerk. 

The plaintiffs insist that the defendants, as County Commissioners, 
should be required to consider the amount of the special tax in the 
hands of the Treasurer subject to their order (independently of his re- 
port) $9,358.01, the entire amount of the special tax, less $828.77, 
the amount of commissions retained, and abatements made by the Comp- 
troller General, and apply the same pro rata, to the past indebtedness 
unreduced by payment, amounting therefore to $28,803.93. x 
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The County Treasurer—the sufficiency of whose report should be con- 
sidered in this case—is not a party to this suit. 

The position of the plaintiffs requires the defendants to pass upon the 
return made by the Treasurer, and practically to ignore the same as in- 
correct, aud then draw their warrant in favor of the plaintiffs against a 
fund which the Treasurer now officially states not to be in his hands. 

The defendants refuse compliance with the requirements of the plain- 
tiffs in this behalf, and for relief the plaintiffs have instituted this suit. 

Has the cónduct of the defendants been such as to sustain the motion 
for a writ of mandamus ? 

The County Commissioners are positively forbidden to draw any order 
upon the County Treasurer unless he has the funds in the treasury to 
pay the same. | Gen. "Stot, p. 147, Sec. 9. 

The defendants, as County Commissioners, drew their warrants for so, 
much of the special tax as the Treasurer's report—their only legal means 
of information—showed to be in the treasury, and they were forbidden 
to do more in the premises. 

But independently of the explicit words of the Statute above referred 
to, have the defendants, as County Commissioners, any authority to sit 
in judgment upon the official acts of the County Treasurer, and virtually 
to deny him credit for payments made by order of Court ? 

But conceding that the defendants, as County Commissioners, might, 
for good reasons, ignore the payments made by the County Treasurer as 
improperly made, and draw on the fund unreduced by such payments, 
did anything appear in the slightest degree to warrant such action ? 

The payments complained of were, as appears by the papers before 
the Court, made under its order, which cannot be called in question 
under the present proceedings, and which the defendants are not called 
on to resist in discharge of their official duty. 

The orders of Court covering the entire payments complained of, ex- 
cept the $200 paid to Jesse C. Smith, were passed, and’ the payments 
directed by them were made before the Resolutions of the last General 
Assembly were passed, giving the defendants, as County Commissioners, 
authority to apply the special tax pro rata to the past indebtedness. 

The payment made to Jesse C. Smith, being for services rendered by 
him in the matter of the past indebtedness, was a proper payment from 
the special tax, as a part of the expenses of its administration, and enti- 
tled to rank with the commissions retained by the Treasurer. 

Disobedence to these orders by the Treasurer would have placed him 
in contempt, and yet the plaintiffs insist that the County Commissioners, 
the defendants, must disregard the orders of the Court, and punish the 
Treasurer for his obedience thereto, by requiring him to pay to their 
draft the money already paid by him in submission to SCH orders. To 
such a result the Court will not lend its aid. 
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It is ordered and adjudged that the motion be dismissed, and that 


Mayes & Martin and Cynthia Mower pay the costs of this proceeding.

Ordered, That the counsel for respondent be allowed until to-morrow, 
at 12:30 P. M., to consult and examine the evidence, in order to deter- 
mine what time they will ask the Senate for the preparation of the 
défense. 

The question was taken on agreeing to the order, and bf in the 
affirmative.

WEDNESDAY MARCH 15, 1876. 


At 12 M., the Senate resolved itself into a Court of Impeachment. 

Hon. R. H. Gleaves, President, took the chair. 

‘The Sergeant-at-Arms made proclamation. 

The President directed the Clerk of the Senate to notify the hon- 
orable the House of, Representatives that the Senate was ready to Dro: 
ceed with the trial of impeachment of Montgomery Moses. 

The Managers of Impeachment on the part of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, to wit, Hon. R. B, Elliott. Wm. H. Wallace, Hs A. Meetze,

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J. W. Barnwell, S. J. Couch, S. J. Bampfield, accompanied by their — 
Secretary, T. McCants Stewart, Esq., were announced by the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and took the seats assigned them. 

'The counsel of Montgomery Moses, to wit, Hon. J. B. Campbell, Mr. 
Rion, Mr. Leroy F. Youmans, Mr. Baxter, Mr. Young John Pope, Mr. 
Silas Johnstone, appeared and took the seats assigned them. 

The Clerk called the roll, when the following Senators answered to 
their names:

The President announced a constitutional quorum present. 

On the reading of the Journal of Proceedings of the Court, of yester- 
day, Col. Rion, of counsel for respondent, stated that, after consultation, , 
they desired to submit the following: 

The counsel for the respondent respectfully ask that the Senate, sit- 
ting as a Court of Impeachment, pass the following : 

Ordered, That the counsel for respondent be allowed until 7:30 P. M. 
of Monday, the 20th instant, to procure the attendance of witnesses, pre- 
pare and arrange their proofs, and enable themselves to proceed with the 
‘defense. ` 

Col. Rion: H 
Mr. President and Senators: : 

It would afford us satisfaction, as it would afford the Managers, to be 
able now to proceed with our defense. But we are placed under cireum- 
stances very extraordinary, even in Courts of Impeachment, which pre- 
vent us from being as well prepared as the glefense should be in such ex- 
tremities. The Senate, acting under the advice, the argumentative ad- 
vice, of the Board of Managers, has overruled our objections, and admitted 
evidence whieh we thought improper to be admitted under the rules of 
law, and has held all our notions of law to be mistaken ones. A large 
number of witnesses have been heard. We could not anticipate what 
their testimony would be. They have made, by their testimony, very 
many issues for the Senate to decide—the issues more or less connected 
with the Articles of Impeachment. These witnesses have been in the 
hands of the examining Committee of the House of Representatives, and in 
the hands of the Board of Managers appointed by that honorable body, for 
certainly as much as three weeks. The examination commenced on the 9th 
of February, and kept up until the trial commenced, and, if we are correct 
ly informed, even after the trial commenced. Now, any one must know 
that in legal proceedings, even more than in military warfare, a defense, 
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in order to prepare themselves for a successful resistance, must make 
preparations greater than aetually will be needed when the emergency 
comes. The defense, if they make any previous preparation, must be 
prepared at all points; the same way in a Court of law, and the same 
"when we have narrowed it down to a Court of Impeachment. . We, if 
we had made preparation beforehand, must have been prepared to meet 
not only those charges that have been brought, but all that could possi- 
- bly have been brought; aud, therefore, if we had determined that we 
would attempt so absurd a thing as to prepare ourselves beforehand to 
go into the defense immediately after the prosecution closed, we would 
have to have summoned a great portion of the population of 
the Counties in’ which the respondent lives, and to have brought 
down here the books of record of the Courts in those Counties. 
Now what we ask is time to look over the testimony, to 
compare the testimony— what the witnesses said—with the Articles 
of Impeachment, and see what witnesses we will have to bring to meet 
the charges and meet the testimony, and to consider our plan for making 
the defense. Now, is that too much time? We propose, if our request is 
granted, to consume the rest of the day and the night—as much as is ne- 
cessary—to determine what witnesses we will summon. And we think 
that will take the full time. To-morrow we will start off the messen- 
gers to bring down here the witnesses andthe records. Next day, Fri- 
day, we propose for those messengers to find those witnesses and gather 
up the records and papers preparatory to bringing them down here. Sat- 
urday they will come down with them, and the train will arrive 
here late in the day. Sunday it is proposed not to do any business ; 
then Monday morning to consult with those wituesses, and be ad- 
vised what they can prove, and examine the records, so that we 
will not bring here upon the stand witnesses whom we have not ex- 
amined, and so we will not consume the time of the Court in floundering 
about over the testimony and in examining the records. Now, can we 
do that in less time? We ought to have more time, but we have asked 
the least time to consider as a physical possibility. Now, it may be said 
that we have some witnesses here that we could examine, and while ex- 
aminiug those we could send off for others, but we cannot do two things 
well at a time ; we cannot carry on our defense by the examination of wit- 
nesses, and at the same time make preparation for a defense; and a 
great deal depends upon the order in which witnesses are examined. 
And it may not be our plan to examine these witnesses first, their tes- 
J.timony not being preceded by other witnesses. The testimony would not 
be intelligible to the Senate. So that while the witnesses here 
might consume a day or more of the time of the Senate, that is 
-no reason why we should commence our case by examining them. 
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Now is that notice that would enable us to prepare? In other words, is 
this sad want of preparation a plan which we have laid? Are we pur- 
posely before you in this condition, to force you into granting us time ? 
Is it so? I gaant it is so, if it can be so. If we could have prepared 
ourselves, then I admit that our not being prepared is the result of a 
deliberate conspiracy upon our part to not be prepared, and use that 
state of things for our advantage. 

We could have been ready had these Articles been drawn up as the 
Articles always have been drawn up in any other impeachment, and in 
any civilized country, so that we could have known what they meant. 
So that they are all, with a few exceptions, generalities, giving no notice 
as to the time when or place where, and no notice of any other 
kind, except in general terms. If, Senators, you go over the matters 
that have been brought against the respondent, you will find that 
in no ease could those matters be located on any particular time or 
on any particular day. Where have they located the Gallager case? 
And I could go over a great many others. And, besides that, I would 
ask you where any specifications have been had of any corrupt transac- 
tions with Mr. Leahy. Where has Mr. Leahy been named? Where has 
Trimmier been named ? Where has Poinier been named? Where has 
Carrington been named? Where has Smith been named? Where has 
Rice been named? Now, just in a common indictment for retailing 
spirituous liquors, the indictment must specify particularly the time and 
place; and if it went on to say with divers persons, no Court in Christen- 
dom would allow the prosecution to proceed. Now, it is the same rule 
here in the Court of Impeachment, and unless the transaction is named 
no party can be tried for that transaction. We ask four days, and in the 
trial of Andrew Johnson they only asked three days. Oh, yes! the trial of 
Andrew Johnson! that trial which it is said we have so much love for! Well, 
Mr. President and Senators, if a person has been dosed with a medicine of 
ordinary bitterness—of very great bitterness—like aloes, and castor oil, 
and assafcetida, he almost has a love for ordinary medicine like magnesia 
and so on. And the same way it may be said that we have a love for 
the decisions in the trial of Andrew Johnson; but I do not know ofany 
trial where the decisions were more illiberal to the respondent—where 
they come nearest down to giving him mere justice, and nothing more. 
It was a court the majority of which were opposed to the respondent, 
and animated by that kind of animosity which is the fiercest of all— 
political animosity.» But notwithstanding that, notwithstanding it is medi- 
cine, and not fixed up to suit our palate, yet it ig so pleasant, as contrasted 
with the dose laid down by the other side, it is pleasant to us. We may be 
told that in that trial they only asked for three days, which was given them. 
But in that case the defense were advised before to what they were to . 
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plead in the Articles of Impeachment; they were advised in figures and 
words of the esact charge they were to meet. Many Senators present 
have read those Articles of impeachment. Every one of them is longer 
than all these put together; some of them double all these put together. 
Manager Butler said, if they were not sufficiently minute it was the 
prevince of the respondent to call for a bill of particulars. Was that 
three days there given any reason why we should have three days? I 
will read a little of the Articles of Indictment merely for the purpose of 
showing the minuteness and strictness with which the Senate held the 
prosecution down to the names given. Here no names are given; there 
names were given. See how strictly the Senate, so largely composed of 
the politieal opponents of the respondent, held the prosecation down to 
names and dates. 

Col. Rion then read from the eleventh Article of Impeachment in the 
ease of Andrew Johnson; and proceeded : 

Now it was attempted to prove under that Article that the President 
proposed to appoint his Private Secretary, Edmund Cooper, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury. Now in this case, when a witness was put 
upon the stand, they could recognize what Article his testimony referred 
to; not like we are here; when they put up Lark, we couldn't tell. We 
thought it was ungracious*in them not to tell us. But I now know that 
we entirely misrepresented the Managers. They couldn't tell us, because 
they did not know themselves. Objection was made by counsel for re- 
spondent. 

Col. Rion read Mr. Evart's remarks, commencing at the words “The 
only allegation here as to time and principal action," on page 258, 
Vol. I of the Trial of Andrew Johnson. 

Afterwards the Senate decided that the question was inadmissible 
because Edmund Cooper was not named in the Article of indietment. 
Now are we told that it is our own fault that we allowed all this testimony 
to be put in here? But the Senate will recollect that the very first time 
a witness was put upon the stand we made objection then and there, and 
the Court decided the objections not well taken. Therefore we are 
here in this position, being not ready for the defense. It will require 
at least that time. That time is too little. But we ask what, with 
extraordinary diligence aud activity, we can possibly get along with. 

Gen. Elliott : 

Mr. President and Senators: This question is entirely with the Senate 
for their decision. Its decision will bind both sides. But it is never- 
theless a question upon ,which it ‘becomes us, representing as we do the 
House of Representatives, to present to the Senate our views in opposi- 
tion to the views submitted by the learned counsel for the respondent. 
And in setting. forth that objection we shall not attempt for a single 
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moment to enter with the learned counsel into a discussion of any ques- 
tion that has already been settled by the Court. As to any question, 
therefore, relating to the specific character of the Articles of Impeach- 
ment we shall have no word of reply to offer, for the reason that this 
Court, not under the advice of the Board of Managers, not under the 
advice of any human being— , 
Col. Rion: I used the term “argumentative advice.” 
Gen. Elliott: No matter whether argumentative or not, we do not pre- 
sume to give advice to this Senate. We only ask that the Senate will 
consider the views we present, as well as those presented by the other 


side. And after a decision is given, it is not proper that we should ques- ` 


tion the justice of that decision. The counsel said that on the trial of 
Andrew Johnson it was objected that the proof offered did not conform 
to the allegation, and it was ruled that the proof could not be admitted. 
That is true, and we here say it was a correct decision. When the 
Board of Managers in that case laid the facts precisely, they should 
prove it as laid; but it does not follow that they were bound to lay it so 
specifically. It is a rule in Courts of law that when you lay down a 
proposition you are bound to prove it as laid. But it does not follow 
that you are bound to make the indictment so $pecific. We have not 
proved any fact not in the indictment, and we have not sought to prove 
anything of which the counsel on the other side were not advised. Upon 
those Articles, I took particular pains to advertise them in presence of 
this Court as to everything we intended to prove. This was done on 
Tuesday of last week’ Did they not know that we intended to prove that 
at Spartanburg, at a certain time, respondent corruptly attempted to dis- 
charge the juries? Did not they know that we intended to prove that 
on a certain day at Newberry and at Laurens he attempted to corruptly 
procure money from suitors? Were they unaware of the fact that we 
intended to prove that at Newberry and at Laurens he knowingly and 
unlawfully received money from publie officers? We did not give names, 
because this Senate, following the settled rule, decided that it was not 
necessary that they should have knowledge of the names. You knew 
the place and time, and we were not bound to tell you who the parties 
were we intended to prove these transactions by. 

But the learned counsel say they could not prepare their case in time, 
We have been examining witnesses since last Wednesday. Most of the 
documentary evidence was put in by last Wednesday. Did they mean 
to say they would be unprepared to meet what evidence we put in in 
documentary form? When a witness had given his testimony, could not 
they have sent for their witnesses to answer what he testified to? But 
they preferred to wait. Will they tell me of a case where, after a man 
has been put to trial, and proof has been put in that he has been allowed 
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to have Court adjourned to allow him to run all over the country to bring 
up witnesses in order to break down the prosecution? Will they show 
me such a case? I know they cannot show it. Counsel say it is not 
their fault. We simply say it is a question for the Senate. We have not 
sought to delay this body a single instant. We have been ready all the time 
to go on under the direction of the Court. The learned counsel have been 
here; they had the same opportunity. They knew, as fully as they 
could know anything, what the charges were, what the facts to be proven 
wére, and yet they have folded their arms and waited till we have got 
through our proof, and ask this Senate to adjourn for four days, one day 
for the messengers to start, another for the messengers to hunt up the 
witnesses, another to bring them to Columbia, and still another to ex- 

` amine them before they bring them into Court. If this be the mode in 
which this trial is to be conducted, the first impeachment trial you have 
had before you, you will be establishing a precedent that will enable 
those who presume to violate your laws to do so with impunity ; for 
Senators who sit after you will say, if this respondent demanded and 
was allowed four days, another respondent may demand thirty days, 
and the expense will almost equal the injury inflicted upon the 
publie by the misdemeanors of a publie officer. But is this the first time 
you have been asked for time? Did they avail themselves of the 
time heretofore given them? By their own confession they did not do so. 
But they allowed that time to pass by, and now they come in and ask you 
to give them an opportunity to do what you gave them an opportunity to 
do before. We say it is unfair for them to ask it. It is an intrusion 
upon the liberality of this high Court. It isasking too much. The re- 
spondent is requiring at your hands more than he has any right to require. 
And the very magnanimity you have shown him on every occasion 
should have restrained him from making such an additional request. 
What thelearned counsel has to say about the Board of Managers, the 
sneers he throws upon us, we do not propose to notice or respond to. We 
are here to perform an unpleasant duty, but we will perform that duty 
rightfully and manfully, without regard to the sneers of the counsel for 
the respondent. We are responsible to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and we are responsible to ^ our consciences, and 
in no manner are we to. be dictated to by the learned counsel 
for the respondent. We object, in the name of the House of Represen- 
tatives and of the people we represent. We say the time of this honora- 
ble body, and the money of the people, should not be squandered in this 

` way. We would not ask you to do the least injustice to this respondent ; 
but when you have given him justice, you should not extend anything 
to him by way of favor, when he has shown so little appreciation of the 
kindness you have shown him already. 
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Senator Whittemore moved that the Senate retire, to consider the re- 


quest of respondent’s counsel. 
The motion was adopted and the Senate retired. 


When the Senate returned, the Chair announced that the Senate . 


had adopted an.order refusing the request, and proposing an order that 
the Senate, sitting as a Court of Impeachment, adjourn till to-morrow 
at 7:30 o’clock P. M. d 

Col. Rion: 

We hope, before the Court consider that last, that we will. be ai 
lowed to retire for a few minutes to the Cloak Room to consult. We 
have got into an emergency, and want to know what we will do. 

The Chair granted the request, and respondent and his counsel re- 
tired. . 

The eounsel returned, and Col. Rion said: Mr. President and Sen- 
ators— We have retired, consulted with one another, and return now 
to say to this honorable body that the statements made by myself, on 


behalf of the respondent and all of his counsel, that we were not pre- 


pared, was true. Also, in our opinion, the statement we made that we could 
not have been prepared, was true. Also, asa matter of fact, the statement 
that we could not prepare in less time than we have gsked, isalsotrue. Such 
being the case, we cannot, in justice to the respondent and ourselves, proceed 
further, and we have to leave the case with the Senate where they find it. 
We shall to-morrow, at half-past twelve o’clock, if the Senate please, submit 
- in writing the considerations which have forced us to adopt the course 
we have. 

The President: The Senate, sitting as a Court of Impeachment, will 
not be in session till to-morrow evening. 

Col. Rion: We will submit it then. 

The respondent and his counsel then retired from the Senate Chamber. 

The order to adjourn till to-morrow evening was adopted, and the

The Journal of Proceedings of the Senate, sitting for the trial of 
Montgomery Moses upon Articles of Impeachment, of yesterday, was read. 

The PRESIDENT stated that, in pursuance of the order of the Sen- 
ate already adopted, he would now proceed to take the judgment of the 
Senate upon the several Articles of Impeachment exhibited by the House 
of Representatives of the State of South Carolina, in the name of them- 
selves and of all the people of the State, against Montgomery Moses, 
Judge of the Circuit Courts of the Seventh Judicial “Circuit of the State 
of South Carolina, in maintenance and support of the impeachment 
against him for high crimes and misdemeanors in office. 

Mr. JONES rose and requested the ruling of the Chair as to whether 
a motion that the Senate retire for discussion would be in order.

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Inquire as to Execution of Contract 
BY THE 


Columbia Water Power Company. 
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REPORT. 


To the Honorable the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of South Carolina : 

The undersigned members of the Joint Special Committee appointed 
at the last session of the General Assembly to examine and report as to 
whether-the conditions upon which certain rights and franchises were 
conveyed by the State to the Columbia Water Power Company have 
been complied with on the part of said company, beg leave to report 
that the work of the Committee soon after their appointment, and when 
they had examined but two witnesses, was suspendefl by the resignation 
of his seat in the Senate of their Chairman, Hon. T. C. Dunn. The 
vacancy thus occasioned was not supplied nor the work of the Com- 
mittee resumed until late in the present session, since which time they 
have attended to the duties assigned to them with as much diligence as 
a proper regard for their other duties would permit. 

Your Committee, appreciating the importance to the State of the sub- 
ject-matter of inquiry, and at the same time anxious to do justice to the 
company, have visited the canal in a body and inspected it throughout 
its entire length. They have also carefully examined the Acts of the 
General Assembly, authorizing the sale and the deed conveying the canal 
to Samuel A. Pearce, Jr., as trustee for Wm. Sprague. By reference to 
the above mentioned Acts, which may be found in the XI Vth Volume of 
the Statutes at Large, at pages 83, 177 and 367, respectively, it will be 
seen that by the first of these Acts, which was approved 21st September, 
1868, the Governor, Robert N. Lewis and Charles M. Wilder, were con- 
stituted a Commission “to sell and convey the right, title and interest of 
the State, in the Columbia Canal, and in all the lands, privileges and ap- 
purtenances owned by the State thereunto belonging or appertaining, subject 
to the following conditions, (in addition to such other conditions as the said 
Commission, in their discretion, may impose, which conditions were re- 
quiréd to be published in the advertisement), to wit: ‘That the pur- 
chaser or purchasers, his or their heirs, assigns or successors, shall, within 
two years from the date of conveyance, complete the widening and 
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deepening of the said canal to at least twice its original capacity ; that 
the same shall always be kept open for boating purposes free of all 
charges for toll or otherwise, as far as the same is now used; that the 
waters of said canal shall not be allowed to become stagnant; that the 
same shall not be used for other than hydraulic purposes ; and upon the 
further condition that the work of widening and deepening the said canal 
shall be commenced within six months, and the sum of ten thousand 
dollars shall be expended ou the same within’ twelve months from the 
date of the conveyance; and that the title to the canal shall revert to 
the State on default being made in any of the conditions so imposed.’” 

By a second Act, approved February 8th, 1869, the foregoing was so 
modified “as to allow the purchaser or purchasers to select some point on 
the canal above Geiger’s Mill, at which the widening or deepening pro- 
cess may begin; and that said purchaser or purchasers shall have 
authority to build a dam across the river at the point so selected.” All 
the other requirements to remain in full force and effect. 

By a third Act, approved February 28, 1870, the Act of 1868 first 
above mentioned was amended so as to extend the time for widening and 
deepening the cana] to two years from the first day of March, 1870, and 
by providing “thatthe deed of conveyance of the said canal, hereto- 
fore executed by the State, shall be deemed good and valid, provided the 
purchaser or owner of the said property shall file with the Secretary of 
State and with the Clerk of the Court of Richland County his written 
assent, under his hand and seal, to the conditions expressed in this Act.” 

In pursuance of the authority vested in them by the General Assem- 
bly, the Commission above mentioned executed a deed of conveyance of 
the canal and branches mentioned in the Act of 1868, which bears date 
of 7th Jauuary, 1869, and is recorded in book D, page 432, Register of 
Mesne Conveyance office for Richland County, to Samuel A. Pearce, Jr., 
as Trustee for Wm. Sprague, the consideration therein expressed being 
$200, payable as follows, to wit: One-third in thirty days after notice of 
acceptance of the bid; one-third at six months, and the remainder at 
twelve months. This deed of conveyance imposes upon the purchaser all 
the conditions expressed in the Act of 1868. It will appear by the testi- 
mony of Colonel Pearce herewith submitted that the property was sub- 
sequently transferred to the Columbia Water Power Company, by whom 
it is at present held. 

Your Committee have examined a number of witnesses, touching the 
subject embraced in the resolution under which they were appointed, 
and a number have been examined by Attorney General Melton, who 
appeared before the Committee, as counsel for the Columbia Water 
Power Company, the testimony of all of whom is herewith submitted. 
The undersigned members of the Committee, after a careful considera- 
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tion of this testimony, have arrived at the conclusion that the most ` 
important condition imposed by the Acts of the General Assembly, 
has not been complied with, either in letter or spirit, to wit: “That the 
purchaser or purchasers, his or their heirs, assigns or successors, shall 
within two years from the date of conveyance complete the widening 
and deepening of said canal, to at least twice its original capacity.” 
Entertaining this conviction, we recommend that such action be taken 
by your honorable bodies as may be deemed necessary and proper to pro- 
tect the interest of the State in the premises, and may not do violence to 
the rights of other parties. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

PROCEEDINGS AND TESTIMONY. 


JANUARY 26, 1875. , 


The following were appointed the Committee under the concurrent 
resolution:

The Chairman stated the object of the meeting, and, referring to the 
legislative enactments (a copy of which he held) relative to the company, 
said the first purpose was to investigate as to the obligations and condi- 
tions the Act imposed, and the manner of their compliance. 

Col. Pearce replied : That if it was intended to go into testimony, he 
would like a grant of time, for the purpose of sending for Maj. Melton, 
who was his counsel in the case; and, also, that Maj. Melton was not 
feeling well this evening; and might not be able to attend. I am not & 
practical engineer, and have left these matters to practical engineers and 
my superintendents, who could testify as experts. 

The Chairman: The main subject will be on the enlargement of the 
canal aecording to the Act. "This is the point we propose first to take 
up. There are certain conditions or propositions in the Act ceding the 
canal. I propose to ask you if you claim to have fulfilled all of the 
conditions regarding the widening of the canal; the widening and deep- 
ening of it. If it comes to a matter needing proof by experts, then the 
attorney can be sent for. , 

Col. Pearce: I claim that all the work has been done, and more than’ 


what is equal to that required to double the width of the canal. 


Mr. Johnson: This being claimed by Col. Pearce, then let us proceed

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The Chair: Col. Pearce, you represent the parties to vipa the grant 
was originally made ? i 

Col. Pearce : I represent the Columbia Water Power Company. The 

original grant was made to me as trustee ; the deed was made to me as 
trustee for William Sprague. 

The Chair: William Sprague and Company ? 

Col. Pearce: To me as trustee of William Sprague. 

The Chair: In the Act of 1868 authorizing the sale of the canal by 
the Commissioners, and in the Act of 1870, it was stipulated that the 
title be given to these parties, provided they gave assent to perform cer- 
tain acts. Was that agreed to by you? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; it was. 

The Chair: First in those conditions was that the purchaser should 
deepen and widen the canal to twice its original capacity. Has this condi- 
tion been fulfilled? 

Col. Pearce: According to the reports of my engineers and the super- 
intendents of the earth and rock work the provisions of the contract 
have been fulfilled in this particular. 

The Chair: That the canal shall always be kept open and in proper 
order for boating purposes the same, as the phrase has it, as is now used. 
Has this particular provision been complied with ? 

Col. Pearce: It has. 

The Chair: Third, that the waters shall not be used for other than 
hydraulic purposes, and so forth. Will you state to the Committee the 
manner in which the first condition has been complied with—the widen- 
ing and deepening to twice the original capacity ? 

Col. Pearce: I should prefer that my engineers and adepts be heard, 
as it would convey more clearly the idea how the work was carried out. 
It was put in their hands with full instructions to carry out the work ac- 
cording to contract and stipulations. 

The Chair: What engineers did you employ? k 

Coi. Pearce: First, my engineer was George C. Tingley, of Providence. 
He made a survey and profile as the canal then was; after that, I em- 
ployed Major Charles Mahon, an engineer, and it was under his direction 
and supervision that the main work was carried out. Mr. Tingley 
made a map of the canal, as did also Major Mahon, who madee ross- 
sections, and so forth. Mr. Tingley's map gives the whole line, but does 
not show the enlargement. That was made subsequently. Maj. Mahon 
made three maps ; he was in charge of the work when the enlargement 
was made. 

The Chair: Has there been any enlargement made since his discharge 
from your employ ? 
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Col. Pearce: No, sir; except keeping up the banks and such necessary ` ` 


repairs. 
The Chair: Would Tingley give any more information than could be 


got from Mahon? 

Col. Pearce: If the Committee consider it of importance, I would like 
to send to Tingley for the profile—I returned it to him—which shows 
every rise and fall, break, grade, sink, and every inch of ground. I 
have the map he made, but not the profile. 

The Chair: This map to which you refer shows, don’t it, the original 
form—the condition at the time he took it, not the capacity, bs the 
canal ? E 

Col. Pearce. You can hardly imagine the difficylty to obtain the 
original capacity without drawing the water from the canal. We had to 
drain it. 

The Chair: Do you know of any original maps of that canal as it was 
when it was first constructed? You say you had much difficulty in drain- 
ing it? ' 

Col. Pearce: No; the engineer made his cross-sections and measure- 
ments, and then went to work in such form and manner as to get the 
‘capacity required. As I understand it, it is the capacity to hold the 
water in the canal, not particularly that it shall be so wide or so deep. 
It is an advantage sometimes to have more head; that head of water, of 
course, helps to make up the power. * 

Mr. Johnson: Do you mean that by raising the embankments and 
sides you get capacity to hoid, with the river in the ordinary condition ? 

Col. Pearce: In this instance we raised both the banks and deepened 
the canal in order to get a certain flow of water. The engineers knew 
about what the old flow was. 

The Chair: It seems to me that you claim, through your engineers’ re- 
ports, that the capacity of the canal has been doubled by enlarging it 

- below where the water was held in basins. Is that your idea? 

Col. Pearce: No; they went over the whole work from the head of 
the canal down; in many places of the bottom they had to go into the 
original rock that had never been disturbed, and some places eighteén 
inches above the grade. 


The Chair: Do you claim that you can enlarge the canal without 
enlarging the gates ? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; we can, by raising the dam and banks and ex- 
cavating on the bottom, carry a greater amount of water. 

The Chair: Has the deepening been made at the locks as well as 
below? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; I have written statements of the engineer and 
superintendents showing the line. These are sworn statements. 


Wa vn 
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The Chair: Has any engineer examined the work to see if the 
capacity was obtained ? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; to see if Maj. Mahon had carried out the work 
in accordance with instructions and conditions. Maj. Mahon, I believe, 
is in Charlotte, N. C: VEL 

Mr. Johnson: We ought to have the engineer here. 

The Chair: It will be proper to submit the sworn statement. Does 
the Act, when it says keep open so far as now used, mean down by 
Geiger's Mill? Did you understand it to mean that ? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; you will find the express statements in the Be 
sale by the Deeg ; that stated the exact distance where the 
canal should be kept open for boating purposes. I can produce the 
paper. y 

The Chair: Are there any other specifications in that paper ? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; one virtually limiting the water power at the 
Penitentiary to 100 horse-power—that is, 100 horse-power should be the 
maximum ; the other requirements are similar to those contained in the 
deed. 

The Chair: That is, you had to. furnish 100 horse-power if they 
required it ? 

Col. Pearce: Yes; here is the report of Maj. Mahon, the engineer, 
dated July 22, 1871, in which he makes affidavit that the capacity is 
increased fourfold. [Report read and submitted to the Committee.] 

The Chair: What did Maj. Mahon refer to when he said any further 
additions to the power would have to be carved out of the rock ? 

Col. Pearce: That large amount could not be got like that which we 
proposed to obtain, except by damming or going into the rock. 

Mr. Johnson: Has any dam been built? 

Col. Pearce: Not across. No; except the repairing of the old one at 
head of the canal. 

The Chair: What does this refer to as a portion of the old canal? 

Col. Pearce: I always took it to mean that portion above Geiger's 
mill. f 
The Chair: Was not the whole, down below Neagle’s Bridge, where 
the bridge now is, considered a part of the canal ? 

Col. Pearce: Oh, yes; he refers to that portion above Geigers mill 
when he speaks of carving out of the rock.  Ithinlethere was an exten- 
sion of the canal once; whether it was up,or down, I am not certain. 

The Chair; When he speaks of the capacity as being fourfold he 
speaks of the whole canal, does he not? does this refer to that part above 
Geiger's mill? 

Col. Pearce: It may be that he refers to it in that way. 

The Cbair: We had better have Maj. Mahon here. 
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Mr. Davies: I move that he be sent for. 

The Chair: I will order him to be subpcenaed. 

Mr. Johnson: Is the first engineer South, or has he returned ? 

Col Pearce: He is in Rhode Island now. Maj. Mahon’s report states 
that he bas more than performed the work. I also have other reports 
here. ' : 

The Chair: We would like to hear any of them bearing on this part 


E SCH and affidavit of John S. McIntosh, superintendent of 


stone quarrying, was submitted and read. | 

Col. Pearce: Mr. McIntosh was a stone mason very well known here, 
but is deceased recently. I have also affidavit of James Frazer. [The 
affidavit of James Frazer was submitted and read. ] 

The Chair, (reaching for the paper): We will take these for reference. 

Col. Pearce: They are valuable papers. I keep them in my safe, 
“but can produce them at any time. I have also the affidavit of A. Y. 
Lee here; he is familiar with the condition of the old canal. [The 
affidavit was read. ] 

The Chair: Who was in charge of the work when you took the 
canal. 

Col. Pearce: When we took the canal there was no engineer ; it was a 
mere ditch, I believe in the hands, or to some extent being looked 
after by a Dr. Green. What was furnished was required to keep along 
at the penitentiary ; they managed to keep up a kind of supply. Down 
below, at Bridge street—Gervais street—it was a mere mass of e 
-slum; we let in water enough to keep it moving; to clear the canal ; 
had to be deepened; it clogged there by drainage—does now, some- 
what; drainage interferes. Below the bridge we widened it about 
eighty feet at the point intended for the mills; the flat space there being 
the only spot, it seems, desirable at present for mill sites. 

The Chair: You know, Colonel, in speaking to you in the afternoon, 
a day or so ago, I spoke of a verbal contract. 


Col. Pearce: Yes, I know there was no verbal contract or agreement 


to build a mill. - 


The Chair: Mr. Wilder says there was a verbal agreement, and that 
he desired it, at the time, to be in writing. 

Col. Pearce: I pemember when I came up from Charleston as agent 
for Wm. Sprague. I was then stationed there in the army; had no. in- 
terest other than acting for Mr. Sprague. Mr. Wilder desired a bond of 
$10,000, besides the stipulations that were made. He wanted the bond 
so that $10,000 be forfeited if the contraet was not carried out. "There 


was another rumor afloat, which you may have heard of, about another 
bid being made. 
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The Chair: Yes; and the amount that had been offered by other par- 
ties. In order that it might be found, if it was a bona fide bid, I insisted 
that the bid be opened again, not desiring to start out with that story 
. afloat. I remember that Mr. Lewis, one of the Commissioners, was an- 
gry concerning it. The bid was re-opened, and after two days found, as was 
expected, to be a straw bid. The deed was made on the 7th. The stories 
of agreements to build mills have been denied before the Board of Trade 
aud others who were interested, and they did not question the denial. 
My statement to the Commissioners was that I would not take the deed 
unless that story about the other bid was investigated, and that was done. 

Here the Committee adjourned, subject to the cali of the Chairman, 
and with the remark that Col. Pearce would be notified of the time of 
such meeting.

It was voted Maj. Melton be invited to address the Committee. 
The Chair: If there is any need of legal arguments on behalf of the 
State, I shall depend on Chancellor Johnson. 
Mr. Johnson: I should prefer to be excused from acting both on the 
Committee and as counsel. l 
Maj. Melton: I do not apprehend that any legal questions will be 
raised of the nature, any other than to rather aid the Committee and 
facilitate them in conducting their investigation. 
The Chair: I do not understand that any question will come up of a 
particularly legal nature. We only want to get at the facts, and it was 
this view, and with a regard to the possibility of any question arising in 
the course of the examination, that he had made the suggestion, and in 
that event he would depend upon Chancellor Johnson. The intent is to 
get at the facts. We would like your full name, Maj. Mahon.

The Chair: Were you employed as engineer on the what is known 
as the Columbia Water Power Canal?

The Chair: During what time? S 
Maj. Mahon: From the summer of 1870—August, 1870. 
The Chair: For how long a time ? 

Maj. Mahon: About three years. I was attached to the works as 
a little after the completing of the contract;

The Chair: You say up to the completion of the contract. I don’t 

know as I understand. What contract do you refer to? ec 

Maj. Mahon: J mean up to the expiration of the time and after, 
allowed for the completion of the work. 

The Chair: We wish to inquire if the canal was deepened and widened : 
to twice its original capacity, and would like for you to give us your | 
statement of what was done, and the manner of doing it ? 

Maj. Mahon: The language in the contract was taken into considera. | 
tion and fully discussed by engineers then in Columbia. My sole object ` 
was to save the company as much expense in the work from false work | 
‘and directions as possible. The question arising hinged upon the word 
“capacity,” and there was much discussion whether it meant capacity in 
the sense of capacity to perform a certain amount. It becaméa question 
on the meaning of that word. It is a very common method to use the 
word among mechanics in the sense of power to perform a certain amount,” 
so much, in a given time. : ‘ 

The capacity in this canal to hold, by doubling its cross sections through ` 
its length, would be very useless, as in many places the canal was from ` 
40 to 50 feet wide, and not so in other places; it would be 20 feet in some 
and 80 feet in other places. The conclusion was, that after all, the mean- l 
ing of the word was capacity to hold. There was another word used— 
that the waters of the canal should be used only for hydraulic purposes, 
which meant.a great deal more than the single factof holding. It was” 
finally agreed that if this canal could pass twice the amount of water, 
the true mechanical meaning and result were obtained. It was for us to - 
judge whether it was the meaning of the framers of the Act—if the 
fact—the work was aceomplished so as to obtain the result; the two 
words in connection meant but one thing, and being in connection, caused - 
us to put but one construction upon them. l 

The Chair: Then you would say that you came to the conclusion by 
the use of hydraulics in conneceion with capacity ; that is 

Mr. Johnson: Had we better go on, and take that after? 

The Chair: You agreed to double the capacity of that canal—double 

the water power of the canal? . l 

Maj. Mahon: There is no water power there until it comes to be wed 

the fall there is used so as to get the power. I only mentioned these 


words to show the bearing the two words had on each other; so that we 
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agreed then to reconstruct the canal with reference to that idea, mainly 
that if we could transmit double the amount of water by our operations, 
and work that, that part of the contract would be fulfilled. The widening 
and deepening and grading that was done afterwards, was to the extent 
and much more than doubling its capacity, for the reason of another re- 
quirement in the contract, and that was that the Penitentiary should be 
supplied with 40 horse power. The work was consequently carried on to a 
much greater extent than the mere doubling of its capacity. It was es- 
timated that the amount was nearly, if not altogether, quadrupled. 
The amount was nearly, if not quite, quadrupled. 

The Chair: Do you know what the power of the canal, speaking of it 
as a horse power, was estimated at ? 

Maj. Mahon: The water power of the canal as adapted to carrying the 
water through was always limited at one place particularly. 

Mr. Johuson: Where was that place ? | 

Maj. Makon: At the Cemetery bridge, above Geiger's mill, by the bed 
of solia rock entirely crossing the*canal, at which place it had been 
alleged by several old boatmen that they had never been able to get any 
depth graded more than eighteen inches. 

The Chair: At the highest stage of the water, what was the amount of 


the water they dare to put in there ? 


Mr. Johnson: How far does the strata of rock extend ? 

Maj. Mahon: Three or four feet deep—it went lower down, rose up and 
dipped again; but still it showed weakness in the original canal. 

The Chair: Was that particular place taken as the gauge of the 
capacity or limit of the canal to pass the water? Was this cross 
section taken as the original maximum of the capacity of the canal, as 
construed by them? 

Maj. Mahon: Yes, it was. It compares to a chain as the weakest link 
in it. 

The Chair: Was it with reference to that as being the maximum 
original capacity, that you now say it was increased four-fold ? 

Maj. Mahon: That was taken at its lowest. I did not take it as the 
final test. 

The Chair: You used it as a reference or base which you increased 
upon. Do I understand you to say you took it as a test? 

Maj. Mahon: No. You may take it as a test if you do not under- 
stand it. I didn't. I had done much beyond that—much more. 

The Chair: I want to know, when you inereased the capacity, did you 
not as the highest original capacity ? 

Maj. Mahon: Yes, that was the highest original capacity. 

The Chair: When you state the condition of the rock you mean it as 


_ its original condition ? 
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Maj. Mahon: Yes, it had never been removed. 

The Chair: Will you state briefly and concisely as you can what was 
done in the deepening and widening at that point particularly, and along 
the line of the work? ° 

Col. Pearce: He would have to grade from there. 

Maj. Mahon : The bed there was reduced completely, if not entirely, 
two feet, and widened ; increased one-half a foot, and the edges knocked 
off I might say a foot in width; in depth about two feet. It tas also in- 
creased one and one-half feet by the elevation of the embankment there. 

The Chair: When you speak of increasing the depth by adding to the 
height of the bank, do you mean that the water ever overflowed there ? 

Maj. Mahon: No. . 

The Chair: Could you inerease the depth of the canal except by 
raising the water? e 

Maj. Mahon: Yes, we did, by blowing out the mouth and elevating 
the dam. If you had put in double the quantity of water you would 
have double the depth, provided the figure of the canal was systematic. 

Mr. Johnson: How deep was the water before you commenced opera- 
tions ? 

Maj. Mahon: About 18 inches. 

Mr. Johnson: I don’t mean the water depth—the depth of the canal. 

Maj. Mahon: That is about the -depth the banks would protect; they 
had to be made higher. 

The Chair: Do you understand that any of the water was then liable 
to overflow ? 

Maj. Mahon: If the water was in motion it would depend on the 
velocity if you have not the water there to bring it through. 

The Chair: When the water was there in the old canal, what was the 
difference between the head and that point? 

Maj. Mahon: About 14 inches ; the grade was light and uneven, and 
many obstruetions between the bridge and the head, and a great deal of 
rock had to be thrown out. f 

The Chair: What amount of power could be used at the Penitentiary 
by the water passed at that point? ` 

Maj. Mahon: Not having measured it, I depend on information of 
Col. Tom Lee, the engineer, who went over the ground with me, and to 
that point he is a very competent judge, and knew all about it; he told 
me he never got over twenty-five horse power at the penitentiary. 

Mr. Johnson: Was that not occasioned by a good many breaks in the 
canal ? i 

Maj. Mahon: No, sir; they did everything they could to get good 
water power. , 

The Chair: Except getting a good wheel. 
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Maj. Mahon: The water power is not reckoned by the kind of wheel. 
He calculated the water power alone—separately—the actual head. - 

Mr. Johnson: In forming your conclusions as to the meaning of the 
` word capacity, did you take into consideration the words widening and 
deepening ? 

Maj. Mahon: Yes; the words at the end of the Act say widening or 
deepening. 

The Chair: I read from the Act, which says widening and deepening. 

Maj. Mahon: In the amendatory Act you will find there widening or 
deepening. I am sure I have seen them so somewhere. 

Mr. Johnson : What would you say if the banks had not been height- 
ened at all? would the capacity have been doubled ? 

Maj. Mahon: By widening and deepening I got the amount called 
for; raising the banks is deepening. 

Mr. Johnson: I want your opinion, leaving that out? 

Maj. Mahon: Between certain points the elevation of the banks was 
Dot necessaty, and everything was accomplished by widening, deepening 
and grading. There are, you may not know it, two distinct canals, at 
least there were. The original extended from beyond Geiger’s mills to 
Granby. That canal came into disuse on account of some railroad com- 
plications, I believe, and a distinct canal was constructed from Geiger’s 
mills, two or three miles further down, on a different level, and a lift-lock 
was found necessary at Geiger’s mills. Instead of losing that water I 
took advantage of it, getting five or six feet advantage, used particularly 
in order to increase my water power. I elevated the banks in order to 
procure extra width, breadth and depth; it became necessary to do so in 
some places all the way to Granby ; five feet in some places, in order to 
' contain the water. 

Mr. Johnson: So you had to widen above and below, and did it prin- 
cipally by elevating the banks? 

Maj. Mahon: They did not have to be elevated much above, except to 
keep them in repair; they were elevated below; the canal is crescent 
shape in some places. 

Mr. Johnson: Was the lock there before you commenced operations ? 

Maj. Mahon: Before. 

Mr. Johnson: You left it, there? 

Maj. Mahon: No; I took it out and moved it below the penitentiary, 
to lock up the water there. 

Mr. Johnson : Was the other gate left there just above the mill ? 

Maj. Mahon: Left there. It was in decay, and I left it. I would 
like to state the object of so little being done above there, if possible. 

Mr. Johnson: I would like to have you state all you think important. 

Maj. Mahon: When I was employed as engineer of the canal con- 
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struction I made a resurvey of the whole subject, and concluded that the 
best position for the dam was abreast the city of Columbia. To form this 
conclusion, I made various estimates of the amount of work to be done, 
and the cost by (of) widening the canal 75 feet and making six feet 
feom the head of the canal to the locality of the mill sites below Neagle’s 
bridge; also, what it would cost for a canal 100 feet wide of the same 
depth. The second plan included the construction of a dam at Geiger's 
mill, or old location, to Gibson's Island, and from that point, the canal 
was caleulated down to the same point below, having the respective 
widths of 75 and 100 feet, the same depth, six feet, and finally the con- 
struction of a dam connecting the penitentiary quarry with the opposite 
shore, connecting with the head of Wallace’s Island, with the outer wall of 
the Penitentiary quarry, and the foot of the island with the bank near 
the bridge abutments, thus making a sluice of 150 feet or more to con- 
duct the water to the mill sites below the bridge. I found that the plan 
first referred to 

The Chair: Are you giving this as the reason why no more work was 
done above? 

Maj. Mahon; The object is to show that, and that it would have been 
my advice to insist on doing as little as possible after feeding the peni- 
tentiary ; the mills would not ordinarily be kept up. I want to show how 
that even opening 75 or 100 feet would compare with the position lower 
down. I found, in the first iffstance, that the cost was so great and actual. 
results so small that it would be a waste of money to recommend its 
adoption, or, at least, to carry out that plan, in comparison with the others, 
would beextreme nonsense. The second plan—the dam to be at Geiger's 
mill— was regarded more feasible and less expensive, and more productive 
in the result sought. This had its objectionable feature, because of its 
being limited in the part near the penitentiary to a certain width, say 
75 feet, which likewise had not enough power. 

The Chair: How much larger power could be obtained by putting 
the dam lower down than above? Do you say it was simply throwing 


away money to do above any more than was necessary to fill the ?con- 
tract with the State? 


Mr. Johnson: Let him go on. 


Maj. Mahon: I think ithas a bearing. I want to get in there, in some 
train, that 1,100 horse power was about the greatest they had under those 
circumstances. The last plan was found to be the cheapest of all, and. 
to admit of the entire utilization of the river. The moment this was 
understood, it was universally conceded that that plan be, and, for all I 
knew, would be, adopted. i 

; se? Johnson: How was it determined to utilize all the power of the 
river? jJ 
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Maj. Mahon: By the last plan. 

Mr. Johnson: You could get 1,100 horse power ? 

Maj. Mahon: No, sir; 14,000 horse power. 

Mr. Johnson: What was the comparative cost of the two plans 2 

Maj. Mahon: The first would cost thirty per cent. more, and would 
give about 1,400 horse power. You would get 1,100 by the Geiger mill, 
and 14,000 below, by using that wide sluice—wide enough to take in 
the whole river. 

Mr. Johnson: Is it that part where the rivers come together? 

Maj. Mahon: No; three-fourths of a mile from that place. 

Mr. Johnson: Then, the dam? 

Maj. Mahon: The dam at Geiger's mill would only be required to be 
three feet high. The widening is limited. As I have referred to the 
fact of widening and deepening—as to the general idea of the terms, that 
it should be either double width or double depth, taking the narrowest 
point as a standard, double and widen it you would only get double the 
amount of water, and yet you would have fulfilled the contract. Yet, it 
was not my purpose. If I had made it four times the size there it would 
not be worth anything, nor could it be sold for anything. 

Mr. Johnson: What power is required to run a factory? 

Maj. Mahon: The Augusta has four hundred and fifty horse-power, 
but they have recently enlarged that. 

The Chair: Five hundred horse-power for a first class factory? 

Mr. Johnson: Do you regard the supplying the city with water as 
coming within the expression “for hydraulic purposes ? "' 

Maj. Mahon: Certainly; but it had nothing to do with the contract. 

The Chair: What use is made of the canal, except pumping up 
water ? 

Maj. Mahon: The power is transmitted to the pumps, to throw the 
water into the city. 

The Chair: I refer, Maj. et to the amendatory Act regarding the 
language. It reads widening and deepening. 

Maj. Mahon: I certainly have seen it somewhere widening or deepen- 
ing. I never inquired of the parties who wrote the Act, or of the Com- 
missioners, what they meant. 

The Chair: In deciding, you did not take into consideration those 
who framed the Act, but consulted, as engineers, what was meant by so 
and so? 

Maj. Mahon: No; if taken in the other sense, it would, if carried out ` 
literally, been simply absurd, as the canal was then. 

Mr. Johnson : Suppose the cost would have been increased ? 

Maj. Mahon: Yes; heavily. So long as the canal was in that con- 
dition, it would have weakened it to have deepened it in certain places 
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[A profile of the work was here shown and examined, showing the work 


as it first was and when finished.] I know that I would have got more 
than 100 horse-power. The wall was high enough at Geiger's mill. 
That channel there can pass all the water that will come into the canal. 

Mr. Johnson: I noticed the wall standing had not been 

Maj. Mahon: It was high enough before. It would have been foolish 
to have piled any more on it. 

The Chair: What power can you give the Penitentiary ? 

Maj. Mahon: When I left they had only 18 feet head, and 10? at the 
water works; they were entitled to 16 feet at the works and 24 at the 
Penitentiary. The canal was filling rapidly. They never used more 
than 18 feet at the Penitentiary and 11 at the works. 

The Chair: What was the utmost power that could be given the Peni- 
tentiary when you left ? E 

Maj. Mahon: The water power had been developed to give—my calcu- 
lation was that I would have enough at the Penitentiary and a reserve 
power at the works. 


The Chair: Could you give the Penitentiary 100 horse power when 


you left? 

Maj. Mahon: I think I could. 

The Chair: I mean whether, at any time when you were at the works, 
could 100 horse power be given ? 

Maj. Mahon: Yes, sir. - 

The report of the Senate Committee on the Bill to authorize a dam 
across the Congaree, 1871—72, was submitted. 

The Committee went into seeret session.

The Special Joint Committee appointed to investigate the condition of 
‘the contract between the State of South Carolina and the Columbia 
Water Power Company met in the Senate Judiciary Committee room on 
the above date, pursuant to the call of the Chairman, T. Q. Donaldson. 

Present—Messrs. Donaldson, Johnson, Nash and Davies. 

William N. Murdoch was appointed Clerk. 

Immediately upon the organization of the Committee, Hon. S. J. Mel- 
ton appeared, and, on behalf of S. A. Pearce, agent of the Columbia 
Water Power Company, requested that the same be allowed to be present 
‘during the examination of witnesses, to hear the testimony, and that he 
be allowed to cross-question them or to introduce evidence. 

On motion of Mr. Johnson, the Committee agreed to do so. 

Adjourned to Tuesday, 14th, at 9 A. M. | 
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MARCH 14, 1876. 


The Committee met pursuant to adjournment. Present—T. Q. Donald- 
son, Paris Simkins, Messrs. Davis and Nash. 


Judge Green sworn : 
* Resides in and near Columbia; have done so since 1834; has been 
familiar with the Columbia TM ever since; it was Abandoned by the 
State about 1838; it was built about 1822; was hardly used at all for 
navigation when I first knew it; saw some few caual boats at first; it 
runs direetly through my land; the lands of the Water Power V 
join my land just below CUN 

[Col. Pearce submitted a map of the canal and company’s lands, cer- 


tified by Geo. C. Tingley, of Providence, R. LI 


On this map, near my land, is a culvert in the canal, and this culvert 
has never been altered. Tue bank of the canal next the river has been 
worked on and raised. Below this is a basin, in area about 24 acres, 
with originally very high and strong walis and banks. There is now a 
large break in them. The locks on my land have also been demolished. 
My brother and myself were taking these down, but were stopped by a 
presentment of. the grand jury. The Court decided the matter in our 
favor. The Water Power Company have .completed the demolition and 


- carried off the material. There is also on my place a low spot known as 


Holmes’ Lake. The railroad trestle crosses it. Here the water of the 
canal is not more than an inch or two in depth and very sluggish. Have 
seen no green scum since the canal was worked on. Consider ihe eanal 
on my place unhealthy. The principal work done on the canal was at 
Neagle's Bridge. Have done some work along the whole line of canal. 
Have been up the canal often, and have seen the masonry from time to 
time. Can see no changes. Would have been likely to notiee any if 
made. The work done at and below Neagle's Bridge occupied but a 
short time. Below the trestle, at the Holmes Lake, the company 
trespassed on my land and made a new bed for the canal to 
save work. The canal has less water in it now than it ever had; 
has never been in any way increased by the Water Power Com- 
pany above the original quantity ; flows more rapidly in shallow places. 
The locks have been destroyed; canal is not now navigable; was so 
when the Neagle bridge was building, for I sold the contractor granite 
and he boated it to the bridge. The boats used were flat and required 
bat little depth of water. The canal was originally built to connect the 
navigation of the Broad and Congaree rivers; don't know the exact 
depth of water the boats used then ; they were flat, fifty or sixty feet long, 
and carried 100 bales of cotton. The canal was all about the same depth 
then—about four or five feet. Very little current. was allowed, as

it would be unfavorable to boats going up. The tow-path was on the 
land side. [Cross-Questioned.] By capacity I mean double the water 
or hydraulic power. I also mean the word, in the sense of capacity, to 
navigate; I do not suppose the two depend on the same rules. ‘There 
are outlets at several places for the water from the canal; all that gets 
` through is discharged at the lower locks. There is room enough in the 
canal banks for plenty of water. 


C. J. Stolbrand sworn: 


Am familiar with the canal and its history since 1868, especially since 
1869; examined it first at the time Sprague wanted it from the Legisla- 
ture, of which I was a member; voted on the Bill to sell it in 1868 or 
1869; am a civil engineer; my first impressions of the canal were not 
obtained by a professional survey; I think the canal was in 1868 about 
as good as it is now. Isearched out in the archives a survey by Profes- 
sor LeConte, of the South Carolina College, and got an idea of its 
capacity from that. That survey was made, I think, in 1865 or 1866, 
for the purpose of renting or selling the State’s interest. I did not 
measure the canal or its masonry at that time. I will here say that my 
further remarks on the canal refer only to that part of it above Neagle’s 
bridge. There are three stone sluices and one waste way between 
Geiger’s mill and the upper end of the canal; did not notice them much, 
but I am certain that the bottoms of some of them are of masonry. In 
the sluice way above Geiger's mill the bottom has not been altered. In 
fact, I am certain that none of the sluice ways have been lowered. The 
changes made in the canal are practieally as follows: 

The lock at Geiger's mill has been deprived of its lower gates and al- 
tered so as to impede navigation. (A lock is a space in a canal in which 
boats can be raised or lowered from oue level to another.) I was pre: 
vented from boating wood by the destruction of this lock. Canal has 
not been widened or otherwise increased in capacity throughout its entire 
length. Some mud has been thrown out. Some stone has been taken 
out. Cannot say how much. Can only judge by the effect produced. 
That has been very slight. The canal had shallows, produced, doubtléss, 
by accidental filling up. Was not originally so in my opinion. These 
shallows have been cleared out. Surveys have been made. Never saw 
any slope-stakes. Sluice ways were not altered. The water at the mouth 
of the canal has not been so raised as to materially increase the supply. 
Some work was done at that point in the way of a dam of green poles, 
but it washed away. It may now be replaced. I don’t consider it per- 
manent work. The contract under the Act does not admit merely of 
doubling the capacity of the canal, but distinctly says it shall be done 
by widening and deepening. I fought the clause which ealled for * dou- 
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ble the original capacity” on the ground that it was too little to demand, 
but lost my amendment, which was voted down. In January, 1869, I 
was appointed Superintendent of the Penitentiary. On taking charge I 
found that my predecessor had been using an old water-wheel driven by 
the caual. The power was applied to varioug machinery. The hard- 
est task required ofjit was to draw stones up from the canal to the prison 
yard on an inclined plane. I had been in charge about half a month, 
when the water in the canal began to get scarce, until one mormiug I 
found I had not enough to raise the stone. On examination of the canal 
above, I found a breach near “ Bull Sluice.” I repaired the breach tem- 
porarily. Had.to work on it often afterward. I then had sufficient power 
for that purpose, but not enough to run all my machinery. Expecting 
to get more water from the Water Power Company, and having found 
the wheel I had to be broken, I resolved to get another ; and in order to 
determine the wheel I should get, I made a survey of the canal to ascer- 
tain what part of my allowance of water I should be able to get asit was 
there. From LeConte's survey, I found he had calculated the flow of 
water in the canal to be one foot per second. It was really greater. 
Adopting LeConte's rate as a minimum, and taking the section of the 
water in the sluices, I could from those data determine the number of 
cubic feet of water delivered in any given time. The sluice way I 
measured was that above Geiger’s mill about 400 or 500 feet. I had not 
means to procure a new wheel that year. Subsequent to the working of 
the canal by the Water Power Company it was put in. It had not been 
run long before it became apparent tbat the water supply of the canal 
had not been increased. I then measured the water again at the same 
place. The last measurement was made after the company had made all 
their improvements—the first. before they had made any. Will submit 
my note. 

Adjourned. 

Question by Paris Simkins ordered to be recorded: General, the Com- 
mittee would like you to give an explanation of the real meaning of the 
words in the Act of the Legislature—‘ widening and deepening the canal 
to twice its original capacity.” Do they mean that the canal must be 
made twice as wide and twice as deep as it was originally, or the widening 
and deepening in such manner to double the capacity for the flow of 
water ? 

Answer: It must be held to mean that the flow of water must be 
doubled as to power, as to volume, and doubled by both widening and 


deepening.

Present—Messrs. Donaldson, Johnson, Davis, Nash and Simkins. 

Examination of C. J. Stolbrand continued; 

I said yesterday that the flow of water in the canal is not greater now 
than it was before the company got it. Ist. I observed that the height of 
the water on marks made by me was the same. 2d. I never even sus- 
pected, from my cbservation of the canal, that its velocity was at all in- 
creased. I put marks on the quarry dam at the lowest stage of the water 
in the river, and, at the same time, marks on the stone piers of the bridge 
on which the inclined’ plane crossed the canal, and, from subsequent 
observation of those marks, am able to state that their correspondence 
was accurately maintained after the canal was worked on. When, for 
- amy reason, the water of the river rose, I observed a higher surface level 

in the canal, similar to previous observations. Sometimes the canal was 
overfilled by reason of the gates being left open up at the head during 
these times. Then the waste ways carried off the surplus and the flood- 
ing was not very greatly beyond the usual point, but, of course, some- 
what. These waste ways were originally built in the canal. The sub- 
stance of my observation is that I could not see any difference in the 
canal after the improvements were made, as to the amount of water made 
available. 

Q. Did it flow faster so as to prodace more power ? 

A. Not that I could perceive. I can see po reason why it should. If 
it be stated that shallows have been removed, as I think they have, I 
cannot see how that removal would effect such a general result. I 
l think, at best, sach removal could only restore the canal to its original bed. 
I cannot conceive the canal to have been cut on grades that involved ` 
such obstructions. Furthermore, I measured, in 1868, June 13th, the 
depth of water in the sluice way just above Geiger’s Mill, and found a 
depth of nineteen and a half inches. The sluice way is built sub- 
stantially of rubble masonry, sides and bottom both. That is the first 
measurement to which I referred yesterday. . The measurement was 
made after I had repaired the break referred to yesterday. I measured 
the same sluice way again December 9th, 1871, and found the depth-of 
water to be nineteen inches, Cannot say now how the river was, 
reflection, I remember I consulted with the quarryman, Mr. Dooley, on 
the second occasion, and we decided that the river was in its normal 
condition. Would have been likely to have observed the same fact 
before, but can’t be sure I did. Cannot be sure that the Water Power 
Company had completed their work at this time, but suppose so, as the 
water had been let on the canal. I mean to state that I do not believe 
that the quantity of water, velocity of water or the power madé avail- 
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able by the canal were materially altered by any work the company has. 
done. I had to change the wheel because it was broken. It was a 
cheap casting, enclosed in wood, and badly calculated to work with the 
trash thatgotinit. It gave me,in a normal state of the canal, about 12 
or 13 horsepower. The capacity of the new wheel depends on the 
water. Its limit is 270 horse-power. Cannot say what power I used. 
from it. I did not have power enough when the Water Power Com- 
pany were pumping water, and they usually pumped during the night. 

I stated yesterday that the supply of water in the canal might be 
increased by a dam at the head. According to the words of the Act, I 
hold it must be increased by widening and deepening. The canal has 
been kept in boating condition as far as Geiger's mill from the bead, and, 
so far, has been improved by cleaning out the shallow places, especially 
by the removal of mud and stone at the bend near the cemetery. They 
may even have blasted out some rock. At Geiger's mill the removal of 
the lock has interrupted navigation. 

Question submitted by P. Simkins: Is it necessary that the canal 
should be widened and deepened at every point in order to double the 
capacity for the flow of water, or could the same result be accomplished 
by the widening and deepening of certain points? Lu 

Answer: Not by the last method; given a certain velocity, the nar- 
rowest and shallowest point would measure the flow. 

Cross-examined : Measured the depth in 1869, and again in 1871, and 
found a difference of only half an inch. Did not measure velocity; took 
that from LeConte's survey. Velocity is measured by selecting parts of 
canal where the current is least obstructed and observing the transit of a 
float in a given time; the velocity at any one point may happen to vary 
from the mean velocity. My belief that the velocity in 1869 and in 1871 
was the same is the basis of my statement that no further capacity was 
developed. Legally, to increase capacity, it should have been widened 
and deepened at every point. I stated yesterday that the canal’s supply 
of water might be increased by the canal being widened and deepened. 

Q. Then, if at any point a section of the canal, say 100 yards wide, 
40 feet deep and 100 feet long, occurred, would it be necessary, in order 
to double the capacity of the canal, to deepen and widen that section ? 

A. No; it would not. 

Q. Do you not then mean that it would be only necessary to widen 
and deepen it at those points where the width and depth are below the 


general average? 
A. Lassume a mean wicth for the canal from end to end. My answer 


has that basis. 
Q. Do you not know it to be a fact that the canal was not originally 


the same width and depth from end to end? 
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A. I do not; I considered all variations accidental. Did not measure 
in inches the heights of river at any time. On the day I made the last 
measurement at the sluice, I had been up to the head of the canal and. 
observed its whole course. On the day I made the first, viz., 15th June, 
. 1869, I only walked from the prison to the sluice way. * Cannot tell ex- 
actly the capacity of the old wheel. It failed to do the work required of 
it. Putin the new one in 1871. Its estimated capacity is 270 horse 
power. Worked well from the time I put it up. What power I required 
I got. In my statement that “the Sprague Company wanted the canal” 
at the time I first went to see it, I wish to make a correction. I merely 
heard as a rumor that such a salecould be made to them. They bought 
it on an open bid. Cannot say Sprague had any agent here to look after 
it, or that the present company did anything to pass the Bill. The fact 
is, we all wanted Sprague to take it, and it was urged upon him. 

Q. Have you not been in controversy with the Water Power Company 
in some way about the canal or its improvements? 

Answer was objected to by the Chairman of Committee. 


MARCH 16, 1876, 10 A. M. 


Dr. Fred. Green sworn: ` 

Resides on Gervais street; has done so for nearly sixty years; am 
familiar with the canal ; have been for fifty-five or sixty years, or since 
March, 1822; was begun previous to that but not completed; from 
Young’s (now Geiger’s mill) to the lower end it was finished, but not 
above; was completed to the head about 1835 or 1837; do not know 
what the original width and depth of the canal was; the width of the 
locks was 10 feet; they had a water depth of 20 inches or 2 feet ; 
oue of the stone sluice ways is opposite Geiger’s mill, one opposite the 
cemetery and one just below Broad River Bridge, about 150 yards and 
then one at the head of the canal where the guard locks were; not all 
there when the canal was originally built; leased the canal from De 
cember 19, 1843, and held it until the Confederacy took it from me in 
order to manufacture powder, about 1864; built three of the sluice ways— 
the three between Geiger’s mill and the head of canal; don’t know 
whether the canal was intended to be uniform in width and depth; canal 
was intended to carry shoal boats carrying 30 to 35 bales of cotton and 
to run the shoals; they drew about twenty inches; have brought logs 
through the canal of three feet diameter; I leased canal to run a grist 
mill, and also a flour and saw mill; don't know exactly what power I 
had ; I cleaned it out and put the sluices to keep it from washing away ; 


have often been up the canal until three years ago, but not since; have 
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been up since the Water Power Company got it; had no object in going 
save curiosity; would have noticed changes if made; saw none, except 
that mud had been thrown. out here and there; width was as before in 
the main; may have been widened in short sections; none of the sluices 
were changed, and no dams were placed above to force the water through 
canal; used a dam myself; did not notice the company’s dam; I put 
all the water I could in the canal without building a regular dam; my 
dam was built of poles, laid cob fashion and loaded with rock; was 
made to turn water into canal; I improved the State's dam only. 
The flow of the water has not been increased by the company, or, if so, 
very little. The only place I saw where it could have been increased 
was at Geiger's Mill. By taking out planks, flow might have been in- 
creased for about 100 yards. Don't know that this was done. Water 
would have done it if not restrained. From my experience, I think the 
power of the canal would not have been changed by deepening and 
widening special sections—would have to be done through the whole 

- canal. Much boating was done by canal before the Greenville and Co- 
lumbia Railroad was built. The cotton was boated to Geiger’s Mill. 
The tow-path was on the side next to the river. Canal is used for boats 
now, I am told. Boats did not go below Neagle’s Bridge before the war. 
I understand the company’s boats now go down below that. In 1839, the 
navigation of the canal was destroyed by a freshet. I only repaired the 
upper canal. No boat could go through after I got it farther than Nea- 
gle’s Bridge. Do not know now whether they get there or not. Boats 
could not pass through the canal with more than 30 or 35 bales of cotton. 
Sometimes a dozen boats came down at once. Do not know whether 
any part of canal is stagnant ` suppose it might be near Neagle’s Bridge. 
There is always a current—slow below Neagle’s Bridge. Not much 
scum could collect anywhere. 

Oross-Examined.—Am not a professional engineer; could not measure 
the power of any flow of water; can only be approximated by the 
eye; such estimate would not be certain ; don’t know what power was 
used in my mills; ran two wheels; when one was running it was not 
affected by starting or running the other as to power ; used both at one 
time; one was a backshot (breast) wheel, and the other a re-action (tub) 
wheel. The first had ten feet face, 13 feet in diameter, and took water 
considerably above the.centre line. The second wheel was a 3 foot 
diameter wheel, carrying 1 pair of 26 inch stones, and ground ten 

-bushels of corn per hour; was sometimes troubled to run at very low 
' water. Canal bottom was never even; I took out stones, but it would 
fill up; was wider in some places than in others, particularly in swamps; 
it would require dams at these places to increase the power; would not 
widen and deepen them. Below the Cemetery “ guard” did not notice 
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that rock had been taken out. The change made at Geiger’s mill I don't ` 


think would increase the flow as to quantity—the water would lose the - 


effect after a short distance. Before the war the boats stopped at Geiger's 
mill, because that ‘was nearest Cotton Town; not because navigation 
stopped there. My wheels did not use all the power at all times. The 
swamp reservoirs. are frequent and of considerable size, the largest 
probably 200 yards long; these increase the water power, and were there 
when I had it; if used out in day time, would fill again at night; canal 
has not been increased as to the reservoirs, probably the reverse; I 
always kept the canal opened from Geiger’s mill to Neagle's bridge; 
can't carry boats up now through the mill lock ; I think the capacity of 
the canal has not been increased because the sides of the masonry have 
not been moved ; merely deepening at these places would not do, because 
the masonry is so built that it would then cave in; I will state that I 
base my belief on the opinion that these places have not been deepened ; 
if the bottom has really been changed, it would modify my opinion 
somewhat, measured by the amount of the deepening; the boat from the 
Penitentiary is about the size of one of the cotton boats I refer to, and 
l understand it goes down to the Granby quarry.

MARCH 20, 1876. 


James P. Low sworn: 


Am a professional engineer. Have been for thirty years. “ Capacity ” 
in reference to a canal might refer to two points, viz: its capacity for 
water power, and its capacity for navigation. Would in no case double 
the width and double the depth of a canal to double either “ capacity.” 
If the canal were at some places of less sectional area than at others, it 
would inerease its capacity to widen or deepen at those points; might 
not be necessary, in order to double its capacity, to alter it elsewhere. 

Q. Would not the practical capacity of the canal be determined by 
its area at the points of the least cross section? ët? 

A. It would. 

Q. What effect would a barrier of rock at some place in the canal, 
reducing its depth, have upon its capacity as a water power ? 

A. It would reduce the power in proportion as it reduced the section ; 
that is, if the barrier were above the general grade. | 

Q. What water power would be required to work Dr. Green's wheel 
from data given in his evidence? 


A. Cannot fairly guess, possibly twenty-five to thirty horse een 
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Q. Suppose there were four places in the length of the canal not 
changed from old section. Would it be possible to increase the capacity 
of the canal and leave them unchanged ? 

A. Not if they were points of least sectional area. 

Q. My question refers to the sluiceways; could the capacity of the 
canal be doubled without altering the walls of these ? 

A. It could, if the sectional area of water in them could be doubled 
by bringing the bottoms down to grade. 

Have never examined the canalespecially; was there when A. Y. 
Lee made some measurements with Maj. Mahon. Think Thomas B. 
Lee also was present; think it was in 1870; think the work of the 
company was done; remember what was said by Lee and Mahon; made 
no measurements myself. 


S. A. Pearce, sworn: 


Purchased canal for William Sprague. One object was to get and de- 
velop a water power. We meant to supply as much power as we could 
find use for. Bought other property for Mr. Sprague, viz.: the Kinsler 
' property, consisting of 150 acres, through which the canal runs. Land 
was not suitable above the Geiger mill for mill sites. The Kins- 
ler property was essential to the establishment of mills on) the canal. 
Above Geiger’s mill we have not developed the full extent of the power we 
could obtain. We have two surveys, one made by Mr. Geo. C. Tingley, 
and another by Major Mahon. After Mahon’s survey we became satis- 
fied that but a limited supply of water could be economically obtainea 
above that point as compared with that obtainable by means of a dam 
across the river. We instructed Major Mahon, as our engineer, to en- 
large the canal so as to comply to the letter with the specifications in our 
contract, and it will be seen by his evidence, a copy of which is submit- 
ted herewith, that he followed his instructions. It was because we pre- 
ferred to build a dam that we did not improve the canal further above the 
mill. We were also influenced by the statement of our engineer that we 
could not pass the full power we could develop through the Penitentiary 
grounds without endangering the retaining walls of the prison enclosure. 
In 1872 we applied to the Legislature for a franchise to enable us to put 
adam below Geiger's mill, and stated our reasons fully. The matter 
was referred to a Special Committee of the Senate, who visited our 
work on the canal, and all but one of that Committee reported favora- 
bly. This Committee also reported that in their opinion we had carried 


+ out our contract. With certain obligations upon us, the Senate voted to 


grant usthe right to build the dam. Subsequently the Bill was killed 
in the House by the refusal of the two-Committees who had it in charge 
to report. The Committees were the Committee on Penitentiary and 
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Committee on Internal. Improvements. A Bill was afterwards passed 
authorizing the construction of the dam, at any point below Geiger’s 
mill. The franchise was, however, given tothe Congaree Manufacturing 
Company, with the provision that we might use one-half the water by 


paying one-half the cost of the dam. I received a communication from. 


the Congaree Company last winter, asking us to co-operate. I replied 
that we would do so under the provisions of the Act. I havenot heard 
from them since. No dam has been built. 

About the break in the lower basin of canal, I know there is one not 
yet repaired; but it will be as soou as the weather permits. 

I had to take the opinions of experts in carrying out the provisions of 
my contraet. My engineer was Maj. Mahon. His instructions were to 
carry out the terms of the contract. I was satisfied that he had done so, 
and he so reported. I regarded the word “ capacity " as referring to hy- 
draulie power. In enlarging the canal I did not widen and deepen at 
every point; some were deep enough, some wide enough. There were 
some places very shallow. One of these was just below the cemetry 
bridge, and above Geiger's mill. There I found the original rock-bed of 
the canal eonsiderably above the gradeof the canal. I employed Messrs. 
McIntosh and Frazer to oversee the removal of this rock; and for 
several yards the bed of the canal was lowered by blasting out this rock. 
Sides were also removed in some measure to get the average width. 
Took rock ont of the head of the lock at Geigers mill. Also blasted 
out a large amount of rock at the head of the canal, in order to admit 
water, and also to deepen for navigation. Also below the Peniten- 
tiary grounds, Bottoms of .sluices were lowered; I witnessed the 
lowering of several. They were lowered down to the required grade. 
The engineer started at the head of canal to grade, and graded down the 
whole length of canal. Grading was done on grade stakes placed in the 
bottom and sides of canal; the bottom was lowered whenever it was 
necessary to bring it to the required grade; sides were cut whenever it 
was necessary to secure average width. The canal was used for boating 
purposes down to the lock above Geiger's Mill before I got it; it is used 
now below that; average depth of the canal is four feet; at place belów 
cemetery, where I excavated rock, it is about four feet; we keep no móre 
water in the canal than we need for use; when not required, welet it out 
at waste ways; at times the measure of water in the canal will therefore 
be less than its capacity. Our company has expended $50,000 in im- 
proving the canal alone. [Map from survey of Mahon was exhibited, 
NE owe s company and their reason for desiring a 

am across the Congaree at Penitentiary, as distinct 


from any other place; and the reason also for the widening to eighty feet 


below Neagle’s Bridge, a distance of 1,500 feet, as far as they expected to 
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require for mill sites at any early day.] The canal now belongs to the 
Columbia Water Power Company; was bought originally by William 
Sprague; changed hands in 1871; bids were opened 5th January, 1869; 
deed was executed on the 7th. When the Columbia Water Power Com- 
pany was organized the whole property purchased by William Sprague 
was put into the stock. The company was organized in 1871 and 
purchased Sprague's interest. I include everything. Kinsler property 
was bought at auction before the canal was awarded. I bought it for 
Sprague for about $25,000. Gave $200 for the canal Have spent 

= $950,000 on canal. "The.citizens of Columbia talked of buying us out. 
Talked several.times with me and once with Governor Sprague, some 
two years ago. We offered to take stock of a consolidated company 
at $325,000 for our interest. Never had a cash offer for the canal. 
Sprague became embarrassed in 1873. Made transfer to the Water 
Power Company in 1871. The organization of the company was 
properly advertised. 

Am sure some of the sluice ways were lowered; I think during the 
Summer of 1871; bottom in one case was timber; a flooring of raw stuff 
was put in; did not disturb side walls; don’t know the exact deepening 

- that was done. I employed the greatest number of hands in January, 
February and March, 1872; am positive where the bulk of work was 
done; could be guided by this fact. When Ll widened the canal below 
Neagle's Bridge, I meant to take in the water by a dam, as per map 
shown. I did not intend to widen in this way to the bend of the canal. 
Work -was done in 1871-72; considered the 100 feet width as given in 
the Act simply as a protected right of way. At the lock at Geiger's 
mill the bottom was mostly of earth. Rock only at head. Am not a 
professional engineer ; rely ou the work of my engineer. 

Bids for this property were opened on the 5th of January, as I said. 
Deeds not made till the 7th. The reasou was that it was rumored that 
there was a bid of $50,000 for the canal. I did not intend to be placed 
in such a false position, and I insisted on reopening the bids. On scrutiny 
the $50,000 bid was found to be a straw bid. We were, therefore, found 
to be the only bona fide bidders for canal. 

The Columbia Water Power Company consists of Amasa Sprague, 
William Sprague and S. A. Pearce. The company is, therefore, stronger 
than William Sprague as an individual. The Spragues are not and can- 
not be put in bankruptey. The assets were published. The creditors 
agreed to put the property in the hands of Mr. Chaffee, and issued their 
notes at 7 3-10 per cent. interest. "They expected to pay all their debt. 
They still run their mills and manage their business. They are still 
embarrassed, but not in bankruptcy. 

In the estimate or offer made to the citizens of Columbia, we included 
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our Columbia property, water-works and water contract. We would 
take in cash our actual outlay and interest on our investment—at least 
I would. I am not authorized tu speak for the company. I own one- 
fourth interest. The propositions made to me were uabusiness-like. We 
have not been in communication with parties whom we were assured 
meant business on the subject of selling our interests. Nobody has 
seemed to be ready. Our offer to sell for $325,000 was merely a 
proposition. We were willing to take $325,000, but we would have 
taken less. 


James M. Crawford, sworn : 


Was employed by the Water Power Company from December, 1871, 
to March, 1872. The number of men we employed varied from time to 
time. In Februaiy, 1872, we had 235 at work. Did no blasting. 
Superintended the hands in clearing out canal, raising banks, &c., under 
instructions of Mr. Mahon. Graded canal by stakes in bottom and 
sides. No blasting done while L was there. Commeneed below Peni- 


tentiary and worked down. Examined old bed of canal; it was cleared * 


out and banks made higher. I was drayiug at the close of the war. 
. Hauled cotton from landing above Geiger’s mill to town. Did not see 


any boats go below Geiger's mill with cotton. Canal was not used and ` 


was out of repair below the Penitentiary, and below Neagle’s Bridge 
was filled up and grown up in trees and bushes. Couldn't see then 
where the canal was. Was employed nearly a month filling up the hole 
at Tar Creek and about the culvert, over which canal now runs. 
Averaged about 125 hands a day. Made the canal 14 feet wide at 
bottom ; in one place raised the original bank 4 feet. Did some work 


above Penitentiary. Laborers were paid $1 per day for earth work. I 


was in charge of the whole of the earth work labor. The hands were 
paid off weekly by Col. Pearce. There were carpenters and masons and 
rock men also employed. I cleaned out the canal; I simply threw out 
mud on banks. Did not disturb original earth. Canal was not widened 
by me. Sluice way under Geiger’s mill had à bottom of earth, except &t 
the head, where it is rock. Do not know what the width of the canal 
originally was. Know of a place in the rock near Penitentiary through 


which the canal runs, not more than eight feet, which was widened out 
by the company. 


T. L. Stark sworn: 


Was employed by the Columbia Water Power Company to work on 


the canal from December, 1871, for about two years, 
during the time Mr. Crawford was; 
Crawford. 


Was employed 
was superintending hands under Mr. 
I corroborate his account as to number of men employed. 
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We used to pay out $1,200 to $1,500 a week for labor. Worked to 
grade stakes in bottom and sides of canal, placed by the engi- 
neer. Am familiar with the work done on canal. Did a great deal 
of blasting out rock, and rebuilt the dam at the head of the canal, 
extending it up stream about three hundred yards; when we commenced, 
the rock shallows at the head of the canal seriously impeded boating; I 
had fifty hands at work for two or three weeks at this place blasting out 
. and removing rock. The depth of water now at that place will average 
four feet. Rock was taken out of canal, more or less, all the way down; I 


— mean the original rock, which had to be blasted out; used this rock 


largely to anchor my dam; carried it from the canal to the dam by 
boats; used two boats, with planks to tie them together, to float rocks. 
Lowered the bottom of sluice above Geiger's mill; took up old floor and 
put in a new one. 

Weirs were running over last week. In view of Stolbrand’s testimony 
as to depth of water in a certain sluice as 1% inches, measured. the same 
then and found it to be 3 feet 7 inches; have been familiar with the 
canal a long time; boats used to stop above Geiger's mill; there was no 
water below; now ean go down into Penitentiary enclosure; could not 
go there before the company improved the canal; commenced the work 
of grading the canal from above in December, 1871; some work had 
been done before I commenced; had to turn water off canal to work at 
bottom ; most of my work was done in 1872 and 1873; during December, 
1871, I was employed in developing the lower canal. 
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REPORT. 


The Special Committee appointed by the House of Representatives 
under the following preamble and resolution, to wit : 

“ Whereas a copy of affidavit purporting to have been made by Alfred 
Aldrich, charging C. P. Leslie, ex-Land Commissioner, with a breach of 
trust with fraudulent intent ; and said C. P. Leslie being now a member 
of this House, demands that this House do take cognizance of said charge, 
and investigate the same; therefore, be it 

* Resolved, That a Committee be appointed, to consist of three members 
from the minority side of this House, and that they do forthwith investi- 
gate said charge, and report the evidence and facts in regard thereto ; 
and that.the said Committee have power to send for persons and papers," 

Ask leave to make the following extended report : 

By reference to the Act of March 27, 1869, creating the Land Com- 
mission, and which was passed to carry out the ordinance of the Consti- 
tutional Convention in 1868, it appears that the following provisions 
were made with reference to the office and duties of Land Commissioner 
of the State : 

1. The Advisory Board is authorized and required to appoint a suit- 
able person, to be known as the Land Commissioner of the State of 
South Carolina, who, for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office, 
shall execute to the people of the State of South Carolina a written under- 
taking, with good and sufficient surety, in the penal sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, to be approved by the Advisory Board, and filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Land Commissioner to purchase, or 


cause to be purchased, any lands in any portion of the State, improved 


or unimproved, at such price as the Advisory Board may determine, not 
to exceed in the aggregate amount in any one fiscal year the par value 
of the public stock of this State created for this purpose. 

3. The said Land Commissioner shall not purchase from or sell to the 
State any land; neither shall he engage in speculations in lands, either 
on his own account or as an agent for other persons or corporations; 
and, upon conviction thereof, for every such offense, shall be fined and 
imprisoned at the discretion of the Court. 

4. All lands purchased by the Land Commissioner should be subdi- 
vided into sections of not less than twenty-five nor more than one hun- 
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dred acres, and sold to actual settlers on conditions provided by the 
Act. 

5. The books and records of the Land Commissioner shall at all times 
be subject to the inspection of the Advisory Board or any member 
thereof; and the said Land Commissioner shall, annually, make a de- 
tailed report of the transactions of his office to the General Assembly. 

The Committee, in making the investigation required, sought, in the 
first place, to ascertain the facts connected with the administration of 
Mr. Leslie, as Land Commissioner, by an examination of the books and 
papers kept by him as such, and the accounts kept by Parker, the State 
Treasurer at that time. They supposed that these would shew all the 
transactions of the office, and that the books of the one officer would 
serve to explain and to correct any irregularities that might exist in 
those of the other. Much to their surprise, however, they were unable 
to find any books, records or papers which were kept by Mr. Leslie while 
he acted as the Land Commissioner of the State, although he was fur- 
nished with a competent Clerk for that purpose, and whose salary was 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars per month. Upon examining the 
books of the State Treasurer, it appeared that large sums of money had 
been expended for the purposes of the Land Commission, but beyond 
this they showed no accurate or detailed account of what had been done 
by the Land Commissioner, the parties who had sold lands, the prices 
paid for them, when and by whom nioney had been paid, and for what 
particular objeet it had been paid, except the Treasurer's statement that 
it had been expended on account of the Land Commission. 

The Committee next endeavored to find the records of the Advisory 
Board, which we were informed had been kept and contained the pro- 
ceedings of that body, but after diligent search, in which we were aided 
by the clerks in the office of the Secretary: of State, we were unable 
to find them or any portion of them. We made an effort, also, to get 
possession of the applieations which had been made while Mr. Leslie 
was the Land Commissioner, and which had been favorably acted upon 
by him and the Advisory Board, but we failed to find a single applica- 
tion of this kind. E 

Our next effort was to examine the deeds which were made to Mr. 
Leslie while he was Land Commissioner, and to get all the information 
we could from them. We found in the office of the Secretary of State 
deeds that were made to him, the considerations expressed in which 
amounted, in the aggregate, to three hundred and ninety-five thousand 
one hundred and forty-eight dollars and seventy-five cents, ($395,148.75). 
We believe that there was a deed made by Lewis Jones, of Edgefield, 


for seven hundred and ninety acres of land. Also, that L. A. Bigger, 


of Clarendon, sold to Mr. Leslie six tracts of land instead of one, and 
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that the consideration paid for them amounted to $10,083. There is but 
one deed, however, in the office, and that is for six hundred and eighteen 
acres, and was purchased for one thousand one hundred and thirty-five 
dollars ($1,135.) 

The Committee derive this information from the testimony of L. A. 
Bigger, taken before the Joint Spécial Investigating Committee appointed 
by concurrent resolution, November 28th, 1870, to investigate the affairs 
of the Land Commission. 

The Committee also learn from the evidence of W. J. Whipper, taken 
by them, that he sold to Mr. Leslie a tract of land in Charleston County 
for twenty-seven hundred dollars, ($2,700) and received payment for the 
same; that he has never made any titles to this land, but was at all 
times ready and willing to do so, until a judgment was recovered 
against him in 1872, and the land was sold under that judgment. 

If the Committee are correct in supposing that the five other purchases ` 
from L. A. Bigger, and the purchase from W. J. Whipper, should be 
added to the amount expended by Mr. Leslie (leaving out the Jordan 
purchase entirely) he actually expended, as appears by the deeds and 
the evidence above referred to, the sum of four hundred and six thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-six dollars and seventy-five cents, ($406,- 
796.75,) while only two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) in bonds 
had been authorized to be issued for the purposes of the Land Commis- 
sion before he ceased to be Land Commissioner. From the evidence of 
Governor Seott it appears that he insisted upon Mr. Leslie's making, 
before retiring from the office of Land Commissioner, a report to the 
Advisory Board of the amount of money which had been expended by 
him during his term of office, and from this report, which was made, it 
appeared that not less than four hundred and seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars ($475,000) had actually been spent, and there was then left only a 
small balance to be expended by his successor, R. C. DeLarge. 

From all of this it appears that there remains at this date the sum 
of sixty eight thousand two hundred and three dollars and thirty-five 
cents, ($68,203.35,) wholly unaccounted for by Mr. Leslie. For this 
deficiency he is in fault, and must be held responsible for this fault. If 
the money was mostly wasted by the Treasurer, the Financial Agent or 
any other party, he is to blame. If Ais books and papers had been 
properly kept, he might now show that if was not fraudulently spent or 
wasted by himself. He was provided with a good clerk, and it seems to 
the Committee that he is without excuse. 

Mr. Leslie at first insisted that “nota dollar” of the money arising from 
the sale of the bonds issued for the purposes of the Land Commission, 
except his salary, ever came into his hands; but upon an examination 
of the papers in the Treasurer’s office, the Committee discovered that he 
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had given receipts, showing that he had received from Parker, the State 
Treasurer, and Kimpton, the Financial Agent in New York, during the 
time he was Land Commissioner, the sum of eighty-nine thousand and 
four dollars and fifty cents, ($89,004.50. ) In addition to this, it appears, 
from the report of the Financial Agent, which was approved by the 
Financial Board, that he received düring the same time thirty-three 
thousand three hundred and twenty-five dollars, ($33,825,) making an 
aggregate of one hundred and twenty-two thousand three hundred and 
twenty-nine dollars and fifty cents, ($122,329.50.) 

The reports and Mr. Leslie’s receipts shew how a portion only of this 
large sum of money has been applied. In some cases the receipts are 
given without explanations, but in others with explanations which the 
facts, as we find them to exist, do not sustain. For instance, Mr. Leslie 
gave Kimpton a receipt for nineteen thousand three hundred and forty- 
nine dollars, ($19,349,) dated October 26, 1869, for the purchase of the 
Edgefield lands reported by Mr. Wooley, and the consideration expressed 
in the Wooley deeds, and all the others made to him in that County, as 


appears by reference to them, amounts to only ten thousand eight hun- 


dred and nineteen dollars, ($10,819). 
Again, on the 27th of September, 1869, he gave a receipt to Kimpton 
for seventeen thousand eight hundred and seventy-five dollars, ($17,875,) 
' to be applied to the payment of lands purchased from F. J. Moses and 
L. A. Bigger; and on the 11th of October, 1869, he gave another receipt 
to Kimpton for sixteen thousand and twenty-five dollars, ($16,025,) on 
account of purchase of Kershaw and Clarendon lands, making, in the 
aggregate, thirty-three thousand nine hundred dollars, ($33,900) for the 
same purchases. The Moses (Kershaw) purchase, amounted to fourteen 
thousand dollars, ($14,000,) and the Clarendon purchase, if we take the 
testimony of L. A. Bigger as evidence, to ten thousand and eighty-three 
dollars, ($10,083,) if we take the deeds as evidence, then only eleven 
hundred and seventy-five dollars, ($1,175,) showing that a large amount 
of money passed into the hands of Mr. Leslie, which was not properly 
accounted for by himself. 

The Committee would add, in this connection, that neither the repofts 
of the Financial Agent, Kimpton, nor the books of the State Treasurer, 
Parker, come to Mr. Leslie’s assistance or relief by way of account or 
explanation. k 

The Committee find, further, that Mr. Leslie received on account of the 
lands sold in Barnwell and Orangeburg Countiesthe sum of $686, which 
they can no where find accounted for in any manner whatever. 

f In the entire transactions of the Land Commission, there were about 
eighty thousand dollars (880,000) wholly unaccounted for, so far 
as this Committee are ‘able to judge, from all the evidence that was ac- 
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cessible to them. In the Secretary of State’s report, made in 1872, isin- 
cluded an item of eighty-eight thousand three hundred and thirty five 
dollars which should not have been included, as it is in Kimpton’s state- 


ment of the expenditures of the Land Commission. We find, also, that 


the deeds for land purchased absorbs a larger amount than was at that 
time supposed. Thereal amount, which is wholly unaccounted for, is as 
above stated, and about sixty-eight thousand dollars of this deficiency 
occurred during the administration of Mr. Leslie. 

Hoping to get at the facts of Mr. Leslie’s administration, just as they 
occurred, the Committee examined all of the members of the Advisory 
Board, except Parker. From them we learned that very imprudent 
purchaser of land had been made by Mr. Leslie and his sub-agents, and 
that they were not to any great extent responsible for these purchases, as 
they, by the rules of the Board, were governed by the approvals or dis- 
approvals of the Land Commissioner, which was necessary before any ` 
purchaser could be ordered, and also by the recommendation of persons 
whom they supposed to be reliable. 

The Committee also examined various persons who had transactions 
with the Land Commissioner, but they most generally had their contracts 
with third parties, and proved but little against the administration of 
Mr. Leslie. We, however, found one witness (J. G. Gibbes,) who negoti- 
ated directly with Mr. Leslie, aud who testified that he sold him a tract 
of land, in Fairfield County, for twenty thousand five hundred and forty- 
four dollars ($20,544,) which lands were conveyed by Whilden & Sons, 
and C. C. Singleton; that, by the terms of sale, he was to be paid in 
eash, but after many delays and disappointments be was told by Mr. 
Leslie that he would have to give something to get his money, and that 
he had ultimately to pay Mr. Leslie fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500,) in 
cash, and give him a due bill for fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) more, 

to have the transaction closed. Mr. Gibbes stated that Mr. Leslie said, 
at the time, that he did not require the money for himself, but for other 
parties. 

Again, in reference to the conduct of Mr. Leslie, as Land Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Cardozo testifies that Mr. Leslie tried to get him to buy and 
sell lands to the Land Commission, and to make money in that way, but 
he indignantly refused to do so, and that he would not co-operate with 
the Board on account of the extravagant prices which were being paid 
for lands, and the fraudulent manner in which the purchases were made. 
In this connection the Committee would add that, according to the testi- 
mony of R. J. Donaldson, he sold two and only two tracts of laud to the 
Land Commission, and that these sales were made during the administra- 
tion of Mr. Leslie, to wit: The Fox and Wadsworth lands, in Chesterfield 
County; and the considerations expressed in the deeds for these lands were 
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paid to him, partly in cash and partly in drafts. By reference to the deeds 
in the office of the Secretary of State, we find that the considerations in 
these two deeds amounts in the aggregate to forty-four thousand four 
hundred and eighty dollars ($44,480. ) We find in the Treasurer’s office 
four drafts in favor of R. J. Donaldson, amounting in the aggregate to 


$33,635.75, and charged to account of the Land Commission. We find, 


also, in the Treasurer’s office four drafts in favor of H. J. Fox, amount- 
ing, in the aggregate, to $36,488, and charged also to account of the Land 
Commission. Mr. Fox testifies that the drafts for his lands were all paid 
to R. J. Donaldson. It appears, therefore, to the Committee that the 
sum of $25,643.75, and we cannot say how much more than this over and 
above the considerations expressed in the deeds for the Fox and Wads- 
worth lands, were paid to R. J. Donaldson, and is not accounted for in 
any manner whatever. 

From the evidence of C. C. Bowen, it appears that Mr. Leslie proposed 
to resign the office of Land Commissioner on certain conditions, to wit : 
That he should receive $20,000 for his Greenville and Columbia Rail- 
road stock, and $28,000 in money, and the payment of $3,000 to Kimp- 
ton which he had borrowed from him. This proposition was accepted, 
and it was arranged that drafts were fo be drawn by Parker on Kimpton 
for the payment of the money to Mr. Leslie. We can only remark that 
this was a very large sum of money to be paid for an office which had 
been so active and reckless in expending the money of the State after the 
funds provided for its purposes had been more than twice exhausted. 

In conclusion, the Committee would say that this investigation has 
been as thorough and complete as the limited time allowed them would 
permit, and without any expense to the State. Since it began, and 
within the past few days, a deed for one tract of land, purchased during 
the administration cf Mr. Leslie as Land Commissioner, has been re- 
turned to the Secretary of State. If the investigation should finally 
result in securing for the State titles to all the lands which it is alleged 
have been purchased, but for which no deeds have yet been made, the 
Committee will feel fully compensated for the arduous duties which they 
have performed. - 

Accompanying this report is the evidence and a statement from Mr.

Alfred Aldrich, being duly sworn, doth depose and say, that the Hon. 
F. L. Cardozo, Secretary of State, in his report to the General Assembly 
of South Carolina, for the regular session of 1872-73, says that he was 
a member of the Advisory Board, when the law was passed in March, 
1869; that he most heartily sympathized with the objects of the law, 
viz : Tosecure homes for the poor; that he endeavored to discharge his 
duty faithfully as a member, but that on account of the conduct of the 
first Land Commissioner, C. P. Leslie, he resigned from the Board in 
October, A. D. 1869, and would not co-operate with the Board until 
March the first, 1870, when the Hon. R. C. DeLarge was appointed 
Commissioner. It seemed almost impossible, however, for the beneficent 
enterprise which your honorable body originated to recover from in- 
juries which Mr. Leslie and his associates had inflicted upon it. That 
it appears from the Treasurer’s report that the total expenditures for the 
purpose of the Land Commission was eight hundred. and two thousand 
one hundred and thirty-seven doMars and forty-four cents; that the total 
amount expended in the purchase of lands, as shown by the vouchers 
on file in this office, is five hundred and seventy-seven thousand five hun- 
dred and seventeen dollars, leaving a difference of two hundred and 
twenty-four thousand six hundred and twenty dollars and forty-four 
cents, which,so far as the records in this office is concerned, is totally 
unaccounted for; that, from all of which, this deponent believes Charles 
P. Leslie, ex-Land Commissioner, has been guilty of a breach of trust 
with fraudulent intent, dic. .

J. L. Neagle sworn, says: 

Q. Were you a member of the Advisory Board? 

A. I was Comptroller General for four years, and, by virtue of my 
office, ex officio a member of the Advisory Board of the Land Commis- 
sion. 

Q. Who was first Land Commissioner ? 

A. The first one appointed by the Advisory Board, under the Act of 
the Geaeral Assembly, approved March 1, 1869, was C. P. Leslie. 

Q. Were the duties of the Land Commissioner prescribed, and by 
whom ? 

A. His duties were, in part, prescribed by the Act, and also by the 
‘Board. 

Q. Did he keep a book, and did* you ever examine his books or 
reports? 

A. He did. I have seen several of his reports, but cannot state date. 
"The duties of the Land Commissioner were prescribed by the Advisory 
Board. He could purchase no land without the consent of a majority of 
‘the Advisory Board. " 

Q. Did you, as a member of that Board, always give him instruction 
in regard to purchases? : 

A. The Board always did give instructions as to purchase of land. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie purchase any land? 

A. I don't know that he did. 

Q. Did you ever authorize him to purchase any land while you were 
‘a member of the Advisory Board? 

A. Lands were authorized to be purchased by the Advisory Board 
under peculiar circumstances, rendered necessary by the Financial 
Agency in New York. ; E 

Q. Were those instructions to the Land Commissioner given verbally 
‘or in writing? 

A. Always in writing; there were certain forms used of questions, for 
information of the Advisory Board. 

Q. Whom did the Advisory Board direct to purchase lands ? 

A. Always the Land Commissioner. 


Q. Did or did not the Land Commissioner carry out the directions of 
the Board ? | 
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A. He did; the Land Commissioner directed the parties who sold 
lands to make out their deeds and present them to the Attorney General 
of the State, for approval, and thereupon call upon the State Treasurer ` 
for payment. 

Q. By whom were the deeds prepared? By the seller or the Attorney 
General ? 

A. Lam not sure; but my impression is by the seller. s 

Q. By whose order did the seller get his money from the Treasurer? 

A. I don't think that'any warrant or orders were ever given by the 
Land Commissioner or Advisory Board to the State Treasurer for pay- 
ments; the parties selling presented their approval, by the Advisory 
Board for purchase, together with their deed, to the Land Commissioner, 
approved by the Attorney General of the State, to the State Treasurer, 
and thereupon received their payment, which was the amount called for 
in the deed. 

Q. From what funds, and how did the Treasurer pay the seller? 

A. The bonds-authorized to be issued for the purchaseseof the Land 
Commission were placed in the hands of the State Treasurer, and think 
by him in the hands of the Financial Agent in: New York, for negotia- 
tion, and the State Treasurer was supposed to payi from funds raised 
therefrom. 

'Q. Do you or do you not know for what per cent. those bonds were 
negotiated by the Financial Agent in New York? ` 

A. I don't know. After the bonds were placed in the hands of the 
State Treasurer the Advisory Board had nothing more to do with them. 
The Board had nothing further to do but to approve or disapprove 'the 
purchase of lands. ; 

Q. The Act of 1869 directs the issuing of bonds to the Land Com- 
missioner. Why were they not so issued ? 

A. I am compelled to leave that answer to the State Treasurer. 

Q. As an Advisory Board, did you or did you not authorize Mr. Leslie, 
the Land Commissioner, to appoint sub-agents ? 

A. My impression is the Act provided for it, subject to the approval 
of the Advisory Board, and the Advisory Board directed Mr. Leslie 
to appoint sub-agents. 

Q. Did the Advisory Board confirm all his appointments of sub- 
agents ? 

PAST think they did, as far as appointments were made. 

Q. Do you or do you not know if any of these sub. agents were 
furnished with money to make purchases of land ? 

A. They were not. 

Q. After the approval and the deeds were presented and payment 
made by the Treasurer; what became of the papers? 
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A. I do not know as to the detail of the transactions between the 
Land Commissioner and State Treasurer, but am now aware of the fact 
that all deeds are in the possession of the Secretary of State. 

Q. What has become of the applications approved by the Advisory 


Board ? 
“A. I don’t know. 
Q. Did or did not the Land Commissioner keep a record of all his 
proceedings ? 
A. I think he did. 
Q. Were they subject to the inspection of the Advisory Board at all 
times ? l 
A. They were. 
Q. What has become of those records. 
A. I know nothing of them in the last three years. 
Q. In whose possession were they when you saw them last? 
A. I don’t remember distinctly whether in tne hands of Mr. Leslie or 
his successor. 
Q. Do you remember when Mr. Leslie resigned as Land Commis- 
sioner? 
A. My impression is that it was in the latter part of March, 1870. 
Q. Do you or do you not know to what amount lands were purchased 
during Mr. Leslie’s administration as Land Com missioner ? E 
A. I do not, certainly ; but Pm of the impression that it would amount 
to over four hundred thousand dollars. 
. Do you know that the seller of Hell Hole Swamp received the con- 
sideration in full expressed in the deed ? 
A. Pm not sure, but my impression is that he did. 
Q. Bhe same question in regard to the Fox lands, in Chesterfield 
County ? 
A. My impression is he did. 


Q. Would you or not give the same answer in regard to all (e 


purehases made during Mr. Leslie's administration as Land Commis- 
sioner ? 
A. Yes; asfar as I know. 
Q. Did you, as a member of the Advisory Board, approve the pur- 
chase of Hell Hole Swamp, and at the price paid for same ? 
A. Yes; I did.

A. I do; first, Niles G. Parker, State Treasurer, D. H. Chamberlain, 
Attorney General, and upon their reccommendation and approval I ap- 
proved it. 

Q. Do you know from whom Hell Hole Swamp was purchased ? 
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A. I think from Z. B. Oats, of Charleston. 

Q. Do you know who approved of the purchase of dm Fox lands, in 
Chesterfield County ? 

A. I am not sure, but my impression is they were approved by the full 
Board. 

Q. When Mr. Leslie resigned as Land Commissioner, under what cir- 
cumstances did he resign ? . 

A. I know of no extraordinary circumstances. There was a strong 
desire on the part of a number of the leading men in both branches of 
the General Assembly to have Mr. R. C. DeLarge take Mr. Leslie's 
place. I was asked to give my consent, as a member of the Advisory 
Board, which I did, conditionally, on Mr. Leslie's resignation; he re- 
signed, and I voted for Mr. DeLarge, who took his place. 

Q. Was there any consideration given Mr. Leslie to resign ? 

A. None, to my knowledge. 

Q. Did or did not the Advisory Board, or any member thereof, buy 
out Mr. Leslie's stock in the Greenville and Columbia Railroad as an in- 
ducement for him to resigu ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. Did those leading men in both branches of the General Assembly 
desiring Mr. DeLarge's appointment do so from his popularity alone? 

A. Not that alone, but owing to the political aspirations of others. 

Q. Was not Mr. Leslie's unpopularity an element in the cause of his 
resignation ? 

A. Many of the parties were dissatisfied with his management, on 
account of the agents appointed by him. 

Q. What moneys did Mr. Leslie receive out of the funds of the Land 
Commissioner ? 

A. None, to my knowledge; I think his salary, even, was not paid out of 
said money. 

Q. Did the Advisory Board make any allowance as extra compensa- 
tion for Mr. Leslie? . 

A. Tam not sure but some allowance was made for surveying and 
traveling expenses for himself and agents, and if so the amount was 
small. 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Leslie: 

Q. What was the date of the approval of the Land Commission Act? 

A. March 27, 1869, (by the records.) 

Q. Who were the members of the Advisory Board ? 

A. The Governor, Comptroller General, State Treasurer, Secretary of 
State and Attorney General. 

Q. What was the amount of bonds authorized to be issued under that 


Act? 
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A. Two hundred thousand dollars. 
Q. Who was appointed Land Commissioner under that Act? 
A. C. P.+Leslie. 


Q. Was the two hundred thousand dollars in bonds, authorized to be 


issued, delivered to Mr. Leslie, or any part thereof? 

‘A. They were not. 

Q. Was the proceeds of said bond, or any part thereof, ever delivered 
to Mr. Leslie ? 

A. None except such allowance as mentioned in the direct examina- 
tion. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie, as Land Commissioner, ever purchase any land, or 
did he simply recommend to the Advisory Board to purchase ? 

A. Mr. Leslie did not purchase any land; all he did was to recom- 
mend the purchase of land. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie sell any land as Land Commissioner, to your know- 
ledge? 

A. I don't know. a 

Q. Was my recommendation necessary before the Advisory Board 
could purchase land ? 

A. The Land Commissioner’s endorsement was necessary, either for or 
against the purchase, before the Board could act either way. 

Q. Do you know that I, as Land Commissioner, ever made a dollar 
out of the Land Commission improperly or wrongfully, or did any other 
act wrongfully or improperly in connection with that office? 

A. I do not. 

Q. What records did I have as Land Commissioner ? 

A. The records of applications of approvals and disapprovals of pur- 
chases. ` 

Q. Did not the Advisory Board order Mr. Leslie to turn over the 
records and furniture of his office to his successor, R. C. DeLarge? 

A. The Board made the order, and my impression is he did. 


CommITTEE Room, February 12, 1876. 
R. K. Scott, sworn, says : 


Q. Do you remember the precise time when Mr. Leslie resigned and 
Mr. DeLarge was appointed Land Commissioner ? 


A. Ido; within two days; it was either on the first or second day of 
March, 1870; I think it was the second day. 

Q. Were you one of the Advisory Board ? 

A. I was; by virtue of my office of Governor. 


— AAA 
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Q. Were the bonds authorized to be issued by the Act of 1869 by 
the Treasurer to the Land Commissioner ever issued to Mr. Leslie ? 

A. They were not. 

Q. To whom were the bonds issued, and for what reason ? 

= A. They were left in the hands of the State Treasurer, who was made 
the Treasurer of the Advisory Board of the Land Commission. 
Q. Why were they placed in the hands of the Treasurer and not in 
the hands of the Land Commissioner, as directed by the Act? 
A. First, State bonds were not commanding a sufficient price to 
justify us in permitting the Land Commissioner to take charge of and 
sell them ; and my present recollection is that, without any direct in- 
structions of the Board, the State Treasurer placed them in the hands of 
the Financial Agent of the State, Mr. Kimpton, in New York; and, 
secondly, I have a distinct recollection that Mr. Leslie objected to takiug 
charge of the bonds, as he had no financial reputation to enable him to 
raise money upon them, and that same opinion would have governed 
the Advisory Board and prevented them from being placed in the hands 
of any individual who might have been made Land Commissioner with- 
out sufficient financial reputation to have insured a prudent and careful 
disposition of the bonds. 
Q. When or about what time were the first lands puronased by the 
Land Commissioner ? 
A. Ithink in October, 1869. 
Q. In whose hands were the $200,000 of bonds at that time? 
A. So far as I know, they were in the hands of the State Treasurer. 
Q. When were they placed in the.hands of Mr. Kimpton, the Financial 
Agent of the State, by him ? 
A. So far as any personal knowledge I have, I cannot say, but they 
must have been placed in his hands ipod uade preceding the first, pur- 
chase of land. 
Q. Were they sold by Mr. Kimpton or hypothecated ? 
A. They were hypothecated and sold during the year 1870. 
Q. Do you remember what they sold for? 
A. I think at about seventy cents. 
Q. Do you remember if they were sold before or after Mr. Leslie re- 
signed his office? 
A. I can’t state positively ; my opinion is they were sold duriug the 
summer of 1870, some six months after Mr. Leslie went out of office. 
Q. Was there or not more than two hundted thousand dollars of bonds 
` issued during Mr. Leslie's term of office? 

A. There was only $200,000 of bonds issued. 

Q. Have you the means of Enowing to what amount lands were pur- 
chased during Mr. Leslie's administration as Land Commissioner? 
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A. I will answer at greater detail than I might by a positive or nega- 
tive answer. During the session of 1869 and 1870 there was an appro- 
priation proposed of $500,000 of bonds for the Land Commission in ad- 
dition to the $200,000 which had been appropriated at the previous ses- 
sion, While the appropriation was pending, I made the inquiry of the 
Advisory Board as to what amount of money had been expended up to 
that time in the purchase of lands, (I presume the Committee under- 
stands I had refused to act with the Advisory Board in the previous 
November, and, therefore, was not aware what had been done in the way 
of purchasing lands,) and was informed that about $50,000 more had been 
expended in the purchase of lands than the $200,000 of bonds appro- 
priated in 1868 and 1869 would pay for. This is all the information I 
had on the subject of purchase of lands until Mr. Leslie went out of 
office. 

I instituted, together with Mr. Cardozo, who had also refused to act with 
the Board after I had declined to do so, an inquiry as to what amount of 

-anoney had been expended, and for a considerable time failed to get any 
information. I applied to Mr. C. D. Melton to institute proceedings to 
force the Land Commissioner to state what he bad done. Mr. Melton 
declined to act for me, stating that he had been employed—felt that he 
was employed—by those who were opposed to me in my desire to institute 
an investigation. I then applied to Messrs. Pope & Haskell, who investi- 
gated the matter and gave me an opinion on the subject. During that 
investigation, however, Mr. Leslie made his report to the Advisory Board. 
The result of that report, to the best of my recollection, was that there 
had been expended about $475,000°of money. Among the purchases 
that were claimed to have been made was one known as the “ Hell Hole 
Swamp” purchase, and a large: body of land on either the Edisto or 
Combahee Rivers, on the coast, which was rice swamp ; in addition to this 
there was a large body of land in Chesterfield County, which was an 
immense sand hill. What attracted my attention to those facts was 
that I discovered that the Treasurer was paying very considerable sums . 
of money to the Financial Agent in New York, through the Carolina 
National Bank. There had also been purchased another body of land, 
I think, in Chesterfield County, I think in Cheraw, from Mr. R. J. Don- 
aldson. He himself applied to me in regard to the purchase. 

Q. Do you remember the tract ? 

A. No; I do not. 

Q. Was it the Fox or Wadsworth tract ? 

A. It was a sand hill traet bought through Mr. Donaldson ; the other 
plantation was a very fine high plantation near Cheraw. I had expressed 
myself as very dissatisfied on the subject, and found fault with the pur- 
chase, and Mr. Donaldson in a confidential way said to me: “ Governor, I 
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am very anxious that you should approve of this other second purchase 
near Cheraw, asit is the only, one in which I make any money." Ire- 
marked to him that his sand hill tract that he sold to the Land Commis- 
sioner was an outrageous fraud and that a blue bird could notlive on a 
thousand acres of it. He said: ‘‘I did not get the money; it was other 
parties who got the profits; my profits are to come out of this second pur- 
chase." I*said to Mr. Donaldson: “ I cannot become a party to any such 
infamous swindle as this ; and even though the other was of the greatest 
value to the Land Commission, I would not conseut to purchase any more 
land from you; you, and those who have acted with you, have made the 
Land Commission a disgrace to the State and to every man who acted in | 
the purchase òf lands.” ' That was simply a conversation between Mr. 
Donaldson and myself on the subject of that purchase, which was bought 
at I never found out, because I looked upon any price as a 
fraud. The Hell Hole Swamp purchase—I knew that good; I knew 
the land; knew it was utterly unfit for the purposes of the Land Com- 
mission, 4s was also the purchase of that rice plantation. I talked to 
Mr. Leslie about those purchases. He told me at that time that he never 
approved of them, that is, he never recommended their purchase. Sligh 
was the man who was known in the transaction; he made the deed in 
both the Hell Hole Swamp and the other land. Mr. Leslie was very 
reticent about saying anything about it at first, but he subsequently 
stated to me that he knew nothiug about the purchase, as he had never 


made the purchase; that those purchases were not made on his recom- 


mendation. That was what I understood. A further examination 
showed to me that the transaction occurred nearly a month after he weut 
out of office; so that, if he did unite with the Advisory Board in 
making the purchase, he made it after he was ont of office. The 
25th or 26th of March is the time the purchase occurred on the 
records; the deeds were made on the 25th or 26th of March, not 
February. Whatever the records show now, at that time they' showed 
that it was made on the 25th or 26th of March. I knew where 
the land was, for I had talked previously with a land agent down 
there about buying Hell Hole Swamp. I called it the Hell Hole Swamp 
purchase, and it has gone by that name ever since. 

Q. After that you acted with the Commission, did you, Governor? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Well, Governor, why did you decline, in November, 1869, to act 
further with the Land Commission ? 

A. Because the business was not transacted ina Mere like manner, 
I had myself been accustomed to the purchase and sales of lands for 
years, and. knew that no man could buy lands with any hope of having 
property that would be desirable without giving it some personal atten-

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And I had demanded that the Advisory Board would require the 
Commissioner to go upon every tract of land and personally examine it, 
so as to state exactly its condition and value as nearly as possible. The. 
Land Commissioner refused to comply with my demands in that respect, 
and the Advisory Board refused to enforce my views; and lands had 
been purchased that were, as I believed, worthless, and I felt I could - 
only bring disgrace upon my myself, and discredit upon the'Land Com- 
mission, by being a party to that mode of transacting business, hence im 
refused to act, and Mr. Cardozo also followed my example and refused 


' tion.

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to act. 
Q. Will you state, Governor, what particular transaction of the Com- 


mission had led you to pursue that course ? : 

A. Yes; I will. The purchase of the land in Kershaw County by 
Governor Moses, who was then Speaker of the House. After I had 
secured the services of three different men, that I believed to be honor- 
able and high minded men, and they recommended the purchase of the 
land at a price nearly three times what it was actually worth, I became 
"satisfied that those who were interested in the selling of land would buy 
up any man that I might indicate as possessing my confidence; for I 
became satisfied that every one of the men that I had stated I would 
trust their judgmept had been influenced improperly in giving their 
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opinion. As to the body of land purchased in Kershaw County 1 
Q. State all the circumstances connected with the purchase of that s 
tract? 
A. In Kershaw County; it was known as the Burroughs tract. In 
the first place it was recommended to the Advisory Board by some per- ` 
sons, I cannot say now who, that it should be purchased at about $30,000 
or more. 
Q. Who was it who proposed to sell it ? i 


A. Governor Moses—Franklin J. Moses, Jr. The very fact of that  - 
price being demanded, from the number of acres that was proposed to be 3 
sold, appeared to me to be extravagant and unjust; and I refused to re: — 
commend its purchase and got Mr. Jillson, who was Senator from that 
County, to write to some parties in regard to it, thinking he would feel 
an interest in his constituents having cheap property. Through bim a 
letter was presented to the Board from Mr. Southern, I think, stating 
that the land could be purchased for six or seven thousand dollars. The 
parties asking the Land Commission to buy it set up the claim that Mr. 
Southern was a man of deep prejudices, and was opposed to the Land 
Commission, and would make a recommendation from his prejudices and 
not upon his judgment. I, therefore, decided to have Major Adams, 
whom I knew, and who was an officer in my command, make an exami- 
nation. He stated, after examining it, that it was worth seven or eight

. dolfars an aere. I was still dissatisfied ; and they proposed that Dr. 


Ensor, who is now Superintendent of the Lunatic Asylum, should exam- 
ine it; and I consented to his going there. He recommended about the 
same, or perhaps ten dollars an acre—I am not certain. As they all 
agreed, afd as some other gentleman had made a recommenda- 
tion favorable, (I cannot remember. who it was,) they agreed so 
nearly that I began to think that there must be very valu- 
able lands’ to be sold in Kershaw County, and I took the responsi- 
bility of saying that I would approve of it at $22,500. I think that was 
the amount. The land was purchased accordiogly at that price, 
although all the rest of the Board were satisfied with the purchase at 
$30,000. I was one day in Mr. Leslie's office, and in looking over his 
papers and letters he handed msa letter from Mr. Burroughs, offering to 
sell the land at three dollars per acre, (I think that was the price,) aud I 
immediately recognized it as the same tract that we had been disputing over 
a month or two before it was purchased, and soon discovered that he had 
offored to sell it, instead of the price we had paid, at about one half that 
price ; and I IDCM, donem the matter before the Board, feeling 
indignant at the imposition that had been practiced, and blaming Laslié 
for not having presented that letter and succeeded in getting a reduction 
from them. I will say, in Mr. Leslie’s behalf, that he said he did not 
know it was the same tract of land, but I thougnt that Mr. Leslie ought to 
have been sufficiently careful to discover that it was the same tract of 
land. I immediately instituted a re-investigation of the matter, and 
succeeded in getting $3,000 deducted, which left the purcha:e at $14,- 
500; and even at that price I felt that the Land Commission had been 
infamously defrauded, and I accordingly felt at that time that I could 
not be a party to the purchase of land without doing myself an injury, 
and feeling that I was groping in the dark, and approving of purchases 
of property that was sold to the State at two or three times what it was 
actually worth, and I refused to act, hoping that the balance of the Ad- 
visory Board would also refuse to act. But I was mistaken in that. 
Mr. Cardozo followed my example, and the balance of the Board con- 
tinued to carry out the provisions of the Land Commission. 

Q. Was there any particular duty that you insisted the Land Com- 
missioner should perform which he declined to perform ? , 

A. Yes. 

Q. Please state what it was. 

A. It was to go on the lands and examine them and state to the Ad- 
visory Board their real value in relation to other property around. 

Q. Did you wish the Land Commissioner to make a personal inspec- 
tion of every piece of land that he recommended to the Land Commission 

efure making the recommendation ?

A. I did; the same as though I had been purchasing on my privat 
account and for private speculation. ' i 

Q. Would any judicious purchaser of land make any purchase with- 
out making a personal inspection ? d 

A. No, sir; no man who had any desire to make his business profita- 
ble would ever purchase land without a careful and full knowledge of 
its value; and I then held, and hold now, that no man has any right to 
take upon himself the discharge of any publie duty in which he would 
not exercise the same care that he would in the discharge of his private 
business. , 

Q. Was the statement made in your message of the 24th of November,  - 
1869, referred toin your previous testimony, made upon an examination 
of the records up to that time? 

A. Yes; it was. Whatever I stated then I got from the records or 
from the Clerk of the Advisory Board, and I supposed it to bestrietly — - 
` correct. t 

Q. That was about the time you ceased to act with the Board? 

A. Yes; it was after the time I had ceased; for about a month before 
that I did not act with the Board ; but a very short time. 

Q- Do you know what money went into the hands of Mr. Leslie 
during the time that he was acting as Land Commissioner ? 

A. There may have been a very inconsiderable sum for the purpose of 
paying the ‘services of clerks, surveying etc., but it was comparatively — | 
very small. He should have made, and I think he did make, a state- 
meut of what he had to pay to the Advisory Board. No money went 
into Mr. Leslie's hands, unless, perhaps, such funds as were allowed to 
surveyors, clerks, and fees, for recording deeds, and the like; and even 
that I do not now remember whether it went into Mr. Leslie's hands 
‘or whether it did not. My connection with the Board while Mr. Leslie 
was Commissioner was of such short duration that I have no knowledge  - 
of what did pass into his handsin the way of funds; but I simply assume 
that he had money necessary to meet those contingent expenses, 

Q. Governor, taking his salary, and the expenses for the surveying, 
etc., during the time he was in office, about what do 
course it is a matter that you e 
went into his hands ? 

A. I should not suppose more than $3,000. 

Q. That is, in addition to his salary ? 

A. No; altogether. i

I do not think there was much surveying done 
during his time. I thinkso from the fact of Mr. Jackson bringing in a 
bill, after the money was all expended, for the surveying.

Ing an appropriation made for that purpose. My 
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recollection is that there was not much surveying work done while Mr. 
Leslie was Land Commissioner. . 

Q. The proper construction of the Act—the construction you and the 
Advisory Board put upon it—was that every dollar was to be used in the 
purchase of lands ? 

A. Yes, sir; that was the construction that the Advisory Board 
placed upon it, and the construction of the Attorney General. There 
was a very frequent discussion in the Advisory Board on the subject of 
the purchase of lands. I took the ground that there could be no more 
lands purchased or no other expenses incurred than the amount of 
money that could be realize from the appropriation. They differed with 
me, and claimed that the par value of the $700,000 of bonds could be 


-used in the purchase of lands, and that the expenses incident to the 


purchases, surveying and sale of lands must be met by other appropria- 
tions outside of the bonds appropriated for that purpose. 

Q. Did you stand alone in that opinion ? 

A. I think I did; I think there was no other member of the Advisory 
Board that agreed with me. 

Q. Governor, do you or do you not know of any consideration in any 
ways having been offered Mr. Leslie for the purpose of bringing about 
his resignation ? x 

A. No; Ido not know of any. Of course, I have heard statements, 
but I do not know the truth of them; I cannot say that there is any 
truth in them; I only heard them as. I have heard a hundred other 
statements. 

Q. That was while you were not acting with the Board ? 

A. No; that transpired while I was acting nominally with the 
Board. After the $500,000 additional was appropriated, I proposed to 
act with the Board, believing that I could have some influence in 
making it valuable, and it'was made a condition that Mr. Leslie should 
resign or the Legislature would not appropriate the $500,000. "Those 
who had been instrumental in expending more mouey than the $200,000 
of bonds would pay for, were exceedingly anxious to get the 
$500,000 appropriation made. Mr. Elliott, Mr. Whipper, Mr. DeLarge 
and other colored men seemed to think that the white men were taking 


. all the benefits of the Land Commission to themselves, and determined 


not to allow an additional appropriation to be made unless a colored 
man could be made Land Commissioner, and claimed that a colored 


. man could subserve the interests of the colored men better than a white 


man could. I think Mr. Leslie had been a little curt and obstinate in 
yielding to some of the demauds of the colored members of the Legisla- 
ture, and they became prejudiced against him and were determined that 
he should go. out of office, and, having learned that the Advisory Board 
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had spent more money than the previous appropriation of $200,000, 
they had them in their power ; they had no way of covering that $50,- 
000 that they claimed they had expended over and above the $200,000. 

Q. $50,000 as it was reported to you, but, as you afterwards found, 
$475,000? 

A. Yes, sir. It was at that time charged that certain parties were 
compelled to pay Mr. Leslie to resign. 

Q. Who were those parties? 

A. Ido not know that I ean tell exactly. The State Treasurer was 
one, and I don’t know who else was interested in it. I don't know that 
I ever really heard that the State Treasurer was one; but certain per- 
sons that had been interested in the purchases had to pay Mr. Leslie to 
get him to resign in order to get the $500,000 additional appropriated. 

Q. Did Whipper, Elliott and DeLarge make it a condition in passing 
this $500,000 appropriation that Mr. Leslie should resign? 

A. Yes; they made that a condition before they would assent to an 
additional appropriation of $500,000. 

Q. So you really knew nothing of your own knowledge, Governor, 
about the balance of Mr. Leslie’s Greenville Railroad stock being paid 
for to him, and $25,000 being. paid tg him, and that amounts he was 
owing Kimpton being paid ? 

A. No; I know nothing about it. I simply heard it talked about. I 
have no means of knowing whether it was true or not. 

Q. In all Mr. Leslie's transactions in relation to the Land Commission, 
did you or did you not, of your own knowledge, know that he ever im- 
properly used any money of the Land Commission—that is, any money 
that he actually received ? 

A. I have no knowledge of Mr. Leslie ever misapplying a single dol- 
lar. The amounts that he actually received were so small, necessarily, 
that it eould not have made any material difference one way or the other. 
I desire to say in regard to Mr. Leslie that my objection to him was 
mainly that L did not think that he was sufficiently experienced in real 
estate business to carefully discharge a duty so important to the people 
of the State as the Land Commissioner ; and I was one who thought he 
ought to resign—not that I charged him at the time with being dishonest 
or doing anything intentionally to the injury of the Land Commission, 
but I felt that he was not a good real estate man; that he did not know 
how to buy and sell lands. ; : 

Q. And you got that opinion from two facts: one was that you could 
not get him to visit the lands personally that he recommended, and in 
the second place, that very injudicious purchases had been made ? 

; A. I won’t pretend to say that Mr. Leslie was responsible for those 
injudicious purchases, for I know that the Advisory Board had the 
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power to prohibit him from purchasing any lands at all, even if he had 
been so disposed, and at the time I blamed the Advisory Boafd more 
than I did Mr. Leslie. 

Q. If it should appear, Governor, that Mr. Leslie had received over 
$20,000 from the Treasurer of the State during the time that he was in 
office, would you be able to account for his being able to receive so much ? 

A. No, not now, unless something should be'exhibited to me for a 
reason why he should receive that much. I would say that Mr. Leslie 
had no claim to that amount on account of the Land Commission. 


Wepnespay, February 16, 1876—4:30 P. M. 

Examinatiou of ex-Governor R. K. Scott concluded: 

Q. Governor, if frauds have been committed, as you intimated in 
your first examination, and also in your examination yesterday, who 
were responsible for those frauds in your opinion? 

A. I believed at the time that there had been frauds committed in the 
purchase of land ; and if I was correct, then the fraud could only have 
been committed by all the parties connected with the purchase of the land, 
and perhaps the person selling it also. He might not necessarily have 
been connected with it, but I can scarcely understand how a man could 
sell a piece of land for one price and make a deed for a much larger price, 
which was absolutely necessary in purchases being made, in-order to 
cover a much larger sum of money than the one paid to the party. The 
Land Commissioner may, in these purchases, have acted fraudulently 
by recorimending purchases at a greater price; but the Attorney Gen- 
eral was required by law to examine the titles, and the Treasurer made 
payments upon presentation of the titles, so that they must have known 
of it. I cannot see how they could have failed to haye known something 
about it; hence the Land Commissioner could not have perpetrated any 
very large frauds without the knowledge of the Advisory Board. He 
might, it is true, by co operating with the parties selling and receiving a 
bonus from him, perpetrate small frauds in that way, but certainly not 
to the extent that was practiced in the Hell Hole Swamp purchase and 
this Donaldson purchase up here. 

Q. Then, Governor, that being the case, if Mr. Leslie received the 
money in that way, it was an agreement between the seller and himself? 

A. Yes, sir. . 

Q. If I understand the Governor in that, he means to say this: If. 
there were any frauds committed which the members of the Advisory 
Board were not parties to, it must have been by co-operation with the 
seller. Was that what you mean? 
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A. Yes, sir. If the Land Commissioner, on his own private account, 
made the money by the purchase of lands, there is only one way by 
which he could have done it without the knowledge of the Treasurer 
certainly ` the money all being paid to the party from whom the land 
was purchased, he would hand over some amount of it to the Land 
Commissioner; that is the only way he could have perpetrated any 
frauds. f 

Q. Governor, you stated on last evening that you endeavored to get a 
report from Mr. Leslie of the transactions. Did you make a similar 
effort with Parker, the State Treasurer, at the time? 

A. I did, sir. After DeLarge became Land Commissioner he began 
to inquire what amount of funds he could expend in the purchase of 
lands. From the information that I had from the State Treasurer, I 
supposed there was about $450,000 out of the $500,000 of bonds still 
unexpended. Something was dropped by some individual connected 
with the Land Commission that there was but a small amount of money 


to be expended. I was surprised to hear this, and demanded that Mr. 


Leslie should make a report. He was not in Columbia at the time, but 
I applied to the State "Treasurer to know what amount had been ex- 
peuded, and whether there had been any large purchase made without 
my knowledge. He gave me an evasive answer, stating that he could 
not tell without Leslie's being here what amount of land had been pur- 
chased, and put me off in that way for some time. I talked with the 
Attorney General on the subject, and he seemed to know but little about 
it. I finally applied, as I have frequently remarked, to Mr. C. D. 
Melton for the purpose of forcing Mr. Leslie to make a report of 
his proceedings. He claimed that he was out of office and had nothing 
further to do with the Land Commission, aud that he had turned over 
all his records, books and property belonging to the Land Commission 
to his successor. I then applied to C. D. Melton to see whether there 
was not some means to compel him to make a report and show what 
lands he had purchased. C. D. Melton replied to me that he was em- 
ployed by the other side and could not act for me. I then applied to 
Messrs. Pope & Haskell, and they undertook to investigate the matter, 
and did investigate it, and gave me quite a lengthy written opinion. 
Tbat opinion was taken out of the Executive office by somebody, and I 
could never find where it went. But in the meantime, before they 
had given me that opinion, Mr. Leslie made a report, not a very well- 
defined, detailed report, but a general statement, sufficient to show that 
-a very large amount of money had been expended in the purchase of 
the Donaldson iand, the Hell Hole Swamp and of a plantation lying 
either on the Edisto or Cooper or Ashley, or some of those rivers, and 


sufficient just to show me that there was only about $200,000'of bonds 
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left, that there had been nearly $500,000 in money spent, which I con- 
sidered at that time to be all that we could realize on the $700,000 of 
bonds, and objected to purchasing of any more lands. The Attorney 
General, however, gave it as his opinion that the law authorized the ex- 
penditure of $700,000 in money, and upon that opinion the Land 
Commissioner continued to purchase lands. 

Q. You spoke of Mr. Leslie’s making a report. Was that to the 
Board, or to whom ? 

A. The report, I think, was to the Board. I am not certain whether 
it was to the Board, to DeLarge, his successor, or to the State Trea- 


` surer. lam not confident. I know it was a report the Land Commis- 


sion had the benefit of. 

Q. Do you know where that report is to be found now? 

A. Idonot. It was among the records of the Land Commission 
at that time? 

Q. It was a written statement of all the transactions, or just that 
kind of a statement that would show you how much had been spent? 

A. I think-it was a statement showing pretty fully the aggregate 
amount of land, probably not very much in detail, but the amount of 
money paid out for it. I think Mr. Leslie made it with as little labor as 
possible. 

Q. There was no report made to the Legislature, I suppose, during the 
session of 1869-70? 

A. I think not, although I am not confident of that. Dr. Neagle, I 
think, was Chairman of the Board, and Mr. Parker was Treasurer. It 
seems to me there was a report made either in the winter of 1869-70 or 
1870-71 ; one of these two years, it seems to me, a report was made, but 
I could not be positive. 

Q. When I ask in relation to it, it is in regard to Mr. Leslie’s making 
a report ? 

A. I do not think he did; not to my knowledge. 

Q. As one of the Advisory Board, in the commencement of your oper- 
ations, was it or not your instructions that Mr. Parker, Treasurer of the 
State, should keep au account of all moneys paid out on account of the 
Land Commission ? ; 

A. Yes,sir; it was bis instructions that he should keep it separate 
and not connected at all with the regular business of his office in the 
receipt and payment of moneys; but Mr. Parker disregarded those in- 
strucfions and mixed it up with the other business. 

Q. Well, taking Parker's books, Governor, could you or could you 
not tell what had been expended for that subject until Mr. Leslie made 
the report he did? d 

A. I doubt whether we could at, that time have ascertained, from 
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the fact that ther» wis a larg» amount of drafts out. And that 
was one thing that made me more anxious to find out what purchases 
were made. They were drafts drawn by Mr. Parker on the Financial 
Agent in New York. There were two or three drafts of $20,000 each, 
which excited my fears that money had been expended secretly in the 
Land Commission, and which caused me to make an effort to find out 
what lands had been purchased and for what those drafts were given ; and, 
in the meantime, I learned through the Treasurer that these lands had 
been purchased, that is the Chesterfield land, the Hell Hole Swamp and 
the other lands on the river, and I think I learned it in a general way 
without getting any satisfactory knowledge of the cost before Mr. Leslie 
made his statement to the Board. 

Q. Governor, do you know what books Mr. Leslie kept in his office ? 

A. No, I do not; he had some books, a pile of books and a desk, but: 
how carefully or in what manner they were kept I know but little about. 
You will remember that I stated to you that one month after the com- 
mencement of the purchase of lands I became dissatisfied with the un- 
busingss-like manner in which it was done, and refused to have anything 
to do with it; nor did I have anything to do with it until the end of the 
next session, the session when the $500,000 was appropriated, and then 
Mr. Leslie had gone out of office and we had commenced our efforts to 
find out what he had done. 

Q. Did you ever think to see whether there was anything in those 
books or not? 

A. I never did. 

Q. Well, Governor, was the experiment of Mr. DeLarge's buying 
land any more propitious to the State than Mr. Leslie's? 

A. Yes; I think that the purchases that DeLarge made were (if the 
Land Commission was justified at all in making purchases) better than 
most of those Mr. Leslie made, or those made under his administration, 
though even on them I learned that there were extravagant prices paid 
for the lands—more than they could have been bought for by private in- 
dividuals. The fact was, that I was thoroughly disgusted with the whole 
thing. Persons were at the Land Commissioner trying to sell worthless 
lands at two or three times their value, and I felt it was a disgrace to 
any person connected with it; and I don't think there was ever a meet- 
ing of the Board when I was present that there was not a good deal of 
unkindly feeling resulting from it, because I gave a great deal of trouble 
to the Land Commissioner and the others before I would approve of 
any purchase, for I suspected everything, and I tried to prevent fraud ; but 
it was utterly impossible, and it did not matter whether I approved or 
not, for they purchased just the same. 


Q. Did the Advisory Board authorize Mr. Parker, the Treasurer, to 
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pay for any lands for which the deed was not approved by the Attorney 
General ? , 

A. No, sir; that is, that kind of authority was never given in my 
presence. If there was anything done, which I learned subsequently 
there was, it was done in a very loose way and I had no knowledge of 
it. If you had the records, you would see that the number of purchases 
I approved were very small and for very inconsiderable sums of money. 

Q. Do you knoy where the applications with the approvals are? 

A. Idonot. They were in the hands of the Comptroller General, Neagle, 
when [ went out of office. He turned them over to his successor in 
office. A 

Q. Was Mr. Hoge his successor ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is, I am certain that he turned them over to his sue- 
cessor, yet I have no means of knowing, only he stated he did. I have 
not had oceasion'to inquire about the records; and Dr. Neagle stated 
that he had turned all the records over to his successor in office. 

Q. By way of refreshing your recollection, Governor, if I am not 
mistaken Dr. Neagle, in his evidence, made this statement: That neither 
the Advisory Board nor the Attorney General issued warrants on the 
Treasurer, but the deeds, together with the applications and the approvals, 
were turned over to him, and, on that being done, he was authorized to 
pay the consideration in the deed. 

A. I never understood that that kind of authority was given—that he 
was made custodian of the deeds—I never understood that; but I un- 
derstood this—that he should pay no mqney except on the order of the 
Advisory Board. At the first organization of the Board, it was sup- 
posed and understood that the Land Commissioner would approve of the 
purchase, ahd would lay it before the Advisory Board, and if they be- 
lieved it to be a good purchase they would also sign their approval. The 
Land Commissioner’s duty was to see that the deed was made out and. 
placed in his hands and was turned over to the Attorney Genetal who 
examined it, and on the approval of the Attorney General the Treasurer 
was authorized to pay. But I always supposed that the deeds remained 
in the custody of the Treasurer. 

Q. Dr. Neagle said the purchaser would take the deed and go before 
the Attorney General, and then the Attorney General would examine it, 
and then he would go into the Treasurer's office and get his money ? 

A. I was not aware that that was the way it was done; I did not sup- 
poseit was. The number of purchases was so few before I declined to 
serve, that that regulation was not adopted. After Mr. Leslie went out, 
to carry out my notion of what the proceedings of the Advisory Board 
should be, I required that the Land Commissioner (we met once each 
week)—that the Land Commissioner should present his applications for 
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purchase; we would approve of them if we regarded them as proper, . 


legitimate purchases; he would then get the deeds made out by the 
party selling and submit them to the Attorney General, and on their be- 
ing submitted to the Attorney General, and his approval being obtained, 
he gave the party an order on the Treasurer. I am certain that that was 
the policy pursued under DeLarge, giving the party a statement of the 
fact that the lands had been purchased and an order upon the State 
Treasurer to pay the money. E ' 

Q. Do you remember, Governor, that there was a change when De- 
Large went into office—that he insisted upon his right to receive the 
money and pay it out, and that the Treasurer after that really did pay 
the money to Mr. DeLarge? 

A. Mr. DeLarge, on coming into office, demanded that the $500,000 
of bonds should be placed in his hands to dispose of and to hold the 
money. I remember that I objected, and Mr. DeLarge was very much 
offended and said : “ You won't trust me because I am a nigger.” I re- 
plied: “No white man who was no more responsible would ask to have 
the charge of so many bonds.” I remember that distinetly ; but I don’t 
know, I would not be positive, as to whether he succeeded in his arrange- 
ments whether the money should be paid to DeLarge or not; but I 
think that that is very doubtful. I think the drafts were given directly 
by theState Treasurer to the parties selling the land ; that is my recol- 
lection of it. 

Q. Is there any other matter connected with it that you would like to 
state particularly connected with Mr. Leslie's management of the Com- 
mission—anything that you can think of either for or against him ? 

A. No; there is nothing that I can think of now that would have any 
bearing on the case. 

By Mr. Livingstone: 

Q. Do you know anything about the purchase of the Burroughs! tract? 
It seems from the notations in pencil that the land was purchased, and 
that $14,000. was paid to somebody. I want to know to whom that 
$14,000 was paid, and how it was paid ? e 

A. Well, I will state all I know about it and all I know about the 
payment. So far as the payment is concerned. I don't know to whom 
the money was paid, but I supposed it was paid to Governor Moses, who 
was the Speaker of the House of Representatives. Governor Moses made 
application to the Board to parchase that body of land, and got the re- 
commendations of the members of the Legislature and other parties in Ker- 
shaw County to buy the land at $30,000. It seemed to me such an extrava- 
gant expenditure of money in one locality, as only $200,000 had been 
appropriated, that I objected to it at first on that ground. Secondly: 
On seeing from the number of acres that it was at a price about three 
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times what lands of the very best quality could be purchased at in the 
State, and, as I stated, I procured the services of three different persons 
to go there and investigate the matter. All of them reported substan- 
tially the price that Moses demanded for it, a little less perhaps, but 
finally he agreed to take $22,500. A few days after the approval had 
been made to the purchase at that price, although very much against my 
judgment, I was in Mr. Leslie's office, and there found a letter from Mr. 


"Burroughs offering the sameland atthree dollars per acre, or about that. I 


remember distinctly of having spoken very decidedly to Mr. Leslie about 
not having exhibited those papers when he knew I was making such an 
effort to discover the true value of the land. Mr. Leslie's excuse was that 
he did not know that the letter referred to thesame lands Moses was selling. 
Iknow I thought Mr. Leslie had not been sufficiently careful in knowing 
exactly what he was doing ; that it was his duty to go upon the lands 
and examine.them in person, and then he would have been able to have 
said to us: “We cannot buy it; it is not a proper body of land for you 
to buy.” or have given his recommendation. When I discovered that, I 
made a demand immediately that the purchase should be cancelled, and 
either Governor Moses or his friends, or some of them, who seemed to 
be desirous that he should make the sale, proposed to refund or reduce 
the price that was to have been paid' $8,000, making $14,500, and 
claimed that the price demanded by Burroughs would have been between 
$12,000 and $13,090, and he would only get $1,500 over and above what 
it could have been bought from Burroughs for. I felt so disgusted at 
the loose manner in which he (Leslie) did business, and the unreliability 
of men in whose integrity I had placed the greatest confidence, that I 
had declined to have anything further to do with the purchase of lands. 

Q. Do you believe that $14,000 was paid for the tract ? 

A. I think it was. I understood it was. 

Q. Do you or do you not know whether $14,000 was paid before or 
after the making of the deed ? 

A. I do not know that. 

Q. I want to know whether $14,000 was paid before Moses made the 
deed to the land or afterward ? 

A. That I cannot tell. It was impossible for me to give personal 
supervision to all the details that the law devolved upon other parties. 
The law made it the duty of the Attorney General to look after the 
deed, and the Land Commissioner had some duties to perform in that 
respect, and I took it for granted that they were discharging their duty 
in some measure; but I regret to say that I felt outraged, and grieved at: 
it, that those duties in many cases were not performed at all; and, while 
Mr. Leslie may be able to shirk the responsibility that attached to him, 
I feel that he was very culpable in not carrying out my wishes at that 
time, as it was a matter of the highest importance. 
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Q. Do you remember what time the bargain for the place was made ? 

A. L think it was in October, 1869; I won't be confident. 

Q. Do you know anything, Governor, in regard to the purchase of a 
tract of land in York County—the two Lowery tracts ? 

A. I was aware that Dr. Lowery sold some land. I have heard it 
spoken of frequently since by Dr. Neagle and I might confound any 
ideas I got at that time with what he has said since. Dr..Neagle claimed 
that as he was from York and the Representatives from there endorsed 
the purchase of lands from Dr. Lowery, that the Advisory Board had no 
right to investigate farther than that, and that that should be satisfac- 
tory as justifying them in making the purchase. The Doetor claimed 
that he approved of the purchases made by the Board on the representa- 
tion of those members of the Advisory Board from the section where 
the land was purchased, aud he approved on their assurance that it was 
a good purchase ; and he stated that he expected the same thing to be 
done in his Couaty. 

Q. Do you know anything about the purchase of the Huguenin tract, 

o 


in Richland County ? 


A. L knew nothing about it until long after it was purchased. Ieould ` 
have bought it fur one third what it was purchased for. I remember | 


when I learned what had been paid for it I found serious fault with it, 
because I could have bought it for one-third what the Board paid for it. 
That was one of the purchases made, I thought, clandestinely, and it was 
intimated that it was bought for the purpose of preventing DeLarge 
from having any money to spend. There was scarcely a piece of land 
bought that L got knowledge of afterwards that I do not remember 
about. Those I got any knowledge about I remember about, and per- 
haps know more about them than the men who managed the sales. Mr. 
Leslie and the Advisory Board were unfit for the duties imposed upon 
them. Somebody made a large amount of it, or otherwise it is a wonder 
that any of them are worth a single farthing if they managed their own 
affairs the way they did those of the Land Commission. 


Cross-Examination.—By Mr. Leslie: 


Q. Governor, you say that after the purchase of the Burroughs ‘and 
Moses tract you became very disgusted and quit the Advisory Board 
quit acting with them, and you did so because you were dissatisfied as to 
the value of that tract of land. I ask you now if I approved of that 
purchase? 

A. I cannot answer that question, whether you approved it or not. 


You certainly have not forgotten that I urged you repeatedly to go and 


examine the property! My dissatisfaction arose from the fact’ of the 


facility with whieh persons making applications to sell lands could do 


| 
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so at exorbitant prices without any apparent regard on the part of either 
the Land Commissioner or the Advisory Board to find out its real value ; 
and my dissatisfaction with Mr. Lestie was because he declined or failed 
to make a personal investigation as'to the value of property. But as to 
whether he approved of the purchase or not, I don't know; I cannot 
recollect. 

Q. Now, if I had approved of that purchase, why were ee agents 
sent ? 

A. What agents? 

Q. You sent some parties to ascertain its value. I ask you to refresh 
your recollection on the matter, and see if you cannot answer? 

A. If it was:true that you approved of it, it was certainly a fact that 
I had no confidence in your approval. 

Q. Do you know who of the Advisory Board approved of it? 

A. I approved it myself. 

Q. Who else? 

A. All the balance except Mr. Cardozo. There were frequent conver- 
sations between Mr. Leslie and myself about that previous to my ap- 
proval of the purchase, and I demanded that Mr. Leslie should go and 
examine the property. , Mr. Leslie either refused to go or failed to go 
and do so. I cannot now remember which. Somebody was constantly 
urging me to approve of the purchase, whether it was Mr. Leslie, or 
whether it was some of the members of the Advisory Board, or Governor 
Moses, I don't know; but I am satisfied it was not Governor Moses. He 
may have spoken to me, but hé was very reticent, I remember, and dis- 
tant about ever talking to me on the subject. The persistent urging on 
me by the parties who wanted it purchased caused me to institute the 
investigation. I have spoken of — of sending different parties theré 
to examine and report as to its value. Certainly my impression was 
that Mr. Leslie had approved that purchase. 

Q. Don’t you know, Governor, that when Frauklin J. Moses made the 
applieation, or whenever it was, I told you I had no confidence in him 
whatever, and would not approve of it, certainly without seeing it? 

A. No; I don't remember that; I don't remember that you said that ; 
but I do remember distinctly that I urged you to go and see it. 

Q. How long was it, to the best of your knowledge, from the time the 
application was made, until the sale of it? Was it ten days, or two 
weeks, or three weeks ? 

A. It was more thana month; it was among the very first applica- 
tions that were made. I did not then know Governor Moses, 

Q.. Will you swear, Governor, that-I did not tell you that I would 
refuse to approve of that purchase because I had no confidence in the 
man ? 
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A. No, I will not. I am under oath now. I will simply give my 
impressions. It is too long ago; and what I desire to say is this: I 
supposed that you had approved ofthe purchase. -I will say, at the same 
time, that you may not have approved of it at all. Had I been asked 
whether Mr. Leslie approved of that or not I should have said he did. 

' Q. You insisted on my going up there and looking at the land, that is 
true. Now, did I promise you, personally, that I would go on some 
definite day and examine the land? 

A. You may have done so; my recollection is that you quibbled and 
equivocated and did not seem disposed to go, yet I have the impression ` 
that you did tell me you would go. 

Q. On that very day that I was first to go, don’t you remember that 
there was a sale of public land at Barnwell, at public outery, and that 
was the reason I assigned why [ could not go? 

A. I do recollect that you gave that reason for not going to examine 
it. 

Q. Then you and I had another conversation, at which you insisted x 
should go. Didn’t you say to me, “Now, Leslie, will you go and look at 
that land to-morrow?” aud didn’t I say that I would go on the next 
day? P 

A. I will say this, now that you bring it to my mind—it is confirmatory 
of what I said—you did promise to go repeatedly, and you failed to go, 
and left the impression on my mind that you did not want tb go. 

Q. I ask you, Governor, if, at the last time I fixed to go, it was not 
agreed between me and you that I should go the same as to-morrow, and 
if the Advisory. Board did not order that sale within a half hour after 
that—if the Advisory Board did not meet, and, with yourself, order the 

* purchase? 

A. [ baye no recollection as to the facts. 

Q. Will you swear it is not so? 

A. No; but I will tell you now what circumstances are connected 
with that purchase that make me think that your recollection of things 
is too well reached. First, Mr. Jillson was applied to to give some infor- 
mation; I wrote to Mr. Southern in reference to it. R 

Q. In reference to this Moses purchase of the Burroughs tract, in 
Kershaw County: when the application was made to me for my approval 
as Land Commissioner and I refused to approve it, reporting that fact 
to you and to the State Treasurer, because I did not have confidence in 
the representations of the gentleman offering to make the sale, and you 
thought better that I should go and see it for myself, and that I fixed 
a day to go, which was perhaps a week off; that in the meantime some 
gentleman or other, whoever it was, had taken the pains to go and look 
at the land and gave a certificate about it, and that certificate was . 
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shown to me; and that I told you that that man was not an honest man, 

evidently, 1 could see that, and that I would not endorse any such pur- 

chase in that way until I saw it; then I fixed another day to go, but did 

not go because I had to attend a sale in Barnwell County; in the meantime’ 
Dr. Ensor had gone up there and looked over theland and came back and 

said it was worth $8 or $10 per acre, more even than Moses had asked“ 
for it; that I then told you and told the Treasurer that I was satisfied 

that Dr. Ensor’s statement was just like the other man’s statement, all 

in the interest of Moses, and that I would not still endorse it without 

seeing it; then I promised you, the same as to-morrow or the next day, 

to go personally myself and look at it and ascertain its value, whether 

it was desirable land to purchase or not, and that, within half an hour 

after the agreement between yourself and me that I should go the next 

day to look at it, the Advisory Board had ordered it purchased and paid 

over the money ? 

A. In the first place, I have no recollection of your having said to me 
anything about your confidence in Moses, and indeed it was not for some 
time that I knew that Moses was the seller of the land, nor should it 
have been a matter of confidence of the Land Commissioner in anybody. 
My request was that you should simply discharge a duty by going to it 
and examining the land and then reporting whether it was a proper 
purchase or not. My recollection is, as I have stated before, that 
you failed or refused to do so. Whether von promised and did 
not go, or did not promise to go, I cannot now recollect; but, 
as I have stated before, what disgusted me was your quibbling 
about discharging a duty, and that you stated to me not only 
then, but repeatedly, that you did not regard it as your duty to go 
and personally examine the lands, and I also had that same trouble with 
your successor. In the purchase of that tract of land, I regarded your 
refusal or failure to examine the land as purely from a desire either that 
it should be bought without your examination at the price asked or that 
you did not feel disposed to perform that amout of labor. That was my 
impression, and if I approved of the purchase, (which I don't remember 
that I did), it was after getting an examination of it, and all parties had 
put it at two or three times more than it was worth; all had stated that. 
Mr. Leslie may have stated those things to other parties, but not to me, 
and I certainly was under the impression that he had approved of it ; 
and as for his stating to me that he would not advise the purchase with- 
out going to see it, I am certain he is mistaken about that, because it 
was my effort all the time to have the Land Commissioner examine all 
land before it was bought. — , 

Q. Burroughs sold this property to Moses; whom did you understand 
was trying to sell this land to the State? 

79 
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A. Burroughs, I understood, was the man ; I understood at that time . 


and until the final winding up, that Burroughs was the man who was 


selling the land. E 
* Q. How long after this purchase was made was it that you were in 
my office, as you speak of? 

A. I eannot undertake now to say how long. 

Q. Was it not some time after ? 

A. It may have been after. I discovered that it was Moses’ as soon 
as the purchase was made. I was told then that Moses was selling this 
land. 

.Q. When you came down there didn’t I tell you: “I have found out 
that that transaction is a fraud. I have made a discovery of a letter 
from a man by the name of Burroughs, in Kershaw, where he offered to 
sell to me the same land for $11,000, and those endorsements are a 
fraud ?” 

A. Yes, sir; you did. 

Q. I brought it out of my own accord? 

A. Yes, sir; of course I could not have brought it out myself. 

‘Q. You did not know it was there? 

A. No, sir. 

[Note by the Chairman: The letter was received on or before the time 
'the first application was made by Gov. Moses.] 

By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. If I understand that Chesterfield purchase, I did approve that—I 
believe I did. Now, I want to know from you one thing, if, at the time 
it was made, it was not early in the beginning of our Land Commission 
purchases; if it was not among the early purchases made in that 
County ? 

A. Now, I want to give you my reasons for thinking it was not. After 
you went out of office I objected to the payment of drafts drawn in favor 
of Mr. Donaldson on Mr. Kimpton; some of them had been paid, and 
two or three of them had not been paid, and it only came to my know- 
ledge after you went out of office; so that I cannot say when the pur- 
‘chase was made. I went to the Treasurer and told him he must not pay 
ang more of those drafts of Donaldson's, that we were crushed almost 
out of existence, and yet he was paying out those large sums of money 
on purchases of worthless lands ; and Donaldson came to me and begged 
me not to interfere; that he had got part of the money, and that this 
‘was the remainder. The drafts had gone on to New York, and Kimpton 
wrote me a letter: “ For God's sake not to refuse payment then, as a 
protest of a draft of the State Treasurer would ruin the credit of the 
State.” I was unacquainted sufficiently with general business as to fear 
that it might, and I yielded to the pressure.that was brought to bear 
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upon me, so far as to let it be paid, as part of it had been paid, and it 
was represented to me that it was a very fine body of land. Mr. Donald- 
son at the same time asked that I would approve of another large body 
of land near Cheraw. 

By the Chairman : 

Q. I understand you to say that Mr. Donaldson had charge of the 
sale ? 

| A. Yes, sir; I never heard of Mr. Fox being connected with it before. 

Q. It is this $36,000 purchase that I am referring to ? 

A. Yes, sir; I refer to that. 

By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Was not- Mr. Donaldson at that time a member of the Senate? 

Ar Yes sir: 

- Q. Was there any Senator, Governor, whose word at that time stood 
higher than that of that same man? 

A. Ithink he stood very fair here. 

Q. Asan honorable and fair man, and his official conduct will so 
show it? 

A. I would at that time have taken his word for most anything, be- 
cause I knew but little of him. 

Q. But his official conduct was in every respect proper ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is right. 

Q. Do you remember if Mr. Donaldson presented a long, or what pur- 
ported to be, a petition of the people of that County, asking its purchase? 

A. No,sir; I did not know anything about it until long after it was 
made, in fact, until the drafts had been drawn and a part of them paid. 
It was some time in March that I discovered it. 

Q. You stated that Donaldson had stated to you that he did not make 
any money out of the first sale; that the profits went off to somebody 
else. Now,sir, do you say that Mr. Donaldson said he paid me one 
dollar or one cent of it? Do you wantit to be understood in that way ? 

A. No; I did not intimate that he had said he had paid you a cent. 
Mr. Donaldson stated to me that out of this purchase for which these 
drafts were issued he had not made a dollar ; that it had all gone to other 
parties; that Mr. Parker had promised that the tract near Cheraw should 
be purchased, and that the profits on that should be his, and left the 
impression on my mind that Mr. Parker aud he had effeeted the arrange- 
ment of the sale, and I positively declined and told him that if Mr. 
Parker and the balance of the Advisory Board persisted in the purchase 
of that other traet that I would take measures to put a stop to any pay- 
ments being made, because I regarded this sand hill purchase of his as 
an infamous fraud. Then it was he said to me the money was made by 
other parties, leaving the impression on my mind that the transaction 
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was made with Mr. Parker and not with Mr. Leslie, because this was after ` 


“Mr. Leslie was out of office some considerable time. 


Q. You stated that you supposed I took the deeds, and that Mr. Parker 


paid for the land ? . 
A. Yes, sir; although I don't know anything partieular about it. 


Q. May it not have been true that Mr. Parker took the deeds as his 
voucher for the payments of the moneys ? : 
A. Yes, sir; that may be true, and 1 understand since that he did so 
. Yes, sir; 
in some instances, not in every Instance. 
Q. In what instance did I take the deed ? y y 
A. I don’t know of any, and I could not name any in which he took 


' the deed; I can only say that was the practice. 


Q. Governor, while you acted as a member of that Advisory Board, and 
Las Land Commissioner, do you know of any corrupt or dishonest act 
committed by meas a member of that Land Commission. If you do 
“state it? 

A. I do not know, Mr. Leslie, of any dishonest or corrupt act that you 
have committed. 

Q. Did the Advisory Board purchase any land without my approval 
in any case or cases ? 

A. None that I know of. I was always under the impression that the 
Advisory Board never purchased land without the recommendation of 
the Land Commissioner. q 

Q. Did the Advisory Board order the Chester purchase ? 

A. I don’t know. I remember this in reference to that, and perhaps 
some other purchases—that there was considerable feeling and conflict 
between yourself and some members of the Advisory Board. 

Q. Governor, I want to ask you why it is that you insisted upon me 
visiting that tract of land that was offered for sale. I ask you if it is not 
a notorious fact that. while you were connected with the Land Com- 
mission and it became generally known that the Land Commission was 
open for business, there was not probably two or three hundred applica- 
tions a day coming to my office for the sale of land? Task you how you 
could reasonably ask me to examine all the applications that came Zo 
me? Ñ 

A. Ycu are correct in your statement of the large number of applica- 
tions made to sell land to the State; but I never expected you to go and 
make an inspection of every tract of land—the land of every person who 
desired you to purchase it. I expected you would determine how much 
land you would buy in each County with the limited amount of means 
you had, and would take your time; probably it would take you one whole 
year to spend that amount of money; and that you would acquire such 
information as would enable you to buy intelligently. 
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Q. If my story about the Kershaw purchase was correct, don't it look | 
rather discouraging, and as if it would not make much difference whether 
I went or not? P 

A. If my story in regard to the purchase? My recollection is correct, 
and your own statement about equivocating and postponing it from time 
to time is correct. I want to know if it was not enough to discourage me 
from endeavoring to get any knowledge through you of the lands? For 
the very reason that Mr Leslie did not go, failed to go, I assented to 
this purchase, and took it on the recommendation of other men, whom 
I supposed to be fully of as good judgment as Mr. Leslie as to the value 
of land. 

Q. You stated here on your direct examination that you saw the deed 
to the Schley purchases, and that it was dated the 26th or 27th of March ? 

A. Ithink it was the 25th or 26th of March. 

Q. And you have always understood that that purchase was made 
after I went out of office? 

A. That was the information I received after requiring that an inves- 
tigation be made into it. I was the only one to go with Mr. Cardozo, 
who was making the igsue about the purchase, and I insisted upon Mr. 
Cardozo going down and investigating the whole subject, and my infor- 
mation mainly came from Mr. Cardozo. That is to say that the lands 
were purchased after you went out of office, and to the best of my recol- 
lection one of the deeds was then of record showing that the deed had 
been made on the 25th and 26th of March, when Mr. Leslie had gone 
out of office on the 2d of March. 

By Mr. Livingston : 

Q. That was in Charleston ? 

A. In Charleston. 

Q. Was Mr. Leslie efhpowered to make any purchases after he went 
out of office? 

A. No. I 

Q. How is it, then, that the deeds were made to him ten or twelve 
months after he went out of office? 

A. They were only made a month or two after he went out of office. 
That I cannot answer. 

By Mr. Leslie : 

Q. You said that the bonds were not delivered to me, and that the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds were not delivered to me, and you say that the 
Treasurer paid for the land. Now, if the Treasurer took the deed in 
every case as a voucher for his payment, will you please tell the Com- 
mittee what report you expected me to make—what report I could make ? 

A. All I have to say is that I was not aware until I commenced my 
testimony that the Treasurer did take the deeds. I supposed that the 
deeds were in the hands of the Land Commissioner. 
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Q. My question is: What report could I have made? b : 

A. Isupposed that the Land Commissioner had the deeds in his pos- 
session, and that the Treasurer having charge of the funds paid them 
out on such a voucher asthe Land Commissioner would give him as would 
satisfy him ; that he paid out on the order or personal application or 
whatever means of knowing the Treasurer had adopted for that purpose, 
and therefore I expected a report; but if Mr. Leslie's statement is true 
that the deeds were always turned over to the Treasurer, of course he 
could not have had much to have made a report on. But that is a mat- 
ter of argument. 


In Reply—By Mr. Livingston: 


Q. In relation to the deeds from Schley, I suppose, Governor, you speak 
simply from representations made to you at the time and not from an 
inspection of the deeds? 

— A. Yes, sir; I simply speak from recollection of what Mr. Cardozo 
stated after he went to Charleston and made the investigation. He then 
stated that one deed was recorded on the 26th of, March. Now, it may 
be that the deed made to Schley was only made on the 26th of March, I 
would not be positive whether it was a deed made to the Land Commis- 
sion on the 26th of March, or the deed made to Schley on that date from 
the original owner of the land. But that Mr. Cardozo stated that the 
purchase had not been made until Mr. Leslie went out of office—I am 
very positive about that, whatever his recollection may be now. 

By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Do you know who approved of that purchase ? 

A. I have heard. 

Q. Who did.you hear that from ? . 

A. I heard from the parties themselves. It came to my knowledge ; 
we had a good deal of discussion on the subject, and I heard that the 
Treasurer, the Comptroller General and the Attorney General approved 
of it, three of them. Mr. Cardozo (he was on the Advisory Board) 


claimed, and I am satisfied he was correct, that he knew nothing 
about it. 


By Mr. Livingston : 

Q. In regard to this purchase in Abbeville County, which was made 
on the 29th of November, 1868, I suppose you don't know anything 
about the real price agreed upon between the seller and the purchaser ? 

* A. I don't, sir. 
Q. Do you know how the payment was made on that land ? 
A. I don’t recollect the price. I knewat the time, but I do not recol- 
. lect now how the payments were made or to. whom payment was made. 
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It seems to me that Governor Orr came down here and got the money 
from somebody ; I am not certain. 

By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Do you know that it was Governor Orr that made and effected 
that sale? 

A. Oh, yes; I know it. 

Q. That the price he stated it was worth was precisely what the State 
paid for it? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. 

Q. It was upon his representations of the price of it, and at that pre- 
cise figure ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is my recollection of it. It was through his influ- 
ence. I know what he said influenced my action in it. Governor Orr 
was a prominent man in whom I had the greatest confidence. 

By Mr. Livingston: 

Q. At that time, had the bonds been disposed of? 

A. No; I think not; they could not have been disposed of; they were 
in the hands of the Financial Agent.

WEDNESDAY, February 16, 1876. 

Hon. F. L. Cardozo, State Treasurer, having been called and duly 
sworn, testified, in answer to questions, as follows: 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, what years were you Secretary of State? — | 

A. From July, 1868, to the 1st of December, 1872. I think my 
commission dates the 10th of July, 1868, and I was there until I took 
the Treasury office in 1872. 

Q. During the time you were Secretary of State, Mr. Leslie was Land 
Commissioner and you were, ex officio, one of the members of the 
Advisory Board ? 

A. The Land Commis.ion Act.was passed ih March, 1869, designat- 
ing the Secretary of State as, ew officio, a member of the Advisory 
Board. The Board took no action in the way of making purchases 
until October, 1869 ; then two purchases were made, one in Kershaw 
County and one in Lexington County. (Of course, the Board in the 
meantime had met and elected Mr. Leslie Land Commissioner, prior to 
the purchases.) I did not vote for Mr. Leslie as Land Commissioner. 
The second purchase made, which was the tract of land in Lexington 
County, I had information in regard to which satisfied me that the pus- 
chase was a corrupt one, and I brought charges against Mr. Leslie 
before the Board to have him removed from the position of Land Com- 
missioner. The Board decided not to remove him, and I declined to 
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to-operate with the Board any further, until the 1st of March, 1870, 
when I was requested to participate with the Board for the purpose of 
removing Mr. Leslie and appointing Mr. DeLarge; and I did so; and 
then co-operated with the Board until March, 1872, when the office of 
Land Commissioner was abolished, and tbe duties of the Land Commis- 
sioner turned over to the Secretary of State. 

Q. Do you only remember two purchases that were made by Mr. 
Leslie until you retired from acting with the Board ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Please specify them ? 

A. The purchase in Kershaw County and the purchase in Lexington 
County. 
= Q. From whom was the land purchased in Kershaw County, Mr. 

Cardozo ? 
A. I think that land was purchased from Ex-Governor Moses. 
Q. It was the Burroughs tract of land, I suppose? 
A. I think it was that tract, sir. 
Q. Did you join with the Board in advising the purchase of the Bur- 
_roughs tract of land in Kershaw ? 

A. The purchase was made in my absence, at $21,000, to the best of 
my recollection, and when I was informed of it I was told it was not 
worth as much as that; and at a subsequent meeting of the Board, 
before the. purchase was executed, I moved that $14,000 be given for it. 
I think about that sum, not more than $14,000; and the land was pur- 
chased at that amount. 

Q. Was that amount full, or was it about proper, from your present 
idea of the value of the land? 

A. From information given to me at that time, that was about the 
value of the land. 

Q. From subsequent information ? 

+A, From subsequent information. I think that land sold for that 
price. There were two purchases made in Kershaw County, and I think 
that both realized about the amount paid, for them. > 


» 


Q. From whom was the tract in Lexington, of which you speak, pur- 
chased ? 


A. Dr. Ensor. 

Q. You stated, Mr. Cardozo, that you was satisfied that there was 
corruption in that purchase, Will you please just state in what that con- 
sisted, and who were implicated ? 

* A. Dr. Ensor informed me in my office as Secretary of State that Mr. 
Leslie had made corrupt proposals to him about it, and upon the face of 
that testimony I made charges against Mr. Leslie in the Advisory Board 
of the Land Commission, and when Dr. Ensor was examined he declined - 
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to give the same testimony that he had told me of; I remember very 
distinctly that he declined also to be sworn—would not be sworn in 
giving his testimony—and, of course, as he did not reproduce the same 
testimony he gave me, the matter fell through, and I was satisfied in my | 
own mind from what he had told me, and more confirmed by his refusing 
to be sworn. 

Q. Did he specify in what the corruption: consisted, or what the pro- 
posals were? 

A. Well, it is a long time ago, ever since October, 1869, and I don't 
very distinetly recollect in what particular form the corrupt proposals 
consisted. My impression is that it was a proposition to ask more for 
the land than it was worth and divide the profits between them. 

Q. Was there anything said about the consideration mentioned in the 
deed, Mr. Cardozo? y 
- A. No, sir; not to my recollection. The deed specified the sum that 
was to begiven for the land—the consideration of the purchase—that 
was my recollection. 

Q. Was it to express any more? 

A. Oh, yes; the deed was to express the sum that was to be given. 

Q. And that he was to take in payment a less sum than that? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Those two transactions, then, as far as the purchase of lands were 
concerned, were the only transactions that you took into consideration 
during Mr. Leslie’s administration ? 

A. Well, in one sense, they were; and yet, in another, they were not. 
Those are the only two that I took any part in during Mr. Leslie’s ad- 
ministration; but when, on the 1st of March, 1870, I again co-operated 
with the Board in removing Mr. Leslie and electing Mr. DeLarge, I re- 
member that several large purchases in Charleston were made, dated, I 
think, about the very period of the removal of Mr. Leslie, or perhaps a 
day or two before. Zéi 

Q. When was the Schley purchase made? 

A. On the 25th of February, I think. Those purchases were made by 
Mr. Leslie at that time, and I remember that they gave rise to a great 
deal of discussion in the Board, because the pay for them had to come 
out of the $500,000 of bonds voted on the 1st of March, 1870, and they 
were made when there was no money in the Treasury from the $200,000 
of bonds issued in 1869; and the question made by those of us who 
co-operated with the Board or who opposed the purchase was that Mr. 
Leslie had no money to make the purchases, which were for a very large 
amount, about $120,000, and they had to come out of the appropriation 
for Mr. DeLarge to spend, made the 1st of March, 1870, which was the 
date of the Act making the second appropriation of $500,000 of bonds, 
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and which was the date of Mr. DeLarge’s election. I was not acting 
with the Board prior to March, 1870, that is, between October, 1869, 
and March, 1870, when those purchases were made. I remember after I 
did co-operate with the Board, in March, we discussed those purchases 
and thought they were very injudicious. 

Q. Are you satisfied, Mr. Cardozo, that those purchases really had been 
made during Mr. Leslie's administration ? 

A. Yes, sir; I guess they were made at that time, because Mr. Leslie 
approved the deeds, to the best of my knowledge and recollection. I 
think his name is on them. When I became Secretary of State, I came 
into possession of those deeds. The money was paid prior to the removal 
of Mr. Leslie and the election of MT. DeLarge; so the Treasurer, Mr. 
Parker, informed me. He was made Treasurer of the Board, and he paid 
for the purchases generally by drafts on Mr. Kimpton; and he told us 
that he had paid for those purchases made by Mr. Leslie. The bonds, 
so far as I understood the method of it, were sent to Mr. Kimpton, and 
then the Treasurer paid for purchases that were ordered by the Board by 
drafts upon Mr. Kimpton, with the understanding that Mr. Kimpton 
was to be reimbursed from the sale of the bonds. I know the purchases 
were not made by DeLarge, and when I co-operated with the Board, in 
March, 1870, they were already made and sent in to the Board as trans- 
actions already accomplished. s 

Q. Now, Mr. Cardozo, on the whole subject of when the purchase 
was made, and how you obtained knowledge of the facts, and your con- 
clusion upon the whole matter. Just commence now and state it in your 
own language ? i 

A. When I commenced to co-operate with the Board in the beginning, 
or on the Ist of March, 1870, these deeds for the Schley purchases in 
Charleston and the purchase in Colleton Counties were presented to the 
Board as purchases made. I was surprised at their large amount; I 
thiak it was $120,000, something like that, and I objected to Mr. Leslie's 
making those purchases. We were presented with these deeds and told it 
was done. I objected to the price Mr. Leslie paid for them. It struck 
me as being just such: another transaction as the one I left the Board for, 
and I remember being very much provoked on account of it. I went to 
Charleston and made some investigation in the Register of Mesue Con- 
veyance office some time during that month of March ; and I discovered, 
in the transfer of deeds on the part of Mr. Schley and Mr. Z. B. Oakes, 
that the real transfer of the deeds was subsequently to the 1st of March, 
and, while the deeds were made to the State on the part of Mr. Schley 
through the late Mr. Oakes, that they actually did not own the land at 


the time they made the transfer. I therefore concluded that the deeds- 


were antedated by the parties so as to get it into Mr. Leslie's time before 
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I co-operated with the Board, because they felt pretty sure that Mr. 
DeLarge and myself, perhaps, and some others might have objected. So 
they antedated the deed and paid the money, I suppose. That is my re- 
collection of those purchases. 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, was there anything on the papers? I understand that 
there were two papers—one the deed of conveyance which was approved 
by the Attorney General, and then there was a paper like this, (showing 
a paper to witness,) with a description, and here (pointing to the back of 
the paper) were the approvals ? : 

A. Of the Advisory Board. 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. THat is the way we always approved of the purchase of lands. We 
never saw the deeds and never saw anything about the deeds only as 
they were afterwards called for. The party who wanted to sell generally 
made application to the Land Commissioner, describing his land, ete., 
and the members and the Land Commissioner approved or disapproved, 
as the case might be. If the Land Commissioner approved, he presented 
it to tbe Advisory Board at their meeting with his approval, and then 
he would generally answer the questions of the Advisory Board put to 
him with regard to the purchase, as to the nature of the land, etc., pro- 
posed to be purchased, and, if the examination was satisfactory, the 
Board generally approved of the purchase and signed their names on 
the back of such a paper as that. The payment of the money and the 
execution of the purchase was left to the Land Commissioner and the 
seller. 

Q. Did the Attorney General have anything to do with the deed, as to 
the proper form of it, etc.? 

A. It was understood that the Land Commissioner was to consult with 
the Attorney General upon the proper form of the deed and the investi- 
gation of the cireumstances of the purchase, and see if it was a proper 
Reg valid purchase. I do not know that the Land Commissioner always 
consulted with him about those purchases. 

Q. Well, do you know whether, when he was consulted and approved 
of it, he wrote on the deed “ approved,” and signed his name? 

A. Lreally don’t know what form they had between them. 

Q. Do or do you not remember, Mr. Cardozo, whether there were any 
of the papers of the Schley purchase that showed that Mr. Leslie did 
. approve the purchases? 

A. I never saw the application to purchase the Schley lands, and I 
never approved of it. I think the parties who approved of it were three 
members of the Board—a majority of the Board. I never saw the appli- 
cation for their purchase. I only saw the deeds when they came into my 
possession when I became ex officio Land Commissioner. 
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Q. Did the three members of the Board who approved of = pur- 
chase allege that they did it before or after the Ist of March, 1870? 

A. My recollection is that they did; but my recollection is not very 
distinct on that point. 

Q. If so, Mr. Cardozo, was it that they had done it prior to to the Ist 
of March, or subsequently to the 1st of March ? 

A. My recollection is that they did prior to the Ist of March. I was 
pretty regular in my attendance upon the Board, and made Secretary, or 
rather began to act as Secretary, after I co-operated with the Board, after 
the 1st of March, 1870. I kept the record— substantially a record and 
report of our proceedings; and the application for the purchase was 
never made after I was a member of the Board, because I remember 
that distinctly. It was executed ; it was done. 

Q. S ate, Mr. Cardozo, which three members of the Board were act- 
ing? i i 

A. Dr. Neagle, Mr. Parker and Mr. Chamberlain were the three who 
approved of the purchase. You say the three that were acting—I always 
understood that Governor Scott was acting; but I did not always under- 
stand that he approved of that purchase. 

Q. Did you have any other reason for believing that the deeds were 
antedated except the mere fact that you found the conveyances of the 

land to Mr. Oakes or Schley after the deeds had been made to Mr. Leslie ? 

A. No, sir; I had no other evidence than just that, and that I only 
came upon incidentally. I was not so much looking for the date as the 
price of the land. My object in making the investigation was to ascer- 
tain the real value of the lands by the transfer of the furmer deeds, and 
in doing that I*discovered that they were bought at a very much ad- 
vanced rate and that the conveyances were subsequent. 

Q. This conveyance to Mr. Oakes and Schley ? 

A. To Mr. Oakes and Schley. Mr. Oakes was a broker in Broad street, 
Charleston, and was the party who really effected the sale; but he bought 
them from the—or rather they were sold by the original owners to his 
son-in-law, Mr. Schley, first, and then by Mr. Schley to the State. 3 

Q. You have got no other information that would lead you to that 
cenclusion except the fact of the conveyances being executed subse- 
quently to the Ist of March, 1870? 

A. Yes, sir. To the best of my recollection. 


Q. And, from your recollection, it was never denied in the Board after . 


you went into it, and the purchases were not made while you were act- 
Ing as a member of the Board? 

A. It was never denied, but always admitted. It was made when I 
came there. It was considered as a thing that was done, and I was anxious 


to do the same with it that I had done with the Burroughs land—that is, 
reduce it, but I found it impossible, 
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Q. Do you remember what date, according to the record, the inter- 
mediate deed bore ? : 

A. I think it was in March. 

Q. The same year ? 

A. Oh, yes; the same year—-about three or Ps weeks later. 

Q. The different Sehley purchases amounted to about $120,000 you 
say ? 

A. To the best of my recollection; yes, sir. 

- Q. From what you could ascertain as to the value of those lands, ` 
what do you suppose would have been a fair valuation of them ? 

A. I remember, from the investigation I made at the time, that about 
$30,000 was their value. The price paid for them was about four times 
as much às they were sold for before. 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, were the lands at all suited for the object for which 
lands were purchased by the Land Commission ? 

A. Some of them were. I think those purchased in Colleton County 
were considered tolerably good and were sold at a tolerably fair rate ; 
but those in Charleston County, especially the one called Hell Hole 
Swamp, for which the largest amount was paid, was considered utterly 
worthless for the purposes of the Land Commission. 

Q. It has been alleged that inducements were offered Mr. Leslie to re- 
sign his office as Land Commissioner. Do you know anything of any 
inducements having been offered ? 

A. No, sir; I don't know anything of that. 

Witness, continuing: I spoke of Mr. Leslie having been removed by 
the Board. Itbink he resigned his position, and the Board elected Mr. 
DeLarge. I did not agree to co-operate with the Board until I was 
assured that Mr. Leslie would get out of the way. d 

Q. Butif any consideration was offered by any other member of the 
Advisory Board, or by any other person, you are not aware of it? 

A. No, sir; I am not aware of that. 

Q. During the time that Mr. Leslie was Land Commissioner, did he 
keep books or records and show what his transactions as Land Commis- 
sioner were? 

A. Well, when he was first appointed by the Board, eee was a clerk 
also furnished to him—he was Mr. Woodruff, the present Clerk of the 
Senate. But I have never seen any books kept by Mr. Leslie when he 
was Land Commissioner, and when I came into possession of the office 
.there were no records at all turned over to ine as kept by Mr. Leslie 
during the period when he had charge of the office of Land Commis- 
sioner. I have heard since that he did not keep any books at all. 

Q. When you became Land Commissioner, Mr. Cardozo, by virtue of 
your office as Secretary of State, from whom did you.receive the deeds 
and other papers connected with the office? 
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A. From Mr. Hayne, the present Secretary ‘of State, who was then 
ihe Land Commissioner, succeeding Mr. DeLarge. 

Q. Have you ever had any occasion, Mr. Cardozo, to investigate and 
ascertain how much money had bezn expended by Mr. Leslie in the 
purchase of lands during his administration of the office? 

A. When I became Land Commissioner, the 1st of March, 1872, from 
that period to the 1st of December, 1872, a period of nine months, I 
made a thorough investigation of the whole matter, so far as was in my 
power, with the papers and records before me, through a clerk then in 
my office and now the Governor's Private Secretary, Mr. Walter Jones, 
who was the clezk assigned to the duty of attendiug to the Land Com- 
mission department of the office, and had charge of the entire records, : 
and made a thorough investigation for me, and supplied me with all the ` 
facts referred to in wy report as Secretary of State for the fiscal year 
ending October 31st, 1872. 

Q. Your report, then, constituted an embodiment of everything that 
you could ascertain in relation to the office at that time? 

A. Yes, sir: 

Q. Is there anything, with your present knowledge upon the subject, 
Mr. Cardozo, that would lead you to change anything that is presented 
in that report ? 

A. No, sir; I have never had any information to lead me to doubt 
anything that I said at that time. I have never heard it questioned, or 
come across any information to dispute it. Mr. Jones was a very com- 
petent and reliable clerk, and very careful, and I was perfectly satisfied 
with the information he gave me, and embodied it in the report, and 
have never heard it contradicted since, and have never come across any 
information to dispute it. 

Q. Iseein that report that there is something over $220,000 more 
money expended than there is land to show for it. Are you able at this 
day to state how that occurred ? 

A. No, sir; that was just the question. I think I said in my report 
that in investigating the purchases either by the deeds themselves or by 
the records ôf the purchases, such as we were able to obtain, we coud 
not find that the amount of money as reported by the Treasurer as ex- 
peuded for the Land Commission—we could not find any deeds or records 
to that extent at tbat time. I remember that $220,000 were spent more 
than there were purchases of lands shown by the records or deeds. Of 
course, in taking the record of the Land Commission up to that period, 
I took it from the date of its beginning. Ei 

Q. Did you draw any distinction between the different administra- ^ 
tions—Mr. DeLarge's, Mr. Leslie’s or Mr. Hayne's—or could you do 
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that ? 
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A. I did not at that time. 

Q. Have you subsequently ? 

A. No,sir; I did not at that time nor subsequently. I cannot tell 
exactly from my recollection of the matter which one of them it was 
that expended more than he showed deeds for, but I think Mr. Jones 
can. If you call him, I think he can give you information more minute 
on that point than even I can. 

Q. When you commenced co-operating with the Board Ist of March 
1870. did you or did you not then endeavor to ascertain how much money 
had been expended by Mr. Leslie as Land Commissioner? 

A. Yes, sir; I tried all the time to learn from Mr. Parker how much 
money was expended and where we were, and I never could get the 
information from him. I remember that very distinctly because of a 
particular circumstance, and it was this question that arose in the Board 
as to whether we should expend the face value of the bonds or the 
amount of money that they produced from their sale. I took the ground 
that, to my mind, it seemed to me a matter of no question—that it should 
be the money that the bonds produced, for I did not know where the 
money was to come from ; and I was always trying to inquire fronf Mr. 
Parker what the bonds did produce, whether they were sold in fact, and, 
if sold, what they produced, and I never could get any information. 
Mr. Parker and I, in a word, were constantly quarreling about it. He 
would not give me the information I desired, and I would get indignant 
and say some pretty sharp things, and my subsequent action im the 
Board was not any more pleasant than the first. 

Q. Now, as Treasurer of the State, Mr. Parker's papers have come 
into your possession. Do they really exhibit how that large amount of 
money had been expended ? 

A. No, sir; I do not think they do. I have looked at the matter 
once or twice, since my induction into office as Treasurer, for the pur- 
pose of seeing whether my statements as Secretary of State were cor- 
rect; and I remember, in both cases, I was confirmed. But as to the 
manner and method in which that account was kept, I do not recollect 
distinctly or in detail, except this: that it was an account kept with Mr. 
Kimpton. Bonds were sent to Mr. Kimpton; payments were made by 
drafts upon Mr. Kimpton. Those facts I distinctly remember. Now, 
as to the details of the purchase, I think my bookkeeper, Mr. Minton, 
can give you any information you may desire on that point. 

Q. Did he keep the account of the Land Commissioner separated 
from the others, or did he mix them up in such a way that it would be 
impossible to ascertain ? 

A. I think he kept a separate account with the Land Commission, 
because, as I said, they were paid by drafts on Mr. Kimpton. I think 
that account was separate. 
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Q. Were the drafts given by Mr. Parker on Mr. Kimpton or not ? 


Do you know? i l 
A. They were always given by Mr. Parker on Mr. Kimpton. That 


was my understanding, as I have, seen them in the Treasury after they 


came back, and I think that was the uniform practice. 

Q. There was no difficulty, I suppose, in negotiating them through the 
banks ? 

A. No, sir; no difficulty. 

Q. Were the drafts payable to the seller or to the Land Commis- 
sioner? 

A. I think they were generally payable to the seller. I do not know 
that that was the case with all of them. 

Q. Have you any of them in your office? 

A. Yes, sir; they are now in the office. 

. Q. Was your construction of the law that of the Advisory Board, or 
were you over-ruled, and was it held that purchases could be made to 
the extent of $700,000 ? 

A. Well, I don't believe the Advisory Board ever acted on the matter 
in a regular formal manner. I called their attention to it after, but 
they never acted upon the question—never decided it. They just went 
on purchasing until they stopped; and f found when I got charge that 
it was over the face value of the bonds even. Mr. Parker would never 
tell me what the aggregate was. I could not learn it from the Land 
Commissioners, either Leslie or DeLarge. Mr. DeLarge said he could 
tell about his own transactions, but he could not tell about’ Mr. Leslie's, 
because he had not furnished him with any records. 

Q. Do you remember after you commenced acting with the Board 
that you insisted on Mr. Leslie's being required to make a report to you 
of what he had done? 

A. I was always trying to get information on the subject, and it 
seemed to me that the Treasurer, Mr. Parker, and the Land Commis- 
sioners, especially Mr. Leslie, would not give me the information I 
wanted. And Mr. DeLarge was not much better, when it comes to the 
question of information. I don’t think that was a very great improve- 
ment we made. à 

Q. According to the terms of the Act, the bonds were to be delivered 
to the Land Commissioner. Do you remember why it was that the Ad- 
visory Board stepped in and gave other directions in regard to them? 

A. Those were the terms of the Act, certainly, and then when 
the question was discussed in the Advisory Board it was understood 
that they were given to the Financial Agent by the Treasurer, 
with the consent of the Land Commissioner, so far as Mr. Leslie was 


concerned. I remember Mr. DeLarge when he first came in called 
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for the $500,000 of bonds the day he was elected, and supposed 
he would have entire charge of them. He made a great deal 
of effort to get control of them ; but he was told that they were given by 
the Treasurer to the Financial Agent, and after a while he ceased to 
make any effort to get them and said he was satisfied with the matter. 
I remember, as one of the Advisory Board, I looked into thé matter; but 
after the Land Commissioner said he was satisfied that they should be 
given to the Financial Agent, I dropped the matter, for I saw we could 
do nothing more about it. 

Q. If the business had been kept properly, ought not the books of the 
Land Commissioner and the books of the State Treasurer to have shown 
every aere of land that was purchased and every dollar that was paid 
out. | 

A. Most certainly. If the Land Commissioner had kept a correct 
record, we would have had a description of every piece of land, every 
tract of land purchased and the price ordered to be paid for it ; and then 
the account of the State Treasurer with Mr. Kimpton would have 
shown— would have corresponded with them and would have shgwn 
every cent that he paid, every draft that he issued on account of land ; 
and the return of the drafts to the State Treasurer, which Mr. Kimpton 
charged against the bonds in his possession, would have confirmed the 
books of the Treasurer and the Land Commissioner. 

Q. Do you know whether Mr. Parker paid out money on drafts on 
him, or did he .pay them out on the deed, together with the recom menda- 
tion of the Advisory Board and the approval of the Attorney General 
on the deed, and take those as his voucher? 

A. I don’t know what voucher the Treasurer ever took for the pay- 
ment of money. With the members of the Advisory Board it was gen- 
erally understood that the application for the purchase, with the ap- 
proval of the Advisory Board, was filed in the Commissioner's office, and 
that he would also keep thedeed. 

Q. That the Treasurer would? 

A. That the Land Commissioner would also keep the deed. "That was 
our understanding or general impression, to the best of my ‘recollection ; 
and I presumed that he would exhibit these to the Treasurer when he was 
ready to draw money, and the Treasurer would probably keep the receipt 
of the seller, having paid him the money. 

Q. He should either have kept a receipt or have required the Land 
Commissioner to give a warrant? 

A. Yes,sir; something like an order. My idea is that the Commis- 
sioner should issue an order to pay the money on the approval of the 
deed by the Attorney General, and then the Treasurer would pay the 
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money and keep the order of the Land Commissioner as his warrant for 
paying it out. f 
Q. As an accountant, there ought to have been no difficulty in each 


one having a complete record ? 
A. None whatever. None more than between the Comptroller Gene- 
ral and myself. Our records are, in one respect, entirely distinct, and 


yet entirely identical. 


Q. It was understood with the Advisory Board and the Treasurer ` 


that he was to issue no warrants, except upon applications which were 
approved by the Advisory Board,—recommended by the Advisory 
Board and approved by the Attorney General ? 

A. It was understood that, after the Land Commissioner presented us 
an application for our approval, and we approved of it, the Land Com- 
missioner and the Treasurer and the Attorney General would see that 
the papers were all right and in legal shape. That matter was left to 
them, especially the Land Commissioner. 

Q. In other words, the Treasurer was not authorized to issue upon 
any demands which were not endorsed “approved” or “disapproved” 
by the Attorney General across the deed? 

A. I don’t know that it was the habit to have it endorsed by the 
Attorney General across the deed, but it was understood that the 
Attorney General was to be the adviser of the Land Commissioner, and 
to see that the deeds were all correct: 

Q. The approval or disapproval of the Attorney General was the 
evidence of the correctness of the papers ? 

A. Yes, sir; but, at the same time, I did not understand that these 
deeds went to the Treasurer; though I did not know how the Land 
Commissioners and the Treasurer used to manage that. 

Q. We find, on looking over the deeds in the office, that some are 
approved by the Attorney General and some are not ? 

A. That was a very loose method of payment. I found that out in 
the Schley purchases. They did not seem to have any uniform method 
in going to work. 

Q. Did you tura over the papers that you received from Mr. Hayne 
in March, 1872, as Land Commissioner, to Mr. Hayne, as Secretary of 
State, when you left the Secretary of State’s office ? 

A. Yes, sir; I left all with him. 

Q. I see in your report of 1872 payments that were made by Mr. 
Parker, and amongst those payments there is something over $20,000 
paid to Mr. Leslie. Do you know on what evidence you made that 
‘report, Mr. Cardozo? : 

A. In my report as Treasurer, sir? 

Q. Yes, sir. 
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A. For the fiscal year ending October 31, 1872? 

H. Not as Treasurer, but as Secretary of State in 1872, reports of 
payments made to Mr. Leslie ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


[Report of Secretary of State for 1872 shown to witness.] 


The examination of Mr. Cardozo was here postponed until to-morrow 
morning, at 10 o’clock. 


; FRIDAY, February 18, 1876. 

F. L. Cardozo, State Treasurer, sworn : 

Q. Is this your report ? ‘ 

A. That is my report; I have not heard any one question the report 
since I made it, nor have I seen anything to cause me to have any doubts 
as to its correctness. 

Q. Was this report, in the fall of 1872, made from such papers as 
were accessible to you? 

A. They were. 

Q. Were there in your office vouchers from Mr. Leslie for $201, Barn- 
well County, and $485 from Orangeburg County ? 

A. There were vouchers in my office at the time the report was made. 
(See Reports and Resolutions, 1872 and 1873, page 224.) 

Q. Do you recollect what were the terms on which sales were made by 
the Land Commissioner? 

A. The law required the purchaser to pay the interest annually for 
three years after the purchase was made, and then one-fifth of the prin- 
cipal and the interest during the next five years; but the Commissioner 
was authorized by the Board to receive payments in a shorter time if the 
parties were able. 

Q. Does this statement attached to this report show the dates of the 
sales by the Land Commissioner? (Reports and Resolutions, 1872-73, 
page 154.) 

A. This statement was made from documents in my possession when 
the office was turned over to me in March, 1872, and information gath- 
ered subsequently. 

Q. Was the Commissioner instructed by the Board to take part cash 
if he could get it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was the evidence given by you before the Special Investigating 
Committee in 1871 still the same in accordance with your recollection 
now? 


A. Yes, sir. 
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i Q. Was there any special act in Mr. Leslie’s administration as Land 
Commissioner by which he received money of the State and applied it 
improperly, so far as you know? l i 

A. I cannot now recall any specific act except the one already men- 
tioned from the information of Dr. Ensor. My reason for declining to act 
while Mr. Leslie was Land Commissioner was the want of confidence in 
his integrity. : 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, have you yet been able to account for the large 
amount of money that was expended by the Land Commissioner, by re- 
ference to papers on record in the Land Commissioner’s office and Trea- 


surer’s office? 
A. I am not. A 

Q. Do you remember the excess of money expended over the evidence 
of purchases ? ) ) 

A. I think about two hundred and twenty thousand dollars. 

Q. If the records were properly kept in both offices, would they have 

corresponded ? : 

A. Toa cent. The deedsshould have corresponded to a cent with the 

vouchers in the Treasurer's office. ; 
Q. In which of the two offices was there à failure to keep a detailed 
account of the various transactions ? ° 

A. There was a failure in both: in the Land Commissioner’s office, in 
. not keeping a complete record of the purchases ordered by the Board, 
and the amount of each purchase, and having the deeds on file as the 
evidence of such purchase, as well as the application of the seller ap- 
proved by. the Commissioner and the Board ; and also in the Treasurer's 
officey in not keeping a detailed statement of the parties from whom 
purchases were made, and for which drafts were issued, and also in not 
issuing the drafts always in the names of the parties from whom pur- 
chases were made, instead of the Land Commissioner, in whose name 
drafts were sometimes issued, and in not keeping the Land Commission 
account with the Financial Agent in specifie and detailed manner. 

Q. During Mr. Leslie’s administration as Land Commissioner, did or 
did not the Advisory Board ever authorize the Treasurer to pay over 
any money to him as far as you know? 

A. I do not recollect that the Board ever gave such authority. 

Q. Mr. Cardozo, how much more was paid for the Schley purchases in 
Charleston ahd Colleton Counties than they were worth ? 

A. I think between three or four times their real value. 

Q. How much more was paid for the Fox lands in Chesterfield County 
than they were really worth ? 

A. The average price of that land, consisting of about 7,000 acres, to 
the best of my recollection, was about $6 per acre, and my agent could 
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not sell that land for an average price of 50 cents an acre, and the titles 
are also defective. 

Q. Did you, until yesterday, ever hear of any question made as to 
which Land Commissioner made the purchase of the Fox landsin Ches- 
terfield, and the Schley lands in Charleston Counties ? 

A. I always understood that Mr. Leslie made the purchases. 


Marca 138, 1876. 

F. L. Cardozo cross-examined by Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Were you elected Secretary of the Advisory Board, and did you 
act as such at and durfng the time I was Land Commissioner? 

A. I was elected Secretary and acted as such while I remained with 
the Board. 

Q. Did you act as Secretary during the time Mr. DeLarge was Land 
Commissioner ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you remember the day my resignation was accepted and Mr. 
D-Large entered ? 

A. I think Ist March, 1870. 

Q. When you acted as Secretary of the Advisory Board, did you keep 
a record of the proceedings of the Board ? " 

A. I kept a brief record of their proceedings; I don’t know for how 
long a period; the record is in the Secretary of State's office, and will 
show how long. 

Q. How many purchases were made by the Land Commissioner du- 
ring the time Mr. Leslie was Land Commissioner, before you retired from 
the Board ? 

_A. There were several—the Ensor purchase, the Burroughs purchase, 
and one or two others, which I cannot now recollect. 

Q. You were asked on your direct examination this question: “ Do 
you only remember two purchases that were made until you retired from 
acting with the Board?” to which you answered: “The purchases in 
Kershaw County and the purchase in Lexington County.” Now, sir, 
please state what act I did that authorized you to say I made the pur- 
chase in Kershaw County ? » 

A. When I said Mr. Leslie made the purchase, I meant to say that it 
was made during his administration, and no purchase could be made 
without his approval as Land Commissioner. 

Q. Did I, as Land Commissioner, approve of the Kershaw (Bur, 
roughs) purchase ? 

A. I suppose so, for it was the rule of the Board to require the 
app roval of the Land Commissioner. 
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Q. Do you, of your own knowledge, know that I, as Land Commis- 
sioner, ever approved of this purchase? 

A. My recollection is that you did. 

Q. Will you swear, of your own knowledge, that I did approve of the 
Kershaw (Burroughs) purchase ? 

A. The testimony I am giving is under oath. I will not, of my per- 
sonal knowledge, swear that you did approve it, but I will swear that 
my recollections are that you did approve of the Kershaw or Burroughs 
purchase. It was a rule of the Board to require the ‘approval of the 
Land Commissioner before making any purchase. 

Q. Was that custom always adhered to while you were acting with 
the Board ? 

A. My recollection is that it was. . 

Q. Do you remember that you, as a member of the Advisory Board; 
moved that the Board purchase a tract of land in Chester County, offered 
for sale by Senator Wimbush, which application of sale was not approved 
by me, but protested against by me, on the ground that the land was 


worthless for the purpose of the Land Commission, and that the Board : 


ordered it purchased ? 

A. I do not recollect it. 

Q. Will you say, of your own knowledge, that the Schley or Hell 
Hole Swamp purchases were made while I was Land Commissioner ? 

A. Yes; I will say that it was. . 

Q. Will you state what your knowledge is on that subject ? 

A. I resumed my connection with the Board on March 1, 1870, and 
voted for Mr. DeLarge, as Land Commissioner, as successor to Mr. 
Leslie on that day. The application for the purchase of the Schley tracts 
was not made subsequent to that period. It is my recollection that the 
deeds were made to Mr. Leslie. 

Q. Is that all the knowledge you have that leads you to ithe conclusion 
that the purchase of this particular property was made during the 
administration of Mr. Leslie as Land Commissioner ? 

A. That is the substance of what led me to my conclusion. 

Q. Could not Mr. Parker, if he had seen fit to have done so, say ten 
days or two weeks after I went out of office, make the purchase of this 
property and procured the endorsement of Dr. Neagle and Attorney 
General Chamberlain without letting you know that he had done so, and 


have had the deed antedated, so as to bring the purchase in the time I 
was Land Commissioner ? 


A. It is possible, but not probable, because it would have been con- 


trary to the rules of the Board. 


Q. Does the fact that the deed bears date on the 26th February make 


it certain to your mind that the deed was not antedated, or that it was 
made the day it bears date ? 
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A. Certainly, until the contrary be shown. 

Q. Had Mr. Schley clear titles to this property on the day that the- 
deed bears date to the Land Commission ? 

A. My recollection is that upon an examination of the records in the 
Mesne Conveyance Office, in Charleston County, he (Schley) did not 
have. My impression is that Mr. Schley’s titles were not perfected in 
himself until some time in March, 1870. 

Q. When you resumed your connection with the Advisory Board, did 
you ever call upon Mr. Leslie to make a report to you or the Board as 
to the transactions of the Land Commission while Mr. Leslie was in 
office? 

A. My recollection is I did. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie ever make a report ? 

A. No. 

Q. When I was Land Commissioner, were the $200,000 in bonds au- 
thorized to be issued under the Act delivered to Mr. Leslie as Land 
Commissioner, or were they delivered to Mr. Parker? 

A. I always understood they were delivered to Mr. Kimpton, with ` 
your consent and approval. 

Q. Who disbursed the proceeds of these bonds? 

A. Mr. Parker, the Treasurer. My impression is that he paid on 
your order. ^ 

Q. Are you positive that he paid out upon my order? j 

A. Yes. Because my recollection is that some of the drafts are in 
your favor. 

Q. -Were there a large number of drafts drawn by Mr. Parker on Mr. 
Kimpton ? 

A. My recollection is that most of the payments were made in that 
way. 

Q. Are these drafts in your office? 

A. Yes. 

Q. When Mr. Parker disbursed this money what vouchers did he take 
for it besides the deed ? 

A. I do not know. 

Q. Now, Mr. Cardozo, if Mr. Leslie, as Land Commissioner, did not 
have $200,000- bonds in his possession, and the proceeds thereof were 
chiefly disbursed by the Treasurer on the deeds which he took as vouch- 
ers, will you tell me what books I could have kept, or what report I 
could have intelligently made of the transactions of the Land Commis- 
sion? 

A. You could have made as full a report as necessary, and kept as 
complete books as was required, from the applications which were made 
and approved. 
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|. Q. Speaking of these applications, which you say were sufficient to 
enable me to keep books and make full reports of the Land Commission— 
state were these applications ever presented to me, and if so for what 
purpose? ` ? 

A. Those applications were presented by you to the Board for their 
approval or disapproval, and then returned to you as the Land Commis- 
sioner. 

Q. Do you know of a single case where I, as Land Commissioner, 
presented an application tor sale of lands to the Advisory Board, and 
these applications were afterwards returned to me? 

A. My recollection is they were returned in all cases; I do not re- 
member a single exception; it was a rule of the Board to return them. 

Q. How many applications were so made by me, and these applica- 
tions returned to me during the time you acted with the Board ? 

A. My recollection is that all of the applications were returned to 
you. ` 

Q. Are you positive that these applications were not filed with the 
Treasurer after they were approved ? 

A. No; I am not. 

Q: How could I make a record of the payments of the Treasury when 
I did not make the payments? t 

A. You could have easily learned from the Treasurer what payments 
were made. 1 

Q How could I have kept a record of the deeds when they were with 
the Treasurer, Parker? 

A. You could have learned from him. ` 

Q. Look at copy of affidavit purporting to have been made by Alfred 
Aldrich before Patterson, Trial Justice, and say if the facts recited therein 
is substantially the report made by you as Secretary of State and ex officio 
Land Commissioner, in the year 1871 and 1872? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did the sum of $802,137.44, therein referred to as having been 
expended for and on account of the Land Commission, as appears by the 
Treasurer’s report, cover the administration of DeLarge as well as my 
own ? 


A. Yes; and Mr. Hayne's also. It was the entire expenditure of the 
Land Commission. 

Q. Did you mean to be understood in your report as Secretary of State, 
which has been referred to, as stating that the deficit there referred to 
was chargeable to my administration ? 

A. My opinion is, partly to yours, from my recollection of the facts. ` 

Q. State how you arrived at the facts of the deficit. 


A. By comparing the amounts of money expended with the deeds in 
your name, or the deeds made to you. * | 
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Q. How did you ascertain the amount of money expended in my 
time? | 

A. From the Treasurer’s reports for the fiscal years ending October 
91st, 1869, 1870 and 1871. ` 

Q. Do you remember there was any deficit during Mr. DeLarge’s 
time? 

A. I think there was; I can’t say the amount. 


- March 16, 1876. 
Mr. F. L. Cardozo cross-examined by Mr. Leslie: 

Q. What was the amount of money, as appears by the books of the 
Treasury, that was expended while I was Land Commissioner for and on 
account of the Land Commission ? 

A. The amount of the expenditure of money during Mr. Leslie's in- 
cumbency of the office of Land Commissioner is about $500,000. This 
is proven by the books of the State Treasury, the drafts on account of 
the Land Commission on filein this office, and the drafts referred to as 
paid in the report of the Joint Special Investigating Committee, in Re- 
ports and Resolutions. 

Q. What was the amount of the consideration mentioned in the deeds 
which were recorded by Mr. Parker during the time I was Land Com- 
missioner, or which has come into the hands of the Secretary of State 
since that time, that were made to me or in my name as Land Commis- 
sioner? t 

A. The amount of the consideration of the deeds, as shown by the re- 
port of the Secretary of State, Reports and Resolutions, 1872-78, 
pages 136, 137, 138, 139, 140 and 141, and subsequently filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State, is $400,000. The difference between the 
face of the deeds and the money expended is thus seen to be about 
$100,000. 

Q. Did you mean to be understood, in your report as Secretary of State, 
(which has been referred to,) as stating that the deficit there referred 
to was chargeable to my administration ? j 

„A. My opinion is, partly to yours, from my recollection of the facts. 

Q. State how you arrived at the facts of the deficit? 

A. By comparing the amounts of money expended with the deeds in 

your name, or the deeds made to you. 

Q. How did you ascertain the amount of money expended in my 
time ? 

A. From the Treasurer's reports for the fiseal years ending October 
31, 1869, 1870, 1871. 
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Q. Do you remember if there was any deficit during Mr. DeLarge’s 
time ? 

A. I think there was; I can't say the amount. 

. Q. The affidavit of Mr. Aldrich was founded chiefly upon your report 
as Secretary of State, verbatim et literatim ; now, in that report did you 
mean to charge me as being guilty of a breach of trust with fraudulent 
intent? 

A. Yes; I think you were guilty of that. » 

Q. Did you intend to charge DeLarge guilty of the same? 

A. Yes; I think him as guilty as you. 

Q. What constituted the evidence which satisfied you that I was guilty 
of a breach of trust ? 

A. In not finding sufficient deeds for the money expended during your 
administration, and in the lands not being worth the amount of money 
paid for them which were recommended for purchase by you. 

. What was the recommendation made by me? 

. Your approval in writing of the application. 

. Can you give the language I used? 

. I do not think I can'give the exact language used. 
. Give the language as near as you can? 


. Somewhat in this manner: “I approve the application for the within 
purchase of land."

Q. Did not these recommendations of mine always state they were 
made subject to the opinion of the Advisory Board? 

A. Ido not recollect whether that was expressed or not, but it was al- 
ways implied, because no purchase could be made without the approval of 
' a majority of the Board, but the Board was generally governed in their 

approval by your endorsement. 

Q. When you say the Board was generally governed by my approval 
of the application for purchase of land, do you mean to be understood 
as stating that they were so governed while you acted with the Board, and 
when I was Land Commissioner ? 

_ A. I speak of the rules that were established by the Board for the 
government from the beginning, and which were generally observéd 
while I acted with them. 8 
Q. When you left the Board, did the Board still enforce these rules? 
A. I do not know what they did while I did not act with them. 

Q. Suppose, while you were acting with the Land Commission, during 
e time I was Land Commissioner, it could be shown to your satisfaction 
that the Board ordered the purchase without my first approving the pur- 


chase, who would you say then was responsible ? 
A. Those who approved it. 


th 


Q. Refresh your recollection, and state as uear as possible the number 
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of purchases that were actually made while I was Land Commissioner, 
and while you remained with the Board. 

‘A. I have already answered the question as well as I can. 

Q. You say that if by my recommending the purchase of a piece of 
land at a price greater than it was worth that I was thereby guilty of a 
breach of trust ? 

A. Yes; if you did so knowingly. 

Q. When did I do so knowingly ? 

A. In the Ensor case, ia Lexington County, and in the Donaldson, in 
Chesterfield County purchase, and the Schley purchase. 

Q. Did I do so knowingly in any other purchase ? 

_A. I do not now recollect. 

Q. State your knowledge of the fact that I recommended the Donald- 
son (Chesterfield) purchase for a greater sum than the land was worth, 
and that I did so knowingly. 

A. Because it was made during your administration, and it was your 
duty to ascertain the true value of that land. 

Q. Was there any rule adopted by the Board while you were acting 
that required me to personally inspect the land offered tor sale ? 

A. That was the requirement of the Board, that you should know the 
value of the land either personally or from those on whom you relied. 

Q. What was the information which I received in regard to the value 
of this Chesterfield (Donaldson) tract of land, before I approved of the 
purchase, that justifies you in saying I committed a breach of trust in 
that particular purchase? 

A. I don’t know; it was your duty to get the proper information. 

Q Did I get any information as to the value of this land, to your 
knowledge ? 

A. I don’t know whether you did or not, but could have, if you 
wanted to. 

Q. Now, what knowledge did I possess that the Ensor (Lexington) tract 
was not worth the price charged at the time or before I recommended 
the purchase ? 

A. Dr. Ensor told me that you wanted him to raise the price. 

Q. How much? 

A. I do not recollect the amount. 

Q. Was that the charge brought against me before the Advisory 
Board by you, that I advised him (Ensor) to raise the price of the land ? 

A. Yes. 

Q.. Was the charge dismissed by the Board after a full investigation ? 

"A. The charge was not sustained before'the Board by Dr. Ensor, who 
refused to be sworn. 

Q. What did Dr. Ensor say before the Board in reference to this 
charge? 
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A. I do not recollect now; he did not sustain the charge; he refused 
to be sworn; he made his statements, however, to the Board, and I left 
the Board because he would not give his testimony under oath. I left 
the Board before he made his statements. į 

Q. Did you not vote upon these charges in the Board ? 

A. My recollection is that I did not. 

Q. Are you as positive of that fact as you are that he (Ensor) was not 
sworn ? 

A. I am not so positive as to voting on the charges as I am to the fact 
that he was not sworn, because there was a contention as to his refusing 
to be sworn. 

Q. Did the Advisory Board decide that Dr. Ensor need not be 
sworn ? 

A. A majority of them so decided. 

Q. Name those who decided that Dr. Ensor need not be sworn ? 

A. Messrs. Neagle, Parker and Chamberlain. 

Q. There were two purchases of land in Chesterfield County; which 
one do you refer to when you say I recommended the purchase for a larger 
sum than the land was worth ? 

A. The Fox purchase. 

Q. Did I, to your knowledge, recommend this purchase ? 

A. It was made during your administration, and I inferred that you 
recommended the purchase. : 

Q. Is this all the knowledge you have that I recommended this pur- 
- chase? x 

A. Yes. 

Q. You state that you left the Board because you were satisfied that 
land was being purchased at a greater price than it was actuallv worth. 
Now, then, I wish to ask you if, when Mr. DeLarge was appointed, you 
did not use your influence and efforts to secure the purehase of the 
Cochran-Scott land, in Anderson, Pickens and Oconee, also the Hurly 
purchase, in Charleston County, also the Jenks purchase, also the Car- 
penter purchase ? i 

[The above question is ruled out by the Committee, on the grounds 
that the transactions referred to were in the time of Mr. Leslie’s succes- 
sor, whose transactions have not heretofore been investigated by this 
Committee.] + 


Q. Mr. Cardozo, did you carry the seal of the State to New York to 
seal the $200,000 of Land Commission bonds ? 
A. No. 


Q. Did you ever send word to me by your intimate friend, J. H. 


Rainey, that you would cease opposition to me as Land Commissioner: 


if I would aid you to make a sale of some land to the Land Commission? 
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A. No; but you repeatedly advised me to sell lands to the Land Com- 
mission, and thereby make money for myself, and your offers were 
always contemptuously declined. 

Q. Did you ever report these facts to the Advisory Board ? 

A. I do not now recollect that I did.

Hon. D. H. Chamberlain, sworn: 


By Hon. W. D. Johnson: 

Q. During Mr. Leslie’s administration as Land Commissioner, what 
office did you hold ? 

A. I was Attorney General. 

Q. What connection did. you have with the Land Commission ? 

A. I was a member of the Advisory Board of the Land Commission. 

Q. Please state what was the manner in which land purchases were 
made? ` 

A. I think ordinarily there was an application on the part of the 
seller, naming price, quality, &c., with such other statements, references 
and exhibits as might be desired ; then the Land Commissioner made 
such examination as he deemed necessary; and laid the papers before the 
Advisory Board. If the showing was satisfactory to the Board, they en- 
dorsed their approval of purchase, and sabsequently, upón the execution 
of title to the land, the State Treasurer made payments as agreed upon. 
This was the ordinary course. Sometimes the members of the Advisory 
Board would have reasons for making additional inquiries. 

Q. As Attorney General, what other duties had you to perform ? 

A. In many cases I approved the titles, and in other cases the titles 
were referred to lawyers in the Counties. I do not remember that it 
was required of me to approve the titles which had been examined by . 
lawyers in Counties where the land lay; but I think, in some instances, 
I may have added my approval to that of other lawyers. It was never 
my duty or practice to examine titles myself; I think I never examined 
a single title beyond the formality required. Generally the settler was 
required to pay for the examination of title, and in such cases I usually 
designated the lawyer who should make such examination. I never 
approved any titles without knowing that they had been*examined E 
the most Competent lawyers in the vicinity. 

Q. With whom were the bonds issued, or in whose bands were the 
bonds placed ? 

A. I think that the terms of the Act required them to p: placed in 


the hands of the Land Commissioner; but, forsome reasons, they were 


placed in the hands of the Financial Agent in New York. 
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Q. Were the payments for land generally made by the Treasurer 
drawing upon the Financial Agent in New York? 

A. I think they were, generally. 

Q. What determined the action of the Board in making purchases of 
land? . 

A. First, to make purchases over the State—to distribute the pur- 
chases over the State in different Counties. Second. The quality of the 
land. Third. The capacity of the land to be divided into small tracts ; 
and then regard was also had as to prices. 

Q. Whose especial duty was it to ascertain these facts? 

A. The Land Commissioner. 

Q. Was the Board generally governed by his recommendations in 
making purchases ? 

A. I think they were by his recommendations and other evidences 
accompanying it. 

Q. Do you remember any purchase being made without bis recommend- 
ation ? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Were you aware of the fact until after Mr. Leslie went out of 
office that there had been an expenditure of more than the $200,000 ap- 
propriated ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Were your other duties such as to allow you to keep up with all 
the details of the Land Commission? 

A. No, sir. I had very little personal knowledge of any purchases 
that were made. I think there was but one small tract of land in the 
State purchased by the Land Commission of which I had any personal 
knowledge, and that was a small tract on John’s Island. The other 
members of the Advisory Board in many instances professed to have 
knowledge of their own respecting many of the purchases. I was very 
much absorbed in the more immediate duties of my office, and I was 
obliged to trust, and I did trust, in most cases, to the statements and 
recommendations of others. 

Q. What rendered the duties of your office peculiarly trying? à 

A. In the first place, my practice had been very light as a lawyer until 
my election as Attorney General; I was wholly unfamiliar with the 
practice of tlfis State, and I was obliged, as Attorney General, to engage 
in most important cases with the leading lawyers of the State opposed to 
me. The Constitution and laws of the State were new, and not settled 
by decisions, and I was forced almost literally to become the general 
adviser of the public officers of all grades throughout the State. I may 
say here that I should have declined the responsibility of acting on the 


Advisory Board if it had not been placed upon me officially against my 
earnest protest. : 
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Q. Were you aware that Mr. Leslie kept no record or detailed state- 
ments of the Land Commission transactions ? 

A. No, sir; I had supposed up to this time that the original papers 
showing the transactions were still on file in the proper office. The 
action of the Advisory Board was always endorsed upon the original 
applications. 

Q. Do you know where those original applications are? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Do you know whether Mr. Leslie received any money from the 
State Treasurer or Financial Agent? 

A. No, sir; I do not know. But, as I have already said, my recollec- 
tion is that the moneys were disbursed direct by the Treasurer to the 
parties to whom they were due. I do not know, however, but that the 
money was sometimes placed in the hands of the Land Commissioner for- 
disbursement. 

Q. While Mr. Leslie was Land Commissioner, do you know of any 
transaction of his that was improper? 

A. No, sir; I cannot say that I have any evidence of any transactions 
which were improper on his part. I now think there were many purchases 
made which were improper, but I have never been able to say upou whom, 
in particular, the blame should rest. The whole theory of the Land Com- 
mission was an enormous mistake. . No set of men sitting here in Co- 
lumbia were competent to make such purchases that were contemplated 
by that system ; and experience has shown that the representation of the 
most respectable land owners and brokers and their most respectable 
neighbors and friends could not be relied upon to protect the State 
against loss in the purchases Members of the Advisory Board 
in very few instances had any means of investigating the character 
of the purchases made in distant parts of the State, and such inquiries 
as were made did not serve to protect the Board from mistake, and the 
State from loss. In addition to this, it would now seem that some of the 
purchases were so plainly improper as to force the belief that some par- 
ties must have been influenced by improper or corrupt motives in those 
purchases; but I have no personal knowledge, and never have had, as to 
the person or persons who are personally chargeable with the blame in 
those cases. i 

By the Chairman : 

Q. Do*you know anything of the inducements that were offered Mr. 
Leslie to resign the office of Land Commissioner ? and, if so, by whom ? 

A. No, sir; I do not, except from hearsay. A report haselong been 
in circulation to the effect that Mr. Leslie was hired to resign. I never 
so understood it at the time. My information was that Mr. Leslie was 
obnoxious to the colored majority of the Legislature at that time, and, 
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personally, to Governor Scott; and that, in order to force his resigna- 
tion at that particular time, the leading colored members of the Legisla- 
ture refused to make a second appropriation for the Land Commission 
unless Mr. Leslie was removed and Mr. DeLarge, a colored man, 
appointed. I did know of some business transactions at that time 


between Mr. Leslie and Mr. Kimpton, and, possibly, Mr. Parker, grow- 


ing out of the Greenville and Columbia Railroad partnership, but I 
never knew or understood at the time that these transactions were any 
part of the inducements offered to Mr. Leslie to resign, or that any 
other inducements of a personal or pecuniary nature were offered to him. 
In a word, I understood that Mr. Leslie was crowded out because, for 


.various reasons, he was offensive to Governor Scott and some leading 


members of the General Assembly. I always regarded it as a question of 
color at the time, but I may be mistaken about that. I do remember 
well, however, that it was stated and believed that no further appropria- 
tions would be made for Land Commission purposes unless Mr. Leslie 
was displaced. I wish to say, in addition, with reference to all these 
matters which lay outside of the strict line of my work and duty as 
Attorney General, I had very little knowledge; it was mainly hearsay 
with me. I was never familiar, personally, with the outside arrange- 


ments and relations of the parties who were involved in the transactions. 


. By Mr. J. W. Livingston : 

Q. Did you, as a member of the. Advisory Board or as Attorney 
General, advise and insist that the par value of the $700,000 should be 
expended in purchasing lands? 

A. No,sir; I did not. I did not know the amount of money that was 
expended until that, sometimes, the Board was informed by the Trea- 
surer that he had overdrawn the market value of the bonds. If I 
remember right, the two Acts provided that in no years that the amount 
of purchase should exceed the par value of the bonds. This was held by 
some to indicate that purchases might be made up to the par value of 
bonds. My cwn idea was that the appropriations of a certain amount of 
bonds in the Act indicated that those bonds, or their proceeds, should 
be the limit of purchases to be made. The Board, however, I think, atid 


especially the Treasurer, took the position that they could expend up to’ 


the par value of the bonds; at any rate, they acted upon that view. If I 
remember right, they even exceeded that limit. 

Q. Did you not, as Attorney General or a member of tie Board, 
know of the expenditure of more than $200,000 by Mr. Leslie nnder the 
first appropriations ? 

A. Not'until after it was done. 
with the Treasurer, and Ih 
himself to authorize 


The whole matter of accounts was left 
ave already said that he construed the Act 
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an expenditure up to the par value of the bonds 1 
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but I never heard it claimed by any one that they had a right to go 
beyond that limit. 

Q. Could or could not frauds have been committed without your 
knowledge as Attorney General and a member of the Board ? 

A. Yes, I suppose they could; and I will illustrate by a particular 
case: Take the purchase known as the Hell Hole Swamp. These tracts 
of lands were large, and I recollect that the purchase attracted my 
attention on account of their- size, and I inquired somewhat more par- 
ticularly as to the character of these purchases. I remember that the 
most satisfactory written statements from parties residing near those 
tracts, and especially from a then leading broker in Charleston, (Mr. 
Oakes,) were laid before me, and I approved those purchases in the firm * 
belief, based upon the written statements which should be now on file 
with the Land Commission papers, that those lands were among the 
cheapest and most desirable purchases which the Commissioner made. I 
believe now that those purchases were very nearly a dead loss to the 
State, and so grossly improper as to suggest positive fraud ; but, acting as 
I did, and as others might, upon apparently reliable statements, the 
fraud, if there was any, was easily perpetrated. I should Suppose that 
everybody who recommended those lands, professing to have per- 
sonal knowledge, must have been guilty of conscious fraud. In fact, 
the ease with which, under the system adopted, frauds could 
have been committed while every member of the Board might have 
been anxious to have done his duty, was one of the most remarkable 
features of the Land Commission. It had open doors on all sides for 
frauds. I recollect early in the history of the Land Commission the 
well known Ensor purchase in Lexington County. Charges of fraud were 
made in connection with this matter, and the Board had an examination, 
calling witnesses, &c. My own judgment was that no evidence presented 
of auy fraud or impropriety in that purchase. I recollect that Gov. 
Seott and Mr. Cardozo insisted tbat the purchase was wrong for some 
reason, which they seemed to me failed to prove by proper evidence, and 
I was obliged to vote to acquit Mr. Leslie and the other parties involved 
of any wrong-doing. Thereupon, the Governor aud Mr. Cardozo resigns, 
as they called it, from the Board. Well, I did not like to remáin after 
they had withdrawn, but I felt and said that I could not resign unless I 
resigned as Attorney General, because I was ex officio and by force of law 
a member df the Board, and that I must remain and do the best I could. 
The Governor and Mr. Cardozo ceased to act for a time, but afterwards I 
. think’ the Governor certainly, and perhaps Mr. Cardozo, resumed the 
performance of their duties as members of the Board. This very case, 
with which the best vouchers could be had, where there was a profitable 
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‘purchase at stake, was the cause of the frauds that took place for the 


most part. A ; ! 
Q. Do you or not know whether the consideration expressed in the 


deeds in the Hell Hole Swamp purchase were paid ? ; 
A. Isuppose, of course, it was paid by the State; but whether it was 


paid to the seller, I do not know. ~“ 
Q. Do you or not know of any instances in which a higher or lower 
price as consideration was paid to the sellers of Jand than that expressed 
in the deeds made by them ? 
A. No, sir; I know of no particular instances, 
where the frauds must have come in. Ifany parties made any money out 
* of these sales, I suppose it must have been done by a margin over the 
amount actually paid to the seller of the land. I have been told of 
several instances in which such were the facts, but in a general, loose way, 
and I do not know a foundation for it. 
Q. Was Mr. Leslie, as Land Commissioner, ever called upon to make 
a report by the Board ? : 
A. I don’t know that he made a complete or detailed report, but he 
reported upon special matters that were referred to him at various times 


by the Board. 
Q. Is there anything else in relation to the matter under investigation 


but that is the point 


that you know of? 
A. Theré is none. 


By Mr. C. P. Leslie: 
Q. When a seller of a piece of land went with the deed to the Trea- 


surer to obtain his money, did he deposit the deed with the Treasurer as 


a voucher for the payment? 
A. I don't know personally, but I so understood it.

Mr. James G. Gibbes, duly sworn : 

Q. Where did you reside in the latter part of the years 1869-70? | 

A. In this State. E 

Q. Were you the owner of any lands in Fairfield County at that . 
‘time? ; 

A. I was. 

Q. About how many acres were there in the tract? 

A. I thought there was four thousand acres; I bought it for that 
:amount, but when surveyed by the Land Commission it fell shortseveral  - 
hundred acres. t ? 

ds xb you approached by any person to sell the land? and, if so, by E 
‘whom A 
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A. I think I made the application either to Mr. Leslie, ss Land Com- 
missioner, or Governor Soott. ‘ 

Q. What was the result of the application ? 

A. They finally agreed to take the land at a very low price, as I 
thought—at six dollars per acre; I asked seven. 

Q. Was it conveyed to Mr. Leslie às Land Commissioner? 

A. I was indebted to Alexander Whilden & Son, of Philadelphia, and 
had conveyed the land to them; so they conveyed that portion, and my 
brother-in-law, C. C. Singleton, the balance, to C. P. Leslie, Land Com- 
missioner. [Mr. Gibbes being the real owner, but, for reasons given, the 
titles came through other parties.] 

Q. I see the conveyance from Mr. Singleton was dated on 4th Janu- 
ary, 1870, and that of Whilden & Son on 13th January, 1870. 

A. The discrepancy was caused by the necessary delay in getting the 
papers to and from the city of Philadelphia. 

Q. When aud by whom were you paid for the land ? 

A. I do not remember exactly how long. Ithink there two drafts on 
H. H. Kimpton; the first for ten thousand dollars, the second for the 
balance. i 

Q. When you had the deeds executed, when was the money to be 
paid? 

A. Immediately. 

Q. Was the money paid immediately ? 

A. No; there was considerable delay. 

Q. Did or did not Mr. Leslie impose any cohsideration? explain fully. 

A. Mr. Leslie made various excuses for delay ; tliat Kimpton had the 
bonds and should pay these drafts. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie ultimately make any conditions ? 

A. Mr. Leslie intimated that if some sacrifice might be made the pay- 
ment might be forced ; I refused for some time, and finally I was hard 
pressed and went to Mr. Leslie. He let me know distinctly that I would 
have to suffer some loss, and I finally consented, as a note was going to 
protest. I agreed to pay fifteen hundred cash and that amount after- 
wards. 

Q. Did you pay Mr. Leslie the $1,500 cash, and did you give any due 
bill for the balance ? 

A. I paid Mr. Leslie $1,500 in cash and gave my due bill for the 
balance. . e 8 

Q. Was the due bill paid? 

A. To the best of my belief and knowledge, it was. Mr., Leslie was 
particular in disclaiming any interest personally in the matter. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie say that others would have to be arranged with ? 

A. I don’t know that those were his exact words, but that was the im- 


pression left on my mind, & 
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Q. Did he mention who the other parties were ? 

A. He did not, that I remember. 2 
| Q. Was Mr. Leslie the only one that you talked with in making the 
arrangement ? 

A. T think Mr. Leslie and Gov, Scott were the only ones. Mr. Leslie 

^ was the only one who spoke to me about the $3,000. . 

Q. Were you paid as soon as you made the concession ? 

A. I got the drafts as soon as I made the arrangement. 

Q. Was the $1,500 paid in cash a part of the proceeds.of drafts on 
Kimpton? 

A. I can’t say that it was—I was doing so large a business with the 
bank. The ten thousand dollars was placed to my credit on a note 
in bank, and, when the balance was paid, I paid Mr. Leslie the $1,500. 

Q. Were you engaged in any other business beside the mercantile 
business ? 

A. I, with Col. Thomas, were engaged as real estate brokers. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie propose to co-operate with you? 

A. He said that, as I was well known in the State, it would be to my 
interest, and that of the State, if I would recommend suitable lands, and 
that it would be to the interest of both of us; but there was no transac- - 
tion took place. 

Q. Do you know if Mr. Leslie traded with H. H. Geiger? 

A. I think he did. à 

Q. Was there any money advanced to Mr. Geiger ? 

A. I think Mr. Leslie loaned Mr. Geiger six hundred dollars, and I 
endorsed the note, though there was no positive agreement to buy the 
land; though Mr. Leslie expressed himself as favorably impressed, and 
I afterwards heard that the land was bought, but I think it was in 
Mr. DeLarge's time. 


Cross Examination.—By Mr. Leslie : 


Q. Did we have any other dealings besides the Fairfield transaction ? 

A. I think we did. Subsequent to this transaction, I made a lóan 
from Mr. Leslie; I borrowed from him. 

Q. How much was it? 4 

A. I think twenty and eight thousand dollars. 

Q. To secure that amount of $20,000, did you give me any collaterals ? 

A. I gave him stock in the Carolina National Bank for that amount. - 

Q. Was the stock in your name? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you give me your note? 

A. I did. 
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. When was the note paid—on demand ? 
. I think it was. | 
. Did you pay the note? 
. It was never demanded of me; I think the bank paid it. 
. Do you remember what the bank did about it when I demanded 
that the stock be transferred to me? 
A. I do; they refused, without my consent. 
Q. How long after the vote was given was the stock transferred to 
me? 
A. I don't remember; about three months I think; as soon as it was 
brought to my attention. 
Q. Did the bank refuse to transfer the stock because you were in- 
debted to them ? 
A. Not to my knowledge; as soon as I gave my consent the stock was 
transferred. 
Q. Was money borrowed to pay the bank ? 
m. No? 
Q. Was the stock issued before the loan was made? 
A. No; the money was counted in the bank; the stock issued and 
turned over to Mr. Leslie. 
Q. Did you pay that money to the bank for that stock ? 
A. I did; my inducement being the dividends of the bank exceeding 
'the amount of interest I paid Mr. Leslie. 
Q. Did the bank know, that it was my money that bought the stock ? 
A. It did; I explained it fully, not as a necessary thing to consummate 
the loan, but on*ecount of my intimate relations with the bank officers. 
Q. Will you swear that I did not demand thé payment of the note 
frequently ? I 
A. I do not remember that you demanded it but one time, if that. 
Q. Could I draw the dividend of interest while stock was in your 
name? 
A. Not without my sanction, which I think he had, or was at his 
service whenever any interest was due on the note. 
Q. Did the bank refuse to transfer the stock to Leslie on account of 
Gibbes’ indebtedness to the bank ? 
A. Not to my knowledge. 
Q. Did you owe the bank fifty or sixty thousand dollars ? 
A. L expect I did; fifty anyhow, with two hundred thousand dollars 
of collateral. 
` Q. Were you at that time insolvent? 
A. No, sir; nor have I been since. 
Q. Did you meet your debts when they became due? 
A. I did. I had no paper under protest then that I know of; and, if I 
did, it was accidental. 
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Q. Have you pgid the Geiger note? 
_ I have not. I suppose he has paid it. 
Did you get that six hundred dollars ? 
No; that same day I loaned him two hundred dollars myself. 
Was thgt Geiger note of mine protested ? 
` I don’t know that it was. 
What time was the deed made to the Fairfield tract ? 
I believe in January, 1870. 
When was the money paid? 
In April, I think. 
Did you try to get the money from the time the deed was made 
il you got it? 
I did. d 
. Did you call on Mr. Parker to get it ? ° 
. I don't know that I did. 
. Was the fifteen hundred dollars you state you paid to me, or any 
part of it, to go to me for my services as Land Commissioner ? 
A. He specially disclaimed any portion of it going to him. 
Q. Did I ask you to reduce the land from seven to six dollars per 
acre? 
. Yes, you did. 
. Will you swear you gave me a due bill for fifteen hundred dollars? 
Yes. 
. Did you pay that? 
. I do not remember; perhaps the bank Gong it. 
. What reasons did ym Land Commission assign fot not paying im- 
mediately ? 
A. I don't remember. 
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Q. How many times did you call on the State Treasurer for payment? 


A. 1 did not apply to the State Treasurer, but had all my conversa- 
tion in reference to the matter with you. 

Q. What reason did I assign for non-payment ? 

A. You said you were not prepared to pay. 


[ Mr. Gibbes says he understood that it had been said that the Fair- 
field deeds were filled out for more than the money*paid and Mr. Leslie 
pocketed the difference. That was not the case.] 


Q. Where was I living when this transaction took place ? 
A. At the old Gregg house. 


Q. Did you call on me frequently in reference to this transaction ? 
A. I did.

^ Jas. G. Gibbes, recalled : 

By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. In reference to your statement that you paid to me $1,500 cash, 
and due bill for $1,500 more? ig 

A. In going to bank to inquire in reference to the due bill for $1,500, 
I’m satisfied that I’m mistaken about giving the due bill. I also find 
that the date of the conversation and of the payment of the $1,500 was, 
on the 8th of March, 1870—the day gn which the first draft was given. 

Q. Have you any correction to make about the amount? 

A. I only gave him $1,500 cash, and, from the due bill never turning 
up, am satisfied I never gave one. 

Q. Did you promise to pay me $1,500 besides the cash ? 

A. I think [ did. I understood that I had to pay $3,000. 

Q. Will you be positive on that point? 

A. Yes; sir. f 

Q. You stated in your first testimony that I said that $1,500 was not 
for me? 

A. My impression, from the conversation that passed, was that Mr: 
Leslie would not have charged me anything, individually, but that there 
was some trouble in raising the money. 

Q. Did you understaud from any iuquiry at the Treasury, or from me, 
that the Land Commission fund was overdrawn ? 

A. I understood so, bug don't think it was openly said, though it was 
currently believed. 

Q. Do you remember that you paid the other $1,500 ? 

A. I don't remember to have done so. 

By Mr. Orr* . 

Q. Did you pay that $1,500 in consideration of getting your money 
for land sold ? 

A. I certainly did, though it was not a condition of the purchase. 

Gen. R. B. Elliott sworn: 

Q. Did you, Gen. Whipper and DeLarge make any condition prece- 
dent to voting for the Bill making a further appropriation of $500,000 
of bonds to the Land, Commission ? 

A. Mr. DeLarge knew nothing about the measure. From statements 
which I heard from Gov. Scott and Mr. Cardozo, I came to the conclu- 
' ston that the purposes for whith the Land Commission was instituted 
had in a great measure failed, or were not carried out, and I determined 
to prevent, if possible, the further appropriation of $500,000 of bonds 
asked for, unless proper guarantee should be given that its object would, 
in the future, be carried out. As soon as my opposition became known, 
-Goy. Scott sought an interview with me, at which interview Mr. W hip- 
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per was present. He urged me to give my support to the passage of the 
further appropriation of $500,000 bonds, and, for the first time, iuformed 
me that the expenditures of the Land Commission were somewhat in 
excess of the appropriation. Learning this, I felt solicitous that future 
appropriations shonld be guarded. I endeavored to find out from Gov. 
Scott what party or parties were responsible for the alleged mismanage- 
ment; and he informed me the whole trouble was on account of Mi. 
Leslie’s misconduct as the Land Commissioner, and that this gentleman 
had been encouraged. or sustained, by members of the Advisory Board. 
I then stated to him positively that, if such be the case, I would, under 
no circumstances, consent to a further appropriation, until the Land 
Commissioner was removed, and, if necessary, would endeavor to have 
the entire Advisory Board reconstructed. Gov. Scott then replied that. 
the Land Commissioner should be removed, and a successor, in whom 
the members of the Legislature would have confidence, wou'd. be 
appointed, and promised to consult with other members of the body, 
whom he was satisfied would cooperate with him in securing his re- 
moval. The day after this conversation, Gov. Scott informed me that 
‘a majority of the Advisory Board would consent to Mr. Leslie's 
removal, aud were willing that the leading representatives of the colored 
members should indicate his successor. I conferred then with Gen. 
Whipper and others, who agreed With me that Mr. DeLarge should be 
nominated to the Advisory Board as Mr. Leslie's successor. Nothing 
was said to Mr. DeLarge about it. With shat understanding Gen. 
Whipper and myself waited upon Governor Scott and informed hini 
of the selection, whereupon, a short time afterwards, the order for Mr. 
Leslie’s removal aud the appointment of Mr. DeLarge was delivered 
to us, signed, I think, by Governor Seott, Mr. Cardozo and Mr. 
Neagle. The order was placed in the hands of Mr. Cardozo, Secre- 
tary of State, during the month of February, 1870, but the commis- 
sion was made out and dated the Ist day of March, 1870. The reason 
stated by Governor Scott, at the time for having the commission 
dated 1st March, was that Mr. DeLarge would commence at the be- 
ginning of ‘a month, and would enable the monthly transactions "of 
the Commission to be carried on with greater regularity. 1 learned sub- 
sequently, however, that this was not the true object; that the real pur- 
pose was to secure, if possible, the passage of the Bill a sufficient length 


of time before the 1st of March to enable*them to exhaust the’ remain- : 


der of the $500,000 of bonds, not previously expended, before Mr. De- 
Large could succeed to the office. When the Ist day of March arrived 
I was surprised to learn that Mr. Leslie had been allowed to resign, and 
that the choice of Mr. DeLarge, his successor, was based upon such 
esignation, rather than his removal from office. Upon making inquiries 
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- I learned that the action of the Board was induced by threats of ex- 
posure of their mismanagement by Mr. Leslie, and that he had refused 
to surrender the office; whereupon the Board, or certain members 
thereof, proposed or agreed to pay him $35,000 to resign; that the 
amount had been paid him for his letter of resignation. 

Q. By whom were you told this? 

A. Lam certain that Mr. C. C. Bowen told me, and I think I was told 
also by General Dennis, and I know that Mr. Cardozo told me that he 
had heard the same thing. The latter and myself conversed frequently 
about the Land Commission business, in which conversations he inva- 
riably expressed his dissatisfaction at the manner in which the Commis- 
sion was being managed, and refused to have anything to do with it. 
In fact, it was only on account of his desire, ‘as well as my own, to secure 
the appointment of some one who would carry out faithfally the object 
and intents of the Land Commission, that he consented to act in the 
matter of the removal of Mr. Leslie and the appointment of Mr. DeLarge. 
We made no demand for his appointment as a colored man, nor to secure 
any party purposes. 

Q. You have heard under what circumstances Mr. Leslie went out of 
office ? 

A. Yes. ` 

Q. Do you know anything about it? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you ever have transaction with the Land Commission either 
in the purchase or selling of land? 

A. In no way whatever, either directly or indirectly. I will state, in 
justice to Mr. Leslie, that soon after Mr. DeLarge had assumed the duties 
of the office, I, however, learned that Mr. Leslie had never had control 
over a single bond, or disbursed a dollar of their proceeds. I then called 
upon Gov. Scott and inquired if such was the case; whereupon he in- 
formed me that it was true that Mr. Leslie bad no control of them, but: 
the Board had placed the bonds in the hands of the Financial Agent of 
the State, and the moneys disbursed by him and the State Treasurer. 


UR kcMbaininád. <Q. Do you know of any corrupt or fraudulent con- 
duet on part of Mr. Leslie as Land Commissioner ? 

A. Ido not. I had no transaction with you, directly or indirectly, as 
Land Commissioner. I have never heard any one say that, of his per- 
sonal knowledge, he knew of any fraudulent conduct. 
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C. C. Bowen sworn: 

Was in Columbia about March 1. Cannot testify accurately as to 
date. At the time rumors that Leslie would be removed were rife. 
Know nothing about the circumstances of Leslie's leaving office, except 
from hearsay. Common report, when I arrived from Washington, sug- 
gested the statements I made to various persons. Leslie never told me 
what inducements he received to resign. I know nothing, of my own 
knowledge, of his transactions as Land Commissioner. Never sold him 
any land. Don't remember whether I made statements to Judge Cooke, 
General Elliott, General Dennis. Don’t remember about Jervay. I 
‘had gathered up certain facts from records. Mr. Leslie made some re- 
marks in my presence to certain members of the Advisory Board. I 
refer to Parker, Chamberlain and Neagle. He proposed to resign if 
they would give him a certain sum. He had previously been requested 
to resign, and had refused. The sum he asked was complicated with 
certain transactions. It consisted of three items, and aggregated forty- 
eight thousand dollars, as follows: 1st. Twenty-five thousand dollars 
cash, bonus. 2d. That they should take off his hands twenty thousand 
dollars of stock or bonds Greenville Railroad paper. 3d. That they 
should assume thee thousand dollars which he owed to Kimpton. Only 
know from hearsay that the Board decepted the proposition. Not much 
was said at the time. I afterward" heard (not from Leslie) that it 
was accepted, and the particulars. Leslie himself had told me that he 
had been asked to resign aud had refused; that they had asked his 
reasons, and he had told them, “that wasn't business," and that “ they 
could get his reasons if they wanted them.” At the time this statement 
was made, there had been only $200,000 appropriated. A new appro- 
priation was pending: I regarded DeLarge’s appointment and the new 
appropriation as of political significance. I am satisfied that a great 
deal was spent in the DeLarge Congressional campaign. 


C. C. Bowen cross-examined by C. P. Leslie: 
Q. Did your evidence in chief relate to the manner of my conducting 
or going out of the land office ? 


A. lt related entirely to the circumstance of your going out of the 
office. 


Q. Did you know of any corrupt or dish noti bie act of mine whilst in 
the land office? 


A. No; I knew nothing except what I stated about your going out of 
the office. 


Q. State the circumstances connected with my going out of the land 
office fully, 


vost : 


A, I have heretofore testified fully as to the circumstances. You had 
been asked to resign the land office because DeLarge wanted it. You 
declined, but proposed to go out on certain conditions, namely: the 
sale of your Greenville Railroad stock for $20,000, the receipt of $25,000, 
and the payment to Mr. Kimpton of $3,000, which you had borrowed 
from bim. 

Q. Were you present when any member of the Advisory Board made 
any proposition to me to resign the office of Land Commissioner ? 

A. Yes; on two or three different occasions ; one at N. G. Parker's 
house, one in the State House yard, and the third at Chamberlain's 
house. The proposition which had been previously made at Parker's 
house was talkéd over at Chamberlain's house on a Sunday afternoon. 

Q. What was said in the first conversation at Parker's house ? 

A. You said you would not resign the land office. If you had done 
anything that was wrong, that was another thing. Parker insisted that 
DeLarge must have the office to reconcile some difficulty they had got 
into. On the next day, in the State House yard, the conversation was 
resumed about your resignation, and you said if you were not fit and 
capable to discharge the duties of Land Commissioner you were not fit 
to be with them in the Greenville Railroad ring, and if you had to give 
up the land office you wanted to get rid of them and thé whole business ; 
whereupon Parker made the remark? they must have the Land Commis- 
sioner’s office, and for Leslie to state what he wanted; whereupon Leslie 
replied, “I think now I understand you, and that looks like business, and 
I will state to you to-morrow what I will do." The next day you stated 
your propositions to witness, which was afterward, on Sunday afternoon, 
talked over at Chamberlain’s house, when Chamberlain, Parker, Neagle, 
Kimpton, Leslie and witness were present. Leslie, perhaps, was not 
present all the time. In the last conversation, it was understood that 
drafts were to be drawn by Parker on Kimpton and,to be accepted by 
him in payment of the amount to be paid to you. Leslie asked Cham- 
berlain if he thought the draft would be paid if he resigned, and Cham- 
berlain told you that he did not think the parties would go back on you. 
Witness regarded the arrangement for Leslie’s resignation on his terms 
before given as having been fully arranged at that meeting, and that he 
soon afterwards heard of Leslie’s resignation, and he had no doubt but it 
was on the terms propoged by him. 

Q. To whom was the Greenville Railroad stock to be transferred, by 


the arrangements? , 
A. It may have been to Kimpton; it was to be done to some of the 


parties.

. J. Fox, sworn : 
Where, were you residing latter part of 1869? 
. In Chesterfield County. 
How many acres of land were you in possession of in that County ? 
Five tracts—abvut 5,000 acres. 
About how much did the land cost you? 
. That would be difficult for me to’ tell—some of it, with mineral 
privileges, at $20 per acre. 

Q. State, as near as you can, what the land cost. 

A. The land in Chesterfield County, sold for me by Mr. R. J. Donald- 
son to the Land Commission, cost me, with the improvements, on the 
average, seven doJlars per acre. 

Q. What did you sell the mineral for? t 

A. The mineral reservation only affects a portion of the land—less 
than a thousand acres, I think. The sale of this reservation realized 
eighty cents per acre, which may be deducted from the cost of such 
portion. 

Q.. Were you sole owner of the real estate sold by you to the Land 
Commission ? 

A. I was. 

Q. Was the sale made by yourself? 

A. No, by*R. J. Donaldson. 

Q. Did you have any communication with C. P. Leslie in the sale of 
the lands? 

A. Thad no transaction with Mr. Leslie or any other person, except 
Mr. Donaldson. 

Q. For wlfat amount were the lands sold to the Land Commission ? 

A. They were represented to me as having been sold at eight dollars 
per pere... 

Q. Did you receive that amount for them ? 

A. I have never received any money for them; the drafis were 
turned over to Mr. R. J. Donaldson, and the partnership transactions 
have not been settled. ? 


Q. Was he, as a partner in your business, entitled to part of the pro- 
ceeds of the land? 


A. He was entitled to one-third of the proceeds of sale over what the 
land cost me. E 


Q. Were the drafts made payable to you? 
A. They were paid on my order to Donaldson & Co., and a part of the 
drafts may have been made payable to Mr. Donaldson. 


Q. Do you know whether Mr. Leslie derived any personal gain from 
these transactions ? : 


Stéi éi 
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A. I don't know; I never inquired. 

Q. Do you know whether the whole amount of the deed was paid to 
the partnership? 

A. I don’t know; the partnership has not been settled up. 

Q. Does the date of the deed that you and Mrs. Fox executed repre- 
sent the true date? 

A. Yes. 


T. J. Minton sworn: 


Q. What amount did you find that H. H. Kimpton, the Financial 
Agent, got credit for on account of the Land Commission with the 
State Treasurer ? 

A. The same as reported by the Secretary of State as Land Commis- 
sioner, which amounts to $712,079.19. 

Q. With what amount did the State Treasurer credit his own account? 

A. About $90,000. 

Q. Do you know, or not, that these amounts were allowed by the 
Financial Board of the State ? 

Cannot say as to the second. 

. Who constituted the Financial Board ? 

The Governor, Attorney General and State Treasurer. 

. In what business are you now engaged ? 

. As bookkeeper to the State Treasurer. * 

. As such have you access to all the books and papers of the office ? 
. I have; in fact, they are in my charge. 

. Are there in the office any applieations made to C. P. Leslie, as 
Land Commissioner, to sell lands to him as such, and the purchase re- 
commended by him, and approved by the Advisory Board? 

A. I have never seen any such papers, and if they Were in the office 
I would certainly have them. ; 

Q. Are there in your office any books kept by Mr. Leslie as Land 
Commissioner ? 

A. None. 

Q. Are there in the office any books or papers which were kept by 
Mr. Leslie, as Land Commissioner, or which are connected with the 
Land Commission in any way, except the drafts and receipts which you 
have this morning presented to the Joint Committee, and of which the 
Committee have taken copies of a part? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know anything else ? 

A. Nothing more; I have no means of finding out any more, except by 
the receipts and reports of the various officers.

Q. Did you sella piece of land to the Land Commission, situate 1n. + 
Lexington County, during the time Mr. Leslie was Land Commissioner? : 

A. I did; about one thousand acres, more or less, for fifty-five hundred 
dollars. E 

Q. Where was this land situated ? 

A. In Lexington County, ten miles south of Columbia, on the west 


bank of Congaree River. l 
Q. Was that land worth the price it was sold to the Land Commis- 


sioner ? j 

A. In my judgment it was. I was offered five thousand dollars for this 
land by Mr. Beckam several times. Mr. Beckam lived and owned lands 
on the opposite side of the river, and was acquainted with its value. I 
refused to accept his offer of five thousand dollars. As another evidence 
of the value of this land, land of the character on the opposite side of 
the river was sold, at public auction just prior to my sale to the Land 
Commission for twenty dollars per acre. 

Q. Was this land bottom land ? 

A. About one-half of it was. pi 

Q. Did you purchase this land for the purpose of sale to the Land 
Commission or for your own use? 

_ A. I purchħsed it for my own use, with the intention of settling and 
living upon it. 

Q. How long did you purchase it prior to the sale of it to the Land 
Commission? |. 

A. About ten months. 

Q. Mr. F. L. Cardozo, now State Treasurer, has testified before this 
Committee that Mr. Leslie, Land Commissioner, was guilty of a breach 
of trust in the purchase of this land from you for the Land Commission, 
because, as he says, I recommended the purchase of it for more than it 
was worth, and that I asked you to raise the price. Did I ever request 
you, directly or indirectly, to raise the price of your land? 

A. You did not, except that it may be considered a proposition tà 
raise the price of the land in that, in a general conversation concerning 
the purchase of this land, Mr. Leslie asked me if it would not be better 
for me to accept in payment of the land six thousand dollars in South 
Carolina bonds than to take five thousand dollars in cash. I asked 
fifty-five hundred dollars for the land. Mr. Leslie thought five thousand 
dollars enough for the land. 

Q. What were those bonds worth at «that time. 

A. Mr. Lesliestated to me that they were then selling from sixty to sixty- 
five cents; but as an inducement to accept them in payment of the land, 
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stated that these bonds would be worth ninety cents before the end of 
the next January. I must say. however, that this was not a proposition, 
but only a suggestion made during a general conversation, pending the 
negotiation for the sale of this tract of land. ` 

Q. Our talk was on the basis of only five thousand dollars. to be paid 
in cash for the land or six thousand in bonds? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you have at any time a conversation with F. L. Cardozo, 
pending the negotiation for the purchase of this land by the Land Com- 
mission, in reference to your making such sale or the terms of sale? If so, 
state fully in regard thereto. 

A. A few days after the: above conversation with Mr. Leslie, Mr. 
Cardozo sent for me to come ton his office, when he stated to me that he 
had been informed that C. P. Leslie, Land Commissioner, had made im- 
proper and corrupt proposals to me concerning the purchase of a tract of 
land which I had offered to sell to the Land Commission in Lexington 
County. d stated to Mr. Cardozo the conversation which I had held 
with Mr. Leslie, as stated in an answer to your previous question. 

Q. Did you state to him or make use of any language charging me 
with making any corrupt propositions ? 

A. The language already stated is the conversation I had with him, 
and none other, to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

Q. Did you have any other conversation with Mr. Cardozo touching 
this sale, except the one just referred to? 

A. I did not. 

Q. Do you remember that Mr. Cardozo preferred charges against me 
in the Advisory Board, and that you were summoned to attend as a 
witness ? 

A. I do. 

Q. Did you so attend ? 

A. I did. 

Q. Do you remember what members of the Advisory Board were 
present on that occasion ? R 

A. Dr. Neagle, F. L. Cardozo, D. H. Chamberlain and Parker, to 
the best of my recollection. s 

Q. Were you examined by the Board in reference to those charges ? 

A. I was. 

Q. Were you sworn ? 

A. To the best of my knowledge, I was. I remember that I regarded 
myself on oath. 

Q. Do you remember what action the Board took in regard to the 
charges so made ? 

A. After hearing my testimony the charges were dismissed.

By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Were you Speaker of the House of Representatives in the years 
1869-70? 

A. I was. 

Q. Did you negotiate and sell to the Land Commission a piece of land 
situate in the County of Kershaw ? 

A. T did. : 

"H. In the year 1869—known as the Burroughs tract ? À 

A. I sold a piece of land known as the Burroughs tract, but do not 
remember the year. Mr. Leslie was Land Commissioner at the time. 

Q. Was a formal application presented to me as Land Commissioner 
for my official approval of the purchase of this tract of land? 

A. Ido not remember whether the formal written application was 
presented or not. 

Q. Do you know whether I approved of the purchase or not? 

A. According to my recollection, I don't think you approved of the 
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purchase. At the time, I thought that you did not approve it on account 
of your personal antagonism to me. 

Q. The land was purchased ? 

A. It was. 

Q. From whom did you receive the purchase money ? 

A. Ithink that I received it from the Treasurer, but do not remember ; 
perhaps I got a member of the Board to collect it for me. Certainly, 
Mr. Woodruff did not pay it to me—Mr. Leslie's clerk. 

Q. What was the price paid for this land? 

A. I think it was about $14,000. I bought it from a Mr. Burroughs, 
a very respectable gentleman, who owned plantations in Sumter and Ker- 
shaw Counties I don't remember the price I gave, but do remember 
positively that I paid him cash in full, $12,000, if not more, before I 
made any application to the Land Commission to buy the land from me. ` 
. Do you know where the deed of that land is? 
. I do not. 

. Did you ever make out a deed to the land?

. Was it properly executed ? 

. I think that C. D. Melton made it out.

Hon. 8. A. Swails, Senator from Williamsburg, sworn: 


I presented an application to Mr. Leslie, while he was Land Commis- 
sioner, for the sale of two thousand one hundred and thirty-eight acres, 
for the sum of $3,000, the land lying near Kingstree, in Williamsburg 
County, and known as the “Cross Roads” tract. I brought the applica- 
tion to Mr. Leslie, and represented to him that the land was suitable to 
be purchased for the Commission, and that the price charged was fair 
and reasonable, and, upon those representations, Mr. Leslie endorsed my 
approval. Mr. Leslie knew nothing of the land, nor of the parties from 
whom it was purchased, to my knowledge; and he (Leslie) never made 
one cent from the sale of the land, directly or indirectly, nor ever asked 
for it. The titles to these lands were decided to be good, by legal 
gentlemen, before the sale was made to the State. The land was pur- 
chased from Mr. John M. Hirsch. There was no understanding between 
Mr. Hirsch and myself in regard to a sale to the State when he pur- 
chased the land. There was no more paid by the State for the land 
than I agreed to pay Mr. Hirsch for it as agent of the Commission. It 
was good land and suitable for settlement. No fraud was practiced on 
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the State, nor money made out of the State. It was a bona fide pur- ` 
chase. . a

Josephus Woodruff sworn: 


. Q. Were you at any time connected with the Tänd Commission ? 

A. I was Clerk of the Land Commissioner during Mr. Leslie’s term of 
office. . 

Q. As Clerk, what were your duties ? 

A. I kept the correspondence of the office; also kept the papers filed 
which came into my possession, together with the applications, &c. 

Q. Were there any records kept ? 

A. No,sir; we started to keep the records and had the books pre- 
pared. The applications were filed away in the office of the Land Com- 
mission. $ 

Q: Were they there when you left? 

A. So far as I know they were left in the old Gregg house, which Mr. 
Leslie occupied. 

Q. Did you have anything to do with the purchase or sale of lands? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Were you authorized by Mr. Leslie to give receipts? 

A. I think I was, but I have no recollection of the receipts I gave. 

Q. Did you at any time receipt for drafts or money for Mr. Leslie? 

A. Not that I remember.

Did you receive any money or drafts from H. H. Kimpton for Mr. 


Q. Did you GE for the money that paid for the Hon. F. J. Moses, 
Jrs, purchase? 


A. I don’t remember it; if I did, it was done by Mr. Leslie's orders, 
so far as I remember. 

Q. I notice in the Se | of the Land Commissioners in the Trea- 
surer’s office a receipt given to H. H. Kimpton, Financial Agent, S. C., 
for $17,875, signed * C. P. Leslie, Land Commissioner, per J. Wood: 
ruff, Clerk.” What explanation can you give of this receipt ? 
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A. I may have been asked to sign such a receipt "officially as clerk, 
and may have done so, but I have no such recollection of it. 

Q. The receipt says the money has been applied to the payment of 
land purchased of Hon. F. J. Moses, Jr., and L. A. Bigger, Esq. What 
explanation can you give to this? 

A. I don’t remember writing the body of the receipt, but may have 
signed it officially ; but no money or drafts were passed through my 
hands.. The original voucher was presented to him and he identified the 
whole receipt as his writing. 

Q. What do you know of Mr. Leslie’s connection with the Geer 
purchase, in Kershaw County ? 

A. Mr. Leslie said that there had been Ral. to sell the land to 
the State, and that he regarded the property as very poor and hardly 
worth making negotiations for. He said that certain parties were. very 
urgent that he should recommend the purchase. I remember that he 
refused and protested against it because it was not worth the money 
asked for-it. He said the purchase should not be made at all. The dis- 
cussion led me to look into the matter a little, and, having some recol. 
lections of the proposals for the sale, I got the letter of Mr. Burroughs 
to Mr. Leslie, and directed Mr. Leslie's attention to it—particularly to 
that portion which offered the land at $3 per acre. Mr. Leslie was 
pleased at the discovery—took the letter and stated that he would show 
it to Governor Scott and the members of the Advisory Board. Mr. 
Leslie kept the letters several days and then returned them to the files. 

Q. As clerk, did you know the land was purchased ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie afterwards object to the purchase ? " 

A. Mr. Leslie objected until a refund of the money was made. 

Q. What correspondence was had with Z. B. Oakes in reference to his 
sale of lands during your clerkship? 

A. There were quite a number of letters received from Mr. Oakes, and 
I remember that Mr. Oakes made several proposals to sell; but I do not 
remember that I was iostructed to answer them. 

Q. Do you know when the purchase of that land was made? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Are you sure that it was not made during Mr. Leslie's term of 
office, or by him as Land Commissioner ? 

A. I know nothing of it, except the proposals to sell. 

Q. Do you know that Mr. Leslie had any correspondence with Mr. 
Oakes ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In reference to what subject ? 

A. In reference to his application to sell his property to the State. 
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Q. Do you or do you not know that the application was approved 


- by Mr. Leslie? 
* A. I do not know. 
Q. Is there not a record of his approval in his old books ? 
A. Not to my knowledge. 
Q. Do you know how far the trade for the land was carried by Mr.

A. Ithink I signed it in accordance with your orders and instructions 
as clerk, to the best of my recollection. The State Treasurer, after pay- 
ment for land, made out receipt, and Mr. Leslie or myself, as clerk, 
signed it.

My impression is that a Bill was 
passed authorizing the additional issue of $500,000 of bonds. fay 

Q. Who was Land Commissioner at the time the appropriation was 
asked for ? 

A. In the early part of 1870, Mr. Leslie. 

Q. Was the Bill passed under certain considerations that Mr. Leslie 


' should resign or be removed as Land Commission ? 


A. The Bill was passed, but under no such conditions. 

Q. State the circumstances under which the further appropriation 
was made, and everything you know connected with it ? 

A. In the first place, I deny most emphatically, either directly or 
indirectly, of being connected with any such combination. We de- 
manded his resignation, and I was one of them who made that demand. 
We called upon the individual members of the Board for his removal, 
and finally obtained it. I regarded his removal as conducive to my own 
political interests. 

Q. Did Mr. Leslie resign or was he removed ? 

A. I think he resigned. È 

Q. Before the passage of the appropriation, did you have any in- 
timation of Mr. Leslie’s resignation or tbe appointment of Mr. DeLarge? 

As So far as I am goncerned, his removal was impromptu. We went 
to the individual members and demanded his immediate removal. 1 
don’t think it was more than four or five days before it was accom- 
plished. I think he resigned, and that it was compulsory. 

Q. We notice in the vouchers and receipts that you were paid 
large sums of money. Will you state for what purpose ? 

A. I have received money from the Land Cemmission twice—for 
two tracts of land which were purchased by them. 

Q. Do you remember the tracts, and the amounts paid for each ? 

A. My impression is that the first tract was sold during Mr. Leslie's 
administration for $2,700, and the second tract during the administra- 
tion of Mr. DeLarge. The amount received was in the neighborhood 
of $10,000. ` 

Q. The total amount received by you from the Land Commission was 
$12,000 ? 

A. Between $12,000 and $13,000. 

Q. What were the names of the tracts paid for ? 
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A. In Charleston County, 2,000 acres, known as Strawberry Hill or 
Ferry; in Beaufort, 2,000 acres, known as the Schley place. 

Q. Was it in cash or drafts ? 

A. For the first tract in cash or cash check on the bank here. It was 
paid by Mr. Parker. I owed Mr. Crews $1,000, and the money was 
drawn by him; my impression is that it was paid in the winter of 


1869-70.

Q. Did you sell the tract for which you received the $2,700 from 
the Land Commission ? 


LJ 


A. I did, but gave no conveyance to the said Com mission or State. 

Q. Then, were only two tracts sold by you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Who approved the purchase? 

A. I made application to the Land Commissioner, and they were 
approved by him and the entire Advisory Board. 

Q. In what manner was you connected ? 


A. After the application was approved, I borrowed from Mr. Crews 
$1,000, and deposited the application with the Treasurer. A short time 
after Mr. Crews informed me he could get the money for the land, which 
he did, and gave me the balance due me. No one was present but 
Crews, the Treasurer and myself when the transaction was concluded. 

Q. Was the land inspected before the sale was made? 


A. I never saw the land in my life, neither before I bought or sold 
them; they have been sold since under an execution against me.

By Chancellor Johnson : 
Q. Was the execution obtained before or after the sale to the State? 


A. Execution was obtained after the sale upon the “ Strawberry 
Hill” property in 1872; have never made a conveyance or been re- 
quested to give one. Macon B. Allen made conveyance to the State for 
$9,880. I was the real purchaser, and have always been ready to give 
the State a conveyance. I have notified the attorneys that that land 
was not mine. 


* Q. Do you know, or do you not, whether Macon B. Allen ever re- 
ceived any money for the same tract ? 

A. No, sir; he has not. As regards dates, I have spoken entirely 
from memory, and may be mistaken as regards them. I have nothing 
in any way to conceal in regard to my connection as Land Commis- 
sioner. 

Q. Was any report ever made to the Legislature ? 

A. No, sir; not to my knowledge ?

Henry E. Hayne, sworn: 


*Q. At what time did you become Land Commissioner ? 
A. In April, 1871. 
Q. Are all the deeds which were made during Mr. Leslie’s adminis- 
tration—are they in the office of the Secretary of State's office? 
A. Yes,sir; I received them from Mr. DeLarge, through his clerk, 
Mr. Gibbs. * 
Q. Did you receive any books, records or applications which are not 
there now ? 
A. All the books are in my office; when I received them they were 
all blank. Icannotenumerate them. All that I stated in my report 
of 1871—72 is all I know as regards them. 
Q. Did any application signed and approved by Mr. Leslie and the Ad- 
visory Board ever go into your hands? l 
A. There were none in the safe when it was opened; found some dur- 
ing Mr. DeLarge’s time, but were.not received. 
Q. Did you ever see the minutes of the Advisory Board during 
Mr. Leslie’s time? 
A. No, sir; never saw any such book. : 
Q. Do you know of any land purchased during Mr. Leslie's time for 
which there is no deed ? 
A. I think one for the Whipper purchase, and several from Mr. Crews ; 
have found vouchers in the Treasurer's office in favor of Crews. 


B. G. Yocom, sworn: 


Q. Did you ever have any transactions either directly or indirectly 
with the Land Commission ? | 
A. I did not. 


Henry E. Hayne, recalled for Mr. Leslie: 
Q. Are.you Secretary of State and ex:Land Commissioner, and how 


long have you been? 
A. Since November, 1872. 


Q. When were you appointed Land Commissioner as Mr. DeLarge's 
successor ? . 


"A, Some time in March or April, 1871. 
By Mr. Orr: 


Q. Have you deeds taken by Mr. Parker as vouchers? 


A. All the deeds were turned over to me by Mr. DeLarge's clerk, Mr 
Gibbs. SE 
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By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Did you hear read Mr. Cardozo’s report as to the amount of ‘deeds 
found during my administration as Land Commissioner? He stated that 
he gave me credit for $400,000. 

A. I think that was in his report to the General Assembly. 

Q. Was there any land purchased in Marion County during my ad- 


. ministration and for which the deed was given to Mr. DeLarge and 


money paid during that time? If so, state so. 

A. A portion of the Julius Browne tract was paid during your admin- 
istration and part during DeLarge’s. 

Q. How much during my administration ? 

A. I think $2,700; can’t state positive. 

By Mr. Livingstone : 

Q. At what time? 

A. Can’t say. 


By Mr. Leslie: 

Q. Who paid the money ? 

A. The draft was given me by Mr. Parker. 

Q. What about York County ? 

A. I know that there is no deed on file for the Moore tract, and, in 
consequence, cannot give the parties occupying the same a deed, for 
which they have made repeated applications to me. 

Q. Was it bought during my administration ? 

A. My impression is that it was. 

Q. Do you remember the amount paid for it? 

A. I know that the State paid for it, but do not know the amount. 

Q. On December 31st, 1869, it appears by the Reports and Resolu- 
tions, 1871 and 1872, there was a draft drawn in favor of Mr. B. H. 
Moore for $2,900. Can you state the amount paid? 

A. Cannot say if it is correct or not, but suppose so. 

Q. Have you understood that Mr. Lindsay sold any land? 

A. I have seen a draft. 

Q. Have you understood that Joseph Crews sold any land in George- 
town County ? 

A. I have seen a draft in the Treasurer’s office in favor of Mr. Crews ; 
can’t say whether in your adminstration or not. Cannot say whether 
he sold the land or not; there is no deed on file in my office for the land. 
he bought the land from Chief Justice Moses. Crews told me he never 
sold any land to the State. 

Q. Do you know of any land bought in Charleston County during my 
administration, and who paid for it? 

A. Whipper told me he sold some land, and that he would give me 
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the deed; told me it was in his trunk, and that it had been sold with his 
assets. [ was Land Commissioner. I have had some correspondence 
with Mr. Julius Mitchell about the land.on John's Island; don't know 
the name of the tract. The money was paid to Oakes, and Mitchell was 
employed by Attorney General Chamberlain, and he reported that Oakes' 
estate was insolvent. The deed is not on file. The amount paid was 
something over $3,000. 
` Q. Is there on file in your office a deed given by Mr. Jones, of Edge- 
field, to Land Commissioner C. P. Leslie where the consideration is left 
blank ? 
. I do not think there is. 
Have you any information as to the amount paid for it? 
Not of my own knowledge. 
Have you any knowledge what was to be paid for it ? 
. None but what you told me. 
. Was there a tract of land purchased in Newberry County known 
e * Mormon " tract ? 
A. There are no deeds from Newberry County to you as Land Com- 
missioner. 

Q. Any from Laurens ? 

A. There are no deeds on file from that County. 

Q. Do you remember the amounts paid for lands in that County ? 

A. I know by a statement I have seen that it was $10 per acre. 


By Mr. Orr: 


Q. Where did vou see that statement, and what did it contain ? 

A. It contained a statement concerning three tracts, two of 400 and 
one of 500 acres, at $10 per acre, sold by Y. J. P. Owens, for which 
there is no deed. I think the money was paid by N. G. Parker and 
received by Mr. Crews. There was one or two tracts in Orangeburg 
sold by T. C. Andrews for $2,400, containing one tract of 300 and one 
of 272 acres, for whieh there are no deeds. I saw the statement which 
was drawn by Gil Dixon Fox and sworn to by Captain J. L. Little, and 


which contained a statement as regards all the other Counties in Mr. 
Leslie's hands. 
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Sworn Statement of Hon. C. P. Leslie, Ex-Land- Commissioner. 


I was appointed Land Commissioner; filed my bond April 19th; re- 
ceived my commission April 26th, 1869. "The Advisory Board AS 
ized me to employ a clerk at $195 per month; I employed the Hon 
Josephus Woodruff. $200,000 in bonds was authorized to MER. 
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under the Act. These bonds were delivered to Mr. Parker, State Treas- 
urer, who delivered them to H. H. Kimpton, by order of the Advisory 
Board. Mr. Parker was appointed by the Advisory Board as Treasurer 
to the Land Commission. Mr. Parker paid for all land purchased, 
taking the deeds as his vouchers for payment. I kuow of one instance 
where I drew a draft on Kimpton for $1,200 in payment of a piece of 
land purchased of the Hon. R. B. Carpenter. Mr. Parker was out of 
town, and Mr. Carpenter urged me to pay, as he stood in need of the 
money immediately. This is the only instance that I have any knowl- 
edge where I made payment for land purchased. Mr. Parker, when he 
first began to make disbursements for the payment of land, called upon 
me to receipt to him for payments made by him. I signed only six re- 
ceipts, and they are for the following amounts:

I then declined to sign further, because I was not disbursing officer of 
the Land Commission. I neither had the bonds or their proceeds, but 
he (Parker) did, by authority of the Board, and he could not nor ought 
not to ask me to receipt for moneys I did not disburse. These moneys or 
drafts on Kimpton I did not have in my hands, nor did I disburse them; 
they were mere formal receipts. I have no knowledge now whether I 
receipted correctly or not. I was asked to do so by Mr. Parker, and I 
did. I believe, however, down to this time, those receipts represented the 
actual moneys disbursed by Parker; these receipts are now in Mr. Car- 
dozo’s office, and they are counted by him to make up the $500,000 
expended while I was Land Commissioner. They should be deducted 
from the $500,000 for the following reason: Suppose Mr. Smith sells 
a piece of land to the Land Commission for $10,000 ; he goes to Parker, 
delivers his deed and procures a draft on Kimpton for that amount ; the 
draft in due time comes back into the Treasurer’s office, paid; it is 
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charged against the Land Commission. In addition, they have in the 
Treasurer’s office my receipt for the $10,000. Mr. Cardozo counts the 
draft $10,000; then counts my receipt $10,000; total, $20,000— 
where it is really only one transaction, and only $10,000 has actually 
been paid, while the Land Commissioner is charged $20,000. Deduct, then, 
these receipts of $59,949 from Mr. Cardozo’s statement, and ave have ac- 
tually charged against the Land Commissioner as total expenditures du- 
ring the time I was Land Commissioner the sum of $440,051. Mr. 
Cardozo also reports that during the time I was Land Commissioner 
deeds are on record to me or in my name for only $400,000, leaving & 
deficit to be aecounted for of $40,051. ) 

Am I responsible for this deficit ? It was not my duty to disburse the 
Land Commission money or to take the deeds as vouchers; that duty 
was imposed, as I have said, upon Mr. Parker; he, and he alone, is re- 
sponsible and must account ; he (Mr. Parker) is not here to account for 
this deficit, and, as an act of justice to the people of this State, I will 
undertake the job. I don’t think the statement of Mr. Cardozo repre- 
sents the exact amount of disbursements, but his statement is undoubt- 
edly as accurate as it is in the power of any one not endowed with super- 
natural powers to make. 

The following should be credited, which was not credited by Mr. Car- 
dozo, and added to the $400,000 in deeds on record in the Secretary of 
State's office :

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While the amount, as I have said, actually expgnded, as appears by 
Mr. Cardozo's statement, with proper reductions made, you have the whole 
expenditure of $440,051 fully accounted for. 

I do not testify this statement is absolutely accurate, but in the main 
it is correct, and absolutely honest as to the disbursements on account of 
the Land Commissioner, and the credits to which that office is justly 
entitled to during the time I was Land Commissioner. 

In concluding the subject of the charge of deficiency, I will say again, 
if there is really a deficiency, I am in no wise responsible for it; and, 
secondly, there is no deficiency, if these gentlemen who have bad the 
State’s money will walk up to the Secretary of State’s office and hand 
in their deeds, for which the Land Commission should have credit. 

During this investigation, the Committee have taken evidence in 
reference to the following purchases : 

1. The Burroughs-Moses (Kershaw) purchase. 

2. The Ensor (Lexington) purchase. 

3. The Hell Hole Swamp purchase in Charleston and Colleton 
Counties. 

4. The Chesterfield, (Donaldson and Fox) purchases. 

5. The Fairfield (Gibbes) purchase. 


The following is a brief history of each of these purchases : 


The Burroughs-Moses tract in Kershaw was purchased at $22,000 
and paid for. This, I think, was the second purchase made by the Land 
Commission. I did not approve of this purchase or the application for 
sale—the Advisory Board assumed the responsibility and made the 
purchase, and Mr. Parker paid the money. I was called upon by 
Governor Scott to examine the land in person and report its value. 
Twice I fixed to go. but other and more pressing engagements prevented. 
I finally fixed a third day with Governor Scott (which was the next day) 
to go and see this land, and in one hour after his agreeing with me that 
Lshould go I was informed by Mr. Parker the land was purchased by 
the Advisory, Board and he had paid for it. Mr. Woodruff subse- 
quently discovered in the files of letters a letter from Mr. Burroughs offer- 
ing this same land for sale for about $11,000 dollars. I showed that letter 
to Governor Scott, and a reduction in price was obtained. Eight thousand 
dollars was the amount of the reduction, leaving the price at $14,000. I 
do not see where this money is credited on the other side of Parker's ledger. 
This land has been sold by the State for over $14,000. It is good land. 
I repeat, I was in no manner responsible for this purchase. 

The third purchase was the “Ensor” land, situate on the west bank 
of the Congaree River, about ten miles from Columbia; it consisted of 
about 1,000 acres, 500 acres of which was fine bottom land. Dr. Ensor 
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bought this land forehis own use, and not to sell to the Land Commis- 
sion. Irecommended this purchase to be made at $5,500. The land 
was purchased, and all sold by the Land Commissioner to actual settlers 
who now occupy the land. It could not be bought one cent cheaper, 
‘and the transaction was in every respect honest. Mr. Cardozo presented 
charges against me in connection with this purchase, and I was arraigned 
before the Advisory Board. The charge was that I had attempted to 
eogrupt Dr. Ensor by urging him to raise the price of the land, thereby 
creating a margin which would go into my pocket. A full investigation 
was had, and Dr. Ensor summoned before the Board.  Ensor was sworn 
before a Notary Publie, and, after making his statement under oath, 
there being no evidence whatever to sustain the charge, it was dismissed. 
Mr. Cardozo was so incensed at the turn the affair took, he declared he 
would not serve with the Advisory Board further ; and he did not. 

The Gibbes purchase in Fairfield was, as all know, a capital purchase. 
Mr. Gibbes swears at my instance he reduced the price from seven to 
six dollars per acre—much less than the land cost him, and much less 
than it was worth; that the transaetion was honest and fair in all 
respects. So much for the purchase. Mr. Gibbes says he made up the 
deeds early in January, and tried to get his money, but could not until 
about the 8th day of March, when Mr. Leslie told him he could get 
him the money if he would pay $3,000. The purchase came to $20,544. 
He says he then paid $1,500 cash; gave due bill, or, at least, agreed to 
pay $1,500 more, which he did not do, and after making that agree- 
ment he got his money the same morning or day. | Mr. Gibbes’ testi- 
mony is substantially correct. He only agreed, however, to pay $1,500, 
which he did pay. And this agreement was made on the 8th day of 
March, and after I was out of office, as I resigned on the 1st day of 
March, and my resignation accepted as of that day. The transaction 
was honorable, and, in as few words as possible, I will explain it. As I 
said, Mr. Gibbes made up the deeds early in January, 1870; he made 
every effort to get his money. c 

The Land Commission account was heavily overdrawn, and each man 
was pressing to get his money before the last dollar was gone. Gibbes 
was, in turn, pressed by his creditors. Kimpton was grumbling 
at Parker for his over drafts. I was out of office and apparently no 
chance for him to complete his sale. I had been several times to Mr. 
Parker to urge him to pay Mr. Gibbes. At last I told Parker if he would 
pay Gibbes I would put up the money, $20,544, and take his receipt for it, 
providing he would draw his drafts on Kimpton; that if Kimpton would 
not accept, or could not pay at maturity, he (Parker) would have the 
funds to take care of them, Parker said if I would do that he would 
draw the drafts, I went to Mr, Gibbes, explained the situation, when he 
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promised me $1,500 for my services. I then deposited the money with 
, Parker, laid out of it nearly one year, in fact, like never to have got it, 
and Mr. Gibbes can thank his stars that he got his money at all. But, as 
I said, I was out of office when this transaction took place, although I. 
do not seek to shield myself behind that fact. I would have done just 
that thing if I had been in office. Mr. Parker never received one dollar 
of the $1,500. 

The Hell HoleSwamp purchases were not made while I was Land 
Commissioner, nor were they made upon my offieial approval as Land 
Commissioner. Although the deeds bear date the later part of February, 
1870, the purchases were not made until the middle of March—and 
no man dare swear to the contrary of this. 

Sehley, who made the sales, I am informed, did not have titles until 
some. time in March, 1870. How, then, could he have sold this land in 
February ? 

The Chesterfield Donaldson and Fox purchases are, to say the least, 
perhaps subject to objection and criticism. I recommended the Donald- 
son- Wadsyorth purchase of 2,462 acres at $8,000, which would be at the 
rate of $3.25 per aere, The application was presented to me, containing a 
description of the property, &c., and signed by the Hon. R. J. Donald- 
son, then Senator; also, a petition signed by a respectable number of 
persons who represented that they knew the land, that it was desirable 
and worth the price asked, and urged that the Commission should make 
the purchase. Upon these petitions and papers I recommended the 
purchase. Senator Donaldson at that time stood well with all the 
officials in Columbia. He was believed to be a careful and conservative 
Senator and honest man. I endorsed this purchase subject to the approval 
of the Advisory Board. I may have endorsed the Fox purchase. Mr. 
Donaldson testified before your Committee that he did not know whether 
I did or did not approve of this Fox purchase; but, whether I did or did 
nof, these purchases, it is insisted, were not worth the money paid. I, how- 
éver, acted in good faith. I never received one dollar for my approval; 
and, while the evidence given before the Committee is strong and positive 
against the value of the lands, I can't help thinking that there may 
be two sides even to that question. Out of the large number of pur- 
chases that were made during the time I was Land Commissioner these 
are the only ones the Committee took exceptions to, and I trust I 
have fully explained my connection therewith. 

I find no fault with any witness’ testimony except Mr. Cardozo. I 
will now briefly explain his very brief connection with the Land Com- 
mission while I was Land Commissioner. The first purchase was that 
of Francis Sires, Charleston Countv. [think Mr. Cardozo approved of 
this purchase. He then went North; was gone about six weeks; came 
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back just in time to find that the Moses-Burroughs purchase had been 
consummated, and the Lexington Ensor purchase under consideration, 
but not completed. He immediately withdrew from the Advisory Board. 
This is all he had to do with the Land Commission during the time I 
was Land Commissioner, except to urge the Board to make a purchase 
of the Wimbush (Chester) tract, agairst my protest that the property 
was absolutely worthless. This was on the same day of the investiga- 
tion of the Eusor (Lexington) purchase already referred to. So that, out 
of the large number of purchases which were made, and the detail con- 
nected necessarily therewith, that gentlemen can have little, if any, 
knowledge; and I here say that I do not take exception to the testimony 
of the witnesses already called by tlie Committee, except the testimony 
of the Hon. F. L. Cardozo. It is true, owing to the great length of time 
that has elapsed since I ceased my connection with the Land Commis- 
sion, that there is necessarily a large margin for errors and mistakes in 
the testimony of perhaps all the witnesses; but, lam sorry to say, Mr. 
Cardozo's testimony does not fall within that category. He stands out 
alone from all the rest a vindictive and prejudiced witness, remembering 
what tends to make against me and forgetting that which makes for me. 
He states that he left the Advisory Board because of the Kershaw 
Burroughs-Moses purchase and the Lexington purchase. With the 
Kershaw purchase, the testimony is clear that I opposed that purchase 
from the beginning. $ > 
As to the Lexington purchase, the evidence is clear; first, the land is 
worth the price paid for it, and has been resold to actual settlers ; 
second, that the charge of corruption was fully heard at the time the 
charges were presented against me to the Board, and, after a full and | 
patient hearing, that charge was unanimously dismissed, except the vote 
of Mr. Cardozo. I deny that Mr. Cardozo left the Board for any such 
reason, for after Mr. DeLarge was appointed as my successor he used 
his influence and vote for the purchase of the Scott-Cochran purchase, 
also the Jenkes purchase, the Hurley purchase and others equally im- 
proper, to say the least, and I refer to the minutes of the Advisory ` 
Board in confirmation of this statement. Mr. Cardozo said, in answér to 
the question whether he sent his intimate personal friend, J. H. Rainey, | 
to me to say that if I would use my influence to enable him to purchase 
aud sell some land to the State he would cease his opposition to me as: 
Land Commissioner. He answered “no,” and added, but you (Leslie) 
did make several such propositions to him, (Cardozo,) and that he de- 
clined the offer with contempt. In answer to this testimony, I will say 
that for at least one year before, and while I was Land Commissioner, I 
never exchanged during that time a dozen words with that gentleman. 
His feeling was so intense against me that, notwithstanding he knew I 
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had pledged sufficient number of votes to elect me Land Commissioner, 
he refused to vote as the majority voted. 

This statement of Mr. Cardozo is a willful falsehood, and he knew it 
when he swore to it. He made that statement to retaliate in some way, 
because I endeavored to show that he had sent his personal friend to me 
with corrupt propositions for the sale of land. His statement, contained ` 
in his report as Secretary of State, that he was in favor of the beneficent 
objeets of the Land Commission, &c., is, like the rest of his statements, 
made for other purposes than to tell the truth, and is shown to be false, 
because the moment Mr. DeLarge was appointed. Land Commissioner, 
as my suecessor, and he got full swing of the Land Commission he 
used his personal influence and vote to plunder the State, and he suc- 
ceeded. So much for his leaving the Advisory Board while I was Land 
Commissioner and his “ beneficent objects.” 

I really kept no books, except letter and memoranda books, while I 
was Land Commissioner, for the best reason in the world—I had nothing 
to put in them. I had a bond book, but no bonds; I had a cash book 
wherein to enter the proceeds of the bonds, but I had no proceeds—Mr. 
Parker had them. I had a book for the record of deeds, but I had no 
deeds, for Mr. Parker made the payments, and took the deeds, and held 
them as his vouchers for his payments. I really had but one duty to 
perform—that was to keep up the correspondence and approve or disap- 
prove of the applications for sale. I visited various Counties to examine 
the lands offered for sale, but I could not look personally after all the 
land offered. It may be that it will be charged that I was careless in 
making the recommendations of sale. It may be I was; but if any one 
will do any better than I did, considering all the cireumstances and sur- 
roundings, they will certainly be entitled to much more credit than is 
due to most men. 

As to my resignation, L can only now say it was not corrupt, dishonest 
or dishonorable.

REPORT. 


Your Committee have thought it proper to confine themselves to the 
conduct and management of the affairs of the institution, without refer- 
ence to the condition of the original endowment, as that is a subject with 
which your honorable bodies are supposed to be already familiar. : 

By reference to the papers and evidence herewith submitted it will be 
seen that the institution has received during the years 1873, 1874, 1875, 
an aggregate sum of $11,836; that this amount has been disbursed as 
follows: To expenses of trustee meetings, for mileage, about $500; for 
salary of Professor Smith, $900; for salary of Dr. E. Cook, six months, 
$1,000 ; and for salary of the late Secretary, Dr. Alonzo Webster, $6,000. 
That the sum of $3,498 has been paid on the purchase money of a farm, 
$498 of which accrued as interest on the other $3,000 before payment 
was made; a balance of about $50 remaining on hand. 

The land purchased as a farm was deeded by I. S. K. Legare to Dr. 
Webster, as the agent of the Claflin University, who agreed to pay 
$3,000 down, and $6,000 in two annual installments. By reference to 
papers hereto attached, it would appear that Dr. Webster afterwards 
sold thistract, containing 116 acres, and adjoining the Claflin University 
property, to the Trustees of the State Agricultural College and Mechan- 
ics’ [nstitute, on the terms of the original purchase. As no funds were 
then available, Dr. Webster, as agent of the Agricultural College, &c., 
borrowed the $3,000 from Gov. Claflin, and took a deed from Mr. Le- 
gare, giving a mortgage for the balance of $6,000, bearing interest at 
ten per cent. per annum. This mortgage was assigned to Gov. Claflin 
as collateral. Subsequently, Gov. Claflin requiring the return of his 
` money, Dr. Webster paid it, and had the mortgage assigned to himself. 
This mortgage holding the property, the Trustees of the Agricultural 
College had a deed made to them, a copy of which is hereto appended. 
This deed was not recorded, but placed in escrol in the hands of Hardy 
Solomon for safe keeping until the mortgage should be satisfied. The 
mortgage has now interest accrued upon it to*the amount of nearly 
$2,000, and Dr. Webster informs your Committee that it will be impos- 
sible for him to carry it further, and that, unless some provision is made 
for it, it must be foreclosed or assigned to other parties. 

It will also appear, from the evidence given by Mr. Van Tassel, 
County Auditor of Orangeburg, that the lands adjoining the 116 acre 
tract mentioned above are valued at $10 per acre. 
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No evidence has been presented to your Committee which would jus- Y 
tify them in the opinion that any embezzlement or unlawful use of the 
funds of the College has been made by Dr. Webster. The Committee. 
therefore exonerate Dr. Webster from the charge. 

Your Committee must, however, say that the consolidation of ‘the 
Agricultuial College and Mechanics’ Institute with the Claflin ought not 
to have resulted in the annihilation of the former, as it has virtually 


done, No competitive examinations have been made, as contemplated 
by law, and the farm has not been a source of much profit to the institu- 


tion. Your Committee attribute this to a want of funds not foreseen by 
the framers of the Act; and in the present condition of the College, 
your Committee feel compelled to suggest that the Trustees should care- 
fully consider the possibility of abating the amount paid as salary to the 
Secretary for the future.

PROCEEDINGS AND TESTIMONY.

FEBRUARY 10, 1876. 


The Committee appointed to investigate the affairs of the State Agri- 
cultural College and Mechanics’ Institute met at 11 A. M., on the 10th 
February, 1876, in the Senate Committee Room, at the State Capitol. 

The Committee appointed were: 

Senator Andrews, Chairman. 

Senator W. R. Jervay. 

Senator W. E. Johnston. 

Senator S. L. Duncan. 

Hon. M. McLaughlin. 

Hon. Paris Simkins. 

Hon. F. J. Sessions. 

Hon. Samuel Keith. 

Present (Judge Andrews in the chair)—Messrs. Jervay, Simkins, Ses- 
sions, Keith. 

The Chairman notified the Committee that he had summoned the 
President of the Claflin University, and Secretary of the SE 
College, Dr. E. Cook, to meet the Committee. 

Dr. Cook, being present, laid the reports of the Treasurer of the Wee 
cultural College and Mechanics’ Institute for 1872-73-74 before the ` 
Committee, and the Treasurer’s statement including the same, and a 
report for the year 1875, hereto appended. The same was received as in- 
formation. 

Dr. Cook sworn : 

A. Is now the lawful Secretary of the Agricultura! College. 

Q. Was there any record of incidental expenses kept by the Secre- 
tary ? 

A. Had no knowledge of the affairs of the institution prior to a year 
ago last October, and no knowledge officially prior to the 13th of last 
June. No record was turned over to me by the former Secretary, except 
that herewith presented. d 5 : s * * * 

[On motion, the Secretary’s minutes of the various meetings of the 
Board of Trustees were read by the Clerk.] 

A. Dr. Webster resigned his position as President of Claflin in June, 
1874, but retained his position as Secretary of the Agricultural College. 
My report made a year ago to the Trustees of the Agricultural College 
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was not made by me as a legal officer of the institute, but was received 
. as information by the Board as from the President of Claflin and the 
Professor having charge of the literary department of the College. à 

Q. Do you know of any land or real estate of any description which ` 
has been purchased for the benefit of the Agricultura! College ? Š 

A. On information only, I have been instructed by the Executive Com- 
mittee to take possession of certain property. 

Q. Have you, or have you not, any knowledge of any deeds or titles for. 
such property ? 

A. None—that is, of my own knowledge. 

Q. Was any real estate turned over to you by your predecessor or 
any other persons as Secretary of the College? 

A. A dwelling house, barn, some outhouses and land were turned over 
to me some three weeks ago—since the fire. 

Q. Do you know of any competitive examinations, such as the law 
provides, as a requirement for students of the Agricultural College being 
held, or of any students being so admitted thereto ? 

A. No. Ifound the students, when I took charge, generally below 
any standard of qualification for such an institute. I found a professor 
there, and I took pupils from him as students proper as fast as they were 
able to pass the grade I required of them and organized a class. 

Q. How did such get into the College? Were they taken promiscu- 
ously ? < 

A. Yes; I had organized a class as best. I could, and took any that 
were fitted. e 

Q. Have you any copies of papers or of reports made by the Secre- 
tary of the institution to the General Assembly ? 

A. No. My predecessor told me he had rendered such reports, but I 
have not been able to find any. The Executive Committee have some 
records and reports. 

Q. The minutes speak of a mortgage assigned by Mr. Legare to Mr. 
Claflin. Can you explain how the mortgage became vested in Mr. 
Claflin? 

A. Not of my own knowledge. The information I have received is tq 
the effect that the Executive Committee instructed Dr. Webster to pur- 
chase certain property. Dr. Webster borrowed the money from Gov. 
Claflin and assigned the mortgage. I am further informed that the 
money was returned to Gov. Claflin by Mr. Webster, who then took the 
assignment of the mortgage to himself. 


Q. Did your predecessor make to you any statement of the indebted- 
ness of the institution ? 


A. Not a definite one. Dr. Webster said if I would come to his house 
he would make a showing. . I had no legal status until the 15th of last 
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June. I did not want to make myself unnecessarily officious, and 


waited, with the understanding that everything should be turned over as 
soon as the crops were gathered. 

Q. Was there any part of H crops turned over to you ? 

A. None. 

Q. Was the land used as an experimental farm for the benefit of the 
institution ? 

A. I don't think so; at least nothing came from it to support the 
boarding house. 

Q. Do you know whether any of it was rented out to private parties ? 

A. Last year Mr. Webster farmed it on shares, he furnishing the land 
and supplies, and the other parties the labor. 

Q. Do you know of any student doing any work on it? 

A. Not of my own knowledge. Webster told me that he had hired 
and paid some of them at times. 

On motivn, at 12:10 P. M., adjourned to 5 P. M. 


EVENING SESSION. 


Pursuant to adjournment, the Committee met at 5 P. M. 

Present—Messrs. Andrews, Jervay, Sessions, Keith. 

Examination of Dr. Cooke continued, by the Chair, 

Q. When you took charge of Claflin, was Professor Smith there ? 

A." Yes; he had been there one week. 

Q. When did you take charge of the College ? 

A. About the 20th October, 1875 ; I was instructed to take charge of 
the literary department of the College. 

Q. Was Prof. Smith engaged in the literary department? 

A. Yes; he was acting Professor of Mathematics, and was expected 
to be the military Professor. The students were drilled by him, and very 
successfully, especially after their grant was received. 

Q. Were not those students you speak of in Prof. Smith's department 
old Claflin students? Were any strict Agricultural College students ? 

A. A part of them were, properly, Agricultural students, and a part 
in the preparatory. 

Q. In fact, Doctor, did you, upon taking charge of the Agricultural 
College, actually fiud any such institution in existence? 

Mr. Jervay objected to the question. It was a question of opinion, 
not of fact. 

Q. Well, then, did you find a proper organization of any kind? 

A. As agricultural colleges go, when properly established, certainly 
not, considering all the circumstances. I should say that, at best, there 


was, perhaps, a hopeful embryo. 9 
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Q. What I wish to arrive at is your opinion, as an expert, regarding ^. 


the organization of the institution. Was it satisfactory, in consideration 
of its cost and the length of time it had been established ? 
A. In that view, it was a failure. 


Mr. Bolivar sworn. 
Questions by the Chair: 


Q. Mr. Bolivar, you are, I think, Clerk of Court and Register of 
Mesne Conveyances of Orangeburg County? 

A. Yes. y 

Q. Do you know of any purchase made by Mr. Webster from Mr. 
Legare for Mr. Claflin ? 

A. No. I know of a sale by I. S. K. Legare to A. Webster, as agent 
for the Trustees of Claflin University, of a tract of 116 acres for $9,000. 

Q. Any other tract in any such name? 3 

A. I. K. Legare to Mr. Claflin, 31 acres, for $7,200. : 

Q. Is there any record of titles conveyed to the Trustees of the Agri- 
cultural College by Mr. Webster of any such lands? 

A. None. I have examined the books, and am sure there is no such 

record. 


Questions by Mr. Jervay: 


Q. Is there any mortgage on record of any such property ? 

A. No. A. Webster executed a mortgage to I. S. K. Legare, who 
transferred it to Wm. Claflin, who transferred it to A. Webster, in 
-amount $6,000, and still unsatisfied. 

Q. Can you give the dates ? ; 

A. Legare to Claflin, December 18, 1873; Claflin to Webster, Decem- 
ber 16, 1874. 


Q. Do you know who pays the taxes on such property now? 


A. It stands on the Auditor’s books in the name of A. Webster, who 
pays the taxes. 


Adjourned to 10 A. M. to-morrow.

Clerk reported, after a short absence, that Mr. McLaughlin was not to 
be found, and that Mr. P. Simkins could not attend, as he was engaged 
on an important House Committee. The Chair then announced that 
business would be proceeded with, as a quorum was present. 


Hardy Solomon, sworn, submitted the following statement: 


In the multiplicity of my business, I have been in the habit of en- 
trusting the details of my work as Treasurer of the Agricultural Col- 
lege to Mr. Zealy, who is present, and whom I desire to have sworn. 
Whenever money was handed me by Mr. Webster, I always deposited 
thé same in the bank. Mr. Zealy kept all accounts and made all pay- 
ments, and the statement submitted to the Committee as from me was 
made by him. 

Q. You were appointed Treasurer of the Agricultural College and 
Mechanics’ Institute? 

A. Yes; by the Board of Trustees, I was notified of my appointment 
by letter. 

Q. Was any salary attached to your office ? 

A. None; at least I received nothing. 

The Chair suspended. 


Questions by Mr. Jervay : 


Q. What papers, books or other records have you ? 

A. The usual vouchers for all moneys paid out, and a mortgage left 
with me for safe-keeping. 

Mr. Jervay asked Mr. Solomon to submit the same to the examination 
of the Committee, which he did at once. Upon examination, the mort- 
gage referred to by Mr. Solomon proved to be a deed of certain property 
executed by Alonzo Webster to the Trustees of the Agricultural 
College. 

Q. (By the Chair.) Mr. Solomon, in what manner did you become 
possessed of this deed ? 

A. It was left with me for safe-keeping as an escrol. 

j Q. Have you held it in any sense as a collateral for any consideration 
advanced by you? 

A. No. 
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Mr. Zealy, sworn, verified the Treasurer’s ‘statements of receipts and 
expenditures submitted by Dr. Cook. 


Q. In what manner was money drawn from the funds held to the 
credit of the Agricultural College and Mechanics’ Institute ? 

A. By order of Judge Willard on Mr. Solomon, who gave a check 
on the bank and retained the said order as his voucher. 

Q. Have you kept Mr. Solomon's checks ? 

A. Yes. Ihave also here the orders of Judge Willard. 

'The orders were submitted to the Committee. ` 


Mr. Zealy said, further : 


Checks on the bank were filled up and signed by Mr. Solomon at the 
bank on loose blanks. No stubs were kept. Our checks frequently 
represented several separate orders of this kind. It was not thought 
necessary, to keep anything but the vouchers with Judge Willard’s 
signature. 

Upon examination, the orders referred to were found to be in no 
particular form. They were drawn by the Secretary of the Board, and 
signed by Judge Willard as Chairman. 

Q. You were Cashier of the bank during the transactions represented 
by these orders ? 

A. Either Cashier or Assistant Cashier. 


Dr. Webster sworn: 


Q. You were regularly appointed Secretary of the Agricultural 
College? * 

A. I was. 

Q. Did you receive the amounts noted by the Treasurer as interest on 
the agricultural bonds? 

A. Yes: 

Q. Was this money paid into your hands by the State Treasurer ? 


A. In the form of checks, which I took to Mr. Solomon. The Act 


makes the Secretary the receiver of funds, and requires him to pay 
the same at once to the Treasurer. 

Q. Did you report such receipts to the Board of Trustees ? 

A. Only through the Treasurer, except at the yearly meeting. At 
that time I reported a// my transactions of a pecuniary nature relating 
to the institution. . 

Q. Upon what warrant did you obtain the money from the State 
Treasury ? : 

A. The frst warrant was by T I think, 

rst warrant was by the Governor; the next, I think, was

drawn by the Executive Committee. My understanding of the law, to 
wit, of Section 14, authorizes me to receive all funds due from any source 
to the institution. 

Q. (By Mr. Johnson.) What vouchers were retained by the State 
Treasurer for funds paid you? 

A. The receipt of the Secretary. 

Q. (By the Chair.) Are we to understand that the draft given to you 
by the Governor covered the whole amount of interest due upon the 
agricultural bonds at the date? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you collect it on presentation? 

A. Only a part. 

Q. And what has been paid since was paid on the balance of that 
draft ? 

A. I do not so understand the matter. 

Q. Have you, or did you take, any due bill for balance due you from 
the State Treasury ? | - 

A. No. i 

Q. (By Mr. Johnson.) Might not that be used as evidence that the 
full amount was paid you? 

A. (Mr. W. declined to reply). 

Q. (By the Chair.) Do you recollect the amount of the Governor’s 
draft? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Were you instructed by the Board at any regular meeting to draw 
orders to pay sundry accounts, subject to the approval of the Chairman 
of the Board? 

A. Yes; that was the plan adopted for disbursing funds. 

Q. Have you ever made any reports to the General Assembly in ac- 
cordance with Section 9 of the law? 

A. Yes; I have a copy of my report to the Board, a revision of which 
went to the Legislature. 


The following paper was received in evidence: 


COLUMBIA, S. C., August 9th, 1873. 

The Executive Committee of the Board of Trustees of the Agricul- 
tural College aud Mechanics’ Institute of South Carolina met at the 
house of his Honor Mr. Justice Willard on the above date. 

Present—Hon. A. J. Willard, Seeretary, Rev. A. Webster, and Hon. 
J. J. Wright. 

The bill of Glover & Glover, which was fifty dollars, ($50,) for examin- 
ing and making an abstract of title of land about to be purchased by the 
Board of Trustees for an agricultural farm, was examined and ap- | 


proved. 
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The Secretary submitted a deed as agent of the Claflin Uni- 
versity, which was also approved as being correct. It was ordered that 
the said deed should be by the agent deposited at the Savings and Trust 
Company Bank, in the city of Columbia, to be delivered to the Trustees 
of the Agricultural College and Mechanics’ Institute on payment of a 
portion of the purchase money. 

Adjourned. 


The hour for the convening of the Senate having arrived, the Com- 
mittee thereupon adjourned to 5 P. M. same date. 


EVENING SESSION. 


Met, pursuant to adjournment, at 5 P. M. 

Present—Messrs. Andrews, Jervay, Sessions, Keith. 

Q. Did the Governor give you the draft for the interest ?

Q. It has been stated that the Board of Trustees passed a resolution 
instructing you to purchase a farm.

Q. Did any deeds pass? 

A. Yes. The Executive Committee paid Judge Glenn back one title 
and made a deed, which I signed. The Committee accepted the deed, 
and Judge Willard suggested that the deed be placed in eserol. 

Q. There was no mortgage or bond given by the Executive Com-' 
mittee ? i 


A. No. They were aware that a bond and mortgage already existed: 

Q. In whom are the titles now ? 

A. When the first year was out, as the Executive Committee had sup- 
plied no funds, I paid the interest myself. I got notice from Holton & Hol- 
ton, the attorneys of Legare, that the mortgage was in their hands for fore- 
closure in ease the bond due was not paid. I made a trip to Columbia, 
and showed this notice to the Executive Committee. They said they 
had no money, and told me that if I could raise funds to take up the 
bond and mortgage they thought they would have funds to pay me by 
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January or February following. I made a payment and took a writing 
from Mr. Legare that he would not foreclose until next April; I then went 
North and borrowed the funds requisite and took up the bond and 
mortgage. Mr. Legare then transferred the same to Hon. Wm. Claflin, 
of Boston. In subsequent negotiations with Governor Claflin, he trans- 
ferred the bond and mortgage to me personally. I now hold them. 
They are yet unsatisfied, with interest added. The Executive Commit- 
tee now owe me about $8,000. They paid me the original $3,000 and 
interest.

When we 
proposed to purchase, it waf done in the following manner: “ Resolved, 
That Alonzo Webster, who, under instructions, &c.” (See deed.) 

Q. You say you have attended all meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee ? 

A. I think so, 

Q. You know of the intention of any parties to divert or embezzle any* 
funds of the Agrieultural College and Mechanics’ Institute ? 

A. None whatever; and I state, further, that no embezzlement or diver- 
sion of said funds has oceurred, and that all payments have been under 
the general supervision of that Committee, the checks for said pay- 
ments having been countersigned by A. J. Willard, President of the 
Board. 

. Of how many does the Executive Committee consist ?

Q. Are you familiar with the market value of most of the real estate - 
in and about the town of Orangeburg? 
. I am. 
sg E to the value of the 116 acres sold to Mr. Webster by LSK 
. Legare, and now said to be Agricultural College property ? 

A. I think so. 

Q. Has it ever been on tax books? 

A. Not even when Legare owned it. Legare never returned it for 
taxes that I know of. I always thought it to be a part of the Claflin 
estate. 

Q. Judging by the prices of the lands about that 116 aere tract, what 
would you say was its market value? ` s 

A. Not more than ten dollars an acre. 

Q. Are the assessments in Orangeburg excessive ? 

A. Not now. They have been in the past. 

Q. Then, according to assessments of adjoining property on all sides 
‘Of the tract, what would you say was a fair valuation of this 116 acres ? 

A. Not more than ten dollars an acre. S 

Q. Your estimate is based on the assessment, then, alone ? 

A. On them; when I speak as County Auditor, I should give the same 
estimate on my knowledge of the prices at which adjoining property is 
held.

* By Mr. Jervay: 


Q. When did you ascertain that the 116 acres belonged to any 
«school ? 

A. Definitely, only yesterday, by looking over the records. There I 
found A. Webster had purchased it from L.S. K. Legare. You will 
understand my difficulty, when I say that before the war what is now 
the Claflin University was an orphan asylum. After the war it was 
deeded to the Episcopal Church by George A. Trenholm. The church 
sold it (less*the 116 aeres) to Claflin. As the 116 acres was church 
property, in 1868, it was exempt from taxation. Passing from that into 

` the hands of a school it was still exempt. Of course I have no assess- 
ment of it. This accounts for the fact that I learned, only yesterday, 


what, but for this summons, I was not concerned in. 
By the Chair: 


Q. Do you know positively of any land purchased by Dr. Webster 
on which he claimed exemption from taxes other than the 116 acres? 

A. Yes; an adjoining lot with buildings. 

Q. What about that? 


A. Claflin purchased from I. S. K. Legare. Dr. Webster represented to 
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me that this was the State’s purchase for an Agricultural College, and on 
that representation I exempted it during two years, on the ground that it 
was the Agricultural College. Subsequently I examined the titles and 
failed to see that it was such property. I immediately placed it on the 
tax books, and notified Dr. Webster that he must pay the back taxes 
and penalties, unless he could establish his right to exemption. He 
appealed to the Comptroller General and failed. 

Q. You are sure that this is not the tract of 116 acres conveyed by 
I. S. K. Legare ? 

A. Certainly; quite sure. 

Q. Could any conveyance of it have been made without your know- 
ledge? z 

A. Not since 1871. 

Q. This last tract contains'how many acres? 

A. It is not returned by acres, as it is a town lot. It was the private 
residence of I. S. K. Legare. 

Q. Where is it located, as to the town? 

A. In the eastern part, and east of the S. C. Railroad, south of the 
college lands, which it joins. 

Q. Was the County Treasurer ever authorized to return any money to 
Mr. Webster on account of that collection of back taxes? 

A. Yes; the penalties were remitted, not the taxes. Taxes are now 
charged on it. 

Mr. Jervay requested the Chairman to have Dr. Webster, R. J. 
Donaldson and T. K. Sasportas summoned for a subsequent meeting. 

The special meeting was then adjourned. 


FEBRUARY 18, 1876. 


The Committee met pursuant to adjournment. 
Present—Messrs. Andrews, Jervay, Johnston, Keith, Sessions. 


Rev. A. Webster examined : 


Q. (By Mr. Jervay.) When Mr. Van Tassell was before the Committee, 
he stated that such lands as adjoined the one hundred and sixteen acres 
were assessed by him as County Auditor at ten dollars per acre, and he 
also said he did not know there were any such lands as the one hundred 
and sixteen acres in existence. Now, what do you consider the value per 
acre of this one hundred and sixteen acres ? 

A. From my own knowledge of the actual sale of land around 
that tract, the price per acre has been much higher than ten dollars. 
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Governor Claflin paid for thirty-one acres adjoining, with buildings on 
it but a little better than those on the one hundred and sixteen acres, 
seven thousand two hundred dollars. 

Q. Was there a building on the tract of one hundred and sixteen acres 
bought by the Agricultural College ? 

A. There was a cottage house that I lived in, a school house kept by 
White Fenn, a kitchen attached to the cottage I dwelt in, two frame 
houses and a large store buildingior barn. The front of this one hundred 
and sixteen acres was upon the railroad ; in fact one-half of the college cam- 
pus as now arranged fronts the railroad. Col. F. H. Green at one time 


offered for one of the buildings and a frontage of about five acres three . 


thousand dollars. Mr. Wilcox, who purchased a portion of this same 


tract before Governor Claflin bought the land adjoining, told me that he .. 


paid seven hundred and fifty dollars for not quite four acres. 

Q. On the back or sides? 

A. It’s on the side or back on another road from the railroad. It 
fronts on the Belleville road. Then Mr. Dickson, before I purchased 
the one hundred and sixteen acres, bought a small piece in there. He 
told me he paid fifty dollars an acre for his. He bought of Mr. Thomas 
Legare, the same party from whom I purchased. 

Q. Whose property was it about which there was some question as to 
whether taxes were paid on it or not? 

A. It was land for which I tried to.get an abatement of taxes—the 
thirty-one acres deeded to Gov. Claflin. Mr. Van Tassell told me that 
the one hundred and sixteen acres, in his opinion, ought not to be taxed, 
but that some were finding fault with him because the one hundred and 
- sixteen acres were not taxed. He said he was willing to submit the 

question to his lawyer as to whether the thirty-one acres and the one 
hundred and sixteen acres ought to be taxed. 

Q. Did you get a legal opinion? 

A. I did. Mr. Dibble was the lawyer. (Witness here exhibited 
duplicate copy of opinion). 

By Mr. Antlrews: Mr. Van Tassell stated that he knew nothing of 
the one hundred and sixteen acres. He said the thirty-one acres were 
in dispute. y 

A. I made a full statement, which went through Mr. Van Tassell’s 
office, a copy of which was sent up here. It does not seem to be per- 
fectly clear in regard to the Claflin University. 

Mr. Jervay : I recollect Mr. Van Tassell stated distinctly that he did 
not know there were one hundred and sixteen acres, and if there was 
any building, it was simply a log cabin. 

By Mr. Keith: The buildings you speak of, were the 
houses ? 


y used for school 
A. We used to have a small school there. | 
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Q. When you bought the place in 1873, were these buildings on it 
then? 
A. Yes. The one I put up afterwards was burnt. 
Q. Is that the one named in the report of the Board of Trustees? ' 
A. Yes. The building named in my report was burnt. It had a very 
. fine school room. Judge Cooke tried to get the parties who owned ‘the 
property adjoining to sell, but told me they would not do it; that Mr. 
Legare said he intended to keep it for his children. 

By Mr. Johnston: The paper you have shown here does not show that 
Mr. Van Tassell knew about this land. 

A. The land deeded to the Agricultural College was the one hundred 
and sixteen acres which was occupied and kept as the agricultural farm. 
In regard to the land alluded to by Mr. Dibble, the first purchase was 
the six or seven acres by the Claflin University, the other the one hun- 
dred and sixteen acres. The tax on the land was at a much higher as- 
sessment than ten dollars per acre. 

By Mr. Johnston: What piece of land was it that Mr. Van Tassell 
testifies was exempt from taxation? 

A. That was the land adjoining the agricultural farm and deeded to 
Governor Claflin. l 

Q. Was that bought from Mr. Legare? 

A. It was bought from T. K. Legare, son of Keith Legare. It was 
property he had from his father. The one hundred and sixteen acres ad- 


+ 


joined it. . 

Q. Was that piece bought separately from the one hundred and six- 
teen acres? 

A. It was bought from another and deeded to Governor SÉ That 
was the property it was thought ought not to be taxed because all thein- 
come went to the school, and it was not assessed for one year. Mr. Van 
Tassell told me there was great complaint about the exemption, and that 
he must have the matter decided. It was submitted to his lawyer, and 
afterwards to the Comptroller General. [Witness referred to a letter 
from County Treasurer Livingston, showing the assessméht of the prop- 
erty for two years, and that the property was in the name of Governor 
Claflin.] Witness paid the tax, whether it stood in his name or not. 
Thinks the property stands on the books in the name of Governor Claflin. 
[Witness here read a note from the State Treasurer informing him that ` 
his petition to the Comptroller General for rebate of taxes on the Claflin 
property had been returned disapproved ; and, also; that unless the taxes 
were paid immediately the property would be sold to liquidate the tax 
due. Witness showed tax returns and receipts for $221.40.] The penal- 
ties are included in that amount. They assessed the property at seven 
thousand dollars when witness paid the $221.40. Before that year thinks 
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it was assessed for five thousand dollars. It is now assessed at seven 
thousand dollars. 

By Mr. Jervay: Please explain whether it was the five acres or 
thirty-one acres that Mr. T. K. Legare sold to Wm. Claflin individually. 

Witness: It was contended that the income of the” thirty-one acres 
went to the College. 1 cultivated that in connection with the farm. Mr. 
Claflin gave Mr. Legare seven thousand two hundred dollars for that 
property. D 

By Mr. Andrews: What do you consider that land worth per acre? 

A. I can’t say. The tract just now is as I bought it as far as the 
buildings are concerned; that is, since the fire and the burning of the . 
building on it. i 

Q. You stated in some of your evidence that you had made certain 
improvements—ditching and fencing. 

A. Idid. Ithink the place for school purposes worth what I gave 
for it.

The estate purchased for the Agricultural Farm having been much 
neglected during the war, and since, to the time of its purchase, and as 
the Secretary’s supervision over it was for its better preservation and 
improvement rather than profit, the plan adopted was to hire the 
labor to be expended upon it, which would allow its application for its 
better clearing, draining, repairing and other improvements, aside from

In regard to the past. success and future prospects of this institution, 
the Secretaryewould further submit, that at the second regular meeting 
of this Board, held at Orangeburg, June 13, 1872, a Committee of three 
was appoiated, of which the honorable Chairman of this Board was 
Chairman, to report a plan of operations for the purpose of carrying out 
the object of this institution.

should be of service to us in entering upon the responsible duties before 
us. The Secretary, in addition to personal travels and observations, did 
open such correspondence. A large portion of the documents thus 
secured were left in the charge of the Chairman of the Committee to aid 
him'in the report he was expected to make. The report, however, has 
not reached us, we infer, for the very important reason that no plan of 
operations could be of any practical value, while the Board were without 
any means'to put it into effect. In the meantime, it must have been 
premature in the Secretary to involve the Board in increasing liabilities 
hy seeking to make and operate a plan upon his own responsibility. 
Up to a recent date the Secretary has been in charge of the interests 
of Claflin University, which is intimately connected with the State Agri- 
cultural College. In this position and connection he has afforded ample 
facilities on the most reasonable terms, through the aid of the Trustees, 
to all desiring the advantage of thisinstitution. To render it more ample, 
through his solicitation and efforts, a new building has been erected and 
furnished, known as “Claflin Hall," with Superior facilities for four 
large recitation rooms. Here, under our supervision, branches have been - 
taught required by the charter of the State Agricultural College and 
Mechanics’ Institute. Every student applying has been treated with 
consideration and all possible facilities for learning. 


For the first term last year we had in attendance............ 111 Students. 
- For the second term last year we had in attendance...... .. 126 Students. 


For the third term last year we had in attendance......... 71 Students. 
Total for the year in the several departments, closing the 
MERA ADO Ee Muta UM TCR AREE A 308 Students. 


To fill the vacancy made by our resignation of the Presidency of 
Claflin University, Rev. Edward Cook, D. D., was appointed to that 
position—a gentleman of known experience and success as an educator. 

We learn that the Executive Committee, in accordance with the action 
of this Board at its former session, have appointed J. W. Smith as tutor 
in the Agricultural College, on a salary of $900 per year. Mr. Smith 
has been on duty the present term as Professor of Mathematics and 
Military Tactics, doing valuable service. We also learned, subsequently, 
that the same Committee had appointed Dr. Cooke as President of the 
Agricultural College. 

As the Secretary is personally greatly embarrassed by the financial 
responsibilities in which he is involved by the present liabilities of this 
institution, and as no real progress cau possibly be made in the develop- 
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ment aud practical workings of this institiation without money to pay its - 
liabilities and running expenses, it is rendered imperative to our existence 


and success that the Trustees, without delay, adopt some efficient mea- 
sures to secure the interest now due this institution from the State on the 


cash received for the sale of the. Agricultural Land Scrip. Unless this 
can be secured, or means provided from some other source, the officers ` 
and agents of this Board are powerless, and our organization a failure, 
and our existence nominal rather than real. If the Legislature itself has 
acted in good faith in founding this institution, we have a right to expect 
they will take what further action that may be requisite to supply us 
with the means of a permanent and prosperous development. 

It is the painful duty of the Secretary to call the appropriate attention 


- of this Board to the death of one of its most trusted and valuable mem- 


bers, Rev. W. D. Harris, who has been taken from us since the last meet- 


ing of the Board. `

TO 


EXAMINE BOOKS OF STATE TREASURER AND COMPTROLLER GENERAL. 
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REPORT- 


The Joint Committee appointed in accordance with the provisions of 
an Act entitled “An Act to regulate the manner of keeping and dis- 
bursing funds by certain officers” respectfully submit the following 
report: : i 

In pursuance of the duties pertaining to the Committee, we have made 
a searching examination into the books, vouchers and receipts for the 
fiscal year ending October 31st, 1875, and find them, without- exception, 
carried out in strict compliance with the requirements of the law. It 
has been our aim to make the examination * thorough, and, in justice to 
these State officers and ourselves, we have had,constantly in our employ, 
throughouf this investigation, an expert bookkeeper. Where thousands, 
yea, hundreds of thousands of public moneys are to be disbursed, too 
much care cannot be taken in perfecting an examination. The people 
look for it, and publie sentiment exacts it. Considering, therefore, the 
responsibility attendant on the performance of our duties, your Commit- 
tee has devoted time and endeavored faithfully to discharge their labors. 
There is not an item, either in- the Comptroller General’s or State Trea- 
surer’s books, referring to the fiscal year 1874-75, be it in receipts or 
disbursements, but.what has been checked, compared and passed upon. 
This we deemed necessary in the protection of public interests, and in 
justice to these officers. We find the bcoks of these two officers kept 
systematically and intelligently. The entries throughout are verified by 
receipts and vouchers, which are duly numbered and properly filed, the 
transactions of each month being separate and distinct, and the balances 
duly carried forward, and subsequently accouhted for. Our attention 
throughout has been called to the accuracy of the various appropria- 
tions, within the bounds of which all disbursements have been kept. 
This is an exceedingly difficult labor, when taxes are continually being 
received, and in small amounts; hence it must be patent, the judgment 
and discrimination that must be exercised to keep within the purview 
of the law. To elucidate properly the labors of these offices, we present 
the annexed tables. The one marked A shows the receipts derived 
from Counties and other sources, monthly, and for the entire year. A 
simple glance will thus place the reader in possession of the entire reve- 
nue derived by the State from all tributes, and thus can be seen the 
exact amounts contributed by the various Counties for the support of 


the State government. 
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Exhibit B shows the disbursements for the fiscal year. The columns 
‘show the monthly application of funds and the objects therefor, and thus 
the reader is enabled by a cursory glance to ascertain the exodus of the 
public money. It will be noted, however, that there are various subjects 

“for which funds have been disbursed not provided for in the present 
appropriation Bill; this is" accounted for, and very properly. During 
the year taxes of past years have been received, and hence application 
of these funds have been made under the appropriation Acts of those 
years. 

Exhibit C shows in a condensed form the total amount of taxes 


received at the State Treasury during the fiscal year ending October 31, . 


1875. 

Exhibit D shows the entire annual transactions in the exchange and 
consolidation of bonds. The examination into this branch of the Trea- 
sury Department has been a laborious task, and can only be appreciated 
by those executing similar duties. In this, as in other Treasury transac- 
tions, after a thorough ivestigation, we find that this exhibit tallies and 
is verified by the table covering the same subject in the State Treasurer's 
report. ` 

Exhibit E shows the bonds and stocks deposited by insurance com- 
panies in the Comptroller’s office. This law was repealed during the last 
session of the General Assembly; hence, many companies reported 
heretofore as having deposits have withdrawn them. This will, therefore, 
account for the apparent difference as shown by this exhibit and com- 
pared with the last report. 

These exhibits embody the labors of the Committee, and we trust the 
report here made will meet with satisfaction. 

In conclusion, we would state that on all subjects of reform the curtail- 

ing of expenditures is prominent; and whilst, in the main, we coincide 
with and advocate this course, nevertheless we regard it as false economy 
where necessity imperatively demands clerical labors and its subsequent 
remuneration. The consolidating of bonds and coupons is an arduous task 
at best, and to fully carry out the entire provisions of this law it requires 
the undivided attention of a competent clerk. We therefore suggest 
that the'State Treasurer be allowed a clerk for this department. We 
would also call attention to the labors as performed by W. H. Gardner 
as clerk to this Committee, and ask that the General Assembly make 
‘suitable provision for his services, The Auditor's Department of the 
Comptroller's office deserves special notice; the officer entrusted with the 
discharge of this duty does certainly deserve the encomium of the tax- 
payers; his system is perfect and paramount to all—a complete rectifier 
of any wrong that may be perpetrated or exist.

MINORITY REPORT 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


Inquire as to Execution of Contract . 


BY 


COLUMBIA WATER POWER COMPANY. 


RERORT. 


The undersigned, member of the Committee appointed on the part of 
the House, constituting, with that appointed on the part of the Senate, a 
Joint Committee to examine and report as to certain rights and franchises 
conveyed by the State to the Columbia Water Power Company, begs 
leave to state that he has had the subject under consideration and inves- 
tigation, and being unable to concur in the conclusion of the Joint Com- 
mittee, begs leave to submit his minority report with the evidence 


taken before the Joint Committee. 


The contract for the sale of the canal was entered into by deed, dated 
Tth January, 1869, between the Commission authorized for that purpose, 
and Samuel A. Pearce, Jr., as trustee of William Sprague. The prop- 
erty thereby acquired was subsequently, in 1871, assigned, and is now 
held by the Columbia Water Power Company, a corporation consisting 
of William Sprague, Amasa Sprague and Samuel A. Pearce, Jr. The 
conditions of the sale embrace several particulars; but it is not contended 
that the company has failed in any condition, unless it be those expressed 
in the deed in these words: * That the purchasers, their assigns or succes- 
sors, shall, within two years from the date of the conveyance, complete 
the widening and deepening of the said canal to at least twice its original 
capacity; and that the same shall always be kept open and in proper 
order for boating purposes, free of all charges for toll or otherwise, as far 
as the same is now used; and that the waters of the canal shall not be 
allowed to become stagnant.” 

It is not seriously questioned that, as to the last named condition, any 
failure bas been made. 

The ‘testimony is conclusive that, at the date of the contract, the canal 
was used for boating purposes to a point known as Geiger’s Mill, a con- 
siderable distance above the grounds of the Penitentiary. Indeed, for a 
great length of time prior to that sale, boats had not come below that 
point; and so far as the purposes of navigation were involved, the canal 
had at all other points grown into entire disuse at the date of the con- 
tract. There were two points above Geiger’s mill where a boat could 
not pass with a draught of over eighteen inches. These sections, where 
the bottom of the canal was of solid rock, have been deepened so as now 
to allow a draught of about four feet at all points ; and the canal ‘is free 
for navigation several hundred yards below Geiger’s mill, and is used for 
this purpose by the boats of the company and those belonging to the 


e 
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Penitentiary. * In this particular, then, the condition has been fulfilled 
„considerably beyond the terms of the contract. ai 
In passing upon the question, whether the remaining condition has 
been’ met by the purchasers of the canal, your Committee are required 
to ascertain the proper. construction of the phrase “to complete the widen- 
ing and deepening of the said canal to at least twice its original capacity." 
It has been construed by some to require that this canal should be in- 
creased in size to twice the width and twice the depth. But it would 
seem that if the contract was intended to have this meaning, it was easy 
so to express it; and that, on the contrary, the condition looked to eapacity, 
and not to any given extent area ` not to capacity for boating purpases— 
as this was referred to separately as required to the extent then used— 
but to Capacity as a water power, the prime object to be obtained by the 
sale and contemplated improvement of the canal. The width and depth 
were irregular, at many places largely in excess of the average; and at 
such points it is plain that a further widening and deepening could not 
have been contemplated or desired, and would diminish rather 
than enlarge the capacity as a water power. It cannot be doubted 
that the meaning of the term here employed would be  con- 
strued by the Courts in the sense given to them’ by experts; and the 
testimony of Major Mahon, Colonel Leon and General Stolbrand, profes- 
sional and practical engineers, is to the point, that the phrase means 
capacity to hold or to' pass twice the amounf of water for “ hydraulie 
purposes;" or,in other words, that the water power should be doubled in 
amount, by widening and deepening the canal wherever the one or the 
other, or both, might be necessary to that end. This is confirmed by the 
farther condition declared in the contract that the waters should not be 
used for other than “hydraulic purposes.” . Besides, it is notorious that 
this property is now esteemed valuable, and is looked to by the publie as 
a water power, to be developed to the utmost extent for the purposes of 
manufacturing enterprise. The estimate was not made of what would 
be the inerease if the width and depth were actually doubled; but it 
cannot be doubted that, if it were practicable, it would increase the canal 
‘to an hundred-fold instead of twice its original capacity—a consumma- 


- 
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tion certainly not in the contemplation of the parties as a condition of . 


the contract. 


From the evidence it does not clearly appear what was the power at 
the date of the contract, ¿In the testintony of General Stolbrand, refer- 
ence is made to a survey in 1866, by Professor LeConte, which estab- 
lished a mean depth of some nineteen inches. The testimony of Dr. 
Green showed that, prior to the war, the power of the canal at the Ger- 
vais street bridge was not more than sufficient to drive the wheels of his 
‘saw and grist mills at that point, and this, from the best description now 
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to be obtained of these mills, was estimated by Colonel Low at not ex- 


exceeding thirty horse power. From the testimony of Major Mahon, it 


appears that the power at the Penitentiary had been, by repairs of the 
canal on the part of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary; made to 
reach twenty five horse power. 

Upon the completion of.the improvements made by the Columbia 
Water Power Company, according to the testimony of the superintend- 
ing engineer, Major Charles Mahon, the water power of the canal had 
been increased four-fold, amounting, at the Peniteutiary, to a capacity of 


‘one hundred horse power. 


Against this positive evidence is that of General Stolbrand and Dr. 
Green, both of whom testify without having tested the power by any 
reliable experiment or measurement. The latter is not an expert, and 
whilst he expressed the opinion that the power was not increased, he 
said that he had merely made a cursory and superficial examination, 
and drew his inference from the assumption that at the sluices the width 
and depth had not been increased. Dr. Green admitted that if the 
depth at these points had been increased, it would alter his opinion ; 
and the evidence of other witnesses, notably, Mr. Stark, who did the 
work, is conclusive that the bed had been considerably-deepened at these 
points. 

The opinion of General Stolbrand was mainly based upon a measure- 
ment at a section near the Penitentiary, made by him on the 9th of 
December, 1871, where he found the depth of water to be almost 
nineteen inches, near the same as that fixed by the survey of Professor 
LeConte. And he concluded, therefore, at that time the power had 
not been increased to any extent. This may have been true, although 
the measurement could not establish the proposition unless the canal 
was in its full capacity, of which he did not enquire. ‘The waste weirs 
above, of which there are Leo, mar then have been opened, permitting 
the larger portion of the power to escape in that way—a supposition not 
improbable, in view of the fact that the work was then in progress in 
the bed of the canal above the point of measurement. It is further in 
proof that. the work was not then completed. : At the head of the canal, 
in December, 1871, and January, February and March, 1872, the bed 
was deepened about two feet by blasting solid rock, and the dam up the 
river was lengthened by at least three hundred yards, so that the depth 
of the canal at the point referred to by General Stolbrand has been 
more than doubled since 9th of December, 1871, and now, notwith- 
standing a cónsiderable flow over the waste weirs, the depth, as measured 
by Mr. Stark a week ago, is three feet seven inches, and the average 
depth of the canal is about four feet as against one foot seven inches— 
according to Professor LeConte's survey, iu 1866, an increase of capa- 
city in depth alone of two feet five inches. 
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The testimony of the parties employed upon the work shows that after 
careful surveys by competent engineers it was ascertained that to develop 
the canal above Geiger’s Mill into a power sufficient to meet the de- 
mands of manufacturing enterprise, would require an enormous outlay 
of capital, and develop but a limited amount of water power. Large 
beds of rock along the line must be removed, at an expense, according 
to Major Mahon's (the engineer's) estimate, possibly reaching ten thou- 
sand dollars per horse power. The company determined, therefore, that it 
would be impracticable to develop the power in this direction, and did not 
attempt to do so beyond what was necessary to comply with the terms of 
the contract, and furnish the required 100 horse power to the State at the 
Penitentiary. The surveys developed the practicability of acquiring abun- 
dant power by constructing a dam across the Congaree River, capable of - 
throwing the entire power of the stream into the canal at Neagle’s bridge, 
and instead of a very limited power, supply fifteen thousand horse-power, 
if demanded. To this end the company enlarged the canal below this 
point along the mill sites to a width of eighty feet, supposing that the 
State would not hesitate to grant the franchise necessary to obtain this 
magnificent power. The Bill for this purpose passed the Senate du ring 
the session of 1872, but was defeated in the House Committee. Ata 
subsequent session the franchise was granted to another company, with a 
privilege to the Columbia Water Power Company to co-operate with 
said company in building the dam, an.Lsharé the water power with them. 
From the testimony of Col. Pearce it appears that the Columbia Water 
Power Company, upon request made by the company holding the franchise 
for them to join in building the dam, responded promptly to that request, 
and consented to co-operate with them under the provisions of this Act. 
Nothing further was heard from the more favored company; and the 
practical result has been to deprive the Columbia Water Power Com- 
pany of the privilege of developing this. valuable power, and granting 
the franchise to a corporation which had not then and does not now give 
evidence of any progress in developing this water power. 

In view of these facts the undersigned is constrained to admit the 
weight of the testimony in favor of the validity and binding obligation? 
of the contract under consideration ; and he is clearly of opinion that. 
any litigation to contest the matters at issue, besides involving the State 


in considerable expense, and subjeeting the enterprise to vexations and 


indefinite delays and embarrassments, would result, as the testimony 
here shows, in abundant evidence by witness competent as experts to 


, establish the contract, and not a solitary fact or a tittle of reliable evi- 


dence to the contrary. 


It has been seriously asserted that the purpose of the corporators of 
the Columbia Water Power Company was, from the outset, to suppress 
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this enterprise, in order to avoid competition with the Rhode Island Mills. 
The proposition is ridiculous—too absurd for serious consideration. The 
wealth of the South in water power, as in every other bounty, is far 
beyond competition ; and all the capital of England and New England 
mills combined cannot buy and keep it idle, if only the people of the 
South would welcome and encourage enterprise when it comes, not reck- 
oning whence they come or who they are that bring it. The company 
have expended, as appears from the testimony, about fifty thousand dol- 


Jars upon the canal; they have invested over twenty-five thousand dollars 


in the purchase of adjacent real estate ; they have entered into a contract 
with the city of Columbia, involving equally large outlays and extending 
for twenty years; they have exhibited readiness to co-operate with others 
when denied the cheap privilege of doing the work themselves, and now 
they are willing, at least so far as the resident parties can speak, to 
transfer to any one acting in good faith their entire interest at cost. 

As a member of your Committee, I think that it would be difficult to 
produce more convincing evidence of earnestness and good faith in the 
purpose of permanently developing the wealth, the progress and the pros- 
perity of our people; and instead of engaging in hopeless litigation, and 
thus indefinitely postponing every sort of enterprise in reference to this 
water power, if the General Assembly will adopt a different line of policy 
and, without discrimination against capital from abroad, help those who, 
at least, appear willing to help themselves, and frown upon those who, 
unwilling to invest their own capital, seek to obtain an unconscionable 
advantage over the enterprise of others, the State will receive a material 
and lasting impulse towards the prosperity to which her people are 
entitled, and which they would now enjoy but for their contracted pro- 
vincial and suicidal policy. 

In the opinion of the undersigned member of your Committee, the 
investigation he has made has resulted not only in showing that the State 
has no probable cause for complaint in reference to this contract, but 
that it is the part of wisdom to encourage rather than embarrass the 
company in their efforts to develope the great purposes for which the 
contract was made.

A large number of the largest tax payers have not as yet paid their 
taxes, and the Treasurer is informed that they will tender bills of the 
Bank of the State when prepared to pay. If that does happen, and with 
the usual deficiency that always occurs in the collection of taxes, this 
County wil be greatly in arrears and all interests must suffer. The 
Treasurer is of opinion that the sealing up of the bills tendered this 
year will remove from the market a large amount of the bills that have 
done service in former years in the way of loans for tenders, thereby 
providing the payment of dues on their property and reserving the 
money to be loaned at heavy interest to needy borrowers. 

A large amount of the bills tendered this year are of the issue known 
as the stamped bills, that have been proved in the Dabney-Morgan suit ; 
the remainder are unstamped and not as yet submitted to the investiga- 
tion of a jury. 

For previous years about one hundred thousand dollars have been 
tendered in bills of the Bank of the State for taxes in this County. If, in 
their wisdom, the General Assembly would provide for the receipt of the 


same, a large amount of property now on the forfeited records would be 


restored to the tax duplicates, and be in a position to yield a large addi- 
tional revenue to the State, and lessen the burden of taxation on those 
who pay their taxes regularly.

CONCURRENT RESOLUTION TO APPOINT A COMMITTEE 
TO INQUIRE INTO THE FAILURE OF THE SOUTH CARO- 
LINA BANK AND TRUST COMPANY. 


Whereas, at the time of the failure of the South Carolina Bank and 
Trust Company, the State had deposited to its credit the sum of $205- 
753.19, which amount may prove a total loss, and necessitates the levying 
of an additional tax on the property in the State for the purpose of meet- 
ing the defictency caused by the loss of the above amount; and whereas 
the State Treasurer openly stated to the Legislature last winter that he 
believed said bank to be in an insolvent condition; notwithstanding said 
statement, the deposits of the State in said bank were increased, by the 
direction of the Financial Board, from a comparatively small sum to a 
very large one; and whereas it has been currently reported that the 
cause of such failure was the inability on the part of the officers of said 
bank to obtain payment of large amounts of State paper carried by said ` 
bank; and whereas, in the report of the Receiver of said bank to. the 
Judge of the Circuit Court, it is stated that a large sum of nioney stands 
charged on the books of said bank as Jegislative expenses, supposed to 
have been paid to members of the General Assembly for services in the 
passage of certain claims held by said bank; therefore, 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate concurring, 
That a Committee of five on the part of the House, and five.on the part 
of the Senate, be appointed to thoroughly investigate the facts as set forth 
in the foregoing preamble, either by an examination of the books of said 
South Carolina Bank and Trust Company, or from such information as 
they can be furnished with by the Receiver of said bank; and that said 
Committee be empowered to send for persons and papers: Provided, That 
no expense be incurred by said Committee.
